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THE  INSTITUTION  FOR  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE  BLIND. 

In  submitting  the  thirty-third  annual  report  of  the  Ontario  Institution 
for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  at  Brantford,  I  beg  to  solicit  a  perusal  of  the 
reports  of  the  Principal  and  examiners  for  full  particulars  in  regard  to  the 
management  and  progress  made  by  this  institution  during  the  past  year. 

The  number  in  attendance  varies  but  slightly  from  that  of  last  year. 
The  new  year  of  the  institution  opened  September  28th,  1904,  with  an  attend- 
ance of  104  pupils.  During  the  vacation  considerable  attention  was  given 
to  provide  for  some  much  needed  repairs  and  renovations  in  the  buildings, 
so  that  when  the  pupils  assembled  at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term 
the  buildings  were  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  In  this  as  in  all  other  public 
institutions  it  is  best  economv  to  watch  carefuUv  for  the  various  structural 
defects  as  they  appear,  and  have  repairs  promptly  made.  To  secure  this  a 
liberal  appropriation  for  repairs  and  alterations  is  very  desirable.  It  is  now 
more  than  thirty-two  years  since  the  institution  was  completed,  and  in  this 
country  the  life  of  a  building  in  use  that  long  shows  the  marks  of  age  unless 
there  is  constant  and  vigilant  attention  to  repairs  as  soon  as  needed.  The 
roads,  walks  and  lawns  have  been  much  improved  during  the  year  so  that 
when  the  session  opened  in  September  many  improvements  were  noticeable. 

The  institution  was  regularly  inspected  by  my  predecessor,  and  since  my 
promotion  to  the  inspectorate,  I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  making  one  visit 
and  becoming  acquainted  with  the  manner  in  which  the  institution  is  con- 
ducted, and  the  praiseworthy  efforts  which  are  being  made  by  the  Principal 
and  his  staff  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  afflicted  committed  to  their 
care. 

The  St.  Louis  Exposition  this  y?ar  has  afforded  the  world  an  illustration 
of  the  advancement  made  in  providing  educational  facilities  for  the  blind. 
In  addition  to  exhibits  exemplifying  methods  of  teaching  the  Blind,  there 
was  a  large  and  highly  interesting  display  of  the  products  of  pupils  in  dif- 
ferent institutions  throughout  the  world.  Principal  Gardiner  was  present 
at  the  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind  at 
St.  Louis  in  July,  and  presented  a  paper,  which  he  has  incorporated  in  his 
annual  reports  as  well  as  furnishing  a  summary  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
association.  From  the  report  of  the  meetincr  it  will  be  seen,  where  trade  in- 
dustries are  encouraged  in  training  the  blind,  that  broom-making  is  the 
favorite  employment  in  American  institutions.  Heads  of  New  York  and 
Massachusetts  institutions  have  largely  been  inclined  to  refuse  to  teach  the 
trades  altogether,  claiming  that  the  state  should  merely  provide  a  general 
education  coupled  with  manual  training.  There  seems  a  marked  tendency 
at  present  in  that  direction. 

There  is  cheering  evidence  that  blindness,  so  often  the  result  of  lack  of 
attention  in  early  childhood,  is  gradually  becoming  less  frequent  in  Ontario. 
In  these  days  when  medical  investigation  has  done  so  much  to  seek  out  and 
demonstrate  the  nature  of  first  causes,  and  when  so  much  has  been  ac- 
complished to  familiarize  us  with  causative  relations,  we  can  reasonablv 
anticipate  that  efforts  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  will  not  go  unreward- 
ed. The  care  that  is  now  taken  to  provide  asepsis,,  or  in  plain  terms  the 
diligent  attention  to  secure  as  far  as  possible  absolute  cleanliness,  is  certainly 
becoming  an  important  factor  in  the  prevention  of  the  loss  of  sityht.  That 
blindness  is  often  due  to  lack  of  attention  to  the  eyes  in  the  early  days  of 
childhood  is  now  admitted. 

If  we  could  arouse  full  knowledge  by  everyone  of  the  importance  of 
having  the  eyes  of  infants  and  children  faithfully  looked  after  and  diligently 
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treated  whenever  there  is  the  slightest  appearance  of  secretion  or  other  indi- 
cation of  inflammatory  action,  much  more  would  be  aecomplished.  The  time 
for  this  much  needed  attention  is  from  the  moment  of  birth  until  the  age  of 
childhood  is  passed.  But  it  is  particularly  to  infantile  ophthalmia  that 
attention  needs  to  be  directed.  If  the  people  generally  became  aware  of  how 
blindness  in  a  large  measure  might  be  prevented  one  of  the  best  blessings 
of  this  new  century  might  be  along  this  line  to  prevent  a  most  distressing 
affliction.  I  have  thought  theft  Provincial  Board  of  Health  might  with 
great  advantage  to  the  general  public  take  this  matter  up  and  in  some  way 
assist  in  bringing  directly  home  to  the  people  a  knowledge  of  the  importance 
of  strict  attention  to  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  eyes  in  infancy  and 
childhood. 

Not  many  years  ago  smallpox  was  known  to  be  a  cause  of  blindness^  and 
the  history  of  many  epidemics  of  that  loathsome  disease  records  many  in- 
stances where  loss  of  sight  was  a  distressing  sequela.  Since  vaccination  has 
become. imperative  the  number  of  cases  of  smallpox  is  not  only  greatly 
lessened,  but  where  the  disease  does  occur  in  spite  of  vaccination  the  symp- 
toms are  so  much  modified  that  the  instances  of  blindness  following  the 
disease  are  becoming  much  less  frequent. 

We  have  therefore  reason  to  hope  that  along  the  lines  of  prevention 
much  will  yet  be  accomplished.  In  nearly  every  instance  where  blindness  in 
childhood  is  traceable  to  inflammatory  conditions  the  neglect  i^  in  the  home, 
and  the  mistake  there  made  is  in  regarding  as  a  slight  and  trifling  ailment  a 
condition  which  if  allowed  to  go  unchecked  may  result  in  depriving  an 
innocent  child  of  one  of  the  greatest  gifts  to  humanity.  If  parents  and 
teachers  will  recognize  that  blindness  may  often  be  prevented,  and  that  no 
affection  of  the  eye  or  its  membranes  in  early  childhood  can  with  safety  be 
neglected,  we  shall  do  much  to  lessen  the  frequency  of  the  affliction.  We 
have  reason  for  encouragement  with  the  progress  that  has  been  made,  for 
there  are  certainly  fewer  blind  children  in  Ontario  to-day  than  there  were 
twenty  years  ago.  Much  however  remains  to  be  accomplished  in  appreciating 
the  utmost  importance  of  early  attention  to  even  the  mildest  forms  of  eye 
affections  in  early  childhood. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the  expenditures  for  maintenance  at  Brant- 
ford  Institution  for  the  Blind  contract  so  favorably  with  similar  institutions 
in  other  countries,,  and  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  general  man- 
agement during  the  past  year,  as  may  be  learned  from  a  perusal  of  the 
pages  of  this  report,  has  been  so  satisfactory. 

My  visit  of  inspection  impressed  me  with  the  conviction  that  as  the 
work  of  the  institution  is  so  largely  educational  it  might  be  of  great  advant- 
age to  have  at  least  a  greater  part  of  the  inspection  come  under  the  Educa- 
tion Department.    I  therefore  beg  to  submit  this  suggestion  for  consideration. 

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT. 
R.  W.  Bruce  Smith,  Esq.,  M.D.,  Inspector: 

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  mv  Report  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30.   1904. 

Referring  to  the  Report  which  I  prepared  for  the  Inspector's  considera- 
tion a  year  agq,  you  will  observe  that  the  provision  of  suitable,  remunera- 
tive employment  for  the  Blind  was  a  prominent  topic.  That  question  has 
not  been  solved,  and  its  urgency  is  my  excuse  for  reverting  to  it  at  con- 
siderable length  in  this  Report. 
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The  St.  Louis  Convention. 

Pursuant  to  instructions,  I  attended  the  Seventeenth  Biennial  Conven- 
tion of  the  American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind,  held  in  the 
Hall  of  Congresses,  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  July  20- 
22,  1904.  The  place  of  meeting  was  a  portion  of  the  new  buildings  of  the 
Washington  University,  temporarily  used  for  Exposition  purposes.  I  went 
to  St.  Louis  a  couple  of  days  in  advance  of  the  opening  of  the  convention, 
and  utilized  the  time  in  a  general  study  of  the  exhibits,  with  particular 
attention  to  the  Education  building,  a  comer  of  which  was  set  apart  for  the 
exemplification  of  methods  of  teaching  the  Blind,  and  for  the  display  of  the 
products  of  Schools  for  the  Blind. 

The  Missouri  School,  which  is  located  at  1827  Morgan  street,  St.  Louisi, 
showed  pipe  and  reed  organs,  a  piano  and  specimens  of  music  written  in  the 
American  Braille  system';  mattresses  stuffed  with  cotton;  broom  com  and  an 
inexpensive  machine  for  the  manufacture  of  brooms;  sewing  machines. 
Kindergarten  tables  and  chairs,  a  brass  relief  map  of  the  Fair  grounds, 
spelling  papers,  specimens  of  Braille  writing,  Kindergarten  products, 
specimens  of  sewing  and  knitting,  embroidered  underclothing,  brooms  and 
whisks. 

The  Portugal  Schools,  located  at  Lisbon  and  Oporto,  contributed  a 
collection  of  very  neat  small  baskets  made  of  willow  and  cane;  a  steno- 
graphical  method  for  the  Blind  and  a  dotted  alphabet  following  the  general 
outlines  of  the  Roman  alphabet,  to  be  read  with  the  eyes  or  fingers. 

The  Kentucky  Institutioui  situated  at  Louisville,  showed  the  products 
of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  in  New  York  Point ;  maps  of 
the  continents;  brooms,  whisks,  fancy  baskets,  Kindergarten  products,  bead 
work,  fansi,  small  mattresses,  baby  clothes,  cane  chair  work,  and  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  carpenter  work. 

The  Ohio  Institution,  Columbus,  showed  some  good  specimens  of  types 
writing. 

The  Illinois  Institution,  Jacksonville,  showed  a  bench,  vise  and  other 
appliances  for  carpenter  work,  with  towel  rollers,  shelves  and  other  pro- 
ducts; also  clay  and  rafiia  from  the  Kindergarten;  mats,  sewing,  knitted 
and  crochet  work. 

The  Massachusetts  School  and  Perkins  Institution,  South  Boston^ 
showed  photographs  of  the  buildings  and  classes,  outline  maps,  wood  work, 
knitted  and  crochet  products. 

The  New  York  Institution  showed  small  baskets,  netted  goods,  etc. 

The  Pennsylvania  Institution,  Overbrook,  showed  photographs  of  the 
new  buildings. 

A  Chicago  manufacturing  firm  had  a  display  of  globes,  desks  and 
chairs. 

These  exhibits  were  not  very  attractively  arranged,  nor  were  they  as 
extensive  as  might  have  been  expected  with  the  wide  area  to  draw  from. 
But  the  general  educational  exhibits  from  the  several  States,  and  from 
many  of  the  countries  of  Europe,  would  require  weeks  to  examine  and 
many  pages  to  describe.

Adjournment. 

The  distinguished  gentlemen  who  were  on  the  programme  for  addresses 
of  welcome  were  conspicuous  by  their  absence,  but  their  work  was  satisfac- 
torily performed  by  a  substitute  in  the  person  of  a  St,  Louis  teacher,  and 
President  Ray  replied  appropriately.  Rev.  Mr,  Smead's  paper  on  Discipline 
was  carefully  prepared  and  well  delivered,  but  as  the  meeting  had  opened 
long  after  the  advertised  hour,  and  the  time  for  adjournment  had  long 
passed,  there  was  no  discussion  upon  it. 

At  Thursday's  session  the  Report  of  the  Committee  upon  Higher  Edu- 
cation contained  a  draft  of  a  Bill  to  provide  that  qualified  students  between 
the  ages  of  21  and  25  should  be  provided  with  scholarships,  at  the  expense 
of  the  nation^,  to  enable  them  to  pursue  their  studies.  There  was  no  dissent 
from  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  but  different  opinions  were  presented  with 
regard  to  the  proper  ages  for  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  course,  some 
urging  that  the  scholarship  might  be  granted  to  youths  under  21,  and 
others  declaring  that  men  of  35  or  40  should  not  be  shut  out.  Finally  it  was 
decided  to  leave  discretionary  power  as  to  verbal  changes  in  the  hands  of  the 
CommHtee. 

Before  reading  my  Paper,  to  which  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  had  appended  such  a  formidable  title,  I  made  a  few  introductory 
remarks,  expressing  my  regret  that  it  had  been  decided  on  the  previous  day 
not  to  have  the  proceedings  reported  by  shorthand,  and  my  disappointment 
that  there  had  been  no  discussion  upon  Rev.  Mr.  Smead's  Paper.  One  topic 
referred  to  in  that  Paper  was  the  behavior  of  blind  pupils  at  table,  and  I 
would  have  liked  to  know  whether  the  practice  in  the  democratic  United 
States  was  for  the  teachers  to  eat  at  the  same  tables  as  the  pupils,  thus 
affording  opportunity  for  instruction  in  table  manners.  My  own  Paper,  I 
said,  was  inquisitive  rather  than  instructive,  and  it  would  hardly  be  profit- 
able to  read  it  unless  it  provoked  discussion  and  elicited  information  from 
men  with  more  knowledge  and  exDcrience  than  I  possessed.  As  Lord 
Randolph  Churchill  said  about  Mr.  Gladstone,  I  was  ''Old  Man  in  a  Hurry," 
and  I  wanted  to  learn  all  about  the  management  of  the  Blind  in  the  shortest 
possible  time.     I  then  read  as  follows  : 
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^'Employment  for  the  Blind — Impkoved  Physique. 

**By  H.  F.  Gardinek,  Brantford,  Ontario. 

'^Appended  to  the  notice  of  this  convention,  sent  me  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  was  a  request  that  I  should  mention  any  topic 
I  would  like  to  have  considered.  I  replied  that  I  was  anxious  to  learn 
about  employments  that  would  provide  a  livelihood  for  the  young  men 
and  young  women  who  pass  through  the  school  for  the  Blind ;  also  I  wanted 
to  find  the  best  way  to  improve  the  physique  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  are 
indisposed  to  take  proper  exercise.  The  Chairman  thereupon  asked  me  to 
prepare  a  few  lines  which  would  introduce  these  subjects  for  discussion. 

"I  was  aware,  from  reading  the  reports  of  previous  Conventiona,  that 
these  topics  were  by  no  means  new.  They  had  been  quite  fully  discussed, 
on  more  than  one  occasion,  by  gentlemen  whose  experience  qualified  them 
to  give  valuable  information ;  yet  it  was  not  to  be  assumed  that  the  last  word 
had  been  spoken.  I  could  not  glean  from  any  of  the  reports  on  the  shelves 
of  the  Ontario  Institution  for  the  Blind  that  the  problem  of  profitable 
employment  for  the  Blind  had  been  solved ;  nor  that  a  sure  method  had  been 
found  to  give  rosy  cheeks  and  an  erect  carriage  to  a  lazy,  listless  or  anemic 
youth. 

"In  the  Institution  at  Brantford,  Ontario,  the  boys  are  taught,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  usual  literary  subjects,  music^  piano-tuning,  willow  basket- 
making,  cane  chair-seating,  hammock-netting  and  the  making  of  horse-nets. 
The  girls  are  taught  music,  knitting,  crocheting,  hand  and  machine  sewing, 
netting  and  bead-work;  and  there  is  a  small  class  in  domestic  science. 

"There  are  a  few  ex-pupils  of  the  Institution  who  have  made,  and  are 
making],  a  decent  living  at  the  basket  trade,  but  the  general  impression 
seems  to  be  that  there  is  little  or  no  profit  in  it,  on  account  of  the  competi- 
tion of  veneer  baskets  made  by  machinery,  chip  baskets  made  by  the  Indians 
and  willow  baskets  made  by  sighted  labor  in  factories.  For  cane-seating 
there  is  little  demand  in  the  way  of  repairs,  old  chairs  being  provided  with 
perforated  wooden  seats  at  smaller  cost  than  that  of  cane. 

"These  circumstances  have  tended  to  popularize  piano-tuning  to  such 
an  extent  that,  if  the  pupils  of  the  0.  I.  B.  were  allowed  absolute  choice 
of  their  occupations,  the  willow  and  cane  shop  would  be  desertec\,  and  we 
would  be  compelled  to  provide  a  dozen  more  pianos  for  tuning  instruction 
and  practice,  which  in  turn  would  necessitate  a  considerable  addition  to  our 
already  overcrow(1ed  buildings.  Pupils  are  so  persistent  in  their  applica- 
tions for  instruction  in  tuning  that  I  fear  some  who  are  not  qualified  by 
nature  to  succeed  in  that  trade  are  wasting  their  time  at  it,  to  the  neglect 
of  things  that  might  be  of  real  use  to  them.  They  get  through  with  the 
literary  curriculum  in  a  few  yearsi,  and  as  the  limitation  of  the  number  of 
pianos  makes  it  impracticable  for  any  one  pupil  to  work  at  either  piano 
practice  or  piano  tuniner  more  than  three  hours  per  day,  there  is  too  much 
loafing  about  the  premises,  to  the  detriment  of  mind  and  body.  A  boy 
with  his  sight  spends  five  years  in  learning  a  trade,  and  works  in  a  shop  nine 
or  ten  hours  each  day.  How  many  years  should  it  require  for  a  blind  boy 
to  learn  the  same  or  a  similar  trade,  when  he  works  at  it  only  two  or  three 
hours  per  day?  The  average  boy  at  school  or  college  is  in  a  hurry  to  get 
through,  so  that  he  can  begin  to  earn  money.  Possibly  the  bov  in  the 
Blind  Institution  reasons  that  he  will  not  be  able  to  make  a  much  better 
living  after  he  acquires  his  trade  than  he  is  getting  in  the  school,  free  of 
cost  to  himself  or  his  relatives;  therefore  why  should  he  be  anxious  to 
graduate? 
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"Then  there  is  to  be  considered  the  danger  of  overcrowding  the  market 
for  tuners.  In  Canada  we  have  had  several  years  of  great  prosperity,  and 
the  piano  factories  have  been  working  full  time,  but  in  the  years  of  depres- 
sionj^  which  experience  teaches  us  to  expect,  there  will  naturally  be  a  curtail- 
ment in  this  industry,  and  many  piano-tuners  will  be  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment.    Happy  will  be  the  man  who  has  another  string  to  his  bow. 

''In  my  brief  experience  of  a  single  session  as  Principal  of  the  Ontario 
Institution  for  the  Blind,  I  have  observed  that  the  hope  of  immediate  per- 
sonal profit  is  the  greatest  incentive  to  industry.  It  is  the  custom  with  us 
to  permit  the  pupils  to  sell  hammocks,  horse-nets,  knitted  goods  and  bead- 
work,  they  paying  for  the  materials,  and  thus  many  of  them  obtain  their 
pocket-money.  Some  of  the  young  men  wished  to  tune  pianos  in  the  city 
for  pay,  but  that  I  would  not  permit,  for  the  reason  that  the  pupils^,  boarded 
and  lodged  at  Government  expense,  should  not  be  allowed  to  take  work  and 
wages  away  from  tax-paying  residents  of  the  city  who  have  themiselves 
and  their  families  to  support.  The  products  of  work  in  the  basket  shop  and 
sewing  room  are  the  property  of  the  Institution.  Our  boys  therefore 

prefer  hammock-making  to  basket-making  and  our  girls  like  the  knitting 
room  better  than  the  sewing  room. 

''From  the  reports  of  several  Institutions  in  the  United  States  I  gather 
that  broom-making  is  a  favorite  occupation.  In  Ontario  we  would  have 
to  import  the  broom-corn  (free  of  duty),  and  to  compete  against  factories 
employing  sighted  labor  as  well  as  against  prison-made  brooms.  Never- 
theless, one  man,  who  has  very  little  sight,  reports  to  me  that  he  makes 
a  plain  living  for  himself  and  his  wife  by  the  manufacture  of  brooms 
in  his  own  house,  most  of  which  are  sold  in  his  immediate  neighborhood. 
T  would  be  glad  to  learn  how  much  an  industrious  man  can  earn  at  this 
trade. 

"Mr.  W.  Martin,  Manager  of  the  Royal  Blind  Asylum,  Edinburgh, 
in  his  Paper  on  'Industrial  Employment  for  the  Blind,'  (1902),  recom- 
mends the  manufacture  of  bedding — mattresses,  pillows  etc.,  of  hair,  wool, 
cotton,  grass,  fibrcv,  feathers — ;  basket-making,  cane-seating,  rope  and  twine 
spinning,  net-making,  brush-making,  mat-making,  cork  fenders  and  cush- 
ions, weaving  of  rough  carpets  and  bed-covers,  sewing  of  sacks,  straw  bottle- 
covers,  wood-cutting,  knitting  and  sewing.  Some  of  the  trades  which  are 
fairly  remunerative  in  Britain  might  not  be  suitable  for  this  continent, 
and  I  have  referred  to  the  above  list  with  the  hope  of  getting  the  results  of 
American  experience  regarding  the  several  items. 

"Coming  to  the  second  branch  of  my  subject,  the  improvement  of  the 
physique  and  carriage  of  the  pupils,  I  have  been  much  interested  in  the 
references  to  dancing  and  military  drill  which  I  found  in  reports  of  former 
Conventions,  and  I  would  be  grateful  for  further  information  on  these 
lines.  We  have  at  Brantford  a  fairly  well  furnished  gymnasium  on  the 
boys'  side  of  the  building,  which  is  used  at  stated  periods  by  the  girls.  But 
this  of  itself  is  not  sufficient.  Pupils  huddle  about  the  steam-coils  in  winter 
when  the  temperature  in  the  building  is  65  to  70  degrees,  preferring  an  excess 
of  artificial  heat  to  stirring  their  blood  by  action.  Then  the  drooping  head 
and  groping  walk  require  a  remedy.  What  shall  it  be?  From  the  depth  of 
my  inexperience  I  respectfully  present  these  inquiries." 

Discussion  on  the  Paper. 

James  T.  Rucker,  Principal  of  the  West  Virginia  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  Blind,  opened  the  discussion,  referring  to,  the  advantages  of  life  in  the 
open  a^'r  and  mentioning  a  book  which  described  the  Japanese  system  of  phy- 
sical training. 
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Lapier  Williams,  Superintendent  of  the  Kansas  Institution  for  %ke 
Blind,  suggested  that  the  construction  and  location  of  the  buildings  could  be 
made  to  solve  the  exercise  problem.  At  the  Kansas  Institution  the  pupils 
had  to  walk  a  considerable  distance  from  the  living  house  to  the  school 
house,  in  all  weather^,  and  thus  both  motion  and  fresh  air  were  obtained.  Hq 
was  not  sure  that  it  was  the  proper  duty  of  an  educational  institution  to  teach 
trades,  but  of  all  other  trades  for  the  Blind  he  preferred  broom-making. 

George  S.  Wilson,  Superintendent  of  the  Indiana  Institution  for  the 
Blind,  thought  that  a  great  object  of  our  institutions  should  be  to  make  the 
Blind  fit  to  mingle  with  the  world  at  large.  He  allowed  great  liberty  of 
individual  action,  such  as  pupils  going  alone  upon  the  streets,  as  a  means 
of  developing  courage  to  confront  all  classes  of  people.  He  regarded  the 
ability  to  sell  brooms  and  other  things  as  more  valuable  than  the  ability  to 
make  them. 

A  delegate  from  Mississippi  spoke  on  the  teaching  of  tuning,  holding  that 
only  selected  pupils  should  be  permitted  to  learn  that  trade. 

C.  S..  Showalter,  Superintendent  of  the  Wisconsin  School  for  the  Blind, 
Janesville,  told  of  a  workshop  for  the  adult  blind  that  had  been  established 
in  Milwaukee,  where  basket-making  is  the  chief  industry.  The  workers  are 
not  boarded.  Their  wages  are  paid  weekly.  The  Superintendent  does  the 
buying  and  selling.  A  market  has  been  found  and  more  goods  could  be  sold 
than  can  be  produced.  The  men  earn  |5  to  |6  per  week.  Mr.  Showalter 
said  that  after  a  courisie  in  manual  training  it  was  easy  to  learn  a  trade.  He 
tried  to  keep  his  pupils  in  health  by  **field-work,''  foot-racing,  jumping, 
throwing  the  discus,  and  a  species  of  football.  The  girls  who  had  some  sight 
played  basket-ball  and  croquet.  The  social  side  of  life  should  be  developed. 
He  recommended  carpet-weaving  as  a  proper  industry  for  boys  and  girls — 
using  the  hand-loom.  They  had  made  nice  rugs  from  old  ingrain  and  rag 
carpets. 

M.  Anagnos^,  Director  of  the  Massachusetts  School  and  Perkins  Institu- 
tion for  the  Blind,  South  Boston,  made  a  feeling  reference  to  the  late  Mr. 
Dymond,  whom  he  had  met  at  many  conventions,  and  paid  a  neat  compliment 
to  Mr.  Dymond's  successor.     The  first  Blind  Institutions  in  America,  Mr. 
Anagnos  said,   at  Boston,  New   York,   and  Philadelphiaf,   were   industrial. 
Experienced  teachers  were  brought  from  Scotland,  and  a  long  list  of  trades 
was  tried.     Basket-making  was  thoroughly  tried  in  New  York  in  the  forties 
and  was  found  unprofitable  and  abandoned.     The  experience  of  Massachu- 
setts and  Pennsylvania  was  similar.     It  was  revived  in  1878  in  the  Ontario 
school,  the  Trades  Instrutor  there  having  adopted  models  for  the  baskets,  the 
willow  being  grown  cheaply  on  the  Institution  farm  and  the  protective  tariff 
then  adopted  ensuring  a  good  price.     But  the  Convention  had  heard  to-day 
that  the  basket  trade  in  Canada  was  going  through  the  same  experience  which 
it  had  previously  encountered  in  the  States  he  had  named.     Nor  is  broom- 
making  a  trade  at  which  a  large  percentage  of  the  workers  can  support  them- 
selves.    The  west  has  some  advantage  over  the  east  in  the  purchase  of  the 
com,  having  fewer  commissions  to  pay.     Boston  cannot  make  profit  in  this 
manufacture,  and  generally  there  is  more  to  be  made  in  selling  brooms  than 
in  making  them.         Very  few  of  the  blind  in  Europe   are    self-supporting. 
Three-fourths  of  them  are  paupers»,  some  earn  a  part  of  their  living,  and  two- 
thirds  are  supplied  by  alms.     In  Germany  and  Italy  the  making  of  baskets 
is  profitable,  but  not  in  Canada  or  the  United  States.     Baskets  are  used  for 
many  purposes  in  the  European   countries,   where  the  people  are  far  less 
wasteful  than  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.      He  (Mr.  Anagnos)  had  visited 
nearly  all  the  Blind  Institutions  in  Europe  and  he  had  collected  a  library 
of  2,000  volumes  in  19  languages  relating  to  the  Blind,   so  he  spoke  with 
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knowledg-e  when  he  said  that  no  country  could  compare  with  America,  in- 
cluding Canada  (cheers),  in  its  methods  of  dealing  with  the  Blind.  Yet  30 
per  cent,  of  those  who  went  through  the  Massachusetts  school  were  incapable 
of  earning  a  living.  He  agreed  with  the  idea  that  only  selected  candidates 
should  be  permitted  to  study  tuning  in  schools  for  the  Blind,  men  of  good 
morals,  intelligence,  address,  deportment  and  mechanical  skill.  A  fellow 
with  bad  habits,  such  as  chewing  tobacco,  would  disgust  patrons  and  harm  the 
prospects  of  deserving  blind  tuners.  The  250  pianos  owned  by  the  city  of 
Boston  were  tuned  by  the  graduates  of  the  School  for  the  Blind.  Mr.  Anag- 
nos  closed  a  most  interesting  address  by  a  description  of  manual  training 
and  its  benefits. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wait  the  discussion  was  closed  and  the  Report  on 
Congressional  Legislation  was  taken  up. 

Should  Trades  be  Taught? 

On  Friday,  in  the  discussion  of  Mr.  Lapier  Williams'  Paper  on  "The 
Course  of  Study;  the  Articulation  of  the  Literary,  Musical  and  Industrial 
Departments,"  Mr.  Wait,  of  the  New  York  City  Institution/,  was  the  prin- 
cipal speaker.  He  took  very  strong  ground  against  teaching  trades  in  Blind 
Schools,  afiSrming  thai  the  blind  youth  should  be  given  the  same  kind  of 
education  as  their  seeing  brothers  and  sisters,  and  then  left  to  find  their  voca- 
tions. In  the  New  YorK  Institution,  he  said,  manual  training  was  given,  but 
trades  were  not  taught.  When  the  idea  of  educating  the  Blind  was  taken 
up  in  America,  about  the  year  1833,  the  present  system  of  free  education  for 
all  the  people  had  not  been  introduced.  There  was  an  educated  class,  but  the 
prevailing  notion  was  that  the  poor  should  work,  not  read.  Thence  caro^ 
the  workshop  plan,  which  had  not  been  very  successful  anywhere,  and  which 
he  had  managed  to  cret  rid  of  in  his  school.  The  seeing  boy  is  not  expected  to 
learn  a  trade  whil«»  pursuing  his  literary  course.  Why  should  more  be 

required  of  the  bl^nd  than  of  those  who  can  see?  Mr.  Wait  criticized  the 
mercenary  spirit  '??veloped  by  permitting  pupils  to  earn  money  for  them- 
selves, and  did  not  oelieve  that  the  incentive  of  immediate  personal  profil^ 
should  be  relied  up,nu  to  any  extent  to  make  pupils  industrious. 

I  ventured  to  duggest  that  the  obligation  of  each  generation  to  earn  its 
own  living  was  as  oinding  in  1904  as  it  was  in  1833.  Take  two  boys,  one  witi 
sight,  and  the  other  without.  They  have  equally  good  school  trainings  and 
at  the  agepf  eighteen  they  both  leave  school.  One  can  find  a  place  and  pay 
m  a  factory  as  an  apprentice,  in  a  store  where  he  can  learn  the  mercantile 
business,  or  on  a  farm.  The  other,  if  applying  for  such  situations,  will 
told  that  he  would  be  in  the  way;  that  there  were  always  plenty  of  boys  to 
be  had  who  could  see.  Must  that  boy  become  a  peddler  or  a  beggar?  If 
he  did»not  learn  a  trade  in  his  school,  how  and  where  could  he  learn  it  at  all? 

Mr.  Wait  replied  that  the  underlying  fallacy  in  the  illustration  consist- 
ed in  the  fact  that  blind  boys  were  debarred  by  nature  from  success  in  any 
of  thp  occupations  mentioned. 

T  was  indebted  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  M.  Green,  of  the  Missouri  School 
the  Blind,  for  many  courtesies,  and  to  other  ladies  and  gentlemen  for  their 
cordi«l  welcome  to  a  new  member  of  the  Association. 

The  schools  in  the  following  States  sent  to  the  Convention  from  one  to 
half  a  dozen  representatives  each  :  Alabama,  Arkansas,  California,  Coloi^ 
ado,  Connecticut,  Florida,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kentuckv,  Louisiana,  Mar}- 
]»nd,  Massachusetts,  Minn^.^ota.  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  York  City,  Ne^ 
^'ork  State,  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  South  Dakota.,  Virerinia, 
VTestem  Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin,  Kansas,  Tennessee,  Texas, 
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Utah,  and  the  Province  of  Ontario.  Invitations  had  been  sent  to  the  Euro- 
pean schools,  and  courteous  replies  were  received  from  many  of  them,  but 
none  were  represented  except  one  school  in  France,  from  which  a  pupil  and 
teacher  gave  an  illustration  of  a  new  method  of  teaching  Geography,  Mr. 
Anagnos  acting  as  interpreter. 

Previous  Discussions. 

It  was  not  to  be  expected  that  the  discussions  at  St.  Louis  could  be  as 
exhaustive  as  some  of  us  desired  to  have  them,  the  attractions  of  the  Exposi- 
tion tending  to  shorten  the  sessions.  I  may  therefore  profitably  append  some 
extracts  which  I  had  copied  from  the  reports  of  previous  conventions,  and 
from  other  works  relating  to  the  Blind,  before  going  to  St.  Louis.  Besides 
the  questions  of  employment  and  physical  culture,  the  establishment  of  in- 
dustrial "homes"  for  the  adult  blind  will  be  alluded  to — a  subject  upon  which 
the  Inspector  made  a  recommendation  one  year  ago.  Said  Mr.  Edward  E. 
Allen,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Institution,  Philadelphia  : 

**Nothing  begets  pity  like  blindness,  and  as  the  parents  of  a  blind  child 
often  blame  themselves  for  its  condition^,  they  often  outdo  themselves  in  en- 
deavors to  make  up  to  it  what  they  consider  it  to  have  lost.  More  often 
than  not,  therefore,  such  a  child  is  petted,  coddled,  humored  in  everything, 
and  spoiled.  If  there  are  other  children,  these  are  taught  to  give  up  even 
their  own  rights  to  the  supposed  rights  of  the  blind  member  of  the  family. 
Such  a  child  usually  acquires  ugly  and  disagreeable  habits  of  body  and  equal- 
ly unpleasing  habits  of  mind.  But  more  than  all  else  harmful  in  its  effects 
is  the  habit  of  sloth  and  inaction  which  this  very  care  fosters,  A  child  with 
this  habit  firmly  fixed  upon  him  is  doomed  to  a  life  of  unhappiness  and  fail- 
ure ;  his  existence  is  a  curse  to  himself  and  his  friends.  Bodv  and  mind  re- 
act  upon  each  other;  and  if  a  child  knows  nothing  of  the  activities  of  child- 
hood which  develop  thought  and  invention,  foster  energy,,  perseverance  and 
emulation,  how  can  he  be  expected  to  grow  up  like  other  children  and  become 
their  social  equal?  Wise  parents  can  do  much  to  waken  and  direct  the 
natural  energies  and  activities  of  their  blind  child.  But  just  as  physicians 
commonly  prefer  not  to  practice  in  their  own  families  but  to  call  in  other 
physicians,  so  it  is  proper  for  the  parents  of  a  defective  child  to  realize  that 
to  have  special  training  from  outside  for  it  is  generally  the  better  plan.  Ob- 
viously the  care  and  labor  of  training  and  educating  such  a  child  is  enormous- 
ly greater  than  is  that  of  training  and  educating  a  child  who  sees.  It  must 
be  shown  and  taught  the  thousand  little  things  that  the  seeing  child  picks 
UD  of  itself  through  observation,  imitation  and  constant  practice.  In  a 
school  where  everything  is  adapted  to  the  conditions  of  blindness,  and  where 
discipline,  system,  habits  or  order  and  of  hygiene  are  insisted  upon,  but  above 
all  where  the  blind  child  is  among  his  equals— where  he  is  freed  from  the  de- 
pressiner  and  degrading  feeling  of  dependence  and  inferiority — there  at  last 
he  is  given  a  chance  to  do  something  and  be  something.  The  average  blind 
child,  who  at  home  is  smothered  with  well-meant  but  pernicious  kindness, 
grows  up  ignorant,  of  what  the  world  really  is,  and  when  chance  throws  him 
upon  it  the  revelation  of  the  truth  comes  to  him  as  a  dreadful  shock,  much 
as  it  came  to  blind  Berth j\  in  'The  Cricket  on  the  Hearth,'  and  the  parent 
lives  to  moan  as  Caleb  Plummer  did,  *Have  I  deceived  her  from  her  cradle 
but  to  break  her  heart  at  last.' 

"Blind  children  cannot  be  under  training"  too  early.  A  kindergarten 
full  of  them  is  one  of  the  most  delightful  places  imaginable;  delightful  be- 
cause these  little  plants,  that  come  to  it  dwnrfpd  and  crooked,  soon  grow 
and  straighten  in  the  tonic  atmosphere  of  self-revelation  and  of  natural  activi- 
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ties  released,  guided  and  directed.     TKe  kindergarten  puts  the  child  in  touch 
with  nature  and  adjusts  it  to  all  its  surroundings. 

''Many  oi  the  pupils,  especially  the  girls,  go  home  to  become  helpful  in 
the  family,  and  these  live  on  there  as  centres  of  light  and  culture,  and  so 
what  was  once  deemed  a  calamity  may  become  to  the  family  a  blessing  in 
disguise.  It  is  not  because  an  institution  like  this  simply  relieves  human 
suffering!,  but  more  truly  because  it  reveals  the  blind  to  themselves,  develops 
their  capabilities  and  so  puts  them  on  their  feet  again,  that  it  takes  its  place 
among  human  agencies  for  restoring  in  some  measure  to  usefulness  and  ser- 
vice lives  visited  with  affliction  through  human  wrong  or  neglect. 

"In  ancient  times  the  blind  were  so  commonly  forced  to  beggary  that  the 
term  'blind  beggar'  became  proverbial.  In  those  days  of  no  education  and  no 
philanthropy  what  else  could  most  of  them  do  but  beg  ?  And  there  were  such 
numbers  of  them  that  they  fought  for  standing  places  by  church  doors,  and 
competed  with  one  another  for  novel  and  attractive  ways  in  which  to  make 
their  blindness  lucrative. 

"In  the  remote  past  there  were  sporadic  cases  of  celebrated  blind  irien 
who  were  self-taught.  We  hear  nothing  about  the  great  mass  of  the  blind. 
But  it  is  known  that  before  attention  was  directed  to  their  condition  and  at- 
tempts made  to  relieve  it  through  education  and  training,  the  great  mass  of 
them  lived,  or  rather  existed  as  best  they  could,  earning  a  precarious  livinp, 
as  beggars,  minstrels  or  mountebanks.  Nowadays  so  many  of  the  blind  go  out 
into  the  world  and  succeed  quietly  in  it  that  we  still  hear  little  of  the  great 
mass  of  them;  yet  they  are  in  the  world  and  form  an  integral,  useful  part  of 
it.  Taking  into  consideration  what  proportion  of  our  seeing  population 
really  support  themselves,  and  what  proportion  of  young  men  with  s'ght  who 
enter  upon  a  business  career  fail  in  it,  we  are  forced  to  acknowledge  that 
the  blind  of  the  nineteenth  century  have  done  well — ^very  well. 

"Under  elevating  surroundings  and  the  stimulus  of  education  th^rq  have 
been  blind  people  successful  and  even  eminent  in  almost  every  profession  and 
occupation  that  could  be  mentioned.  They  have  been  eminent  in  the  minis- 
try, in  the  law,  in  medicine  and  in  science;  they  have  been  noted  as  travellers, 
boat  builders,  crystal  cutters,  sculptors  and  road  builders. 

"In  a  democratic  community  a  common  school  training  is  considered  tho 
right  of  every  child,  both  for  the  joy  it  brings  to  him  and  because  education 
is  known  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  society.  In  our  special  schools  for  the 
blind,  the  pupils  are  given  much  more  than  a  common  school  education ;  first 
and  foremost,  they  are  given  a  home  and  careful  home  training  for  n^'ne 
months  of  the  year,  and  in  addition  that  special  instruction  which  will  fit 
them  when  they  leave  the  institution  to  be  self-supporting,  if  they  have  it  in 
them  to  support  themselves. 

''Every  year  manv  a  blind  boy  and  girl  leaves  one  or  another  of  our  In- 
stitutions. 'With  self-respect,  with  proper  views  of  the  dignity  of  labor,  with 
habits  of  industry,  with  good  moral  character,  the  young  blind  person  goes 
out  into  the  world  with  some  chancei,  at  least,  of  success,  and  if  he  have 
friends  to  give  him  a  helping  hand  at  the  outset,  he  may  finally  walk  alone,' 
and  so  fill  his  niche  in  life  and  make  the  world  better  for  his  having  lived 
in  it. 

The  Social  Side. 


"At  the  old  Institution  in  Philadelphia  the  social  life  of  the  pupils  was 
restricted  by  the  lack  of  accommodations.  Here,  however,  the  social  life  is 
wholly  different.  Occasionally  one  cottage  group  is  'at  home'  to  another. 
Teachers  and  officers  are  formally  invited  in.  On  one  occasion  table  games 
are  played.     On  another,  after  a  short  reception,  the  guests  are  conducted  to 
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the  gymnasium,  which  has  now  come  to  be  the  centre  of  the  social  life  of  the 
Institution.  There  such  games  are  played  as  hunting  for  peanutsj^  ravelling 
the  spider's  web,  sack  race  and  blindman's  buff;  often  there  is  some  intellec- 
tual guessing  game,  but  always  the  party  ends  with  dancing  and  generally 
with  refreshments.  When  the  pupils  get  up  the  party  they  make  all  arrange- 
ments, providing  both  music  and  refreshments.  Three  or  four  times  a  year 
the  ofBcers  and  teachers  of  each  school  arrange  a  party  in  the  gymnasium, 
but  dancing  has  become  an  established  feature  of  each  one.  From  my  experi- 
ence with  the  blind  in  three  large  Institutions,  especially  those  at  the  Royal 
Normal  College  in  London,  I  am  not  easily  surprised  at  what  blind  children 
can  do,  but  I  have  not  yet  ceased  to  marvel  at  the  readiness  with  which  our 
pupils  have  taken  up  dancing.  All  praise  is  due  to  teacheo's  and  ofiScers  who 
have  voluntarily  taught  them  and  danced  with  them.  At  such  a  party  as  is 
mentioned  above  each  person  present  is  handed  a  card  bearing  the  order  of 
dances,  written  either  in  ink  or  Braille.  Below  is  given  the  order  of  dances  of 
the  dancing  party  held  by  our  girls  on  the  evening  of  February  IStl^,  1901. 
It  was  the  first  of  many  such  parties,  and  as  the  first  is  worthy  of  record.

"A  good  thing  must  not  be  overdone  or  it  ceases  to  be  a  good  thing.  We 
have  begun  this  term  by  allowing  the  boys  to  dance  regularly  only  one  even- 
ing a  week,  after  study  hour,  and  the  girls  one  evening,  likewise.  These 
dances  are  informal  and  are  but  fairly  well  attended;  but  the  formal  danc- 
ing parties  are  enthusiastically  attended.  Once  in  a  while  a  few  visitors  are 
brought  in  to  assist.  If  anyone,  not  knowing  himself  to  be  in  a  school  for  the 
blind,  could  come  into  the  gymnasium  while  one  of  our  dances  was  in  full 
swing,,  he  would  not  realize  for  some  time  that  many  of  the  dancers  were  blind 
people.  It  is  said  that  dancing  is  magnificent  physical  exercise;  and  when 
it  is  carefully  restricted  and  properly  encouraged  it  is  surely  a  grand  thing 
for  our  pupils,  who  not  only  benefit  bv  the  exercise  it  gives  but  also  by  the 
easy  carriage  and  grace  of  movement  it  fosters." 

Physical  Culture. 

A  paper  read  at  the  1890  convention,  by  Mr.  Simpson,  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Institution,  contained  the  following:     "A  blind  student,  if  he  is  to  gain 
an  honorable  place  among  scholars,  must  be  exceptionally  strong  in  body  as 
well  as  in  mind.     A  good  gymnasium  would  seem  to  be  a  very  important,  not 
to  sav  indispensably,  part  of  the  equipment  of  an  Institution  for  the  blind. 
Hardly  second  in  importance  to  the  gymnasium  stand  calisthenics  and  mili- 
tary drill.     But  no  prescribed  form  of  exercise  should  be  allowed  to  take  the 
place  of  the  natural,  spontaneous  play  of  childhood.      Blind  children  should 
be  encouraged  to  take  part,  whenever  possible,  in  the  games  of  their  seeing 
companions,  and  should  play  similar  games  among  themselves.     The  joyous 
excitement  of  children  at  play  is  a  sort  of  moral  sunshine  that  cleanses  and 
sweetens  the  whole  nature.     It  is  a  sacred  birthright,  the  loss  of  which  can 
never  be  made  ffood  in  this  life.     All  tendency  to  moping,   and  self-pity, 
should  of  course  be  promptly  checked.     Our  pupils  should  be  tausrht  early  the 
proper  care  and  carriage  of  the  body.     The  lessons  intended  to  effect  this,  that 
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is,  to  establish  habits  of  neatness  and  to  correct  awkward  and  unsightly  move- 
ments, should  be  given  with  the  gentleness  of  a  mother  and  the  strictness 
of  a  drill-master.  Military  drill  and  discipline  for  the  boys,  and  calisthenics 
(and  why  not  dancing?)  for  the  girls,  would  seem  to  be  excellent  means  to 
this  end.  The  blind  especially  should  make  the  maintenance  of  health  a 
religious  duty. 

*'Let  us  endeavor  to  instill  into  the  minds  of  our  pupils  a  passion  for  phy- 
sical perfection — to  secure  to  them  the  blessings  of  sound  health,  perfect 
physical  purity,  complete  development,  and  all  possible  grace  of  carriage  and 
address.  Let  us  teach  them  the  old  Greek  love  of  physical  excellence»,  and, 
better  still,  true  Christian  reverence  for  the  body  as  a  sacred  temple,  the 
dwelling  place  of  Him  who  ^created  man  in  His  own  image.'  " 

Mr.  Hinchee,  of  the  Arkansas  School,  said:  **A  teacher  should  point 
with  equal  pride  to  a  splendid  specimen  of  health  and  development,  as  to  one 
who  spends  the  entire  time  in  the  study  and  class-room,  and  at  the  expense 
of  the  body,  gaining  first  place  in  the  class.  How  much  easier  it  is  to  correct 
deformities  when  they  are  young  than  at  any  other  timet,  for  the  muscular 
system  is  then  susceptible  to  exercise,  and  the  form  can  be  made  shapely  with 
much  loss  effort  than  if  we  wait  .until  they  have  attained  their  full  growth. 
If  the  chest  is  weak  and  flat,  or  pigeon-breasted,  now  is  the  time  to  remove  the 
defect.  Build  up  the  arms  to  be  strong  and  comely  now;  accustom  the  chest 
and  shoulders  to  their  proper  place,  whatever  their  owner  is  at;  cover  the  back 
with  full  and  shapely  muscles ;  get  the  feet  used  to  the  work  which  comes  so 
easy  and  natural  to  them,  once  trained  aright ;  and  the  same  boy  who  would 
have  grown  up  half-built,  ungraceful^  and  far  from  strong,  will  now  ripen  in- 
to a  manly,  vigorous,  well-knit  man,  with  sound  mind  and  body, 
familiar  with  the  possibilities  of  that  body,  with  what  is  the  right  use  and 
what  is  the  abuse  of  it,  and  knowing  well  how  to  keep  it  in 
that  condition  which  shall  enable  him  to  accomplish  the  best 
day's  mental  labor.  And  he  will  be  far  fitter  to  face  the  privations,  anxieties 
and  troubles  of  life  in  the  most  successful  way. 

*'As  part  of  the  work  which  can  be  done  outside  of  the  gymnasium,  we 
most  heartily  recommend  military  drill  as  being  one  of  the  best  exercises 
which  can  l)e  eno^aged  in.  This  exercise  is  not  liable  to  be  overdone,  and 
does  not  bring  into  play  any  very  vigorous  action  of  the  muscles. 
This  is  also  an  exercise  which  addresses  itself  to  the  mind, 
and  while  it  does  to  a  certain  extent  render  the  muscles  more  supple  and  ac- 
tive, it  does  not  create  any  more  muscle,  but  prepares  the  way  for  exercise  that 
will  have  a  tendency  to  develop  the  muscular  system.  One  of  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  blind  is  a  shambling  gait  and  groping  attitude  which  this  work 
does  much  to  correct,  and  in  this  particular  respect  it  is  very  beneficial,  ren- 
dering them  much  more  confident  in  their  step,  and  enabling  them  to  find 
their  way  about  with  much  more  case  than  before. 

**We  must  graduate  our  young  men  and  women  with  sound,  healthy 
botlies,  as  well  as  bright  minds,  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  retain  their 
brightness  after  entering  upon  the  duties  of  everyday  life. 

''When  the  education  of  the  body  is  made  an  important  part  of  the  work 
during  the  school  year;  when  gymnasiums  for  the  development  of  these 
young  men  and  women  are  built  and  managed  on  scientific  principles — then 
we  may  expect  to  see  the  blind,  who  have  always  had  to  battle  with  life  un- 
der great  disadvantages,  come  forth  from  school,  with  strength  renewed, 
ready  for  the  conflict  which  is  before  them ;  then  will  we  see  them  filling  ac- 
ceptable positions  of  trust  and  responsibility  in  the  places  where  their  lot  may 
fall,   and   instead   of   being   a   burden   to  their  friends  and   parents,  become 
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independent  and  self-supporting.  When  all  this  is  done,  and  good  results 
seen,  all  will  wonder  why  so  simple,  so  sensible,  so  effective  a  course,  con- 
ducive to  present  happiness  and  health,  and  future  well-bein^,  had  not  been 
thought  of  and  carried  out  long  ago." 

Mr.  .Battles  said :  "We  have  paid  considerable  attention  to  the  mili- 
tary drill,  and  have  always  regarded  it  very  highly,  not  only  as  a  means  of 
exercisei,  but  as  a  very  important  element  in  the  administration  of  discipline. 
The  result  is  a  straightening  of  the  form  and  greater  accuracy  of  movement, 
as  shown  by  one  that  has  had  any  drill  of  this  character.  The  drill  furnishes 
an  esprit  de  corps  that  is  not  found  in  the  individual  gymnastic  work." 

Principal  Dymond :  "My  own  mind  has  long  been  made  up  as  to  the 
absolute  necessity  for  systematic  physicfil  training  for  our  blind  pupils.  I 
regard  physical  training  as  the  first  necessity.  •  My  idea  is,  no  matter  what  it 
costs  in  the  shortening  of  hours  in  other  branches,  that  a  certain  portion  of 
the  day  during  the  eight  or  nine  months  out  of  the  twelve  that  the  pupils  are 
in  session  ought  to  be  devoted  to  regular,  systematic  physical  exercise;  and 
I  do  not  think  it  should  be  discontinued  when  they  grow  old  enough  to  pass 
into  the  workshop." 

Mr.  Tannahill :  "We  regard  dancing  once  a  month,  in  the  Iowa  Institu- 
tion, as  a  good  thing.  While  some  of  those  who  have  prejudices  against  danc- 
ing have  some  misgivings,  yet  I  have  never  seen  any  real  harm  come  from  rt, 
but  in  many  cases  good." 

Mr.  Wait :  "The  military  drill  is  of  importance  to  certain  of  our  young 
men,  but  it  would  be  undesirable  to  put  girls  into  military  training.  The 
chief  objection  to  it  is  that  it  is  not  far-reaching  enough." 

Mr.  Jacobs :  "I  think  we  ought  to  teach  our  pupils  how  to  breathe  and 
how  to  use  their  lungs.  We  all  know  that  many  pupils  come  to  us  with 
round  shoulders,  contracted  chests,  feeble  voices  and  nasal  articulation.  It 
seems  to  me  that  our  chief  aim  should  be  to  teach  our  pupils  how  to  stand 
erect,  how  to  walk,  how  to  expand  their  chests,  how  to  breathe  and  how  to 
speak." 

Workshops  for  Adults.  ^ 

Thomas  F.  McCune,  Iowa  College  for  the  Blind  :  "There  is  almost  noih- 
iug  that  the  blind-  may  not  learn  to  do  and  do  well.  They  may  be  taught 
to  cook,  to  do  laundry  work,to  keep  house.   They  can  dance  gracefully  and  can 

perform  military  evolutions  with  the  precision  of  disciplined  soldiers.  They 
may  become  expert  typewriters  and  telegraphers;  they  may  become  mogrf; 
skilful  turners  in  woojd  and  workers  in  metal ;  but  except  as  educutional  forces 
or  mere  personal  convenience  such  knowledge  is  of  little  avail.  It  is  probable 
that  in  the  future  technical  instruction  in  the  schools  will  be  confined  to  few 
and  simple  trades. 

.  "And  just  in  proportion  to  the  attention  given  intellectual  training  ovor 
mere  handicraft  is  the  field  of  employment  for  the  blind  enlarging.  The 
vigorous,  healthy,  positive  and  talented,  suitable  candidates  for  the  higher 
education  mentioned  abovei,  may  become  high  grade  canvassers  and  agents  in 
various  callings.  They  may  become  teachers  and  lecturers,  professors  of 
music  and  of  abstract  sciences.  They  may  compete  in  all  the  intellectual 
pursuits,  in  which  many  of  th^m  are  to-day  serving  with  distinction. 

"For  those  who  have  learned  some  trade  in  the  schools,  but  who  lack 
ability  to  manage,  and  for  all  that  numerous  class  who  lack  home  and  kin, 
industrial  establishments  should  be  provided.  These  working  homes  have  been 
much  criticized  but  nothing  better  has  been  yet  found.  They  are  becoming 
■distorted  from  their  original  design,  and  are  taking  on  more  and  more  asy- 
2  ft. 
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lum  features ;  but  these  defects  time  will  perhaps  correct.  The  proper  way 
to  care  for  this  class  of  the  blind  is  a  problem  that  no  one  has  been  able 
to  solve.  The  trustees  of  such  instHutions  should  have  wide  discretionary 
powers  to  the  end  that  they  may  take  advantage  of  any  experience  or  theory 
in  their  judgment  worthy  of  attention." 

From  the  Iowa  College  report :  "A  workshop  is  established  in  Paris  for 
the*benelit  of  blind  men.  The  workmen  have  the  privilege  of  taking  material 
to  their  homes  and  performing  the  necessary  labor  there,  or  of  working  in  the 
establishment.  Neither  board  nor  lodging  is  furnished.  This  institution  i« 
not  self-supporting,  but  is  sustained  by  a  charitable  society.  There  is  a 
similar  shop  in  Marseilles. 

**The  industrial  departments  foi;  the  twenty-eight  schools  for  the  blind  in 
Germany  are  made  more  prominent  than  in  American  schools,  the  German 
theory  favoring  a  practical  ability  to  make  a  living  rather  than  a  practically 
useless  scholarship.  Indeed,  many  of  these  departments  are  veritable  work- 
shops, where  the  adult  blind  are  employed,  but  not  boarded  nor  lodged.  A 
German  institution  maintains  paternal  relations  with  its  ex-pupils.  Each 
student  on  his  departure  is  furnished  with  tools  and  material.  His  school 
sells  him  material  at  cost  and  buys  from  him  his  products  at  good  prices,  and 
in  case  of  sickness  or  distress,  renders  him  all  assistance  in  its  power.  The 
Institution  at  Duren  pays  out  annually  at  least  f  1,000  for  such  purposes. 

"In  Vienna  there  are  three  workshops  for  adults,  and  one  for  adult  Jews 
at  Hohe  Warte. 

"In  Russia  four  workshops  have  been  established,  two  of  them  in  St. 
Petersburg,  in  which  the  blind  workman^can  earn  from  |60.00  to  fSO.OO  per 
annum.  Six  asylums  for  the  aged  and  decrepit  blind  are  in  existence  wherein 
about  100  men  and  300  women  find  comfortable  homes. 

"The  thirty  schools  in  the  United  States  are  all  similar  in  general  or- 
ganization!, each  one  comprising  a  literary,  musical  and  an  industrial  depart- 
ment, and  aiming  to  give  its  pupils,  in  the  first  place,  a  good  education,  and 
in  the  second  place,  technical  instruction  by  which  a  living  may  be  secured. 
^  "In  1873,  Mr.  M.  H.  Hall,  a  blind  man,  established  in  Philadelphia  an 
industrial  home  for  blind  men.  This  was  the  first  institution  of  its  class  in 
the  worl(i,  and  to-day  remains  at  the  head  of  that  claims.  In  1890  the  number 
of  workmen  was  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  the  sales  for  the  year  were 
f  55,027,  while  the  net  earnings  of  the  men  amounted  to  $22,393.  Ohio  has 
a  home  in  successful  operation  at  Iberia,  and  California  has  founded  one  at 
Oakland.     Iowa  expected  to  open  one  at  Knoxville  in  the.  fall  of  1901. 

"While  general  education  in  schools  for  the  Blind  has  been  expanding 
during  the  last  twenty-five  years,  technical  or  professional  training  has  been 
contracting  in  a  corresponding  degree.  This  is  in  consequence  of  man's  sel- 
fishness. If  he  must  work  he  demands  the  easiest  and  most  convenient  way 
of  doing  that  work,  and  that  his  co-workers  make  no  drafts  on  him  for  ser- 
vices little  or  big.  If  he  must  manage  a  business,  he  demands  help  that  will 
require  of  him  the  least  care  and  oversight.  This  is  perhaps  but  justice  to 
himself.  It  prevents,  howeveij,  and' always  will  forbid,  the  possibility  of  the 
blind  and  sighted  working  promiscuously  together  save  under  exceptional 
circumstances." 

Industrial  Limitations. 

H.  F.  Bliss,  Wisconsin  school  for  the  Blind :  "Deprived  of  all  senti- 
ment, the  institution  is  practically  a  monument  of  charity,  established  and 
maintained  by  the  gfenerous  philanthropy  of  a  Christian  commonwealth.  The 
inmates  belong  to  the  defective  classes  and  are  universally  recognized  as  such. 
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It  is  possible  to  make  them  happy,  and  in  many  eases  to  store  their  minds  with 
useful  knowledge,  and  to  equip  their  hands  and  brains  with  a  reasonable 
amount  of  skill,  so  that  occasionally,  in  spite  of  their  injSrmity,  they  are  en- 
abled to  take  up  the  struggle  of  life  and  successfully  compete  wHh  their  see- 
ing  brothers  and  sisters.  To  a  large  majority,  however,  in  this  state  and 
every  other,  the  element  of  sympathy  in  liberal  measure  will  always  be  neces- 
sary to  ordinary  success,  and  not  infrequently  to  existence.  I  am  prompted 
to  this  plain  "Statement  of  fact  by  the  sentimental  nonsense  that  sometimes 
finds  expression  concerning  the  state  school  for  the  blind,  and  with  no  desire 
to  depreciate  in  any  way  the  benefits  of  practical  education. 

**The  industrial  work  of  the  institution  is  fully  up  to  the  standard  of 
other  States,  and  that  is  not  saying  much  for  this  department.  The  trades 
taught  are  broom-making,  chair-caning,  mattress  and  hammock-making,  and 
rarpet-weaving.  It  is  possible  for  an  active,  intelligent  boy  with  a  com; 
bination  of  these  simple  trades  to  largely  support  himself,  yet  no  seeing  boy 
with  the  same  equipment  would  succeed.  I  have  looked  thus  far  in  vain  for 
something  more  practical  for  our  blind  boys,  and  will  welcome  gratefully  at 
any  time,  from  any  source,  any  suggestion  along  this  line.  Many  of  our 
boys  are  ambitious,  ready  to  take  hold  of  anything  thai;  presents  itself,  but 
the  possibilities  seem  so  limited  that  we  invariably  turn  back  to  the  time- 
honored  nits.  I  ani  satisfied  that  if  the  concentrated  efforts  of  a  dozen  or 
twenty  of  our  young  men  could  be  utilized  in  the  manufacture  of  brooms,  or 
any  other  one  thing  that  they  might  make  expertly  by  practice,  the  product 
could  be  sold  successfully,  and  the  labor  receive  fair  remuneration.  But  this 
can  be  done  oiily  through  the  industrial  home. 

"Piano  tuning  10  an  industry  that  is  successfully  taught  to  a  limited 
number  of  our  young  men.  If  a.  boy  possesses  musical  talent  and  a  reason- 
able amount  of  mechanical  genius,  and  some  business  ability,  it  is  possible 
for  him  to  make  a  living  after  graduating  from  this  course.  Two  young  men 
left  us  at  the  close  of  last  ye.ar,  and  have  established  themselves  in  what 
promises  to  be  a  successful  business  as  piano  tuners. 

"Our  girls  are  taught  to  knit  and  sew,  and  many  of  them  are  thus  enabled 
to  contribute  something  practical  to  the  home  life.  The  cooking  classes  in- 
troduced three  years  ago  have  been  reasonably  successful,  and  a  source  of 
satisfaction  and  enjoyment  to  the  participants.  They  have  demonstrated  that 
a  blind  girl  can  be  taught  to  cook,  and  the  mother's  work  is  frequently  light- 
ened by  the  aid  of  the  daughter  who  formerly  occupied  the  chimney  comer. 
"Light  handicraft  that  is  at  all  practicable  for  girls  is  extremely  difficult 
to  find,  and  this  avenue'  will  ever  be  open  to  experiment  and  improvement. 

"Many  people  are  possessed  of  the  notion  that  blindness  is  a  great  aid  to 
the  development  of  musical  talent.  Observation  suggests  that  blindness  is 
not  a  blessing,  and  in  no  sense  an  aid  to  the  development  of  any  talent.  The 
blind  boy  or  girl  who  becomes  a  good  musician  by  years  of  constant  study 
would  be  a  star  of  the  first  magnitude  on  the  musical  horizon,  if  blessed  with 
siffht.'' 

Music  as  a  Breadwinner. 

At  the  convention  of  Blind  Instructors  in  1890,  Mr.  Jacobs  said :  "Per- 
mit me  to  say  that  I  fully  appreciate  the  value  of  a  good  literary  education 
as  well  as  the  importance  of  high  moral  culture.  Indeed,  the  intellectual  and 
moral  faculties  of  a  human  being  are  so  intricately  mingled  that  you  cannot 
develop  the  one  without,  in  some  degreei,  developing  the  other.  I  believe  in 
priving  our  pupils  the  highest  possible  culture — intellectual,  moral  and  physi- 
cal— that  their  circumstances  and  condition  will  permit  them  to  receive.  And 
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in  this  connection  I  wish  to  state  that  I  attach  due  importance  to  the  instruc- 
tion given  in  the  musical  department  of  our  schools.  I  do  not  wish  to  be 
understood  as  sayjng  anything  in  a  general  way  against  the  teaching  of  music. 
I  regard  it  as  an  important  and  essential  part  of  our  system  of  educating-  the 
blind ;  but  I  am  forced  to  repeat  what  has  already  been  said,  that  many  pupils 
with  no  special  aptitude  for  music  have  been  led,  through  misrepresenta- 
tion, to  give  an  undue  amount  of  time  to  it,  with  the  hope  of  making  use  of 
their  acquirements  to  earn  a  living.  They  were  anxious  to  prepare  them- 
selves to  earn  an  independent  livelihood,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact^  after  a  brief 
experience  in  the  business  world,  they  have  found  that  what  they  had  spent 
much  time  in  trying  to  acquire  has  been  of  little  or  no  practical  benefit  to 
them  in  their  efforts  to  earn  a  living.  I  claim  that  we  should  endeavor  to 
teach  our  pupils  such  things  as  will  be  of  the  most  practical  benefit  to  them 
when  they  go  out  into  the  world  to  care  for  themselves. 

"We  all  know  that  a  knowledge  of  music  is  of  great  benefit  to  blind 
people.  It  assists  to  bring  them  into  spcial  contact  with  seeing  people,  and 
casts  many  bright  lines  along  the  dark  path  in  which  they  are  forced  to  move. 
Hence,  we  should  give  all  our  pupils  as  much  training  in  music  as  ^we  can 
without  interfering  with  more  important  instruction,  and  we  should  give 
special  attention  and  training  to  those  who  possess  special  and  superior  talent 
for  the  art.  But  in  every  department  of  our  schools  and  in  all  our  instruc- 
tion, our  chief  purpose  should  be  to  lift  our  pupils  out  of  the  dependent  con- 
dition in  which  we  find  so  many  of  then^,  and  fit  them  for  self -support  and  a 
state  of  independence." 

Mr.  H.  L.  Hall :  "After  all,  the  great  question  is  the  bread  and  butter 
question — nothing  more,  nothing  less.  Eighty  per  cent,  of  the  blind  must 
earn  their  own  living  at  some  kind  of  labor — must  in  some  way  leam  to  take 
care  of  themselves,  and  their  education  should  not  be  confined  to  the  literary 
branches,  but  should  be  an  all-round  education." 

Home  Training. 

6.  L.  Smead,  Ohio  Institution :  "The  age  at  which  it  is  best  for  the 
children  to  enter  the  Institution  depends  very  much  upon  the  circumstances 
of  the  families  to  which  they  belong.  If  they  can  be  under  good  influence 
at  home,  can  have  the  care  of  mothers  and  sisters,  can  take  exercise  in  the 
open  air,  can  be  taught  the  use  of  words,  can  learn  to  count,  and  commence 
learning  to  read,  it  is  unquestionably  better  for  them  to  remain  at  home  until 
they  are  eight  years  old ;  but  if  they  cannot  receive  proper  care  and  be  taught 
some  of  these  things,  they  should  come  at  the  age  of  six  or  seven  years. 

"The  following  are  some  of  the  things  which  may  be  taught  at  their 
homes : 

1.  Polite  behavior. 

2.  To  count  and  number,  and  to  add,  subtract,  multiply  and  divide. 

3.  The  multiplication  table. 

4.  To  sDcll  common  words,  beginning  with  monosyllables. 
6,     The.  meaning  of  common  words. 

6.  The  letters  in  raised  and  point  print. 

7.  Items  of  general  information.  Every  blind  child  of  six  or  seven 
years  old  should  know  the  points  of  the  compass,  the  name  of  the  town,  county 
and  state  in  which  he  or  she  lives,  etc. 

8.  Hymns,  verses  of  scripture,  and  select  passages  of  prose  and  poetry, 
which  they  can  understand,  should  be  committed  to  memory. 

9.  Sinking  common  tunes. 

"The  blind  are,  for  the  most  part,  to  spend  their  lives  among  those  who 
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have  sight.     It  should  be  the  aim  of  all  who  have  the  oversight  of  them  to 
render  them  as  much  like  the  seeing  as  possible. 

"They  should  be  carefully  guarded  against  forming  any  habits  which  will 
be  disagreeable  to  others.  The  blind  are  always  noticed  by  strangers,  and 
their  manners  and  habits  observed  more  particularly  than  those  of  other  per- 
sons ;  hence  it  is  a  very  great  kindness  to  them  to  prevent  them  from  acquiring 
unsightly  habits,  or  to  correct  them  if  such  had  been  formed. 

''It  has  been  customary  to  encourage  our  workmen  to  locate  in  the  neigh- 
borhood in  which  they  are  acquainted,  rather  than  to  look  to  the  Institution 
for  employment.  The  wisdom  of  this  plan  is  proved  by  the  experience  of 
every  year. 

**For  the  blind  touch  and  hearing  must  take  the  place  of  sight,  and  we 
might  add  what  may  be  called  muscular  tact,  which  is  closely  allied  to  touch, 
or  might  be  said  to  be  a  development  or  enlargement  of  touch. 

**For  the  training  of  touch  we  have  raised  print  reading  and  writing,  the 
use  of  tangible  apparatus  in  geography  and  other  sciences,  objects  like  models 
of  animals,  plants,  the  work  and  play  of  the  kindergarten^  bead  work,  sew- 
ing, knitting  and  householcj  work.  To  these  we  might  add  those  trades  that 
are  taught  to  blind  men,  as  cane  seating,  broom  making,  carpet  weaving, 
upholstering,  etc.  All  these  have  their  value  not  only  for  earning  a  liveli- 
hood, but  also  for  the  training  of  muscular  tact  in  the  use  of  tools  and  ma- 
chinery. 

'*The'  accurate  use  of  hearing  is  of  great  importance  to  those  without 
sight.  It  is  for  them  the  educational  sense,  upon  which  depends  much  of  the 
profit  and  enjoyment  of  the  life  of  the  blind.  The  means  used  in  a  school  for 
the  blind  for  the  training  of  this  sense  ar^  oral  instruction,  listening  to  con- 
versation, distinguishing  of  tones,  inflections  and  emphasis  of  the  human 
voice,  giving  attention  to  reading,  addresses  and  sermons.  Music  in  all  its 
departments  is  for  the  blind  a  valuable  training  for  the  sense  of  hearing. 
Indeecl,  from  piano  tuning  to  the  highest  attainment  in  music  there  must 
be  the  most  accurate  training  of  the  faculty  of  perceiving  the  distinction  of 
sounds. 

/*But  the  training  of  the  bodily  senses  does  not  end  in  the  mere  external 
sense;  it  has  its  main  purpose  in  the  mental  aptitude  resulting  from  the  pro- 
per use  of  the  physical  sense.  Each  muscular  act  has  in  it  the  putting  forth 
of  nerve  power,  and  nerve  power  works  together  with  mental  activity.  The 
exercise  of  the  hands,  arms  and  feet  corresponds  with  certain  operations  of 
the  mind.  For  instance,  the  power  of  attention  is  called  into  exercise  with 
every  voluntary  muscular  act,  and  the  power  of  attention  is  the  will  putting 
forth  the  activity  of  the  mind. 

"The  boy  at  work  sorting  corn  in  the  broom  shop  must  give  attention  to 
the  quality  of  the  com,  measure  lengths  and  keep  himself  at  work  by  his 
judf^ment  actuated  by  the  will.  The  girl  who  makes  a  piece  of  bead  work 
gives  her  mind  to  the  use  of  her  fingers  and  develops  the  power  of  judgment 
and  comparison  in  shaping  work  to  the  proper  form.  The  kindergarten 
g-ames  and  employments  arouse  the  thinking  powers  of  the  child  and  direct 
them  into  wholesome  activity. 

"I  am  sure  that  it  would  be  well  for  the  blind  as  for  the  seeing  to  teach 
some  things  in  the  way  of  manipulation  and  the  use  of  tools  that  do  not  direct- 
ly aim  at  a  money  compensation  or  getting  a  living,  but  which  have  for  the 
chief  immediate  object  the  training  of  the  mind  through  the  hand.  Blind 
boys  and  girls  can  be  taught  the  use  of  tools  to  shape  and  form  objects  of 
wood.  Not  all  would  succeed  perhaps,  but  we  always  have  some  pupils  of 
decided  aptitude  for  mechanical  work. 
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Pebseveking  Industry. 

"Our  girls  could  be  instructed  in.  some  things  pertaining  to  domestic 
science,  how  to  care  for  a  house  in  all  that  pertains  to  thrift  and  neatness, 
how  to  cook  all  kinds  of  food  and  prepare  it  for  the  table,  how  to 
arrange  a  table  in  a  becoming  manner.  Many  of  our  girls  will  live 
in  their  homes  with  their  parents  and  brothers  and  sisters,  and  their  useful- 
ness and  happiness  and  best  discipline  will  be  promoted  by  their  knowledge 
and. skill  in  the  common  domestic  employments. 

"Then  too  the  training  of  skill  in  one  direction  will  lead  to  thought  and 
aptitude  in  other  directions  so  that  our  blind  men  and  women  will  seek  out 
employment  that  we  cannot  teach  in  an  Institution.  Given  the  development 
of  muscle  and  nerve  and  thought  and  along  with  this  training  the  disposition 
to  set  to  work  upon  what  may  be  at  hand,  and  a  blind  person  may  engage 
in  some  employment  which  may  be  adapted  to  him  and  to  the  locality  in 
which  he  resides.  It  may  be  some  agency,  the  buying  and  selling  of  some- 
thing that  people  need  and  upon  which  with  energy  and  push  he  may  make  a 
fair  profit. 

"Some  have  sVicceeded  in  selling  newspapers,  ^ome  as  music  dealers,  some 
in  selling  brooms  as  well  as  making  them.  Indeed,  success  in  the  broom 
trade  depends  upon  business  tact  and  push  in  selling  them.  Business  prin- 
ciples are  the  same  for  all,  and  the  blind  no  more  than  the  seeing  can  succeed 
without  them.  There  must  be  industry,  faithfulness,  honesty,  integrity  and 
energy  put  into  every  business,  or  there  will  be  a  failure. 

"In  the  training  and  development  of  mind  through  the  senses  in  their 
application  to  material  things  there  is  cultivated  the  disposition  to  set  one- 
self at  work,  a  disposition  that  tends  to  overcome  the  tendency  to  indolence 
and  half-hearted  exertion  so  common  to  human  nature,  from  which  the  blind 
are  in  no  wise  exempt.  Indeed,  this  indisposition  to  persevering  exertion  is 
the  cause  of  many  failures  in  the  work  of  life,  of  the  blind  as  well  as  the 
seeing. 

"Any  system  of  training  that  will  give  the  blind  industry  and  persever- 
ance, the  ability  and  will  to  lay  hold  of  work  and  keep  hold  of  it,  will  be  es- 
pecially valuable. 

Reasonable  Expectation. 

"Notwithstanding  the  evident  intention  of  this  Institution  many  people 
persist  in  calling  it  an  asylum,  and  in  supposing  that  it  is  a  hospital,  or  in- 
firmary for  the  indefinite  care  of  the  blind,  whether  they  are  fit  persons  to 
receive  instruction  or  not.  The  presence  in  the  Institution  of  persona  who  arp 
incapable  of  receiving  instruction  interferes  with  the  legitimate  work  of  the 
school,  and  degrades  the  standard  of  work  that  the  intelligent  pupils  ought 
to  be  doinflr." — Note  :  Strange  that  this  error  should  persist  in  the  case  of 
an  Institution  65  yeairs  old. 

"What  shall  our  students  do  when  they  go  out  from  the  fostering  care  of 
our  Institution?  is  a  Question  that  has  been  pressing  ever  since  school? 
for  the  Blind  were  established,  and  it  comes  up  with  the  more  force  as  the 
number  of  educated  blind  increases,  and  the  competition  in  the  trades  and 
professions  becomes  more  sharp. 

.  What  are  schools  for  the  blind  reasonably  expected  to  do  for  those  who 
receive  instruction  and  go  forth  from  them?  Surely  they  cannot  accom- 
plish impossibilities.  They  cannot  make  finished  scholars  of  all.  Schools  i^^ 
the  seeiner  cannot  do  that.  Thev  can  make  accomplished  musicians  of  com- 
paratively few.     The  tuning  department  can  make  competent  tuners  of  those 
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only  who  are  able  to  acquire  the  requisite  skill  of  ear  and  hand.  All  poBsijble 
trades  cannot  be  taught  in  one  establishment.  Yet  it  is  the  aim  of  all  schools 
for  the  blind,  so.  far  as  possible,  to  fit  their  students  to  be  self-supporting. 
In  the  first  place  our  students  ought  to  be  prepared  to  be  reputable  and  use- 
ful members  of  society.  A  blind  man  who  is  filthy  in  his  person  and  speech, 
ill  mannered  and  uncouth^,  dishonest  and  tricky,  will  fail  of  acquiring  the 
confidence  of  decent  people,  and  so  far  will  bje  hampered  in  anything  he  under- 
takes to  do.  The  world  may  pity  him,  but  it  will  not  tolerate  him.  On  the 
other  hand  good  mannerSf,  neatness,  honesty  and  integrity  will  insure  the 
favor  of  a  community  for  a  blind  man  as  well  as  for  any  other  man,  and  will 
give  him  a  vantage  ground  for  asking  the  patronage  qf  his  neighbors  in  what- 
ever employment  or  profession  he  may  engage.  And,  if  to  all  the  excellent 
qualities  of  character  he  adds  energy  and  push,  he  is  far  on  the  road  to  suc- 


cess." 


Homes  for  Blind  Adults. 

Mr.  Anagnos,  in  1894 :  **Our  present  system  of  educating  the  blind  is 
not  a  system  which  will  prepare  men  and  women  to  take  their  places  in  the 
activities  of  life  by  their  own  ability  and  competency.  Now,  I  hear  quite  fre- 
quently that  the  best  remedy  for  this  state  of  things  is  to  establish  homes  for 
the  blind  and  train  the  inmates  in  industries  and  give  them  the  opportunity 
to  learn  trades.  Then  furnish  them  opportunities  to  practice  their  trades 
and  to  earn  money  and  -be  independent  themselves,  and  thus  save  the  State 
considerable  expense.  All  very  good  theories,  but  let  us  look  at  the  facts. 
So  far  as  homes  are  concerned,  let  me  tell  you  it  is  not  the  best  thing  we  can 
do  for  these  men  and  women,  to  build  homes  for  them  all  over  this  broad  land. 
It  is  the  worst  thing  that  could  happen  to  our  work,  this  multiplicity  of 
homes.  The  Iiistitution  for  the  blind  at  Vienna  is  one  of  the  best  in  all  Eur- 
ope. The  board  of  managers  of  that  institution  established  a  home  for  *he  bliud 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street  from  where  the  institution  is  located.  Ifow 
do  you  know  that  the  pupik  in  the  educational  institution  were  in  a  hurry  to 
get  out  of  their  institution  and  enter  the  one  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street? 
It  seemed  more  pleasant  over  there ;  they  had  beer  on  the  table  twice  a  day. 
This  home  on  the  other  side  of  the  street  was  very  unfortunately  placed^  being 
such  a  short  distance  from  the  educational  institution.  It  certainly  had  the 
effect  of  making  the  students  slight  their  work;  they  knew  they  had  some- 
thing to  depend  on  when  they  got  through  with  their  studies ;  therefore,  they 
did  not  care  whether  they  .studied  or  not.  Although  I  do  not  undertake  to  say 
that  every  graduate  of  that  institution  would  have  been  an  independent  man 
or  woman  and  have  supported  himself  or  hei^self ,  yet  I  do  say  that  a  large 
part  of  them  failed  to  succeed  in  life  simply  because  of  the  iiistitution  on  the 
other  side  of  the  street,  which  threw  out  such  alluring  promises  of  ease  and 
enjoyment.  That  is  the  effect  of  that  home  there,  and  that  will  be  the  effect 
of  a  multiplication  of  homes  here.  They  are  Blind  Asylums.  If  you  aid 
in  effecting  the  establishment  of  blind  asylums  in  this  country,  you  are  not 
doing  your  duty  to  the  blind  of  America.  They  will  be  like  the  institution  on 
the  other  side  of  the  street,  and  notwithstanding  the  expense  attached  to 
them,  they  will  accomplish  very  little.  Therefore,  we  need  something  that 
will  strengthen  the  character  of  the  blind  man  and  woman;  somethincr  that 
will  make  them  able  to  stand  on  their  own  merits  and  earn  their  own  living, 
and  to  take  their  places  in  society.  There  are  instances  where  an  industrial 
home  may  be  of  service,  but  I  found  very  few  instances  of  that  kind.  They 
arr»  not  the  arrangements  which  should  be  encouraged  by  those  who  have  in 
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charge  the  personal  happinessi,  prosperity  and  future  welfare  of  the  blind." 
Mr.  Wait :  "Our  work  is  and  should  be  confined  strictly  to  education. 
I  well  remember  my  visit  to  the  two  Vienna  establishments.  There  the  path 
to  self-dependence  waa  made  hard,  while  a  short  and  open  way  was  provided 
from  the  school  house  to  the  alms  house.  Our  standard  is  that  of  education, 
by  which  we  hope  to  enable  our  pupils  to  make  a  success  in  life.  But  some 
will  fail  notwithstanding  all  that  may  be  done  for  them,  because  they  do  not 
have  the  make-up.  They  will  divide,  as  young  people  in  all  classes  are 
dividing  every  day ;  some  will  go  up  on  high  places,  some  will  struggle  along 
with  small  returns,  but  very  respectably,  and  others  will  wander  gradually 
downward  until  they  become  the  objects  of  charity.  It  is  a  most  complex 
problem,  and  I  know  of  nothing  like  it." 

Dr.  Sibley,  Missour? :  "If  a  person,  male  or  female,  blind  or  seeing, 
can  be  brought  to  a  propt  r  understanding  of  the  fact  that  they  must  provide 
for  himself  or  herself,  half  the  battle  is  won;  but  if  people  at  school  live  in 
the  belief  that  they  will  always  be  cared  for,  they  will  not  accompliish  much. 
And  just  here  I  want  to  mention  the  harmful  effects  of  some  homes  for  the 
blind.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  condemning  such  institutions,  for, 
who  familiar  with  the  excellent  establishment  of  Mr.  Hall  will  not  aay  that 
he  is  doing  a  noble  work,  and  yet,  in  a  degree,  this  splendid  institution  has  its 
bad  effects.  If  the  whole  truth  were  told  it  would  be  found,  no  doubt^, 
that  some  of  those  who,  as  inmates,  are  sources  of  trial  and  worry,  are  fully 
capable  of  doing  for  themselves,  and  had  they  not  had  the  doors  opened  to 
them  and  asked  to  enter,  would,  by  application  of  their  business  tact,  have 
accumulated  ample  means  for  a  competency,  *  instead  of  merely  making  a 
living  and  being  able  to  save  little  or  nothing.  And  I  suspect  that  some  are 
paid  just  a  little  more  for  their  work  than  they  really  earn,  and  to  this  extent 
they  are  beneficiaries  of  charity.  Home^  for  the  blind  that  receive  people 
who  are  able  to  provide  for  themselves  are  harmful,  but  when  their  object 
is  to  care  for  those  who  are  not  able  to  do  so,  for  reasons  other  than  that  of 
being  blind,  they  are  worthy  institutions,  and  should  receive  encouragement. 
As  a  friend  of  the  blind  and  an  active  worker  in  their  behalf  for  many  years, 
I  will  say  for  them — and  I  know  they  will  bear  me  out  in  the  assertion — 
that  they  would  resent  the  insinuation  that  many  are  successful  in  life  simply 
on  account  of  favors  received  through  sympathy  for  their  affliction.  Too 
many  of  them  have  demonstrated  that,  in  spite  of  an  unwarrantable  prejudice 
existing  against  them  amonsr  seeing  neople,  they  have  received  attention 
simply  because  they  have  merited  it  in  their  work,,  and  I  believe  further^  that 
they  will  second  me  in  the  statement,  that  if  a  blind  person  is  competent  to 
care  for  himself  and  will  not  make  an  effort,  he  ought  to  travel  the  same  road 
seeing  people  travel  under  similar  circumstances  and  wind  up  where  lazy, 
trifling  seeing  people  usually  do. 

Blind  Girls. 

"Homes  for  blind  girls  are  open  to  the  same  objections.  Some  of  the 
graduates  of  our  school  and  some  whose  grade  in  school  was.  among 
the  best  Have  gone  almost  directly  from  the  school  to  the  Home.  Some 
of  these  I  know  were  able  to  do  for  themselves,  but  there  was  the  Home  with 
its  doors  open  to  receive  them,  and  rather  than  make  the  fight  they  surren- 
dered at  the  start.  I  do  not  wish  to  reflect  upon  the  intelligence  or  integrity 
of  purpose  of  these  girls,  for  they  are  among  my  best  friends,  and  I  have 
always  been  ready  to  do  my  micrht  for  them,  and  they  know  it;  but  I  know 
them  as  well  as  anybod^v  have  had  some  of  them  under  my  porsonal  super- 
vision in  class  work,  and  I  know  that  deep  down  in  their  hearts — as  there  mupt 
be  in  the  heart  of  every  true  wom«nn  under  the  same  circumstances — ^there  is 
that  indefinable  something  that  will  not  down,  that  must  be  heard,  and  which 
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says  that  while  the  possessor  is  to  all  appearances  happy,  soiriethinu^  is  want- 
iiipr,  and  that  something  is  independence — the  independeno?  that  is  essential 
to  true  happiness.  To  every  intelligent  being  independence  is  the  Very  foun- 
dation of  happiness,  and  a  happy  dependent  person  is  a  comb  mat  ion  of  worJs 
without  meaning.  If  independence  is  necessary  to  true  l«.appine.ss,  our  girls 
cannot  be  happy  in  homes  that  treat  them  as  dependent*?,  for  no  matter  by 
what  names  you  call  them,  no  matter  how  big  the  giU  letters  over  the  door 
announcing  that  the  institution  is  an  industrial  home,  if  the  inmates  do  not 
feel  that  they  are  in  fact  making  enough  to  support  themselves,  there  is 
wanting  that  feeling  of  independence  conducive  to  genuine  content:  The 
solution  of  the  problem  does  not  lie  in  the  establishment  of  homes  for  *Our 
Girls.' 

**I  often  regret  that  we  are  so  situated  that  we  cannot  teach  'Our  Girls' 
all  kinds  of  housework,  and  I  look  forward  to  the  day  when  the  removal  to 
the  suburbs  and  the  establishment  of  the  cottage  system  will  enable  us  to  do 
so.  I  consider  the  education  of  every  seeing  girl  sadly  neglected  if  she  has 
not  been  taught  to  cook  and  keep  house,  and  while  the  extent  to  which  we  can 
educate  'Our  Girls'  in  this  direction — for  they  can  never  successfully  do  some 
housework — is  limited,  compared  to  the  extent  to  which  seeing  girls  can  be 
taught,  yet  there  is  a  great  deal  in  this  line  that  a  blind  girl  can  do.  What 
H  grand  thing  it  would  be  if  we  could  make  musicians  and  elocutionists  of 
all  *Our  Girls'  and  find  them  positions  in  which  they  could  earn  a  living  in 
those  pleasant  lines:  but  this  is  out  of.  the  question.  Some  blind  girls  have 
little  or  no  talent  in  these  directions,  and,  as  in  all  professional  work,  the 
demand  is  hardly  equal  to  the  supply.  Let  us  teach  all  *Our  Girls'  to  be 
useful  about  the  house.  Teach  them  to  adorn  the  parlor  if  we 
can.  Having  done  this,  teach  them  to  adorn  the  dining  room  and  kitchen. 
It  is  our  dutyj  I  think,  to  make  'Our  Girls'  as  useful  as  possible  indoors,  for 
they  can  never  fight  the  battle  of  life  on  the  outside  as  well  as  the  boye^,  no 
matter  what  their  qualifications.  The  same  unjust  world  that  makes  a  see- 
ing woman  do  more  work  for  less  pay  than  a  man  will  not  suspend  the  rules, 
even  in  the  case  of  blind  girls.  Above  all  things  teach  'Our  Girls'  to  be 
industrious.  Teach  them  to  understand  that  there  can  be  no  genuine  success 
in  life  without  assiduous  application.  Teach  them  that  action  is  the  golden 
key  that  unlocks  the  storehouse  of  bounty:  the  wand  of  the  magician,  at 
whose  touch  a  way  is  opened  to  fortune  and  happiness.  Teach  them  that  all 
work  is  ennobling  and  idleness  demoralizing," 

Mr.  H.  L.  Hall :  "As  I  understand  blind  girls  they  are  as  strong  as 
boys,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  be.  As  to  what  we  shall 
do  with  our  blind  girls,  it  is  very  well  to  talk  about  what  they  are  to  do  in 
their  homes,  but  some  have  no  home.  There  is  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  be  taught  to  weave  carpets.  It  is  a  very  healthy  employment  and  a  very 
remunerative  one.  They  could  learn  needle  work,  basket  work,  knitting 
work.  In  the  work  of  your  schools  indu/stry  is  just  as  much  of  an  education 
as  literature.  The  blind  must  learn  to  be  industrious.  I  now  hold  without 
the  shadow  of  a  doubt  in  my  mind,  in  the  light  of  my  experience!,  that  many 
of  us  will  live  to  see  the  day  when  every  State  in  this  Union  will  have  not 
only  a  school  for  the  blind,  but  an  industrial  home  for  girls,  and  a  working 
home  for  blind  men." 

« 

Mr.  "Wait :  "In  resrard  to  cooking,  we  have  given  it  a  trial  with  this 
result,  that  there  is  nothing  that  has  ever  been  brought  within  reach  of  the 
girls  to  which  they  have  turned  with  more  pleasure  and  interest.  The  work 
includes  not  only  the  common  work  of  the  kitchen,  but  the  subject  of  diet  is 
made  a  study.     There  is  a  large  amount  of  both  manual  and  intellectual 
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training.  In  this  way  the  girls  take  the  bread-earning  power  home,  and 
it  stays  there  as  long  as  the  girl  stays  there.  It  is  the  very  thing  that  leads 
them  out  of  their  surroundings.  It  will  enable  them  to  be  contented  and 
^^^PPy  ^D.  their  homes.  Shall  we  not  inspire  our  girls  to  go  into  their  homes 
in  this  spirit  ?  A  working  home  for  blind  girls,  or  rather  women,  is  the  alter- 
native when  there  is  no  parental  home,  no  home  that  is  secure  when  one 
cannot  stand  independently.  Are  there  such?  Unquestionably  there  will 
always  be  those  in  the  world  who  are  weak,  whether  blind  or  not,  to  whom  we 
should  extend  a  helping  hand,  and  I  trust  that  the  day  will  come,  as  Mr.  Hall 
says,  when  there  may  be  such  establishments  open  for  such  as  these  in  every 
part  of  the  land.  If  a  man  cannot  do  it  all,  let  him  earn  a  part.  If  without 
fault  of  his  own  he  cannot  earn  anything,  then  it  becomes  us  to  see  to  it, 
whether  man  or  woman,  that  he  shall  be  made  comfortable.  No  man  or 
woman  should  be  the  ward  of  the  State  or  of  any  society,  except  as  a  very 
last  resort." 

F.  R.  Place :  New  York  State,  as  well  as  some  other  States,  should 
have  a  home  for  indigent  blind,  because  the  blind  who  are  now  supported 
by  the  State  could,  if  placed  in  a  colony  or  home,  support  themselves.  There 
are  already  too  many  nersons  living  in  idleness.  Too  many  eating  without 
work.  Work  is  a  pleasure;  laziness  is  sin.  The  indiscriminate  use  of  charity 
is  a  source  of  great  evil.  The  greatest  help  that  can  be  given  to  a  man  is  to 
give  him  sympathy  and  teach  him  to  respect  and  to  help  himself.  Most  men 
dislike  to  part  with  their  manliness.  A  blind  man  realizes  that  he  is  a  re- 
sponsible being,  endowed  with  all  the  innate  powers  of  glowing  thought  and 
pathetic  feeling.  It  seems  that  the  adult  blind  have  been  almost  forgotten. 
It  is  now  in  the  power  of  the  State  to  make  this  class  more  independent  and 
comfortable.  Their  misfortune  can  be  mitigated  to  a  large  extent  by  indus- 
trious occupation.-  The  blind  need  not  be  burdensome  either  to  themselves, 
their  friends  or  the  state.  Blindness  'with  proper  training  can  mean  in- 
dependence; but  let  the  blind  be  untrained  as  well  as  poor,  and  pauperism 
is  the  inevitable  result. 

"Let  us  first  give  to  this  class  according  to  their  needs ;  then  exact  from 
them  according  to  their  ability.  There  are  kinds'  of  work,  even  on  a  farm, 
which  the  blind  can  do  as  satisfactorily  as  the  seeing  can.  I  would  not  have 
the  work  accomplished  at  such  an  institution  confined  alone  to  chair-caning, 
mattress-making,  willow-work  and  the  manufacture  of  brooms.  I  would 
vary  the  employment,  and  make  of  it  ultimately  an  industrial^  colony  and 
home. 

"There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  males  of  such  an  institution  could  be  fur- 
nished with  full  employment,  but  what  can  the  women  do?     It  may  be  of 
some  interest  to  the  ladies  present  to  know  the  answer  to  this  question.    Dur- 
ing the  past  year  our  blind  girls  have  made  and  completed  257  bead  articles, 
157  fancy  articles,  119  sheets,  175  pillow  cases,  178  napkins,  157  towels,  17 
tablecloths,  19  shop  aprons  for  men,  several  ironing  sheets,  16  bedspreads,  24 
pupils'   night  gowns,   25  pillows,  and  a  few  other  less  important  articles. 
Besides  these  articles,  our  blind  girls  have  made  lace,  capes,  skirts,  wristlets, 
ties,  tidies,  hoods,  pin-cushions,  mats,  fancy  bags,  vests,  toilet  mats,  gloves, 
mittens,  hammocks,  rococo  work,  laundry  bags,  slippers,  harness  lines,  bibs, 
photo   cases,  fascinators,  needle    cases,  ha^r-pin   cases,  slumber    robes,  head- 
rests, lamp  mats,  crepe  tissue,  key  racks  and  boxes,  stationery  boxes  decor- 
ated with  morning  glories  and  Easter  lilies,  teapot  holders,  handkerchiefs, 
etc.      Besides  making  these  articles,  blind  women  can  cook  and  bake,  wash, 
iron,  sweep,  cut  out  garments,  wash  dishes,  wait  on  the  sick,  and  perform 
nearly  all,  if  not  all,  the  labors  of  a  household. 
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''How  to  employ  the  blind  so  that  they  may  earn  a  livelihood  has  been 
for  many  years  a  problem  unsolved.  Discussion  of  the  subject  should  be  had 
with  the  distinct  understanding  that  the  State  shall  be  the  guardian  rather 
than  that  each  individual  should  direct  his  own  efforts.  An  executive  ability 
greater  than  he  possesses  is  necessary.  Most  blind  have  energy,  courage  and 
good  sense.  By  employment,  their  now  inactive  minds,  undergoing  mental 
starvation,  will  be  supplied  with  mental  food.  Let  us  substitute  sociability 
and  intelligence  for  social  and  intellectual  famine." 

Attendance. 

The  total  registration  of  pupils  in  the  session  of  1903-04  was  121,  as 
against  122  in  the  session  of  1902-03;  at  the  opening  on  September  16th,  1903, 
there  were  103  pupils  as  compared  with  107  at  the  opening  of  the  preceding 
session;  at  the  close  109  as  compared  with  117.  Of  the  twelve  pupils  who 
were  present  during  a  part  of  the  session,  but  did  not  remain  until  the  end,' 
two  (males)  became  homesick,  two  (males)  were  dismissed  for  misconduct, 
two  (males)  went  home  ill,  one  (male)  went  home  to  recuperate  after  an  opera- 
tion in  the  hospital  for  appendicitis,  one  (male)  was  called  home  just  before 
the  close  of  the  session  by  the  death  of  his  father,  two  (females)  went  home 
at  Christmas  and  did  not  return  on  account  of  poor  health,  and  two  (females) 
went  home  in  May  quite  ill. 

Of  the  109  pupils  who  were  present  at  the  end  of  the  session,  there  were 
:fifty-one  males  and  fifty-eight  females. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  opening  on  September  28th, 
1904,  was  104,  as  compared  with  103  at  the  corresponding  date  in  1903,  and 
109  at  the  closing  of  the  school  term  in  June  last.  Of  those  in  attendance  at 
the  end  of  the  last  term,  88  have  returned;  four  former  pupils,  who  were 
not  here  at  the  close  of  last  term,  have  come  back,  and  twc<lve  new  pupils  have 
been  enrolled.  The  absence  of  the  twenty-one  who  hav«  not  returned  is  thus 
explained :

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Examinations. 

The  examination  of  the  literary  classes  was  conducted  by  Thomas  W. 
Standing,  B.  A.,  Inspector  of  Brant  County  Schools,  whose  detailed  Report 
is  appended.  The  pupils  had  not  been  permitted  to  forget  the  principle  set 
forth  in  last  year's  Report — that  the  first  and  great  requirement  was  a  good 
English  education,  to  be  supplemented,  if  possible,  by  accomplishments  and 
manual  training ;  but  that  the  latter  should  never  be  regarded  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  former.  Pupils  were  not  excused  from  arithmetic  or  geography 
classes  to  cram  for  examinations  in  other  departments,  however  anxious  some 
of  them  were  with  regard  to  their  favorite  subjects.  Mr.  Standing  did  not 
look  for  perfection,  and  he  did  not  find  it,  but  his  Report  is  gratifying  to 
teachers,  pupils  and  parents. 

Musical  Instruction. 

Mr.  Fairclough,  of  the  Toronto  College  of  Music,  was  again  the  exammer 
of  the  pupils  studying  music,  and  the  rea4er  is  referred  to  his  Report  for 
details.  The  following  is  the  record  of  pupils  from  the  Ontario  Institution 
for  the  Blind  at  the  Toronto  College  of  Music  examinations^  1904  :

Two  performances  at  Toronto,  by  pupils  of  this  Institution,  were  re- 
ported in  the  Toronto  papers.  Miss  Maud  Young  passed  hei*  final  examina- 
tions in  music  in  June,  1903,  but  on  account  of  the  death  of  the  late  Principal 
there  was  no  closing  concert  in  the  Institution ;  she  had  therefore  no  oppor- 
tunity to  play  in  concert  with  orchestral  accompaniment  until  this  year  at 
Massev  Hall.     The  Globe  in  its  report  of  the  event  said : 

"The  next  number  was  the  first  movement  of  Hiller's  concerto,  op.  G9h 
contributed  by  Maud  Touncr  of  the  Ontario  Institution  for  the  Blind,  and  a 
pupil  of  Ernest  A.  Humphries.  Miss  Young  of  course  had  to  play  her 
music  from  memory,  and  she  surprised  the  audience  by  the  accuracy  of  her 
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performance,  the  certainty  with  which  she  attacked  the  solos  after  the  orches- 
tral tntti,  and  the  general  musical  style  of  her  interpretation.  The  feat  was 
remarkable  for  a  blind  student." 

Of  the  young  lady  who  graduated  this  year  the  Mail  and  Empire  of  May 
31st  said : 

"Miss  Alm^da  Hart,  of  the  Ontario  Institution  for  the  Blind,  at  Brant- 
ford,  played  an  exacting  programme  of  piano  music  at*  the  Toronto  College 
of  !51^usic  yesterday  afternoon.  Her  programme  was  as  follows  :  Beethoven, 
"Sonata"  Op.  31,  No.  3  (first  movement);  Chaminade,  "Ritornelle" ;  Greigt, 
"Papillons";  Raff,  "La  Fileuse";  Schumann,  "Evening"  Phantasiestucke, 
op.  12;  Schumann,  "Soaring";  Liszt,  "Cantique  d'Amour."  In  these  diffi- 
cult selections  Miss  Hart  displayed  much  technical  facility,  and  a  genuine 
grasp  of  the  musical  meaning  of  the  works  which  she  attempted.  Great 
credit  must  be  attached  to  h'er  performance,  and  also  to  her  teachen,  Mr. 
Ernest  A.  Humphries,  musical  director  of  the  Institute  for  the  Blind.  Miss 
Marion  Grey  added  variety  to  the  programme  by  singing  two  songs  in  very 
charming  manner. 

'  Entertainments. 

On  October  31st  the  pupils  gave  a  Hallowe'en  Concert,  with  an  im- 
promptu programme  consisting  of  songs  and  recitations,  and  instrumental 
offerings  on  the  organ,  piano,  flute  and  mouth  organ.  All  the  teachers  and 
pupils,  and  a  few  invited  guests,  enjoyed  the  entertainment.  One  of  the 
older  pupils  acted  as  chairman,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  per- 
formers. 

On  December  5th,  just  at  noon,  about  seventy  ladies  and  gentlemen  from 
Detroit  visited  the  school^  accompanied  by  many  Brantford  friends.  The 
Detroit  gentlemen  belonged  to  Palestine  Lodge,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  and  were 
guests  of  Doric  Lodge,  of  Brantford.  The  day  being  Saturday,  the  pupils 
were  given  ail  early  dinner  and  then  classes  in  sewing,  knitting,  geography, 
reading,  writing,  kindergarten,  etc.,  were  organized  for  the  entertainment  of 
the  visitors,  after  which  a  short  vocal  and  instrumental  concert  was  given  in 
the  music  hall.  The  Principal  explaine^d  the  design  and  work  of  the  Institu- 
tion and  a  vote  of  thanks,  moved  by  Mr.  Spence  of  Brantford  and  seconded 
by  Mr.  Pitts  of  Detroit,  was  tendered. 

The  Christmas  Concert  was  held  on  December  22nd,  about  five  hundred 
invitations  being  issued,  as  the  capacity  of  the  Music  Hall  is  limited.  Ac- 
cording to  the  Expositor  report^  there  was  a  large  and  appreciative  audience. 
The  hall  had  been  tastefully  decorated  with  evergreens,  mottoes  and  a  pro- 
fusion of  Canadian  flags ;  and  many  were  the  compliments  showered  upon  Mr. 
George  Lambden  and  his  skilful  assistants  for  the  beautiful  effect  their  labors 
had  produced.  The  opening  speech  by  the  Principal  was  a  model' of  brevity, 
Mr.  Gardiner  merely  welcoming  the  friends  from  the  city  and  requesting  that 
there  should  be  no  calls  for  encores.  A  long  and  varied  programme  was 
splendidly  carried  out,  every  number  being  enthusiastically  applauded. 

The  opening  number  was  a  grand  processional  March,  for  the  organ, 
hj  Whitney,  which  was  played  by  Miss  Marv  Macdbnald  with  no  little  dash 
and  swing.  Three  piano  numbers  of  splendid  quality  also  appeared  in  the 
programmei,  and  in  the  execution  of  pieces  the  performers  evidenced  a  very 
marked  certainty  of  touch  and  technique,  which  betokened  very  hard  and  ear- 
nest study  and  displayed  a  most  creditable  errasp  of  the  selections.  These 
numbers  were  Chopin  "Polonaise"  Op.  26,  No.  1,  by  Miss  Almeda  Hart: 
Rchutt  "Valse  Lente"  and  "Etude  Mignonne"  by  Miss  Mary  Williams,  and 
Moszkowski  "Arabesque"  and  Leschetizky  "Two  Larks"  bv  Mr.  Ernest  Burke. 

Of  concerted  pieces  there  were  three,   "Bouton  de  Rose"  by  Delacour, 
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played  by  four  boys,  Charles  Carrutbers,  Allan  Eccleston,  David  Little  and 
Gordon  Bell;  Kircbner's  "Danse  Ukraine'*  was  given  by  four  young  ladies, 
Misses  Gertrude  Coll,  Louise  Descbenes^,  Matilda  Sauve,  and  Eva  Jobn- 
ston;  and  tbe  final  number,  Gounod's  "Marcbe  Cortege"  ifoia  tbe  "Queen  of 
Sbeba,"  was  rendered  by  Misses  Almeda  Hart,  Eva  Bullock,  Mary  Williams 
and  Hester  Pouting  at  tbe  pianos  and  Mr.  Ernest  Burke  at  tbe  organ. 

Tbe  singing  of  tbe  cboral  class  was  marked  by  precision,  clearness  of 
tone  and  enunciation,  and  splendid  attention  to  ligbt  and  sbade.  Ferbaps 
tbe  most  pleasing  of  tbese  selections  was  tbe  double  number  sung  by  tbe  girls 
of  tbe  class,  Clougb-Leiter's  "My  Lady  Cblo*  "  and  Neidlinger's  "Bock-a- 
Bye.'' 

Not  less  popular  tban  tbe  musical  selections  were  tbe  comic  dialogue, 
"Aunt  Peabody's  Cbristmas  Visit,"  in  wbicb  Misses  Grace  Kigbt,  Hester 
Pouting,  Grace  Kay  and  Catbarine  Curry  took  part,  and  tbe  recitations  by 
two  little  maids  belonging  to  tbe  kindergarten  class.  Vasbti  Baldwin,  a  sweet 
little  blonde  of  six  years,  recited  "Tbe  Little  Sunbeam,"  and  Mary  Cuneo, 
a  pretty  brunette  of  equal  age,  told  tbe  story  of  "Tbe  Brave  Little  Maid," 
quite  winning  tbe  beart  of  every  listener. 

At  tbe  conclusion^ of  tbe  programme  Mr.  Josepb  Bowes  claimed  tbe  floor 
and  moved  a  vote  of  tbanks  to  tbe  pupils  and  teacbers  for  tbe  pleasant  even- 
ingi,  giving  special  praise  to  Misses  Baldwin  and  Cuneo.  Biev.  G.  K.  B. 
Adams  seconded  tbe  motion,  indicating  bis  preference  for  Miss  Curry's  re- 
presentation of  tbe  aunt  from  tbe  country.  Tben  Rev.  Fatber  Lennon  took 
a  band  in  tbe  discussion,  declaring  tbat  tbe  evening's  entertainment  would 
compare  well  witb  any  tbat  be  bad  attended  in  tbe  same  place  in  past  years, 
an3  be  bad  also  a  kind  word  to  say  for  bis  old  Hamilton  friend,  tbe  new 
Principal.  Mr.  Gardiner  acknowledged  tbe  vote  of  tbanks,  and  said  tbe 
credit  was  principally  due  to  Mr.  Humpbries  and  Misses  Moore,  Harrington, 
Walsb  and  Lee,  wbo  bad  so  carefully  trained  tbeir  respective  pupils.  He 
boped  all  tbe  friends  from  town  would  go  bome  so  well  satisfied  tbat  tbey 
would  be  glad  to  come  again.  Tbe  proceedings  closed  witb  singing  "God 
Save  tbe  King." 

Many  of  tbe  pupils  went  bome  for  Cbristmas,  but  tbose  wbo  remained  at 
tbe  Institution  bad  a  pleasant  time,  one  of  tbe  city  papers  reporting  tbat 
"tbe  pupils  at  tbe  0.  I.  B.  beld  tbeir  Cbristmas  tree  on  Cbristmas  evenings— 
not  eve — ^and  a  pretty  tree  it  was,  laden  witb  gaudy  gifts.  Nobody  was  for- 
gotten and  some  of  tbe  lucky  ones  got  two  or  tbree  belpings  from  tbe  tree. 
An  impromptu  programme  of  recitation^,  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  was 
given,  in  wbicb  Misses  Beatrice  McCannan,  Hattie  Hepburn,  Vasbti  Baldwin 
and  Annie  Mulligan;  Messrs.  Orville  Frayne,  Jobn  J.  McDonald,  Alex. 
Forbes    and  Jobn  Nicolson  took  part." 

On  Marcb  1st  tbe  pupils  were  given  tbeir  annual  treat  in  celebration  of 
tbe  completion  of  tbe  willow  peeling.  At  supper  time  tbe  tables  were  pro- 
vided witb  an  abundance  of  oysters,  wbicb  all  seemed  to  appreciate.  At 
7.30  tbe  pupils  and  several  friends  from  tbe  city  assembled  in  tbe  Music  Hall, 
wbere  a  good  concert  programme  was  ^iven.  Mr.  Gardiner  occupied  tbe 
cbair  and  explained  tbat  tbe  entertainment  bad  been  engineered  by  Mr. 
Truss,  tbe  trades  instructor.  Ernest  Burke  played  a  piano  solo,  "Song 
Witbout  Words,  No.  20" ;  Mary  Williams  gave  a  son^,  "Dream  of  Paradise" ; 
Miss  Margue-rite  Walsb  a  recitation,  "How  Rubenstein  Played";  Miss  Adelia 
Carson  a  song,  "Fairie  Lullaby";  Mr.  Kenyon  an  organ  solo^  "Cboral  Fan- 
tasie  from  Baeb's  Passion  Music"  and  "Festival  Hymn  by  Aitken";  Jobn 
Nicolson,  a  song,  "Tbe  Promise  of  Life" ;  Miss  Hester  Pouting,  a  recitation, 
"How  Larry  Sang  tbe  Agnus  Dei";  Mr.  Kenyon  an  organ  solo,  "Jerusalem 
tbe  Golden  witb  variations" ;  Miss  Bertba  Truss,  a  vocal  solo;  Miss  Catbarine 
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Curry,  a  recitation^,  **Seed  Com  and  Turkeys";  Mr.  Whittaker,  a  solo, 
''Shoulder  to  Shoulder";  Miss  Mary  Williams,  a  piano  solo,  "Valse  Chroma- 
tique"  by  Godard;  Miss  Grace  Kight,  a  recitation,  "How  the  Old  Man  Coast- 
ed"; Miss  Hester  Poniing,  a  piano  solo,  "Spring  Awakening  Serenade"; 
Miss  A.  Carson,  a  song,  "Thy  Will  be  Done";  Charles  Duff,  a  Tin  Whistle 
solo;  Miss  Bertha •  Truss,  a  soIq,  "Is  the  Way  so  Dark";  Mr.  Kenyon,  an 
organ  solo,  "Prelude  and  Fugue  in  E  Flat"  by  Guilmant.  The  Expositor 
of  next  day  reported  that  "the  recitations  were  amusing  and  the  singing  and 
playing  of  the  highest  order.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  those  who  had  taken  part 
in  the  programme  and  assisted  in  other  ways  to  make  the  concert  a  success 
was  moved  by  Mr.  John  Gray  arid  seconded  by  Mr.  Roddy  Malcolm.  Mr. 
Truss  acknowledged  the  compliment  and  told  a  humorous  story  from  the 
stores  of  experience  gathered  during  his  long  connection  with  the  Institution. 
"God  Save  the  King"  was  sung  at  10  o'clock. 

On  May  17th  a  concert  was  given  in  the  Music  Hall  by  the  Beethoven 
Club,  which  is  composed  of  fourteen  of  the  young  lady  pupils.  The  Exposi- 
tor said  in  its  report  that  "these  students  have  of  their  own  accord  formed 
this  most  helpful  little  society  for  the  purpose  of  improving  themselves  in 
the  general  study  of  musical  subjects,  and  their  good  showing  last  night 
reflected  great  credit  upon  them. 

"The  programme  was  composed  of  ten  numbers,  including  organ,  piano, 
and  vocal  numbers,  both  solo  and  combine' I.  a  very  amusing  dialogue,  and  a 
most  interesting  paper  on  'The  Growth  and  Development  of  Opera,'  the  latter 
being  by  Miss  Catharine  Curry.       All  of  the  performers  were  warmly  ap- 
plauded and  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  for  the  charming  concert  came  from 
the  boys'  side  of  the  school. 

'"The  girls  who  form  the  club  are  Hester  Pouting,  May  Macdonald, 
Eva  Bullock,  Matilda  Sauve,  Catharine  Curry,  Grace  Knight,  Anna  Thom- 
son, Grace  Kay,  Mary  Williams,  Gertrude  Coll,  Louise  Deschenes,  Mary 
Hicks,  Eva  Johnston  and  Alice  Stickley."

The  Closing  Concert. 

{Brantford  Expositor,  June  10th.) 

Standing  room  only  and  not  enough  of  that  was  "the  condition  not  the 
theory"  in  the  Music  Hall  of  the  0.  I.  B.  last  night,  the  large  audience  hav- 
ing been  attracted  by  the  merits  of  the  programme  and  by  the  additional  in- 
ducement of  seeinrr  and  hearing  Hon.  J.  R.  Stratton,  the  Provincial  Secre- 
tary, who,  with  Mrs.  Stratton,  arrived  on  the  7.14  train,  and  enjoyed  the 
hospitality  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  H.  Preston.  The  opening  remarks  of  Prin- 
cipal Gardiner  were  brief  and  to  the  point,  and  the  conduct  of  the  programme 
was  handed  over  to  Mr.  Ernest  A.  Humphries,  the  musical  diregtor. 

The  programme,  which  consisted  of  fifteen  numbers,  and  was  very  atten- 
tively listened  to  by  the  tightly  packed  audience^,  opened  with  an  organ  solo 
by  Miss  Mary  Macdonald.  To  speak  of  the  different  selections  would  require 
much  space,  but  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  every  performer  carried  off  his  or 
her  part  with  delightful  skill  and  all  earned  the  warmest  applause  of  the 
audience.  The  singing  of  the  Choral  Class  was  fully  up  to  their  well  known 
reputation  for  dash  and  spirit  as  well  as  attention  to  details  of  light  and 
shade,  this  being  especially  noticeable  in  the  "Song  of  Thanksgiving"  by 
Hickman,  in  which  the  class  had  an  organ  accompaniment. 

•  Concerted  pieces,  which  are  always  a  feature  at  the  0.  I.  B.  concerts, 
were  much  in  evidence  last  evening,  three  delightful  ones  having  been  ren- 
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dered.  These  were  Schubert's  "Marehe  Heroique,  V  for  two  pianos  and  organ, 
played  by  four  young  men  (David  Little  and  George  Hopper,  Charles  Car- 
ruthers  and  Allan  Eccleston)  and  a  young  lady  organist  (Miss  Mary  ilac- 
donald);  Suppe's  '^Overture  to  Poet  and  Peasant/',  played  by  four  young 
ladies  (Misses  Gertrude  Coll  and  Alice  Stickley,  Louise  Deschenes  and  Mary 
Hicks),  and  the  well  known  overture  to  "William  Tell,"  in  which. the  players 
were  four  young  lady  pianists  (Misses  Mary  Williams  and  Victoria  Thomson, 
Hester  Pouting  and  Eva  Bullock)  and  Ernest  Burke  as  qrganist. 

Especial  mention  must  be  made  of  Miss  Almeda  Hart's  playing  of  Men- 
delssohn's '^Concerto  in  G  Minor,"  which  had  the  accompaniment  of  the  or- 
chestra, conducted  by  Dr.  Torrington.  This  very  difficult  number, was  the 
crowning  point  in  Miss  Hart's  musical  course,  and  by  its  successful  accom- 
plishment she  became  an  Associate  of  the  Toronto  College  of  Music,  a  highly 
coveted  honor  among  music  students.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  piece,  Hon. 
Mr.  Stratton  presented  the  young  lady  with  a  beautiful  bouquet  on  behalf  of 
her  friends  from  St.  Thomas^  and  Dr.  Torrington  warmly  commended  both 
her  and  her  teacher,  Mr.  Humphries. 

The  recitations,  of  which  there  were  four,  commanded  the  mo&t  abso- 
lutely quiet  attention  of  the  audience,  and  were  very  delightful,  the  wee 
girls,  Marie  Sprengel  and  Gertrude  James,  doing  particularly  well.       The 
longer  pieces  by  Miss  Grace  Knight  and  Miss  Catharine  Curry  showed  also 
splendid  training  and  clearness  of  enunciation. 

At  a  convenient  interval  in  the  proceedings.  Dr.  F.  H.  Torrington, 
Director  of  the  Toronto  College  of  Music,  was  called  upon  to  present  the 
piano  diploma  to  Miss  Almeda  Hart,  the  graduate  of  the  year,  and  the  certifi- 
cates of  the  Toronto  College  of  Music  to  those  pupils  who  had  been  successful 
in  tlie  examinations.  He  performed  his  task  very  gracefully^  and  added  a 
complimentary  word  for  all  the  pupils  who  had  taken  part  in  the  concert. 

Mr.  Leitch,  a  member  of  Elgin  County  Council,  and  one  of  a  deputa- 
tion of  seven  who  had  come  from  St.  Thomas  to  witness  the  graduation  of 
Miss  Hart,  also  spoke  eulpgistically  of  the  good  work  done  by  the  Institution. 

When  Hon.  Mr.  Stratton  was  introduced  to  the  audience,  he  was  heartily 
cheered  and  his  words  caused  general  satisfaction.  He  said  he  did  not  pose 
as  a  model  of  parsimony.  Hi^  aim,  as  official  head  of  the  Public  Institutions, 
had  been  to  improve  them,  and  the  members  of  the  Ontario  Legislature,  Con- 
servative as  well  as  Liberal »  were  satisfied  so  long  as  honest  value  was  ob- 
tained for  the  public  money  expended.  If  anything  was  needed  to  put  the 
O.  I.  B.  into  better  shape  he  was  here  to  see  the  situation  and  to  act  upon 
the  evidence. 

After  the  singing  of  "God  Save  the  King,"  many  ladies  and  gentlemen 
from  the  audience  and  several  of  the  pupils  were  presented  to  the  Provincial 
Secretary  and  Mrs.  Stratton. 

The  Industries. 

In  the  paper  I  read  at  the  St.  Louis  convention^  which  is  printed  on  a 
preceding  page,  the  position  of  the  Institution  with  regard  to  industries  for 
the  Blind  is  indicated.  We  have  given  the  boys  what  we  could  find  for 
them  to  do — basket  making,  a  little  cane-seating,  considerable  hammock- 
netting — and  several  of  them  took  a  turn  at  bead-work.  This  fall  an  ex-' 
periment  will  be  made  to  test  their  ability  at  cutting  the  year's  crop  of 
willow,  instead  of  hiring  outsiders  to  harvest  it.  I  cannot  yet  see  my  way 
clear  to  recommend  the  purchase  of  broom-making  machinery,  although, 
as  I  have  mentioned  that  is  the  favorite  employment  in  United  States  In- 
stitutions for  the  Blind.      To  provide  each  retiring  pupil  with  an  outfit  for 
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the  broom  trade  would  be  expensive,  and  not  many  of  them  could  make  such 
an  investment  for  themselves ;  besides,  one  would  want  to  be  pretty  sure  that 
a  machine  so  donated  would  be  fully  utilized  by  the  recipient.  I  am  still 
of  the  opinion  that  some  pupils  are  studying  piano  tuning  who  ;aiight  better 
turn  th,eir  attention  in  other  directions,  for  reasons  suggested  in  the  discus- 
sions reported  in  preceding  pages,  but  the  puzzle  is  to  find  the  proper  outlet 
for  a  blind  man^s  energies.  The  heads  of  the  New  York  City  and  Boston  In- 
stitutions have  got  to  the  point  where  they  refuse  to  teach  trades  at  all, 
holding  that  their  whole  duty  is  done  when  they  bestow  a  general  education 
and  give  manual  training.  This  idea,  I  found  in  conversation  among  the 
delegates  to  the  convention,  is  entertained  by  not  a  few  teachers  connected 
^th  Institutions  which  still  attempt  to  teach  trades.  I  am  open  to  con- 
viction, but  not  yet  convinced  that  it  is  wise  to  send  out  graduates  who  have 
not  been  taught  to  do  some  one  thing  and  to  do  it  well. 

The  girls  have  been  busily  employed  during  the  past  year  with  their 
knitting  and  sewing,  and  a  few  of  them  have  made  hammocks.  A  large 
class  of  little  girls  studied  bead- work  under  the  instruction  of  a  pupil-teacher. 
Several  of  the  female  pupils  hope  to  earn  a  living  as  music  teachers,,  and 
others  will  be  able  to  earn  their  clothing  and  pocket  money  by  knitting 
and  bead-work.

Correspondence. 

The  typewriter  and  the  point-print  slate  and  stylus  will  continue  to  be 
largely  used  for  pupils'  correspondence,  the  writing  with  these  utensils  being 
more  legible  than  the  pencil- writing  on  the  groove-card.  But  a  test  by  cor- 
respondence with  nearly  all  the  pupils  during  the  summer  vacation  shows 
the  need  of  more  practice  in  pencil-writing  than  has  been  customary  in  the 
past,  particularly  as  few,  if  any,  of  the  pupils  will  have  typewriters  at  their 
homes  after  leaving  school. 

,    Farm,  Grounds  and  Buildings. 

The  much-needed  extension  of  the  lavatory  on  the  girls'  side  of  the  main 
building  was  constructed  during  the  summer  vacation.  It  is  a  two-story 
structure,  well  built  and  properly  equipped,  with  ventilation  ui>on  approved 
principles.  Although  the  boys'  side  of  the  building  is  larger  than  the  girls' 
side,  there  are  more  female  than  male  pupils.  An  extension  of  the  girls'  side, 
that  would  provide  recreation  room,  extra  room  for  pian»  practice,  a  room  for 
the  consolidation  and  proper  classification  of  the  teachers',  pupils',  and  circu- 
lating libraries,  and  a  "suspect"  room  for  the  sick,  would  be  a  great  conven- 
ience. If  at  ihe  same  time  a  separate  gymnasium  for  the  girls  could  be  pro- 
vided, the  boon  would.be  much  appreciated. 

Attention  has  been  called  in  former  reports  to  the  defects  of  the  heating 
system — high  pressure  steam — by  which  one  part  of  the  building  is  too  hot 
while  another  part  is  too  cold,  not  to  mention  the  annoyance  of  the  crack- 
ling noise  when  steam  is  turned  into  the  pipes.  I  am  informed  that  the 
system  could  be  converted  to  low  pressure  with  gravity  return  at  a  mod- 
erate outlay  and  with  a  saving  of  four  or  five  hundred  dollars  per  year  in 
cost  of  fuel. 

A  determined  effort  was  made  during  the  vacation  to  cleanse  and 
renovate  the  whole  building,  a  somewhat  larger  sum  than  usual  having 
been  voted  for  repairs  and  alterations.  Loose  and  missing  bricks  were 
replaced,  holes  in  the  plaster  mended,  the  walls  were  kalsomined  or  alaba- 
stined,  the  woodwork  was  painted,  the  desks  varnished  and  the  floors  oiled! 
The  Engineer's  residence  was  also  improved  by  a  moderate  expenditure 
for  wall  paper  and  paint. 

A  cement  silo,  II  feet  in  diameter  and  30  feet  high,  has  been  erected 
near  the  cow  stables  and  is  filled  with  corn  fodder.  The  piggery  has 
been  refloored  with  cement  and  the  brick  walls  repaired  and  strengthened. 

Three  thousand  square  feet  of  cement  sidewalk,  with  curb  and  drain, 
were  constructed  as  a  beginning  of  the  change  from  plank  walks,  no  longer 
economical  on  account  of  the  high  price  of  lumber. 

378  loads  of  gravel  from  the  pit  near  the  river  bank,  on  the  Institution 
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grounds,  were  hauled  for  road-buildings  with  excellent  results.  The 
cinder  roads  have  not  yet  been  repaired,  but  that  can  be  done  without  extra 
outlay.  A  job  of  fencing,  which  will  make  the  working  of  the  farm  more 
convenient  and  profitable,  has  been  begun,  but  not  yet  completed. 

It  will  be  advisable  to  set  out  a  considerable  number  of  shade  and 
ornamental  trees  next  spring,  to  fill  vacant  spaces.  Thirty  winter  apple 
trees,  set  out  last  spring,  are  doing  well.  The  waste  land  now  covered 
with  overgrown  willow  will  be  gradually  cleared  ofE,  and  an  attempt  will 
be  made  to  save  the  river  bank  by  planting  willow  there. 

The  crops  of  roots  and  vegetables  are  fairly  good  this  year,  and  apples 
are    abundant,    particularly   the    summer   varieties.  Enough   com   was 

grown  to  fill  the  silo,  one  field  was  devoted  to  oats,  and  there  was  an 
average  hay  crop.  Trespassers  are  gradually  ascertaining  that  the  garden 
and  orchard  of  the  Institution  are  not  maintained  pro  bono  publico,  hence 
there  has  been  less  stealing  of  fruit  and  vegetables  this  year  than  last  year. 

VisrroRs. 

There  have  been  many  visitors  to  the  Institution  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  and  little,  if  any,  adverse  criticism,  while  many  have 
expressed  their  gratification  with  the  appearance  of  the  place  and  the 
quality  of  the  work  done.  Parents  are  again  invited  to  come  and  see  their 
children,  and  all  who  are  interested  in  the  education  of  the  blind  will  be 
welcomed  during  clasa  hours.  As  was  intimated  in  the  last  report  we 
cannot  undertake  to  provide  meals  and  lodging  for  ex-pupils  or  the  rela- 
tives of  present  pupils,  and  it  would  spare  some  embarrassment  if  our 
friends  from  a  distance  would  assume  that  this  rule  is  of  general  appli- 
cation. 

Thanks  are  cordially  tendered  to  the  city  ministers  who  so  kindly, 
and  in  many  cases  at  personal  inconvenience,  conducted  the  Sunday  after- 
noon services  in  the  Institution.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 

T.  F.  Chamberlain,  Esq.,   M.D., 
Inspector  of   Public  Institutions. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  annual  Report  as  Physician  to 
the  Ontario  Institution  for  the  Blind. 

Notwithstanding  the  severe  winter  of  the  past  session,  there  were  few 
serious  illnesses  among  ofScers,  pupils  or  employees. 

In  October  and  the  early  part  of  November  there  were  six  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  five  female  pupils  and  one  male.  The  first  four  cases  and  also 
the  sixth  were  sent  to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital.  The  fifth  patient  to 
develop  the  disease,  owing  to  the  City  Hospitsdl  being  full,  was  accommo- 
dated in  a  well  adapted  room  over  the  work-shop  in  the  Institution  grounds, 
with  a  trained  nurse  in  charge.  All  the  patients  made  satisfactory  re- 
coveries. 

On  January  23rd,  1904,.  a  male  pupil  developed  appendicitis;  he  was 
removed  to  the  City  Hospital  .for  .  operation,  and  made  an  uneventful 
recovery. 

During  the   time   when   influenza   was   prevalent,    the   pupils   suffered 
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their  full  share.  It  was  very  noticeable  that  this  trouble  as  well  as  the 
Diphtheria  spread  much  more  among  the  female  pupils,  chiefly  due  no 
doubt  to  the  lack  of  a  suspect  room. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  bathing  and  sanitary  arrangements 
generally  have  been  much  improved  in  the  girls'  side  of  the  building.

OCULIST'S  REPORT. 

To  T.  F.  Chamberlain,  Esq.,  M.D.^ 

Inspector  of  Public  Institutions  of  Ontario. 

Sir, — As  oculist  to  the  Ontario  Institution  for  the  Blind,  I  have  the 
honor  to  report : 

My  usual  examination  was  made  on  April  7th,  completing  details  on 
later  dates,  examining  in  all  49  pupils,  16  new  ones,  (26f  last  year),  and 
33  examined  on  previous  occasions.  There  was  no  question  as  to  the  eligi- 
b)}ity  of  any  of  the  9  males  and  7  females.  The  usual  high  propor- 

tion of  loss  o?  sight  from  injuries  is  again  evident — about  33  per  cent. 

A  noticeable  feature  was'  the  more  advanced  age  of  the  majority  of 
those  entering,  10  of  the  16  being  over  15  years  old,  some  of  these  having 
been  blind  since  infancy;  of  such  I  must  say  that  their  parents  make  a 
great  inistake,  not  only  from  an  educational  point  of  view,  but  also  for 
the  sake  of  their  children's  eyes,  by  not  sending  them  earlier  in  life,  because 
there  is  no  doubt  that  Institution  life  is  the  best  possible  condition  for  the 
welfare  of  their  eyes,  as  is  easily  demonstrated  by  the  marked  improve- 
ment in  sight  noted  in  many  cases. 

The  general  prevalence  of  ear  troubles  during  the  severe  winter  was 
also  evident  in  the  Institution  to  some  extent,  but  with  no  severe  or  per- 
manent bad  results.  Otherwise  the  condition  of  the  pupils  was  very  satis- 
factory.

LITERARY  EXAMINER'S  REPORT. 

T.  F.  Chamberlain,  Esq.,  M.D., 

Inspector  of  Public  Institutions,   Ontario. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  report  on  the  result  of  my  examination  of 
the  Literary  classes  in  the  Institution  for  the  Blind  at  Brantford  for  the 
year  ending  June,  1904.  Altogether  I  spent  five  days  in  the  Institution, 
four  in  actual  examination  of  the  classes,  and  one,  a  week  or  two  earlier, 
in  observing  the  methods  of  teaching  and  in  getting  acquainted  with  the 
condition  of  .the  pupils  in  the  various  classes  as  to  age,  advancement,  etc. 
The  examination  proper  occupied  the  four  days  beginning  Tuesday,  May 
30th,   and  ending  June  2nd. 

It  is  not  easy  for  a  comparative  stranger  to  the  Institution  to  make, 
in  that' time,  a  satisfactory  estimate  of  the  precise  standing  of  each  of  the 
one  hundred  or  more  pupils  taking  part  in  the  Literary  classes.  But  al- 
though it  may  be  somewhat  difficult  to  express  the  results  in  percentages, 
one  still  can  form  a  very  fair  judgment  of  thfi  rcjlative  nrerits  of 
individual  pupils;  and  still  more  one  can  appreciate  the  character  of  the 
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instruction  given  by^the  teachers,  as  well  as  their  earnest,  unselfish  devotion 
to  all  that  concerns  the  welfare  of  their  classes.  While  on  this  subject 
I  may  say  that,  although  they  may  differ  in  their  methods  of  teaching  and- 
in  many  other  respects,  the  teachers  all  impressed  me  as  possessing  an 
ardent  interest  i;a  the  welfare  of  the  pupils  under  their  care.  This  interest, 
combined  with  good  teaching  ability,  produces  the  exc3llcut  educational 
results  noted  in  thia  report. 

In  the  detailed  estimate  of  the  work  of  the  various  classes  given  in 
the  record  book  accompanying  this  Report,  while  I  have  -endeavored  to 
express  the  standing  of  each  pupil  wherever  possible  as  a  percentage  -of  a 
perfect  mark,  according  to  a  proper  standard  for  that  class,  i'  will  be  found 
that  although  the  marks  may  serve  to  denote  relative  proficiency  among 
members  of  the  same  class,  they  cannot  be  made  a  safe  basis  for  compar- 
ing one  class  with  another. 

Mb.  Wickens'  Classes. 

Arithmttic. — Simple  problems  in  fractions.  The  class  varied  in  ability 
and  probably  in  earlier  arithmetical  training,  but  nearly  all  showed  that 
they  were  getting  a  good  grasp  of  the  principles  of  a  subject  that  must 
present  exceptional  diflBculties  to  those  who  cannot  use  the  ordinary  nota- 
tion and  symbols.  The  marks  given  ranged  from  35  to  90  per  ceni.  and 
averaged  62  per  cent. 

Geography. — The  Continent  of  Africa.  This  is  the  senior  class  in 
Geography.  The  pupils  showed  that  they  possess  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  natural  features  and  resources  of  the  "dark  continent,'*  as  well  as 
an  acquaintance  with  the  various  European  colonies  and  the  territories 
occupied  by  other  powers  there.  The  pupils  have  attained  great  skill  in 
using  the  dissected  wooden  maps  with  which  they  are  provided.  They 
recognize  countries  by  their  shape  even  independently  of  their  relation 
to  the  rest  of  the  Continent.     Average  marks  67  per  cent. 

Reading, — In  this  class  the  practice  is  altogether  in  reading  the 
point  print,*'  partly  from  Readers  prepared  for  such  pupils,  but  also 
partly  from  standard  English  poems  selected  for  study.  This  year  "The 
Deserted  Tillage"  was  studied,  and  I  found  that  pupils  could  read  this 
fluently  and  expressively.  To  show  that  they  were  not  reciting  from 
memory,  they  readily  started  to  read  from  any  place  at  which  I  placed  the 
pupil's  finger.     The  marks  ranged  from  40  to  85  and  averaged  69  per  cent. 

Writing. — ^This  work  was  also  in  "point  print."  Most  of  the  pupils 
wrote  readily  and  pretty  accurately  the  passage  dictated.  Their  marks 
averaged  76  per  cent.  In  this  connection  the  work  done  in  type-writing 
should  be  mentioned.  More  than  fifty  type- written  sheets  by  as  many 
pupils  have  been  placed  in  my  hands.  Some  are  almost  perfectly  done, 
and  all  are  good 

Scripture. — History  of  the  Kingdoms  of  Judah  and  Israel.  The  class 
was  examined  on  that  period  of  Bible  History  extending  from  the  division 
of  the  Kingdom  to  the  downfall  of  Israel  and  Judah.  The  answers  showed 
careful  study  and  also  gave  evidence  of  a  thoughtful  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject.    Average-  marks  68  per  cent. 

Spelling. — From  Part  II.  of  Blaisdell's  Speller.  Having  to  learil^ 
altogether  by  ear  aided  by  the  action  of  the  vocal  organs  in  saying  over 
the  letters  of  a  word,  the  proficiency  attained  by  the  blind  in  this  subject 
is  especially  creditable  to  them.  This  class  averaged  90  per  cent,  on  the 
work'  assigned. 
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Miss  W.jllsu's  Classes. 

Aritlimetic. — ^Limits — Juniors,  simple  measurements ;  Seniors,  Men- 
suration, Insurance,  Partnership,  Simple  Interest,  Commission,  Stocks, 
Discount,  Exchange,  etc.  Some  of  the  senior  pupils  of  this  classs  have 
acquired  a  remarkable  facility  in  solving  problems  involving  long  calcula- 
tions. They  were  tested  on  the  work  indicated  above  with  problems  exactly 
similar  to  those  given  for  written  work  in  the  High  School  Arithmetic. 
The  Senior  class  averaged  86  per  cent.  Some  of  the  Juniors  were  equally 
good  in  their  limit  of  work,  but  others  had  been  only  a  short  time  under 
training  and  did  not  do  so  well.     Average  for  Juniors  62  per  cent. 

Grammar. — This  class  was  examined  on  the  analysis  and  parsing  of 
simple  sentences,  definitions  and  inflections,  especially  the  moods  and 
tenses  of  the  verb.     Seventeen  in  the  class.     Average  63  per  cent. 

Geography. — This  is  a  large  class  (23  at  present),  mostly  of  young 
children.  They  study  geographical  definitions  and  the  geography  bl 
Ontario  in  particular.  The  class  as  a  whole  astonishes  a  visitor  by  the 
ready  recognition  of  any  county  handed  out  from  the  dissected  map.  The 
county  is  named,  its  situation  given,  and  th6  towns  are  located  and  named 
with  remarkable  accuracy.  Average  marks  for  whole  class  71;  for  seniors 
alone  88  per  cent. 

Reading. -^TSleYen  in  class.  The  Second,  Fourth  and  Sixth  Readers 
are  used.  Great  attention  is  paid  to  distinctness  of  articulation  and  to  care- 
ful expression  of  the  meaning  of  what  is  read.  All  but  two  or  three 
received  high  marks.     Average  79  per  cent. 

Writing. — This  is  also  a  class  consisting  mostly  of  young  pupils.  They 
write  on  paper  specially  marked  with  grooves  just  wide  enough  for  the 
small  letter  space.  The  formation  of  letters  is  necessarily  somewhat  angu- 
lar, but  the  Writing  is  quite  legible.     Average  marks  72. 

Object  Lessons. — Fourteen  in  the  class.  This  class  studies  the  Natur- 
al History  of  animals  and  birds,  more  particularly  those  of  our  own  part 
of  the  world.  Stuffed  specimens  are  brought  from  the  museum  of  the 
Institution,  handled  by  the  pupils  and  described.  The  course  also  includes 
a  study  of  some  common  articles  of  food  and  materials  for  clothing,  such 
as  tea,  sugar,  coffee,  rice,  flax  and  wool.  The  marks  given  averaged  70 
per  cent. 

Scripture. — ^Limits — the  first  twenty  chapters  of  the  Acts;  parables  and 
miracles  from  the  Gospels  of  St.  Mark  and  St.  Luke.  The  class  showed 
careful  training  both  in  the  historical  portions  and  in  such  passages  as 
the  parable  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  the  account  of  the  Resurrection,  etc.  Aver- 
age marks  given  for  answers  77  per  cent. 

Spelling. — Limit — Blaisdell's  Speller.  Number  in  class  12.  Average 
marks  obtained  91  per  cent.  About  half  the  class  were  marked  perfect  on 
the  test  given. 

Miss  Gillin's  Classes. 

Arithmetic. — Thirteen  in  class.  Limit — simple  rules,  including  mul- 
tiplication table  to  20  times  20;  definitions,  weights  and  measures,  and 
simple  problems.  The  tables  were  well  memorized  and  the  examples  and 
problems  given  satisfactorily  solved.  I  found  less  variation  from  the  aver- 
age in  this  class  than  in  some  others.       Average  76  per  cent. 

Grammar. — Eight  in  class.  Limit — History  of  the  English  language, 
Review  of  Etymology  and  Syntax,  Analysis  and  Parsing.  This  course 
has  been  well  covered  during  the  year  and  most  of  the  pupils  showed  an 
excellent*  comprehension  of  grammatical  principles  as  well  as  a  knowledge 
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of ^  the  essential  facts  of  sentence  structure  and  the  classification  and  inflec- 
tions of  words.      Average  marks  67  per  cent. 

Geography, r— Nine  in  the  class.  Limit — United  States  and  South 
America  in  detail  with  outline  study  of  Central  America,  Mexico  and  the 
West  Indies.  The  class  showed  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  part  of  the 
work  examined. on,  not  merfely  of  names  and  places,  but  of  products,  indus- 
tries and  commercial  relations.       Average  marks  70  per  cent. 

Writing. — Small  words  and  sentences  written  in  grooved  spaces  in  or- 
dinary script.  Eight  in  the  class,  two  of  whom  are  quite  young.  Aver- 
age marks  64  per  cent. 

English  History, — From  Charles  11^  to  end  of  George  II.       An  excel- 
lent class  of  sixteen  senior  pupils.       Good  consecutive  answers  were  given, 
showing  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  period  studied.     One 
pupil  obtained  a  perfect  mark  and  aeveral  others  90  per  cent.       The  average 
was  81  per  cent. 

Canadian  History, — From  the  treaty  of  Paris  to  the  present  time.  The 
same  class  as  in  English  History.  Only  one  was  marked  below  50  per 
cent.,  the  average  being  69  per  cent. 

English  Literature. — Eighteen  in  the  class.  Limit — History  of  Eng- 
lish Literature  from  Caedmon  to  Pope,  Biographies  of  Canadian  authors 
and  special  study  of  Shakspeare's  Julius  Caesar.  It  was  a  real  pleasure 
to  discuss  with  this  class  the  play  set  for  their  study  this  year.  The  pupils 
were  so  familiar  with  it  as  to  be  able  to  analyse  the  various  characters  re- 
presented and  enforce  their  opinions  by  appropriate  quotations  or  references 
to  the  action  of  the  play.  They  had  also  at  command  a  fund  of  striking 
or  beautiful  passages  committed  to  memory.  In  the  history  of  literature, 
too,  their  work  for  the  year  had  been  well  done.  The  average  marks,  79 
per  cent.,  give  only  a  moderate  estimate  of  the  really  excellent  work  done 
by  this  class. 

Bible  Geography  and  History. — The  kingdoms  of  Judah  and  Israel  to 
the  captivity.  This  is  a  class  of  eighteen  girls,  corresponding  to  the  boys' 
class  conducted  by  Mr.  Wickens.  '  Three  or  four  in  the  class  received  com- 
paratively low  marks ^  but  in  most  cases  the  answers  were  entirely  satisfac- 
tory. The  work  done  in  these  Bible  classes  seems  especially  valuable  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Bible  is  far  more  difficult  of  access  to  the  blind 
as  a  book  to  read  than  to  others.       Marks  given  averaged  69  per  cent. 

Spelling. — Nineteen  in  the  class.  Limit — Part  III.  of  Blaisdell's 
Speller.  In  a  pretty  severe  test  on  the  prescribed  work  nine  obtained  a 
perfect  mark,  while  the  whole  class  averaged  87  per  cent. 

Mh.  Eonet's  Classes. 

Arithmetic. — This  is  a  class  of  juniors,  most  of  whom  have  to  be  tUught 
individually  because  they  enter  with  such  varied  previous  training.       The 
work  extends  through  the  simple  rules  to  multiplication,  with  simple  prob- 
lems, and  Roman  notation.       The  marks  given  varied  from  40  to  90  per 
cent.,  the  average  being  63. 

Grammar. — Parts  of  speech,  definitions,  analysis  of  simple  sentences, 
parsing.  A  class  of  nineteen,  including  some  pupils  who  are  quite  young. 
Good,  practical  work  is  done  in  this  class.  In  the  clear  analysis  of  simple 
sentences  and  recognition  of  the  parts  of  speech  a  good  basis  is  laid  for 
future  work.       Marks  average  57  per  cent. 

Geography, — Nine  in  the  class.  Study  of  Ontario  and  the  Dominion 
in  general.  This  class  is  getting  a  good  knowledge  of  the  products,  indus- 
tries and  commercial  relations  of  the  various  sections  of  Ontario  and  the 
Dominion,  in  addition  to  their  accurate  acquaintance  with  locations  on  the 
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maps.  The  Institution  in  all  its  classes  seems  to  me  to  have  succeeded 
particularly  well  in  making  the  study  of  geography  interesting.  Average 
of  class  68  per  cent. 

Reading. — A  class  of  thirteen  using  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Read- 
ers with  spelling  of  words  from  lessons.  Here  again  the  teaching  is  not 
so  much  class  as  individual  teaching,  on  account  of  the  unequal  advance- 
ment of  the  pupils.  Some  read  and  spell  very  well,  while  others  for  var- 
ious reaeons  cannot  do  so  well.      Average  marks  65  per  cent. 

Writing.'— This,  the  Senior  class  in  script  writing,  handed  in  some  well 
written  exercises.       Average  marks  70  per  cent. 

Physical  Culture. — This  is  taken  up  by  Mr.  Roney  in  five  classes,  three 
of  the  girls  and  twa  of  the  boys.  The  gymnasium  is  a  very  important 
feature  of  this  Institution,  and  Mr.  Roney  is  to  be  complimented  for  his 
success  in  making  the  various  exercises  attractive  to  the  pupils  and  helpful 
to  them  physically.  I  was  pleased  to  fijid  the  girls  doing  so  well  in  the 
gymnasium  and  taking  such  evident  interest  in  the  exercises.  In  club- 
swinging,  wand  exercises  and  fancy  marching,  all  of  which  were  practised 
in  time  with  the  piano,  a  high  degree  of  precision  and  grace  of  movement 
were  shown.  This  practice  must  tend  to  develop  well  formed,  healthy 
bodies  as  well  as  grace  of  movement.  The  boys  do  excellent  work  in  dumb 
bell  exercises,  club-swinging,  vaulting,  and  general  gymnastic  exercises  on 
the  horizontal  bar  and  the  parallel  bars. 

Miss  Lee's  Glasses.  . 

Miss  Lee's  work  is  mainly  that  of  a  !]£indergartner,  but  she  also  assists 
with  elementary  work  in  Arithmetic,  Reading,  Spelling  and  Bible  study, 
and  takes  classes  in  Domestic  Science.  I  examined  and  marked  her  classes 
in  all  these  subjects  except  the  last,  with  the  following  average  results : 
Arithmetic  65  per  cent.,  Reading  65,  Bible  70,  Spelling  73.  I  was  much 
pleased  with  the  Kipdergarten  work  proper.  It  would  be  difficult  to  over- 
estimate the  good  influence  on  the  little  blind  children  of  the  singing  and 
the  manual  occupations  practised  here.  The  latter  include  sewing,  weav- 
ing, folding,  modeling,  raffia  work,  cutting  and  pasting,  bead-stringing, 
lacing,  etc.  The  results  of  my  observations  cannot  well  be  expressed  by 
marks,  but  the  manifest  interest  of  the  little  ones  and  the  skill  acquired  in 
spite  of  physical  disability  were  very  gratifying. 

I  had  also  the  pleasure  of  inspecting  two  classes  conducted  by  Miss 
Haycock,  one  a  Scripture  class  studying  St.  Luke's  Gospel  and  the  other 
a  spelling  class  using  Gage's  Practical  Speller.  For  the  former  the  aver- 
age marks  were  70  per  cent.,  and  for  the  latter  80. 

Miss  Haycock's  special  work,  however,  is  plain  and  fancy  knitting, 
crochet  work,  etc.,  and  I  may  be  permitted  to  mention  here  that  in  her 
room  were  to  be  seen  many  beautiful  specimens  of  these  household  arts,  the 
work  of  her  pupils.  These  articles  are  made  by  the  pupils  chiefly  for  them- 
selves or  their  friends.  It  is  found  that  on  this  account  much  greater  in- 
terest and  pride  are  taken  in  the  work. 

The  department  of  sewing,  bead-work,  and  netting,  under  the  super- 
vision of  Miss  Loveys,  assisted  by  Misses  Cronk,  Burke  and  Hepburn,  hardly 
comes  within  the  scope  of  this  report,  but  may  be  noted  in  passing.  It 
furnishes  excellent  opportunities  for  the  young  ladies  of  the  Institution  to 
acquire  that  skill  in  needlework  so  essential  to  their  comfort  and  useful- 
ness in  after  life. 

The  workshop  presided  over  by  Mr.  Truss  supplies  means  of  practical 
manual  training  for  the  boys,  and  to  some  extent  puts  them  in  the  way  of 
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doing  work  that  will  have  a  commercial  value.  Good,  useful  baskets  oi 
various  patterns  and  sizes  are  made,  hammocks  are  netted  and  cane-chair 
work  in  different  forms  is  practised.  The  main  object  of  the  shop  seems 
to  be  to  give  instruction  and  practice  in  work  that  will  be  of  industrial 
value  to  the  blind. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  the  Principal,  Mr. 
Gardiner,  in  lending  me  all  possible  assistance  in  performing  my  duties  "as 
examiner.  I  am  indebted,  also,  in  no  small  degree  to  the  teacher,  Mr. 
Wickens,  who  was  unwearied  in  his  efforts  to  perfect  all  the  details  of  the 
arrangements  for  the  examination,  and  who  took  pains  to  show  me  all  the 
work  done  by  the  Institution  that  was  in  any  way  connected  with  my  duties. 
Everv  courtesy,  indeed,  was  shown  me  by  all  the  teachers,  and  I  carry  away 
also  Kindly  feelings  towards  many  of  the  pupils,  although  our  acquaintance 
has  been  brief.

^  REPORT  ON  MUSICAL  INSTRUCTION. 
T.  F.  Chamberlain,  M.  D.,   Inspector  of  Public  Institutions. 

Sir, — I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  musical  instruction  given  at 
the  Ontario  Institution  for  the  Blind,  Brantford. 

The  examination  was  held  on  June  7th,  1904,  and  was  conducted  under 
the  following  heads :  Theory  of  Music  (including  Harmony,  counterpoint 
and  Musical  History),  Piano,  Organ  and  Choral  class.  The  work  of  the 
class  in^  Piano-Tuning  was  also  examined. 

The  number  of  pupils  studying  Music  is  fifty-five,  and  each  student 
(except  those  who  were  ill  at  the  time  of  the  examination)  was  heard  sep- 
arately. All  of  the  pupils  study  the  piano,  six  the  organ,  and  fourteen 
Musical  Theory. 

In  piano-playing  the  work  of  the  pupils  is,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfac- 
tory, comparing  it  with  that  of  the  two  previous  years,  the  high  standard 
set  is  well  maintained,  and  promises  to  continue  so.  The  piano  classes  are 
divided  into  five  grades,  each  with  three  subdivisions.*  Of  the  eight  pupils 
in  Grade  I.,  (the  lowest),  class  A.,  two  are  very  bright  and  promise  well; 
four,  less  gifted,  are  doing  fairly  well,  and  the  other  two  are  slower.  The 
four  pupils  in  class  B  are  all  doing  well,  and  two  of  them  were  found  to  be 
endowed  with  a  remarkably  quick  musical  ear.  Of  the  six  pupils  in  class 
C  three  are  doing  very  well,,  two  fairly  well,  and  the  remaining  one,  a  man, 
though  he  possesses  no  technique,  shows  considerable  musical  feeling.  In 
grade  II.,  class  A,  are  four  pupils.  Two  of  these  are  making  fair  progress. 
Of  the  other  two  one  showed  the  possession  of  an  extraordinarily  quick  ear; 
the  other  was  too  nervous  to  be  j)roperly  heard.  Of  the  two  pupils  in  class 
B,  one  gives  much  promise,  the  other  was  ill.  In  class  C  are  nine  pupils. 
Two  play  very  nicely,  five  do  fair  work,  and  two  succeeded  in  passing  the 
first  examination  of  the  Toronto  College  of  Music,  one  of  them  with  first- 
class  honors.  In  grade  III.,  class  A,  are  five  pupils;  three  of  these  passed 
the  first  examination  of  the  Toronto  College  of  Music;  the  other  two  are 
making  fair  progress.  In  class  B  there  are  eight  pupils,  of  whom  one 
passed  the  second  year  examination  of  the  College  of  Music.  Five  of  the 
others  play  very  well,  and  two  fairly  well.  One  was  ill  and  could  not  be 
examined.  Of  the  two  pupils  in  class  C,  one  is  doing  excellent  work,  and 
the  other  plays  very  fairly.       In  grade  IV.  there  are  four  pupils,  two  in 
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class  A  and  two  in  class  C.  The  two  former  are  playing  quite  well,  the 
other  two  fairly  so.  Three  pupils  in  the  next,  or  highest  grade^  are  already 
accomplished  players;  one  of  them  has  won  the  Artists'  Diploma  of  the 
Toronto  College  of  Music,  and  another  has  passed  with  first-class  honors 
the  third  examination  of  J;he  same  Institution.  The  third  is  in  many  res- 
pects a  remarkable  musician;  he  gave  a  strikingly  good  performance  of 
the  Wagner-Liszt  Tannhauser  March. 

In  the  Organ  class  there  are  six  pupils,  showing  from  six  months  to 
two  years'  study,  of  this  instrument.  All  of  them  are  making  satisfactory 
progress. 

The  fourteen  pupils  in  Musical  Theory  are  divided  into  two  classes, 
A  (junior)  and  B  (senior).  In  class  B,  consisting  of  eight  pupils,  one 
passed  the  second  and  five  the  first  examination  in  Theory  of  the  Toronto 
College  of  Music.  The  remaining  two  wrote  on  papers  in  Harmony  and 
Musical  History,  obtaining  an  average  of  77  and  46  respectively.  The  six 
pupils  in  class  A  obtained  an  average  of  61  and  49  per  cent,  on  the  two  sub- 
jects. These  percentages  are  not  as  high  as  one  could  wish,  and  the  His- 
tory papers  were  weak;  but  in  Harmony  two  of  the  pupils  obtained  over  80 
per  cent.,  and  two  over  ,70  per  cent.,  and  the  pupils  who  took  the  College  of 
Music  examination  in  this  subject  all  obtained  over  75  per  cent,  of  the 
marks. 

The  Choral  class  numbers  35  members.  Four  choruses  in  different  styles 
were  sung  with  the  necessary  attention  given  to  light  and  shade.  This  is  al- 
ways a  delightful  feature  of  the  music  department  of  the  0.  I.  B. 

Mr.  Hayter's  work  with  his  piano-tuning  class  maintains  its  high  stand- 
ard.     The  tunings  of  several  pupils  were  found  to  be  perfectly  satisfactory. 

The  singing  of  the  hymns  during  the  morning  religious  exercises  were,  as 
usual,  bright  and  hearty,  the  pupils  evidently  much  enjoying  this » part  of 
their  service.  One  "of  the  Organ  students  accompanied  the  singing  with 
much  ability. 

The  examination  of  the  Musical  department  of  the  Ontario  Institution 
for  the  Blind  shows  that  this  important  part  of  the  Institution's  work  is  being 
carried  on  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  which  reflects  much  credit  upon  the 
musical  director,  Mr.  Humphries,  and  his  two  assistants,  Miss  Moore  and  Miss 
Harrington;  and  the  students  themselves  evidently  enjoy  a  study  which  in  fu- 
ture years  is  bound  to  afford  them  a  source  both  of  profit  and  pleasure.

In  preeenting  the  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report  upon  the  operation  of 
this  Jjifititution  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  such  satisfactory  progress  ^e 
being  made  in  the  methods  of  imparting  knowledge  to  the  deaf  and  dumb' 
and  that  the  history  of  another  year  is  further  evidence  of  the  success  that 
has  attended  the  efforts  made  in  our  Province  to  provide  educational  facil- 
ities for  this  class  of  our  afiBicted. 

A  perusal  of  the-  report  of  the  Principal  and  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Mathison,  gives  a  concise  resume  of  the  work  done  .during  the  year  and 
also  furnishes  valuable  information  in  regard  to  the  methods  of  imparting 
instruction  to  the  deaf  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  afforded  by 
the  institution. 

All  deaf  mutes  between  the  ages  of  seven  and .  twenty,  not  being  de- 
ficient in  intellect  and  free  from  contagious  diseases,  who  are  bona  fide 
residents  of  the  Province,  are  admitted  as  pupils. '  The  regulations  of  the 
Department  has  hitherto  prescribed  seven  years  as  the  period  of  the  school 
course  at  this  Institution,  but  in  many  instances  it  has  been  advisable  to 
extend  this  period.  In  his  report  this  year  Principal  Mathison  refers  to 
this  matter  and  his  recommendations  may  be  safely  followed.  Bearing  in 
mind  that  some  children  require  twice  as  long  as  others  to  accomplish  the 
same  results  I  would  strongly  urge  that  no  limit  be  placed  on  the  number 
of  years  that  a  pupil  may  attend  and  receive  instruction  at  the  Institution. 

The  methods  of  instruction  are  fully  described  by  the  Principal  and 
Superintendent  in  his  report  and  are  well  worthy  of  perusal.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  know  that  at  the  Ontario  Institution  the  methods  of  imparting 
knowledge  have  the  endorsation  of  those  chiefly  interested  and  most  cap- 
able of  judging.  The  World's  Congress  of  the  Deaf  at  St.  Louis  in  Auprust 
last  was  the  largest  assemblaore  of  the  educated  deaf  ever  held  on  this  con- 
tinent or  abroad.  Every  country  was  represented  and  the  gathering  was 
strikingly  illustrative  of  the  progress  made  in  providing  facilities  for  edu- 
cating and  training  the  deaf. 

The  discussion  on  Methods  concluded  by  an  expression  in  this  resolu- 
tion :  Resolved,  "That  we,  the  members  of  the  World's  Congress  of  the 
deaf  in  convention  assembled  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  recognize  and 
appreciate  to  the  full  extent  all  methods  of  educating  the  deaf,  but  deplore 
and  condemn  the  narrow  and  destructive  spirit  that  endeavors  to  educaib 
all  pupils  by  a  single  method.  We  are  firmly  and  unalterably  in  favor  of 
the  Combined  System  which  adapts  the  method  to  the  pupil  and  not  the 
pupil  to  the  method."  The  opinion  thus  expressed  must  be  satisfactory  to 
Principal  Mathison  who  has  therein  an  endorsation  of  the  course  he  has 
advocated  and  followed  in  the  education  of  the  deaf  at  the  Ontario 
Institution.

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Notes  pF  Inspection. 

In  the  last  official  visit  of  inspection  I  found  224  pupils  in  residence — 
111  boys  and  113  p^irls.  After  the  opening  of  the  Institution  in  September 
all  pupils  who  could  not  show  good  marks  of  vaccination  had  the  operation 
performed  and  at  the  date  of  my  visit  there  were  15  pupils  excused  from 
the  school  exercises  on  account  of  sore  arms.  Otherwise  the  pupils  are  en- 
joying good  health. 

Accompanied  by  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Mathison,  I  made  a  brief 
visit  of  each  of  the  school  rooms  and  was  very  much  pleased  with  the  man- 
ner in  which  I  found  the  work  being  carried  on.  The  pupils  impressed  me 
as  applying  themselves  to  their  studies.  The  teachers  appeared  to  me  to  be 
working  faithfully  and  assiduously  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

I  was  much  interested  in  the  manner  in  which  Domestic  Science  is 
taught  to  girls  and  in  fact  in  the  different  departments  where  Manual  Train- 
ing is  carried  on  I  found  a  remarkable  condition  of  zeal  and  proficiency 
manifested.  I  visited  all  the  industries  and  found  the  pupils  were  em- 
ployed in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  in  every  department  there  was  pleasinj^ 
evidence  of  that  cheerful  harmony  so  necessary  a  feature  in  such  an  insti- 
tution. 

I  inspected  all  the  books  used  in  the  institution  and  found  they  vrere 
correct  and  accurate  in  every  respect.  I  was  specially  pleased  with  the 
condition  in  which  I  found  the  stores  kept.  Here  I  found  a  system  of 
book-keeping  that  is  admirable  in  the  manner  in  which  all  details  §.re  re- 
corded. I  found  that  all  requisitions  are  not  only  carefully  recorded  but 
the  requisitions  are  neatly  fyled  away,  so  that  without  a  moment's  delay 
any  article  appearing  on  the  Stores'  Books  can  be  traced  from  its  reception 
at  the  store  to  its  consumption.  This  system  is  such  that  all  errors  eitber 
accidental  or  wilful  could  be  at  once  detected  and  corrected. 

I  found  the  food  supply  good  and  the  dining  room  service  satisfactory. 
The  beds  and  bedding  were  found  in  good  condition.  The  sewing  room  is 
carefully  looked  after  and  the  pupils  therein  seemed  to  take  great  interest 
in  doing  their  work  neatly  and  well.  I  found  all  the  halls,  corridors  and 
rooms  clean  and  properly  looked  after  by  the  matron  in  charge. 

I  had  an  interview  with  the  attending  physician,  Dr.  Goldsmitb,  and 
had  an  opportunity  of  visiting  and  inspecting  the  hospital  building  wbich 
I  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  trained  nurse  in  charge  keeps  a 
daily  record  so  that  from  a  glance  I  was  able  to  learn  all  particulars  in 
regard  to  the  manner  in  which  any  who  are  sick  are  looked  after  and  cared 
for.  I  found  she  was  doing  her  work  faithfully  and  well,  and  it  must  be 
a  satisfaction  to  the  parents  of  the  pupils  sent  to  the  institution  to  know 
that  in  the  event  of  sickness  there  is  such  excellent  provision  made  for  tbeir 
care. 

The  lawns  and  play  grounds  are  well  kept  and  the  location  of  tbe 
Institution  is  excellent  in  every  respect. 

The  Superintendent  arranged  for  me  to  meet  each  member  of  his  staff 
of  teachers  and  officers  and  at  the  close  of  the  school  I  had  an  opportunity 
of  seeing  all  the  pupils  and  staff  assembled  in  the  hall  for  the  closing  ex- 
ercises of  the  day. 

In  my  visit  I  endeavored  to  enquire  into  and  inspect  every  department 
and  was  pleased  to  find  everything  so  satisfactory  and  to  carry  away  with 
me  a  firm  impression  that  the  Institution  is  doing  excellent  work  in  caring 
for  and  supplying  educational  advantages  to  those  committed  to  its  care. 

An  earnest  effort  is  made  to  assist  the  pupils  while  at  the  Institution 
to  become  God-fearing  and  valuable  citizens  and  the  records  of  the  past 
thirty-three  years  are  very  encouraging.

The  work  of  the  Institution  being  conducted  so  largely  along  educational 
lines  it  has  been  wisely  suggested  that  in  future  the  Department  of  Education 
f^bould  exercise  control  and  management  of  this  Institution.  This  course 
lias  been  found  to  work  very  satisfactorily  in  several  of  the  United  States. 
The  whole  aim  and  object  is  to  educate  and  prepare  for  life's  duties.  It  has 
now  been  fully  and  completely  proven  in  our  Province  that  under  judicious 
modes  of  instruction,  though  with  great  and  linceasing  labor  the  deaf  mute 
is  hardly  less  susceptible  to  mental,  moral,  religious  and  industrial  develop- 
ment than  his  more  fortunate  companion  who  has  been  blessed  with  the  price- 
less and  inestimable  sense  of  hearing  from  his  birth.  Deaf  mutes  are  no 
longer  looked  upon  as  pests  and  nuisances  to  society  and  incapable  of  exercis- 
ing and  enjoying  the  rights  of  citizenship,  for  so  many  of  them,  though  de- 
prived of  the  sense  of  hearing,  tave  been  so  carefully  taught  as  to  be  able  to 
communicate  by  signs  and  written  language,  not  only  among:  themselves  but 
with  their  more  fortunate  fellow  beings,  favored  with  the  sense  of  hearing, 
on  all  subjects  of  material  interest.  They  have  been  partially  emancipated 
from  the  fetters  imposed  upon  them  by  their  deafness  and  although  they  have 
not  been  made  to  hear  their  pathway  through  life  has  been  made  bright  by 
the  rays  of  light  that  have  come  to  them  because  of  opportunities  that  have 
made  life  more  endurable.  There  have  been  many  and  great  achievements  in 
educational  progress,  but  none  greater  than  that  accomplished  in  the  educa- 
tion of  the  deaf  and  dumb.  It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  in  this  sphere  of  the 
world's  progress  Ontario  has  had  such  a  satisfactory  share.  The  results  tha* 
have  been  accomplished  are  certainly  complimentary  to  the  men  and  women 
who  have  taken  an  active  and  zealous  part  in  this  great  and  noble  work  for  hu- 
manity. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  AND  PRINCIPAL.

Sir  :  — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report  of 
this  Institution,  for  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1904. 
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Thb  Tims  Limit. 

The  regulations  of  the  Department  prescribe  seven  years  as  the  length  of 
the  school  course  for  pupils  at  this  Institution;  but^  in  practice  for  the  last 
quarter  of  a  century  such  pupils  as  could  be  benefitted  by  a  longer  term  have 
always  been  allowed,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Minister  of  the 
Government  in  charge,  and  the  Inspector,  to  remain  eight,  nine  or  ten  years, 
or  as  long  as  was  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  presteribed  course  of  in- 
struction and  training.      I  do  not  think  it  was  ever  intended  that  every  pupil 
should  be  strictly  limited  to  the  seven  year  term,  which  is  much  too  short  a 
time  for  a  large  proportion  of  them.      That  this  is  only  what  might  be  ex- 
pected will  be  obvious  to  anyone  who  gives  the  matter  careful  consideration. 
The  principle  on  which  the  educational  policy  of  Ontario  is  founded  is  tkat 
every  child  in  the  Province  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  securing  as  thorough 
an  education  as  can  be  obtained  in  our  Public  Schools;  and  as  the  children 
are  of  varying  degrees  of  ability — ^some  requiring  twice  as  long  as  others  to 
accomplish  the  same  results — no  limit,  practically,  is  placed  on  the  number 
of  years  a  pupil  may  attend  school.      At  preseilt  all  deaf  mutes  between  the 
ages  of  seven  and  twenty,  not  being  deficient  in  intellect,  and  free  from  con- 
tagious diseases,  who  are  bojia  fide  residents  of  the  Province,  are  admitted  as 
pupils.      As  before  stated  the  term  allowed  is  seven  years,  with  a  vacation  of 
three  months  during  the  summer  in  each  year.      In  the  public  schools  pupils 
are  admitted  from  the  age  of  five  to  that  of  twenty-one  years,  thus  allowing 
sixteen  years  for  tuition.       It  really  seems  as  though,  when  our  Institution 
was  started,  the  founders  supposed  that  deaf  and  dumb  children  would  be  able 
to  obtain  all  the  knowledge  of  the  various  elementary  branches  of  an  English 
education  in  less  than  one-half  the  time  required  by  children  ^n  the  full  ▼pos- 
session of  all  their  normal  sondes  and  {acuities,  to  obtain  the  same  amount  of 
education.       Now  the  deaf  are  certainly  entitled  to —  and  I  presume  that  it 
was  intended  that  they  should  receive — ^at  least  as  good  an  education  as  hear- 
ing childem  can  obtain  in  the  public  schools.      I  might  go  even  further  and 
fairly  claim  that,  since  the  deaf  must  compete  with  hearing  people  in  the  va- 
rious fields  of  labor  and  industry,  and  since  they  are  greatly  handicapped  by 
their  inability  to  hear  and  speaK,  they  should  receive  even  a  better  education 
and  training  than  hearing  children,  so  as  to  ofiPset  to  some  extent  the  very  con- 
siderable disadvantaga  under  which  they  must  always  labor.       By  waiving 
this  claim  for  extra  educational  opportunities,  and  assuming  that  they  should 
have  only  equal  privileges  with  hearing  children,  even  then  the  school  limit 
should  be  from  ten  to  twelve,  or  fourteen  years,  instead  of  seven,  as  is  the 
case  in  many  of  the  schools  for  the  deaf  in  the  United  States.      To  arrive  at 
a  just  and  satisfactory  judgment  relative  to  this  matter  we  must  consider  all 
the  circumstances  and  compare  the  vastly  different  conditions  and  mental 
equipment  with  which  the  hearing  and  the  deaf  child  respectively  enters  upon 
his  school  career.      At  seven,  or  even  at  five  years  of  age,  the  hearing  child 
has  already  acquired  an  extensive  vocabulary.       He  is   acquainted  with  the 
names,  attributes  and  chief  characteristics  of  all  objects  with  which  he  has 
come  into  contact,  is  familiar  with  most  of  common  idioms  of  the  languag^e, 
and  can  give  expression  to  his  thoughts  and  desires  with  a  reasonable  degree- 
of  fluency  and  accuracy.       It  may  be  safely  said  that  the  average  person  ac- 
quires more  language  during  the  first  five  or  six  years  of  life  than  in  all  his 
subsequent  existence.       When,  therefore,  the  hearing  child  enters  school  he 
has  already  gathered  a  large  part  of  the  raw  materials  needed  for  his  educa- 
tion, and  sM  the  teacher  has  to  do  is  to  reduce  this  heterogenous  mass  of  fact^ 
and  ideas  to  order  and  symmetry,  and  to  utilize  the  very  considerable  amount 
of  language  that  has  already  been  acquired  as  the  basis  of  instruction  in  the 
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various  subjects  prescribed.  Now  the  chief  and  most  difficult  task  that  con- 
fronts the  teacher  of  the  deaf  is  to  aid  his  pupils  to  obtain  the  knowledge  of 
and  facility  in  the  use  of  language  that  every  hearing  ohild  has  acquired  with- 
out conscious  effort  on  its  part,  and  chiefly  befire  its  school  course  has  befirun 
When  a  deaf  child  enters  school  he  does  not  as  a  rule  know  a  solitary  word  of 
our  language.  He  must  begin  where  the  hearing  babe  begins — ^but  without 
the  babe's  aural  advantages — and  learn  his  first  word.  Then  by  laborious  ef- 
fort he  adds  other  words  from  day  1x>  day,  and  later  on  begins  the  task  of  build, 
ing  these  up  into  sentences,  and  of  mastering  the  idioms  and  untangling  the 
intricacies  of  our  singularly  illogical  language.  Most  of  this  is  work  that 
the  teacher  of  the  hearing  child  does  not  have  to  touch  at  all.  The  average 
deaf  child  will  in  the  fiirst  year  learn  perhaps  three  or  four  hundred  words  and 
be  able  to  unite  two  or  three  score  sentences  in  a  more  or  less  mechanical  and 
stilted  form ;  and  it  will  take  him  four  or  five  years  to  gain  sufficient  language 
to  be  able  to  express  ordinary  ideas  with  tolerable  accuracy — ^very  few  ever 
gain  anything  like  the  comprehensions  of  and  facility  in  the  use  of  language 
which  nearly  every  hearing  child  has  even  without  instruction.  In  other 
words  the  hearing  child,  before  it  enters  school,  has  acquired  a  greater  com- 
mand of  language  than  the  deaf  child  has  obtained  after  several  years  of  la- 
borious effort  in  the  class  room.  Our  common  language  is  full  of  colloquial 
and  inconsistent  forms  of  expression  exceedingly  difficult  to  master,  and  end- 
less repetition  is  the  only  secret  of  facility  in  its  use  for  both  the  hearing  and 
the  deaf.  The  hearing  child  is  a  ceaseless  babbler  eM  day  long,  while  the  deaf 
child  uses  only  so  much  language  as  it  can  write  in  a  few  hours  daily  in  the 
class-room ;  and  it  may  safely  be  averred  that  the  average  tearing  child  hears 
and  uses  more  language  in  a  day  than  the  deaf  child  writes  or  sees  written  in 
month.  Now  the  majority  of  hearing  children  require  at  least  seven  years 
to  satisfactorily  master  the  public  school  curriculum ;  and  I  respectfully  sub- 
mit that  if  the  hearing  child,  with  all  its  senses  intact,  and  beginning  school 
with  an  extensive  vocabulary,  and  great  facility  in  the  use  of  language,  re- 
quires seven  years  or  more  to  complete  its  course,  how  can  it  be  expected  that 
the  deaf  child,  commencing  with  absolutely  no  language,  and  deprived  of 
Hearing  and  speech — ^the  two  mediums  for  the  acquisition  of  knowledge — can 
accomplish  as  much  in  the  same  length  of  time?  And  it  must  further  be  con- 
sidered that  many  of  the  deaf  are  taught  trades  at  the  Institution,  hence  all 
the  greater  necessity  that  they  should  be  allowed  to  remain  here  for  longer 
than  seven  years,  if  they  are  to  be  fitted  to  complete  with  hearing  people  on 
anything  like  equal  terms.  Besides,  in  addition  to  intellectual  training,  there 
is  instilled  into  the  minds  of  pupils  a  knowledge  of  morals  and  religion,  good 
habits  and  manners,  industry  and  thrift — in  fact,  all  that  contributes  to  make 
an  upright,  efficient  and  cultivated  citizen.  When  pupils  have  completed 
the  studies  laid  down,  with  two  or  three  years  added  to  the  time,  I  am  of  the 
•opinion  that  the  people  of  the  Province  may  feel  a  solid  satisfaction  with  the 
products,  springing  from  the  munificient  provision  made  by  the  Legislature 
from  time  to  time,  as  exhibited  in  the  gained  intelligence,  character  a^^.d  con 
duct  of  the  deaf  mute  population. 

Our  Method  of  Insteuction. 

In  previous  reports  I  have  described  as  clearly  as  I  could    the    various 
methods  used  throughout  the  world  in  the  education  of  the    deaf,    the   most 
prominent  of  which  are  what  are  known  as  the  Pure  Oral  and  the  Combined 
Systems.      There  are  five  methiods  defined  as  follows  : 
the  chief  means  used  in  the  instruction  of  the  pupils,  and  the  principal  objects 

1.     The  Manual  Method.     Signs,  the  manual  alphabet,  and  writing  are 
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The  chief  means  used  in  the  instruction  of  the  pupils  and  the  principal  objects 
aimed  at  are  mental  development  and  facility  in  the  comprehension  and  use 
of  written  language.  The  degree  of  relative  importance  given  to  these  three 
means  varies  in  difEerent  schools ;  but  it  is  a  difference  only  in  degree,  and  the 
end  aimed  at  is  the  same  in  all. 

II.  I'he  Manval  Alphabet  Method.  The  manual  alphabet  and  writing 
are  the  chief  means  used  in  the  instruction  of  the  pupils,  and  the  principal  ^ob- 
jects aimed  at  are  mental  development  and  facility  in  the  comprehension  and 
use  of  written  language.  Speech  and  speech-reading  are  taught  to  all  of  the 
pupils  in  one  of  the  schools  recorded  as  following  this  method. 

III.  The  Oral  Methods,  Speech  and  speech-reading,  together  with  writ- 
ing, are  made  the  chief  means  of  instruction,,  and  facility  in  speech  and 
speech-reading,  as  well  as  mental  development  and  written  language,  is  aimed 
at.  There  is  a  difference  in  different  schools  in  the  extent  to  which  the  use  of 
natural  signs  is  allowed  in  the  early  part  of  the  course,  and  also  in  the  promi- 
nence given  to  writing  as  an  auxiliary  to  speech  and  speech-reading  in  the 
course  of  instruction ;  but  they  are  differences  only  in  degre«,  and  the  end 
aimed  at  is  the  same  in  all. 

IV.  The  Auricular  Method.  The  hearing  of  semi-deaf  pupils  is  util- 
ized and  developed  to  the  greatest  possible  extent,  and,  with  or  without  the 
aid  of  artificial  appliances,  their  education  is  carried  on  chiefly  through  the 
use  of  speech  and  hearing,  together  with  writing.  The  aim  of  the  method 
is  to  graduate  its  pupils  as  hard-of-hearing  speaking  people  instead  of  deaf 
mutes. 

V.  The  Combined  System.  Speech  and  speech-making  are  regarded  as 
very  important,  but  mental  development  and  the  acquisition  of  language  are 
regarded  as  still  more  important.  It  is  believed  that  in  many  cases  mental 
development  and  the  acquisition  of  language  can  be  best  promoted  by  the 
Manual  /or  the  Manual  Alphabet  method,  and  Signs,  and,  so  far  as  circum- 
stances permit,  such  method  is  chosen  for  eadh  pupil  as  seems  best  adapted 
for  his  individual  case.  Speech  and  speech-reading  are  taught  where  the 
measure  of  success  seems  likely  to  justify  the  labor  expended,  and  in  most  of 
the  schools  some  of  the  pupils  are  taught  wholly  or  chiefly  by  t(he  Oral  Method 
or  by  the  Auricular  Methpd. 

I  have  heretofore  indicated  why  the  latter  method  has  been  adopted  at 
this  InstitutifiU.  The  pure-oralists  would  abolish  signs  and  manual  spelling 
entirely  and  teach  all  pupils  by  means  of  articulation  and  lip-reading  exclu- 
sively. This  would  be  an  excellent  plan  if  it  were  capable  of  realization  in 
all  cases,  or  even  in  a  large  majority.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  as  established  by 
experience,  this  meth|od  can  only  be  successful  with  a  small  proportion  of  the 
deaf,  it  being  absolutely  impossible  for  most  of  them  to  ever  learn  to  speak 
sufiiciently  well  to  be  easily  understood,  or  to  learn  to  read  the  lips  of  others 
with  any  practical  degree  of  efficiency.  In  my  opinion — which  agrees  "with 
that  of  nine-tenths  of  the  educators  of  the  deaf  on  this  continent — a  great  and 
irreparable  injury  and  injustice  is  being  done  to  a  large  number  of  deaf  pu- 
pils educated  in  pure  pral  schools.  The  pure-oral  method  is  not  now  making 
any  headway  on  this  continent ;  the  system  has  always  been  looked  upon  "with 
disfavor  by  a  very  large  majority  of  the  educators  of  the  deaf,  while  the  deaf 
themselves  have  been  nearly  unanimous  in  their  condemnation  of  it.  A  few 
years  ago  the  agitation  in  favor  of  pure-oralism  aroused  a  considerable  amount 
of  interest  and  some  popularity  owing  to  the  essential  attractiveness  of  the 
idea  of  teaching  all  the  deaf  to 'speak.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  the 
public  generally,  and  parents  of  deaf  children  in  particular,  were  greatly  im- 
pressed by  the  glowing  prospects  held  out  to  them  of  the  complete  restoration 
of  all  the  deaf  to  society.      The  results  have  fallen  short  of  the  promises  made. 
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All  the  metbods  of  educating  the  deaf  have  been  thoroughly  tested  under  the 
best  possible  conditions  and  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  the  pupils  educated 
in  combined  method  schools  are  superior  generally  in  knowledge  and  intelli- 
gence over  those  taught  under  the  pure-oral  system.  The  sentiments  of  the 
educated  deaf  relative  to  this  matter — and  they  after  all,  are  the  ones  chiefly 
interested  and  most  capable  pf  judging —  were  forcibly  and  plainly  expressed 
at  the  World's  Congress  of  the  Deaf,  at  St.  Louis,  in  August  last.  The  Con- 
gress was  the  largest  assemblage  of  the  adult  and  educated  deaf  ever  held 
either  on  this  continent  or  abroad,  and  represented  all  that  was  highest,  best 
and  most  progressive  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  interests  of  this  class.  The 
United  States,  Canada,  France,  Germany,  Austria,  and  Switzerland  were  rep- 
resented by  delegates  in  attendance,  and  thoughtful  papers  were  read  firom 
prominent  persons,  unable  to  be  present,  engaged  in  the  work,  in  Great  Bri- 
tain, Italy,  Sweden  and  Norway.  At  this  discussion  the  question  of  methods 
was  fully  discussed  and  the  feelings  of  those  assembled  were  embodied  in  a 
series  oj  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  concurred  in,  the  one  following^ 
being,  to  my  mind,  the  all  important  one: — Resolved,  *'That  we,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  World's  Congress  of  the  Deaf  in  convention  assembled  in  the  City 
of  St.  Louis,  Mo.„  recognize  and  appreciate  the  narrow  and  destructive 
educating  the  deaf,  but  deplore  and  condemn  the  narrow  ana  destructive 
spirit  that  endeavors  to  educate  all  pupils  by  any  single  method.  We  are 
firmly  and  unalterably  in  favor  of  the  Combined  System,  which  adapts  the 
method  to  the  pupil  and  not  the  pupil  to  the  methK)d." 


Convention  of  Graduates. 

The  Ninth  Biennial  Convention  of  the  Ontario  Deaf  Mute  Association 
was  held  in  Hamilton  from  June  18th  to  21st,  (see  illustration),  and  was  in 
every  way  a  most  gratifying  success.       The  attendance     was     considerably 
larger  than  usual,  and  in  some  respects  this*  surpassed  all  previous  Conven- 
tions.     This  was  especially  the  case  with  regard  to  the  Sunday  services,  which 
were  of  great  interest  and  helpfulness.      During  the  various  sessions  a  num- 
ber of  very  suggestive  and  interesting  addresses  were  given  by  members  of 
the  Association;  but  the  tendency,  which  becomes  more  marked  at  every  suc- 
ceeding Convention,  is  to  have  as  little  formal  programme  of  papers  and  ad- 
dresses as  possible,  and,  except  for  the  religious  services,  to  maKe  social  in- 
tercourse the  chief,  as  it  certainly  is  the  most  attractive  and  helpful  feature 
of  the  meetings.       It  speaks  well  for  the  perseverance,  enthusiasm  and  laud- 
able esperit  decorps  of  the  deaf  of  this  Province  that  these  biennial  gather- 
ings riot  only  maintain  their  high  standard  of  excellence,  but  seem  to  become 
increasingly  popular  and  beneficial ;  and  it  is,  of  course,  very  gratifying  to  all 
connected  with  the  Institution,  as  it  no  doubt  is  to  yourself  also,  to  see  the 
deaf  manifesting  this  spirit  of  progressiveness,  and  the  desire  to  excel  in  all 
their  undertakings.       The  idea  of  having  a  free^entertainment,  which  origi- 
nated in  London  two  years  ago,  was  repeated  in  Hamilton- with  marked  suc- 
cess.     These  pleasant  and  interesting  entertainments,  conducted  in  signs  and 
pantomine,  are  not  only  helpful  and  enjoyable  to  the  deaf,  but  possess  also 
the  incidenTal,  but  very  real,  advantage  of  impressing  large  members  of  hear- 
ing people  with  the  fact  that  the  deaf  are  as  intelligent  and  self  dependent  as 
anv  other  class,  and  have  at  th^r  command  a    medium    of  communication 
which  is  as  forceful  auil  expressive,  and  almost  as  comprehensive  as  spoken 
and  written  language.      The  impression  made  on  those  present  at  the  public 
entertainment,  was  forcibly  expressed  by  a  prominent  clergyman,  who  was 
thus  reported  in  the  press : 
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Rev.  Canon  Fomeret,  who  was  present,  was  called  upon  for  a  few  re- 
marks, and  in  response  expressed  his  great  delight  with  the  entertainment, 
which  was  a  great  revelation  to  himself  and  all  present.  He  haa  seen  pan- 
tx)mine8  in  the  past,  and  Delsarte  evolutions,  but  he  had  never  before  seen 
such  gracefulness  and  charm  of  manner  and  motion  as  was  shown  by  the. la- 
dies who  had  appeared  before  them.  He  was  surprised  and  pleased  at  the 
very  marked  vivacity  and  intelligence  which  seemed  to  characterize  all  the 
deaf  present,  and  the  clearness  and  forcefulness  with  which  they  could  ex- 
press themselves.  He  was  sorry  the  hall  was  not  filled,  as  it  no  doubt  would 
have  been  had  the  weather  been  favorable  and  the  meeting  better  advertised ; 
and  if  they  would  return  to  Hamilton  and  give  a  similar  entertainment  he 
could  promise  them  that  the  hall  would  be  crowded  to  the  doors.  He  sug- 
gested that  in  future  conventions,  arrangements  be  made  by  which  as  many  as 
possible  of  the  public  school  teachers  and  pupils  should  be  present  at  one  ses- 
sion.     It  would  be  an  excellent  lesson  to  them." 

As  further  showing  the  impression  the  Convention  made  upon  outsiders, 
I  quote  the  following  paragraph  from  a  very  appreciative  article  in  the  Ham- 
ilton  Herald,  After  pointing  out  some  of  the  disabilities  the  deaf  labored 
under,  before  the  Institution  was  established,  the  writer  continues :  "But 

what  a  beneficient  change  has  been  wrought  by  the  system  of  special  educa- 
tion carried  on  at  the  Belleville  Institution.  Some  of  the  fruits  of  it  can  be 
seen  at  the  Convention.  Here  are  a  couple  of  hundred  persons  of  both  sexes, 
most  of  w^hom  cannot  remember  a  time  when  they  could  hear,  and  whose  vocal 
organs  are  useless  for  purposes  of  speech ;  and  yet  it  would  be  hard  to  get  to- 
gether in  this  city  an  equal  number  of  normal  persons  'of  greater  average  in- 
telligence, self  respect,  personal  independence  and  general  capability.  They 
are  cheerful  confident  and  alert ;  they  manage  the  business  of  the  Convention 
as  capably,  and  discuss  as  intelligently  the  various  questions  that  come  up  for 
discussion,  as  will  the  delegates  to  any  other  convention  that  may  meet  here 
this  summer.  And  it  might  be  added  that  they  have  nrore  self  respect  than 
have  the  delegates  to  some  conventions,  lay  and  clerical,  that  could  be  men- 
tioned, for  they  refuse  to  be  billeted,  each  one  paying  his  or  her  own  way." 

This  is  warm  cpmmendation  indeed,  coming  unsought  from  an  outside 
and  disinterested  observer;  and  is  rendered  all  the  more  impressive  by  the 
fact  that  the  comparison  is  with  other  conventions  of  "delegates" — ^men  se- 
lected because  conspicuous  for  their  ability  and  respectability;  while  this  Con- 
vention was  not  composed  of  delegates,  butrof  the  deaf  just  as  they  came,  and 
thus  represented  only  the  average  quality  of  this  class.  I  might  further  add 
that  I  personally  conveyed  to  the  Convention  the  invitation  so  kindly  and  cor- 
dially given  by  the  Honorable  J.  R.  Stratton,  Provincial  Secretary  of  the  As- 
sociation to  hold  the  next  Convention  at  the  Institution  as  the  guests  of  the 
Province,  which  invitation  was  accepted  with  enthusiasm  and  unanimous  ex- 
pressions of  gratitude  and  delight. 

Unusual  Amount  of  Sickness  last  Session 

For  many  years  past  thanks  to  an  All-wise  Providence  and  the  skill  and 
watchful  care  of  our  physicians,  nurses,  other  officials  and  attendants,  the  pu- 
pils of  the  Institution  have  enjoyed  a  remarkable  immunity  from  illness,  and 
the  mortality  has  been  very  low  indeed.  For  eight  years  prior  to  last  session, 
only  one  death  occurred  in  our  large  household  of  'over  three  hundred  persons. 
Such  rare,  good  fortune,  however,  could  not  be  expected  to  continue  always, 
and  I  regret  to  have  t"©  report  th.'it  the  last  session  was  marked  oy  a  very  unu- 
sual amount  of  sickness,  various  epidemics  attacking  us  one  after  the  other 
and  prevailing  with  greater  or  less  virulence  throughout  four  or  five  months 
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of  the  session.  The  most  serious  "of  these  was  diphtheria,  which  was  brought 
ti  the  Institution  at  the  opening  by  a  little  girl  w^ho  had  never  been  here  be- 
fore and  who  succumbed  to  the  disease.  As  she  made  no  complaint  at  the  in* 
ception  of  the  attack,  the  disease  had  made  considerable  heaaway  before  it 
Tvas  discovered  and  despite  every  possible  precaution  and  repeated  disinfection 
and  isolation,  the  malady  spread  among  a  considerable  number  of  the  pupils. 
Every  means  known  to  medical  science — including  the  liberal  use  of  anti- 
toxin, and  the  services  of  extra  physicians  and  nurses — was  used  to  stay  its 
ravages  and  lessen  its  virulence.  Most  of  t!he  cases  were  light  and  only  two 
deaths  resulted,  the  one-noted  above  and  another  girl,  who  had  diphtheria  and 
pneumonia  concurrently,  and  who  died  from  the  after  effects  of  the  disease, 
when  nearly  convalescent.  Towards  the  end  of  the  term  a  third  occurred, 
this  time  a  senior  boy  w^ho  was  undoubtedly  the  cleverest  pupil  in  the  Insti- 
tution. His  death  was  due  to  Meningitis,  resulting  from  the  same  trouble 
from  which  he  lost  his  hearing  in  infancy.  His  demise,  though  deeply  re- 
gretted, was  not  unexpected  to  his  parents,  as  their  family  physician,  and 
specialists  who  had  been  consulted  from  time  to  time,  had  advised  them  that 
he  would  not  likely  live  to  maturity  and  that  his  death  would  probably  occur 
in  just  the  way  it  did.  The  other  epidemics,  which  broke  out,  including 
scarlet  fever,  mumps  and  whooping  cough — ^were  easily  kept  under  control 
and  no  serious  results  followed.  Altogether,  it  was  a  most  serious  and  try- 
ing session  and  we  have  great  cause  for  gratitude  that  so  few  deaths  occurred. 
Our  isolated  hospital,  fitted  out  for  just  such  emergencies,  saved  us  from 
more  serious  consequences.  I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  satisfaction 
at  the  faithfulness  and  devotion  to  duty  of  the  staff.  Despite  the  serious 
nature  of  the  diseases  and  the  risk  of  infection,  and  although  several  of  the 
female  attendants  and  nurses  did  contract  diphtheria,  yet  every  officer,  teach- 
er, nurae  and  attendants  remained  faithful  to  the  last,  not  a  single  one 
deserted  his  or  her  post,  or  shirking  any  duty ;  each  one  willingly  and  cheer- 
fully doing  not  only  the  work  that  originally  fell  to  his  or  her  lot,  but  also 
the  very  large  amount  of  extra  labor,  necessitated  by  the  unusual  conditions  in 
which  we  were  placed.  The  outlook  for  the  present  session  is  bright,  the 
pupils  look  healthy;  several  of  those  who  were  here  last  term  have  remained 
away  owing  to  the  fact  that  during  the  summer  months  they  were  exposed 
to  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  in  their  homes.  It  was  exceedingly 
gratifying  to  know  that  even  at  the  worst  stages  of  our  trouble  we  had  the 
unbounded  confidence  and  sympathy  of  the  parents  whose  children  were  in 
our  charge. . 

TWENTT-FIVE  YeABS'  SeHVICE. 

On  the  13th  -of  September  I  completed  twenty-five  years  of  service  as 
Superintendent  and  Principal  of  this  Institution,,  and  this  long  incumbency 
in  one  position  may  excuse  a  passing  reference.  The  responsibilities  devolv- 
ing upon  anyone  in  charge*  of  such  an  Institution  as  this  are  great  and  the 
duties  arduous,  yet  my  work  has  ever  been  a  labor  of  love.  I  have  devoted 
every  faculty  and  energy  I  possess  in  ensuring  the  success  of  the  work  of  the 
institution  and  in  promoting  what  I  conceived  to  be  the  best  interests  of  the 
deaf  children  of  this  Province.  It  has  always  been  my  good  fortune  to  en- 
joy the  confidence  and  hearty  good- will  and  support  of  those  in  authority 
ovei  me;  and  also,  to  have  the  assistance  of  an  able  and  devote!  staff  of 
officers  and  teachers,  on  whose  loyal  co-operation  I  could  implicitly  rely. 
The  fixed  purpose  that  everyone  has  kept  in  view  is  that  each  year's  work 
should  be  at  least  a  little  better  than  that  of  any  previous  ona;  hence,  our 
ideals  have  been  continually  elevated,  our  zeal  quickened,  and  our  efforts 
stimulated  to  strive  for  improved  methods  and  better  results  from  year  to

year.  We  think  our  work  has  been  fairly  successful,  judging  by  the 
results  obtained;  but,  the  wiser  a  man  grows  the  more  vividly  he 
realizes  how  vast  is  the  realm  of  unacquired  knowledge,  so  the  farther 
we  advance  in  methods  and  results  the  more  we  recognize  how  far  short  we 
yet  come  of  the  highest  possible  attainments.  Our  endeavor  in  the  future 
will  be,  as  in  the  past,  to  make  at  least  a  little  progress  each  year  and  to  in- 
crease our  efforts  to  promote  to  the  best  of  our  ability  the  intellectual,  moral 
and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  deaf  children  of  Ontario. 

Industrial  Departments. 

■ 

The  work  in  the  industrial  departments  has  gone  on  as  usual.  An 
improvement  has  been  noticeable  in  the  pupils  who  have  been  instructed  in 
the  various  departments.  We  have  to  complain,  however,  that  a  few  of  the 
lads  who  ought  to  have  returned  to  complete  their  trades  have  remtained 
away,  much  to  their  own  detriment. 

Manual  Training,  Twelve  boys  have  been  under  instruction  in  the 
manual  training  during  the  past  session.  Of  this  number,  5  have  done  1st 
year  work,  2  2hd  year  work,  4  3rd  year  work,  and  1  has  put  in  a  4th  year  doing 
more  advanced  work.  On  the  whole,  pupils  have  taken  an  interest  and  made 
satisfactory  progress.  The  work  has  been  of  a  practical  kind  comprising 
articles  such  as  hammer-handles,  rollers,  mallets,  dove-tailed  boxes,  mortised 
mirror-frames,  book  shelves,  etc.  As  formerly,  it  has  been  our  object  to 
obtain  a  high  quality,  rather  than  quantity,  and  a  high  standard  has  been 
kept  up.  The  boys  take  pleasure  in  their  work  and  their  conduct  was  all  ttat 
could  be  desired. 

Domestic  Science.  During  the  session  30  girls  received  instruction  in 
the  various  branches  of  household  science.  These  were  divided  into  four 
classes.  Classes  1  and  2,  having  completed  the  first  year's  work,  were  pre- 
pared, after  the  necessary  review,  to  proceed  with  the  second  year's  work. 
This  consisted  of  the  thorough  study  of  meats  and  the  cooking  of  the  same ; 
the  study  of  cooking  fish,  soup  making,  bread-making/,  making  of  flour  mix- 
tures, (as  griddle  cakes,  mufiins,  com  bread)  salad  making,  plain  pastry, 
frying,  the  making  of  a  few  frozen  dishes,  the  planning  and  serving  of  meals, 
as  well  as  the  cooking  of  seasonable  dishes.  The  care  of  the  various  rooms 
wafl  taught,  as  well  as  laundry  work.  As.  much  as  possible,  foods  were 
studied ;  also,  the  value  of  them  to  the  body.  Each  of  these  classes  received 
instruction  three  times  a  week.  All  manifested  great  interest  in  their  work, 
giving  extra  time  to  it,  if  necessary.  Glass  3.  Ten  girls  completed  the 
first  year's  work.  The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  work  done  by  them : 
The  study  of  housekeeping  duties ;  the  study  of  the  kitchen'  fire ;  the  study  of 
water,  milk,  starch  and  eggs  and  the  cooking  of  the  same;  the  cooking  of 
fresh  and  dried  fruits,  cereals  and  vegetables  and  the  service  of  the  same 
were  also  taught.  All  were  much  interested  in  the  work.  Class  4  of  6  girls, 
who  had  very  littl  elanguage,  improved  very  much.  They  were  taupfht 
to  cook  and  serve  a  simple  breakfast  and  dinner,  and  their  housekeeping 
duties  were  well  performed.  Every  lesson  in  all  the  classes  was  made  one  of 
language  and  all  instruction  was  written  on  the  blackboard;  this  was  copied 
by  the  pupils  in  an  exercise-book  and  then  rewritten  in  ink. 

Boys^  Sewing  Class.  In  this  class  there  were  16  boys  during  the  year. 
The  work  generally  was  satisfactory  and  much  interest  wsis  taken  in  it.  Some 
made  rapid  progress  and  others  'did  not  do  so  well.  Various  stitch  forms 
were  taught  and  the  use  of  each.  Habits  of  cleanliness,  order  and  neatness 
were  always  encouraged.  The  majority  of  the  lads  took  great  pride  in  keep- 
ing their  clothes  neat  and  well-mended. 
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The  boys  in  the  shoe  shop,  printinfir  office,  bakery,  carpenter  shop  and 
barber  shop,  all  made  satisfactory  improvement.  Those  who  lagged  behind 
were  dropped  for  a  time  and  will  be  given  another  chance  this  year.  The 
class  in  tailoring,  dress-makings,  plain  and  fancy  sewing  and  fancy-work  also 
made  commendable  progress. 

Miscellaneous. 

The  Institution  opened  for  this  session  on  Wednesday,  the  21st  of  Sep- 
tember, and  all  the  pupils  who  were  to  come  back  at  that  time  and  the  new 
ones  reported  promptly.  We  have  not  as  many  pupils  as  we  had  at  this  date 
last  year  from  the  f acts^that  a  number  were  written  ofP  at  the  end  of  the  term 
in  June  last  and  the  number  of  new  applications  has  been  the  lowest  for 
many  years  past.  I  infer  from  the  latter  circumstance  that  we  have  nearly 
all  the  deaf  children  of  school  age  in  the  Province  now  in  the  Institution,  as 
the  age  of  those  at  present  in  residence  is  quite  low.  As  work  is  plentiful  in 
the  various  parts  of  the  country  and  laborers  are  scare,  a  number  of  the  large 
loys  that  were  expected  to  return  have  been  kept  at  home  to  engage  in 
mechanical  or  agricultural  pursuits.  A  few  of  the  parents  have  left  the  Prov- 
ince for  Manitoba  and  the  Territories,  and  others  have  been  retained  in  their 
homes  in  consequence  of  illness  in  the  families.  Several  old  pupils  could  not 
be  admitted,  as  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  were  in  their  homes  during 
the  late  summer  months,  and  I  thought  it  advisable  that  they  be  kept  out 
of  school,  for  a  time  at  least,  as  we  are  not  anxious  to  have  a  repetition  of 
last  year's  seige  of  illness. 

There  were  a  number  of  cases  of  smallpox  in  and  about  the  City  of  Belle- 
ville during  the  last  few  months,  and  it  has  been  thought  advisable  that  every 
pupil  in  the  institution  should  be  vaccinated  who  cannot  show  a  good  mark  of 
vaccination  and  who  have  not  submitted  to  the  operation  within  the  last  four 
or  five  years.  Vaccine  matter  of  the  purest  kind  has  been  obtained  and  in  a 
few  days  all  will  be  attended  to  in  that  direction. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  cases  of  illness  during  the  latter  part  of 
1903  and  the  fore  part  of  this  year,  1904,  our  per  capita  cost  of  pupils  is  larger 
than  any  other  year  since  the  Institution  was  opened.  We  had  extra  expen- 
diture for  medical  attendance  and  extra  trained  nursess  with  the  added  out- 
lay for  medicines  and  delicacies  for  the_sick;  besides,  the  cost  of  necessaries, 
as  you  are  well  aware^  has  gone  up  within  the  last  year  or  two.  The  utmost 
economy  has  been  practised,  but  we  have  not  pretended  to  scrimp  our  chil- 
dren or  people  here  in  regard  to  food  supply;  the  quantity  has  been  ample 
ai*d  the  quality  always  good.  We  think  it  better  to  feed  our  children  well 
than  to  dose  them  with  medicine  and  have  them  on  our  hands,  semi-inval'ds 
part  of  the  time.  We  are  not  attempting  to  bring  our  expenditure  down  on 
a  par  with  the  jails  and  poor-houses  of  the  country.  Our  children  ought  to 
h&ve  a  good  supply  of  nourishing  food  on  all  occasions,  and  they  have  it. 

We  are  indebted,  as  usual,  to  the  clergymen  living  in  Belleville  for  visits 
during  the  year.  The  pupils  enjoy  the  ministrations  of  the  various  clergj- 
luen  who  come  to  visit  us  about  once  a  month.  We  are  indebted  for  cour- 
tesies to:  Rev.  Canon  Burke;  Right  Rev.  Monseignor  Farrelly,  V.  G. ;  G. 
W.  Beamish  (English  Church);  Rev.  A.  H.  Drumm,  Rev.  R.  S.  Laidlaw, 
B.  A.  (Presbyterian);  Rev.  J.  P.  Wilson,  Rev.  R.  H.  Leitch,  Rev.  Geo. 
Brown  (Methodist);  Rev.  0.  C.  Elliott  (Baptist);  Rev.  Father  Hanley. 

We  receive  a  great  many  newspapers  from  publishers  in  the  various  parts 
of  Canada  and  exchanges  from  the  institutions  in  the  United  States  for  our 
reading  room,  for  which  we  are  thankful.

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The  yield  from  our  farm  and  garden  this  year  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 
In  this  vicinity  potatoes  have  been  an  apparent  failure,  but  on  our  farm  we 
have  good  quality  and  the  yield  has  been  more  than  we  expected  and  we  shall 
have  sufficient  for  our  needs.  The  hay  and  root  crops  were  excellent  and  the 
grounds  in  front  of  the  Institution  have  been  well  kept  and  are  '*a  thing 
of  beauty  and  a  joy  forever"  to  visitors  and  others  who  come  here. 

We  all  regret  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Chamberlain  who  has  been  In- 
spector for  a  number  of  years  past.  He  was  always  ready  to  aid  and  help  us 
in  every  way  possible  and  present  our  claims  to  the  Minister  in  charge,  the 
Honorable  Provincial  Secretary,  who  received  and  acted  upon  them  for  our 
benefit  and  good. 

We  all  trust  that  your  tenure  of  office  will  be  long  and  that  we  will  see 
you  often  at  the  Institution. 

Every  officer,  teacher  and  employee  during  the  past  year  has  given  en- 
tire satisfaction  in  the  various  departments  and  all  have  done  so  well  that 
it  would  be X invidious  to  particularize.  If  we  have  had  any  success,  and  I 
think  we  have,  it  is  owing  to  the  good  work  and  loyal  co-operation  of  all  con- 
cerned. The  report  of  the  Government  Examiner,  who  spent  eight  or  ten 
days  with  us  in  June  last,  and  which  I  presume  will  be  incorporated  along 
with  your  own  in  the  report  to  the  Legislature,  gives  in  detail  the  work  of 
the  classes  and  of  the  industrial  departments.  That  the  Examiner  expresses 
himself  as  pleased  and  gratified  with  the  progress  of  the  pupils  under  our 
charge  is  particularly  pleasing  to  us  all.  Our  efforts  will  be  in  the  future,  as 
in  the  past,  to  do  as  guod  work  as  possible.  We  are  not  satisfied  with  the 
results  obtained  in  the  past,  but  look  forward  to  more  extended  and  higher 
ideals  in  the  time  to  come.  We  do  not  forget  that  anyone  who  thinks  that  he 
or  she  is  doing  all  that  can  be  done  is  on  the  downward  path  as  regards  school 
work. 

The  encouragement  given  by  the  late  Inspector  and  the  Honorable  Prov- 
incial Secretary  has  been  very  helpful  to  us  throughout  the  year.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 

Dr.  R.  W.  Bruce  Smith, 

Inspector  of  Public  Charities, 

Toronto,  Ont. 

Dear  Sir, — Very  soon  after  the  opening  of  the  session  in  September  of 
1903,  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  broke  out,  and  forty  cases 
of  diphtheria  and  twelve  cases  of  scarlet  fever  resulted.  Many  of  these  cases 
were  severe  and  some  of  them  prolonged.  Maud  Sheckleton,  the  first  case, 
died  in  thirtj'  hours  after  she  came  under  obsejcyation.  Second  death  was 
M.  C.  Cole  from  the  after  effects  of  diphtheria  having  been  intubated  one 
week  before. 

Later  in  the  session  whooping  cough  and  mumps  became  quite   preva- 
lent and,  many  cases  followed.     All  made  good  recoveries.

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In  March  2nd  of  1904,  Allen  Walton  died  of  acute  meningitis.     He  had 
a  discharging  ear.

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TWELFTH     REPORT. 


ToBOKTO,  January  16,  1905. 

The  main  feature  in  thiB  the  Twelftli  Keport  on  Neglected  and  De- 
pendent ClLildren  of  Ontario  must  necessarily  be  a  detailed  account  of  how 
the  entire  population  of  the  Ontario  Reformatory  at  FenetanguiBhene  was 
placed  out  on  parole  and  that  institution  converted  to  other  uses.  This 
unique  movement  and  the  undoubted  success  that  attended  it  is  worthy  of 
the  careful  consideration  of  officials  and  philanthropists.  It  is  simply  a 
further  demonstration  of  the  fact  that  large  and  expensive  institutions  are 
not  indispensable  in  dealing  with  homeless  or  delinquent  youth.  By 
proper  organization  and  a  helpful  and  sympathetic  attitude  on  the  part 
of  good  people,  it  is  possible  to  re-adjust  these  unfortunate  children  to 
society  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid  long  institutional  confinement  while 
at  the  same  time  ensuring  for  the  children  happier  and  better  environment. 

During  the  {taat  year  there  has  been  a  steady  advance  all  along  the  line, 
both  in  the  number  of  children  protected  from  ill-treatment  and  neglect 
and  in  the  number  of  destitute  children  received  under  guardianship  of  the 
Children's  Act,  and  placed  in  foster-homes.  To  change  existing  customs 
is  a  slow  and  tedious  process,  and  in  the  light  of  history  even  alight  gains  and 
acknowledgment  of  the  better  way  must  be  hailed  with  satisfaction. 

In  the  central  office  there  has  been  no  relaxation  of  effort  in  seeking  to 
bring  'about  improved  methods,  and  to  interest  all  classes  in  the  care  an4 
protection  of  the  young.  The  power  of  love  and  sympathy  to  save  and  re- 
claim has  been  steadily  proclaimed  and  to  these  divine  attributes  must  Ibe 
attributed  any  real  or  permanent  success. 

Along  educational  lines  a  good  deal  has  been  done  by  the  sending  out 
of  reports  and  general  literature.  A  special  pamphlet  giving  in  convenient 
form  the  various  laws  of  the  country  dealing  with  children  has  been  issued 
iind    distributed   gratuitously.     Letters    in    constantly- increasing     numbers 
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have  been  received  from  judges,  municipal  officers  and  philanthropic  work- 
ers, and  these  have  been  prompf^tly  answered.  Not  the  least  important  work 
done  has  been  the  giving  of  information  of  all  Hnds  affecting  children :  to 
perplexed  foster-parents,  to  parents  in  distress  over  erring  children,  and  to 
parties  seeking  in  some  particular  way  to  benefit  a  young  life.  Assistance 
has  been  cheerfully  given  on  all  occasions,  with  good  results.  The  import- 
ance of  having  a  special  branch  of  the  public  service  devoted  "entirely  to 
work  for  young  people  has  been  demonstrated  almost  daily,  and  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  know  that  the  example  of  Ontario  in  this  respect  has  be^  helpful 
in  advancing  the  children's  cause  in  the  United  States  and  other  countries. 

In  one  way  or  another  over  four  thousand  children  have  been  under  the 
supervision  of  this  office  during  the  year,  from  the  deserted  infant  to  the  de- 
linquent youth  of  fifteen  or  sixteen  and  the  young  people  in  foster-homefl 
now  reaching  maturity  and  undertaking  the  responsibiliities  of  life  for 
themselves.  Helpful  assistance  has  been  given  wherever  possible  and  this 
as  a  rule  has  been  received  with  gratitude  and  appreciation. 

Wherever  this  movement  ia  best  understood,  there  the  public  endorsa- 
tion  is  unanimous  and  funds  are  liberally  supplied  to, carry  on  local  work. 
In  such  centres  as  London,  -Ottawa,  Peterborough  and  Owen  Sound  the  So- 
cieties are  making  headway  because  the  value  of  the  work  has  been  clearly 
demo^fstrated.  New  societies  have  been  organized  in  St.  Catharines  and 
*Sault  Ste.  Marie,  the  friends  at  Rat  Portage  are  talking  of  organizing  a 
branch,  p;.d  doubtless  new  committees  will  be  formed  liuring  the  approach- 
ing year  in  the  larger  towns  not  already  represen'^i-d  The  q  amber  of  so- 
cieties now  in  existence  is  thirty-six  and  «t  can  readily  l>e  seen  that  the  work 
of  these  branches  means  in  the  aggregate  an  immense  amount  of  good  ac- 
complished. 

It  was  intended  when  the  law  was  passed  that  the  Children's  Aid  So- 
ciety should  be  the  legally  authorized  body  to  receive  the  guardianship  of 
the  neglected  and  dependent  children  of  the  province  and  to  supervise  all 
work  for  their  care  and  protection.  This  plan  if  carried  out  in  its  entirety 
would  ensure  both  efficiency  and  economy,  but  the  society's  status  has  not 
yet  been  fully  recognized  by  the  courts,  municipal  officials  or  philanthropic 
workers.  When  there  is  more  general  co-operation  in  this  respect  much 
greater  success  may  be  looked  for  than  is  possible  at  the  present  time. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  paying  agents  in  the  different  parts  of  the 
country  to  devote  all  their  time  to  Children's  Aid  work  a  great  many 
cases  are  allowed  to  go  by  default.  Investigations,  prosecutions,  home- 
finding,  require  time  and  thought,  and  few  are  willing,  or  indeed  able,  to 
do  much  without  being  adequately  remunerated.     This  thought  is  brought 
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prominently  to  mind  by  a  letter  just  received  from  .an  agent  splendidly 
adapted  for  the  work  who  in  spare  moments  snatched  from  his  own  business 
has  helped  the  children's  cause.  Referring  to  a  family  of  neglected  chil- 
dren for  ^hom  nothing  was  being  done,  he  stated  that  the  case  could  not 
be  brought  into  court  through  lack  of  evidence,  although  the  evidence  could 
easily  be  secured  if  there  was  anyone  to  devote  the  time  to  it.  For  this  rea- 
son he  intended  resigning  in  the  hope  that  someone  with  more  leisure  would 
take  his  place.  "It  is  a  great  pity,"  he  said  in  conclusion,  "that  the  future 
6f  such  hopeful  young  lives  should  be  sacrificed." 

Another  secretary  writes  as  follows:  '^We  find  it  almost  impossible 
to  get  many  of  our  people  to  take  a  personal  interest  in  this  work  and  it  is 
also  hard  to  get  hold  of  enough  money  to  meet  disbursements.  We  should 
have  a  paid  agent  to  push  matters  when  necessary,  as,  while  we  may 
all  be  very  much  interested,  when  proceedings  are  instituted  by  us  it  makes 
it  almost  a  personal  matter  and  often  causes  enmities  and  other  annoyances." 
Where  there  is  a  properly  paid  agent  the  work  is  much  more  efficiently  done, 
as  a  general  committee  of  volunteer- workers  cannot  be  expected  to  take  it  up 
with  any  degree  of  thoroughness.  If  funds  could  be  provided  in  some  way 
to  help  pay  the  salaries  of  a  few  agents  it  would  be  money  well  expended, 
and  after  two  or  three  years  the  work  would  be  sufficiently  strong  to  be  self- 
supporting. 

Magistrates  Reluctant  to  Act. 

There  is  still  a  great  deal  of  reluctance  on  the  part  of  magistrates  to 
commit  children  to  the  guardianship  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  even 
when  the  child's  circumstances  clearly  indicate  that  there  is  no  hope  of  its 
receiving  proper  care  and  moral  training.  A  case  occurred  recently  where 
a  magistrate  declined  to  commit  a  boy  to  the  Society's  care  and  yet  when  a 
month  later  the  lad  committed  a  slight  criminal  offence  the  same  magistrate 
had  no  hesitation  in  sentencing  him  for  a  number  of  years  to  a  reform 
school.  At  the  rate  of  f 3  per  week  the  training  of  a  boy  in  this  way  would 
amount  to  at  least  |500  and  often  at  the  end  of  that  time  the  [boy  goes  back 
to  the  same  old  environment  and  temptation.  If  placed  under  the  care  of 
the  Children's  Aid  Society  he  would  after  a  short  stay  in  the  Shelter  amid 
kindly  influences  be  placed  in  a  foster-home  at  a  total  expense  of  about  f25 
and  in  the  end  be  much  better  off.  Owing  to  the  change  of  home  and  com- 
panionship and  the  healthier  atmosphere  the  number  of  those  sent  to  homes 
in  the  country  who  afterwards  go  astray  is  not  more  than  about  two  or  three 
per  cent.  If  the  Children's  Aid  Society  were  more  generally  used  for  the 
saving  of  delinquents  better  results  would  certainly  be  accomplished  than 
under  the  present  system  of  police  court,  gaol  and  reform  school.  The  Act 
provides  all  the  requisite  machinery  if  only  the  provisions  of  the  law  were 
properly  enforced. 
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Too  Young  to  go  to  a  Home. 

A  frequent  remark  made  by  ladies  connected  with  the  management  of 
juvenile  institutions  is  that  they  ''would  like  to  get  so  and  so  a  home  but  she 
is  not  old  enough  yet,"  but  the  fact  is  that  when  she  is  old  enough  she  is  too 
old.     A  case  in  point  is  that  of  a  girl  of  ten  who  is  homeless  in  the  wont 
sense  of  the  word,  because  she  comes  from  a  degraded  and  criminal  family 
to  whom  she  could  not  with  safety  be  returned.     She  is  being  kept  in  the  in- 
stitution until  twelve  or  thirteen  when  it  is  proposed  to  apprentice  her  out 
at  service.     In  the  meantime  she  is  unsettled  and  without  proper  ties  of  af- 
fection and  at  twelve  or  thirteen  she  will  not  be  so  pliable  or  so  likely  to 
win  the  regard  and  affection  of  those  around  her  as  if   she   were  placed  out  at 
nine  or  ten.  During  the  past  year  one  of  the  hardest  girls  to  satisfactorily  ad- 
just in  good  home  surroundings  Vas  one  who  at  fifteen  had  been  for  six 
years  an  inmate  of  an  orphan  asylum.     She  was  sullen  and  bad-tempered 
and  had  lost  the  faculty  for  making  friends  which  is  so  important  an  ele- 
ment in  the  happiness  of  life.     The  old  idea  that  children  of  nine  or  ten 
will  be  overworked  and  abused  is  hard  to  down,  notwithstanding  the  con- 
stant experience  and  testimony  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  officially  inspect 
foster-children  that  the  younger  children  receive  better  treatment  than  those 
taken  older,  and  they  are  more  fully  taken  into  the  family  life. 

Family  Complications. 

The  curious  complidations  Ithat  sometimes  arise  in  connection  with 
neglected  children  are  fairly  illustrated  in  the  following  instance :  A  man 
and  woman  married  and  had  two  children.  After  a  time  they  separated, 
the  husband  consorting  with  au  other  woman  and  the  wife  with  another  man. 
Both  children  were  placed  in  public  institutions.  Now  when  they  are 
grown  up  and  likely  to  be  of  some  use  both  parents  make  separate  applica- 
tion to  ^et  possession  of  them,  although  neither  of  them  is  leading  a  moral 
life  nor  is  at  all  fit  to  have  the  custody. 

The  hardest  work  of  the  year  has  been  to  stand  between  worthless  par- 
ents and  their  ill-fated  children.  If  left  alone  the  children  become  briflrht 
citizens,  but  remaining  with  their  miserable  progenitors  they  would  soon 
like  them  be  useless  drones  upon  society.  One's  sympathies  naturally  lean 
toward  weeping  parents,  and  yet  almost  every  day  a  fresh  case  comes  to 
light  in  which  the  parent  has  been  the  child's  worst  enemy.  Many  children 
have  been  allowed  to  remain  with  parents  because  of  the  dislike  to  brmg 
about  separation,  so  that  if  there  has  been  any  error  it  has  been  upon 
the  side  of  mercy.  The  world  punishes  the  children  that  have  been  mis- 
trained  and  perverted,  but  in  the  sight  of  the  Great  Judge  of  all,  the  blnmo 
will  be  placed  where  it  rightly  belongs. 
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Rights  of  Parents. 

One  reason  why  neglected  children  are  not  placed  more  readily  under 
the  care  of  a  Children's  Aid  Society  and  sent  to  homes  away  from  t^e'r 
former  environment  ^'s  because  the  "rights  of  parents"  might  be  inter- 
fered with.  But  we  should  consider  also  the  ''rights  of  children''  and  the 
rights  of  the  community.  After  being  arrested  for  various  offences,  four 
difEerent  times,  without  any  material  benefit,  a  boy  was  placed  in  (»harge  of 
one  of  the  societies  and  sent  away  to  a  good  home,  the  difficulty  being  that 
his  parents  neither  controlled  him  nor  set  him  an  example  that  would  keep 
him  out  of  trouble — and  yet  when  the  boy's  address  was  not  instantly  fur- 
nished to  the  negligent  parents  a  prominent  judge  wrote  an  indignant  letter, 
practically  claiming  that  the  parents  had  supreme  rights  that  no  law  could 
disregard.  Arguments  and  sentiments  of  this  kind  have  consigned  many 
children  to  prisons  and  lifelong  careers  of  crime  and  wretchedness.  An  item 
published  in  the  newspapers  this  week  states  that  a  boy  of  twelve  caught 
in  the  act  of  robbing  a  store  already  had  one  brother  in  the  Industrial  School 
and  another  in  the  gaol  for  hou^^ebres  king.  Who  can  douht  that  the  home 
influences  had  been  bad,  and  tba^  the  only  salvation  for  such  a  child  would 
be  complete  separation  from  the  degraded  home  that  caused  three  bright 
lads  to  drift  into  prison?  Almost  every  day  instances  of  this  kind  are 
brought  to  my  attention  and  in  nearly  every  case  where  boys  have  fallen 
back  into  crime  after  going  through  the  Industrial  School  it  has  been  caus- 
ed by  their  return  to  the  debasing  surroundings  from  which  they  were  for  a 
time  removed.  Undoubtedly  the  only  hope  for  many  children  and  the  only 
proper  course  to  pursue  in  the  public  interest  would  be  to  absolutely  separate 
children  from  those  who  have  clearly  proven  their  unfitness,  and  provide 
them  with  new  homes  in  the  health-giving  and  inspiring  atmosphere  of  the 

country  districts. 

Desertion  of  Families. 

The  desertion  of  families  by  the  father,  which  has  been  frequently  re- 
ferred to  in  these  reports  as  a  prevalent  cause  of  child-dependency,  is  con- 
stantly engaging  the  attention  of  philanthropic  workers.  A  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  New  York  State  Conference  of  Charities  to  specially  con- 
sider the  subject  recently  made  a  report  in  which  they  recommended  the 
following  legislation  as  likely  in  some  measure  to  abate  the  evil : 

Abandonment  of  childrei).  A  parent  or  other  person  charged  with  the  care  or 
custody  for  nurture  or  education  of  a  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  who  aban- 
dons the  child  in  destitute  circumstances  and  wilfully  omits  to  furnish,  necessary  and 
proper  food,  clothing  or  shelter  for  such  child  is  guilty  of  felony,  punishable  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  two  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars,   or  by  either  or  both. 

In  case  a  fine  is  imposed  the  same  may  be  applied  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 
to  the  support  of  such  child.  Proof  of  the  abandonment  of  such  child  in  destitute 
circumstances  and  omission  to  furnish  necessary   and  proper  food,   clothing  or  shelter 
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is  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  omission  is  wilful.  The  provisions  of  the  code  pro- 
hibiting the  disclosure  of  confidential  communications  between  husband  and  wifa 
shall  not  apply  to  prosecutions  for  the  offense  here  defined.  A  previous  conviction 
or  convictions  of  felony  or  misdemeanor  shall  not  prevent  the  court  from  suspending 
sentence  upon  a  conviction  under  this  section,  or  from  arbitrarily  fixing  the  limit  nf 
imprisonment  or  fine,  in  case  the  imprisonment  or  fine  is  imposed  upon  convictioa 
herein. 

Possibly  some  legislation  of  this  kind  adopted  in  Canada  and  vigorous- 
ly enforced  might  bring  about  an  abatement  of  the  evil  complained  of. 

Homes   Instead  of  Institutions. 

The  year's  work  has  been  full  of  surprising  and  gratifying  instances  of 
the  power  of  kindness  and  sympathetic  understanding  to  reform  and  rehabi- 
litate young  people  who  had  gone  astray.  Outside  of  the  work  done  for 
Reformatory  boys  there  were  enough  delinquent  children  taken  over  and 
provided  with  foster-homes  to  have  filled  a  fair-sized  institution  under  the 
old  method  of  handling  them.  These  children  have  done  well  and  the  saving 
in  public  funds  by  placing  them  in  private  families  instead  of  maintaining 
them  for  long  periods  in  public  institutions  would  easily  be  thirty  thousand 
dollars.  The  following  are  some  typical  cases,  dealt  with  through  this  office, 
and  many  similar  cases  have  been  handled  by  the  various  societies : 

GntLS  Successfully  Dealt  With. 

Grirl  of  fifteen — ^Lived  in  small  town,  poor  home  surroundings,  father 
said  to  be  a  drunkard.  This  girl  was  arrested,  charged  with  housebreaking 
and  larceny.  Tried  before  a  local  magistrate  and  remanded  to  the  general 
sessions.  After  she  had  been  in  gaol  for  some  time  was  brought  before  the 
county  judge,  who  had  the  case  remanded  and  wrote  Provincial  Superin- 
tendent for  advice.  Instead  of  committing  her  to  the  reformatory  she  was 
placed  under  Superintendent's  care,-  brought  to  Toronto,  and  after  a  short 
time  provided  with  a  suitable  home.  She  has  been  doing  well  for  six 
months,  is  earning  her  own  living  and  is  helping  to  meet  the  pressing  de- 
mand for  domestic  servants.     Is  not  likely  to  get  into  any  further  trouble. 

Girl  between  fourteen  and  fifteen — Was  arrested  in  a  western  town 
charged  with-  stealing  a  number  of  articles  from  her  mistress.  Magistrate 
had  the  case  remanded  and  wrote  to  Provincial  Superintendent  for  advice. 
Was  requested  to  forward  the  girl  to  Toronto  instead  of  committing  her  to 
the  reformatory.  Found  that  the  mother,  unmarried,  *  was  a  hard  working 
woman  who  had  never  been  able  to  properly  look  after  the  girl.  The  girl 
herself  was  sorry  for  what  she  had  done  and  although  several  months  have 
elapsed  she  has  not  occasioned  the  slightest  anxiety,  has  not  been  in  any 
institution  since  her  unfortunate  experience  in  the  local  gaol,  and  is  now 
a  fine,  respectable  young  member  of  society. 
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Girl  of  sixteen — ^An  orphan,  who,  getting  into  the  company  of  a  num- 
ber of  loose  girls,  soon  became  uncontrollable.  Was  arrested  on  several 
occasions  for  stealing,  being  out  late  at  night,  and  otherwise  offending.  Was 
sent  from  a  distant  city  to  Provincial  Superintendent  in  the  hope  that  a 
change  of  environment  and  stricter  guardianship  would  bring  about  an  im- 
|)Tovement.  Sought  to  win  the  girl's  confidence  by  kindness  and  after  a 
period  of  probation  decided  to  try  her  in  a  private  family.  She  ran  away 
from  two  homes  but  has  now  settled  down,  is  giving  excellent  satisfaction 
and  is  not  likely  to  cause  any  further  trouble. 

Girl  of  fifteen — ^Was  brought  to  Toronto  by  chief  constable  to  be  placed 
in  reform  school.  Met  her  on  arrival  and  as  she  expressed  a  strong  desire 
to  do  better  took  charge  of  her  and  communicated  with  the  magistrate  and 
others  interested.  Iteplies  received  were  to  the  effect  that  the  only  object 
sought  was  the  girl's  reformation  and  by  all  means  to  give  her  another 
chance.  Although  a  considerable  time  has  elapsed  the  girl  has  proved 
amenable  in  every  way,  gives  valuable  assistance  in  household  work,  and 
highly  appreciates  the  fact  that  she  has  not  been  placed  in  a  reformatory. 

A  number  of  younger  girls  who  were  about  to  be  sent  to  various  institu- 
tions were  received  in  the  same  way  and  placed  iji  private  famil3'  homes  in- 
stead. In  nearly  every  case  they  have  done  well  and  the  expense  of  long 
maintenance  has  been  avoided. 

Sample  Cases  of  Boys. 

Boy  of  fifteen — ^Received  a  letter  from  a  northern  town  asking  ,the  best 
way  to  get  a  boy  down  to  the  reform  school.  Wrote  for  further  particulars 
and  found  that  the  lad  was  in  gaol,  having  been  duly  tried,  convicted  and 
sentenced  for  larceny.  Asked  that  the  boy  be  given  a  half  ticket  and  sent 
down  alone  and  promised  that  he  would  be  met  on  ^arrival.  Found  him  to 
a  particularly  fine,  intelligent  youth  who  had  simply  wandered  away  from 
home  and  got  into  trouble.  Instead  of  sending  him  to  an  institution  he 
was  apprenticed  to  learn  the  printing  business  and  has  been  doing  well. 

Boy  of  eight — A  bright  little  fellow  with  poor  home  surroundings.  Was 
committed  to  reform  school  because  magistrate  in  rural  disi(|rict  did  ni(^t 
know  of  any  other  procedure.  Was,  however,  taken  in  charge  by  Provin- 
cial Superintendent  and  after  two  or  three  weeks'  trial  was  placed  in  a  farm 
home.  Has  now  been  there  since  the  early  spring  and  is  doing  well,  attend- 
ing school,  etc. 

Boy  of  twelve — ^A  homeless  youth.  Ran  away  from  the  place  in  which 
lie  lived  and  wandered  about  the  country.  On  arrival  at  a  certain  town  was 
arrested  and  placed  in  gaol  as  a  vagrant.     Was  taken  over    by    Provincial 
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Superintendent  and  after  a  short  probation  was  sent  to  an  excellent  farm 
home.  He  ran  away  from  there  but  could  give  no  reason  for  doing  so.  Was 
recovered  a  day  or  two  later  and  expressed  his  regret  for  having  acted  so 
foolishly  and  has  since  been  doing  well.  The  people  and  neighbors  speak 
highly  of  him  and  his  advent  brought  in  applications  from  four  others  for  a 
lad  of  the  same  description. 

Boy  of  thirteen — ^Was  about  to  be  sent  to  the  reformatory  but  as  that 
institution  was  closing  he  was  transferred  to  the  guardianship  of  Provincial 
Superintendent  instead.  Brought  him  to  Toronto  and  the  second  day  he 
ran  away.  Found  him  again  a  little  later  on,  a  wild  and  mischievous  youth 
but  good-hearted  and  affectionate.  After  a  short  probation  sent  him  to  a 
farm  home  and  have  since  received  several  letters  and  visitor's  reports  testi- 
fying to  his  usefulness  and  apparent  happiness. 

Boy  of  thirteen — This  lad  was  under  sentence  to  the  reformatory  but  at 
the  solicitation  of  a  number  of  philanthropic  persons  Provincial  Superin- 
tendent agreed  to  take  the  supervision.  Kept  him  for  a  short  time  on  pro- 
bation, then  sent  him  to  a  carefully  selected  farm  home.  Hear  from  him 
frequently  and  the  people  with  whom  he  lives  writes  that  they  think  a  great 
deal  of  him  and  that  he  pleases  them  in  every  way. 

Boy  of  twelve — Arrested  for  stealing.  Was  convicted  and  magistrates 
were  about  to  send  him  to  a  reform  school  but  on  suggestion  of  Crown  At- 
torney communicated  with  Provincial  Superintendent  and  arranged  for  him 
to  be  placed  under  observation  and  if  possible  transferred  to -a  respectable 
home.  Th^  cause  of  his  offence  was  lack  of  proper  guardianship — ^parents 
dead  and  aunt  unable  to  control  him.  A  bright,  amenable  youth,  for  whom 
a  good  home  was  easily  procurable. 

Boy  of  eleven — This  little  fellow,  bright-eyed,  round  cheeked  and  boi- 
strous,  was  convicted  in  a  rural  district  of  being  a  pilferer  and  a  general 
nuisance.  Neighbors  gave  him  a  very  hard  name  but  the  difSiculty  was  that 
he  had  never  known  a  decent  home.  Provincial  Superintendent,  upon  being 
communicated  with,  offered  to  take  the  guardianship,  and  like  all  the  other 
boys  dealt  with  it  was  soon  found  that  all  he  needed  Was  a  good  home  and  a 
little  kindness. 

NUMBEB    IN    OllFHANAGES    NOT    INCREASING. 

The  preventive  work  carried  on  by  the  Children's  Branch  of  the  service 
is  nowhere  more  clearly  shown  than  in  the  statistics  for  the  orphanages  of 
thft  Province.  Notwithstanding  the  natural  growth  of  the  country  and  the 
tendency  of  charitable  institutions  to  expand  there  has  been  a  falling  off  both 
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in  the  number  of  children  cared  for  in  these  institutions  and  in  the  expense, 
as  the  following  figures  will  show : 

In  1894  the  number  of  children  cared  for  in  the  Orphanages  was  4,406, 
while  in  1904,  the  number  was  4,116,  a  reduction  of  290. 

In  1894  the  total  Government  grant  to  the  Orphanages  of  the  Province 
was  114,771.80,  while  in  1904  the  grant  was  only;|14,689.05,  or  |88.75  less 
than  ten  years  ago. 

Old  Customs  Hard  to  Alter. 

To  many  it  will  come  as  a  surprise  that  there  should  still  be  so  large  )a 
number  of  dependent  children  in  juvenile  institutions,  especially  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  Children's  Aid  Societies  are  not  able  to  fill  one-half  the  ap- 
plications received  from  respectable  people  who  offer  to  provide  for  a  home- 
less child  without  expense  to  the  country,  and  in  view  of  the  further  fact 
tliat  the  number  of  orphan  children  brought  to  Ontario  from  England  is  now 
about  two  thousand  a  year.  But  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  an  old  estab- 
lished custom  is  hard  to  alter.  The  prevalent  idea  for  the  past  two  hundred 
years  has  been  that  orphans  should  be  brought  up  in  public  institutions,  and 
those  connected  with  these  institutions  dislike  to  do  anything  that  will 
empty  the  beds  and  deplete  the  ranks  of  charity  children.  Many  bequests 
are  still  made  for  the  maintenance  of  institutions,  while  the  Children's  Aid 
Society  rarely  receives  any  legacy  looking  toward  the  endowment  of  the  good 
-work  of  home-finding  and  keeping  orphaned  and  neglected  children  in  nor- 
mal home  surroundings.  However,  those  who  believe  in  this  more  modern, 
more  rational  and  more  Christian  method  of  providing  for  destitute  children, 
must  continue  to  advocate  in  a  fair  >and  reasonable  manner  the  right  of 
every  child  to  a  free  and  unrestrained  home-life,  instead  of  consignment  to 
the  coldness  and  artificiality  of  the  public  orphanage. 

BoTS  Should  be  Taught  a  Trade. 

In  looking  over  the  large  number  of  young  men  in  the  Central  Prison 
and  trying  to  study  the  circumstances  which  led  to  their  being  there,  I  was 
struck  with  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  them  as  growing  boys  had  never 
been  put  to  learn  any  trade  or  regular  calling  by  which  they  could  earn  a 

living.        Many  of  these   young   fellows   from  eighteen   to  twenty-five,    of 

strong  and  vigorous  constitution,  had  just  drifted  along  at  odd  jobs,  and 
having  no  special  ability  other  than  their  strength,  were  naturally  thrown 

out  of  work  in  dull  times  and  driven  by  their  lack  of  means  and  general  idle- 
ness to  stealing  for  a  livelihood.  This  thought  recurred  to  me  in  looking  at 
the  men  who  were  employed  by  the  city  to  remove  the  snow  from  the  streets. 

In  a  gang  of  twenty  there  were  at  least  eight  who  were  not  yet  twenty  years 
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of  age,  and  while  this  class  of  work  seemed  well  enough  adapted  for  middle- 
aged  or  elderly  men  without  other  resources,  it  seemed  altogether  unsuited 
to  young  fellows  who  were  practically  at  the  beginning  of  life. 

There  is  a  general  tendency  throughout  the  country  among  the  poorer 
class  of  parents  to  let  their  boys  drift  along  without  learning  any  trade  or 
business  and  the  old  system  of  apprenticeship  seems  to  have  completely  died 
out.  It  is  a  question,  however,  if  in  the  best  interests  of  the  community  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  revive  the  apprenticeship  plan  or  at  least  insist  that 
at  fourteen  years  of  age  every  boy  should  be  required  to  properly  enter  upon 
the  study  of  some  industry  by  which  he  can  later  on  adequately  support  him- 
self and  add  to  the  industrial  wealth  of  the  community.  Such  compulsory 
trade-learning  would  greatly  lessen  the  number  who  now  in  the  winter 
gravitate  toward  the  gaols  and  refuges  for  shelter  and  food. 

WOEK    OF    THE    FuTURE. 

Looking  to  the  future  of  child-saving  work  in  this  Province  and  consid- 
ering what  advance  is  possible  and  desirable,  it  seems  to  me  that  co-operation 
among  Children's  Aid  Societies  is  needed  so  that  three  or  four  enthusiastic 
and  efficient  agents  may  be  appointed  in  the  various  sections  to  take  hold  of 
the  practical  work  and  carry  into  action  the  views  of  the  many  good  people 
who  are  deeply  interested  in  this  movement.  We  have  many  branch  socie- 
ties and  committees  but  even  the  best  of  people  have  their  own  private  af- 
fairs to  attend  to  and  cannot  afford  to  incur  any  enmity  or  ill-feeling  by  vig- 
orously prosecuting  negligent  parents.  Someone  is  needed  whose  business 
it  is  to  put  the  law  in  motion  in  these  various  centres  and  to  attend  to  the 
numberless  details  in  connection  with  an  important  work  of  this  kind.  Con- 
sidering the  vast  sums  of  money  that  are  ^expended  on  the  maintenance  of 
prisons,  courts,  police,  etc.,  it  is  surely  reasonable  that  at  least  a  small  sum 
should  be  expended  in  properly-directed  preventive  work,  now  recognized 
to  be  at  the  basis  of  all  true  philanthropy.  It  is  my  hope  that  through  the 
liberality  of  the  Government  some  progress  will  be  made  in  this  direction  dur- 
ing the  next  year.  Two  or  three  special  agents,  if  once  properly  started  in 
this  work,  would  so  commend  themselves  to  the  liberality  of  the  Christian 
people  of  the  community  that  before  long  this  work  would  be  supported,  as 
I  believe  it  ought  to  be,  almost  entirely  by  private  benevolence. 
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HOME^FINDING  WORK. 


DuTiDg  the  past  year  there  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
new  names  added  to  the  roll  of  those  in  foster-homes,  the  total  number  being 
346,  as  compared  with  239  in  1903.  This  large  addition  is  due  in  part  to  the 
placing  oat  of  the  Beformator;  boys  but  there  was  also  an  increase  of  thirty 
younger  children  placed  in  homes  over  the  previous  year.  There  is  now  a 
total  of  2,376  wards  of  Children's  Aid  Societies  entered  on  the  books  for  re- 
gular visitation  and  as  there  are  in  addition  a  large  number  of  children  an- 
nually visited  for  various  institutions  the  total  number  coming  under  super- 
1  in  various  ways  would  be  close  upon  four  thousand. 


The  children  sent  to  homes  were  of  all  ages  from  one  year  up  to  sixteen 
and  homes  and  situations  were  also  found  for  former  wards,  some  of  whom 
were  from  eighteen  to  twenty-two  years  of  age. 

Changing  to  Otheji  Houes. 

Beplacements  have  been  more  numerous  during  the  past  year  and  this 
br^jiich  of  the  work  will  always  increase  with  the  added  number  of  children 
Bt.ut  to  homes.  It  has  been  necessary  to  receive  back  and  piovide  again  for 
nkout  176  children  and  some  of  the  more  trotiljlesome  ones  have  been  re- 
placed as  many  as  five  or  six  times.  This  now  constitutes  by  far  the  most 
-'roublesome  and  perplexing  f:irt  if  ihe  work.     It  is  comparatively  easy  to 
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find  a  home  for  a  bright  attractive  child  but  when  a  boy  or  girl  comes  back 
repeatedly,  owing  to  some  physical  weakness  or  mental  inertness,  it  is  often 
a  puzzle  to  know  just  how  to  adjust  them  to  society  again  with  the  least 
possible  delay.  This  is  really  the  best  class  of  work,  and  it  is  very  gratif3ring 
to  be  able  to  look  back  upon  scores  of  rather  undesirable  children  now  grow- 
ing up  in  free  homes  who  with  less  thoroughness  and  zeal  in  home-finding 
would  have  become  chronic  burdens  upon  society.  Thousands  of  dollars 
have  been  saved  and  the  position  of  the  children  made  infinitely  pleasanter 
by  this  determination  to  find  free  adoptive  homes  for  even  the  most  hopeless 
of  these  unfortunate  children. 

Of  the  Societies  placing  children,  while  all  have  done  their  share,  it  is 
but  natural  that  the  larger  number  placed  in  homes  should  be  by  the 
Societies  in  the  more  thickly  populated  cities.  The  chief  Societies  placing 
the  children  would  therefore  come  in  the  order  named:  Toronto,  London, 
Ottawa,  Hamilton,  Peterbor*uf>h.  Owen  Sound,  Lindsay,  St.  Thomas,  Samia 
and  Chatham.  The  amount  of  work  done,  however,  cannot  be  judged  by  the 
number  of  children  sent  to  homes,  as  a  very  important  work  is  often  done 
without  a  single  child  being  actually  sent  to  a  foster-home. 

Mahbiages  Becoming  Ereqxjent. 

Children  placed  in  homes  in  former  years  continue  to  make  good  pro- 
gress and  are  gradually  becoming  self-supporting.  Quite  a  number  of  mar- 
riages have  taken  place  during  the  past  year,  which  is  a  continual  reminder 
that  the  work  is  no  longer  in  the  initial  stage.  Last  week  notice  was  re- 
ceived of  the  marriage  of  a  young  woman  who  as  a  small  child  was  taken  by 
the  writer  from  an  Infants'  Home  and  sent  to  a  foster-home  where  she  con- 
tinued to  reside  until  the  day  of  her  marriage.  Many  pleasing  instances 
might  be  mentioned  of  the  progress  of  these  yoimg  people  but  this  subject 
has  been  dealt  with  at  considerable  length  in  previous  reports. 

Visiting  the  Children. 

In  addition  to  the  general  supervision  both  of  this  department  and  the 
local  Children's  Aid  Societies,  the  children  are  regularly  visited  at  least 
once  each  year  by  Mrs.  Harvie  and  Mr.  William  O'Connor,  the  latter  spe- 
cially looking  after  the  Catholic  children.  These  visits  have  proved  very 
valuable  indeed  and  in  reading  over  the  reports  that  are  submitted  to  me 
during  the  year  it  is  pleasant  to  note  the  generally  satisfactory  conditions 
that  prevail  and  the  evident  good  treatment  and  careful  training  the  chil- 
dren are  receiving.  There  has  been  some  complaint  that  one  visit  each  year 
is  hardly  sufficient  and  it  would  certainly  be  better  if  some  of  the  children 
could  be  more  frequently  visited,  especially  those  between  the  ages  of  eight 
and  fourteen,  as  that  is  the  time  when  there  is  more  danger  of  overwork  and 
neglect  of  school  attendance.       It  was  the  intention,  however,  that  these 
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children  should  also  be  visited  by  representatives  of  the  Societies  specially 
interested  and  that  the  visits  from  the  central  o£Bice  should  be  supplementary. 
As  far  as  possible  efforts  are  made  to  have  the  visiting  more  frequently  and 
carefully  done  and  the  Societies  are  constantly  being  urged  to  send  their  sec- 
retary or  other  representative,  particularly  those  who  are  acquainted  with 
the  children,  to  see  how  they  are  getting  along  and  to  encourage  the  foster- 
parents.  Where  the  conditions  were  not  all  that  could  be  desired  corre- 
spondence was  immediately  entered  into,  and  in  a  number  of  cases  children 
were  removed  and  placed  in  other  homes. 

SoHE  Adoption  Cases. 

}|i>sy  of  those  who  make  applin*Jion  for  children  for  adoption  have  sad 
stories  to  tell  of  the  bere^vrment  and  lo'ielkejs  through  which  they  were  led 
to  think  of  the  homeless  child.  Sorrow  pid  adversity  seem  to  be  sent  as 
purifying  and  enobliiig  agencies,  Icod'ng  to  unselfishness  of  life  and  a  con- 
sideration for  others.  ^J'hese  feelings  often  manifest  themselves  in  compas- 
sion for  homeless  children  and  as  a  ( oi  sequence  many  of  these  little  ones  ro- 
ceive  a  love  and  affection  and  a  carefulness  of  training  tl  at  they  would  not 
have  received  in  their  natural  homes. 

"Recently  a  luiiHe  called  to  make  application  on  behalf  of  a  worihy 
couple  for  a  little  girl.  Their  orly  cldld,  a  lad  of  eighteen,  had  recently 
died  and  shjrtly  before  his  death  he  made  his  parents  promise  that  they 
would  at  once  adopt  a  child  so  that  their  thoughts  would  be  occupied  and 
they  would  not  grieve  quite  so  much  for  his  loss.  They  both  agreed  and  had 
asked  the  nurse  to  apply  on  their  behalf.  *  Within  a  fortnight  a  suitable 
child  was  found  and  they  have  now  given  her  a  daughter's  place  in  their 

home. 

In  another  instance  a  woman  asking  for  a  child  had  passed  through  the 
gresi  tribulation  of  having  her  entire  family  of  five  children  carried  off  by 
black  diphtheria.  She  gladly  took  an  unattractive  child  of  three,  and  seeks 
by  an  outpouring  of  love  to  assuage  her  grief  over  the  loss  of  her  own  little 

one. 

Not  long  ago  a  man  and  his  wife  called  who  had  just  buried  their  last 
child,  a  young  man  of  twenty,  two  others  having  been  taken  off  by  death  a 
few  years  before.  With  the  loneliness  of  advancing  years  approaching  they 
wished  to  have  young  life  around  them  and  were  delighted  when  given  the 
care  and  training  of  a  child  of  six. 

Instances  of  this  kind  might  be  multiplied  indefinitely  and  if  it  is  true, 
as  so  often  charged  and  occasionally  realized,  that  growing  boys  and  girls 
are  asked  solely  for  their  work,  instead  of  from  motives  of  unselfish  inter- 
est, it  is  also  true  that  in  the  majority  of  these  adoption  cases  there  is  a 
great  and  beneficent  work  going  on  worthy  of  support  and  commendation 
from  every  standpoint. 
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SUPERVISION  OF  FOSTER  HOMES. 


Review  of  the  Tear's  Visiting  by  Mrs.  Harvie — Children  Well 

Treated  as  a  Rule. 

The  following  are  some  notes  on  the  year's  visiting  by  Mrs.  Harvie : 

There  is  little  that  is  new  in  the  work  of  visitation  this  year.  About  the 
same  area  as  in  past  years  has  been. covered,  and  all  the  counties  where  the 
Department  and  Societies  have  wards,  have  been  visited.  In  two  of  the 
counties  only  a  limited  number  of  the  children  were  called  upon;  however, 
these  will  be  fully  taken  up  the  first  in  order  in  1P05.  Eight  hundred  and 
eighty-one  visits  were  made  during  the  year,  which  occupied  about  twenty- 
eight  weeks  of  time,  and  necessitated  the  travelling  of  ten  thousand  miles, 
including  driving.  In  addition  to  the  wards  of  the  Department,  a  number 
of  children  placed  out  by  various  Homes,  also  several  lads  who  had  been  in- 
mates of  the  Victoria  Industrial  School  and  the  Boys'  Reformatory  and 
subsequently  placed  in  families,  were  called  upon. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  that  this  service  is  in  some  respects  pn 
arduous  one,  requiring  a  considerable  amount  of  health,  vigor,  patient  en- 
durance, and  adaptation  to  conditions,  and  surroundings.  At  any  moment 
when  on  a  round  of  visits,  unfavorable  circumstances  for  which  no  previous  pre- 
paration can  possibly  be  made,  are  liable  to  arise,  demanding  unexpected  ef- 
fort, or  rapid  mental  conclusions.  On  the  other  hand  nothing  can  be  more 
delightful  and  encouraging  than  to  watch  the  steady  development  of  prob- 
ably a  very  ordinary  child,  or  one  that  had  been  sadly  neglected  and  unde- 
veloped in  the  nobler  characteristics  of  mind  and  heart,  into  a  well  educated 
well  behaved,  obedient,  and  truthful  boy  or  girl.  The  following  incidents, 
may  illustrate  one  form  of  difficulty  which  occasionally  confronts  the  visitor. 
On  arriving  at  a  village  in  Xorth  Ontario  late  one  evening,  found  that  a  com- 
pany of  hunters  had  engaged  all  livery  conveyances  on  hand,  for  the  com- 
ing day,  consequently  a  delay  of  twenty-four  hours  must  be  made  or  some 
other  means  of  transportation  found.  As  time  pressed,  visitor  concluded  to 
walk  the  ei^^ht  miles  between  the  village  and  foster-homes,  and  did  so  with- 
out much  inconvenience.  Again  it  was  stated  that  a  certaiiv  foster-home 
was  within  easy  walking  distance  of  the  railway  stdion.  On  inquiring, 
after  leaving  the  train,  ascertained  that  it  was  six  mil  js  away.  The  place 
was  only  a  small  hamlet,  and  no  other  train  would  pass  until  evening,  there- 
fore nothing  could  be  done,  but  ^o  walk  tb'j  distance  and  on  arriving  visitor 
and  hospitable,  and  the  child  happy  and  contented — an  ample  return  for  the 
energy  expended. 
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It  Bometime  happens  that  after  having  taken  a  long  drive,  through  wind 
and  storm  it  may  be,  to  reach  a  home,  the  family  are  all  away.  In  these 
circumstances  all  that  can  be  done  is  observe  the  surroundings  outside  as 
closely  as  possible,  and  in  some  cases  make  inquiries  regarding  the  welfare 
of  child  and  family  among  people  in  the  vicinity,  which  is  usually  a  delicate 
task,  demanding  watchfulness,  some  tact,  and  the  traditional  '*grain  of  salt." 

Again,  children  are  frequently  away  at  school,  which  may  be  anywhere 
from  one  to  three  miles.  Of  course,  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  the  children 
at  school,  and  unless  there  is  a  necessity  for  such  action,  visitor  avoids  call- 
ing at  the  school-house.  The  reasons  are  apparent  to  any  thoughtful  mind. 
Such  a  call  serves  to  remind  not  only  our  child,  but  all  the  others  that  this 
particular  lil/tle  one  is  under  supervision  or  in  other  words  is  a  ''Home 
child,"  and  no  more  decided  mark  of  opprobrium  can  be  found  in  their 
estimation.  As  a  result,  sensitive  nervous  natures  are  subjected  to  curious 
questioning,  and  frequently  a  certain  amount  of  teasing  and  ridicule  which 
is  hard  for  the  little  ones  to  bear.  If,  however,  there  is  the  slightest  doubt 
about  the  regular  attendance  of  children  at  school,  the  teachers  are  seen,  and 
the  registers  examined,  or  if  this  is  inconvenient,  the  teachers'  addresses  are 
taken,  in  order  that  correspondence  re  the  matter  may  be  opened  with  them. 

In  only  one  or  two  instances  has  there  been  even  an  apparent  want  of 
heartiness,  in  the  welcome  afforded  visitor.  In  these  cases  an  earnest  effort 
has  been  made  to  conciliate,  to  keep  officialism  in  the  bark  giound,  and  to 
overcome  this  feeling  of  coldness  or  suspicion  witli  regaid  to  visit;  it  (^ 
gratifying  to  note  that  these  efforts  have  invariably  been  successful  One 
of  the  most  difficult  parts  of  the  work  is  to  make  suggestions,  or  to  correct 
faults  in  training,  or  in  child  pleasantly  unci  helpftilly.  However,  if  it  is 
possible  to  .make  all  the  parties  understand  that  these  suggestions  and  correc- 
tions are  made  in  a  spirit  of  true  friendship  and  interest  in  the  welfare  of 

all,  appreciation  is  not  withheld. 

It  is  impossible  to  describe  in  words,  the  kindness,  courtesy,  and  hospi- 
tality of  foster-parents.  Frequently  the  first  words  spoken,  on  visitor'^  en- 
tering the  house  are  : — '*We  have  been  looking  for  you  for  more  than  a  month 
now;"  or  '*we  thought  you  were  never  coming;"  or  ^'you  are  very  late  this 
year."  One  one  occasion  a  little  boy  said  to  his  foster-mother:  "I  guess 
our  Auntie  must  be  sick  or  dead,  as  she  doesn't  come  any  more."  Another 
little  girl  said:  "She  guessed  her  Grandma  was  forgetting  all  about  her." 
These  little  kindnesses,  are  a  great  help  and  encouragement. 

The  value  of  these  visits  cannot  be  overestimated.  Probably  not  many 
children  would  really  be  cruelly  treated,  even  were  the  supervision  not  as 
close  as  it  is ;  but  without  it  many  in  time  would  be  completely  lost  sight  of, 
by  moving  of  parenis,  or  transference  to  other  homes  without  notifying  the 
Society,  and  others  would  be  deprived  of  many  privileges  they  now  enjoy. 
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In  some  homes  Tisitation  is  almost  unnecessary,  save  for  the  satisfaction  the 
reports  afford  to  guardians;  in  others  it  is  very  important,  even  though  io 
inany  respects  the  homes  may  be  considered  fairly  good.  One  young  girl 
^bout  thirteen  years  old  stated  she  was  sent  to  school  moat  of  ihe  autumn 
<:Ten  though  there  was  much  irork  to  do  at  home,  because  a  visit  was  expect- 
ed any  day.  This  was  an  important  thing  as  she  would  soon  reach  the 
dchool  age  limit,  and  very  little  attention  had  been  given  to  her  education 
in  her  earlier  years. 


In  some  instances  children  had  been  transferred  by  foster-parents  to 
utber  homes  unknown  to  societies  whose  wards  the  children  were.  These 
transfers  were  made  on  account  of  changes  in  circumstances  of  former 
parents,  death  of  one  or  other  parent,  etc.  In  one  case  visitor  called  at 
three  different  homes  before  the  little  boy  aged  about  six  years,  was  located. 

The  service  rendered  to  the  state  by  the  kind  foster-parents  is  probably 
not  always  appreciated  as  it  should  be.  The  affection  bestowed,  the  train- 
ing given  and  the  watchfulness  exercised  even  towards  very  ordinary  chil- 
dren is  really  remarkable.  Frequently  people  say  that  the  motive  prompt- 
ing the  taking  of  a  neglected  child  is  purely  a  selfish  one,  namely,  the  desire 
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to  secure  the  assistance  of  children  in  house,  or  on  farm,  free  of  charge.  Th's 
it  can  be  said  truthfully  is  not  generally  the  case.  A  number  of  the  chil- 
dren, are  more  or  less  below  normal,  the  result  of  inherited  tendencies,  or 
neglect,  and  it  is  simply  astonishing  to  observe  the  patience,  forbearance 
and  unvarying  kindness  of  their  foster-pareni;s. 

The  work  such  children  can  perform,  especially  if  they  attend  school  is 
very  inconsiderable.  At  the  same  time  after  young  people  leave  school,  ar- 
rangements should  be  made  whereby  a  certain  amount  besides  their  board 
and  clothing  should  be  placed  to  their  credit  annually. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  find  children  remaining  in  their  homes,  five,  six, 
eight,  and  even  ten  years  happy  and  comfortable  in  their  surroundings;  or 
to  see  tiny  ones,  who  have  in  the  short  space  of  a  year  or  two,  so  grown  into 
the  affections  of  foster-parents,  that  nothing  but  death  will  separate  them. 

The  removals,  or  recommendat^ns  for  removal  this  year  have  been 
very  few.  Probably  one  reason  is,  that  Societies  arQ^more  careful  in  plac- 
ing than  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  work.  Another  reason  is,  that,  our  Can- 
adian children  are  eagerly  sought  after,  and  where  applications  arc^  as  num- 
erous as  they  are,  especially  for  girls,  guardians  are  in  a  position  to  exercise 
the  privilege  of  choice.  Again  our  homes  are  prosperous,  school  and  church 
privileges  are  increasing  with  the  passing  years,  and  all  children  in  the 
rural  districts  have  better  advantages  than  formerly. 

Experience  continues  to  prove  that  this  home-finding  work  is  one  of  the 
best  movements  for  the  up-building  of  character,  and  consequently  for  the 
welfare  of  the  nation,  in  which  any  government  or  citizen  could  engage. 


CATHOLIC  CHILDEEN. 

The  number  of  Catholic  wards  of  Children's  Aid  Societies  placed  dur- 
ing the  year  was  32.  The  Societies  placing  these  children  were :  Ottawa, 
17,  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  7;  Brantford,  1;  Owen  Sound,  1;  Provincial  In- 
spector,  6. 

Divided  according  to  sex  the  children  were :     Boys,  16 ;  girls,  17. 

Parentage:  Father  living,  7;  mother  living,  4;  both  parents  living, 
15 ;  both  parents  dead,  4 ;  illegitimate,  2. 

Their  ages  were:  Under  6  years,  11;  6  to  10  years,  9;  10  to  16  years, 
9 ;  above  15  years,  3. 

The  total  number  of  Catholic  children  placed  out  by  Societies  is  now 
276.  Of  these  there  were  returned  by  foster-parents  during  year  9;  remov- 
ed by  Children's  Aid  Societies,  5;  left  foster-homes,  6;  discharged  from  care 
of  Societies,  6. 
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Of  the  number  returned  and  removed  12  have  been  placed  in  other 
homes  and  two  were  returned  to  their  own  homes. 

These  children  have  been  visited  and  their  interests  looked  after  by  Mr. 
William  O'Connor,  and  he  has  also  visited  and  reported  upon  the  treatment  of 
267  wards  of  Catholic  orphanages.  During  the  year  he  travelled  about 
eight  thousand  miles  and  reported  concerning  the  progress  of  about  400  chil- 
dren. 
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PROTECTION  OF  INFANT  LIFE. 


The  following  is  tlie  report  of  Dr.  Harley  Smitli  to  the  City  Board  of 
Health,  on  the  baby  and  maternity  homes  of  Toronto.  This  work  is  regu- 
lated by   Ontario  statute : 

Toronto,  January  14th,  1905. 

Sixth  Annual  Seport  of  the  Inspector  of  Maternity  and  Baby  Homes 
— for  the  year  1904. 

The  fact  that  there  was  only  one  death  among  thirty-three  children  in 
oar  Baby  Homes  during  the  month  of  January — the  month  that  showed  the 
largest  death  rate  for  one  month  in  the  history  of  the  city  is  an  evidence  of 
the  good  care  these  children  receive  in  our  licensed  Homes.  What  a  con- 
trast to  the  records  presented  in  the  years  before  our  present  system  was 
inaugurated !  During  the  year,  twenty-four  homes  for  the  boarding  of 
babies  were  licensed,  and  in  these  there  have  been  cared  for  106  children  for 
590  in  the  past  six  years).  These  were  disposed  of  as  follows :  4  went  to  the 
Haven;  3  to  the  House  of  Providence;  1  to  the  Salvation  Army  Rescue 
Home;  2to  the  Sick  Children's  Hospital,  2  to  the  Protestant  Orphans'  Home; 
1  to  the  Infants'  Home;  1  to  the  Ottawa  Home  for  Children;  25  went  with 
mother  or  father;  13  were  adopted  through  the  Children's  Aid  Society  (mak- 
ing 62  thus  adopted  in  six  years).  Twenty-four  died: — January  1,  Febru- 
ary 2,  March  0,  April  0,  May  0,  June  1,  July  2,  August  10,  September  1, 
October  4,  November  1,  December  2.     Of  course  the  hot  months  always  bring 
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a  liigli  death  rate  among  bottle-fed  children ;  but  it  is  noticeable  that  in  July 
there  were  only  two  deathe,  although  the  death  rate  in  the  city  among  chil- 
dren in  that  month  waa  very  high.  There  are  at  present  thirty-K)ne  children 
ia  nineteen  Baby  Homes.  , 

In  our  seveQ  liceneed  Maternity  Homes  there  have  been  hoarded  dur- 
ing the  year  139  patients  (a  total  of  718  in  six  years,  with  614  confinements). 
Of  the  129  patients,  110  were  confined,  11  went  to  the  Hospital  or  other 
places  to  be  confined,  and  8  are  awaiting  confinement.  Two  patients  died 
during  the  year.     The  first  had  uraemic  convulsions;  she  did  not  enter  the 


Home  until  after  labor  had  set  in  and  thus  gave  little  or  no  opportunity  to 
the  two  physicians  in  charge  to  save  her  life.  In  the  other  case  the  patient 
was  also  attended  by  twjo  physicians  but,  in  spite  of  their  best  efforts,  she 
succumbered  to  peritonitis.  The  infants  bom  in  these  Homes  have  been 
thus  disposed  of :  2  went  to  the  Infants'  Home ;  3  to  the  House  of  Provi- 
dence; 2  to  an  Ottawa  institution;  22  to  our  licensed  Baby  Homes; 
7  were  still  bom;  6  others  died  within  a  few  days  after  birth;  the  rest  were 
taken  by  their  mothers.  Twelve  new  Baby  Home  licenses  were  issued  and 
twelve  were  renewed;  twelve  new  Maternity  Home  licenses  were  issued  and 
five   were  renewed.     Sixty-five   investigations  of  complaints   and   examina- 
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tions  of  premises  were  made.  In  the  month  of  August  there  was  an  unusual- 
ly large  number  of  complaints  against  women  for  keeping  unlicensed  Homes ; 
these  were  all  investigated.  Some  of  the  complaints  were  found  to  be  with- 
out canse.  One  woman,  Mrs.  S.  was  fined  $5  and  costs  or  six  months.  Five 
patients  in  Maternity  Homes  were  married  to  the  fathers  of  their  children 
either  before  or  after  confinement  and  retained  the  children.  The  largest 
number  of  patients  and  babies  in  the  Homes  was  in  the  month  of  May  when 
there  were  51  babies,  and  26  patients  under  the  care  of  the  Department. 

The  great  City  of  Philadelphia  is  only  now  struggling  with  the  problem 
that  was  solved  in  Toronto  six  years  ago.  The  press  of  that  city  has  been 
urging  the  adoption  of  some  system  similar  to  ours  in  order  to  check  the 
dreadful  mortality  among  illegitimate  children  and  unfortunate  mothers. 
Toronto  ia  to  be  congratulated  on  the  fact  that  no  time  was  lost  in  putting 
into  force  the  legislation  enacted  by  our  Provincial  Legislature  some  seven 
years  ago.  The  fruit  of  that  action  is  'seen  in  the  greatly  lessened  number 
of  child  murders  and  desertions  and  the  diminished  maternal  mortality  dur- 
ing the  years  that  have  since  elapsed. 
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WHIPPING  CHILDREN. 


One  occasionally  hears  the  view  expressed  that  whipping  should  be 
revived  and  that  the  presence  of  so  many  bad  children  is  an  evidence  of  tie 
folly  of  sparing  <the  rod.  My  experience  has  been  that  it  is  not  whipping 
that  is  needed  so  much  as  love  of  the  right  sort,  discernment  of  child-char- 
acter,  individual  attention,  patience  and  self-control. 

During  the  past  seventeen  years  I  have  hid  to  do  directly  and  indirect- 
ly with  large  numbers  of  poor  children  many  of  them  destitute  and  friendless, 
some  of  them  bad  and  even  depraved,  and  yet  the  policy  that  I  have  always 
advocated  and  followed  in  dealing  with  them  has  invariably  been  one  of 
kindness  and  comradeship.  Buffeted  about  and  half-starved,  these  children 
learned  all  too  soon  the  hardships  and  cruelties  of  life,  and  to  try  to  beat 
them  into  goodness  would  only  be  to  follow  out  the  course  their  former  treat- 
ment led  them  to  expect  and  to  harden  instead  of  mollify  their  dispositions. 
Most  children  commit  crimes  because  they  know  no  better;  that  tas  been 
their  training,  if  not  positively  at  least  by  the  prevailing  examples  in  their 
old  home  and  neighborhood.  To  whip  them  implies  distrust  and  vengeance, 
and  excites  hatred  and  the  spirit  of  revenge.  No  reform'  can  possibly  be 
expected  under  such  conditions.  Return  good  for  evil  is  a  safe  rule  to 
follow,  and  if  kindness  can  soften  the  hardest  heart  how  much  more  likely 
is  it  to  influence  young  people  whose  hearts  are  still  plastic  and  whose  affec- 
tions have  never  been  satisfied  by  the  sordid  conditions  of  their  existence? 
No,  whipping  may  be  better  than  the  gaol  as  a  punshmient  (and  I  have  ad- 
vocated it  as  the  lesser  of  the  two  evils)  but  it  is  not  the  best  nor  the  true 
remedy,  nor  can  it  ever  be  effective  in  training  to  goodness  the  wayward  or 
^delinquent  child. 

What,  then,  is  the  fitting  remedy  for  youthful  wrong-doing  P  Removal 
of  the  causes  or  the  removal  of  the  child  from  the  causes.  Drunkenness  in 
the  home,  the  absence  of  a  true  mother,  the  lack  of  elevated  affection,  are 
some  of  the  evils  that  drive  children  to  the  streets.  Probation  officers  or 
friendly  visitors  under  the  direction  of  a  central  Children's  Aid  or  Charity 
Organization  Society  could  often  bring  about  an  improvement  in  the  home 
life,  and  failing  that  the  law  could  be  invoked  for  the  protection  of  the  child. 

Where  a  boy  has  been  guilty  of  repeated  thefts  or  other  offences  it  is 
desirable  that  lie  should  be  removed  entirely  from  his  old  neighborhood  and 
companions — ^not  to  a  reform  school  to  associate  with  other  bad  boys — ^bnt 
to  the  bracing  moral  and  physical  atmosphere  of  the  country.  Most  boys 
like  farm  life  when  once  they  become  acquainted  with  it,  and  work  in  the 
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open  air,  with  evidences  all  around  him  of  industry,  thrift  and  right  living, 
will  usually  prove  an  excellent  corrective  and  tonic  to  a  lad. 

As  a  matter  of  sonnd  public  policy  it  is  desirable  that  children  with 
hurtful  associations  and  tendencies,  as  well  as  those  who  are  actually  home- 
less,  should  be  placed  back  upon  the  land.  They  are  made  welcome  there, 
aod  because  of  their  services  are  given  social  advantages  they  could  never 
hope  to  enjoy  in  a  crowded  city.  Hundreds  of  cases  could  be  cited  where 
this  plan  has  worked  well  in  the  past. 


So  far  from  being  unfair  to  the  farming  community,  the  placing  out  of 
such  children  would  be  a  positive  advantage.  These  children  are  not  inher- 
ently -vicious.  Many  of  the  boys  who  steal  and  get  into  police  courts  are 
simply  working  off  an  excess  of  energy  and  have  naturally  good  dispositions. 
By  the  exercise  of  kindness  and  friendliness  and  with  continuous  supervi- 
sion, at  least  ninety  per  cent,  will  make  good  men  and  women,  and  among 
the  failures  must  be  classed  the  mentally  deficient  who  often  cannot  respond 
even  when  they  would. 

The  congregating  of  children  in  public  institutions  is  bad  from  every 
standpoint,  while  the  individual  treatment,  inspired  by  a  spirit  of  loving 
helpfulness,  seldom  fails  of  success  as  a  remedy  for  wrong-doing. 
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A  SKETCH  OF  ONE  NEGLECTED  FAMILY. 


The  young  man  whose  picture  is  given  was  recently  killed  at  London, 
Ontario,  while  resisting  arrest,  and  he  had  a  long  record  of  crime  against 
him.  He  belonged  to  a  large  family  of  children  that  were  brought  up  in 
Toronto  in  the  midst  of  drunkennees  and  debauchery.  About  sixteen  yeart 
ago  the  writer  was  well  acquainted  with  these  children,  aa  they  were  fre- 
quent guests  at  the  Fresh  A.ir  excursions  and  it  was  the  legal  inability  to 
rescue  them  froui  their  evil  aurroundings  that  led  to  an  agitation  for  the  pas- 
sage of  a  Children's  Protection  Law  in  this  Province.  Nearly  all  the 
family  have  been  engaged  in  crime  or  have  been  public  charges  in  some 
way  or  other  since  that  time,  and  if  it  could  be  computed,  the  cost  they 
have  been  to  this  country  would  probably  aggregate  thousands  of  dollars. 
Without  going  into  details  the  following  It^ms  taken  from  the  daily  papers 
will  give  some  idea  of  the  trouble  and  expense  these  neglected  children 
have  since  put  the  country  to: 

Toronto  World,  August  11,  1903.  Stephen  D.  is  one  of  a  family  who 
have  police  records  as  long  as  the  worst  criminals  the  police  have  ever  had 
to  deal  with.  His  two  brothers  are  at  present  spending  lenffthy  terms  n 
Kingston  Penitentiary  for  hold-upe  and  house  burglary.  Larry,  one  of 
his  brothers,  was  arrested  in  Parry  Sound  for  theft.  While  waiting  to  be 
taken  to  the  Central,  where  the  magistrate  had  sent  him  for  twenty-three 
months,  he  gained  admittance  to  the  private  room  occupied  by  the  magi- 
strate. Hurriedly  changing  his  clothes  for  those  of  the  magistrate,  he 
wandered  slowly  out,  mixing  with  the  crowd,  and  not  till  a  month  after 
was  he  located.  He  was  then  in  Toronto  anl  was  arrested  by  Detective 
Forrest. 
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His  family  and  himself  are  well-known  to  the  Toronto  police.  A  num- 
ber of  years  ago  they  used  to  live  in  what  was  then  called  '^ Murderers* 
Lane'%  more  properly  known  as  Lavin's  Lane,  a  thoroughfare  now  closed, 
but  which  ran  off  Jarvis  Street,  above  King.  There  it  was  that  the  boys 
got  their  early  training  in  the  art  of  criminology,  and  have  since  showed 
signs  of  learning  it  well.  Stephen  D.  is  23  years  of  age,  five  feet  in  height, 
stout  build,  round  face,  medium  complexion,  blue  eyes  and  is  rather  good- 
looking.  It  is  thought  by  the  detective  department  that  they  have  the 
man  who  has  been  doing  a  numbex^of  daring  robberies  in  Ontario.  They 
have  his  measurements  and  are  waiting  to  search  past  enquiries,  with  a 
view  to  connecting  him  with  several.  He  had  a  big  38-calibre  revolver 
when  arrested  yesterday,  and,  upon  examination,  it  bore  signs  of  being  re- 
cently discharged.  The  diamond  ring  that  was  found  on  him  is  placed  'n 
a  heavy  band'  of  gold,  and  is  what  is  known  as  a  grypsy  setting.  It  ^'s 
thought  from  information  received  from  Hamilton  that  this  is  the  property 
of  a  wealthy  citizen  of  that  city,  whose  house  was  recently  ransacked.  The 
arrest  is  thought  by  the  police  department  to  be  a  most  important  one,  and 
likely  to  clear  up  a  lot  of  mystery  in  connection  with  house  robberies 
throughout  Ontario. 

Toronto  News^  April  17,  1905.  London,  Ont.,  Police  Magistrate  Love 
this  morning  sentenced  John  D.,  the  burglar  who  was  caught  two  weeks 
ago  by  the  police,  to  a  term  of  seven  years  in  the  Kingston  Penitentiary. 
He  was  sentenced  on  two  charges  of  house-breaking  and  also  for  carrying 
a  loaded  revolver,  which  he  drew  upon  P.  C.  Down  at  the  time  the  arrest 
was  made.  The  magistrate  said  that  from  what  he  had  learned  he  believed 
this  young  fellow  to  be  as  desperate  a  character  as  his  brother,  the  late 
Steve  D.,  who  was  killf»d  in  an  attempt  to  rescue  his  companions  from  the 
police.     Of  the  last  eighteen  years  John  D.  has  spent  twelve  years  in  jail. 

A  sister  of  these  lads,  after  being  arrested  several  times  for  vagrancy 
and  improper  living,  went  to  an  American  city  and  is  an  inmate  of  one  of 
the  worst  resorts  there. 


Hundreds  of  child  i en  have  been  rescued  from  just  such  surroundings  and 
possible  careers  since  the  Children's  Protection  Act  was  passed. 
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Neglected  Children. 


What  the  Qiildren's  Aid  Societies 
Are  Doing  For  Their  Protection. 


Some  idea  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the 
thirty-six  Children's  Aid  Societies  of  Ontario 
may  be  gained  from  the  fidlowing  reports  ; — 


Toronto. 

The  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Toronto  had  a  prosperous  year  in  1904 
as  regards  tne  work  done,  though  there  is  still  a  rather  large  overdraft  at 
the  bank  which  the  Board  of  Management  would  like  to  see  reduced.  The 
Board  suffered  loss  by  death,  Mr.  James  Maasie,  so  well  known  in  charity 
and  philanthropic  circles,   having  passed  away. 

The  Shelter  continues  to  be  an  indispensable  adjunct  to  the  Society's 
work.  In  addition  to  the  children  awaiting  homes,  many  boya  were  sent 
from  the  Children's  Court  on  remand  (who  would  have  been  detained  in 
jail  previous  to  the  establishment  of  the  Shelter),  these  often  overtaxed  the 
accommodation  available  for  such  cases.  A  number  of  children  were 
brought  by  the  truant  officers  or  their  parents  for  short  terms  of  discipline, 
ana  several  girls,  who  might  have  gone  far  astray  if  such  a  place  had  not 
been  available,  were  trained  and  sent  to  situations. 

There  were  835  cases  during  the  year  involving  1,519  children. 

The  336  complaints  were  disposed  of  as  follows  : — ^by  aasuming  cuh- 
tody  of  children,  40;  by  mediation  and  advice,  155;  by  prosecution,  3;  by 
reference  to  police,  8;  by  warning,  37;  by  discipline  at  Shelter,  21;  found 
untrue,  3;  reported  to  Provincial  Superintendent,  3;  to  Shelter  as  lost,  1: 
temporarily  for  want  of  evidence,  20;  through  co-operation  of  various  so- 
cieties, 45. 

The  499  children's  court  cases  were  classified  as  follows  : — arson,  4; 
assault,  15;  aggravated  assault,  4;  breach  of  city  by-laws,  44;  breach  of 
railwaj  act,  11;  cruelty  to  animals,  2;  disorderly  conduct,  198;  drukenness, 
1;  false  pretences,  1;  housebreaking,  13;  incorrigible  and  truant,  4;  mali- 
cious injury  to  property,  21;  shopbreaking,  5;  theft,  114;  till  tapping,  1; 
trespass,  2T:  vagrancy,  34. 
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The  disposals  were  : — Alexandra  Indutsrial  School,  6;  discharged  5; 
dismissed,  41;  escaped,!;  fined,  117;  Industrial  Refuge  for  Girls,  3;  Re- 
formatory for  Boys,  1;  suspended  sentence,  267;  transferred  to  St.  Vincent 
de  Paul  Children's  Aid  Society,  15;  Victoria  Industrial  School,  27;  went 
to  United  States,  1;  withdrawn,  15. 

Foster  homes  were  found  for  47  children  and  situations  for  3. 

Since  the  Society  was  inaugurated  in  1891,  11,094  cases  have  come 
under  its  care  involving  14,955  children,  and  412  children  sent  to  foster 
homes  have  not  been  returned  to  the  Society. 

The  receipts  were  |6,484V88  and  expenditures  |6,447.61  with  $1,000 
overdraft  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Building  Fund. — The  indebtedness  on  this  account  stood  at  |10,913.00.

St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society. 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the  St.  Vincent  de 
Paul  Society. 

During  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1904,  there  were  350  cases 
of  neglected,  dependent  and  delinquent  children  brought  to  notice  of  this 
Societj^  affecting  welfare  of  450  children. 

Of  these  cases  179  were  from  the  Children's  Court,  and  172  were  pri- 
vate cases  reported  to  office.

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Private  Cases  :  These  cases  were  fully  investigated  by  the  agent  and 
the  necessary  assistance  given.  Temporary  homes  were  found  for  many, 
counsel  and  advice  for  all ;  as  to  their  future  conduct-^  and,  only  when  par- 
ents persisted  in  neglect  of  their  children  they  were  brought  before  the 
court  and  their  children  made  wards  of  this  Society. 

There  were  103  children  made  wards  of  the  Society,  90  of  whom  have 
been  given  out  for  adoption  in  good  homes  and,  of  whom  we  have  received 
through  Inspector  William  O'Connor,  full  and  most  satisfactory  reports. 

As  regards  helpful  suggestions  I  might  say  that  although  the  'Chil- 
dren's Aid  Act''  as  it  now  stands  is  excellent  to  a  degree,  still,  I  am  decid- 
edly of  opinion  that  the  powers  conferred  on  agents  by  the  Act  might  be  so 
modified  as  to  restrict  their  methods  to  the  side  of  leniency  by  the  employ- 
ment of  charitable  counsel  and  advise  and,  only  when  these  methods  fail  to 
have  recourse  to  the  extreme  measures  of  the  law. 

Financial  :  During  the  term  our  expenditure  of  |1,241.25,  has  ex- 
ceeded our  receipts  of  fl,104.25,  by  $137.00.  Notwithstanding  that  we 
utilize  our  benevolent  institutions  at  nominal  rates  and  have  but  one  paid 
officer  at  very  small  salary.

Peterboro. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  was  held  in  the 
Council  Chamber  on  December  17th,  1904.  Mr.  J.  J.  McBain  presided, 
and  among  those  present  were  :  Rev.  Dr.  Torrance,  Rev.  Father  McCollt 
Rev.  F.  J.  Scott,  Rev.  E.  A.  Langfeldt,  J.  H.  Bumham,  G.  Edmison,  P. 
Campbell,  K.  Eardley-Wilmot,  George  Cochrane,  R.  R.  Dennistoun,  Mes- 
dames  Birdsall,  Eardley-Wilmot,  Campbell,  Montgomery,  Best,  O'Sulli- 
van.  Ward,   Harding,   and  Misses  Barlee   and  Boucher. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  R.  M.  Dennistoun,  shows  that  the 
work  of  the  Society  has  been  widely  appreciated,  many  private  contribu- 
tions having  been  received  during  the  year.  Thirty-seven  children  have 
passed  through  the  Society's  hands  since    the   last   report   was     presented.

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Some  of  these  were  taken  care  of  only  temporarily  during  the  illness  of 
parents,  etc.,  others  were  taken  away  from  parents  on  account  of  neglect 
anu  were  placed  in  good  foster-homes,  an  incorrigible  boy  who  had  been  given 
many  opportunities  to  do  right  was  sent  to  the  Industrial  School,  boy  ac- 
cused of  stealing  released  from  custody  on  undertaking  of  Society  to  look 
after  him,  etc.,  etc.  The  death  occurred  of  one  of  the  wards  of  the  So- 
ciety who  was  placed  out  in  a'foster-ho\>e,  where  she  had  been  very  kindly 
treated.  The  report  also  states  that  the  Society  has  received  the  co-operation 
and  assistance  of  the  Town  and  County  Magistrates  and  also  of  the  police 
officials. 

Mr.  George  Cochrane,  the  Agent  of  the  Society,  spoke  in  his  report 
of  the  very  satisfactory  manner  in  which  the  Shelter  has  been  managed 
and  of  the  good  work  done  by  the  sewing  society  in  providing  warm  cloth- 
ing for  the  children.  He  traveled  during  the  year  1,200  miles  and  made 
89  visits  to  investigate  complaints.  The  persons  making  these  complaints 
need  have  no  fear  that  their  confidence  will  be  abused.  He  had  visited 
145  children  during  the  year,  and  distributed  14  baskets  of  good  cheer  at 
Christmas  time.  Eighteen  bundles  of  clothing  were  given  to  applicants 
and  32  children  who  were  not  inmates  of  the  Shelter  were  fitted  out  during 
the  winter.  Of  the  37  children  admitted  to  the  Shelter  only  four  now  re- 
main there,  the  rest  having  all  been  well  provided  for  outside.

Me.  Kelso's  Address. 

After  the  formal  business  the  Provincial  Superintendent,  Mr.  J.  J. 
Kelso,  was  called  upon  for  an  address.  He  complimented  the  Society  on 
its  good  showing  and  said  he  had  always  had  high  regard  for  the  work  and 
the  officers  in  Peterborough.  It  was  very  important  to  get  good  officers. 
In  some  places  the  work  had  suffered  because  of  the  difficulty  of  getting  the 
right  kind  of  people  interested. 

The  Children's  Aid  Act  was  passed  in  1893.  At  that  time  a  great  many 
people  were  doubtful  as  to  the  advisability  of  passing  such  a  measure. 
They  said  that  it  would  destroy  the  authority  of  the  parent  over  the  child, 
and  was  unwarranted  interference  with  the  liberty  of  a  subject.  Before 
that  there  was  no  law  by  which  the  Society  could  step  in  between  the  parent 
and  child.  The  work  has  gone  on  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  between 
10,000  and  15,000  children  have  come  under  the  care  of  the  Society. 

It  was  impossible  to  over-estimate  the  good  results  of  the  work. 
The  method  employed  was  to  try  to  keep  the  children  in  their  homes  and 
see  that  they  were  being  properly  brought  up,  and  if  they  were  homeless  to 
have  them  placed  in  comfortable  homes. 

Most  of  the  children  had  been  placed  in  country  homes,  where  exper- 
ience has  shown  that  they  got  along  very  well.  Some  people  appear 
to  think  they  were  worked  too  hard.  Of  course  they  had  to  assist  in  the 
i^ork,  which  was  but  right.  Children  brought  up  in  idleness  eventually 
drifted  into  the  prisons  and  reformatories.  The  children  placed  in  coun- 
try homes  were  very  healthy;  this  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  only  a  very 
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small  percentage  of  them  die.  The  children  were  robust  and  ruddy,  and 
had  Qoue  of  the  ails  and  aches  so  common  amongst  city  children.  They 
lived  to  be  industrious  and  respectable  citizens.  It  vas  a  fundamentdl 
principle  of  the  Society  to  look  after  the  children  until  they  are  eif^hteen. 
nineteen  or  twenty  years  of  age. 

Credit  Where  Due. 

Mr,  Eelso  said  the  country  people  who  adopted  the  children  from  the 
Society  didn't  get  as  much  credit  as  they  deserved.     An   interesting  fact 


in  connection  with  this  was  that  over  800  children  under  6  years  of  age 
were  adopted  into  country  homes,  which  precluded  the  idea  that  they  were 
being  taken  for  the  work  they  might  do.  The  people  in  the  countrj-  were 
doing  splendid  work  and  should  be  encouraged. 

In  the  work  of  the  Society  the  principle  of  punishment  was  supple- 
mented if  not  supplanted  by  that  of  kindness.  The  Societies  were  now 
taking  a  great  many  children  who  formerly  used  to  be  sent  off  to  the  gaols 
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and  reform atori^'S  and  getting  them  into  good  country  homes  where  they  did 
well  in  nearly  every  case.  It  was  almost  impossible  to  reform  children 
in  the  reformatories  because  they  become  contaminated  by  contact  with 
eacn  other.  There  was  a  great  deal  in  getting  so-called  bad  boys  away 
from  bad  surroundings. 

Mr.  Kelso  closed  by  urging  the  officers  to  continue  advocating  the 
claims  of  children  to  a  clean  and  happy  life.  It  was  a  beautiful  work  with 
many  opportunities  for  helping  unfortunate  boys  and  girls.

The  eleventh  annual  meeting  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Lon- 
don, held  on  the  afternoon  of  Dec.  19,  1904,  in  the  City  Hall,  was  well 
attended  and  much  interest  manifested  in  the  growing  work.  The  presi- 
den,  Sheriff  Cameron,  occupied  the  chair,  and  Inspector  Sanders  acted  as 
secretary. 

After  the  meeting  had  been  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  D.  S.  Hamil- 
ton, the  chairman  stated  that  it  gave  him  much  pleasure  to  present  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  Board  of  Management  to  the  Society's  subscribers  and 
contributors. 

The  report  stated  that  the  funds  of  the  Society,  never  greater  than  its 
needs,  have,  with  strict  economy  in  all  its  details,  met  its  requirements, 
and  in  this  respect,  its  position  is  as  good  as  last  year. 
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The  Board's  endowment  fund,  to  wliict  tlie  |200  bequest  from  the 
Turville  estate  was  the  first  contribution,  was  increased  during  the  year  by 
a  bequest  of  $200  from  Mrs.  MacBonald.  Both  of  these  sums  have  been 
invested  in.  loan  society  debentures.  Another  bequest  of  |1,000,  which 
will  shortly  fall  due,  will,  if  the  proposition  meets  with  approval,  be 
similarly  invested. 

In  conclusion,  the  report  says  : — "The  Board  desires  to  recognise  the 
sell-denying  efforts  of  its  inspector,  Mr.  Sanders.  Much  of  the  success  of 
the  Society  in  its  eleven  years'  earnest  work  ia  due  to  the  unbounded  public 
confidence  which  he  possesses. 

"Miss  Tufts  has  performed  her  duties  as  office  assistant  to  Mr.  Sanders 
with  assiduity  and  painstaking  care,  and  the  Board  has  much  pleasure  in 
recognizing  the  fact." 

This  report  having  been  adopted  on  motion  of  Mr.  Chas.  Hall,  seconded 
by  Mrs.   Tarker,   the  inspector  then  submitted  his  report  of  the  work  ac- 


complished during  the  past  year.  The  report  stated  that  the  number  of 
children  who  passed  through  the  Society's  hands  during  the  year  was  96. 
The  children  were  disposed  of  as  follows  :  Placed  in  foster  homes  for 
first  time,  37;  replaced  in  foster  homes,  11;  transferred  from  one  foster 
home  to  another  without  being  returned  to  Shelter,  8;  returned  to  relatives, 
16;  returned  to  Provincial  Superintendent,  1;  committed  to  institutions,  3; 
sent  to  siclt  children's  hospital,  Toronto,  1;  died,  1;  ran  away,  1;  in  care 
of  Sisters  of  Mount  St.  Joseph,  3;  in  Shelter  Home  on  31st  October,  1904, 
15.       Total,  96. 

There  were  placed  in  foster  homes  during  the  year— boys,  16;  girls. 
21 — total  37.  The  Society  has  now  in  foster  homes — boys,  153;  girls,  165 
—total,  318. 

There  were  in  all  86  children  cared  for  in  (he  Shelter  Home,  109 
Wharncliffe  Road,  London  South,  in  the  year  from  1st  November,  1903 
to  31st  October,  1904. 

There  were  summoned  before  police  magistrate  during  the  year  3  irirla 
and  201  boys,  a  total  of  204  juveniles. 
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In  concluding  his  report.  Inspector  Sanders  says :  — 

'*!  beg  respectfully  to  submit  to  the  members  of  the  Board  and  of  the 
Society  my  unalterable  conviction  that  the  application  of  the  strap— call 
it  corporal  punishment,  if  you  will — is  a  method  of  dealing  wtih  cases  of 
ujvenile  delinquency  that  should  be  recognized  by  law." 

The  adoption  of  the  inspector's  report  was  moved  by  Mr.  J.  S. 
Pearce,  seconded  by  Rev.  D.  S.  Hamilton,  and  carried  unanimously. 

The  treasurer,  Mr.  J.  I.  A.  Hunt,  in  submitting  his  report  of  the 
Society's  finances,  remarked  that,  whereas,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
the  Society  had  a  balance  against  it  of  over  |46,  it  was  able  to  start  the 
new  year  with  a  balance  on  hand  of  over  flOO.  The  statements,  which 
were  as  follows,  were  adopted,  and  the  treasurer  congratulated  on  his  suc- 
cessful financing  of  the  Society's  funds. 

The  treasurer's  report,  showed  that  the  total  receipts  during  the  year 
were  |1,877.88,  and  that  the  receipts  for  the  Shelter  debt  fund  were  fl,- 
22^.17^       The  Shelter  House  furnishing  funds  amounts  to  |51. 

Miss  Graydon,  treasurer  of  the  Poster  Show,  handed  Mr.  Hunt  a  check 
for  f 87 6.36,  the  proceeds  of  the  show,  and  the  treasurer  was  instructed  to 
place  the  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  Shelter  House  furnishing  fund.

Owen  Sound. 


The  tenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  for  Owen 
Sound  and  Grey  County  was  held  at  Owen  Sound  on  November  25,  1904. 
The  President,  Mr.  John  Armstrong,  in  an  effective  opening  address  called  at- 
tention to  the  record  of  the  Society's  work  in  the  ten  years  of  its  existence. 
It  had,  he  said,  fully  justified  its  existence,  and  not  only  brought  relief  to 
scores  of  children,  taking  them  from  evil  or  cruel  surroundings  and  started 
them  on  a  better  course  with  better  chances  for  success,  but  had  lived  long 
enough  to  see  some  of  them  grow  into  useful  and  honorable  young  people. 
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Besides  this  it  had  been  an  educative  work  of  a  high  character 
and  its  best  results  were  seen  in  improved  homes  and  conditions 
k^j  ^^  ^^  increased  respect  for  the  laws  so  that  the  agent 
had  less  often  to  go  to  extreme  measures,  and  the  removal  of  children  from 
their  parents  was  becoming  much  less  frequent.  Over  four  hundred  chil- 
dren had  been  dealt  with  by  the  agent  in  the  ten  years  of  the  society's 
operations  and  in  one  way  and  another  their  conditions  improved. 

Rev.  James  Lediard  then  presented  his  annual  report  from  which  the  fol- 
lowing was  learned  of  the  good  work  done.  The  Society  was  formed  in 
1894,  the  same  officers  serving  throughout  the  whole  preiod,  Mr.  D.  S^oul- 
dice,  however,  then  on  the  police  force,  being  its  town  agent  and  a  very 
effective  worker.  In  March,  1895,  the  present  agent  was  appointed.  The 
first  child  to  be  made  a  ward  of  the  Society  was  committed  by  the  late 
Judge  Creasor  and  from  being  a  wretched  child  is  now  an  attractive  and 
selt-respecting  young  woman.  Since  then  no  less  than  seventy-eight  chil- 
dren have  been  made  wards  of  the  Society  by  the  action  of  the  courts,  while 
nearly  four  hundred  neglected  children  have  found  a  friend  in  the  Society 
which  has  secured   their   rights  and   improved  their    conditions.  Three 

hundred  children  have  found  a  temporary  home  in  the  Shelter  and  one 
hundred  and  fifty  have  been  placed  in  foster  homes  and  are  still  being 
watched  over  and  visited.  During  the  year  just  closed  the  agent  has  in- 
terfered in  behalf  of  no  less  than  eighty-three  children,  twenty-one  of 
them  in  the  Shelter  for  longer  or  shorter  periods.  Ten  new  homes  have 
been  found  and  the  agent  has  visited  about  one  hundred  children  in  their 
foster  homes.  Hospital  treatment  has  been  given  to  two  children  with 
great  benefit.  In  addition  the  agent  has  given  a  number  of  public 
addresses  and  conducted  a  heavy  correspondence,  in  all  making  a  busy  j'ear. 

The  report  was  followed  by  an  interesting  address  by  Mrs.  Harvie, 
the  Government  visitor  of  neglected  children  in  foster  homes.  The 
Society,  she  said,  stands  for  better  homes,  for  an  advanced  public  senti- 
ment, and  for  higher  moral  tone,  for  the  suppression  of  crimes  against 
children,  for  the  better  care  of  the  feeble-minded — especially  girls,  for  the 
helping  of  incorrigible  boys,  for  school  privileges  and  for  fair  and  consid- 
erate private  trial  in  the  courts  or  young  people. 

Judge  Morrison  followed  in  a  brief  speech.  He  spoke  of  the  deterrent 
effect  of  the  Society's  work  on  juvenile  crime  and  on  the  treatment  accord- 
ed children  by  criminal  parents,  of  the  great  saving  in  the  expenses  of  cri- 
minal justice  to  the  country  and  to  the  Province  at  large,  and  expressed  hie 
conviction  that  municpalities  should  take  a  deeper  interest  and  give  much 
larger  grants  to  this  kind  of  preventive  work.  He  spoke  very  highly  of 
the  patience,  good  judgment  and  tact  shown  by  Mr.  Lediard  in  perform- 
ing very  trying  and  often  unpleasant  duties. 

Mayor  Godfrey,  of  Meaford,  spoke  briefiy  of  his  pleasure  at  being  pres- 
ent. He  was  the  bearer  of  a  generous  contribution  from  friends  of  the 
work  in  Meaford,  amounting  to  nearly  fifty  dollars,  secured  through  the 
efforts  of  Mrs.  James  Cleland  and  Mrs.  Godfrey.  A  generous  gift  was 
also  received  from  friends  in  Hanover  by  the  kind  efforts  of  H.  H.  Miller, 
M.  P.,  and  as  both  of  these  are  annual  gifts,  and  the  persons  mentioned 
unfailing  friends  of  the  Society,  the  Board  feel  grateful. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Cline  spoke  briefiy  and  encouragingly  of  the  work,  while 
Principal  Douglas  gave  a  bright  and  forceful  speech  on  the  evils  of  truancy 
and  the  difficulty  of  dealing  effectively  with  it.  ''Operate  on  the  truant 
and  co-operate  with  the  parent"  said  Mr.  Douglas.  In  this  connection 
he  spoke  of  one  of  the  causes  of  truancy  as  the  delivery  rig  nuisaace,  and  he 
would  be  glad  if  business  men  would  instruct  their  boy-drivers  not  to  pick 
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up  school  boys  and  drive  them  round  town  when  they  had  been  sent  to  school. 

After  ten  years  of  service  some  changes  were  made  in  the  Board  of  Man- 
agement, Mr.  John  Armstrong,  the  president,  retiring,  and  Mr.  R.  B. 
Miller  was  elected  to  fill  his  place;  Mr.  James  Trout  as  secretary  retiring 
in  favor  of  Mr.  James  Shaw,  principal  of  Hill  street  school ;  Mayor  Godfrey 
was  added  to  the  vice-presidents  and  Mr.  Armstrong  and  Mr.  Trout  were 
placed  on  the  executive.  Mr.  J.  W.  Frost  remains  honorary  solicitor. 
Sheriff  Moore  treasurer,  and  Rev.  James  Lediard  agent. 

The  newly  appointed  president  occupied  the  chair  and  spoke  briefly.

Hamilton. 


The  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Hamilton  report  that  their  monthly 
meetings  have  been  held  regularly  during  the  year  and  always  a  good 
attendance    of   the   executive     present.  The    inquiries    into     cases    of 

negelected  and  dependent  childrn  during  the  last  twelve  months  have  been 
greater  in  number  than  in  previous  years  and  have  all  been  thoroughly  in- 
vestigated and  dealt  with.  Two  boys  and  one  girl  were  transferred  to 
the  Society.  Five  children  were  taken  away  from  parents  on  account  of 
neglect  and  placed  in  good  homes.  Six  boys  were  sent  to  the  Industrial 
School.  In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  several  cases  where  the  chil- 
dren were  removed  temporarily  from  their  homes,  for  one  reason  or  another, 
but  were  returned. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  held  in  June  was  one  of  the  best 
in  its  history,  not  only  because  of  the  large  attendance,  but  because  of 
the  support  it  received  from  many  prominent  citizens  who  took  part  in  the 
deliberations. 

Mr.  Adam  Brown,  who  presided  on  that  occasion,  presented  the  report 
of  the  directors.  After  giving  particulars  of  children  placed  in  homes  it 
stated  that  the  committee  dealt  with  only  two  cases  of  children  begging 
during  the  year,  and  in  these  cases  the  parents  were  warned  what  to  ex- 
pect if  they  sent  their  children  out  to  beg  again. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  dreadful  practice  of  besotted  parents  send- 
ing their  children  to  saloons  for  liquor,  in  some  instances  little  things  not 
over  five  years  old.  As  stated  last  year,  the  Society  is  powerless  to  stop 
this  practice  through  any  operation  of  the  law.  The  sellers  of  the  liquor 
claim  that  if  they  have  an  order  no  matter  how  far  back  it  may  be  dated 
that  such  is  sufficient  for  them.       This  law  should  be  amended. 

There  were  thirteen  complants  during  the  year  of  children  being  neg- 
lected. In  every  instance  action  was  taken  by  the  Society.  Several  in- 
stances were  given  of  this  cruelty,  the  cause  of  prosecutions  followed.  In 
all  thirteen  which  was  usually  traced  to  drink,  instances  were  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Society,  and  each  case  was  dealt  upon  in  this  report. 
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The  directors  were  unable  to  deal  with  a  great  many  cases  on  account 
of  having  no  proper  Shelter  for  incorrigible  boys  and  girls.  One  family 
of  four  children  were  placed  in  one  of  the  homes,  two  of  the  boys  ran  away 
and  have  not  been  heard  of,  and  another  boy  placed  in  the  Boys'  Home 
ran  away  several  times.  There  are  a  number  of  incorrigible  boys  and 
girls  with  whom  the  Society  can  do  nothing  without  a  Shelter.  In  short 
the  Society  cannot  do  its  work  thoroughly  until  there  is  a  Shelter  where 
refractory  boye  and  girls  can  be  securely  kept  until  they  are  dealt  with. 
The  Act  is  clear  that  the  municipality  must  provide  such  a  Shelter.  The 
president  has  had  interviews  with  his  Worship,  the  Mayor,  on  the  subject 


who  realizes  the  situation.  Other  directors  felt  assured  that  very  soon 
such  arrangements  for  a  Shelter  would  be  made  as  will  be  satisfactory  to 
the  Society.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Elgin  County 
was  held  in  the  City  Hall,  St.  Thomas,  on  November  29th,  with  Mr.  F. 
W.  Wright  presiding.  There  was  a  good  attendance  and  lively  interest 
in  the  child  saving  work  was  manifested.  The  statement  prepared  by  the 
secretary  stated  that  several  complaints  of  parents  allowing  their  children 
to  grow  up  without  salutary  parental  control  had  been  dealt  with  and 
warning  given  which,  in  most  cases,  produced  a  good  effect.  Whatever 
may  be  the  facts  in  such  cases  parents  and  guardians  do  not  like  to  be 
openly  charged  with  neglect  of  their  children  so  a  warning  will  often  cause 
them  to  wake  up  to  their  responsibilities. 

A  number  of  cases  of  alleged  immoral  conduct  on  the  part  of  pc^^ents 
and  guardians  were  investigated  and  in  two  such  cases  the  parents  left  the 
city  to  avoid  exposure  taking  their  children  with  them. 

A  family  of  four  young  children  were  removed  from  their  home  by  the 
Society's  officers.  The  mother  being  dead,  the  father  and  grandfather  of 
the  children  kept  a  resort  for  immoral  characters  where  vice  and  drunken- 
ness were  the  daily  routine  and  the  children,  the  eldest  of  whom  was  a 
girl  of  ten  years  were  in  daily  contact  with  the  frequenters  of  the  place. 
The  facts  were  brought  out  in  an  investigation  in  the  police  court  and  the 
Police  Magistrate  made  an  order  for  the  delivery  of  the  children  to  the 
Society. 

Another  case  which  was  taken  before  the  Police  Magistrate  and  which 
caused  the  Society  a  very  unpleasant  experience  was  that  of  a  family  of  five 
young  children  who  were  left  in  a  destitute  and  filthy  condition.  Their 
parents,  who  were  of  the  shiftless  sort,  were  both  sick  in  the  hospital  at  the 
time  their  poor  little  ones  whose  ages  ranged  from  two  to  ten  years  were 
left  without  food  or  sufficient  clothing  during  the  cold  days  of  February 
which  was  the  coldest  part  of  a  very  severe  winter.  As  both  parents  wished 
the  Society  to  take  charge  of  their  family  the  Police  Magistrate  was  asked 
to  fix  a  day  for  having  them  taken  before  him  with  a  view  of  obtaining  an 
order  for  maintenance,  but  he  wished  to  take  time  to  consider  his  jurisdic- 
tion as  the  children  came  from  the  township  of  Southwold  although  they 
were  living  in  the  city  when  taken  in  charge  by  the  Society.  After  a  delay 
of  six  weeks  the  matter  was  taken  up  by  the  Magistrate  and  on  the  evidence 
an  order  for  delivery  and  maintenance  was  made  against  the  County  of  El- 
gin, to  take  effect  on  the  date  when  the  children  were  actually  placed  be- 
fore him.  He  refused  to  make  the  order  cover  the  time  that  had  elapsed 
since  the  application  was  first  made  for  an  investigation. 

The  County  Council  of  Elgin  was  then  applied  to  but  that  body  also 
refused  to  do  justice  to  the  Society,  taking  the  ground  that  they  are  gov- 
erned by  the  order  of  the  Magistrate.  The  Society  was  thus  made  to  bear 
a  loss  of  $68.47.

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It  has  been  found  necessary  to  help  with  both  food  and  clothing  sev- 
eral families  who  through  sickness  and  other  causes  were  in  need  and  who 
being  residents  of  the  adjoining  township  were  not  reached  by  the  charitable 
organizations  of  the  city.  As  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Society  extends  over 
the  whole  county  any  suffering  or  needy  or  neglected  children  within  the 
county  are  the  objects  of  its  care. 

Duri'^g  the  twelve  months  just  ending  thirteen  children  have  been  cared 
for  in  t./  .  Shelter.  Of  these  eleven  were  placed  in  foster  homes.  Two 
were  re?^?^aed  by  the  persons  who  had  adoptd  them,  but  we  cannot  say  that 
there  wa  ^.ny  fault  in  the  children  to  cause  their  return.  In  one  case  an 
older  afi  arger  boy  was  secured  from  one  of  the  English  Societies  and 
in  the  c  r  the  people  seemed  to  tire  of  the  care  of  the  child.  The  other 
nine  all  and  good  homes  where  they  are  both  giving  and  receiving  bless- 
ings. 

The  ;ports  of  visits  by  Mrs.  Harvie  to  the  homes  of  children  who  are 
wards  of  this  Society  are  encouraging.  In  every  case  the  relations  be- 
tween foster  parents  and  children  are  satisfactory. 

The  Society  must  make  provision  for  obtaining  a  permanent  Shelter 
as  the  house  which  Mr.  Young  has  kindly  given  the  use  of  for  that  purpose 
is  for  sale  and  may  pass  to  a  new  owner  at  any  time.  The  people  of  the 
city  have  always  when  called  upon  in  the  past  generously  supported  us  and 
they  may  be  relied  upon  to  respond  liberally  when  the  necessity  is  made 
plain  to  them.

Berlin. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Waterloo  Children's  Aid  Society 
was  held  in  the  County  Judge's  Chambers  on  Saturday  the  10th  day  of 
December,  1904.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Rev.  R.  Von  Pirch, 
through  illness,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wagner  was  requested  to  take  the  chair,  a 
letter  was  read  from  the  President  in  which  he  said  that  owing  to  illness  he 
was  obliged  to  resign  the  office  of  President  of  the  Society,  and  wishing  the 
Society  much  success. 

In  the  report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Society  during  the  year  a  num- 
ber of  interesting  cases  were  mentioned.  It  was  said  that  the  lives  of  two 
infants^  had  been  saved,  one  a  case  in  which  the  mother  a  person  of  a  weak 
mind  had  given  her  infant  to  a  friend  to  keep.  Notice  was  received  by  the 
Society  that  the  infant  was  being  neglected  and  upon  investigation  this 
was  found  to  be,  too  true,  the  infant  appearing  to  be  so  emaciated  that  her 
life  was  despaired  of.  She  was  taken  to  the  Shelter  of  the  Society  where 
she  has  been  restored  to  the  best  of  health.  The  other  was  a  case  of  an 
infant,  mother  dead  and  father  unable  to  make  a  living  having  lost  his 
sight,  the  infant  given  to  relatives  to  bring  up.  These  upon  inquiry  were 
foxmd  to  be  unfit  for  the  duty  upon  more  grounds  than  one.       The  infant 
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was  taken  to  the  Shelter  and  is  now  a  very  fine  child.  There  is  also  under 
the  care  of  the  Society  a  waif  found  at  the  barn  of  a  farmer  in  Wellesley, 
and  an  infant  abandoned  by  his  mother.  A  bright  girl  of  about  eleven  was 
removed  from  her  mother's  home  for  the  best  of  reasons,  and  placed  her 
witii  a  well  to  do  farmer  in  the  country  where  she  has  a  good  home.  Sev- 
eral families  have  been  quietly  looked  after  during  the  last  year  with  ap- 
parently good  results.  ''The  Orphanage"  is  still  our  ''Shelter."  It  is  a 
Lome  established  by  several  benevolent  people  for  the  children  of  poor 
people  unable  to  provide  for  their  families  where  the  children  are  placed 
to  board,  if  this  can  be  collected,  if  not  they  go  on  the  free  list  until  they 
are  disposed  of  by  the  relatives.  There  are  now,  including  the  children 
of  the  Society,  some  twenty-five  little  ones  within  its  walls. 

A  resolution  was  passed  sympathising  with  Mr.  Von  Pirch  and  thanking 
him  for  the  interest  he  had  taken  in  the  work  of  the  Society.

Kingston. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Kingston  was  held 
on  the  3rd  January,  1905,  in  the  new  schoolroom  of  the  First  Baptist  Church. 
There  was  a  good  audience  present.  Rev.  C.  E.  Cartwright,  President  of 
the  Society,  occupied  the  chair.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  report 
read  b3  the  agent. 

"Eight  meetings  of  the  Society  were  held  during  the  year.  Some 
calls  from  outside  the  city  came  before  us  and  we  did  what  we  could  to 
meet  them,  but  the  Society  would  require  more  funds  than  we  receive  to 
deal  with  them  properly.  The  agent  attended  the  Police  Court  eleven 
times,  a  score  of  boys  were  tried  for  various  offences.  Most  of  the  boys  and 
their  parents  were  visited  and  counselled  as  to  the  future.  The  agent  also 
attended  Judge  Price's  court  where  a  case  of  sad  depravity  was  tried  involv- 
ing one  who  came  under  the  age  limit  with  which  our  Society  has  to  do. 
The  chief  delinquent  got  off  on  suspended  sentence  with  a  warning  that  if 
again  brought  before  the  Judge  severe  punishment  would  be  inflicted. 
The  number  of  family  visited  has  been  over  thirty. 

Eight  children  were  given  to  our  guardianship  and  Are  variously  dis- 
posed of.  Four  were  sent  to  foster  homes  and  others  will  soon  also  be 
placed  in  homes.  A  number  of  applications  have  been  received  for  chil- 
dren, some  of  these  could  not  be  met  as  we  had  not  the  children  required. 
Fifty-three  letters  and  120  post  cards  have  been  sent  out  by  the  Secretary. 
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Judge  Maodonald,  of  Brockville,  gave  a  very  instructive  address  which 
was  much  appreciated  by  all  present.

Through  the  active  interest  taken  by  the  President,  Mr.  James  Mit- 
chell, the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Goderich  and  Huron  County  has  don? 
some  effective  work  during  the  past  year.  The  annual  report  gives  the 
following  information  : 


"Early  in  the  year  a  family  of  four  attractive  children  were  committed 
to  our  charge  by  the  authorities  of  a  neighboring  town.  The  conditions 
surrounding  what  to  these  children  constituted  home  were  of  the  most  de- 
plorable and  degrading  character,  and  the  case  until  it  was  finally  adjusted 
was  one  that  cost  your  Executive  lots  of  worry  and  labor,  besides  being  an 
expensive  one  on  our  funds  but  the  result  is  that  all  the  children  are  in  com-

fortable  and  happy  f 0.-11  r- homes,  and  the  uutortunate  mother  of  weak  mind  is 
in  an  insiitutiou  where  she  will  be  well  cared  fi)r. 

**In  another  family  two  children  were  left  to  themselves  through  the 

imprisonment  of  the  father,   the  mother  having    abandoned    the    home     a 

couple  of  years  before.       While  arrangements  were  in  progress  for  placing 

them  in  houses,  the  mother  returned  and  took  the  children  back  with  her  to 

a  Michigan  town,  beyond  our  jurisdiction. 

"A  family  north  of  Seaforth,  to  whom  reference  was  made  in  our  last 
report,  has  been  visited,  and  found  in  most  unfavorable  conditions,  but 
on  the  promise,  and  with  some  effort  to  fulfill  it,  of  the  parents  that  they 
would  do  better,  it  is  still  under  supervision,  and  may  possibly  need  our 
active  interference  in  a  few  weeks. 

* 'During  the  year  your  President  has  been  consulted  several  times  by 
the  P.  M.,  the  Crown  Attorney  and  the  County  Judge  regarding  cases  where 
boys  under  16  had  been  committed  for  acts  of  theft.  The  trial  proceed- 
ings in  each  case  were  watched  by  your  Executive,  and  the  boys  visited  and 
counselled  with.  In  every  case  the  boys  seemed  to  appreciate  the  kindly 
solicitations  shown,  and  most  of  them  were  released  on  their  own  promises 
to  do  better  in  the  future,  a  promise  which  we  believe  has  been  fairly  well 
kept.       One  lad  was  committed  to  the  Mimico  Industrial  School. 

'*The  County  Council  made  a  grant  of  f50  to  the  Society,  which  was 
much  appreciated. 

'^Reference  was  made  in  our  last  report  to  the  provision  made  in  the 
Children's  Protection  Act  for  the  formation  of  county  committees.  Noth- 
ing has  yet  been  done  to  carry  out  these  provisions,  largely  because  the 
work  is  one  that  only  a  few  persons  in  each  community  care  to  have  the 
responsibility  of,  but  our  experience  has  shown  that  with  a  committee  of 
this  character  in  each  of  the  larger  sections  of  our  county  the  work  would 
be  more  effectively  and  properly  looked  after,  and  cases  now  unheard  of 
would  receive  the  attention  their  needs  demand.  We  suggest  that  your 
incoming  Executive  take  this  matter  into  consideration  and  endeavor,  even 
if  personal  visits  are  necessary,  to  arouse  the  co-operation  of  a  few  good 
citizens  in  our  towns  and  perhaps  larger  villages.

care. 

The  position  of  the  Society  as  an  organization  befriending  children  has 
entailed  a  good  deal  of  work  outside  of  what  is  specifically  assigned  to  it  by 
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law.  And  there  is  do  doubt  that  if  the  county  were  thoroughly  organized 
the  Society's  work  would  be  largely  increased — both  what  may  be  called  its 
prescribed  work  and  that  which  falls  to  it  by  reason  of  its  protective  rela- 
tion to  children.  A  movement  looking  to  such  fuller  organization,  involv- 
ing larger  demands  on  the  Secretary's  tini,e  and  some  remuneration  in  re- 
turn, has  been  decided  upon  by  the  Society,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  com- 
ing year  will  see  active  steps  taken  to  carry  ou  this  policy. 

The  thanks  of  all  who  are  interested  in  this  work  are  again  due  to  the 
President  for  ungrudgingly  devoting  time  to  it  throughout  the  year,  to 
Sheriff  Drury  for  many  acts  of  personal  service,  to  Mr,  Donald  Ross,  the 
Society's  Honorary  Solicitor,  for  kindly  taking  charge  of  legal  business,  to 
Mrs.  M.  Burton,  the  Treasurer,  to  Chief  King,  the  Society's  Agent,  to  Mrs. 
ilcKef   and  other  ladies  for  looking  after  the  children's  clothing,  to  the 


newspapers  of  the  town  for  courteously  giving  space  in  ther  columns  for 
the  Society's  matters,  and  to  the  Town  Council  for  the  gratuitous  use  of  its 
room  and  of  the  Town  Hall.

The  Brantf ord .  Society  was  one  of  the  earliest  organized,  and  has  al- 
ways been  active  in  the  work  of  rescuing  neglected  and  dependent  children. 
They  have  all  along  been  fortunate  enough  to  be  backed  up  by  the  city  coun- 
cil giving  money  grants  as  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  Society  so  that 
while  gifts  and  donations  from  the  citizens  are  always  thankfully  received, 
yet  they  do  not  have  to  allow  the  work  to  suffer  for  want  of  funds.  From 
the  Secretary'e  report  at  the  last  annual  meeting  we  glean  the  following 
facts:  That  complaints  were  fewer  against  parents  and  guardians  for  neg- 
lect of  children  than  in  earlier  days  of  Society's  work.  The  cause  was  stated 
as  the  result  of  good  times,  with  plenty  of  employment,  and  the  knowledge 
that  a  constant  watch  was  kept  on  their  movements.  Eight  children  had 
been  made  wards  of  Society  by  order  of  magistrate.  None  have  been  accept- 
ed any  other  way.  Eleven  complaints  against  parents  have  been  carefully 
investigated  and  such  proceedings  taken  as  circumstances  warranted.  Eighty- 
six  applications  for  children  had  been  received.  Five  children  placed  in 
foster  homes.  Three  had  been  returned  to  the  Society,  and  at  that  time 
three  still  in  the  shelter.       The  officers  are :

The  work  in  1904  has  continued  active,  and  many  very  encouraging 
things  have  come  to  be  known  in  connection  with  the  work  some  of  those 
placed  out  by  the  Society  in  the  early  days  are  now  young  men  and  Women, 
and  some  are  married  and  keeping  house  for  themselves.  All  in  all  this 
Society  has  great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  good  that  has  been  accom- 
plished for  neglected  and  dependent  ones. 

Incidents  of  the  Work. 

The  following  incidents  of  the  work  have  been  furnished  by  the  So- 
ciety :  Seven  or  eight  years  ago  little  Ellie,  seven  years  of  age,  was  placed 
in  a  home  where  the  only  child,  a  little  girl,  had  died.  The  Secretary  had 
a  call  a  few  days  ago  from  the  mother,  and  Ellie  now  a  well  grown  girl,  and 
evidently,  the  delight  of  the  mother's  heart.  EUie's  own  words  are,  ''I 
have  got  a  good  home  anyway.''  A  day  later  the  father  called  and  said 
that  after  their  own  little  girl  died  his  wife  was  heartbroken,  dull  and  melan- 
choly, but  since  the  day  Ellie  came  to  the  house  everything  has  been  dif- 
frerent,  a  new  interest  in  life  awakened,  and  comfort  and  happiness  was 
now  their  lot. 

Bobby  and  Benny  were  about  ten  and  twelve  years  old  when  they  were 
made  wards  of  the  Brantf  ord  Society.  They  were  restless,  mischievous 
boys,  and  hard  to  manage,  but  patience  and  painstaking  have  been  amply 
reTvarded,  they  are  now  grown  to  manhood,  being  twenty  and  twenty-two 
years  of  age,  and  fine,  strapping,  well  doing  lads,  each  with  a  little  savings 
account  in  the  bank. 

This  vSociety  recently  received  handsome  donations  from  several  of  the 
fraternal  societies,  who  thus  express  their  appreciation  of  the  work  that  is 
being  done.       The  Society  lost  a  good  friend  in  the  late  Chief  of  Police 
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Aaughan,  who  was  a  constant  adviser  and  helper  in  every  way  he  could 
since  the  organization  of  the  Society.  Hia  successor,  Chief  Slemin,  has, 
since  his  appointment,  shown  a  willingness  to  help,  and  with  the  Secretary 
goes  personally  to  visit  wherever  and  whenever  necessary. 


St.  Catharines. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  Children's  Aid  Society 
has  been  organized  for  St.  Catharines  and  the  County  of  Lincoln.  The 
matter  was  taken  up  by  the  lady  managers  of  the  Protestant  Orphans'  Home 
of  that  town,  which  has  been  in  existence  for  many  years.  After  several 
meetings,  at -which  the  objects  and  work  of  the  Children's  Protection 
Act  were  fully  explained,  it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  organization.  At 
a  meeting  held  in  July  in  the  office  of  Major  John  S.  Campbell,  Solicitor, 
the  subject  was  fully  considered.  Among  those  present  were:  Messrs. 
A.  H.  Malcomson,  John  Marshall,  E.  Poole,  P.  I.  Price,  Rev.  J.  H.  Rat- 
cliffe,  Rev.  James  Masson,  Rev.  .N  I.  Perry,  M.  J.  McCarron,  John  S. 
Campbell,  W.  B.  Burgoyne,  Mesdames  C.  A.  Wilson,  J.  S.  Campbell,  You- 
mans,  Eillmer,  Henderson,  Clench,  Burgoyne,  and  Misses  Larkin  and  Stev- 
ens. 

Captain  H.  A.  Malcomson  was  elected  chairman,  and  John  S.  Campbell 
Secretary  pro  tem. 

The  question  was  taken  up  and  discussed  at  some  length,  and  it  was 
moved  by  P.  I.  Price,  seconded  by  J.  S.  Campbell, 

That  whereas  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  meeting  that  a  Child- 
ren's Aid  Society  should  be  organized,  with  headquarters  in  St.  Catharines, 
and  jurisdction  over  the  county; 

Be  it,  therefore,  resolved,  that  a  Society  be  now  formed  to  be  known 
as  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  the  County  of  Lincoln,  the  institution  to 
be  the  same  as  other  Children's  Aid  Societies  in  the  province,  and  the  work 
to  be  carried  on  under  the  Children's  Protection  Act  of  Ontario.

H.  E.  McSloy,  M.  Brennan,  Mrs.  Carman,  Mrs.  Scott  and  C.  A.  Case  were 
appointed  with  power  to  add  to  their  numbers,  they  to  complete  the  details 
of  organization. 

A  Government  Order-in-Council  was  passed  on  September  23rd,  1904, 
duly  authorizing  the  Society  to  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred 
by  the  Act.  Since  organization  a  deputation  has  been  appointed  to  wait 
upon  the  city  council  to  urge  upon  them  the  necessity  of  providing  more 
moral  and  legal  methods  of  trying  youthful  offenders  than  has  been  the  cus- 
tom. .  •         •        u 

Several  children  have  been  received  and  placed  temporarily  m  the 
Orphans'  Home,  and  the  committee  of  that  institution  very  generously  do- 
nated |50  toward  getting  the  Children's  Aid  Society  properly  established. 

4aN.c. 
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Chathau. 

The  ninth  annual  meeting  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Chatham 
and  Kent  County  was  held  on  Tuesday,  December  6th,  1904,  and  was  large- 
ly attended. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  A.  Eraser, ^  showed  that  the  Society 
bad  held  ten  meetings  during  the  year,  and  that  the  work  had  been  most 
successful  in  every  way. 

Treasurer  Fred.  Stone  announced  that  the  balance  in  the  bank  at  the 
last  annual  meeting  (1329.67),  together  with  receipts  since  then,  amounted 
to  $545.46,  and  that  the  diebureements  amounted  to  $240.26,  leaving  $305.30 
on  hand.  This  balance  includes  the  capital  account  (consisting  of  variius 
legacies)  of  $303.85,  leaving  the  balance  to  credit  of  current  account  of 
11.35. 


The  executive  officer,  Dr.  R.  V.  Bray,  reported  that  fewer  children  had 
been  taken  from  their  homes  during  the  year,  and  that  but  six  children  had 
been  made  warda  of  the  Society,  all  of  whom  were  now  happily  placed  in 
good  homes.  The  number  of  visits  made  was  80;  letters  written,  89;  num- 
ber of  cases  reported,  23,  embracing  46  children,  of  these  10  cases,  16  child- 
dren,  being  in  town  and  the  balance  in  the  neighboring  townships;  number 
of  interviews,  88.  Dr.  Bray  regretted  that  persons  laying  complaints  were 
eometimea  unwilling  to  give  evidence,  without  which  nothing  could  be  done. 
He  also  urged  that  greater  inter-communication  between  the  various  socle- 
ties  of  the  Province  be  brought  about.       Twelve  children  were  brought  into 
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the  police  court,  and  eight  applications  for  children  had  been  received,  but 
they  could  not  supply  the  demand. 

A  very  interesting  address  was  given  by  Mrs.  Harvie,  Provincial  Visi- 
tor, who  discussed  the  aims  and  history  of  the  Society,  and  the  work  accom- 
plished. She  thought  that  in  a  progressive  city  like  Cliatham  there  should 
be  a  fine  children's  shelter,  that  the  executive  officer  should  receive  a  good 
salary,  and  that  there  should  be  substantial  grants  from  the  municipalities. 
The  Society  stood  for  the  taking  away  of  children  from  homes  did  not  im- 
prove and  for  the  reduction  of  crime.  The  closing  of  the  Penetanguishene 
Reformatory  marked  a  new  epoch  in  child-saving,  and  the  Province  as  a 
whole  was  being  cleanfied  of  juvenile  crime,  largely  owing  to  the  Society's 
work.  A  boy  or  girl  should  never  be  sent  to  gaol  until  he  or  she  had  been 
given  every  opportunity  of  doing  better.  The  Society  stood  for  industrial 
education,  for  good  homes,  for  the  care,  welfare,  protection  and  upbuilding 
of  childhood. 

Crown  Attorney  H.  D.  Smith  also  gave  an  address,  in  which  he  pointed 
that  the  Society  was  in  the  best  sense  a  paying  institution,  as  the  children 
reclaimed  would  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  have  been  a  burden  on  the  com- 
munity. Costs  even  in  minor  cases  of  theft  came  against  the  county,  so 
that  when  the  Children's  Aid  Society  was  called  in  it  effected  a  great  saving 
both  to  the  city  and  county.  If  the  children  were  not  thus  looked  after 
ihey  would  come  time  and  again  before  the  courts,  each  time  an  expense  to 
the  county.  No  society  gave  such  good  value  for  the  money  spent,  and  he 
urged  substantial  grants  from  the  municipalities,  feeling  confident  that 
there  would  be  a  satisfactory  return  in  the  decreased  cost  of  administering 
justice.

A  number  of  children  in  a  condition  of  destitu- 
tion were  relieved  and  several  parents  were  notified  that  they  must  send 
their  children  to  school  regularly. 


Ottawa. 


The  twelfth  annual  meeting  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  of  Ottawa, 
was  held  at  the  city  hall  on  October  13th,  1904,- Mr.  W.  L.  Scott  presiding. 

After  the  opening  remarks  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  R.  Armstrong,  pre- 
sented the  following  report :  Receipts,  personal  subscriptions,  $68 ;  interest, 
$7.40;  civic  grant,  |300;  balance  in  bank  from  last  year,  |356.81;  total, 
$732.21.  The  disbursements  were  |378.94,  leaving  a  balance  in  bank  of 
J353.21. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  John  Keane,  presented  his  report,  showing  that  in 
the  eleven  years  of  its  existence  the  Society  had  taken  charge  of  at  least 
four  hundred  children,  and  placed  them  in  good  homes.  During  the  past 
year  forty-four  children  were  comjnitted  to  the  custody  of  the  Society,  and 
of  these  thirty-three  were  placed  in  foster  homes,  or  in  one  or  two  instances 
replaced  with  relatives  during  the  good  behavior  of  the  latter.  The  work 
is  steadily  increasing  until  now  it  is  felt  that  more  help  is  needed.  One 
of  the  principal  events  of  the  year  was  the  resignation  of  the  Society's  offi- 
cer, Mr.  Bartlett,  and  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Peter  McGuire  to  the  posi- 
tion. The  building  to  be  used  as  a  place  for  juvenile  offenders  instead  of 
placing  them  in  the  police  cells  or  the  gaol  will  soon  be  completed.

Sault  Ste.  Marie. 

Over  a  year  ago  a  Humane  Society  was  formed  in  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  one 
branch  of  whose  work  was  to  look  after  neglected  and  homeless  children. 
Later  it  was  decided  that  this  was  not  entirely  satisfactory,  and  that  there 
was  need  for  a  society  devoted  exclusively  to  work  for  children.  A  visit 
was  made  by  the  Provincial  Superintendent,  who  addressed  several  meetings, 
and  a  regular  Children's  Aid  Society  was  organized.  On  the  5th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1904,  a  Government  Order-in-Council  was  passed,  approving  of  the 
organization  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Algoma.  Cases  requiring  it  have  received  attention  throughout 
the  year,  and  since  the  organization  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  three 
girls,  whose  parents  were  not  giving  them  care  and  oversight,  were  looked 
after,  and  a  child  whose  parents  were  both  dead  was  placed  in  a  good  foster 
home.  The  merchants  and  other  residents  of  the  town  have  been  liberal 
in  their  contributions  to  the  Society,  and  its  success  seems  to  be  assured.

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UXBBIDGE. 

During  the  past  year  the  Children's  Aid  branch  at  Uxbridge  has  exerted 
a  wholesome  influence  in  that  district.  The  President,  Mr.  T.  C.  NichoUs, 
B.A.,  in  his  report  of  the  year's  work,  mentions  that  two  young  children 
who  had  been  much  neglected,  were  arrested  for  stealing,  but,  owing  to  the 
Society's  intervention  were  let  off  on  suspended  sentence,  and  that  now  the 
neighbors  are  taking  an  interest  in  them  and  helping  them  to  do  right. 
Then  a  woman  who  beat  her  children  unmercifully  was  told  of  the  serious- 
liess  of  her  conduct,  and  the  penalty  attached  to  the  practice  of  such  cruelty 
-was  explained  to  her,  since  which  time  she  has  not  repeated  the  offence,  and 
has  given  t-he  children  better  care. 


Lindsay  and  Victoeia  County. 

The  tenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Victoria 
County  was  held  at  Lindsay  on  the  evening  of  October  2l8t,  1904.  The 
chair  was  occupied  by  Dr.  White;  who  gave  an  address  outlining  the  good 
•work  of  the  Society.  The  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Milne,  reported  that  there  was  a 
balance  in  the  treasury,  after  which  Mr.  E.  E.  Sharpe  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Mir.  President  and  members  of  the  Society :  It  is  with  great  pleasure 
that  we  present  to  you  the  10th  annual  report  of  this  Society.  Ten  years 
ago  it  was  the  privilege  and  duty  of  your  secretary  to  give  notice  that  a 
public  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  this  town  would  be  held  in  the  council 
chamber  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  Mr.  J.  J.  Kelso,  of  Toronto,  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Child  Saving  Department.  Mr.  Kelso's  object  in  coming 
here  was  to  create  an  interest  in  this  new  work,  and  if  possible  to  organize 
u  Society  for  the  better  protection  of  children.  The  outcome  of  the  meeting 
was  the  formation  of  a  Society  which  has  been  the  medium  of  bettering 
the  condition  of  about  55  neglected  and  dependent  cBildren  of  this  town  and 
county.  Many  more  than  the  given  number  have  been  aided  and  provided 
for  without  being  legally  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Society. 

The  1st  President  of  our  Society  was  Mr.  D.  Ray,  who  very  ably  filled 
the  position  for  four  years.  The  new  organization  very  soon  had  oppor- 
tunity of  manifesting  its  usefulness,  in  looking  after  two  or  three  motherless 
cliiiren,  whose  father  was  quite  incompetent  of  so  doing.  The  home  of  the 
children  was  one  of  the  very  worst  in  town,  yet  the  children  have  grown 
to  be  promising  citizens  owing  to  the  timely  aid  of  the  Society.  Soon  again 
we  were  called  upon  to  look  after  the  interests  of  two  little  girls  who  were 
living  with  their  mother  some  distance  to  the  north  of  us.  As  this  appeared 
to  be  a  very  difficult  case  to  deal  with,  the  Provincial  Superintendent  se- 
cured the  services  of  Constable  Short  to  aid  in  bringing  the  children  to 
town.  The  personal  appearance  of  the  dirty,  illclad,  unkempt  little  creatures 
verified  all  that  had  been  reported  to  us  in  regard  to  woeful  neglect  and 

destitution. 

Our  work  steadily  increased,  and  instead  of  one,  two  and  three  cliildren 
coming  under  our  care,  we  received  them  in  lot«  of  three  and  four  at  a  time. 
Lately  we  have  been  getting  control  of  individual  children,  and  these  have 
been  mostly  of  the  larger  and  older  class.  ^     •  xi,     o 

In  years  past  there  appears  to  have  been  failure  on  the  part  of  the  fc^o- 
ciety  to  deal  with  some  cases  of  uncared-for  children,  for  m  looking  over 
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the  mimites  of  the  preceding  years  it  was  evident  that  resolutions  had  been 
passed  and  were  not  carried  out,  and  in  almost  every  .ease  the  children  reflect 
our  neglect  of  duty.  Our  work  during  the  year  now  ending  has  been  mostly 
in  completing  the  work  commenced  in  the  previous  years,  and  this  has  been 
most  auccesefully  accomplished. 

A  matter  of  considerable  importance  to  our  Society  is  the  appointmeHt 
of  a  Children's  Committee  throughout  the  county.  This  committee  con- 
sists of  members  chosen  and  appointed  by  the  County  Judge,  Sheriff  and 
Warden.  These  members,  if  alive  to  the  work,  could  aid  in  a  great  degree 
the  bringing  about  of  better  conditions  in  Bome  of  the  rural  districts. 


The  membership  during  the  present  year  has  exceeded  that  of  any  pre- 
vious year,  there  being  at  present  85  members  enrolied  at  one  dollar  per 
membership  fee  ,and  one  life  member,  besides  there  are  contributions  of 
small  sums  to  the  amount  of  $5.50. 

Quantities  of  useful  second-hand  clothing  have  ben  received  during  the 
year,  and  much  of  it  hag  been  given  to  those  needing  the  same. 

Tour  Board  of  Managers  have  met  in  regular  meeting  eight  times  since 
our  last  annual  meeting,  and  the  average  attendance  of  members  has  been 
nine. 

Towards  the  end  of  August  the  Superintendent,  Mr,  Kelso,  paid  out  town 
a  visit,  and  very  acceptably  speaking  in  a  general  way  of  tlje  work  that  is 
being  carried  on  in  the  interests  of  child-saving  and  iU  need  of  support.

The  Secretary  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Napanee  reports  as  fol- 
lows :  The  annual  meeting  was  held  on  November  28th.  During  the  past 
year  our  Agent  has  placed  three  children  in  foster  homes,  making  a  total 
of  sixteen  children  which  have  passed  through  the  charge  of  the  Society 
during  its  six  years'  existence.  We  are  pleased  to  report  all  but  one  of 
these  children  as  living  under  favorable  training  and  greatly  appreciated 
in  the  foster  homes  to  which  they  have  been  sent.  The  other  child,  as  was 
reported  last  year,  died  a  few  months  after  leaving  our  charge. 

Our  work  during  the  year  has  been  by  no  means  burdensome,  there 
Kaving  been  no  expense  incurred  in  transferring  the  three  children  com- 
mitted to  our  care  except  the  regular  commitment  fees. 

Since  our  last  meeting  a  deputation  waited  on  the  county  council  and 
secured  a  temporary  grant  of  twenty-five  dolars.  We  also  communicated 
Tirith  township  councils  regarding  expenses  incurred  in  dealing  with  children 
from  their  immediate  districts,  and  secured  reimbursements  in  every  case 
"but  two.

GUELPH. 


The  Guelph  Humane  and  Children's  Aid  Society  has  done  a  very  im- 
portant and  useful  work  during  the  past  year.  Regular  monthly  meetings 
are  held,  at  which  matters  relating  to  children  and  humane  work  are  duly 
considered.  A  Children's  Shelter  is  maintained  on  Waterloo  Avenue,  and 
about  thirty  children  have  been  cared  for  there  by  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Allan. 
The  Children's  Committee,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  William  Hart,  has 
been  specially  active  in  looking  up  homes  for  neglected  children,  and  has 
^iven  considerable  assistance  to  the  Provincial  office  in  this  direction.  Cases 
of  neglected  children  reported  from  various  parts  of  the  county  are  also 
dealt  with,  and  altogether  a  good  deal  of  progress  is  being  made.  Mr. 
Sheriff  Allan  is  President,  Miss  Janet  C.  Melvin  Secretary,  Mrs.  W.  Hart 
Chairman  of  Committee  on  Foster  Homes,  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Buckingham  Hon- 
orary Solicitor. 


Brock  viLLE. 


The  Society  at  Brockville  has  also  been  doing  some  useful  work  during 
the  year,  with  Mr.  W.  Millar  as  Secretary,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Traill  as  Agent. 
The  latter,  especially,  has  given  a  good  deal  of  time  and  attention  to  the 
-work,  but  speaks  of  giving  it  up,  owing  to  the  demands  made  upon  his 
time.  This  would  certainly  be  a  loss,  as  Mr.  Traill  has  shown  himself 
to  be  fully  qualified  in  every  way  for  a  work  of  this  kind.  The  work  lan- 
cruishes  here  as  in  other  places,  because  of  the  backwardness  of  the  commun- 
ity in  supplying  sufficient  funds  to  properly  carry  it  on.       There  should  be 
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an  agent  with  a  salary  sufficient  to  juatify  his  giving  all  hie  time   to  the 
work.     The  burdens  of  crime  and  pauperism  can  never  be  lightened  otber- 


Walkeeton. 

The  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Walkerton  has  jurisdiction  over  the  Coun- 
ty of  Bruce,  and  there  is  a  large  and  important  work  there  which  has  yet 
tc  be  developed.  During  the  past  year  several  meetings  of  the  officers  were 
held,  at  which  matters  aSecting  the  welfare  of  neglected  and  dependent 
children  were  considered.  The  President  of  the  Society  is  Mr.  A.  Shaw, 
K.C.,  and  the  Secretary- Treasurer  Mr.  J.  Morgan. 


Other  Societies. 

In  Orillia,  Dunnville,  Gait  and  Paris  there  are  organized  branches 
and  any  cases  of  special  importance  are  attended  to.  It  has  often  seemed 
la  if  a  more  vigorous  work  could  be  accomplished  in  these  places,  but  unless 
funds  can  be  raised  to  pay  an  agent,  but  little  advance  can  be  expected. 


INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOLS. 
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INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOLS. 


The  four  Industrial  Schools  continue  to  carry  on  the  work  of  reforming 
delinquent  children.  Under  the  amended  law  pupils  are  received  up  to 
sixteen  years,  but  the  majority  of  those  committed  are  from  twelve  to  four- 
teen. The  total  population  of  theee  schools  is  now  about  320,  an  increase 
ol  fifty  over  the  previous  year.  One  cause  of  this  increase  is  the  abolition 
of  the  reformatory,  but  the  chief  reason  was  the  reduction  of  the  cost  to  the 
municipality  from  f2  per  week  to  f  1.26.  Magistrates  are  much  more  ready 
to  send  boys  than  they  formerly  were.  The  Ontario  Government  now  con- 
tributes twenty-five  cents  per  day  for  each  pupil  instead  of  ten  cents,  and 
iixis  has  transferred  from  municipalities  to  the  Government  an  annual 
charge  of  over  fl5,000.  There  is  the  danger  of  the  Industrial  School  sys- 
tem becoming  unduly  expensive,  and  this  can  best  be- safeguarded  by  greater 
activity  on  the  part  of  Children's  Aid  Societies  drafting  off  eligible  children 
to  foster  homes. 

The  gathering  together  of  large  numbers  of  depraved  ^children  is  at- 
tended by  serious  risks,  as  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  counteract  the  bad  in- 
fluence of  one  child  upon  another.  During  the  past  few  months  the  pre- 
valence of  criminal  thoughts  and  tendencies  among  these  lads  was  unpleas- 
antly demonstrated,  when  seven  youths,  all  Industrial  School  graduates, 
were  arrested  in  Toronto  with  revolvers  in  their  possession,  and  many  rob- 
beries traced  home  to  them.  To  guard  against  such  occurrences  there 
should  be  increased  thoroughness  in  the  work  of  reformation,  better  classi- 
fication, fewer  boys  in  each  class  and  cottage,  and  more  rapid  placing  out  in 
new  surroundings. 

Number  in  the  Schools. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  each  school  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  fol- 
lows:  Victoria  Industrial  School,  198;  Alexander  Industrial  School  for 
Girls,  26;  St.  John's  E.  C.  Industrial  School,  76;  St.  Mary's  R.  C.  Indus- 
trial School  for  Girls,  22;  total,  320.

General  Information. 


It  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction  that  the  general  health  of  the  school  has 
continued  good  throughout  the  year.  We  have  had  but  one  case  of  con- 
tagious disease.  The  importance  of  regular,  systematic  dental  inspection, 
as  an  important  adjunct  in  the  maintenance  of  good  health,  has  been  long 
felt.  The  work  of  caring  for  the  teeth  of  the  boys  has  been  performed  by 
Dr.  J.  G.  Adams,  Toronto.  The  teeth  of  most  of  the  boys  are  in  a  deplor- 
able condition,  showing  that  little  or  no  attention  is  given  to  their  care  by 
parents. 

The  discipline  and  the  work  of  the  school  have  been  good.  The  boys 
seem  to  show  considerable  interest  in  their  work.  Especially  is  this  true 
in  the  school  of  letters,  where  we  have  two  faithful,  painstaking  teachers. 
This  department  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Tor- 
onto, who  not  only  supply  the  teachers,  but  also  the  Public  School  supplies, 
including  text-books.  The  boys  attend  school  for  the  half  of  each  day  and 
work  at  their  trades  the  other  half.       This  system  is  preferable  to  that  of 

5  NP. 
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attending  scliool  all  day  for  tbem  lade.  Ihey  do  not  8e«m  to  "he  abl«  to  con- 
centrate their  minds  on  their  studies  for  a  much  longer  period  than  fran 
three  to  four  houre.  Our  system  affords  about  an  equal  division  of  time 
to  manual  and  acholggtic  training.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  large  ma- 
jority of  boys  committed  are  persistent  truants  from  school ;  this  is  the  prim- 
ary cause  of  commitments;  from  playing  truant  they  easily  become  com- 
panions of  larger  and  worse  boys.  The  next  step  is  the  police  court  for 
some  infringement  of  the  law.  Hence  they  do  not  take  kindly  to  the  Bchool 
room.  All  mental  efEcrt  seems  a  drudgery.  The  task  of  the  teacher,  tiere- 
fore,  in  stimulating  mental  activity,  is  a  difficult  one.  Add  to  their  former 
truant  habits,  the  fact  that  they  are  below  the  average  public  school  Iwy  in 
intelligence;  and  the  further  fact  that  so  many  of  them  have  injured  their 
mental  growth  by  free  indulgence  in  the  cigarette;  the  public  may  then 


have  some  slight  conception  of  the  difSculties  that  beset  our  teachers.  Thai 
the  boys  make  the  progress  they  do  is  a  tribute  to  the  excellent  teaching' 
ability  of  ihe  teachers.  The  subjects  taught  in  the  more  advanced  elasset 
are  arithmetic,  reading,  literature,  composition,  geography,  history,  hy- 
giene, writing,  spelling  and  dictation.  In  the  junior  classes  the  time  ij 
almost  exclusively  devoted  to  arithmetic,  reading,  spelling  and  composi- 
tion. 

Not  having  a  resident  chaplain,  we  are  dependent  largely  on  outside 
assistance  for  our  religious  instruction.  Every  Sabbath  morning  the  hojf 
are  taken  to  the  village  for  divine  worship.  On  Sabbath  aftemoone  the 
entire  school  is  formed  into  classes  for  the  study  of  the  international  serie* 
of  Sabbath  School  lessons.       These  are  taught  by  our  own  officera. 

As  shown  in  statistical  tables  the  number  of  boys  in  attendance  Decem- 
ber 3l8t,  is  191.      These  are  divided  into  five  groups,  according  to  age  and 

5a  V.c. 
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size,  and  are  placed  in  cottages.  Each  cottage  is  in  charge  of  an  officer 
and  matron,  who  are  selected  because  of  their  special  fitness  for  this  class 
of  work.  We  always  endeavor  to  secure  christian  men  and  women  for 
coaage  supervision.  They  act  in  the  capacity  of  father  and  mother  to  a 
large  family  of  boys.  This  is  the  nearest  approach  to  home  life  that  is  pos- 
sible under  such  conditions.  The  officer  is  also  an  instructor  in  some  trade 
taught  in  the  school.  The  boys  assemble  in  their  cottage  reading  room  in 
the  evenings,  when  from  one  to  two  hours  (according  to  the  season)  are  de- 
voted to  the  preparation  of  lessons  for  next  day's  work  in  the  school  room; 
the  reading  of  books,  magazines,  etc.,  by  the  boys,  or  some  book  by  the  offi- 
cer or  matron  in  charge;  games,  etc. 

On  the  play  ground,  the  boys  prove  themselves  adepts  at  all  kinds  of 
athletic  sports;  baseball  and  football  are  the  ones  most  favored.  La- 
crosse and  cricket  are  occasionally  indulged  in.  During  the  winter  months 
basJcet-ball  and  hockey  are  the  popular  sports.  Skates  are  provided  for 
all  who  wish  to  use  them  and  ample  opportunity  is  given  for  indulgence 
in  this  excellent  out-door  exercise  on  the  large  skating  rink  of  the  school. 
All  these  sports  have  their  place  and  value  in  developing  manliness  and 
physique  in  the  boys.  We  have  been  able  to  supplement  this  in  our  gym- 
nasium, where  a  very  moderate  supply  of  apparatus  for  physical  culture  has 
been  placed.  We  have  also  one  hundred  rifles,  supplied  by  the  Department 
of  Militia.      These  have  proved  of  great  service  in  our  military  drill. 

During  the  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1904  an  amendment  to  the  In- 
dustrial School  Act  was  passed  whereby  the  control  of  children  by  the  In- 
dustrial Schools  was  extended  until  they  reach  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
and  the  age  of  admission  to  the  school  raised  from  fourteen  to  sixteen  years. 
This  was  made  imperative  owing  to  the  closing  of  the  reformatory  at  Pene- 
tanguishene.  This  change  in  the  law  will,  no  doubt,  prove  beneficial.  We 
^  ill  need  a  cottage  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  larger  and  older  boys  that 
are  now  being  committed  to  the  school,  and  for  such  of  the  older  boys  who 
may  have  been  returned  to  the  school.  The  erection  of  such  a  cottage  will 
be  proceeded  with  in  the  spring.

The  health  of  the  boys  during  the  year  has  been  very  satisfactory,  with 
the  exception  of  a  couple  of  wrenches .  We  had  no  sudden  calls  for  a  doc- 
tor. We  give  all  possible  attention  to  the  mental  improvement  of  the 
pupils,  the  greater  number  of  whom  are  much  behind  in  the  school  grades. 
The  senior  boys  learn  the  trades  taught  in  the  School,  devoting  the  -  fore- 
noon to  those  industries,  and  the  afternoon  to  the  school  rooms.  During 
the  winter  we  have  night  school.  The  city  boys  do  not  wish  to  go  to  the 
country  to  work,  as  they  have  a  craving  for  the  excitement  of  city  life. 

The  locality  here  is  quite  healthful,  and  the  new  wing,  which  is  nearly 
completed,  will  afford  general  convenience.  I  am,  sir,  yours  very  respect- 
fully, B.  Orbanus.

Alexandra  School. 

J.  J.  Kelso,  Esq.,

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  report  of  the  Alex- 
andra Industrial  School  for  girls  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  Slst,  1904. 

The  number  in  the  School  is  twenty-three,  and  has  varied  but  slightly 
during  the  year. 

The  number  committed  the  past  year  was  nine;  one  was  re-committed; 
two  escaped;   seven  were  placed  out   in  situations;  and  two  sent  to  their 

homes. 

Of  those  placed  in  the  School  during  the  year  six  were  from  Toronto; 
two  from  London;  and  one  from  Orillia. 

The  industrial  part  of  the  training  is  well  looked  after  by  the  matrons 
(or  housemothers)  who  patiently  direct  and  teach  the  household  work,  and 
te  sewing,  making  all  the  clothing  and  house  furnishings.  The  teaching 
18  done  in  as  thorough  a  manner  as  the  limited  time  at  their  disposal  will 
allow.  The  laundry  is  presided  over  by  a  special  officer  for  that  purpose, 
and  different  girls  are  appointed  to  that  work  from  time  to  time,  thus  daily 
habits  of  industry  and  thrift  are  inculcated. 

In  the  school  of  letters  there  has  been  steady  and  marked  progress 
in  the  maiority  of  rases,  much  interest  is  taken  in  the  examinations  held 
each  month,  while  the  general  interest  taken  in  the  school  work  is  most  en- 
couraging. Our  teacher,  Miss  McGowan,  has  the  faculty  of  being  able  to 
secure  and  hold  the  interest  of  her  pupils  in  their  studies,  which  is  a  some- 
what difficult  thing  to  do  with  those  who  have  long  been  truants,  and  many 
of  them  also  mentally  deficient.  The  order  maintained  would  shame  many 
a  class  in  an  ordinary  public  school. 
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The  old  saying,  "All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull  boy,"  applies 
just  as  much  to  "Jennie/'  and  so  plenty  of  recreation  is  provided.  In  the 
summer,  looking  after  their  own  little  flower  gardens,  basket  ball,  and  other 
healthful  games,  and  then  there  are  swings,  a  merry-go-round,  etc.,  out- 
ings to  the  woods  and  lake,  thus  getting  near  to  nature's  heart.  In  the 
\^  inter  it  is  skating  and  sleigh-riding,  with  indoor  games  and  entertain- 
ments. 

The  spiritual  training  is  one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  our  work, 
in  fact,  the  most  important,  for  what  permanency  can  there  be  in  character- 
building  without  it.  Family  worship  is  held  morning  and  evening,  texts 
of  scripture  are  committed  to  memory,  and  recited  at  these  times.  Our 
Sabbath  is  spent  in  the  following  way :  Attending  the  morning  service  in 
the  churches  in  East  Toronto;  Sunday  School  in  the  afternoon,  studying  the 
international  series,  with  Mr.  Fenton,  of  East  Toronto.  A  special  feature 
of  this  service  is  the  singing  of  gospel  hymns,  which  the  girls  most  thor- 
oughly enjoy.  A  week-night  service  is  also  held,  conducted  by  the  local 
ministers.  The  seed  has  been  sown  carefully  and  prayerfully,  we  cannot 
estimate  the  good  which  may  have  been  done,  but  must  leave  the  results 
with  the  Omnipotent  Being,  who  will  not  let  anything  be  lost  that  is  done 
m  His  name. 

To  sum  it  all  up,  the  Alexandra  Industrial  School  endeavors  to  supply 
that  which  the  girls  have  lacked,  namely,  proper  home  training,  with  its 
discipline  and  teachings,  encouraging  the  sweet  family  life  with  all  its  help- 
fulness, studying  each  individual  child  so  as  to  try  to  bring  out  the  best  in 
each,  endeavoring  to  instil  into  their  minds  the  principles  of  truth  and  hon- 
Oisty,  trying  to  avoid  making  mere  machines  of  them,  and,  in  short,  teach- 
ing all  that  goes  to  make  up  one  of  God's  best  gifts  to  the  world,  "the  true 
woman."  The  work  is  certainly  trying  and  difficult,  and  requires  conse- 
cration, great  patience  and  perseverance,  and  much  love  for  humanity  with 
all  its  frailties. 

We  must,  before  closing,  beg  the  interest  and  help  of  our  readers  for 
those  found  to  be  too  mentally  deficient  to  take  care  of  themselves  in  the 
world,  interest  has  been  aroused  to  some  extent,   and  something  haa  been 

done,  but  not  enough.

St.  Mary's  Industrial  School. 

The  number  of  girls  in  this  school  on  Jan.  1st,  1904,  was  9;  admitted 
dnrincr  the  year,  12;  and  discharged,  1;  leaving  the  number  at  present  m 
school,  20. 
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The  terms  of  three  other  girls  have  lapsed,  and  it  is  probable  they  will 
be  leaving  the  school  in  a  short  time. 

These  girls  are  under  the  care  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 
They  are  kept  entirely  apart  from  the  women  who  seek  a  home  at  that  in- 
stitution, and  do  not  associate  nor  have  intercourse  with  them  in  any  way. 

Their  education  in  ordinary  school  subjects  is  attended  to  by  a  capable 
teacher,  and  they  are  also  taught  plain  and  fancy  sewing.  For  the  past 
six  months  they  have  had  a  piano  at  the  school,  and  some  of  the  girls,  who 
baa  never  taken  lessons  before,  have  become  quite  proficient  musicians. 

The  girls  are,  with  few  exceptions,  content,  and  show  a  decided  im- 
provement in  appearance.  The  great  problem  with  regard  to  the  inmates 
of  this  as  of  other  industrial  schools  is  what  to  do  with  them  after  the  term 
for  which  they  were  committed  has  elapsed.  The  home  surroundings  of 
many  of  them  are  bad,  and  in  very  few  instances  have  the  children  suffi- 
cient strength  of  character  to  withstand  evil  influences.  The  solution  would 
be  to  place  them  in  country  homes,  but  they  are  of  such  an  age,  when  re- 
leased, that  they  are  not  always  content  to  have  homes  chosen  for  them.

Report  of  the  Juvenile  Immigration  Work  Carried  "on  in  Ontario. 


'T^  HERE  has  been  an  increase  during  the  past  year  in  the  number  of  child- 

*        ren  brought  from  Great  Britain  and  placed  in    homes    in     Ontario. 

This  is  due  to  the  increasing  favor  with  which  juvenile  emigration   is    re- 

g'arded  in  the  old  land,  to  the  prosperous  times  in  this  country,  and  the  very 

large  demand  that  continues  to  exist  in  the  rural  districts  for  these  children. 

A  controversy  has  been  carried  on  for  some  time  past  in  the  columns 

of  the  "Manchester  Guardian"  as  to  the  treatment  accorded  these  children 

in  Canada.     A  gentleman  writing  from  tEis  side  urged  that  boys  and  girls 

should  not  be  emigrated  until  they  were  old  enough  to  protect  themselves 

as  there  was  a  great  deal  of  ill-usage   and    over-work  among  the  farming 

community.     These  views  were  endorsed  by  some  and  denied  by  others  and 

the  controversy  will  undoubtedly  creat  in  the  old  land  a  feeling  of  uneasi- 
ness and  uncertainity  as  to  the  fate  of  these  young  people  sent  out  to  begin 

life  amid  new  and  strange  surroundings.     My  own  view  is  that  while  there 

are  undoubtedly  cases  of  hardship,  hard  work  and  scant  privileges,  this  ^"s 

not  the  prevailing  condition  and  that  the  great  majority  find  good  homes 

and  reasonable  opportunity  to    develop  in  a  happy    and  natural  manner. 

All  the  children  are  certainly  expected  to  work  and  this  is  very  largely  the 

motive  that  prompts  the  application  for  them.     At  the  same  time  this  ^*s 

not  in  itself  a  serious  objection  if  there  are  compensating  advantages.     The 

essential  thing  is  that  the  children  should  be  given  good  food,  comfort- 
able clothing,  a  suitable  sleeping  room  and  should  have  all  the  social  ad- 
vantages of  the  home  and  neighborhood.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases 
the  children  enjoy  these  privileges,  ajid  they  do  not  mind  the  incidental 
work  of  the  farm,  which  is  participated  in  by  all  alike — by  the  master  and 
mistress,  the  hired  help,  or  the  boy  and  girl  whom  they  have  taken  to 
"raise."  The  loneliness  and  isolation  of  Canadian  rural  life  is  fast  becoming 
a  thing  of  the  past.  Railway  facilities,  electricity,  an  improved  postal 
system  by  which  letters  and  newspapers  come  to  the  home  almost  daily, 
tend  to  keep  the  country  people  as  well  informed  on  public  affairs  as  the 
inhabitants  of  large  cities,  and  there  is  that  greatest  of  all  blessings,  social 
equality  and  unrestrained  participation  in  the  church  and  other  meetings, 
that  has  always  been  accorded  to  these  boys  and  girls.  Work  is  a  blessing 
to  these  young  people,  and  work  in  the  pure  country  air,  epecially  in  so 
healthy, and  exhiliarating  a  climate  as  that  enjoyed  in  nearly  every  part  of 
healthy  and  exhilarating  a  climate  as  that  enjoyed  in  nearly  every  part  of 
always  taking  for  granted,  of  course,  that  it  is  not  imreasonable  in  amount 
or  length  of  time.  The  hardships  of  pioneer  days  are  fast  disappearing 
and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  almost  every  day  will  see  some  new  improvement 
or  labor-saving  device  introduced  upon  the  farm.  Then  the  children  soon 
fret  into  Canadian  ways  of  thinking  and  doing.  They  form  close  friend- 
ships with  the  neighbors  where  they  reside,  and  since  they  are  constantly 
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advancing  toward  manhood's  estate,  any  ill-usage  or  neglect  is  not  likely 
to  be  of  long  duration.  Neighbors,  as  a  rule,  are  always  ready  to  sympa- 
thize with  these  young  people,  and  sometimes  complaints  are  prompted  by 
local  jealousies  and  a  universal  willingness  to  interfere  in  other  people's 
business,  rather  than  by  any  real  grievance.  Be  that  as  it  may,  all  com- 
plaints of  this  kind  are  promptly  and  systematically  investigated,  not  only 
by  the  English  Societies  interested,  but  frequently  by  the  local  Children's 
Aid  Society  and  this  department,  and  if  there  is  any  truth  in  the  charge 
the  child  is  removed  to  another  home  and  neighborhood  and  the  danger  of 
any  subsequent  ill-treatment  avoided.  In  some  cases  of  extreme  ill-treat- 
ment prosecutions  have  been  instituted  and  punishment  equal  to,  if  not  'a 
excess  of  the  offence,  administered.  There  is  no  country  in  the  world  that 
has  better  child-protection  laws  than  Ontario,  nor  is  there  any  country  where 
the  spirit  of  kindness  and  humanity  dominates  all  classes  more  than  in  this 
banner  Province  of  Ontario. 

But  while  all  this  is  true,  there  is  need  for  a  more  frequent  visitation 
of  these  children.  A  visit  of  once  each  year,  while  it  complies  with  the 
letter  of  the  law,  does  not  fully  insure  the  best  results.  Two  or  three  visits 
at  different  seasons  of  the  year,  with  a  thorough  investigation,  would  be 
very  desirable.  Often  the  visitors  make  a  flying  call  that  is  almost  use- 
less. It  is  not  sufficient  to  hail  the  boy  and  his  employer  over  to  the  side 
of  the  vehicle  and  drive  on  after  a  five  minutes  conversation;  there  should 
be  a  stay  on  the  premises  of  several  hours  in  order  that  conditions  may  be 
carefully  observed  and  an  opportunity  given  the  child  to  unbosom  himself 
after  he  thoroughly  understands  the  object  of  the  visit.  I  have  known  of 
many  visits  that  were  worse  than  useless  simply  because  the  main  desire 
of  the  visitor  was  to  see  as  many  children  per  day  as  possible.  This  policy 
of  frequent  and  systematic  visiting  involves  considerabTe  expense  and,  as 
in  many  other  things,  the  fear  of  expense  has  prevented  the  best  work  being 
done.  If  those  who  hold  the  purse  strings  would  provide  liberally  for  fre- 
quent and  proper  visitation  then  much  of  the  over-work  and  ill-treatment 
complained  of  would  be  avoided  and  the  system  made  as  nearly  ideal  as 
could  well  be  devised. 

In  my  intercourse  with  the  various  superintendents  of  the  receiving 
homes  in  Ontario  I  can  say  without  hesitation  that  they  are  all  men  of  the 
highest  character,  greatly  interested  in  their  young  wards  and  extremely 
anxious  to  help  and  protect  them.  A  strengthening  of  the  office  and  visita- 
tion staff  would  I  am  sure  be  welcomed  by  them  and  would  relieve  them  of 
manv  anxieties. 


Inspector  Byrne's  Report. 

Mr.  P.  Byrne,  who  inspects  the  children  for  the  Ontario  Government 
before  they  leave  England,  sends  the  following  report:

The  total  number  of  children  in  the  several  parties  was  1,754  against 
1,674  last  year.    The  boys  numbered  1,180  and  the  girls  574. 

Regarding  the  children  generally  who  have  been  emigrated  during  the 
present  year,  I  can  say  little  beyond  what  I  have  already  stated  in  my  re- 
ports of  the  various  parties  separately,  namely:  That  on  a  close  inspection, 
I  was  favourably  impressed  by  their  general  appearance,  demeanour  and  in- 
telligence. The  reports  I  received  as  to  their  characters  and  conduct  while 
in  the  Homes  were  also  favourable  and  showed  that  those  responsible  for 
their  training,  education  and  selection  for  emigration,  are  as  careful  as  ever 
to  send  out  only  such  children  as  are  likely  to  make  their  way  and  grow  up 
good  citizens  of  the  Province.

Dr.  Barnardo's  Homes. 

Dr.  Bamardo  has  emigrated  to  this  country  in  the  course  of  the  season, 
874  boys  and  424  srirls,  of  whom  740  boys  and  417  ^irls^  were  located  in 
Ontario.  The  children  crossed  from  England  in  the  following  detachments : 
April  3rd,  1904,  boys  267,  girls  5;  May  30,  130  girls;  July  31,  348  boys, 
136  girls;  9th  October,  200  boys,  112  girls;  4th  November,  53  boys,  41  girls; 
arriving  at  various  dates,  6  boys. 

During  the  year  the  organization  and  work  of  supervision  by  personal 
visitation  and  correspondence  has  been  well  maintained.  In  view  of  the 
large  increase  in  numbers,  the  staff  of  travelling  inspectors,  as  well  as  the 
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clerical  staff,  has  been  strengthened.  The  demand  has  exceeded  anything 
known  in  the  experience  of  the  past,  every  child  having  been  applied  for  ten 
times  over.  The  younger  children  have  been  boarded  out  in  foster-homes, 
while  the  older  boys  and  girls  have  been  placed  in  situations.  The  demand 
for  boys  and  girls,  although  by  no  means  confined  to  the  country,  is  chiefly 
in  the  rural  districts,  and  it  is  amongst  the  farmers  that  homes  are  found 
for  them.  The  policy  of  the  management  has  always  been  to  discourage 
the  settling  of  these  young  people  in  the  cities  and  towns,  believing  that 
their  prospects  for  the  future  are  far  better  and  their  value  to  the  country 
as  colonists  greatly  enhanced  by  their  being  brought  up  on  farms,  thus 
assisting  in  the  development  of  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  country. 
The  work  continues  to  be  under  the  general  direction  of  Mr.  A.  B.  Owen, 
as  Canadian  Agent. 

Hazel  Brae,  Peterboko'. 

About  four  hundred  girls  have  been  received  at  Hazel  Brae,  Peterboro', 
Dr.  Barnardo's  receiving  home  for  girls,  during  the  season  of  1904.  Those 
old  enough  to  work  and  to  take  wages  have  been  placed  out  immediately, 
in  most  cases  having  been  promised  before  their  arrival.  A  large  propor- 
tion sent  out  this  year  have  been  little  girls  under  school  age,  who  have 
been  placed  as  boarders  that  they  may  have  the  opportunity  of  growing  up 
amidst  Canadian  surroundings,  of  attending  Canadian  schoools  and  of  thus 
generally  becoming  better  fitted  for  the  work  and  the  duties  which  lie  be- 
fore them  in  Canada.  The  general  record  of  the  girls  is  reported  as  satis- 
factory— a  goodly  number  of  marriages,  four  deaths,  a  few  failures  and  a 
few  returns  to  England,  the  latter  being  chiefly  young  women  who  'have 
saved  enough  from  their  earnings  to  pay  a  visit  to  a  mother  or  some  near 
relative,  and  to  have  a  sight  of  the  Old  Country  once  more.  The  system- 
atic visiting  of  the  girls  has  been  carried  on  as  usual — in  addition  to  whirh 
many  special  visits  have  been  made  where  personal  advice  was  thoucrht  de- 
sirable, or  when  there  was  any  suspicion  or  rumor  of  neglect  or  harsh  tre^it- 
ment.  A  larger  work  has  been  done  the  past  year  than  ever  before.  Miss 
Loveday  continues  as  Secretary  with  Miss  Woodgate  as  Matron. 

Marchmont  Home,  Belleville. 

The  number  of  children  received  at  this  well  known  receiving  agency 
during  the  past  year  was  94,  made  up  of  58  boys  and  36  girls  from  six  to 
seventeen  years  of  age.  These  children  were  carefully  selected  by  Rev. 
Robert  Wallace,  who  has  for  a  number  of  years  past  made  an  annual  trip 
to  the  old  land  for  this  purpose.  A  considerable  proportion  of  these  child- 
ren came  from  Manchester  and  others  from  an  orphanage  at  Saltcoats, 
Scotland.  The  first  party  arrived  on  April  25th,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Wal- 
lace, and  on  May  19th  a  party  of  girls  came  out  in  charge  of  Miss  Smet- 
hurst,  who  has  been  connected  with  the  Manchester  institutions  for  a  number 
of  years.  Before  returning  she  visited  quite  a  number  of  children  placed 
out  in  former  years  and  expressed  great  satisfaction  at  their  treatment  and 
surroundinp-s.  Mr.  T.*  E.  Ackroyd,  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Bots' 
and  Girls'  Refuges  at  Manchester,  also  visited  Ontario  during  the  past  sum- 
mer and  spent  a  week  in  travelling  through  the  rural  districts  ,visitin<r  lads 
in  their  homes.  He  also  stated  that  he  was  deliirhted  with  the  homes  and 
prospects  of  the  children,  and  on  his  return  to  England,  wrote  a  series  of 
letters  to  the  Manchester  Guardian  commending  the  work.  Tn  addition  to 
these  special  visits,  there  is  a  permanent  visitor  employed  who  reffularly 
calls  upon  all  the  children  under  eighteen  and  reports  upon  their  welfare. 
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The  demand  for  children  continues  as  great  as  ever  and  owing  to  the  pros- 
perous condition  of  the  country  the  wages  paid  to  boys  is  much  higher  than 
formerly. 

The  Fegan  Boys'  Home. 

Mr.  Fegan's  Canadian  Distributing  Home,  295  George  Street,  Toronto, 
received  a  party  of  forty-nine  boys  oft  April  26th  and  at  once  placed  them 
all  out  in  situations.  The  Canadian  Superintendent,  Mr.  George  Green- 
way,  reports  that  they  have  all  been  recently  visited  and  appear  to  be  doing 
well  and  giving  satisfaction,  very  few  complaints  being  made  against  them. 
The  ages  of  the  boys  brought  out  this  year  were  from  ten  to  twenty  years, 
the  average  age  being  fifteen!  During  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a 
great  improvement  in  the  treatment  accorded  these  lads  and  there  is  now 
very  little  truth  in  the  statements  sometimes  made  that  thev  are  overworked 
and  ill-used. 

From  1885  to  1904,  inclusive,  there  were  1,'560  boys  sent  out  by  this 
Home.     A  recent  revision  of  the  lists  gives  the  following  information:  —

The  Stephenson  Childhen's  Home,  Hamilton. 


During  the  year  there  were  78  boys  and  8  girls  sent  out  from  England 
to  the  Stephenson  Receiving  Home  at  Hamilton,  this  number  including 
young  men  and  women  who  came  out  with  the  party  and  are  now  placed 
in  situations  in  Ontario.  The  first  party,  consisting  of  51  males  and  6  fe- 
males, arrived  on  April  6th;  four  young  men  arrived  on  April  11th;  and 
on  October  18th  a  party  of  23  boys  and  2  girls  was  received.  The  ages 
ranged  from  nine  to  twenty  years,  the  majority  being  over  fourteen  years 
of  age.  The  girls  were  placed  in  homes  that  had  been  specially  arranged 
for  them  before  their  arrival  by  Mr.  Frank  Hills,  the  Canadian  Superin- 
tendent, and  the  institution  is  not  at  present  contemplating  re-opening  the 
g-ixls'  department.  The  demand  for  these  boys  and  girls  continues  to  be  far 
in  excess  of  the  supply  and  they  were  all  placed  out  within  a  short  time 
after  their  arrival,  most  of  them  in  farm  homes.  They,  have  all  settled 
down  and  seem  to  be  giving  great  satisfaction,  and,  with  a  very  few  ex- 
ceptions, they  receive  the  best  of  care  and  attention  and  are  happy  and 
contented.  They  are  visited  at  least  once  a  year  and  any  complaints  made 
receive  prompt  and  careful  attention. 

The  Miss  MacPherson  Home,  Stratford. 

There  has  been  received  at  this  agency  during  the  year  125  boys  and 
56  «?irls,  a  total  of  181.  The  first  party,  consisting  of  53  boys  and  20  girls, 
airrived  on  May  10th;  a  second  party  of  50  boys  and  22  girls  came  out  on 
the  6th  of  August;  on  September  17th  a  party  of  17  boys  and  14  girls  was 
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received;  and  early  in  the  spring  a  party  of  five  older  boys  arrived.  These 
children  have  all  been  placed  out  in  foster-homes  and  are  doing  well.  They 
were,  as  a  rule,  bright  and  intelligent  and  had  good  manners  and  training. 
There  has  been  on  serious  sickness  among  them  with  the  exception  of  one 
boy  of  fifteen  who  has  died  from  heart  disease.  During  the  year  Miss  M. 
E.  Miles,  of  London,  England,  and  Miss  £.  Smyly,  of  Dublin,  Ireland, 
were  sent  out  to  visit  the  children  and  made  a  gratifying  report  of  their 
progress  and  condition.     Mr.  W.  H.  Merry  is  Superintendent. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

During  the  past  year  the  record  of  the  Church  of  England  Waifs  and 
Stray's  Society  in  Canada  has  been  one  of  steady  advancement  in  the  work 
of  caring  for  and  supervising  the  young  girls  brought  out  for  colonization. 

In  1904,  three  parties  came  out  from  England  on  the  28th  April,  28tb 
July  and  22nd  September,  numbering  32  girls,  of  which  the  ages  varied 
from  ten  to  eighteen  years.  These  children  were  fully  up  to  the  average, 
if  not  superior  to  other  years  and  readily  found  good  homes  in  the  Province. 

Of  those  placed  out  only  nine  have  been  returned  to  the  Home,  and  of 
these  none  for  any  serious  charge,  the  principal  being  '* unsuitable. " 

The  Lady  Visitor  has  been  busy  on  the  year,  paying  her  visits  to  the 
charges  of  the  Home.  During  1904  upwards  of  200  calls  were  made,  entail- 
ing the  travelling  of  some  5,000  miles  to  reach  them. 

Her  reports  show  that  the  majority  **are  doing  well,"  some  "fairly 
well,"  and  improving  in  many  ways,  notably  in  regard  to  health.  Many 
who  have  looked  rather  '^weaklings"  when  sent  out  have  developed  and 
grown  mentally  and  physically.  They  look  bright  and  happy,  even  though 
they  may  not  be  giving  entire  satisfaction,  even  in  face  of  a  complaint  from 
the  foster-mother  or  mistress,  expressing  a  wish  to  remain  where  they  are, 
and  usually  make  a  solemn  promise  to  '"do  better."  The  Hon.  Secretary, 
Mr.  J.  de  W.  Randall,  writes :  "I  have  on  fyle  in  my  office  some  2,000  re- 
ports taken  in  the  past  3  or  4  years  from  all  parts  of  the  Province  and  from 
all  conditions  of  life.  These  reports  are  made  with  the  object  of  giving 
accurate  information  as  to  the  condition  of  the  children,  both  as  to  them- 
selves and  the  home  in  which  they  are  placed,  how  they  are  clothed,  care* I 
for  and  educated.  In  this  mass  of  information  I  fail  to  find  one  instance 
that  would  warrant  the  criticism  in  the  Manchester  papers,  and  though  this 
information  collected  at  a  great  expense  is  of  the  nature  of  a  'private  re- 
port/ still  I  would  be  pleased  to  have  anyone  interested  in  the  work  ex- 
amine it." 

The  Quarbier  Home,  Brockville. 

When  the  Ontario  Act  regulating  the  importation  of  British  Child- 
ren was  passed  in  1897,  Mr.  Quarrier  took  offence,  claiming  that  the  Act 
discriminated  unfairly  against  a  worthy  and  desirable  class  of  rhil«lren 
In  consequence  the  emigration  of  young  people  from  the  Quarrier  Homes 
at  Bridge-of-Weir,  Scotland,  was  discontinued.  During  the  past  year  both 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Quarrier  passed  away  and  the  committee  in  charpre,  finding 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  did  not  entail  any  hardship,  decided  to  take 
up  the  work  apain.  Accordinrfy  Pastor  D.  J.  Pindlay,  of  Glasgow,  while 
on  a  visit  to  this  country  in  July  last,  made  application  on  behalf  of  the 
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Board  of  Directors  for  authority  to  a^ain  place  out  Scottisli  boys  and  girls 
in  this  Province.  An  order-in-council  was  passed  granting  the  deeired  per- 
mission and  on  Oct.  26  a  party  of  fifty-five  boys  arrived  at  "Fairknove," 
Broclcville,  the  well  known  receiving  home  from  which  many  children  'n 
past  years  received  their  first  introduction  to  Canadian  life.  These  boys, 
ranging  in  years  from  ten  to  fourteen,  were  speedily  provided  with  homes 
and  situations  and  their  interests  will  be  looked  after  by  Mr.  Alex.  Surges, 
the  resident  agent  of  the  Homes. 

The  Catholic  Immigration  Association. 

The  two  Catholic  child  immigrating  Societies,  carrying  on  work  in  Canada, 
were  amalgamated  in  a  new  Society,  called  the  Calholic  Emigration  Association. 
During  the  year  under  the  two  Societies  then  Emigrating,  there  were  received 
from  England — 257  Boys  and  64  Girls — Of  these  97  boys  and  12  girls  were 
placed  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  the  balance  in  the  other  Provinces,  prin- 
cipally Quebec.  In  addition  to  those  received  from  England — 52  Boys  and  16 
Girla — were  replaced  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  making  a  total  of  149  boys  and 
27  girls  actually  placed  in  that  province  during  the  year.  Thorough  visitation 
of  the  children  has  been  made  during  the  year,  the  result  being  most  satisfactory. 
The  children  were  found  to  be  well-treated  except  in  but  one  or  two  cases,  and 
to  be  giving  general  Gatisfaction.  During  the  year  an  Old  Boys  and  Girls 
Association  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  and  keeping  track  of  those 
out  of  the  control  of  the  Association.  It  began  with  a  membership  of  .50,  which 
grew  by  the  end  of  the  year  to  about  180.  Mr.  i;ecil  Arden  is  the  resident  ^ent, 
his  address  being  the  receiving  home  at  Ottawa  and  386  St.  Antoine  St., 
Montreal. 
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PENETANG  REFORMATORY. 


An  AccotTNT  OF  How  it  was  Closed  and  the  Disposal  uade  of  the  Inuates 
— Theik  Conduct  and  Progress. 


Toronto,  Dee.  20,  1904. 

When  it  was  decided  to  abolisH  fhe  Ontario  Reformatory  for  Boys  at 
Penetanguieliene  a  queation  of  some  moment  was  as  to  the  disposal  that 
should  be  made  of  the  hundred  odd  boya  who  were  in  the  institution.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  writer,  who  saw  in  it  a  splendid  opportunity  for 
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useful  philanthropic  work  and  undertook  to  assume  the  guardianship  of 
the  lads  and  provide  them  with  free  homes  and  situations.  Every  boy  was 
taken  over,  without  regard  to  his  previous  reputation  or  offence,  and  this 
report,  written  ten  months  later,  purports  to  give  a  complete  and  unbiassed 
account  of  how  the  experiment  worked  out.  It  was  a  great  success — so 
great  that  one  feels  like  exulting  in  the  possibilities  opened  up  for  future 
efforts  with  so-called  incorrigible  boys.  Clearly  it  has  been  demonstrated 
that  lads,  however  degraded,  can  be  reclaimed  and  restored  to  good  citizen- 
ship if  only  the  right  methods  are  used;  and  if  there  is  failure  it  is  because 
of  lack  of  faith,  lack  of  thoroughness,  and  lack  of  sympathetic  co-operation. 
These  young  people,  with  rough  exterior  and   possibly   repellant   manner. 
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were  found  to  Tiave^  hearts  readily  responsive  to  good  impressions,  and  in- 
vestigation proved  that  in  many  cases  they  had  gone  astray  through  cmsea 
over  which  they  had  no  control. 

Boys  not  so  Bad  as  They  Look. 

Boys  are  of  complex  character — they  often  appear  on  the  surface  to  be 
what  they  are  not  in  reality  and  they  frequently  do  and  say  things  which 
are  not  a  correct  index  of  their  true  feelings  or  disposition.  Especially  n 
the  case  of  the  so-called  bad  boy  is  there  a  tendency  to  conceal  the  natural- 
ly good  tendencies  of  the  heart  under  a  rough  manner  and  forbidding 
countenance,  but  it  is  an  almost  invariable  experience  that  if  such  bovd  are 
dealt  with  in  the  proper  spirit  of  kindly  companionship  and  sympathy  they 
can  be  influenced  for  good  and  perhaps  impressions  made  that  will  influence 
the  life  and  character  for  all  time  to  come. 

Boys  crave  afEection  and  sympathy  fully  as  much  as  girls  and  owing 
to  the  fact  that  they,  as  a  rule,  receive  so  little  consideration  in  this  respect 
their  hearts'  best  impulses  are  more  easily  stirred  by  the  kindly  word  and 
the  intuitive  belief  that  they  are  understood  and  appreciated. 

Police  officials  "take  no  chances,"  as  one  of  them  remarked  to  me  while 
he  gripped  a  small  lad  firmly  by  the  arm.  They  apparently  look  upon  a 
boy  who  has  once  been  convicted  of  wrongdoing  as  incapable  of  ever  doing 
right  again  and  consequently  unworthy  of  confidence.  There  are,  of  course, 
many  good  and  kindly  disposed  men  among  these  officials,  but  their  busi- 
ness of  hunting  up  culprHs  and  the  fact  that  their  professional  standing 
is  at  stake  often  leads  them  to  take  an  unsympathetic  attitude  and  thus 
create  in  the  youthful  breast  a  spirit  of  hatred  and  revenge  that  not  infre- 
quently develops  into  a  settled  career  of  crime. 

Boys  are  usually  what  they  are  thought  to  be  and  live  up  to  the  stand- 
ard  set  for  them  whether  it  be  a  high  and  noble  one  or  low  and  debasing,  and 
when  they  are  given  to  understand  that  they  are  thoroughly  bad  and  no 
longer  worthy  of  confidence  they  have  no  incentive  to  prove  themselves  any 
different. 

Population  of  Reformatory  Fell  Off. 

For  several  years  past  the  population  of  the  Ontario  Reformatory  for 
Boys  at  Penetanguishene  had  been  steadily  diminishing.  At  one  time  there 
were  265  boys  in  the  institution,  but  of  recent  years  its  population  fell  to 
about  150.  There  were  several  reasons  for  this  decline.  The  establish- 
ment of  the  Victoria  Industrial  School  at  Mimico  in  1887  was  a  practical 
duplication  of  the  work;  the  Children's  Protection  Act,  passed  in  1893,  in- 
troduced an  extensive  home-finding  movement;  and  through  this  office 
situations  were  provided  for  many  homeless  lads  and  minor  offenders. 
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The  Reformatory  frequently  came  up  for  discussion  in  the  Legislature 
and  its  work  was  adversely  criticized  by  many  ofScials  and  philanthropic 
workers.  To  bring  about  an  improvement  it  was  decided  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  build  a  new  institution  in  the  County  of  Oxford  along  modern  lines. 
The  land  was  secured  and  an  expensive  building  was  about  to  be  erected 
when  the  suggestion  was  made  that  it  might  be  possible  to  abolish  the  Re- 
formatory altogether,  first,  by  providing  for  the  inmates  of  the  institution 
in  foster-homes  and  situations,  and  then  by  directing  that  future  commit- 
ments should  be  made  to  the  Children's  Aid  Societies  and  the  Industrial 
Schools.  This  plan  was  favored  by  the  Government  and,  as  already  stated, 
the  work  of  providing  for  the  boys  placed  under  the  direction  of  this  oifice. 

Already  the  experiment  had  been  successfully  tried  of  befriending  and 
placing  in  foster-homes  some  twenty  or  thirty  young  lads  who  were  com- 
mitted to  the  Reformatory,  but  intercepted  on  the  way  there.  The  excel- 
lent progress  made  by  these  lads  and  the  fact  that  none  of  them  got  into  any 
subsequent  trouble  indicated  the  possibilities  for  a  more  complete  and  radi- 
cal home-finding  work,  and  it  was  decided  to  attempt  larger  things  for 
unfortunate,  crime-tainted  youth. 

Not  a  HorEFUL  Outlook. 

The  first  necessary  step  was  to  collect  all  available  information  concern- 
ing the  history,  former  home  surroundings,  etc.,  of  each  boy,  and  then  the 
institution  was  visited  to  view  the  situation  at  closer  range.     The  outlook 
was  not  at  all  encouraging.     Letters  came  from  constables  and  other  offi- 
cials who  had  been  written  to,  and  with  great  unanimity  they  replied  "Do 
what  you  like  with  the  boy,  but  don't  let  him    come    back  to  this  town." 
Then  the  lads  themselves  when  grouped  in  the  yard  of  the  institution,  pre- 
sented a  forbidding  appearance.     They   were  all   addicted  to   chewing  to- 
bacco, profanity,   etc.,  and  had  the  swagger  and  bravado    of    professional 
criminals.     One  of  the  officials,  when  told  that  the  boys  were  going  to  be 
set  at  liberty,  raised  his  hands  in  horror  at  such  a  proposition.     They  were 
there  for  every  crime  on  the  calendar,   and  in  his  opinion,  and  doubtless 
it  would  have  been  the  opinion  of  many  others,  they  should  be  kept  in  cus- 
tody to  the  last  day  of  their  sentence.     But  there  is  a  thought  here  worth 
noting  :       A  crowd  or  a  gang  is  always  worse  than  its  individual  members. 
]Men  and  boys  will  do  things  in  concert  that  they  would  never  dream  of 
centering  upon  singly — and  all  the  success  that  has  been  attained  with  the 
1  Reformatory  boys  was  through  separating  them  from  each  other  and  from 
former  surroundings  and  dealing  with  them  entirely  as  individuals.     The 
V>oy8,   I  found,   were  hardened  by  their  incarceration.       They  encouraged 
e*ach  other  to  resist  good  influences,  besides  disseminating  all  the  badness 
tliey  knew — and  every  day  was  making  them  worse  instead  of  better  I     This 
T\-as  the  testimony  of  the  boys  themselves,   and  in  conversation  with  them 
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later  they  mentioned  instances  of  things  they  had  learned  concerning  crime  of 
which  they  had  been  ignorant  before  commitment. 

Enteeing  into  a  Compact. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  McCrosson,  a  room 
was  provided,  and  each  boy  was  interviewed  in  turn.  They  entered  with 
indifference  if  not  defiance,  not  understanding  why  they  were  to  be  ques- 
tioned— they  left  in  nearly  every  case  with  ambitions  aroused  and  dawning 
consciousness  of  manhood  that  was  afterwards  to  have  a  fuller  and  nobler 
development. 

They  could  not  understand  why  a  stranger  and  an  official  should  take 
personal  interest  in  them,  and  when  they  realized  that  this  interest  was 
prompted  by  love  and  sympathy  they  were  more  than  willing  to  yield  a 
hearty  and  loyal  co-operation  in  regaining  a  useful  and  honorable  position 
in  society. 

To  each  boy  it  was  clearly  explained  that  his  liberation  was  a  matter 
of  personal  favor  and  responsibility,  that  in  going  out  he  would  be  fully 
trusted,  helped  in  every  reasonable  way  and  would  have  a  friend  to  look 
to,  while  on  the  other  hand  any  failure  on  his  part  would  involve  the  dis- 
crediting of  his  benefactor  and  would  bring  undoubted  pain  and  disap- 
pointment to  those  who  wished  to  help  him.  This  promise  and  this  ap- 
peal made  a  deep  impression.  In  some  cases  tears  flowed  down  their  cheeks 
at  the  thought  of  somebody  being  willing  to  trust  them  and  to  give  them 
an  opportunity  to  show  that  they  were  not  entirely  lost  to  the  sense  of  good- 
ness and  honor.  Some  few  spoke  in  genuine  sorrow  of  the  pain  they  had 
caused  their  mother,  others  referred  to  the  fact  that  they  had  never  known 
a  mother's  love,  and,  sadder  still,  some  of  the  boys,  with  downcast  eyes, 
admitted  that  their  parents  had  never  taught  them  the  difference  between 
right  and  wrong  and  were  indeed  the  cause  of  their  being  in  the  institution. 
With  all  these  boys,  each  with  his  own  broken  life  and  early  misfortunes 
to  contend  against,  it  was  impossible  not  to  sympathize  deeply,  and  these 
touching  interviews  gave  an  added  incentive  to  help  and  befriend  tliem. 

Long  Sentences. 

A  number  had  good  homes  and  respectable  relatives  and  had  been  given 
long  sentences  by  magistrates  who  felt  that  the  law  must  be  vindicated 
even  if  a  boy's  young  life  was  sacrificed.  Many  of  the  ,offences  for  which 
sentence  was  passed  were  committed  impulsively  and  without  any  realii- 
ation  of  consequences  or  prompted  by  any  deep-laid  scheme  or  badness  of 
heart,  and  a  three,  four  or  five  year  term  of  imprisonment  they  regarded 
as  too  severe  a  punishment.  Some  magistrates  were,  of  course,  actuated 
by  the  best  of  motives,  honestly  believing  the  boys  would  have  an  opportun- 
ity to  receive  a  fine  education,  learn  a  trade,  etc. 
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SouE  Ketubned  to  Rei^tives. 

Where  possible  boys  were  again  returned  to  their  homes,  after  promises 
had  been  faithfully  made  on  both  sides.  Where  the  home  was  not  what  't 
should  be  some  of  the  lads  were  placed,  under  agreement,  with  uncles, 
grand-parents  and  other  relatives  who  were  deeply  interested  in  their  wel- 
fare and  desirous  of  helping  them  to  regain  their  lost  standing.  These 
cases  were  disposed  of  first,  recognizing  the  great  immutable  law  of  kindred 
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that  leads  all  human  beings  whether  young  or  old  to  crave  for  association 
with  those  to  whom  they  are  bound  by  the  sacred  ties  of  blood. 

Others  Sent  to  Farms. 

The  next  class  taken  up  was  the  boys  who  were  acquainted  with  farm 
life  and  willing  to  accept  situations  in  the  country.  Later  a  number  were 
taken  who  could  not  be  allowed  to  return  to  improper  homes  and  who  were 
persuaded  to  be  content  in  country  situations  for  the  present  at  all  events. 
This  was  by  far  the  most  desirable  course,  and  was  followed  by  the  most 
satisfactory  results. 
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G.  B. — This  lad's  mother  is  dead  and  the  father  is  a  worthless  sort  of  man  who 
did  not  care  for  his  children.  Two  others  of  this  family  are  now  in  the  Orphan^ 
Home  and  an  elder  brother  served  a  term  in  tbb  Reformatory  and  has  now  drifteo 
away  to  some  other  city. 

William  C. — ^This  boy's  family  are  bad  from  beginning  to  end,  and  there  would 
be  no  hope  for  him  if  he  were  allowed  to  return.  The  best  thing  to  do  is  to  send  him 
to  another  home  a  long  way  off. 

M.  B. — This  boy's  father  is  dead  and  his  mother  is  a  disreputable  woman.  The 
child  had  to  associate  with  the  worst  people  in  the  city,  and  what  could  be  expecteJ 
from  him  if  he  again  came  in  contact  with  these  characters.''  Better  keep  him  away 
from  here. 

Arthur  D. — ^This  boy's  father  is  a  drunkard,  and  is  no  good  whatever,  consequently 
there  is  no  place  here  for  the  boy.  He  would  probably  do  much  better  in  anothor 
locality. 

Joseph  B. — This  boy's  mother  was  unmarried,  and  he  never  knew  wh&t  it  was  *o 
have  a  home  with  kindly  treatment  and  moral  instruction.  He  has  therefore  grown 
up  wild  and  naturally  drifted  into  the  Reformatory. 

James  B. — The  relatives  of  this  boy  are  all  of  a  low  class  and  they  cannot  look 
after  Mm  properly.    There  is  no  chance  of  his  doing  well  if  he  came  back  here. 

Fred.  J. — Boy's  mother  was  unmarried  and  he  was  brought  up  by  grandparents 
who  were  too  old  and  poor  to  look  after  him.  He  was  always  on  the  streets  and  coni- 
ing  into  conflict  with  the  police.  His  mother  is  now  married  and  living  in  the 
United  States.     She  does  not  want  him  and  there  is  no  use  in  his  coming  back  here. 

Orphans  and  Half-Orphans. 

Many  of  these  young  lads  were  deprived  of  one  or  both  parents.  Out 
of  ninety  boj's  it  was  found  on  enquiry  that  forty — almost  half  the  entire 
number — were  either  orphans  or  half -orphans.  Thirteen  of  the  boys  had 
neither  father  nor  mother,  fifteen  others  had  no  mother,  while  there  were 
twelve  whose  fathers  were  dead  and  mothers  were  compelled  to  work  for  a 
living.  In  not  less  than  thirty-five  instances  the  mothers  were  the  sole 
support  of  the  family  and  were  compelled  to  work  out  all  day  as  charwomen, 
the  children  being  left  to  their  own  devices  in  the  meantime.  Over  twenty 
of  the  boys  had  a  step-parent  and  while  it  would  be  unfair  to  say  that  all 
these  step-parents  were  cruel,  still  there  was  a  strained  relationship,  a  lack 
of  sympathy  and  harmony  which  drove  the  boy  to  the  streets  and  led  to  hi? 
commitment  to  the  Reformatory.  In  fact,  in  three-fourths  of  the  cases 
the  boys  would  never  have  been  committed  to  the  Reformatory  or  got  into 
any  serious  trouble  had  both  their  parents  been  alive,  respectable,  and  rea- 
sonably attentive  to  their  children's  welfare!  As  a  rule  the  boys  were 
bright  and  willing,  easily  influenced  for  good  and  readily  responsive  io 
kindness,  while  a  few  that  could  not  be  thus  reached  were  mentally  and 
physically  degenerate  and  subjects  more  for  a  custodial  institution  for  the 
feeble-minded  than  for  a  reform  school  or  an  independent  life. 

Over  Two  Hundred  Years  to  Serve. 

The  supreme  importance  of  this  method  of  dealing  with  the  boys  will 
be  realized  when  it  is  stated  that  the  lads  paroled  had  an  aggregate  of  218 
years  yet  to  serve.     Think  of   it  from  any  standpoint — the  deprivation  to 
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the  boye  themBelves,  the  long  secluaion  from  the  world  in  which  they  must 
ultimately  earn  their  living  and  in  the  most  valuable  and  impresaionable 
period  of  life !  Think  of  the  loss  to  the  community  in  bright  young  workers 
who  might  be  fitting  themselves  for  useful  trades  and  avocations,  the  expense 
to  the  community  in  maintaining  them  for  all  those  long  years,  in  addition 
to  the  loss  of  wages  which  they  might  have  been  earning !  In  the  Reform- 
atory the  cost  of  maintenance  was  about  ^00  per  week,  while  in  the  month 


following  their  liberation  the  boys  were  not  only  self-supporting,  but  were 
earning  an  aggregate  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  three  hundred  dollars  per 
week. 

Saving  of  PtJBLic  Fdnds. 

The  great  saving  of  public  funds  effected  by  this  method  of  dealing 
with  the  boye  can  be  seen  at  a  glance.  Formerly  the  Reformatory  cost  the 
Province  for  maintenance  from  twenty-eight  to  thirty  thousand  dollars 
per  annum.  All  that  expense  has  been  done  away  with,  and  to-day  there 
are  but  three  of  these  boys  being  maintained  at  a  total  cost  of  about  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum.  In  addition  to  the  annual  s&ving  for  mainten- 
ance there  is  a  saving  on  capital  account  of  at  least  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,   for  a  new   and  expensive  building   would   have   been   an   absolute 
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necessity,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  plans  had  been  drawn  for  such  a  buildini?. 
The  entire  cost  of  providing  for  the  boys  was  about  |2,500 — not  much 
more  than  one  month's  maintenance  of  the  institution. 

Broke  the  Record. 

For  over  eight  months  not  one  of  the  boys  thus  set  at  liberty  on  their 
personal  word  of  honor  got  into  trouble  or  in  any  way  came  under  the  ob- 
servation of  the. police,  but  it  would  be  almost  miraculous  if  this  splendid 
record  could  be  maintained  throughout;  therefore,  the  record  was  broken. 
Word  was  received  in  the  latter  part  of  November  that  one  of  these  boys 
was  in  the  lockup  charged  with  stealing  a  pair  of  buckskin  gloves  from  a 
livery-man  with  whom  he  had  been  working.  After  remaining  steadily  in 
a  situation  for  over  six  months  and  winning  golden  opinions  he  had  run 
away  and  although  every  effort  was  made  to  locate  him,  nearly  two  month? 
had  elapsed  andthia  was  the  first  intimation  received  of  his  whereabouts. 
By  request  the  boy  was  released  and  since  that  time  has  been  doing  well. 
The  offence  Wjas  not  a  serious  one  and  for  nine  months  this  was  the  only 
instance  brought  to  my  knowledge  of  any  of  the  boys  being  arrested.  This 
is  a  record  of  which  anyone  might  feel  exceedingly  proud,  and  it  goes  to 
prove  that  if  taken  in  the  right  way  boys  can  be  trusted  when  they  have 
been  placed  on  their  honor  and  treated  with  respect  and  consideration. 
Later  on  another  boy  was  arrested  and  sent  to  the  Industrial  School  for 
stealing  a  small  article  from  a  departmental  store — ^but  up  to  the  day  of 
closing  this  report  there  has  been  •  o  really  serious  offence  committed— and 
only  three  in  any  way  brought  before  the  courts. 

Met  a  Fobmer  Companion. 

The  boy  just  mentioned  as  having  been  locked  up  for  stealing  was  no: 
a  bad-intentioned   boy   and   explained  that  he  would  never   have   got  int(» 
trouble  if  he  had  not  met  a  boy  of  seventeen  whom  he  had  known  in  the 
Reformatory  and  who  was  discharged  before  the  inmates  passed  into  my 
care.     This  other  lad  had  been  arrested  no  less  than  six  times  since  he  left 
the  Reformatory  and  was  recently  committed  to  the  Kingston  Penitentiary 
for  two  years.     Does  not  this  instance  show  very  clearly  that  the  acquaint- 
anceship formed  in  an  institution  of  that  kind  is  hurtful,  and  that  instead 
of  being  helped  to  do  better  the  boy  was  actually  made  worse  by  our  system  of 
reformation?     One  does  not  like  to  place  too  much  credence  on  the  state- 
ments of  these  lads,  but  a  large  number  of  them,  without  solicitation,  re- 
peatedly said  that  they  learned  more  badness  in  the  Reformatory  than  they 
had  known  before,  that  instead  of  being  made  better  they  were  made  much 
worse  by  their  incarceration,  and  that  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events  they 
would  have  continued  in  crime  after  their  discharge. 

The  great  importance,  also,  of  supervision  should  be  emphasized.  Many 
reform  school  graduates  get  into  trouble  because  they  are  not  closely  looked 
after,  helped  to  get  employment,  boarding  houses,  etc. 
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Boys  TV  ho  Ran  Away. 

.  Twelve  boys  ran  away  from  the  homes  or  situations  in  which  thev  were 
placed.  This  does  not  neceasarily  mean  that  they  were  failures  or  that  they 
are  not  doing  well  at  the  present  time.  It  was  to  be  expected  that  all  would 
not  be  content  to  remain  where  placed  after  the  first  surprise  at  regaining 
their  liberty  had  died  down.  Some  were  of  a  naturally  .restless  disposition, 
craving  continual  change  of  scene,  some  quarrelled  with  their  employers, 
some  were  not  treated  as  w^ll  as  thev  should  have  been,  and  some  had 
aspirations  to  earn  more  money  than  they  were  getting.  Of  the  boys  who 
ran  away  the  present  addresses  are  known  of  all  but  three.  In  several  cases 
they  returned  to  their  former  homes  and  satisfactory  reports  having  been 
received  concerning  their  conduct  there  it  is  not  deemed  wise  to  re-arrest 
them  or  do  more  than  encourage  them  to  keep  out  of  trouble.  Visitors  from 
this  office  have  personally  called  upon  the  majority  of  these  runaways  and 
reported  that  everything  was  satisfactory  and  interference  would  be  unwise. 
Mothers,  relatives  and  friends  reported  in  the  case  of  others  that  the  boys 
have  had  a  salutary  lesson  and  have  settled  down  to  behave  themselves  in 
future,  and  altogether  there  is  no  reason  to  feel  more  than  a  temporary 
disappointment  at  their  failure  to  remain  where  first  located. 

Boys  Personally  Visited. 
Where  at  all  possible  every  boy  has  been  personally  visited  no  matter 
where  located,  not  only  to  ascertain  how  he  was  getting  along,  but  to  com- 
mend and  encourage  both  him  and  his  employer — correspondence  has  been 
kept  up  and  this  hfis  had  a  steadying  effect.  The  following  are  sample 
reports :  — 

* 'Found  F.,  a  boy  of  eighteen,  working  at  the  hotel,  where  he  has  been  employed 
for  the  past  six  months.  He  has  been  steady  and  industrious,  and  the  chief  clerk 
spoke  of  him  very  highly." 

*'C.  was  found  at  thfe  farm  of .     He  seems  to  be  a  frank,  honest,  open-hearted 

lad.  Mrs.  B.  said  that  she  had  found  him  a  fairly  good  boy,  although  he  had  a  bad 
memory  and  was  careless  about  remembering  what  he  was  told  to  do.  Is  probably  not 
fitted  for  a  f;ftrmer  as  he  does  not  care  for  horses.  He  attends  church  with  the  family 
and  is  going  to  school  for  the  winter.  He  already  has  a  fair  education,  being  in  the 
third  book.  There  is  no  complaint  whatever,  and  visitor  is  of  opinion  that  the  lad 
may  stay  there  as  long  as  it  is  considered  best  for  him  to  remain.'' 

AV.,  another  boy  about  fourteen,  placed  on  a  farm,  where  he  has  remained  steadily 
for  eight  months.  Report : ''This  boy  is  a  good  worker  and  is  getting  on  splendidly. 
From  various  sources  in  the  locality  visitor  heard  a  good   report  of  him." 


H..  a  youth  of  nineteen,  but  small  for  that  age,  and  not  up  to  tli^  average  in 
mentality.  Report:  "This  boy  is  now  getting  along  contentedly  with  Mr.  M.  H':> 
ran.  away  a  few  weeks  ago,  having  been  induced  to  do  so  by  a  hired  man  in  the 
neighborhood.  Was  brought  back  within  a  week  and  he  stated  to  visitor  that  he  would 
not  do  such  a  thing  again.  Has  agreed  to  remain  contentedly  for  the  winter  at  all 
events.  The  home  is  a  splendid  one,  and  there  is  a  baby  girl,  of  whom  the  boy  i« 
very  fond,  and  in  every  way  he  has  the  best  of  care  and  helpful  surroundings." 


T.,  a  youth  of  eighteen,  placed  on  a  farm  where  he  has  now  been  for  eigh^  months 
Report:    "This  boy  is  doing  well  and  there  was  no  complaint  whatever  as  to  his  con- 
duct.    Ts  contented  and  wishes  to  stay  all  winter.     The  farm   is  a  good  one  and  the 
housekeeping  first-class."

What  Elmployers  and  Relatives  say  About  Boys  Since  their  Parole. 


Has  Been  a  Good  Bot. 

The  following  brief  letter  means  a  great  deal  when  all  the  circumstauce^ 
are  considered.  Two  years  ago  a  boy  was  sent  to  the  Reformatory  for  vari- 
ous ofFences  and  when  taken  over  by  this  department  had  four  years  yet  to 
serve.  He  has  from  the  first  responded  well  to  the  interest  taken  in  him 
and  at  the  time  this  letter  was  written  had  been  for  eight  months  in  the  one 
place. 

''Deab  Sie, — I  thought  I  would  drop  you  a  few  lines  and  tell-  you  that 
M.  is  getting  along  all  right  and  has  been  a  good  boy  since  he  came  here. 
He  is  going  to  school  now.  I  expect  to  give  up  the  farm  before  very  long 
and  M.  thinks  that  he  would  like  to  go  to  his  own  home  then.  T  remain, 
Tours,  etc.'* 

Earning  One  Dollar  Per  Day. 

'^Deae  Sir, — I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  my  son  is  well  and  is  working 

at factory  and  getting  $1.00  per  day.     He  has  been  a  good  boy  sinre 

he  came  home  and  I  think  the  lesson  he  has  learned  has  done  him  good, 
especially  your  kindness  to  him.  Dear  sir,  I  am  glad  to  see  you  take  such 
an  interest  in  these  boys,  and  I  hope  you  will  excuse  me  for  not  havint? 
written  vou  before." 

Eight  Dollars  Per  Month  and  Board. 

The  following  letter  was  received  in  November  regarding  a  youth  nf 
eighteen  who  had  been  out  about  nine  months :  — 

"W.  is  still  working  near  here  although  he  is  not  with  us  now.  He 
thought  it  was  too  quiet  with  us,  but  he  is  working  for  a  neighbor  uiul  's 
getting  |8  a  month.  We  never  allowed  him  to  have  any  tobacco,  but  he 
uses  it  now.  He  does  not  always  speak  the  truth,  but  I  think  he  is  ^tt injr 
steadier  than  he  was.     Tours  respectfully." 

Is  Getting  on  Well. 

A  member  of  the  Lej^islature  writes: — **I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the 
boy  you  sent  here  is  getting  on  well.  He  is  working  with  the  —  Company 
and  earning  one  dollar  per  day,  and  is  living?  at  home.  They  say  he  is  im- 
proving in  character  and  givini?  no  trouble." 

Learning  Fruit  Farming. 

In  the  spring  sent  a  boy  who  had  a  likincr  for  the  countrv  to  a  fruit 
farm.  After  being  there  eight  months  the  following  very  satisfactory  let- 
ter was  received :  — 

"B.  is  well  and  appears  to  be  quite  happy  with  us.  He  has  some  nice 
boys  for  company  and  does  well  considering  his  former  bad  surroundings. 
He  is  a  little  slow,  but  one  cannot  expect  too  much.  I  hope  your  large 
family  of  boys  are  all  doing  as  well  as  he  is.     Tours  respectfully." 
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A  Long-Headed  Bot. 

One  of  the  boys,  after  lie  had  been  placed  in  a  home  in  the  country, 
wrote,  saying:  "Please  tell  me  how  much  wages  I  am  to  get  so  that  I'll 
know  how  hard  to  work.*' 

Helping  to  But  a  Home. 

"Deab  Fbiend^ — I  thought  I  would  write  you  a  few  lines  to  let  you 
know  I  am  well  and  was  glad  to  hear  from  you.  I  would  have  written 
oftener  but  have  been  working  steadily.  I  am  on  the  railway  now  and  am 
making  |1.35  per  day,  and  have  drawn  $40.00  every  month  since  my  re- 
turn. We  have  just  moved  into  a  new  house  and  I  give  all  my  wages  to 
my  father  to  help  pay  for  it.  We  will  be  very  pleased  to  have  you  call 
whenever  you  can  come.  I  have  found  out  home  is  the  best  place.  Will 
say  good-bye.     From  your  loving  friend." 

Leahning  a  Trade. 

"Dear  Friend, — I  thought  I  would  take  a  while  to  write  and  let  you 
know  how  I  am  getting  along.  I  am  working  every  day  at  my  trade  learn- 
ing the  plumbing  and  gas-fitting,  and  I  am  getting  along  fine.  I  have  not 
lost  a  day  since  I  started  to  work.  I  work  from  seven  till  six,  but  some 
nights  I  work  overtime  till  nearly  eleven.  I  thank  you  a  great  many  times 
for  getting  me  out." 

Mat  Get  Married  Soox. 

**Deab  Sir, — Because  I  have  waited  long  to  write  that  does  not  say  that 
I  did  not  think  of  you.  I  have  employment  right  near  home  and  get  848 
a  month.  I  started  work  about  a  month  after  I  left  you  and  hj\ye  been  ad- 
vanced to  what  I  am  getting  now.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  you  do  not  forget 
me  and  I  hope  you  never  will  as  I  will  always  remember,  you.  J  have  given 
up  tobacco  and  do  not  drink,  and  I  never  lose  a  minute  from  my  work.  I 
think  this  will  be  all  for  the  present.  I  go  to  see  a  girl  now  and  I  may  get 
married  before  long,  and  if  I  do  I  will  tell  you.  Good-bye,  and  u  thousand 
thanks,  from  a  boy  that  is  very  much  obliged  to  you." 

Looks  Like  a  Djfferent  Boy. 

The  Secretary  of  one  of  the  Children's  Aid  Societies  writes  concerning 
one  of  these  boys  placed  out  in  the  country,  as  follows:  — 

"Saw  S.  C.  this  morning.  He  is  greatly  changed  for  the  better  and 
looks  like  a  different  boy.  He  says  he  is  quite  contented  and  foster-father 
states  that  he  is  doing  very  well." 

At  Home  and  Doing  Better. 

A  youth  of  seventeen,  who  was  placed  on  a  farm,  stayed  four  months 
and  then  ran  away.  Lost  track  of  him  for  three  months  and  then  received 
thft  following  letter  from  a  relative:  — 

"Dear  Sir,— I  was  very  sorry  to  hear  that  J.  disappointed  you  by  run- 
ning away.  He  came  home  a  little  over  a  week  ago  and  has  been  working 
around  here.  When  he  left  his  pl^ce  he  went  north  and  intended  going 
to  the  lumber  camp,  but  was  taken  sick  and  had  to  go  to  the  hospital.  Then 
he  started  to  come  home  without  any  money,  and  he  looked  a  poor  lost  boy 
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when  he  arrived.  He  says  he  is  going  to  be  a  good  boy  and  work  hard  and 
help  me,  and  I  believe  he  will  not  give  any  trouble  in  the  future.  Thank 
you  very  much  for  your  assiBtance." 

A  FbIKTEE  and  PnBLIBHEK. 

On?  of  the  boys,  who,  while  under  a  sentence  of  five  yeare  in  the  Re- 
formatory, was  taken  over  and  provided  with  a  home,  is  a  striking  example 
of  what  can  be  done  for  lads  of  this  description.  A^er  a  few  weeks  of 
frienilJy  care  and  shelter  he  was  apprenticed  to  the  proprietor  of  a  country 
newspaper,  and  he  has  remained  there  for  ten  months  to  date,  steadily  im- 
proving his  opportunities.  He  ie  learning  the  fascinating  businesa  of  printer 
and  publisher  and  may  some  day  be  the  editor  qnd  proprietor  of  an  influ- 
ential journal.     As  in  the  case  of  so  many  other  of  these  boys,  it  was  not 


inherent  badness  but  uncongenial  home  surroundings  that  got  him  into 
trouble.  His  mother  was  dead  and  a  strict  father  failed  to  understand  that 
lore  and  sympathy  were  more  potent  factors  than  commands  and  threats 
in  securing  obedience.  This  boy  has  never  seen  the  Reformatory  to  which 
he  was  sentenced,  and  so  his  bright  young  life  has  been  saved  from  the 
stigma  and  the  evil  association  that  our  system  of  "'justice"  and  'refotm- 
tion"  had  intended. 

A   Mr  SUNDER  STANDING. 

A  boy  who  had  been  in  the  Reformatory  was  being  taken  by  Mrs- 
Harvie  lo  a  home  in  the  country.  The  man  with  whom  he  was  to  be  placed 
had  a  brother  who  was  governor  of  the  gaol  in  the  district  and  for  conveni- 
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ence  he  arranged  to  meet  the  lad  there.  This  led  to  a  misunderBtanding 
on  the  boy's  part  which  caused  him  some  very  bad  moments,  as  the  follow- 
ing letter  will  show : — 

"When  we  got  into  S.  I  heard  Mrs.  Harvie  say  that  we  were  going  to 
the  gaol  and  I  got  terribly  'scared.  I  was  just  going  to  run  away  and  I 
heard  a  man  in  a  rig  call  out  'Hello,  there,'  but  I  would  not  listen  to  him. 
I  thought  he  was  going  to  take  me  to  the  gaol.  The  man  kept  yelling  to 
me  and  at  last  I  turned  around  and  told  Mrs.  Harvie  to  see  what  he  want- 
ed and  the  man  says,  'I  am  so  and  so.'  'Well,'  Mrs.  Harvie  says,  'here  is 
your  boy.'  I  thought  he  was  the  firaoler  for  sure  and  I  got  into  the  rig  and 
asked  him  where  he  was  going.  He  said,  'I  am  going  to  the  mill  and  from 
there  to  the  gaol.'  I  was  frightened  all  the  worse.  When  we  got  to  the 
gaol  he  went  in  and  brought  some  papers  and  a  man  came  out  and  I  was 
ready  to  make  a  jump,  for  the  street.  But  the  man  got  in  the  rig  and  we 
started  off  and  he  told  me  we  were  going  to  the  farm.  Say,  there  wasn't 
a  gladder  fellow  on  the  streets  than  I  was  then. 

Well,  I  think  I  am  doing  what  I  should  now,  and  I  like  being  out  here 
in  the  country.    Write  to  me  soon.     Tour  friend." 


Blamed  it  on  the  Chaplain. 

A  lad  just  received  from  the  Reformatory  was  discovered  surreptitious- 
ly smoking  and  was  at  once  questioned  as  to  how  he  came  to  do  such  a  thing. 
"Oh,"  he  replied,  "we  all  use  tobacco  up  there,  and  its  all  right,  ain't  itP 
Why,  the  chaplain  says,"  sis  he,  "Boys  don't  never  drink  liquor i  If  a  man 
asks  you  into  a  bar  to  have  something  take  a  cigar.  So  we  all  smokes." 
Needless  to  say  the  accuracy  of  his  statement  as  to  the  chaplain  was  doubted. 

To  His  Uncle's  Fakm  Instead. 

One  boy  eleven  years  of  age  was  committed  to  the  Eef ormatory  for  five 
years,  largely  at  the  request  of  relatives,  who  claimed  they  were  unable 
to  control  him.  When  o£Scial  notice  was  received  at  the  Parliament  Build- 
ings, a  reply  was  sent  to  the  committing  magistrate  that  the  sentence  was 
illegal  as  the  boy  was  under  age  for  that  institution.  The  matter  was  re- 
considered and  with  a  little  further  enquiry  the  lad  was  transferred  to  the 
care  of  an  uncle  in  Manitoba.  This  arrangement  has  worked  well  so  far, 
the  boy  being  delighted  to  go  to  the  North- West  and  the  uncle  being 
pleased  at  the  prospect  of  having  his  assistance  for  light  chores  about  the 
place.  There  are  many  other  cases  in  which  similarly  beneficial  results 
could  be  brought  about  if  a  little  care  and  forethought  were  exercised  be- 
fore coming  to  a  decision.  Commitment  to  an  institution  is  generally  the 
easiest,  but  is  rarely  the  best  way  of  disposing  of  a  lad  of  spirit. 

Don't  Mention  It. 

A  lad  ended  up  his  letter  in  this  fashion :  "When  you  write  don't  men- 
tion the  place  where  I  was  before." 

"One  of  the  Woest." 

A  lad  who  was  supposed  to  be  ''one  of  the  worst  boys  in  the  Beform- 
atory"  was  treated  with  special  kindness  on  account  of  his  reputation,  with

the  result :   He  has  now  been  for  nine  months  in  steady  employment  as  a 

helper  at  carpentering  and  painting.     Is  well  spoken  of  by  all  who  knov 

him.     Is  happy,  contented  and  grateful.     One  such  case  as  this  would  alone 

be  a  good  year's  work,  for  who  can  tell  what  he  may  be  and  what  he  might 

have  been ! 

Stabted  Badly  But  Ein>£D  Well. 

Another  of  the  ^'worst"  boys  gav^  an  immense  amount  of  trouble  and 
anxiety.  After  much  urging  to  do  right  and  various  changes  of  situation, 
he  ran  away,  and  hope,  so  far  as  he  was  concerned,  seemed  to  be  at  an  end. 
However,  several  months  later  he  was  found  at  his  mother's  home,  work- 
ing hard  and  steadily,  saving  money  to  help  his  family  and  full  of  ambi- 
tions for  the  future — not  the  slightest  cause  for  complaint  from  anyone. 

His  Fiest  Watch. 

A  boy's  reply  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  his  first  watch : 

^'Deae  Sib, — I  received  the  watch  in  due  time  and  it's  a-  dandy.  I  am 
very  thankful  to  you  for  it.  I  have  learned  how  to  wind  her  up,  and  I  am 
going  to  church  to-night  and  will  carry  her  for  the  first  time.  So  thank- 
ing you  again  for  your  kindness,  I  will  close,  hoping  these  few  lines  will 
find  you  as  well  as  they  leave  me." 

Helping  Suppobt  a  Sick  Beotheb. 

One  of.  the  boys  ran  away  after  he  had  been  placed  in  a  particularh 
good  home  and  the  reason  given  was  that  he  was  required  to  go  to  school 
and  he  felt  himself  too  much  of  a  man  to  mix  with  small  boys  again.  A 
good  deal  of  concern  was  occasioned  by  this  action  on  his  part  and  this  va» 
increased  by  the  fact  that  numerous  efforts  were  made  to  locate  him  without 
success.  Recently,  however,  a  letter  was  received  from  his  mother  saying 
that  he  had  been  off  in  the  States,  had  returned  home  on  hearing  that  hit 
brother  was  sick  in  the  hospital,  and  was  at  work  and  devoting  his  wages 
to  supporting  this  sick  member  of  the  family.  He  was  now  anxious  to  do 
right;  and  was  a  help  and  comfort  in  the  home.  The  mother  concluded 
with  grateful  thanks  for  the  interest  that  had  been  taken  in  him  and  a  pro- 
mise that  if  he  were  allowed  to  remain  at  home  she  would  report  at  once  if 
anything  went  wrong. 
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History   of   Each    Boy. 


•  To  those  who  are  interested  enough  to  go  into  the  matter  more  fully 
a  history  sketch  of  each  boy  is  given  herewith.  The  cause  of  his  commit- 
tal, his  former  social  condition;  the  disposal  made  of  him  and  his  present 
progress.  This  report  is  revised  up  to  the  end  of  1904,  so  that  the  work 
may  be  said  to  cover  from  nine  to  eleven  months.  The  boys  are  referred 
to  by  numbers  as  their  identity  could  not  well  be  revealed.  If  it  were  pos- 
sible to  reproduce  photographs  the  great  improvement  that  took  place  in  the 
appearance  of  the  lads  would  be  noticed  at  once,  and  would  show  even  bet- 
ter than  words  what  has  been  accomplished.  This  however  would  not  be 
prudent.  All  photographs  used  in  these  reports  are  of  such  character  that 
identification  and  consequent  annoyance  to  either  child  or  foster  parent  is 

practically  impossible. 

Case  No.  1. 

This  boy,  seventeen  years  of  age,  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory  at  thirteen 
for  shop-breaking.  Father  dead,  mother  married  again.  In  interview  boy  stat«d 
that  he,  with  a  number  of  ot}|er8,  broke  into  a  store  and  took  some  candies  and 
cigarettes.  The  others,  he  claimed,  were  allowed  off  through  family  influence,  while 
h.e  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory.  Seemed  to  be  a  bright,  attractive  lad  and 
{uomised  to  take  care  of  Ifimself  and  not  get  into  trouble  if  released.  The  institution 
reports  as  to  his  conduct  were  favorable  but  some  of  his  companions  spoke  of  him 
as  weak  in  character  and  inclined  to  take  things.  Had  the  parents  interviewed. 
Mother  stated  that  she  had  had  fourteen  children,  eleven  of  them  now  living  a  ad 
<ioing  respectably.  Said  that  the  boy's  offence  was  simply  a  piece  of  folly  and  that 
neither  she  nor  her  family  knew  anything  about  his  conviction  until  after  the  affair 
was   over. 

Order  issued  for  lad's  release  on  parole.  Secured  employment  for  him  and  he 
went  to  live  at  home.  Two  weeks  later  owing  to  quarrels  with  step-brothers  and 
sisters  was  turned  out  of  the  house.  Gave  up  his  situation  because  Ive  did  not  like 
the  work.  Provided  him  with  a  boarding  place  and  after  a  short  time  with  employ- 
ment. When  he  began  to  earn  good  wages  family  quarrel  was  made  up  apd  the  lad 
returned  to  his  people. 

Case  No.  2. 

This  boy,  about  fourteen  years  of  age,  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory  one 
year  ago  for  an  indefinite  period.  Charge,  incorrigible.  Had  an  interview  with  thd 
boy.  Did  not  know  exactly  why  he  was  sent  to  the  institution,  but  t}|(ought  it  was 
because  he  was  roaming  about  and  did  not  go  to  school.  Stated  that  his  parents 
were  laborers  and  there  were  five  small  children.  Did  not  think  there  was  any  use 
in  his  going  home  and  would  be  quite  pleased  to  go  to  a  situation  some  place  else. 
Made  enquiries  about  parents.  Found  they  were  both  living,  but  were  very  poor, 
liive  in  a  country  village;  father  earns  small  wages  as  a  laborer,  mother  has  four 
children  under  twelve  to  look  after.  Took  the  boy  out  and  found  that  he  was  greatly 
addicted  to  tobacco.  Supplied  him  with  chewing  gum  and  he  promised  to  stick  to  the 
lesser  evil.  After  a  few  days  in  receiving  home  sent  Mm  to  a  situation  in  the  country. 
The  family,  well  to  do  and  highly  respected,  promised  to  take  an  interest  in  him. 
Wrote  to  tne  boy  as  follows,   and  the  letter  is  typical  of  others : 

'*Mr.  C.  told  me  he  left  you  safely  with  Mr.  H.,  who  promised  to  give  you  a  good 
home  and  treat  you  well  if  you  proved  to  be  a  good  boy.  *  I  }|bpe  ybu  are  doing  your 
best,  for  I  am  very  much  interested  in  you  and  anxious  to  see  you  get  on  well.  Ydu 
know  the  reason  I  undertook  to  h|>]p  you  waa  because  I  believed  you  would  try  to 
«show  that  you  were  a  better  boy  than  some  people  thought.  All  the  other  boys  are 
doing  well  and  I  want  you  to  be  just  as  good  as  they  are.  I  encloise  a  stamp  and 
would  like  you  to  write  to  me  soon.    Your  friend,"  ' 
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In  a  few  days  the  following  reply  came:  — 

"Dbab  Sib: — I  received  your  kind  and  welcome  letter  and  was  glad  to  hear  froa 
yon.  I  got  the  mouth  organ  you  sent  me  to-night  arid  thank  you  very  much  for  ii. 
Please  tell  Mr.  C.  I  am  glad  he  left  me  here,  for  I  like  th^  people  and  they  say  they 
think  they  will  keep  me  on  as  long  as  you  will  leave  me.  Will  you  please  write  t*. 
my  mother  and  tell  her  I  am  out  and  tell  her  h^w  it  was  I  got  here.  Tell  her  I 
thought  she  had  enough  children  to  take  care  of  at  present." 

Wrote  to  the  boy  again,  to  his  mother,  and  to  his  employer.  The  agreement 
was  that  the  boy  was  to  have  light  employment  and  to  receive  remuneration  at  the 
rate  of  $8  a  month  to  cover  clothing,  etc. 

Official  visitor  called  to  see  how  the  boy  was  getting  along.  Received  a  splendid 
report  of  him.  The  family  liked  him  very  much  and  found  him  useful.  With  regard 
to  his  education,  they  were  starting  him  in  the  second  book  and  giving  him  lesson:^ 
at  home.  The  boy  stated  that  he  was  pleased  and  satisfied  with  his  new  surroundings. 
but  later  visitor  heard  that  he  had  been  boasting  in  the  neighborhood  that  he  was 
not  going  to  stay  there  as  he  could  earn  more  money  by  looking  out  for  himself. 
Wrote  to  the  boy  expressing  pleasure  at  hearing  that  he  was  (}oing  well  and  urging 
him  to  continue. 

Mother  writes  asking  if  boy  will  be  allowed  to  write  to  her  and  if  she  may  hiar*' 
bis  exact  address.  Expressed  thanks  for  the  interest  taken  in  her  boy.  Replied  giv- 
ing her  his  address  and  asking  her  to  urge  the  boy  to  be  content  where  he  is  and  to 
please  those  around  him.  - 

At  the  end  of  ten  months  the  boy  still  continues  contentedly  in  his  first  place. 

Cask  No.  3. 

This  boy,  eighteen  years  of  age,  was  brought  to  Ontario  from  Manchester,  Eng- 
land, by  Rev.  Robert  Wallace.  Was  in  several  farm  houses  but  not  being  bright 
mentally  frequently  got  into  trouble.  Committed  to  the  Reformatory  for  an  indefinite 
period.  Had  a  talk  with  him  and  found  him  willing  to  do  right  as  far  as  he  knew 
how.  Promised  to  work  steadily  if  taken  out  and  placed  on  a  farm.  Received  him 
from  the  Reformatory  and  placed  l|im  in  a  good  farm  home  where  everything  seemed 
latisfaetory.     Had  the  boy  visited  twice.     Visitor  reported: 

''The  people  are  kind  and  sensible  and  do  not  expect  too  much  of  him.  He  is 
not  up  to  the  average  in  mentality,  and  will  require  a  good  deal  of  attention,  training 
and  advice.  The  people  state  that  he  works  well  when  someone  is  with  him,  but  it 
left  alone  will  not  do  anything." 

After  remaining  there  some  weeks  the  boy  disappeared.  There  was  no  quarrel  nf 
any  kind  and  the  people  were  surprised  that  he  should  have  left  them.  Since  thea 
have  not  been  able  to  find  any  trace  of  him. 

[It  migbt  be  stated. here  that  the  number  of  English  boys  in  the  Reformatory  ia 
a  population  of  one  hundred  was  two.] 

Casb  No.  4. 

This  lad,  now  seventeen  years  of  age,  was  committed  two  years  ago  to  the  Ho 
formatory  for  an  indefinite  period  up  to  five  years,  the  charge  being  larceny.  In  in 
interview  with  him  found  he'  was  extremely  anxious  to  be  given  an  opportunity  t.> 
show  that  the  could  be  trusted.  Had  a  prepossessing  manner  and  appearance  and  was 
well  spoken  of  by  the  officials.  Sent  an  assistant  to  inspect  the  hcHne  and  discuss  tho 
matter  with  the  parents.  A  comfortable,  tidy  home.  Mother  a  sensible,  intelligent 
woman;  father,  engaged  in  steady  employment.  Only  one  other  child  in  the  family. 
a  boy  about  fourteen.  This  boy,  of  strong  religious  inclinations,  said  he  .was  always; 
praying  for  his  brother  and  would  watch  over  him  and  help  him  to  do  ri^t  when  he 
oame  out.  Arranged  for  the  boy's  return  home.  Later  received  a  letter  that  he  ^%- 
employed  on  the  railway  at  $1.35  a  day. 

Later  enquiries  reveal  the  fact  that  this  lad  is  now  leading  an  exemplary  life. 
and  is  liberally  helping  his  parents  to  maintain  the  home. 

Case  No.  5. 

Tfaiis  boy,  now  seventeen  years  old,  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory  at  thirteen 
on  the  ground  of  incorrigibility.  Learned,  however,  from  correspondence  that  th^ 
real  cause  was  poor  home  surroundings.  Ascertained  that  the  father  was  a 'confirmed 
drunkard,  physically  strong,  but  cruel  and  tyrannical  with  his  family.  Had  been  ii 
gaol  for  beating  his  wife,  and  as  he  only  works  occasionally  the  mother,  who  is  a  timid 
woman,  has  a  very  hard  time  and  has  three  small  children  to  provide  for.    Would  be 
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helped  by  benevolent  people  if  the  father  were  out  of  the  way,  but  no  one  will  do 
anything  for  the  famUy  while  he  is  around.  It  was  recommended  that  the  boy  be 
not  returned  to  his  home.  Explained  the  whole  matter  to  him  and  offered  to  get  him 
a  good  situation  on  a  farm  in  another  part  of  the  country.  Although  fond  of  his 
mother  and  anxious  to  see  her  agreed  to  this,  the  mother  also  approving  of  ibis-  plan. 
Placed  him  on  a  farm  at  $8  a  month  and  his  board.  Received  a  letter  from  him  that 
he  Uked  his  place  and  that  he  knew  of  a  good  home  in  the  neighborhood  for  anothlsr 
boy.  Fanner  also  wrote  that  he  was  satisfied  with  the  lad's  behavior.  Wrote  mother 
telling  her  of  the  boy's  progress  and  assuring  her  that  every  possible  interest  would 
be  taken  in  him.  Mother  replied  expressing  gratitude  for  this  interest.  One  month 
later  farmer  and  boy  turned  up  at  tile  office.  Had  a  quarrel  and  boy  wanted  to 
leave.  Thought  he  had  too  much  work  to  do  and  that  he  was  not  given  sufficieivt 
liberty.  In  a  half  hour's  arbitration  secured  mutual  concessions  and  the  boy  agreed 
to  return.     Invited  both  parties  to  dinner  and  they  went  away  quite  pleased. 

A  month  later  boy  left  his  situation  and  returned  to  Toronto.  Did  not  like  the 
farm.  Sent  him  on  to  his  mother^  as  he  would  not  a'gree  to  any  other  arrangement^ 
and  his  sentence  had  practically  expired. 

Local  correspondent  reports: — "Boy  will  not  work;  is  cruel  to  his  little  brothers 
and  sisters.  Mother,  would  be  glad  now  if  he  had  not  come  back."  Latest  report  was 
tl^at  the  young  man  had  gone  to  another  city  in  search  of  employment.  Father  is  in 
the  Central  Prison. 

Casb  No.  6. 

This  boy,  now  between  fifteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age,  was  committed  to  the  Re- 
formatory two  years  ago  for  an  indefinite  period  up  to  five  years  for  larceny. 
Mother  dead — a  fact  that  explains  a  great  deal.-  Authorities  in  town  where  he  .came 
from  refused  to  consent  to  his  return,  as  he  had  given  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and  they 
had  no  faith  in  his  reformation.  Had  an  interview  with  the  boy  and  explained  this 
to  him.  He  agreed  that  if  provided  with  a  home  elsewhere  1^  would  try  to  conduct 
himself  properly.  Brought  him  to  Toronto  and  arranged  a  situation  for  him  as  is- 
sistant  gardener  in  a  surburban  residence  at  $8  a  month  and  his  board.  While  wait- 
ing for  the  gentleman  who  was  to  accompany  him  to  his  new  situation  he  made  an 
excuse  to  go  out  for  a  few  minutes  and  disappeared.  Notified  relatives  of  his  action 
and  informed  them  that  unless  they  reported  immediately  on  hearing  from  the  boy 
a  warrant  would  be  issued  for  his  arrest.  .A  week  later  received  word  that  they  had 
heard  from  him  and  that  he  was  working  on  a  farm  at  $12  a  month.  Wrote  again 
that  his  exact  address  must  be  furnished.  A  week  later  this  was  forwarded,  and  t 
was  then  ascertained  that  the  boy  had  a  good  situation,  was  in  proper  surroundings 
and  was  most  anxious  to  be  allowed  to  remain.  Agreed  to  this.  A  few  days  later 
received  a  communication  from  the  Department  of  Justice  at  Ottawa  that  the  boy 
bad  been  unconditionally  pardoned  on  application  of  relatives.  Later  received  a  very 
nice  letter  from  the  boy's  aunt  stating  that  he  was  behaving  himself  nicely  and  tnac 
she  would  take  an  iterest  in  him. 

As  showing  how  some  families  cause  expense  and  trouble  to  the  community  it 
m.isht  be  stated  that  two  other  children  in  this  family  are  now  in  an  orphans'  home 
and  an  elder  brother  served  a  term  in  the  Reformatory. 

Cabb  No.  7. 

This  boy,  fourteen  years  of  age,  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory  when  elev'en. 
4>n  a  charge  of  larceny.  Father  dead,  mother  a  charwoman ;  no  one  to  look  after  Loe 
boy  and  see  that  he  attended  school.  Sent  to  the  Reformatory  for  an  education.  Was 
satisfied  after  an  interview  with  the  boy  that  he  could  be  trusted  to  do  well  if  placed 
in  anything  like  reasonable  surroundings.  Communicated  with  the  local  authorities 
concerning  his  return  home  but  found  this  course  was  not  favored.  Report  said: 
"Mother  is  in  feeble  health  and  never  had  the  slightest  control  over  the  boy.  It 
would  be  the  worst  thing  that  ever  happened  for  the  boy  to  come  back  to  his  old  sur- 
roundings." Had  the  boy  brought  to  Toronto  and  after  a  few  days  placed  him  with 
an  elderly  mauj  postmaster  in  a  small  village  and  retfired  farmer,  the  chief  considera- 
tion being  valuable  clothing  and  ^  good  home  in  return  for  light  services.  Told  boy 
that  if  anything  went  wrons:  to  write  at  once  and  he  would  be  assisted.  In  a  few 
days  received  a  letter  from  him  that  the  did  not  have  a  nice  sleepHng  room.  Wrote 
making  enquiries  as  to  this  and  learned  that  the  cause  of  complaint  had  been  removed. 
Letter  from  the  boy  expressing  contentment  and  saying  **I  have  learnt  a  good  deal 
since  I  have  been  here.  I  know  how  to  hitch  up  and  harness  a  horse  and  lots  ^r 
eth<er  thinjTR  I  never  knew  before." 

Notified  the  mother  of  the  action  with  regard  to  her  son  and  assured  her  that 
every  care  would  be  taken  to  see  that  he  was  happy  and  contented.     Later  received 
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from  clergyman's  wife,  on  behalf  of  mother,  letter  asking  that  th^  boy  be  allowed  to 
return.  Replied  explaining  that  this  was  not  considered  advisable  and  that  it  was  in 
the  boy*s  own  interest  that  he  should  be  on  a  farm  instead  of  running  the  city  street?. 

Sent  visitor  to  interview  boy  and  report  on  his  home  and  progress.  FoBowing 
report  received:  *^Boy  is  good-natured,  willing  and  probably  a  good  worker.  He  15 
however,  quite  a  talker  and  might  under  some  circumstances  be  a  mischief  maker. 
He  spoke  highly  of  his  new  home  and  made  some  complaints  as  weU.  Urged  him  to  be 
patient — ^told  him  there  would  always  be  a  few  unpleasant  things  in  this  world  an.i 
that  he  must  never  take  the  matter  in  his  own  hands  and  run  away,  and  that  if  dis- 
satisfied he  must  inform  Mr.  Kelso  of  the  fact.  Said  he  would  like  to  se  his.  mother, 
but  was  willing  to  wait  until  he  was  allowed  to  go  there.'' 

Lawyer's  letter  received  asking  that  the  mother  be  allowed  to  correspond  with  the 
boy. 

Employer  writes  that  boy  continues  to  do  well,  and  the  conditions  remained  un- 
changed when  this  report  went  ^  to  press. 

Casb  No.  8. 

This  little  boy,  not  yet  ten  years  of  age,  was  committed  to  tlfe  Reformatory  three 
years  ago  when  he  was  only  a  little  over  eight  years  of  age,  the  charge  being  larceny. 
He  should  never  have  been  committed  to  the  Reformatory  and  was  only  sent  there 
to  avoid  the  expense  of  dealing  with  him  in  anothler  way.  Found  that  he  had  become 
addicted  to  chewing  tobacco  since  g^'ng  to  the  institution  and  was  fast  becoming  hard- 
ened by  associating  with  older  and  worse  boys  than  himself.  Father  dead,  mother 
married  again.  His  return  to  his  old  home  objected  to  on  th^  ground  that,  in  ad- 
dition to  picking  up  with  his  old  associates,  the  boy  would  not  be  made  welcome  by 
his  step-father.  Decided  therefore  to  place  him  out.  amid  new  surroundings.  Mother 
wrote  asking  to  have  him  back.  Said  she  had  him  committed  to  the  Reformatory  in 
order  that  he  should  get  some  schooling,  and  thought  she  could  manage  him  all  right 
now. 

Placed  the  boy  witU  a  highly  respected  farmer  and  his  wife  \irho  had  no  childr3<i 
of  their  own  and  promised  to  do  well  by  the  boy  if  he  remained  with  them.  Mother 
wrote  again  saying  that  she  fully  approved  of  the  action  taken  in  regard  to  her  son 
and  asking  if  she  might  go  to  visit  him  after  he  got  settled  down.  Boy  writes  telling 
all  about  his  new  home  and  expresses  himself  as  being  very  well  pleased  with  it  aU. 
The  official  visitor  called  and  reported  that  everything  was  satisfactory,  the  home  a 
good  one  and  the  boy  contented. 

Latest  report — still  doing  well. 

Case  No.  9. 

This  lad,  eighteen  years  of  age,  was  sentenced  to  the  Reformatory  for  two  years 
for  larceny.  His  time  had  almost  expired  when  it  was  decided  to  allow  him  to  go 
home  without  waiting  for  the  exact  date  of  release.  Officials  did  not  give  him  a  good 
character.  Brought  the  boy  to  Toronto,  fitted  him  out  with  clothing,  etc.,  and  urged 
him  to  lead  a  good  life.  Told  him  if  he  was  ever  in  any  difficulty, to  come  back  and  fie 
would  be  assisted.  Ascertained  that  the  boy's  people  were  respectable  but  in  very 
moderate  circumstances.  The  boy  had  formed  bad  associations  and  would  go  away 
from  home  for  days  without  permission.  After  his  return  received  satisfactory  reports 
of  his  progress  and  that  he  was  in  steady  employment.  Mother  wrot^  that  there  was 
only  a  few  weeks  of  his  time  remaining  and  she  would  rather  he  had  remained  for  the 
full  time  than  be  under  any  surveillance.  Two  months  later  this  ydung  fellow  left 
home  and  beat  his  way  on  a  freight  train  to  Toronto  all  to  say  that  he  had  not  beea 
satisfied  with  his  old  home  and  was  going  to  strike  out  for  St.  Louis  as  he  thought 
he  could  do  well  at  the  World^s  Fair.  Gave  him  his  breakfast  and  half  a  dollar  and 
urged  him  to  take  care  of  himself  and  work  honestly  for  a  living.  Would  judge  how- 
ever that  his  intention  is  to  lead  an  adventurous  life. 

Latest  report — ^Young  man  returned  home.  Attended  religious  services  and  has 
professed  conversion.     This  may  make  a  decided  improvement  in  him. 

Case  No.  10. 

Colored  boy  between  fifteen  and  sixteen  years'  of  age.  Had  already  served  laree 
years  in  the  Reformatory  on  a  five  years'  sentence  for  larceny.  Conduct  in  the  in- 
stitution had  been  good  but  home  very  unsistisfactor^.  Father  in  prison  several  times 
and  boy's  return  to  old  surroundings  would  mean  a  continuance  in  wrong-doing. 
Decided  to  send  him  to  a  new  locality  and  boy  promised  to  be  agreeable  to  ^is  and 
to  do  his  best.     Sent  him  to  a  northern 'oity  where  employment  was  secured  for  him. 
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Has  avoided  bad  company  and  has  in  every  respect  kept  his  word.  Was  employed  ail 
summer  on  one  of  the  boats  at  $16  a  month  and  his  board.  Was  well  spoken  of  by 
the  officers. 

Later — Since  navigation  closed  have  not  been  able  to  locate  him  as  he  took  em- 
ployment at  a  northern  port. 

Cask  No.  11. 

Indian  boy  about  fifteen.  Had  been  in  the  school  for  two  years  on  a  charge  of 
larceny,  indeterminate  sentence.  Boy  favorably  spoken  of  by  the  officials,  and  his 
•conduct  in  the  institution  good.  Found  that  his  former  home  was  very  unsatisfactory 
and  that  he  could  not  be  returned  there.  Parents'  whereabouts  unknown.  Had  been 
living  with  an  aunt.  Got  beyond  control,  did  not  attend  school,  was  constantly  steal* 
ing,  was  found  drunk  on  two  occasions,  and  was  a  great  annoyance  to  thfe  neighbor- 
hood. Found  the  boy  had  acquired  a  knowledge  of  gardening  and  placed  him  on  u 
fruit  farm  in  another  part  of  the  country  at  $5  a  month  and  his  board.  Have  had 
several  letters  from  him  stating  that  he  liked  his  place  and  was  getting  on  well. 

Latest  report — Still  remains  in  the  same  place. 

Cabs  No.  12. 

Toung  man  eighteen  years  of  age.  Had  been  in  the  school  four  years  on  a  seu- 
-tence  of  five  years  for  larceny.  Parents  dead  and  thb  trouble  was  caused  by  lack  of 
proper  home  surroundings.  Found  in  conversation  with  him  that  he  was  a  fine,  in- 
telligent young  fellow,  anxious  to  do  right  and  in  every  way  worthy  of  release.  Se- 
cured employment  for  him  at  $5  a  week  and  he  acted  in  a  thoroughly  trustworthy 
manner.  Called  one  day  to  state  that  an  uncle  in  another  town  was  aiixious  to  have 
him  go  to  live  with. them  and  would  provide  him  with  employment,  etc.  Ascertained 
that  they  were  respectable  people  and  agreed  that  it  would  be  all  right  for  him  to  go 
"there.  No  complaint  of  any  kind  has  reached  me  and  the  young  man  appears  to  be 
conducting  himself  well.  Have  had  several  letters  from  him  expressing  gratitude  for 
the  interest  taken  in  him. 

Latest  report — ^Visited  Toronto  for  several  days.  Is  employed  in  a  hotel;  seems 
steady  and  reliable;  no  complaints. 

Oasb  No.  13. 

Young  man  over  eighteen  years  of  age.  Has  been  in  the  school  about  four  y^rs. 
In  commitment  paper  was  classed  as  incorrigible  but  the  real  trouble  was  a  bad  home. 
Parents  worthless  people;  living  by  begging,  stealing,  etc.  Several  children  in  the 
:family,  none  of  whom  ever  attended  school.  This  lad  strong  and  healthy  but  not  rf 
very  bright  intellect.  Asked  several  persons  in  the  neighborhood  of  his  home  to  take 
an  interest  in  him  and  get  him  employment.  Encouraged  him  in  every  way  pos- 
•sible  to  keep  up  the  good  reputation  he  had  earned  in  the  institution  and  stick  to  his 
-work. 

Latest  report — ^Made  enquiries  as  to  his  progress  during  past  nine  months. 
Xeamed  that  he  had  been  working  on  a  farm,  etc.,  and  had  not  been  in  any  trouble. 

Case  No.  14. 

This  boy,  fifteen  years  of  age,  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory  for  housebreak- 
ing and  theft.  Had  already  served  three  years.  Father  a  farm  laborer  of  poor  chai- 
acter.  Boy  received  no  early  training  or  education  but  worked  around  in  the  country. 
In  conversation  promised  to  do  well  if  given  another  opportunity.  Agreed  to  help 
'him  if  he  would  be  satisfied  to  go  to  another  neighborhood  altogether.  Relatives  not 
interested  in  him;  had  made  no  enquiry  concerning  him.  After  some  little  acquaint- 
i^nceship  sent  him  to  a  farm,  where  he  still  is  after  a  period  of  three  months.  Is  in 
▼ery  desirable  home  surroundings  and  will  receive  an  opportunity  to  properly  learn 
farming,  and  to  gain  some  education. 

Latest  report — Ran  away  from  farm  but  was  brought  back  a  week  later.  Said 
li'e  had  been  encouraged  to  strike  out  for  himself  by  an  acquaintance.  Is  more  con- 
tented now  and  will  remain  until  the  spring. 

Case  No.  15. 

This  lad,  committed  to  the  Reformatory  at  thirteen,  is  now  about  sixteen.  His 
cffence  was  larceny,  but,  as  in  so  many  cases,  the  trouble  was  that  he  was  not  looked 
after  properly  at  home.     Father  a  farm  laborer,  careless  and  indifferent,  boy  drifting 
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around  from  place  to  place  with  no  restraint.  Got  into  bad  company  and  all  tlie  cir- 
cumstances  indicated  that  he  would  become  a  confirmed  criminal  unless  action  were 
taken.  Interviewed  the  boy.  Did  not  find  him  very  prepossessing,  although  he  ex- 
pressed his  willingness  and  great  desire  to  be  given  a  chance  to  show  how  good  l» 
could  be.  Was  anxious  to  go  to  his  home.  Could  not  agree  to  this  but  offerea  to  gist 
him  a  situation  within  fifteen  or  twenty  miles.  Qot  him  two  or  three  different  plaops 
but  he  was  restless  and  dissatisfied,  especially  after  an  interview  withi  his  parents, 
who  informed  him  that  now  that  he  had  the  prison  clothes  off  he  was  as  free  as  any- 
body. Boy  ran  away  at  instigation  of  his  father.  Sent  a  police  officer  to  his  liouae 
to  arrest  him  and  bring  him  back,  but  he  had  been  spirited  away.  In  all  probabilitj 
he  has  gone  to  relatives  in  another  part  of  the  country. 

Latest  report — ^Boy  living  at  home  again.  Decided  not  to  interfere  with  him  a» 
he  appears  anxious  to  do  right. 

Case  No.  16. 

This  boy,  fifteen  ^years  of  age,  is  not  very  bright  mentally.  Owing  to  separation 
of  parents  did  not  receive  proper  care  or  training  in  earl  yyouth.  It  was  a  queetioA 
of  allowing  him  to  go  to  live  with  his  mother,  who  wished  to  have  him  and  promised 
to  take  particular  care  of  him  and  see  that  he  remained  steadily  at  wdrk,  or  cooimit- 
ting  Mm  to  the  Asylum  for  the  Feeble-Minded.  On  the  recommendation  of  sevenl 
persons  consulted  agreed  to  place  him  with  his  mother.  At  last  accounts  the  boy  wis 
at  work  and  causing  no  trouble. 

Case  No.  17. 

Toung  man  J  eighteen  years  of  age.  Was  brought  to  Ontario  by  one  of  the  Engliih 
child-saving  societies  when  about  twelve.  Was  placed  out'  on  several  farms  but  acted 
badly,  and  at  sixteen  years  of  age  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory  for  three  years 
The  Superintendent  of  the  institution  reported  that  the  had  been  well  behaved  and 
was  entitled  to  favorable  consideration.  Interviewed  the  young  man  and  promised  to 
take  an  interest  in  him  if  he  would  do  what  was  right.  The  English  society  asked 
to  be  relieved  of  any  further  responsibility  as  they  had  had  enough  trouble  with  him. 
Placed  him  on  a  farm  at  $75  for  a  year  and  his  board.  He  did  not  act  very  w^ 
when  first  received  but  improved  considerably,  then  grew  restless  and  wanted  to  leave 
the  farm.  Wrote  him,  sent  a  book,  etc.,  and  the  people  replied  that  he  was  encour- 
aged by  this  remembrance.  Has  promised  to  do  better  in  future.  Is  still  on  the 
ssme  farm  where  first  placed. 

Latest  report — ^Left  the  above  farm  and  went  to  work  for  a  neighbor.  Did  oot 
interfere  with  him,  owing  to  his  age,  but  he  will  probably  do  all  right. 

Case  No.  18. 

This  lad,  now  sixteen  years  of  age,  is  feeble-minded,  although  strong  and  healthy 
in  appearance.  Was  sent  to  the  Reformatory  because  authorities  in  his'  native  town 
did  not  know  what  elso  to  do  with  him.  Made  some  enquiries  and  as  the  home  had 
considerably  improved  and  parents  were  attached  to  the  boy  decided  it  would  be  bet- 
ter to  let  them  have  him  again  than  to  place  him  in  the  asylum.  Friends  have  prom- 
ised to  take  an  interest  in  him  and  it  may  be  that  he  will  be  able  to  earn  his  living. 

Letters  received  indicate  that  the  lad  is  at  work  and  will  probably  be  all  rigbt 
now. 

Official  visitor  called  and  reports:  "This  boy  whose  parents  are  poor  appears  to 
be  doing  very  well  at  the  present.  He  is  employed  in  a  saw  mill  and  his  father  said 
he  has  given  no  trouble  since  *his  return.  The  boy  is  deficient  mentally,  and  is  prob- 
ably better  at  home  than  he  would  be  anywhere  else. 

Case  No.  19. 

Young  man  between  eighteen  and  nineteen.  Committed  to  the  Reformatory  at 
fifteen  as  incorrigible.  The  chief  trouble,  however,  was  that  his  father  was  dead,  hi& 
mother  was  living  with  a  married  daughter  ,and  there  was  no  place  for  tliis  lad.  ijt 
addition  he  was  not  extra  bright  mentally.  When  brought  to  the  Reformatory  he  had 
to  be  carried  owing  to  weakness  and  exhaustion  from  neglect  and  starvation.  Is  a 
French-Canadian.  Mother  wrote  that  she  was  anxious  about  him,  that  she  had  emi- 
grated to  the  United  States  and  would  take  him  with  her.  Brought  the  boy  to  Toronto, 
and  was  arranging  for  him  to  go  when  he  ran  away  and  for  some  time  was  lost  track 
of.  He  wrote  to  his  mother  however  thhit  he  was  working  with  a  farmer  and  was  get* 
£ing  on  well  and  she  replied  that  this  was  quite  satisfactory  to  her  as  she  was  really 
not  in  a  position  to  take  care  of  him  and  as  long  as  she  knew  just  where  he  was  and  how 
he  was  getting  along  it  would  be  all  right. 
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Casb  No.  20. 

A  large,  strong  youth  of  the  laboring  class;  French-Canadian  descent.  Seventeen 
years  of  age.  Father  dead,  mother  out  at  service.  Boy  classed  as  incorrigible,  but 
the  trouble  was  really  the  absence  of  a  proper  home.  Has  th^  reputation  of  being  a 
quiet,  weU  disposed  lad,  able  and  willing  to  work.  Made  enquiries  in  the  neighbor- 
hood from  which  he  came  and  ascertained  that  his  return  there  was  not  considered 
advisable.  Boy  not  particular  where  he  went.  Arranged  situation  on  farm  in  another 
part  of  the  country  at  $8  a  month  and  his  board.  Has  remained  in  the  same  situati.m 
without  change  to  date. 

Letters  received  from  him  lately  indicate  that  he  is  getting  on  all  right. 

Case  No.  21. 

Boy  of  thirteen,  committed  to  the  institution  at  ten  years  of  age  cllarged  with 
larceny,  but  poor  home  surroundings  the  real  cause.  He  was  of  illegitimate  birth, 
his  mother  had  gone  to  the  States,  and  he  was  being  supported  by  his  mother's  parents, 
old  people  who  were  very  poor  and  unable  to  give  the  child  proper  care.  Did  not 
receive  any  schooling  and  was  allowed  to  run  wild.  Found  that  he  was  a  nice  boy 
and  likely  to  do  well  in  proper  environment.  Ascertained  the  mother's  address  and 
corresponded  with  her,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned  the  boy  was  placod 
with  the  mother's  sister,  a  respectable  married  woman  living  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  Province.  She  agreed  to  give  him  a  good  home  and  to  be  responsible  for  his  wel- 
fare. 

Latest  report — Mother  came  over  from  States  and  stole  the  boy  from  her  sister. 
Next  came  a  letter  from  a  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Society  that  boy  was  in  their  caro, 
having  been  ill-treated  by  man  with  whom  m.other  was  living.  Wrote  offering  to 
leceive  the  boy,  but  was  informed  he  had  been  given  over  to  mother  again. 

Cash  No.  22. 

French-Canadian  boy  of  fourteen.  Committed  from  the  eastern  part  of  the  Pro- 
vince for  an  indefinite  term  for  petty  offences,  but  in  reality  to  get  him  away  from 
bad  surroundings.  Father  dead,  mother  keeping  hotel.  Found  that  the  boy  was  a 
bright,  smart  lad,  well  spoken  of  in  the  institution.  Considerable  correspondence  with 
local  people  as  to  his  future,  the  general  opinion  being  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  allow 
bim  to  return.  The  boy  was  tlierefore  placed  on  a  farm  where  he  remained  for  six 
montl^. 

Latest  report — Boy  wrote  to  his  mother  revealing  his  address.  She  visited  him 
and  took  him  away  in  middle  of  the  night.  He  will,  however,  be  all  right,  as  th)e  local 
Children's  Aid  Society  is  acquainted  with  the  house  and  will  exercise  supervision. 

Cabs  No.  23. 

French-Canadian  youth,  aged  seventeen.  Committed  for  an  indefinite  period  a<r 
incorrigible,  but  the  history  particulars  revealed  th)e  fact  that  his  parents  were  both 
dead.  He  was  not  of  bright  intellect,  was  living  around  anywhere,  and  some  disposal 
had  to  be  made  of  him.  It  was  at  first  proposed  to  transfer  him  to  thip  Asylum  for  the 
Feeble-Minded,  but  as  he  was  strong  physically  and  of  quiet  disposition  it  was  decided 
to  try  him  on  a  farm.     Was  provided  with  a  suitable  situation. 

Latest  report — Has  made  satisfactory  progress  up  to  the  present  time. 

Cabb  No.  24. 

French-Canadian  youth  of  fifteen.  Committed  for  five  years  a^  incorrigible.  Real 
cause  bad  home  suroundings.  Well  spoken  of  by  the  officials  of  the  institution,  but 
bis  return  to  former  home  strongly  opposed.  After  considerable  correspondence  bo/ 
was  allowed  to  go  to  a  respectable  married  sister  in  Michigan.  Has  /since  written  that 
lie  was  well  and  happy. 

Cabb  No.  29. 

Colored  youth  of  sixteen.  A  quiet  young  fellow,  highly  spoken  of  by  the  officials. 
No  necessity  for  further  detention,  but  found  that  local  people  were  thoroughly  op- 
posed to  his  return  home.  Sent  visitor  to.  make  special  report,  which  read  as  follows : 
**Thi8  boy  h^  virtually  no  home.  His  parents  are  drunken,  worthless  people.  The 
mother  is  periodically  insane,  and  the  elder  brothers  are  drunken  toughs.  The  younger 
children  had  to  be  committed  to  the  Children's  Aid  Society."   Decided  therefore  to 
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look  up  a  suitable  home  in  another  part  of  the  Province,  the  boy  on  his  part  promu- 
ing  to  be  content  wherever  placed  and  to  do  his  best  to  please  the  people  he  lired 
with.  Is  now  on  a  farm  with  worthy  people,  east  of  Toronto,  and  is  usefully  sal 
happily  employed.  Relatives  Have  never  enquired  for  him  and  boy  does  not  seem 
particularly  anxious  to  meet  them. 

Latest  report — ^Lad  personally  visited.     Is  doing  well  in  every  respect. 

Casc  No.  ao. 

This  is  a  particularly  satisfactory  case.  Lad  of  sixteen  running  wild  oo  streets 
of  Toronto.  Committed  to  the  Industrial  School.  Escaped  from  there,  re- arrested 
on  charge  of  highway  robbery  and  committed  to  the  Reformatory  for  five  years.  Had 
an  interview  with  the  boy  and  found  that  ^  could  be  influenced  bv  kindness  and  a 
good  home.  Had  a  particularly  sad  early  life.  His  father  died  and  his  mother  married 
again;  then  later  she  died  and  left  him  to  the  stepfather,  who  did  not  want  him. 
Received  no  kindness,  affection  nor  moral  instruction  and  grew  up  to  feel  he  hsd 
no  place  in^  the  world.  His  offence  due  to  homelessness.  Promised  to  befriend  him  ud 
see  that  he  -got  a  cUance  in  the  future.  After  a  short  stay  in  the  Shelter  placed  lum 
oit  a  farm  north  of  the  city,  where  he  is  making  excellent  progress.  Has  given  op 
the  use  of  tobacco,  etc.,  and  has  shown  himself  exceedingly  anxious  to  merit  the  good 
opinion  of  all  who  have  interested  then^selves  in  him. 

Latest  report — Boy  had  a  row  with  his  employer  and  threatened  to  leave.  Wrote 
to  him  not  to  spoil  his  good  record.  Transferred  him  to  his  employer's  brother,  and 
so  far  no  change  has  occurred.     Received  present  of  a  watch^  for  giving  up  tobac^co. 

Casb  No.  31. 

Boy  of  fqurteen.  Mother  dead,  father  married  again.  Lad  had  a  respectabld 
home  and  seems  to  have  been  well  treated,  but  got  into  bad  company  and  was  arrested 
for  larceny.  Was  committed  for  three  years  to  the  Reformatory  largely  at  the  request 
of  his  father.  Had  been  there  one  year  when!  his  case  was  enquired  in€o.  After  sev^^ 
interviews  with  his  parents  it  was  decided  that  he  should  be  given  another  chance, 
the  boy  himself  promising  to  turn  over  a  new  leaf  and  get  steady  employment.  Aft«r 
being  at  home  a  fihort  time  he  wrote  that  he  had  a  situation'  but  was  not  getting  very 
much  wages.  Was  trying  hard  to  keep  his  promise  to  be  a  good  boy  and  was  quite 
happy.  Has  been  in  several  situations  since  that  time  and  now  earns  about  seveo 
or  eight  dollars  a  week.     Is  not  likely  to  get  into  any  further  trouble. 

Cask  No.  32. 

This  boy,  sixteen  years  of  age,  was  committed  for  larceny.  Had  a  very  poor  home 
and  w%s  allowed  to  run*  the  streets  at  all  hours  of  the  night,  selling  newspapers,  etc 
Father  dead,  mother  married  again.  While  arrangements  were  being  made  for  his 
return  home  on  approbation  an  order  came  from  Ottawa  for  his  absolute  discfafsr^e. 
Enquiries  made  since  his  return  home  indicate  that  he  is  getting  on  very  well  and 
he  has  shown  his  interest  in  the  work  by  capturing  and  returning  to  the  Shelter 
Rnother  boy  who  had  run  away. 

Casb  No.  33. 

Toung  fellow  of  seventeen  ,a  waif  from  birth.  Has  ben  in  public  institutions  nil 
his  life  up  to  thirteen  or  fourteen.  Mentally  dull  and  his  manner  and  actions  indi- 
cated that  his  affections  had  never  been  properly  developed.  Was  sent  to  the  Reform* 
atory  for  theft.  Promised  that  if  he  were  given  another  ehance  he  would  do  well  and 
offered  to  go  to  a  farm  Ifime.  A  suitable  situation  was  found  for  him,  where  he  r«>- 
mained  four  months.  Left  his  place  and  came  to  Toronto.  Went  to  work  for  a  former 
employer.     Is  doing  fairly  well. 

Case  No.  34. 

Young  man  of  eighteen.  Committed  for  larceny  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  and  having 
gone  a  long  way  in  wrong-doing  it  was  found  difficult  to  influence  him  for  good.  Parent i 
both  addicted  to  drink,  and  several  children  in  the  family  had  an  unfortunate  time 
of  it.  Younger  brother  had  to  be  sent  to  the  Industrial  School.  Other  children  hare 
been  in  the  Children's  Shelter,  and  was  informed  that  a  girl  of  twelve,  who  is  mf 
present  at  home,  is  sure  to  go  to  the  bad  sooner  or  later  owing  to  the  drunkenness  and 
degradation  that  prevails.  The  young  man  made  many  promises  to  do  well  in  the 
future  and  agreed  to  go  a  h<Mne  in  another  part  of  the  country  when  informed   that 
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he  could  not  go  to  his  parents.  Met  with  a  slight  accident  before  leaving  the  in3tita- 
tion  which  led  to  complications  and  necessitated  his  being  placed  in  the  hospital. 
When  convalescent  he  made  his  escape  from  the  hospital,  intending  to  return  to  his 
former  home.  His  unwise  action  in  quitting  the  hospital  brought  on  an  attack  of 
illness  which  ended  in  his  death  a  few  hours  later.  He  was  given  decent  Christian 
burial. 

Case  No.  35. 

Quiet,  inoffensive  boy  of  fifteen.  Has  been  in  the  institution  nearly  two  years, 
having  been  committed  as  incorrigible.  The  underlying  reason  for  his  committal, 
however,  Was  that  his  father  was  a  farm  laborer  and  did  not  earn  enough  to  support 
his  large  family  of  children.  Boy  received  neither  schooling  nor  moral  instruction, 
and  naturally  drifted  away  from  a  home  where  there  was  not  enough  food,  clothing 
or  kindness  to  go  around.  As  the  boy  had  always  lived  in  the  country  thiere  was  no 
difficulty  in  getting  him  a  good  place  on  a  farm,  where  he  is-^ow  making  excellent 
progress.  Home  .was  selected  within  reasonable  distance  from  his  parents  so  that  tho 
lad  could  see  them  from  time  to  time.    Employer  writes  that  the  boy  is  doing  well. 

Latest  report— Boy  behaving  nicely.  Has  now  been  over  ten  months  in  th^  one 
situation. 

Ca8B  No.  36. 

Boy  between  fourteen  and  fifteen.  A  difficult  case  to  handle,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  boy  was  of  weak  character  and  anxious  to  return  to  his  former  home,  all  the 
reports  of  which  were  particularly  bad.  Had  a  personal  visit  paid  to  the  parents  in 
order  to  see  if  they  were  worthy  to  hWe  the  boy  with  them  again,  and  the  report 
received  was  as  follows:  ''This  boy  has  worse  than  no  home.  His  father  varies  be* 
tween  the  poor,  house  and  the  lunatic  asylum,  and  his  mother  is  keeping  a  disorderly 
house  and  living  withi  another  man."  Two  sisters  were  employed  at  cigar  making  and 
other  members  of  the  family  had  a  bad  reputation.  Brought  the  boy  to  Toronto  and 
got  well  acquainted  with  him.  After  three  or  four  weeks  of  kind  treatment  he  agreed 
to  accept  another  home  away  from  his  relatives,  and  promised  to  be  content  and 
obedient.     Placed  him  on  a  fruit  farm. 

Latest  report — Was  in  the  same  situation  at  time  of  writing.  Sent  him  a  watcb 
as  encouragement.  Employer  particularly  patient.  A  noteworthy  casef'  of  child-sav- 
ing. 

Case  No.  37. 

Young  man  about  twenty  years  of  age.  Discharged  by  special  order  from  the 
Department  of  Justice  at  Ottawa.  Having  very  poor  family  connections  and  being 
without  money  or  prospect  of  work,  he  asked  to  be  taken  care  of  as  well  as  the  other 
boys.  Gave  him  belter  and  obtained  him  work.  After  doing  exceedingly  well  tor 
three  weeks  he  received  a  letter  from  his  mother  begging  him  to  come  home,  and  he 
left  at' once  without  stating  his  intentions.  A  few  weeks  later  he  wrote  asking  to  *>e 
taken  back  as  he  had  not  been  able  to  obtain  work,  ai|d  ]|is  relatives  were  poor 
and  unable  to  help  him.  Allowed  him  to  come  and  obtained  another  situation  for 
him.  This  he  kept  only  one.  day.  Provided  him  with  another  situation.  He  remained 
two  days  and  left  again  without  reasonable  excuse.  Had  not  the  courage  to  look  for 
work  himself  and  everything  in  that  line  had  to  be  done  for  him.  Got  him  another 
situation,  at  which  he  remained  three  days.  Next  sent  him  to  work  on  a  farm,  but 
after  two  days  he  turned  up  again  in  the  city  and  begged  to  be  given  another  chance 
in  town  as  farm  work  was  too  hnrd.  Received  him  again  and  placed  him  in  another 
situation  which  he  kept  for  two  days.  Informed  him  that  he  cor>9  have  no  further 
assistance.  Disappeared.  Two  months  later  heard  from  him  that  he  was  in  the  north- 
west with  his  father  and  was  at  steady  work.  This  almost  hopeless  case  did  not  prove 
so  hopeless  after  all.     Has  since  written  regretting  the  trouble  he  gave. 

Case  No.  38. 

Tfafis  boy  was  sent  to  the  institution  for  two  years  for  larceny,  the  chief  trouble 
however  being  that  he  had  not  been  properly  controlled  at  home,  the  family  being  in 
poor  circumstances.  His  time  having  almost  expired  he  was  released  by  order  of  thi> 
Department  of  Justice.  Have  not  followed  this  case  up  as  there  would  be  no  justifi- 
cation for  my  doing  so. 

Case  No.  39.        . 

This  boy,  fifteen  years  of  age,  was  committed  for-  an  indefinite  period  owing  to 
the  fact  that  his  parents  were  separated,  and  his  grandfather,  with  whom  he  lived, 
was  unable  to  support  him.     Upon  being  brought^  to  Toronto  it  was  found  that  the  boy 
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was  sufferiiQg  frcit  malignaiit  toinors,  and  he  was  placed  in  the  hospital  for  treatment 
Remained  th«re  for  two  months,  after  which  he  was  returned  to  his  reltttiyee. 

Latest  report — Left  his  relatives  and  found  work  in  another  part  c^  the  Prormoe; 
was  arrested  for  going  off  with  a  horse  and  buggy  belonging  to  his  employer.  Claimed 
that  he  only  took  it  for  a  drive.  Released  on  suspended  sentence.  Disappeared  and 
not  since  heard  of. 

Casb  No.  40. 

This  lad,  seventeen  years  of  age,  was  placed  in  the  institution  largely  at  hn 
father's  request,  having  become  disobedient  and  unmanageable.  After  oonsidersble 
correspondence  the  father  agreed  to  receive  him  back  again,  the  boy  on  his  part  prom- 
ising that  hb  would  give  no  further  trouble.  He  remained  in  his  home  for  some  time 
and  then  wrote  privately  that  he  was  not  at  all  happy  and  would  like  if  a  situatioo 
could  be  got  for  him  some  place  else.  He  secured  a  situation  himself  and  afterwards 
moved  to  Toronto,  where  he  is  at  present  employed. 

Casb  No.  41.  * 

This  boy,  about  fourteen  years  of  age,  was  committed  as  incorrigible,  but  ^ 
difficulty  was  poor  home  surroundings.  .  FathilBr,  a  laborer,  has  several  children,  and 
never  exercised  proper  control  over  them  nor  given  them  moral  example  or  instrus- 
tion.  After  some  correspondence  a  relative  of  the  family  agreed  to  take  the  lad.  His 
mother  has  since  written  stating  that  he  is  now  a  good  boy  and  has  not  given,  the  ksst 
trouble  since  his  return. 

Casb  No.  43. 

This  bay,  sixteen  years  of  age,  was  committed  for  larceny.  His  father  was  des- 
cribed as  a  worthless  fellow,  but  his  mother  and  elder  brother  were  deecribed  as 
respectable  and  steady.  Arrangements  were  being  made  to  place  the  boy  in  a  situatioo 
when  an  order  came  from  the  Department  of  Justice  for  his  unconditional  reiease. 
He  is  now  living  with  relatives  and  there  has  been  no  cause  of  complaint. 

Casb  No.  48. 

^  This  lad,  eighteen  years  of  age,  was  committed  for  larceny,  having  stolen  some 
articles  from  his  employer.  His  parents  were  both  dead  and  he  resided  with  his  grand- 
father. The  lad's  conduct  in  the  institution  was  exemplary,  and  after  considerable 
correspondence  arrangements  were  made  for  him  to  go.  to  an  uncle  in  another  part  cl 
the  Province  who  occupied  a  good  position  and  promised  to  exercise  a  father's  care. 
So  far  the  conditions  have  been  very  satisfactory  and  there  is  no  reason  to  anticipst^ 
any  further  trouble. 

Visitor  for  the  Department  made  the  following  report:  ''This  boy  has  etxcellefit 
prospects  of  doing  well  for  the  future.  His  uncle  is  in  comfortable  circumstances  and 
takes  a  great  interest  in  him.  He  is  attending  business  college  and  expects  when  be 
graduates  to  obtain  employment  with  a  leading  business  firm." 

Casb  No.  44. 

This  lad,  about  fifteen  years  of  age,  was  given  a  term  of  five  years  for  honaebreek- 
ing  and  larceny.  As  in  the  case  of  a  good  many  other  boys  who  get  into  trouble,  h'S 
mother  was  dead,  and  the  home  influences  were  not  of  the  kindest.  The  lad  spent  ■ 
good  deal  of  time  on  the  streets  and  in  company  with  other  boys,  and  natnraUy  got 
into  mischief.  Enquiry  proved  that  it  would  be  unwise  Jto  send  him  home  at  preeeoc 
as  he  has  not  yet  been  away  for  a  year  and  the  home  conditions  h|kve  not  altered  *» 
any  extent.  The  boy  promised  that  if  sriyen  an  opportunity  he  would  show  that  be 
could  get  along  all  right.  Was  placed  in  a  farm  situation  but  tMe  people  could  not 
keep  him — found  that  he  wan  cruel  to  the  cattle,  would  neglect  his  work  and  was  rerr 
much  addicted  to  tobacco.     Was  brought  back  and  placed  in  the  Industrial  SdiooK 

Casb  No.  45. 

This  boy,  nearly  seventeen  years  of  a^e,  had  an  unusually  bright  appearance,  and 
evidently  belons^ed  to  a  better  class  than  the  majoritv  of  the  inmateb.  Was  committed 
en  the  serious  charge  of  highway  robbery  and  assault,  but  he  explained  in  the  cour« 
of  conversation  that  it  was  more  of  a  holiday  escapade  in  which  he  participated  wi'-H 
three  companions,  the  idea  being  to  distinguish  themselves  in  an  unusual  way.  Ht^ 
parents  were  both  dead  and  he  had  been  living  with  relatives,  and,  having  very  little 
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congenial  home  life,  was  led  to  form  acquaintanceship  with  careless  young  fellows  of 
his  own  age.  As  it  was  quite  impossible  to  return  him  to  his  former  home  surroundings 
he  expressed  himself  as  willing  to  make  a  new  start  somewhere  else,  and  a  farm  situa- 
tion was  found  for  him.  He  has  since  written  expressing  himself  as  being  quite  happy 
and  contented,  and  his  employer  also  reported  that  he  liked  the  boy,  but  found  him 
quite  ignorant  of  farming  and  slow. 

Latest  report — Still  in  the  same  situation  and  doing  nicely. 

Case  No.  46. 

This  boy,  i^ow  about  fourteen  years  of  age,  was  of  illegitimate  birth,  and  when 
returned  from  a  foster-home  where  he  had  spent  the  most  of  hifl  youth'  he  was  adopted 
by  his  own  mother,  who  was  married  to  a  farmer  and  had  two  or  tl^ree  children.  The 
boy,  however,  was  not  aware  of  the  relationship.  Committed  a  serious  otfence  and  was 
sent  to  the  institution.  In  an  ipterview  the  lad  said  that  he  was  anxious  to  do  oght 
but  that  be  did  not  like  his  home  and  did  not  want  to  go  back  there.  Ui>on  his  prom- 
ising to  turn  over  a  new  leaf  if  placed  in  a  good  home  elsewhere  he  was  taken  out  and 
provided  for.     His  conduct  has  been  very  satisfactory  since  that  time. 

Latest  report — No  change;  getting  on  well. 

Case  No.  47. 

While  committed  to  the  institution  on  the  serious  charge  of  housebreaking  and 
larceny,  this  boy  did  not  have  anything  of  the  appearance  of  a  hardened  offender. 
His  mother  was  dead  and  the  home  circumstances  were  not  congenial.  His  offence  was 
breaking  into  Bummer  cottages,  and  he  explained  that  this  was  done  more  out  ot 
enriosity  than  with  any  intention  of  stealing.  As  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to  return 
him  to  his  home,  a  situation  was  found  for  him  as  driver  for  a  doctor,  and  b^  is  mak- 
ing admirable  progress.  He  is  being  patiently  dealt  with  and  is  gradually  overcoming 
kia  numerous  faults. 

Latest  report— Still  in  the  same  home;  greatly  improved  in  every  way. 

Case  No.  48. 

This  boy,  fourten  years  of  age,  although*  guilty  of  shop-breaking  and  larceny,  was 
reaUy  committed  to  the  institution  because  there  was  no  proper  guardianship  being 
tf^xercised  over  him.  His  parents,  while  not  exactly  bad,  were  of  no  account,  and  never 
attempted  to  exercise  proper  control  over  him  or  to  give  him  instruction,  either  mental 
or  moral.  The  children  all  grew  up  to  do  exactly  as  they  pleased,  and  application  was 
made  to  Uave  his  sisters  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society.  The  boy, 
a  bright,  attractive  lad,  had  no  vicious  tendencies,  and  proved  responsive  to  good  in- 
fluences. No  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  him  a  satisfactory  home  in  the 
country,  and  he  has  since  written  that  he  is  well  pleased  with  his  place.  His  employer 
is  satisfied,  and  to  help  this  boy  hits  so  far  been  an  easy  and  pleasant  task. 

Latest  report — Personally  visited,  several  times.  No  complaint.  Now  attending 
school. 

Ca^e  No.  49. 

•I 

Although  this  boy,  about  sixten  years  of  age,  had  a  good  home  and  had  apparentlv 
no  reason  to  go  wrong,  he  was  constantly  getting  into  the  Police  Court.  A^r  being 
treated  leniently  on  several  occasions  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory  on  a  charge 
of  bouse-breaking.  When  spoken  to  he  expressed  contrition  for  the  trouble  and  pain 
he  had  given  his  parents  and  promised  to  make  a  good  use  of  his  time  in  future  it 
he  were  pardoned.  After  a  good  deal  of  correspondence  it  was  decided  to  give  him 
another  chance  at  home  and  in  several  months  now  there  has  been  no  complaint  made 
against  him. 

Latest  report — ^Working  steadily  and  getting  one  dollar  per  day. 

Case  No.  50. 

ThSs  is  another  boy  of  fourteen  having  a  good  home  and  no  apparent  cause  for 
'wrong-doing.  On  a  closer  study  of  this  case  it  was  found  that  he  was  not  bright  men- 
t^ally,  and  had  a  character  that  was  easily  influenced  for  bad.  Got  into  trouble  on 
several  occasions  and  stated  that  it  was  his  companions  thht  induced  him  to  do  wron<; 
He  was  conmiitted  to  the  institution  largely  at  the  request  of  his  father,  and  had  been 
there  about  a  year.  After  discussing  the  matter  with  his  parents  it  was  decided  to 
place  him  in  charge  of  an  uncle  in  another  part  of  the  country,  and  so  far  this  plan 
Has  worked  out  satisfactorily. 
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Case  No.  51. 

This  young  man,  between  fifteen  and  sixteen,  was  committed  to  the  institutioti  for 
three  years  on  a  charge  of  burglary.  At  the  institution  he  tried  to  escape,  which  g»Ti» 
him  rather  a  bad  name.  In  conversation,  However,  he  appeared  anxious  to  do  wh4t 
was  right,  and  promised  that  if  an  interest  were  taken  in  him  he  would  not  do  any- 
thing wrong  again.  Promised  to  make  enquiries  and  see  what  was  best  to  be  doud. 
The  authorities  at  place  where  he  came  from  did  not  want  him  back  on  any  considera- 
tion^ claiming  tHat  his  old  companions  would  lead  him  astray  again,  and  the  had 
little  faith  in  his  promises  of  reformation.  Informed  the  lad  that  he  could  not  return 
to  his  old  town,  but  that  if.he'woiild  be  content  to  take  a  situation  on  a  farm  he  would 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  earn  his  discharge.  This  he  readily  assented  to  and  a  good 
country  Home  was  provided  for  him.  Everything  went  well  for  the  first  month  or  so 
until  he  got  writing  to  his  mother.  She  moved  to  another  town  and  asked  "that  h^ 
be  allowed  to  go  to  her.  As  the  attachment  appeared  to  be  strong  on  both  sides  a 
promise*  was  made  that  in  a  few  months  an  arrangement  of  that  kind  would  be  made. 
In  the  meantime  the  young  fellow  was  too  impatient  to  wait  and  disappeared  from,  hi? 
situation.  He  hired  out  in  another  neighborhood  and  after  earning  money  for  rail- 
way fare  made  his  way  to  his  mother's  home,  and  I  received  word  of  his  arrival  there 
the  next  day.  Agreed  not  to  interfere  provided  he  went  to  work  and  avoided  b»d  com- 
panions. Have  since  received  word  that  he  is  working  as  an  attendant  on  stone  masons 
and  is  going  to  learn  the  trade  of  bricklaying  and  masonry.  A  correspondent  wroto 
that  there  was  evidently  a  decided  change  in  the  lad,  and  tUat  as  the  home  conditio nt 
had  improved  he  might  safely  be  let  alone. 

Cass  No.  62. 

This 'boy,  fifteen  years  of  age,  had  proved  a  difficult  case  to  handle.  He  was  undf-r 
the  care  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  for  some  time,  but  would  not  stay  in  any  situ- 
ation or  home  provided  for  him.  His  father  was  dead  and  as  his  mother  and  sister 
worked  in  a  laundry  there  was  no  one  to  give  him  proper  attention,  with  the  result 
that  he  made  his  home  on  the  streets.  He  went  tramping  and  was  arrested  in  *n6tlior 
city  charged  with  stealing,  and  committed  to  the  institution  for  two  years.  Found 
on  interviewing  him  that  he  was  a  bright  attractive  lad,  acting  as  a  messenger  or  guide 
in  the  institution  and  exceedingly  willing  and  obliging.  Cultivated  his  acquaintiince 
and  secured  from  him  a  promise  that  he  would  settle  down  if  some  interest  were  taken 
in  him  and  a  good  home  provided.  Brought  him  to  the  city  and  on  the  w^ay  be 
begged  to  be  provided  with  tobacco,  saying  it  was  impossible  now  for  him  to  do  with- 
out it.  Gave  him  a  liberal  supply  of  chewing  gum  and  candies  instead,  and  enoour- 
sged  Mm  to  give  up  his  old  habits,  which  he  promised  to  endeavor  to  do.  Got  him 
into  a  fine  farm  home,  and  he  remained  there  for  six  months.  Received  the  mo«t 
satisfactory  accounts  of  him ;  that  he  had  overcome  his  dteire  for  tobacco,  had  not 
used  any  profane  or  saucy  words,  and  seemed  happy  and  contented  with  his  surround- 
ings. However,  he  suddenly  disappeared  and  although  careful  enquiry  has  1)een  made 
nothing  has  yet  been  heard  of  him. 

Latest  report — Received  word  from  the  police  in  one  of  our  towns  that  this  boy 
was  in  custody  charged  with  stealing  a  pair  of  buckskin  gloves  from  a  livery  stablJ. 
A  period  of  eight  to  nine  months  htid  elapsed  and  this  was  the  first  boy  to  be  arrested. 
The  record  was  broken.  He  did  not  go  more  than  twenty  miles  away,  and  in  two 
months  had  worked  at  three  places.  He  has  the  tramp  instinct  highly  developed  and 
it  is  doubtful  if  he  will  settle  down  steadily  anywUere.  The  police  authorities  asi^ed 
to  discharge  him  to  my  care  and  the  people  to  whom  I  first  sent  him  took  him  back 
He  is  there  now  and  promises  to  be  more  content  in  future. 

Casb  No.  53. 

Young  man,  sixteen  years  of  age.  Was  committed  for  larceny,  but  during  the 
year  he  served  his  conduct  was  exemplary,  and  there  was  really  nothing  to  be  gained 
b>  keeping  him  in  confinement.  Found  on  enquiry  that  he  had  a  good  home — parent! 
both  living,  father  in  steady  employment,  and  both  feeling  exceedingly  grieved  that 
their  boy  should  ever  have  got  into  such  trouble.  Arranged  for  his  speedy  retnrn 
and  heard  afterwards  that  there  was  great  rejoicing  over  this  unexpected  leniencf. 
The  boy  is  at  work  and  there  is  no  reason  to  anticipate  any  trouble  in  the  futare. 

Case  No.  54. 

Boy  of  fourteen  committed  for  larceny  and  had  served  nearly  one  year  on  a  five 
years'  sentence.     The  cause  of  the  trouble  was  that  parents  were  separated  and   the 
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boy  y&d  no  proper  home  influemces.  Ascertained  on  enquiry  that  there  were  a  sister 
and  an  aunt  in  another  city,  both  in  steady  employment,  and  that  an  older  brother 
was  also  thinking  of  settling  there.  Brought  the  boy  down  from  the  institution  and 
got  him  employment.  Encouraged  the  scattered  family  to  take  up  housekeeping  again 
and  the  young  people  met  togetlter,  took  a  house  and  sent  for  the  mother,  so  that  the 
result  in  thia  case  was  to  reunite  a  family  and  give  them  all  an  impetus  toward  build- 
ing up  a  pleasant,  comfortable  home.  The  boys  are  so  filled  with  enthusiasm  over  the 
new  idea  that  there  is  no  likelihood  of  their  doing  anything  wrong.  Any  wages  left 
after  paying  their  living  expenses  will  go  to  the  purchase  of  furniture,  etc. 

IjateSt  report — Family  decided  to  return  to  the  town  in  which  they  formerly  lived. 
Boy  at  work  and  earning  good  wages.  Has  since  returned  to  Toronto  and  taken  a 
situation. 

Case  No.  55. 

This  lad,  now  nearly  sixteen,  is  another  illustration  of  the  trouble  that  is  brought 
upon  children  by  the  disagreement  of  their  parents.  The  home  life  was  anything  but 
pleasant,  and  the  boy  had  spent  his  time  on  the  streets  with  other  lads  as  unhappily 
situated  as  himself.  Found  that  bib  was  well-disposed,  with  a  fair  amount  of  educA- 
tion  and  anxious  to  show  his  trustworthiness.  As  he  was  greatly  attached  to  hi«* 
mother  sent  him  to  his  former  home,  but  he  wrote  shortly  after  that  he  had  difficulty 
in  finding  employment,  as  the  fact  of  his  having  been  in  the  Reformatory  was  against 
him.  Offered  to  get  him  work  in  Toronto  if  he  cared  to  come  here,  but  bib  replied  that 
he  had  secured  a  situation.  Received  word  a  month  later  that  he  had  gone  to  another 
city  in  the  hope  of  bettering  his  condition. 

Latest  report — Boy  returned  to  the  old  neighborhood  and  went  to  live  and  work 
with  his  father,  the  parents  being  still  separated.  Not  likely  to  get  into  any  further 
trouble. 

Case  No.  56. 

A  fourten  year  old  boy  sent  to  the  institution  for  five  years  for  larceny,  but  the 
difficulty,  as  in  so  many  other  cases,  was  that  the  father  had  gone  away  and  left  the 
mother  with  several  small  children  to  look  after.  This  boy,  being  the  eldest,  wfis 
allowed  to  do  pretty  much  as  he  liked  and  soon  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  police.  It 
was  really  in  order  to  give  him  a  chance  in  life  that  the  magistrate  seVit  him  to  the 
institution.  Found  on  interviewing  the  boy  that  he  was  a  quiet,  inoffensive  young 
fellow  who  under  proper  conditions  would  not  be  in  the  slightest  danger  of  doing 
wrong.  Brought  him  to  Toronto  and  sent  him  to  a  farm  home.  Parents  became  re- 
united and  the  father  claimed  that  he  had  not  deserted  his  family  but  hs/d  simply 
gone  away  to  make  some  money.  The  home  has  now  been  re-established  and  as  they 
are  living  in  another  city  the  likelihood  is  that  they  will  do  better  for  their  children 
than  in  the  past.  *  Promised  that  if  everything  continued  satisfactory  for  the  next 
three  months  would  allow  the  boy  to  return  home. 

Latest  report — Sent  visitor  to  se  the  boy.  Found  he  was  doing  well.  Decided  to 
leave  him  there  for  the  winter,  as  his  parents  were  shiftless  people,  and  desired  the  boy 
for  his  earning  power  more  than  anything  else. 

Cabb  No.  57. 

This  boy,  fourten  years  of  age,  came  from  an  apparently  good  home,  though  per- 
haps the  fact  of  his  mother  being  dead  and  his  father  married  again  may  have  b^d 
some  influence  in  leading  him  to  reckless  conduct.  He  was  sent  to  day  and  Sunday 
School,  and  there  was  apparently  no  reason  why  he  should  do  wrong.  He  was  always 
yetting  in  with  bad  companions  and  was  arrested  by  the  police  on  two  occasions. 
IV  ben  a  clearly  defined  case  of  stealing  some  articles  was  brought  home  to  him  thp 
magistrate  sent  him  to  the  Reformatory  for  three  years  and  he  had  served  about  nine 
months  of  this  time.  The  officials  reported  that  his  conduct  and  deportment  were  good 
and  that  it  would  be  safe  to  give  him  another  chance.  Found,  however,  that  the 
Authorities  at  the  place  where  hA  came  from  would  not  hear  of  his  returning  there. 
Boy  responded  readily  to  the  invitation  to  show  that  he  could  be  trusted,  and  iu 
various  conversations  spoke  and  acted  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Placed  him  in  a 
quiet  country  home  with  good  people  who  agreed  to  take  an  interest  in  him.  Has 
been  there  for  ten  months  and  is  doin^  nicely.  Gave  him  permission  to  visit  his  father 
mt   Christmas  and  he  returned  promptly  at  the  time  appointed. 

Latest  report — Circumstances  remain  unchanged.  Boy  has  been  visited  several 
timet  and  all  satisfactory.  His  father  also  visited  him  and  approved  of  what  had  been 
done. 
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Cabb  No.  68. 

Boy  nearly  sixteen  years  of  age,  sentenced  to  three  years'  imprisonment  for  bar 
glary.  After  carefully  studying  this  boy's  case  in  all  its  bearings  decided  to  give  Jiim 
an  opportunity  to  redeem  himsdf,  but  as  his  early  life  had  been  of  a  roving  character 
had  little  hope  that  he  would  be  able  to  overcome  his  natural  tendencies.  Placed  hia 
in  a  farm  situation  where  he  remained  about  a  month.  Would  not  give  up  his  fond- 
ness for  tobacco  chewing,  and  this  and  other  faults  led  to  his  return.  Kept  him  • 
few  days  and  placed  him  on  another  farm  in  another  part  of  the  country,  where  b« 
did  well  for  some  weeks  and  then  disappeared.  Do  not  know  at  the  tin^e  of  writing 
just  where  he  is  but  have  no  doubt  that  he  found  his  way  back  to  relatives  to  whom 
he  was  greatly,  attached.  It  is  not  likely  that  the  boy  will  take  to  crime  again  as  t 
career,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  he  will  settle  down  in  any  employment  that  requires  Ap- 
plication or  restraint. 

Latest  report — ^This  boy  made  his  way  home.  Has  been  living  with  his  mother  and 
earning  one  dollar  per  day  for  two  months  past.  Helps  to  support  thb  family,  and 
contributed  $25  to  purchase  a  cow.  No  complaints.  Mother  grateful  that  he  is  not 
molested. 

Casb  No.  59. 

Young  man  of  eighteen  years.  Term  of  four  years  almost  expired.  The  father  had 
deserted  the  family  and  the  children  had  a  hard  time  owing  to  the  fact  that  tbe 
mother  was  compelled  by  her  circumstances  to  go  out  working  by  the  day  leaving  tbt 
youngsters  to  look  after  themselves.  This  boy  naturally  drifted  into  crime  and  vu 
sent  away.  Encouraged  him  to  make  good  use  of  his  life  and  offered,  if  he  did  not  get 
on  well  in  his  former  home,  to  help  him  find  employment  in  Toronto.  He  appeared 
grateful  for  the  friendly  interest  taken  in  him,  and  promised  that  he  would  keep  out 
of  trouble.  At  his  old  home  he  was  unable  to  earn  much  wages  and  became  discon^ 
aged.  At  last  decided  to  take  advantage  of  my  offer,  beat  his  way  on  a  freight  traia 
for  over  two  hundred  miles  and  arrived  at  my  house  at  daylight  thoroughly  worn  out 
and  hungry.  Had  him  provided  with  breakfast,  etc.,  jp;ot  him  a  boarding  pUice  and 
recommended  him  to  a  situation.  Two  days  later  he  len  the  city  stating  that  he  was 
going  to  try  his  fortune  in  Chicago. 

Latest  report-^-Received  a  call  from  this  young  man,  after  a  lapse  of  six  months 
Was  dressed  well.'  Has  been  for  a  considerable  time  past  employed  taking  care  of 
horses,  and  getting  from  fifteen  to  twenty  dollars  per  month  and  his  board.  Cheeifjl 
and  contented. 

Ga8B  No.  60 

Fine  lad  of  seventeen.  Had  been  in  the  institution  for  nine  months  on  a  chanra 
of  larceny.  During  that  time  was  uniformly  well  behaved  and  progressive  and  hl^j 
spoken  of  by  the  officials.  Father  had  abandoned  his  home  and  family,  leaving  t)^ 
mother  to  support  the  children  by  day  labor,  with  tUe  inevitable  result  that  tba 
children  were  left  to  the  own  devices.  This  lad  ambitious  to  help  to  support  his  mother. 
Praised  and  encouraged  him  in  this  laudable  undertaking  and  sent  him  home.  Satii- 
factory  accounts  received  since  that  time. 

Latest  report — Is  now  in  United  States  and  is  steadily  employed  in  a  factory 
there. 

Casb  No.  61. 

Refined  and  gentlemanly  youth  of  sixteen,  sentenced  to  thrjse  years  imprisonment 
for  asault  and  highway  robbery.  When  asked  about  this  he  replied  th^t  he  and  his 
companions  had  got  into  the  escapade  largely  in  a  spirit  of  bravado,  and  without  an:? 
realization  of  the  seriousness  of  their  offence.  Had  heartily  repenteS,  and  had  p« 
intention  of  doing  anjrthing  of  the  kind  again.  Found  that  the  same  unfortimate 
family  conditions  prevailed  as  in  so  many  other  of  these  cases.  Father  dead  and 
mother  compelled  to  work  for  a  living.  Made  arrangements  for  the  boy  to  go  to.  hb 
uncle,  who  agreed  to  be  responsible  for  him,  and  visitor,  who  made  special  trip  tj 
see  how  boy  was  doing,  reports  that  he  is  in  steady  employment,  and  lias  been  wdl 
behaved  since  his  release. 

Latest  report — ^Boy  left  his  uncle's  place  and  returned  to  the  city.  Asoertainej 
from  local  correspondent  that  he  had  only  worked  three  days  in  six  weeksjtbe  excuse 
being  that  he  could  only  get  $8.50  per  week,  and  he  would  not  work  for  that.  So 
far  no  criminal  tendency  had  developed.  Wrote  offering  to  get  him  work  elseirheiv. 
but  that  he  must  get  employment  of  some  kind  at  once  or  an  officer  would  be  sent  for 
him. 
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Case  No.  62. 

An  exceedingly  troublesome  case.  Boy  seventeen  years  of  age,  of  good  education, 
appearance  and  manner,  but  incurably  aadicted  to  cigarettes  and  laziness.  Parents 
both  in  the  th^eatrical  business  and  travelling  all  the  time  so  that  the  boy  never  had 
any  real  home  life.  Was  not  taught  any  trade  or  business  and  still  expects  his  parents 
to  support  l^im.  All  this  was  not  fully  ascertained  until  after  he  was  taken  out  and 
provided  with  a  boarding  place  and  situation.  He  promised  great  things  but  disap- 
pointed every  expectation.  Left  his  situation  and  loafed  about,  professing  every  day 
to  be  going  to  his  work.  Smoked  on  every  possible  occasion  and  lied  persistently 
Placed  him  in  the  Industrial  School  until  his  father's  wishes  in  the  matter  were  as- 
certained. 

Latest  report — Father  an  actor.     Came  from  the  United  States  and  took  him  to 
New  York. 

Ca^b  No.  63. 

An  incurable  tramp,  15  years  of  age.  This  lad  is  a  mulatto  of  illegitimate  birth, 
without  a  settled  home  from  infancy.  When  quite  young  lived  at  various  farm  houses 
and  working  for  his  board  would  leave  on  the  slightest  provocation.  Ran  away  froT;i 
a  farm  bouse  and  slept  in  a  shed  all  night- with  the  result  that  his  foot  was  frozen  and 
his  leg  had  to  be  amputated  at  the  knee.  Was  then  taken  in  charge  by  a  Children's 
Aid  Society  antl  placed  in  four  different  homes  but  would  not  stay  in  any  of  them 
Committed  to  the  Reformatory  for  five  years.  Had  already  served  one  year  and  prom- 
ised faithfully  that  he  would  settle  down.  Agreed  to  get  Mm  a  situation  in  a  factor v 
where  he  could  sit  at  his  work,  owing  to  his  lameness.  Sent  him  off  with  high  ex- 
pectations but  three  days  later  he  started  on  the  tramp  again.  Got  back  to  place 
from  which  he  was  originally  sentenced,  and  was  again  assisted  and  provided  with* 
suitable  work.  After  a  week's  trial  he  disappeared  again  and  later  turned  up  in 
Michigan.  Sent  an  official  for  him  and  plaqed  him  in  the  Industrial  School.  One 
reason  why  the  boy  is  so  fond  of  tramping  is  that  having  only  one  leg  he  is  able  to. 
collect  money  from  the  charitably  disposed — another  instance  of  the  folly  of  indiscrim- 
inate charitable  relief. 

Case  No.  64. 

Boy  of  fifteen.  Had  been  greatly  neglected  all  his  life,  owing  to  father  being  a 
confirmed  drunkard.  Was  committed  to  the  School  for  five  years  in  order  to  get  some 
education,  as  he'  was  unable  to  read  or  write.  As  it  was  impossible  to  return  him  to 
the  place  whence  he  came  it  was  decided  to  place  him  on  a  farm,  the  boy  promising 
to  do  his  best.  Got  him  a  situation  at  $5  a  month  with  good  home  and  board.  Did 
well  for  some  time  and  then  grew  careless  and  farmer  complained  of  his  inattention 
to  work.  Promised  to  let  boy  visit  his  former  home  in  the  fall  and  this  proved  an 
incentive  to  good  behavior. 

Latest   report — Had  a  row   with  his    employer    Qwing  to    the    cruel  usage  of   an 

animal  and  left.     Went  to  work  on  a  neighboring  farm.     Sent  an  official  to  look  into 

the  matter  and  bring  the  boy  back,  but  he  had  disappeared  the  day  before,  saying  119 

K^as  going  to  the  States.     Nothing  heard  of  him  since,  although  his  former  home  has 

Heen  visited  and  relatives  questioned  as  to  any  news  of  him. 

.  Later  still — Ascertained  that  the  boy  is  working  on  a  farm  only  a  few  miles  fro^u 
bis  former  situation. 

Case  No.  65. 

Owing  to  separation  of  parents  and  consequent  lack  of  proper  home  surroundings 
this  boy,  aged  sixteen,  was  frequently  getting  into  bad  company  and  stealing  small 
articles  to  sell  for  pocket  money.  Was  committed  for  five  years  and  served  nearly  one. 
Recommended  by  the  officials  as  well  behaved  boy  with  a  good  disposition.  Was 
anxious  to  go  back  to  his  former  home  but  this  was  not  approved  of  by  the  local 
authorities.  Placed  him  in  a  farm  situation  but  he  only  remained  there  a  short  time, 
T-unning  away  and  going  back  to  his  former  home.  Stated  th&t  his  reason  for  running 
^way  was  that  he  was  sent  to  school  and  he  felt  that  he  was  too  big  to  mix  with  school 
ohildren.  Sent  an  agent  to  visit  the  boy  and  he  agreed  to  return  of  his  own  accord, 
£i.nd  started  out  to  do  so  but  did  not  arrive. 

Latest  report — ^Went  instead  to  the  States.  Remained  there  four  months,  then 
returned  home.  Is  in  steady  employment  and  helping  support  a  sick  brother.  Agreed 
not  to  molest  him,  as  there  is  no  likelihood  of  bis  getting  into  crime. 

Case  No.  66. 

This  boy,  sixteen  years  of  age,  was  sent  to  the  institution  for  larceny^  and  had 
9«rTed  six  months  on  his  sentence  of  five  years.     Said  that  he  had  simply  been  helping 
8  N.C. 
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a  ragpicker  to  move  an  old  stove  that  had  been  left  in  a  back  yard  an.d  did  not  think 
he  was  doing  anything  wrong.  Greatly  neglected  by  his  parents.  Education  poor. 
Found  that  a  well  known  farmer  living  in  another  part  of  the  country  was  an  old 
friend  of  the  family  and  placed  the  boy  in  his  care.  Has  been  doing  well,  and  earning 
$10  per  month  and  his  board. 

Latest  report — After   remaining   in   this  situation   for   seven   months   left  withoot 
permission  and  returned  to  his  parents.     Notified  local  correspondent  to  keep  a  doee 
supervision  of  him.     Wrote  also  to  Salvation  Army  officers  and  others  who  wore  io 
terested  in  the  family. 

Case  No.  67. 

Colored  youth  of  eighteen.  Classed  by  the  institution  authorities  as  the  "woist 
boy  in  the  institution.'*  Had  served  term  in  tlie  Industrial  School,  and  had  after 
wards  been  before  the  magistrate  for  larceny.  In  the  institution  had  been  quarrel- 
some and  disobedient,  and  at  the  time  of  visit  was  confined  in  the  punishment  cell. 
Had  a  long  talk  with  him  and  made  a  strong  appeal  to  him  to  let  people  see  that  be 
could  do  better  than  they  thought.  Had  him  come  to  Toronto  and  found  him  wiUin^ 
«nd  obedient.  His  behavior  throughout  satisfactory;  and  when  another  boy  ran  aw4T 
he  volunteered  to  go  after  him  and  bring  him  back,  accomplishing  his  task  saccessfuUy 
After  waiting  a  time  until  his  character  had  been  fairly  well  strengthened  placed  kua 
with  relatives  and  have  heard  from  him  frquently  since.  He  is  working  in  the  city 
and  has  not  got  into  trouble  of  any  kind. 

Latest    report — Met  this  youth    on    the    street.      Well    dressed    and    tidy  lookiojc 
Doing  well ;  grateful  for  kindness  shown  hdm.     A  remarkably  satisfactory  outcome. 

Casb   No.  68. 

Another  colored  youth  of  sixteen.  Had  served  a  term  in  the  Industrial  School. 
Afterwards  charged  with  larceny  and  sentenced  to  the  Reformatory  for  three  years 
Father  dead.  Mother  had  moved  to  United  States,  and  as  strong  attachment  ex- 
isted between  them  sent  the  boy  to  her.  When  placed  on  the  train  said  he  wanted  to 
get  as  far  away  as  possible  from  the  Reformatory,  and  no  one  here  might  ever  expert 
to  hear  from  him  again;  and  this  has  proven  the  case,  for  letters  of  enquiry,  etc.. 
have  failed  to  find  him  or  his  mother. 

Cask  No.  69. 

A  very  respectably  connected  lad  of  sixteen.  Committed  for  a  term  of  years  tor 
a  serious  offence.  This  was  the  lad's  first  error  as  'far  as  could  be  learned,  and  tber^ 
wcTo  many  favorable  petitions  for  his  early  parole.  As  his  con,duct  was  good  during 
the  six  months  he  had  already  served  and  arrangements  were  made  by  his  friends  ftir 
him  to  go  to  employment  in'  another  part  of  the  country  he  was  allowed  to  go.  Hi^ 
conduct  since  has  been  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  there  is  no  likelihood  of  bis  evv 
getting  into  trouble  again. 

Cabb  No.  70. 

I 

A  foeblc-mincfod  youth  of  fifteen,  committed  for  five  years  for  larceny,  but  in  real- 
ity because  he  had  no  proper  home.  Parents  separated,  mother  of  no  account.  ■ 
brother  in  the  Industrial  School.  Decided  that  the  proper  place  for  this  youth  was 
in  thio  Asylum  for  Feoble-Minded,  to  which  he  has  been  transferred. 

Cask  No.  71. 

A  degenerate  youth  of  sixteen,  committed  to  the  institution  for  two  years  for  lar- 
ceny. Although  not  entirely  lacking(  his  whole  history  indicates  that  he  should  sp>eGd 
at  least  the  next  ton  years,  in  a  custodial  institution,  where  he  could  support  himself 
by  his  labor.  Did  everything  possible  to  test  his  ability  to  make  his  living  honestW. 
provided  him  with  good  clothing,  suitable  boarding  place  and  employment,  and  studied 
his  actions  carefully.  He  left  his  employment  without  cause,  and  spent'  any  mon*"! 
earned  or  given  to  him  foolishly.  Had  to  send  him  to  the  Industrial  School,  for  the 
present  at  least. 

Latost  report — Largely  signed  petition,  headed  by  Member  of  Parliament,  asked 
for  boy's  return,  to  his  parents.  This  request  was  acceded  to,  and  so  far  there  b^ 
been  no  cause  for  complaint.     la  earning  $1  per  day. 
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Case  No.  72. 

A  youth  of  sixteen,  of  illegitimate  birth,  brought  up  by  his  grandparents,  who  weru 
unable  to  give  him  education  or  proper  control.  As  he  grew  up  spent  afl  his  time  on  the 
streets  and  was  taken  in  charge  on  two  or  three  occasions.  Sent  to  the  institution  m 
order  that  he  might  be  in  proper  environment.  Found  him  a  strong  healthy  lad, 
likely  to  do  well  in  a  good  farm  home.  Secured  him  a  situation  in  the  country  at 
wages,  where  he  has  remained  to  th«  present  time,  fulfilling  all  the  expectations 
formed  concerning  him. 

Latest   report — Left    situation    without    permission     and  went   to     lumber     camp. 

Taken  sick  and  sent  to  hospital.     On  discharge  made  his  way  to  grandmother,  with 

whom  he  formerly  lived.     She  wrote  of  his  return  and  that  he  had  obtained  work  in 

the  neighborhood.    Magistrate  also  wrote  that  so  long  as  the  lad  kept  at  work  it  wou^d 

^  be  inadvisable  to  interfere. 

Casb  No.  78. 

French -Canadian  youth  of  fifteen.  Sent  to  the  institution  for  four  years  in  order 
that  he  might  get  some  education,  his  parents  being  very  poor.  Had  already  been 
in  the  school  a  year  and  arranged  to  place  him  in  the  care  of  an  uncle  in  another  part 
of   the  country. 

Visitor,  who  was  in  the  neighborhood  recently,  reported:  'Xearned  from  th« 
store-keeper,  who  has  taken  an  interest  in  this  boy,  that  he  yet  remains  with  V's 
uucle.  The  boy's  father  went  to  see  him  a  few  days  ago,  and  reported  that  he  was 
doing  very  well  and  quite  contented  to  remain  for  some  months  longer. 

Cabb  No.  74. 

Gentlemanly,  refined,  French-Canadian  lad  of  eighteen.  Was  sentenced  to  throe 
years'  confinement  for  larceny.  Had  served  about  a  year  of  this  time,  and  by  tiis 
uniformly  good  conduct  had  won  the  respect  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact* 
Should  never  have  been  sent  to  the  institution,  as  he  was  not  naturally  of  a  criminal 
disposition,  and  the  punishment  was  altogether  too  severe  for  a  first  offence.  As  hie 
was  well  connected,  there  was  no  difficulty  in  arranging  for  .  his  return  home,  an^ 
since  his  return  he  has  written  expressing  grateful  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given 
him. 

Latest  report — Earning  $40  per  month  in  a  position  of  considerable  trust.  Likely 
to  get  married  before  long. 

Cask  No.  75. 

This  boy,  fourteen  years  of  age,  was  sentenced  to  an  indefinite  term  in  thi^  K^y- 
formatory  because  of  his  frequent  wandering  away  from  home.  Ho  was  adopted  in 
infancy,  and  both  his  foster-parents  seemed  to  think  a  great  deal  of  him,  and  to  give 
him  every  reasonable  opportunity  to  get  on  well,  but  he  apparently  was  not  happy. 
Ho  had  been  in  the  institution  six  months  jand  His  foster-parnets  were  most  anxious 
to  have  him  returned  home.  The  boy  promised  to  do  his  best  to  conduct  himself  prop- 
el ly  in  the  future,  and  was  quite  willing  to  return.  He  is  now  at  home  and  so  far 
there  has  been  no  further  trouble. 

Latest  report — Ran  away  from  home,  but  was  induced  to  return.  Had  another 
dispute  with  foster-father  and  went  to  the  Children's  Shelter.  Stole  small  artieh^s 
from  a  departmental  store  counter  and  was  arrested.    Committed  to  Industrial  School. 

Case  No.  76. 

Boy  of  fifteen.  Was  up  before  the  magistrate  on  three  different  occasions  for  minor 
offences.  Committed  indefinitely  to  the  Reformatory.  Although  the  boy  had  oaif 
b<^n  there  about  six  weeks  he  seemed  to  be  sufficiently  punished,  and  to  fully  realize 
that  the  way  of  the  transgressor  is  hard.  Was  particularly  grieved  that  he  should 
have  brought  sorrow  to  his  mother,  for  whom  he  appeared  to  have  a  more  than  ordin- 
ary attachment.  Worked  along  the  line  of  this  affection  and  was  able  in  the  course 
of  two  or  three  weeks  to  restore  him  to  his  home.  Have  since  received  letters  both 
fiom  relatives  and  officials  that  there  is  a  marked  improvement  in  his  conduct,  and 
he  is  now  in  steady  employment. 

Case  No.  77. 

Boy  of  fifteen.  Uncongenial  home  surroundings  led  this  boy  to  spend  a  good  den  I 
of  His  time  on  the  streets,  with  the  inevitable  result  that  he  got  into  bad  company, 
and  was  frequently  in  trouble;  trivial  offences  at  first,  but  leading  on  to  settled  crim- 
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iual  habits.  Father  well  meaning,  yet  a  little  strict  and  harsh  in  discipline;  mothe' 
dead,  and  step-mother,  while  anxious  to  do  her  duty,  unable  to  take  the  place  of  ac 
own  mother.  Boy  committed  to  Reformatory  for  five  years  largely  at  father's  request. 
Petition  received  to  the  effect  that  thie  boy  only  needed  a  change  of  home,  as  he  was 
uot  inherently  vicious.  Agreed  to  try  him  in  a  situation  in  another  part  of  the  coun- 
try, with  the  consent  and  approval  of  all  concerned,  especially  of  the  lad  himselt. 
So  far  he  has  done  exceedingly  well,  and  he  is  engaged  in  learning  a  business  tb'^t 
will  insure  him  a  livelihood  as  well  as  congenial  employment  in  the  years  to  come. 
Latest  report — No  change;  still  doing  well. 

Case  No.  78. 

Boy  of  fifteen.    Convicted  of  stealing  money  from  his  employer.    Two  former  cases 
recorded  against  him.     Poor  home  surroundings.     Committed  to  the  Reformatory  for 
five  years  but  by  special  request  this  sentence  was  afterwards  altered  to  the  Industrial' 
School,  where  it  was  considered  advisable  to  send  the  boy  for  the  present. 

Cabs  No.  79. 

Another  case  of  a  motherless  boy  going  astray  through  lack  of  proper  attentiun 
in  early  life.  Now  about  fifteen.  Step-mother  impatient  with  his  faults  and  father 
indifferent.  Was  cared  for  temporarily  in  three  different  institutions,  and  ultimateK 
sentenced  to  the  Reformatory,  for  wandering  off  and  sleeping  out  at  nights,  etc. 
Decided  to  try  him  in  a  country  home,  but  while  awaiting  completion  of  arrangements 
in  Toronto  he  ran  away.  A  pleasing  and  gratifying  instance  was  that  two  other  Re- 
formatory boys  went  after  him  ten  days  later  and  brought  him  back  in  triumph  U>  the 
Shelter.     He. is  at  present  in  the  Industrial  School. 

Cask  No.  80. 

Lad  of  fifteen,  mentally  deficient.  Parents  living  separate,  and  boy  left  without 
a  home.  Worked  around  with  various  farmers,  leaving  of  his  own  accord  whenever 
the  notion  entered  his  head.  Was  tramping  through  the  country  with  an  adult  when 
taken  in  charge  and  placed  under  the  care  of  a  Children's  Aid  Society.  Ran  away 
from  foster-home  and  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory.  After  being  there  som** 
months  ^it  was  decided  to  bring  him  to  Torontp  and  study  him  a  little.  In  a  short 
time  he  ran  away  and  was  found  on  a  farm  some  twenty  miles  off.  Brought  back 
again  and  looked  after  more,  closely,  but  he  managed  to  run  away  again,  and  his 
doubtless  found  employment  with  some  farmer  in  the  country.  Although  decidedly 
lacking  in  intellect,  he  is  shrewd  and  sharp  in  some  things,  particularly  in  conoocting 
stories  as  to  his  name,  history,  etc.,  whenever  closely  questioned. 

Cabs  No.  81. 

This  case  affords  a  good  illustration  of  how  a  young  lad  may  be  made  a  criminal 
without  committing  any  serious  offence,  and  it  is  not  an  isolated  case  either.     Whr-a 
about  fourteen  this  particular  lad  was  committed  by  a  well  meaning  magistrate  to  the 
Reformatory  in  order  that  he  might  get  some  education.     He  would  not  attend  schoi*! 
and  his  mother  consented  to  his  commitment  on  the  understanding  that  he  would  ge^ 
a  fine  education.     He  was  in  the  Reformatory  for  nearly  three  years,  and  then  ovinj; 
to  some  infraction  of  the  rules  he  was  transferred  to  the  Central  Prison,  where  be  had 
been  for  seven  months.     When  the  matter  was  brought  to  my  attention,   a  vivt  tu 
paid  to  him  and  he  was  found  dressed  in  the  regulation  prison  garb,   with  jail  birJ 
written  all  over  him.    Regretted  to  learn  that  there  were  some  ten  or  fifteen  other  bor« 
who  had  been  transferred  from  the  Reformatory  to  the  Prison  for  attempting  to  run 
away — ^the  most  natural  instinct  in  the  world.     As  this  boy  had  a  number  of  respectab!^ 
and  well  to  do  relatives  he  was  taken  out,  provided  with  prqper  clothing,  and  by  specisi 
request  sent  to  an  older  brother. 

Latest    report — Six  months   have  elapsed.      Doing  well;    no    complaint    whatever 
Steadily  at  work. 

Case  No.  82. 

This  boy,  seventeen  years  of  age,  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory  from  a  northeir 
city.  His  parents  were  both  dead,  and  ho  had  been  wandering  from  place  to  pl»o» 
Got  into  considerable  trouble  through  his  precarious  mode  of  life.  At  the  Reform*- 
tory,  h©  with  a  number  of  other  boys,  tried  to  escape,  for  which  he  was  tran.iferr^ 
to  the  Central  Prison.  Finding  that  his  conduct  there  had  been  excellent  it  was  de- 
cided to  take  him  out,  as  his  original  sentence  ha-^  over  two  years  and  a  half  to  run. 
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Lad  expressed  gratitude  for  this  consideration  and  went  to  work  the  following  week 
Has  been  doing  well  so  far  and  states  that  he  is  studying  at  night  and  intends  to 
make  a  good  deal  of  sacrifice  to  get  an  education. 

Latest  report — Has  left  the  city  without  saying  anything  as  to  his  intentions- 
Nothing  heard  of  him  since. 

Case  No.  83. 

A  nine  year  old  boy.  Was  committed  to  the  Reformatory  for  four  years  for  houso- 
breaking  and  theft.  Uad  been  neglected  by  his  parents  and  h^d  got  in  with  some 
older  boys,  who  led  him  into  all  sorts  of  mischief.  Took  charge  of  this  little  fellow, 
and  after  considerable  correspondence  arranged  to  place  him  under  the  guardianship 
of  an  uncle  who  was  a  well  to  do  farmer.     Has  been  no  trouble  since  that  time. 

CAsB  No.  84. 

An  eleven  year  old  boy,  brother  to  the  preceding  lad.  Also  committed  to  four 
years  in  the  Reformatory  on  a  charge  of  house-breaking..  Not  naturally  a  bad  boy; 
simply  neglected  by  his  parents,  who  seemed  to  have  no  proper  control  of  him.  Found 
that  the  boy  was  suffering  from  the  results  of  an  accident  some  months  previous. 
Placed  him  in  the  Children's  Hospital  for  treatment,  and  after  a  considerable  stay 
there  arranged  for  him  to  go  to  a  well  to  do  relative  who  agreed  to  become  responsible 
for  him.     Do  not  anticipate  any  trouble  in  the  future. 

Case  No,  85. 

9 

This  boy,  twelve  years  of  age,  was  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  Reformatory  \ot 
petty  thefts,  etc.  Father  hlid  deserted  family  years  before  and  was  supposed  to  bo 
dead.  Mother  was  working  out  and  unable  to  properly  educate  or  look  after  the  boy, 
with  the  result  that  he  got  into  bad  company,  or  rather  assisted  ^  create  bad  company 
among  other  boys  situated  similarly  to  himself.  Instead  of  allowing  him  to  go  to  the 
Reformatory  placed  him  in  the  Children's  Shelter,  and  found  him  to  be  a  willing, 
cibedient  lad.  Had  never  known  what  proper  home  treatment  was.  Is  now  in  a 
country  home  and  has  been  doing  well. 

Case  No.  86. 

This  boy  of  thirteen  was  committed  to  the  Reformatory  for  five  years  for  theft  and 
general  waywardness.  In  response  to  urgent  requests  from  prominent  citizens  who 
knew  the  circumstiLnces,  placed  the  lad  in  the  Children's  Shelter  instead  of  allowing 
him  to  go  on  to  the  Reformatory.  Asked  him  what  his  ambition  in  life  was,  and  he 
replied  with  evident  earnestness  that  he  wished  to  be  a  Presbyterian  minister.  His 
mother  being  dead  and  father  married  again,  his  home  life  was  not  congenial,  and  a 
change  of  environment  was  what  he  needed  more  than  anything  else.  After  a  short 
time  placed  him  with  a  well  known  and  highly  respected  farmer,  who  promised  to  tako 
a  special  interest  in  him,  and  during  the  past  year  the  boy  has  behaved  himself  in  a 
E^atisfactory  manner. 

Case  No.  87. 

Boy  of  twelve,  committed  to  the  Reformatory  for  five  years  largely  at  the  request 
of  father,  who  charged  him  with  all  sorts  of  offences.  Thie  real  trouble  was  that  the 
boy's  mother  was  dead  and  step-mother  did  not  want  him  around.  Instead  of  allowing 
this  boy  to  go  on  to  the  Reformatory,  sent  him  to  the  Children's  Shelter,  and  found 
him  a  bright,  well  intentioned  boy,  but  unable  to  read  or  write.  Placed  him  in  a  farm 
home  where  the  young  ladies  of  the  family  agreed  to  supervise  his  education,  with  the 
result  that  he  is  now  a  good  scholar,  and  is  making  excellent  progress  in  every  way. 
As  in  the  case  of  a  good  many  other  of  these  lads  there  was  absolutely  no  necessity  for 
him  to  go  to  a  reformatory,  his  one  great  need  being  a  home  where  he  would  be  under- 
stcK>d  and  appreciated. 

Cabb  No.  88. 

A  ten  year  old  boy,  committed  to  the  Reformatory  for  five  years  because  homeless 
and  neglected,  and  the  local  municipality  unwilling  to  pay  for  his  board  or  otherwise 
help  him.  Was  placed  in  the  Industrial  School  for  a  short  time  instead  and  afterwards 
sent  to  a  farm  home  in  the  country^  where  he  has  remained  steadily  to  the  present; 
time.

A  Record  to  be  Pboud  of. 

Anyone  who  follows  the  foregoing  records  carefully  will  agree  that 
these  unfortunate  boys,  so  heavily  handicapped,  have  done  remarkably  well 
and  that  they  have  loyally  adhered  to  their  promise  to  live  down  the  past 
and  show  they  could  be  trusted.  Personally  I  regard  the  part  I  have  had 
in  bringing  about  these  results  as  the  greatest  pleasure  of  life.  There  has 
been  hard  work  and  keen  anxiety  and  solicitude,  but  it  has  all  been  amply 
repaid  by  the  gratitude  and  worthy  conduct  of  the  boys  in  whose  behalf 
the  enterprise  was  entered  upon.  There  has  been  hearty  co-operation  on 
the  part  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cunningham^  my  office  staff,  agents  of  Children's 
Aid  Societies  and  those  also  who  gave  the  boys  homes  and  encouragement. 

Inspector  Noxon's  Co-operation. 

And  in  speaking  of  the  co-operation  of  officials  it  is  only  right  to  saj 
that  Mr.  James  Noxon,  as  Government  Inspector,  both  of  the  Reformatorj 
and  the  Central  Prison,  gave  the  scheme  his  hearty  endorsation,  and 
smoothed  away  many  difficulties  that  otherwise  might  have  been  insur- 
mountable, officially  and  privately.  He  could  always  be  relied  upon  for 
any  needed  assisti^ice. 

Advantage  of  Sending  Boys  to  the  Country. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  majority  of  instances  homes  were  found 
for  the  boys  in  farming  districts,  and  that  has  been  decidedly  beneficial. 
In  the  first  place  it  **broke  up  the  gang"  and  it  removed  the  lads  from 
the  bad  associations  that  led  to  wrongdoing.  The  life  of  the  country  is  es- 
sentially industrious,  outdoor  occupation  builds  up  the  constitution,  and  the 
home  offers  them  social  and  moral  privileges  that  cannot  be  obtained  in  large 
cities.  All  these  influences  had  been  lacking  hitherto,  and  many  of-  the 
boys  were  quick  to  appreciate  and  enjoy  them.  The  good  effect  on  char- 
acter has  been  most  noticeable,  and  is  sure  to  be  permanent  in  its  results 
even  though  the  boys  may  not  remain  for  any  length  of  time  on  the  farm. 

Saved  by  Separation. 

In  finding  homes  and  situations  the  boys  were  widely  scattered  and 
care  was  taken  that  they  should  not  know  each  other's  address.  .  To  this 
day  the  great  majority  have  not  the  slightest  knowledge  of  where  their  for- 
mer companions  are  located.  Undoubtedly  had  the  boys  been  able  to  get 
together  they  would  have  defied  restraint  and  have  resisted  good  influences. 
But  sent  entirely  among  strangers,  with  nothing  to  remind  them  of  the 
past,  they  adjusted  themselves  quickly  to  new  conditions  and  were  much 
more  amenable  to  kindly  direction  and  control.  If  the  young  lads  now 
sent  to  reform  schools  could  be  dealt  with  in  this  manner  there  would  not 
only  be  a  great  saving  of  public  funds,  but  the  percentage  of  failures  would 
be  materially  reduced. 
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Discouragements. 

It  is  a  curious  fact  that  nearly.all  the  discouragements  in  this  undertak- 
ing came  from  officials  whose  business  it  is  to  deal  with  criminals.  Con- 
stant association  with  the  derelicts  of  society  evidently  made  them  thoroughly 
pessimistic,  for  whenever  consulted  they  shook  their  heads  doubtfully,  if 
they  did  not  openly  condemn  the  experiment  as  folly.  **The  young  devils," 
remarked  one  officer,  who  has  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  been  engaged  in  the 
the  work  of  convicting  criminals:  ''I  would  keep  them  locked  up  to  the 
last  day  jof  their  sentence."  While  others  did  not  speak  out  so  strongly  their 
general  attitude  was  in  harmony  with  the  idea.  Punishment  and  the  vin- 
dication of  the  law  were  cardinal  principles  with  them,  and  they  had  very 
little  faith  in  the  proposed  ^method  of  solving  the  criminal  problem. 

Keep  Boys  Under  Nokmal  Conditions. 

It  should  always  be  remembered  by  philanthropic  workers  that  how- 
ever good  the  intention  may  be  in  sending  him  there,  it  is  almost  invariably 
injurious  to  a  boy  later  in  life  to  have-  been  in  a  reform  school. 
It  frequently  renders  it  impossible  for  him  to  attain  to  a  position  of  trust, 
and  it  often  shuts  him  out  from  getting  a  situation  of  any  kind,  where  the 
fact  is  known.  The  suspicion  and  coldness  with  which  these  reform  school 
graduates  are  received  has  driven  many  a  well-disposed  youth  to  fall  back 
upon  reform  school  acquaintances  who  like  himself  had  been  spumed  and 
had  entered  upon  a  lawless  life.  And  who,  knowing  the  friendlessness  of 
their  position  could  blame  them  ?  Some  have  not  only  been  refused  work 
and  taunted  with  their  record,  but  have  actually  been  hindered  when  they 
desired  to  do  right.  The  mother  of  a  notorious  young  criminal  when 
asked  how  it  was  that  her  son  had  taken  up  such  a  career,  replied:  ''Well, 
sir,  when  he  was  a  boy  he  was  sent  to  the  reformatory.  After  he  came 
out  he  promised  to  do  all  right,  but  every  time  anything  was  stolen  in  our 
nei^rhborhood  ^he  detectives  came  and  searched  the  house,  the  boy  was  thrown 
out  of  work  by  these  suspicions,  and  at  last  he  said  it  was  no  use  trying  to 
keep  straight."  It  is  an  undoubted  fact  that  many  of  these  lads  felt  they 
were  unjustly  treated  by  society  and  that  they  were  justified  in  waging 
a  w^arfare  of  crime.  This  feeling,  with  the  newspaper  notoriety  given  them, 
has  inspired  many  youths  not  only  to  continue  in  crime,  but  to  plot  hig- 
gler and  more  sensational  things  than  had  ever  been  attempted.  And  the 
lo^ic  of  it  all  is,  keep  the  youth  of  our  country  in  normal  surroundings  so 
that  they  may  not  be  thus  handicapped,  or  have  any  incentive  to  a  criminal 
career  ' 

Gain  the  Lad's  Sympathy  and  Goodwill. 

There  is  only  one  way  of  reforming  a  boy  and  that  is  by  securing  his 
friendship,  his  goodwill,  his  co-operation.  To  reform  a  boy  who  is  deter- 
mined not  to  be  reformed  is  about  as  impossible  as  attempting    to    drive 
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water  up  a  hill.  He  may  be  kept  for  months  or  for  years  in  the  institution 
and  go  through  prescribed  routine  with  apparent  obedience  and  yet  at  the 
end  of  it  all  come  out  a  far  worse  boy  than  when  he  entered.  But  get  into 
friendly,  sympathetic  rela^^ionship  with  the  ,same  boy,  Ifeam  his  wishes 
and  aspirations,  at  the  right  psychological  moment  place  him  out  amid 
good  surroundings,  show  that  you  trust  and  believe  in  him,  visit  and  en- 
courage him  from  time  to  time,  and  if  he  fails  to  respond  you  can  put  it 
down  that  he  is  deficient  and  that  his  proper  place  is  in  the  asylum 
for  the  feeble-minded.  Normal  boys  like  to  be  regarded  as  rational  hu- 
man beings  and  they  have  a  great  depth  of  loyalty  for  the  man  who  knowB 
how  to  treat  them  right  and  to  rely  upon  their  honor. 

This  report  is  sent  out  in  the  hope  that  it  may  exercise  a  widespread 
educational  influence.  Friends  reading  it  cah  help  by  passing  it  on  to 
others,  and  possibly  by  giving  a  share  of  their  time  and  means  to  this  c^use. 
If  good  people  everywhere  would  direct  their  attention  more  than  ever  be- 
fore ta  this  neglected  class  of  children  there  are  illimitable  opportunities 
for  effective  social  service — service  that  will  tell,  not  only  in  young  lives 
saved  to  happy  and  useful  careers,  but,  in  the  greater  safety  of  the  com- 
munity from  crime,  and  in  greater  economy  in  the  administration  of  pub- 
lic institutions.

respectively  An  extended  License  is  good  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three 
months.  It  is  not  in  the  nature  of  a  new  License,  but  simply  a  permission, 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  the  holder  of  a  license  expirins:  in 
April,  to  continue  his  business  under  the  old  license  for  the  specified  period,  that 
he  may  be  able  to  dispose  of  his  stock  on  hand  and  quit  the  business  without 
loss.  Six  Months'  Licenses  run  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  thirty-first  day 
of  October,  and  are  not  valid  after  the  latter  date.  They  are  granted  to  locali- 
ties which  are  largely  restorer!  to  in  summer  by  visitor.'^*,  where  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  increased  tavern  accommodation  for  the 
summer  months  is  necessary.

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In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year,  it  is  noticeable  that  the  county 
municipalities  are  not  affected  this  year  in  the  matter  of  deficits  as  they  were 
in  1903.  This  year  the  township  municipalities  are  the  offenders  viz:— 
Township  of  Russell,  township  of  Caledon,  township  of  Tilbury  West,  town- 
ship of  Ferris,  and  the  amount  is  naturally  much  smaller.  A  peculiar  state 
nf  affairs  exists  in  Tilbury  West  township,  where  the  council  of  1904  lias 
handed  back  a  large  sum  (|49835)  to  the  treasurer  after  the  latter  had  placed 
the  money  in  the  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  township  in  accordance  witk  the 
finding  of  Mr.  Macpherson's  audit.  I  give  this  audit  in  full  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 

I  am  informed  that  an  entirely  new  council  has  replaced  the  Tilbury  West 
council  of  1904)  and  that  it  is  proposed  to  investigate  the  action  of  their  pre- 
decessors for  acting  as  they  did. 

I  think  some  improvement  can  be  noted  in  the  book-keeping  of  the  muni- 
cipal treasurers  for  the  past  years^  but  there  is  room  for  much  more.  When 
will  municipalities  learn  that  there  is  no  use  in  electing  men  to  the  office  of 
Treasurer  who  have  no  knowledge  of  accounts  or  business  meth- 
ods of  any  kind  ?  Even  the  county  municipalities  are  not  blameless  in  this 
respect.  The  fact  of  being  an  honest  man  and  popular,  does  not  constitute 
the  only  qualification  for  being  elected  a  municipal  Treasurer.  Some  knowl- 
edge of  acocunts  and  business  methods  should  be  considered  an  essential. 
Such  however,  is  not  the  case.  I  know  of  one  instance  in  1904,  of  an  important 
county  treasurership  going  to  a  very  worthy  man  it  is  true,  but  a  man  who 
knew  absolutely  nothing  of  accounts,  and  what  is  more,  admitted  that  he  did 
not. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  unless  in  very  special  cases,  there  will  be  a  luH  in 
the  granting  of  municipal  bonuses.  During  the  past  year  it  has  been  amply 
demonstrated  that  undertakings  so  fostered  are  not  always  attended  with  suc- 
cess. Municipal  debts,  so  far  as  counties  and  townships  are  concerned,  are 
on  a  very  satisfactory  footing,  but  in  the  case  of  cities,  towns  and  villages, 
there  has  been  a  strong  tendency  to  launch  out>  which  it  would  be  well  to  check. 
The  municipalities  have  been  most  liberal  as  a  rule  in  the  assistance  of  com- 
panies and  corporations  asking  aid  for  different  enterprises,  some  in  the  way 
of  loans,  some  in  the  form  of  bonuses,  and  it  seems  reasonable  that  they  should 
have  a  little  rest. 

To  anyone  brought  into  •  close  connection  with  the  municipalities,  the 
great  prosperity  of  the  counties  and  townships  cannot  but  be  evident.  Their 
freedom  from  debt,  the  slow  but  sure  increase  in  the  value  of  land  and  agri- 
cultural values  generally,  are  most  gratifying  indications  of  the  high  standard 
of  material  advancement  prevailing  throughout  the  Province.

Ifi  fiecordance  with  mstructiona  received  from  the  Frovincial  Municipal 
Auditor  dated  the  6th  day  of  January,  I  proceeded  to  the  Town  of  Midland 
on  the  18th  of  January  and  examined  the  books  and  vouchers  of  that  muni- 
cipality. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  I  found  the  accounts  substantially 
correct,  the  few  errors  that  I  discovered  were  simple  inadvertencies  of  a 
trifling  character.  At  the  same  time  the  accounts  were  in  that  state  of 
inadequacy  which  might  be  expected  in  a  municipality  in  which  each  officer 
was  left  largely  to  his  own  initiative.  I  would,  therefore,  make  the  following 
recommendations :  — 

Cash  Booh :  In  this  book  the  payments  of  the  debentulres  and  interest 
thereon  were  entered  in  one  column,  making  no  distinction  between  principal 
and  interest.  These  two  items  should  be  separated.  The  payments  for 
water  rates  were  not  entered  till  the  end  of  the  year.  It  would  be  better  to 
have  these  entered  as  they  are  collected,  in  the  same  manner  in  which  other 
receipts  are  entered. 

The  Ledger  \  Hitherto  no  ledger  has  been  kept.  I  would  recommend 
that  one  be  procured,  as  in  that  manner  certain  accounts  can  be  kept  in  a 
more  convenient  form  than  at  present. 

This  book  should  commence  with  a  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities, 
with  separate  accounts  opened  for  the  permanent  assets  of  the  town,  so  that 
thev  can  be  increased  as  {he  works  are  extended  or  diminished  as  the  works 
depreciate.  Accounts  should  also  be  opened^  charging  the  collector  with  the 
amount  of  the  taxes  he  is  to  collect,  and  as  he  makes  his  returns  the  balance 
remaining,  with  discounts  and  rebates  deducted,  should  correspond  with  the 
amount  remaining  uncollected  as  shown  in  the  roll.  When  the  collector 
hands  over  the  roll  to  the  treasurer,  then  the  balance  remains  as  a  charge 
of  taxes  in  arrears  and  should  corespond  with  the  list  thereof. 

A  similar  method  should  be  adopted  with  the  collection  of  the  water 
rates  and  electric  light. 

In  the  ledger  also  should  be  entered  the  balance  unpaid  of  each  deben- 
ture. As  each  instalment  of  principal  is  paid,  the  amount  should  be  debited 
to  its  own  debenture  and  the  balance  should  show  the  amount  still  to  be  paid 
on  that  account. 

As  to  the  accounts  in  the  ledger  will  not  be  numerous,  a  book  of  three  or 
four  hundred  pages  will  be  sufficient  for  the  present. 

Journal',  To  enter  up  the  accounts  properly  in  the  ledger  it  will  b? 
necessary  to  have  a  journal.  Through  this  book  will  be  entered  the  charge 
against  the  collector  or  collectors,  the  credits  or  debits  of  interest  or  discounts 
and  such  other  items  as  3o  not  pass  through  the  cash  book. 

Collector's  Roll :  This  book  has  hitherto  been  entered  according  to  the 
alphabetical  order  of  the  names  of  the  ratepayers.  This  method  may  do  in 
a  small  municipality;  but  experiencfe  has  shown  that  it  is  tDuoh  more  con- 
venient to  have  the  roll  entered  according  to  the  streets.  This  method  has 
the  following  advantages: — ^It  is  much  less  likely  that  any  lot  will  be 
overlooked :  a  comparison  of  assessments  is  very  much  simplified ;  the  search 
for  lots  will  be  much  facilitated.  Then  by  numbering  each  assessment  and 
using  the  same  number  in  the  receipts  or  payment  and  in  the  collector's 
"book,  also  in  the  record  of  arrears  it  makes  all  future  reference  easy  and 
simple. 
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Summary  Statements :  In  the  book  of  collections,  whether  of  taxes  or 
c{  rates,  it  is  well  at  the  time  of  closing  the  books  to  make  a  summary  state- 
ment after  the  following  form :

Electric  Light  Accounts :  Herewith  I  send  a  form  of  accounts  used  by 
the  Electric  Light  Company  at  Ottawa.  This  has  been  furnished  me  by  the 
kindness  of  the  Sollo  L.  Crane  Co.,  and  it  is  admirably  adapted  for  its  pur- 
pose. As  this  is  arranged  according  to  the  method  of  ^'continuous  balance" 
it  saves  a  great  deal  of  time  as  it  always  shows  the  balance  of  any  account 
and  does  not  need  to  have  the  account  closed  and  the  balance  carried  down 
as  in  the  old  method. 

Balances  from  Accounts  :  In  the  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities  cer- 
tain balances  have  been  inserted  as  ' 'estimates."  This  method  is  not  to  be 
commended.  By  the  15th  December  lists  of  arrears  should  be  prepared  most 
accurately  compared  with  the  ledger  balances  and  the  returns  published 
according  to  these  figures.  ''Estimates"  cannot  be  accurate  and  are  likely  to 
degenerate  into  slovenly  methods  and  should  not  be  permitted. 

Certifying  of  Vouchers  :  It  would  be  well  to  have  rubber  stamps  so  that 
each  voucher  can  be  stamped  as  follows :

In  this  way  each  account  would  show  exactly  the  service  to  which  it  was 
to  be  charged  and  also  the  numbers  of  the  orders  so  that  the  auditors  could 
see  that  it  was  properly  authorized. 

The  Pay  Sheets :  The  pay  sheets  as  made  out  at  present  are  exceed- 
ingly crude  and  unsatisfactory.  A  proper  form  should  be  provided,  with 
space  in  the  headinsr  for  the  dates  and  also  specifying  the  nature  of  the 
work,  the  time  employed,  rate,  total  wage.  If  wages  are  paid  in  cash,  then 
the  sheet  should  be  signed  by  each  man. 

Water  Works  Register:  A  register  should  be  provided  not  according 
to  names  but  arranged  according  to  streets  so  that  there  will  be  a  permaneni 
record  of  the  charges  to  be  made  at  each  time  of  collection.  By  leaving*  a  few 
lines  blank  between  each  entry,  space  will  be  left  for  any  changes  tliat  may 
occur.     A  form  after  that  use<i  in  this  city  is  sent  herewith. 

Arrears  of  Taxes :  The  account  would  be  much  more  convenient  for 
reference  if  it  were  entered  according  to  the  streets  as  in  the  as^essinent  toll. 
The  principal  amount  charged  should  be  in  one  column  and  the  intereat  in 
another.  In  this  wav  the  total  of  the  princinal  can  at  once  be  compared 
with  the  amount  of  the  arrears  as  shown  in  the  roll,  ard  the  total  of  the 
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interest  can  be  entered  through  the  journal  into  the  ledger  so  that  the  ledger 
balance  and  the  total  of  the  arrears  can  correspond.  A  form  for  this  pur- 
pose is  sent  herewith. 

By  some  inadvertence  this  account  seems  to  have  escaped  the  examina- 
tion of  the  auditors.  There  was  no  memorandum  of  any  audit  and  there 
were  some  trifling  errors. 

Statement  of  assets  and  liabilitiets :  This  statement  would  be  much  im- 
proved in  form  it  the  various  items  were  placed  under  appropriate  headings. 
Property  being  the  first,  including  land,  buildings  and  plant;  Arrears  of 
Taxes  and  Kates  heing  the  second,  and  Bank  Balances  the  third.  This  would 
give  it  better  mechanical  form  and  at  the  same  time  facilitate  the  reading. 
The  arrears  of  water  rates  and  electric  light  are  given  as  estimates.  TThi** 
cannot  be  correct  and  should  not  be  permitted. 

In  the  list  of  liabilities  there  is  only  one  item  mentioned  as  '^Outstanding 
Account"  whereas  accounts  to  the  amount  of  $5,927.13  had  been  incurred 
before  the  end  of  the  year  which  were  paid  subsequently.  A  list  of  these 
will  be  found  at  page  25  of  the  account  book  sent  herewith.  While  some  of 
these  were  dated  subsequent  to  December  15  the  large  majority  were  subse- 
quent to  that  date.

To  His  Honour  The   Lieutenant-Governor   in  Council    of   the    Province   of 
Ontario. 

May  it  please  Toue  Honoue: 

Agreeably  to  Order  in  Council,  dated  30th  March,  1904,  and  to  instruc- 
tions received  from  the  Provincial  Municipal  Auditor,  I  proceeded  on  tho 
30th  March,  1904,  to  the  Township  of  Russell,  in  the  .County  of  Russell,  and 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  regarding  the  financial  affairs  of  that  Town- 
ship. 

2.  On  my  arrival  there  was  handed  to  me  a  copy  of  a  resolution  passed 
by  the  council  of  the  municipality  on  the  26th  of  March,  1904,  instructing 
that  the  audit  be  conducted  in  the  Yillage  of  Russell,  and  that  the  examina- 
tion commence  in  the  year  1898  and  continue  down  to  the  26th  March, 
1904. 

3.  The  offices  of  Clerk  and  Treasurer  during  the  period  under  review 
were  occupied  as  follows :  — 

1898,  1899,  1900,  1901,  Mr.  W.  R.  Cfaig,  Clerk. 
1898,  1899,  1900,  1901,  Mr.  T.  Lachapelle,  Treasurer. 
1902,  Mr.  P.  E.  Guerin,  Clerk.

1903,  Mr.  P.  E.  Guerin,  Clerk. 

1903,  Mr.  T.  Lachapelle,  Treasurer. 

1904,  Mr.  W.  R.  Craig,  Clerk. 
1904,  Mr.  T.  Lachapelle,  Treasurer. 

4.  The  audit  examination  and  inspection  of  the  books,  accounts,  an-3 
vouchers  of  the  Municipality  of  the  Township  of  Russell,  as  conducted  by 
me  covered  the  period  from  Slst  December,  1897,  to  the  Slst  March,  1904, 
&rid  occupied  36  days. 

5.  The  examination  of  the  by-laws  in  the  municipality's  by-law  book 
revealed  several  discrepancies  in  computations  and  dates,  but  in  cases  where 
these  exist  and  affect  the  question  of  monies  raised  on  debentures,  I  observe 
tliat  the  debentures  realized  par  and  that  the  validity  of  these  by-laws  were 
accepted  by  the  investors. 

6.  By-law  114  '*B"  was  as  passed  to  aid  and  assist  the  Ontario  Pacific 
Jftailway  Compay  by  giving  |10,000  by  way  of  bonus,  and  to  issue  deben- 
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tures  therefor,  and  to  authorize  the  levying  of  a  special  rate  for  payment 
of  debentures  and  interest.  The  debentures  are  payable  in  20  years  from 
the  1st  June,  1897,  and  have  coupons  attached  for  interest  at  3i  per  cent, 
per  annum,  payable  yearly.  The  annual  levy  under  the  by-law  is  the  sum 
of  $683.75,  divided  as  follows:— Principal  $500,  interest  |183.75.  The 
New  York  and  Ottawa  Railway  Company  are  at  present  the  beneficiaries 
under  this  by-law,  but  I  find  no  record  of  by-law  or  notice  of  any  kind  w 
the  township  intimating  change  of  name  of  the  railway  company  from  the 
Ontario  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  that  of  the  New  York  and  Ottawi 
Railway  Company. 

7.  The  township  has  been  paying  yearly  |350  interest  and  depositing 
with  the  Bank  of  Ottawa  the  balance  of  |333.75  in  a  sinking  fund  account 
bearing  3  per  cent,  interest,  compounded,  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  the 
principal  of  |10,000  at  the  end  of  20  years. 

8.  On  the  1st  of  June,  1904,  the  township  will  require  to  arrange  for 
and  deposit  to  the  sinking  fund  account  with  the  Bank  of  Ottawa  the 
corrected  annual  levy  of  f372.16,  and  also  the  sum  of  $435.60  in  order  that 
the  correct  amount  'to  that  date  may  be  provided  for. 

9.  The  corrected  annual  levy  under  the  above  by-law  to  pay  interest 
in  the  meantime  and  to  create  a  sinking  fund  earning  3  per  cent,  intere^rt 
compounded,  in  order  to  retire  the  principal  of  $10,000  at  the  end  of  20 
>ears  is  $722.16  divided  as  follows : —Interest  $350,  sinking  fund  f372.16 

10.  The  examination  of  the  cash  book  to  3l8t  March,  1904,  reveals  a 
shortage  in  cash  of  |1, 618.73,  which  shortage  occurs  in  the  years  1901,  1902 
and  1903,' and  is  chargeable  as  follows:  —

1.  The  municipal  cash  book  so  far  as  this  township  is  concerned  has 
never  been  treated  seriously,  for  the  reason  that  the  local  auditors  never  con- 
ducted the  annual  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  municipality  by 
'lecognizing  the  cash  book  as  the  basis  of  the  audit,  they  confined  their 
duties  as  auditors  to  examining  a  book  "Titled  Journal"  and  which  is  partly 
a  ledger  and  partly  memoranda.  The  result  of  this  perfunctory  audit  was 
(a)  to  overlook  bank  interest  in  the  years  1901,  1902  and  1903,  amounting 
ID  all  to  the  sum  of  $521.82;  (b)  a  loan  from  the  bank  on  note  of  $3,000,  on 
which  discount  of  $15.30  was  charged;  (c)  sundry  charges  by  the  1>ank  in 
connection  with  debentures,  etc.,  of  fl.40;  (d)  credits  to  the  township 
amounting  to  $30,  charged  against  the  Police  Village  of  Russell  for  pro- 
portion of  township  officers*  salaries;  (e)  an  error  of  $1,000  in  addition  on 
page  118  of  the  ledger;  (/)  a  difference  of  $284.91  between  the  balance 
starting  the  township  accounts  for  the  year  1902,  and  the  balance  found  ar 
the  end  of  the  year  1901,  and  (g)  errors  of  Ic.  on  page  99,  6c.  on  pag^e  100 
and  Ic.  on  page  133  of  ledger. 

12.  Upon  my  finding  these  errors  and  discrepancies  to  exist  I  deemed 
I't  prudent  to  summon  the  auditors  and  took  their  evidence  on  oath  on  iL? 
I9th  April,  1904,  with  the  result  that  they  confirmed  my  findings  and  ex* 
plained  the  methods  adopted  in  the  course  of  their  audit.  The  auditors  con- 
fined their  examination  of  the  township  accounts  to  the  book  "Titled  Jour- 
nal.*'   They  were  particular  to  see  that  orders  were  produced  drawn  upon 
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the  Treasurer  for  tlie  several  pajnneiits,  but  they  did  'not  observe  that  a  great 
inany  of  these  orders  had  never  been  signed  by  the  Clerk.  They  did  not 
compare  the  stubs  of  the  Treasurer's  receipt  book  vsrith  entries  in  the  ** Jour- 
nal," under  receipts  more  than  in  a  casual  manner.  The  treasurers  did  not 
make  it  a  rule  to  add  up  the  several  accounts  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
in  the  yjoumal;*'  this  duty  was  left  for  the  auditors,  with  the  result  that, 
errors  in  additions  occurred  and  the  treasurers  only  passed  from  one  to  the 
ether  the  amounts  or  balances  in  their  hands  as  found  by  the  auditors.  The 
auditors  never  compared  the  bank  cheques  with  the  payments  in  the  Trea!s- 
iirer's  books. 

13.  The  municipal  cash  book  contains  no  record  of  any  transaction 
(receipts  or  expenditure)  for  the  year  1903. 

14.  The  statement  furnished  by  the  auditors  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  examined  by  me  contain  the  same  discrepancies  in  additioii 
and  otherwise  as  found  by  me  in  the  books  of  the  municipality. 

15.  The  additions  in  the  municipal  cash  book  have  been  irregular,  and 
-were  very  incomplete  until  completed  under  my  examination. 

16.  The  payments  of  debentures  have  never  been  divided  between  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  and  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  by  me  in  con- 
sequence in  arriving  at  the  total  debenture  debt  of  the  township. 

17.  The  liability  of  the  township  to  the  Police  Village  of  Hussell,  as 
certified  by  the  local  auditors  is  incorrect,  and  is  allowed  by  me  at  the 
olst  Dec,  1903,  at  the  sum  of  |166.81.  The  local  auditors  passed  a  charge 
oi  136.38  against  the  P.  V.  of  Russell  in  connection  with  what  is  termed  tbe 
'* Cherry  Award."  This  award  relates  to  a  drain  passing  through  a  portion 
of  the  P.  V.  of  Russell.  The  township  made  a  special  levy  in  connection 
with  this  work  against  the  several  ratepayers  benefited,  and  having  collected 
the  same,  the  amount  is  therefore  chargeable  against  the  township. 

18.  I  append  herewith  the  following  statements  of  receipts  and  expen- 
diture for  the  years  1898,  1899,  1900,  1901,  1902,  1903,  and  for  the  three 
xsonths  to  31st  March,  1904.  (b)  Statement  showing  the  cash  shortage  at  31st 
"!3ec.,  1903,  and  at  31st  March,  1904,  showing  the  liability  of.  the  two  treas- 
urers of  the  township,  (c)  Statement  showing  the  total  debenture  debt  and 
the  liabilities  maturing  in  the  year  1904.  (d)  Statement  of  the  assets  avail- 
able to  liquidate  the  several  liabilities,  and  showing  an  actual  deficit  in 
sissets  of  $2,879.86,  which  is  subject  to  increase  by  the  amount  uncoUectable 
from  the  two  treasurers,  (e)  Statement  of  the  Police  Village  of  Eussell  for 
the  years  1898,  1899,  190q,   1901,  .1902  and  1903.

19.  The  following  drainage  schemes  have  either  been  completed  or  are 
in  progress  or  under  consideration:  —

son; (o)  Pacquet  McMahon. 

20.  Separate  statements  are  attached  to  this  renort  giving  the  standing* 
of  these  drainage  schemes  as  at  the  3l8t  Dec,  1903. 

21.  I  further  append  statements  of  these  several  drainage  schemes  show- 
ing the  engineers'  original  estimates  and  the  expenditures  under  heads  as 
Tiearly  as  possible  to  that  estimate.  The  vouchers  for  disbursemets  on  these 
Tvorks  are  very  complete. 
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22.  The  statements  of  the  several  drainage  schemes  giving  effect  to  in-

23.  Notes  (i)  Marshall  Sequin  item  of  |41.50  is  payable  to  the  Township 
of  Cumberland. 

(;)  Dunbar  item  of  |2,103.32  is  payable  to  the  Township  of  Osgood^, 
and  should  be  dealt  with  by  the  township  council  at  their  earliest  conven- 
ience. 

(k)  Petit  Castor  item  of  $8,115. T8  is  to  be  expended  by  the  Township 
of  Russell  in  building  bridges  on  the  Petit  Castor  river. 

(h)  The  Fournier  Creek  drain  is  unfinished  and  the  deficit  of  $804.&4 
will  be  increased. 

.  24.  I  deem  it  advisable  to  call  the  attention  of  the  council  to  the  follow- 
ing matters  in  connection  with  the  accounts  of  the  several  drainage  schemes. 

Re  Touk  Drain.  The  engineer's  report  on  this  excavation  estimate 
the  cost  at  $2,580.10.  I  find  the  actual  cost  as  per  expenditure  to  ba 
;|?2,839.21,  leaving  a  shortage  of  $259.11,  from  which  I  have  deducted  $60.10 
of  premium  on  sale  of  debentures,  and  allowed  $45.91  of  interest  earned  by 
the  debenture  monies  in  bank,  leaving  a  net  shortage  of  $153.10.  In  connec- 
tion with  this  drainage  scheme  I  find  that  Mr.  R.  Morrow  has  been  paid  for 
farm  crossings  the  sum  of  $7,  instead  of  the  sum  of  $3.50.  He  will  therefore 
have  to  refund  to  the  township  the  sum  of  $3.50.  The  township  have  -t 
liability  of  $3.40  to  T*  W.  Hamilton  for  work  done  as  per  engineer's  report. 
Upon  the  recovery  of  the  above  amount  of  $3.50,  and  the  payment  of  the 
liability  of  $3.40,  then  the  York  drainage  scheme  is  entitled  to  recover  from 
the  several  ratepayers  benefited  the  sum  of  $153. 

Ke  Hebert  Drain.  The  engineer's  report  on  this  excavation  estimates 
the  cost  at  $1,245.20.  I  find  the  actual  cost  as  per  expenditure  giving  effect 
to  the  amount  received  from  the  Township  of  Finch  of  $132,  to  be  $1,156.76. 
The  levy  on  the  ratepayers  amounted  to  $1,068,  which  taken  from  the  orig- 
inal cost  leaves  a  shortage  of  $83.76,  from  which  I  have  deducted  the  pre- 
mium on  sale  of  debentures  of  $28.83,  and  allowed  the  sum  of  $4.71  for  in- 
terest earned  by  the  debenture  monies  in  bank,  leaving  a  shortage  on  thU 
work  of  $50.22. 

I  find  a  liability  of  $5  to  0.  Richard  for  farm  crossing  unpaid. 

Upon  payment  of  above  liability  of  $5  then  the  Hebert  drainage  scheme 
is  entitled  to  recover  from  the  several  ratepayers  benefited  the  sum  of  $55.22. 

Re  Grignon  Drain.  The  engineer's  report  on  this  excavation  estimates 
the  cost  at  $2,361.60.  I  find  the  actual  cost  as  per  expenditure  to  b* 
$2,451.75,  and  there  was  raised  by  debenture  the  sum  of  $2,202.90,  leaving 
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a  shortage  of  $248.85,  from  which  I  have  deducted  premium  of  f59.48  on 
sale  of  debenture  and  allowed  $28.51  of  interest  earned  by  the  debenture 
monies  in  bank,  leaving  a  balance  of  1160.86.  The  Township  of  Finch  paid 
to  the  Township  of  Bussell  the  sum  of  $70.85,  and  I  find  that  payments  in 
error  have  been  made  to  Edmond  Bichard  of  $5;  Alphohse  Beuyere  of  |5; 
and  Alphonse  Courvalle  of  $6  for  farm  crossings,  and  that  there  remains  an 
vxLsettled  liability  of  $5  to  Oliver  Richer  for  farm  crossing.  Upon  recovery 
of  the  above  over-payments  of  $16,  and  the  payment  of  the  liability  of  f5. 
then  the  Grignon  drainage  scheme  is  entitled  to  recover  from  the  several 
ratepayers  benefited  the  sum  of  |79.01. 

Re  Morrow  Drain.  The  engineer's  report  on  this  excavation  estimates 
the  cost  at  $3,733.74.  I  find  the  actual  cost  as  per  expenditure  to  be 
$4,015.21.  There  was  raised  by  debentures  the  sum  of  $2,896.54.  The 
Township  of  Cumberland  paid  to  the  Township  of  Russell  the  sum  of  $778, 
and  there  was  realized  the  sujn  of  $67.46  of  premium  upon  the  sale  of  deb- 
entures. I  have  allowed  the  sum  of  f20.33  of  interest  earned  by  the  deben- 
ture monies  in  bank,  after  giving  effect  to  these  several  credits  I  find  the 
Morrow  drainage  scheme  entitled  to  recover  from  the  several  ratepayers 
benefited  the  sum  of  $252.88,  to  which  has  to  be  added  an  unsettled  liability 
of  $31.10,  allowance  for  work  done,  and  f65  for  farm  culverts,  in  all  the 
sum  of  $348.98. 

Re  Wood,  Eadie  Drain.  The  engineer's  report  on  this  excavation  es- 
timates the  cost  at  |2,471.51.  I  find  the  actual  cost  as  per  expenditure  to 
be  $2,964.38;  another  was  raised  by  debentures  the  su,m  of  $2,280.75.  The 
Township  of  Cumberland  paid  to  the  Township  of  Russell  the  sum  of  |110; 
another  was  realized  the  sum  of  $30.68  of  premium  upon  the  sale  of  deben- 
tures. I  have  allowed  the  sum  of  $539  of  interest  earned  l>y  the  debenture 
monies  in  bank.  There  was  also  recovered  the  sum  of  $4  refund  of  freight. 
After  giving  effect  to  these  several  credits,  I  find  the  Wood,  Eadie  drainage 
scheme  is  entitled  to  recover  from  the  several  ratepayers  benefited  $533.57, 
to  which  has  to  be  added  an  unsettled  liability  of  |32  for  farm  crossings  and 
$34  for  private  ditches,  in  all  the  sum  of  $599.56. 

Re  FoiTRNiER  Creek  Drain.  Unfinished.  The  engineer's  report  on  this 
(excavation  estimates  the  cost  at  $4,344.^0.  I  find  the  actual  cost  to  date  as 
per  expenditure  to  be  $4,885.61,  and  there  was  raised  by  debenture  the  sum 
of  $4,025.95.  The  Townships  of  Cambridge  and  Cumberland  are  assessed 
•for  fl45.55,  $172.90  respectively.  Another  was  realized  the  sum  of  $53.41 
of  premium  upon  the  sale  of  debentures.  I  have  allowed  the  sum  of  $53.82 
of  interest  earned  by  the  debenture  monies  in  bank.  The  unsettled  liabilities 
on  this  work  are  as  follows: — Contractor,  $231.91;  farm  crossings,  $48;  pri- 
vate ditch,  $19;  rebates,  $71,75,  in  all  the  sum  of  $370.66,  exclusive  of  lia- 
bilities payable  by  the  Township  of  Cumberland.  After  giving  effect  to  the 
several  before  mentioned  charges  and  credits  I  find  the  Foumier  Creek 
c^lrainage  scheme  is  entitled  to  recover  from  the  several  ratepayers  benefited 
to  cover  entire  cost  and  liability  to  Dec.  31st,  1903,  the  sum  of  $804.64. 

Re  Champaigne  Draix.  The  engineer's  report  on  this  excavation  es- 
timates the  cost  at  $7,013.03.  I  find  that  the  actual  cost  as  per  expenditure 
-Lg  be  $6,817.33,  and  there  was  raised  by  debenture  the  sum  of  $6,659.13.  The 
Township  of  Cumberland  paid  to  the  Township  of  Eiissell  the  sum  of  $241.30. 
o.xid  there  was  realized  the  sum  of  $178.47  of  premium  on  sale  of  debenture. 
I  have  allowed  the  sum  of  $323.26  of  interest  earned  by  the  debenture  monies 
in  bank.  There  is  an  unsettled  liability  of  $25  for  farm  crossings.  After 
giving  effect  to  the  several  charges,  unsettled  liabilities  and  credits  I  find  tho 
Oliampaigne  Creek  drainage  scheme  has  a  surplus  of  $572.83. 
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Re  BouRBONNAip  Drain.  The  engineer's  report  on  this  excavation  eati- 
mates  the  cost  at  16,250.25.  I  find  the  actual  cost  as  per  expenditure  to  bi^ 
^6,296.52,  and  there  was  raised  by  debenture  the  sum  of  $5,609.50.  Tke 
Township  of  Cumberland  paid  to  the  Township  of  Russell  the  sum  of  $530.73, 
and  there  was  realized  the  sum  of  $150.44  of  premium  on  sale  of  debentures. 
I  have  allowed  the  sum  of  $77.52  of  interest  earned  by  the  debenture  monies 
in  bank.  There  is  an  unsettled  liability  of  |26  for  farm  crossings.  After 
giving  effect  to  the  several  charges,  unsettled  liabilities  and  credits,  I  find 
the  Bourbonnais  drainage  scheme  has  a  surplus  of  $47.67. 

Re  Mabshall  Sequin  Drain.  The  engineer's  report  on  this  excavation 
estimates  the  cost  at  $3,372.36,  apportioned  as  follows: — ^Township  of  Cum- 
berland, $1,789.84;  Township  of  Russell,  $1,582.52.  I  find  the  actual  cost 
as  per  expenditure  to  be  $1,491.64.  The  amount  realized  from  the  sale  of 
debentures  was  the  sum  of  |1,556.49.  I  have  allowed  the  sum  of  $7.65  o{ 
interest  earned  by  the  debenture  monies  in  bank.  There  is  an  unsettled  lia- 
bility for  farm  crossings  of  $31.  After  giving  to  the  several  charges,  uq- 
settled  liabilities,  and  credits,  I  find  the  Marshall  Sequin  drainage  scheme 
has  a  surplus  of  $41.50. 

Re  Dunbar  Drain.  The  engineer's  report  on  this  excavation  estimates 
*he  cost  at  $3,084.55,  apportioned  as  follows: — Township  of  Osgoode. 
1883.28;  Township  of  Russell,  $2,201.27.  I  find  the  expenditure  by  the 
Township  Russell  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  $85.28,  I  have  allowed  the  sum 
of  $4.47  of  interest  earned  by  the  debenture  monies  in  bank.  Debenture 
were  issued  to  the  amount  of  $2,201.27,  and  realized  the  sum  of  $2,184.13 
After  giving  effect  to  the  several  charges  and  credits  the  balance  of  $2,103.32 
should  be  paid  over  to  the  Township  of  Osgoode,  and  I  recommend  the  Coun- 
cil of  Russell  to  take  the  necessary  action  to  have  this  payment  made. 

Re  Petit  Castor  Bridges.  I  find  no  engineer's  report  in  this  neitW 
copy  of  specifications  or  contract.  This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Township 
of  Winchester  to  excavate  the  Petit  Castor  River,  and  the  Township  of  Etib- 
sell  have  undertaken  to  build  the  bridges  necessary  in  that  township  for 
which  debentures  were  issued  for  $7,906.85.  These  realized  a  premium  of 
f  103.94.  I  have  allowed  interest  on  the  debenture  monies  in  bank  amount- 
ing to  1319.72.  The  expenditure  to  31st  December,  1903,  amounts  to 
1^214.73.  The  amount  at  the  credit  of  this  work  available  to  build  bridges 
is  the  sum  of  $8,115.78. 

Re  BissAiLLON  Drain.  This  work  is  unfinished,  in  fact  it  is  at  present 
under  consideration.  No  money  has  been  borrowed  on  debentures,  and  the 
only  transaction  giving  evidence  of  the  possibility  of  such  a  work  eventually 
being  realized  is  a  charge  of  |15,25  for  engineering. 

Re  Stanley-Stephenson  Drain.  The  charges  to  December  Slst,  1905, 
in  connection  with  this  work  is  a  payment  to  the  Township  of  Finch  of  $3-5.42 
and  law  costs  of  $20.76  in  all  the  sum  of  ^56.19 

Re  Wilson  Drain.  The  charges  to  31st  December,  1903,  in  connection 
with  this  work  is  a  payment  of  f  36  on  account  of  engineering. 

Re  Pacquet  McMahon  Drain.  The  charges  to  31st  December,  1903.  in 
connection  with  this  work  amounts  to  engineering  f  155. 26,  amending  by-law 
$10,  in  all,  the  sum  of  1165.26. 

Re  The  Several  Drainage  Schemes.  In  the  year  1903  Mr.  P.  E. 
Guerin,  the  then  Township  Clerk,  prepared  six  amending  by-laws  for  the  pur- 
pose of  adjusting  the  several  drainage  schemes  of  the  township,  and  received 
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fees  for  the  work  as  follows :  — Pacquet  McMahon  $10,  Hebert  |20,  Grignon 
|I20,  York  $20,  Bourbonnais  |20,  Champaigne  $25,  amounting  in  all  to  the 
sum  of  $115,  with  the  exception  of  the  York  drain  amending  by-law,  no 
schedules  of  assessment  or  refund  changeable  against  or  allowed  to  the  several 
ratepayers  are  attached  to  the  several  amending  by-laws,  and  in  every  case 
the  amounts  of  extra  levies  or  refund  are  inaccurately  computed.  I  recom* 
mend  the  Council  of  the  Township  of  Kussell  to  call  upon  Mr.  P.  E.  Guerin 
to  refund  the  sum  of  $115  or  assume  the  responsibility  and  expense  of  having 
new  amending  by-laws  prepared  %o  provide  for  the  correct  extras  levied  op 
refunds  in  connection  with  the  aajustment  of  the  balances  on  the  several 
drainage  accounts. 

Re  Duties  of  Clekk.  Mr.  P.  E.  Guerin  was  Clerk  of  the  Township  of 
Kufisell  for  two  years  1902  and  1903,  and  I  find  that  he  received  in  fees  and 
salary  everything  he  was  entitled  to,  provided  that  his  duties  as  Clerk  were 
complete.  One  or  two  by-laws  are  copied  in  the  by-law  book  of  the  town- 
ship, and  not  one  of  the  amending  by-laws  referred  to  in  the  immediately 
preceding  paragraph  are  copied  in  the  by-law  book  of  the  township.  Mr. 
P.  E.  Guerin  shotild  be  called  upon  to  have  this  duty  completed  or  to  arrange 
tliat  the  cost  of  same  should  be  provided  for. 

.  Re  Grignon  Drain.  In  connection  with  this  matter  I  have  given  effect 
tc  the  refund  of  fS.OO  for  farm  crossing,  a  duplicate  error  issued  to  Al- 
phonse  Courvalle,  ex-Reeve  Paquet  has  stated  to  me  his  willingness  to  refund 
this  amount  and  I  therefore  recommend  the  council  of  the  township  to  call 
up  ex-Reeve  Paquet  for  this  refund. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Craig  has  occupied  the  office  of  Clerk  for  many  years,  and  I 
must  express  my  satisfaction  in  the  manner  I  found  the  execution  of  his  duties 
as  Clerk.  He  is  well  acquainted  with  the  Municipal  and  Drainage  Acts,  and 
ia  particular  about  details. 

Mr.  T.  Lachapelle,  the  Township  Treasurer,  has  one  or  two  orders  for 
sundry  payments  in  connection  with  drainage  and  other  schemes.     I  havi? 
suggested  to  him  to  pay  nothing  further  on  these  orders  until  he  is  authorized 
to    do  so  again  by  the  council.     The  council  before  authorizing  the  Trea- 
surer to  continue  payments  on  these  orders  will  first  consider  the  several 
drainage  schemes  as  embodied  in  this  report,  have  amending  by-laws  prepar- 
ed and  passed  in  order  that  the  several  balances  may  be  adjusted;  have  new 
orders  issued,  correctly  prepared,  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  and  have  these 
take  the  place  of  these  already  in  existence,  and  in  the  possesion  of  the  Trea- 
surer. 

I  must  express  my  satisfaction  in  the  manner  the  duties  of  the  Trea- 
saxer  are  performed  by  Mr.  T.  Lachapelle. 

The  Reeve,  the  several  members  of  the  council  and  officials  of  the  eor- 
pox'ation  of  the  Township  of  Russell,  and  others  have  throughout  evidenced 
the  utmost  willingness  to  aid  this  investigation,  and  have  rendered  sub- 
cktstntial  assistance  from  time  to  time. 

Further  explanations  will  be  furnished  to  the  council  or  officials  in  con- 
^eo'tion  with  any  matter  contained  in  this  report.

Toronto,  July  llth,  1904. 

his  Honor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Ontario  in  Council: 

Sib, — By  authority  of  an  Order-in-Council,  signed  by  Tour  Honor  on  the 
Sth  day  of  January,  1904,  and  under  instructions  from  the  Provincial  Au- 
ditor, I  proceeded,  on  the  13th  idem.,  to  the  town  of  Smith's  Falls,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  an  inspection,  examination  and  audit  of  the  books,  ac- 
counts, vouchers  and  moneys  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  that  town. 

2.  This  audit  had  been  petitioned  for  by  certain  ratepayers  of  the  said 
town,  who  desired  it  to  extend  for  five  years  from  1st  January  1899.  The  pe- 
tition stated  that  large  sums  of  money  had  been  raised  by  sales  of  debentures, 
and  expended  during  this  period,  and  it  was  desired  that  the  exact  financial 
position  of  the  municipality  should  be  clearly  made  known. 

Collection  of  Taxes  and  Water-rates, 

3.  It  became  necessary  to  look  into  this  matter,  as  the  Collector,  Mr. 
Williscraft,  was  quite  unable  to  balance  his  accounts  so  as  to  make  a  settle- 
ment with  the  Treasurer.  According  to  his  calculations,  he  had  already  paid 
in  a  considerable  sum  more  than  was  called  for  by  the  Collectoi'^s  roll.  A  first 
examination  of  his  accounts  failed  to  account  for  the  discrepancy  and  it  was 
not  until  the  Collector's  roll  of  1903  was  strictly  examined  from  first  to  last 
that  the  cause  of  the  difference  was  discovered. 

4.  The  Collector's  roll,  which  is  prepared  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  was  found  to  contain  a  variety  of  errors^  but  especially  one  gigantic 
error  in  which,  by  the  carrying  forward  of  a  total  from  one  page  to  the  second 
page  following  instead  of  to  the  first,  the  grand  total  of  ^h.e  Collector's  roll 
was  reduced  by  an  amount  of  between  seven  and  eight  hundred  dollars. 

5.  It  appears  that  last  year  the  Town  Clerk  having  too  much  business 
t  n  his  hands  was  unable  to  complete  the  Collector's  roll,  and  that  he  requested 
the  town  council  to  furnish  him  with  some  assistance.  The  Town  Treasurer 
was  deputed  to  render  this  assistance.  Therefore  it  happened  that  a  certain 
portion  of  the  Collector's  roll,  amounting  to  about  one-third,  was  prepared 
in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  remainder  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 
It  is  highly  creditable  to  the  latter  official  that  none  of  the  errors  appeared  in 
the  part  of  the  roll  prepared  by  him. 

6.  When  these  errors  in  the  1903  roll  were  discovered  an  exact  settle- 
ment with  the  Treasurer  was  within  measurable  distance  and  was  soon  ac- 
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complislied,  as  has  already  been  reported  to  the  town  council  in  connection 
with  the  1903  audit.' 

7.  The  same  Collector,  Mr.  Williscraft,  has  collected  the  water-rates 
ever  since  the  town  had  acquired  the  water-works.  These  collections  were 
also  in  a  most  unsatisfactory  condition.  There  was  no  evidence  that  annual 
settlements  had  been  made,  either  as  to  taxes  or  water-rates,  between  the 
Treasurer  and  Collector.  Repeated  inquiries  failed  to  produce  any  such  doc- 
uments. Thie  Town  Treasurer  examined  all  the  papers  in  his  safe  and  could 
hnd  nothing.  The  Town  Clerk  expressed  his  opinion  that  there  had  been  no 
such  settlements,  and  from  all  extrar^eous  evidence  this  must  be  taken  to  have 
been  the  case. 

8.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  with  such  management  of  the^ 
town's  principal  finances,  they  soon  got  into  a  chaotic  state.  It  is  somewhat 
surprising  that  with  so  many  intelligent  and  capable  business  men  in  the 
council,  aifairs  should  have  been  allowed  to  get  into  this  state.  Such  is  the 
fact  lievertheless,  and  it  became  necessary  to  examine  in  detail  the  collection 
of  water-rates  from  the  very  commencement.  •  This  in  itself  was  a  work  in- 
volving great  labor  and  taking  up  much  time. 

9.  My  co-auditor  of  1903,  Mr^  R.  J.  Oliver,  is  to  be  credited  with  the 
greater  part  of  this  work,  and  we  were  finally  able  to  reduce  these  matters  to 
an  exact  settlement,  as  already  reported  to  the  council  in  connection  with  the 
1903  audit. 

10.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  these  figures  are  absolutely 
correct  and  capable  of  proof  from  the  Collector's    and  •  Treasurer's    book^ 
H  aving  rescued  these  matters  from  the  chaotic  state  in  which  they  were  found, 
it-  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  council  will  gee  to  it  that  they  do  not  dr^ft  again  into 
tlie  same  condition. 

11.  As  collateral  evidence  of  the  extremely  confused  state  of  the  coUectr 
or's  finances,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  two  years  ago  a  spec^'al  committee  of 
council  was  appointed  to  look  into  these  particular  matters  and  bring  the 
l>ooks  of  the  Collector  and  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  into  some  kind  of  an 
sv^eement.  The  committee,  after  a  long  and  tedious  examination,  reported 
tliat  the  discrepancies  between  the  two  sets  of  books  were  beyond  their  power 
t  o  rectify  and  closed  their  report  by  very  decided  instructions  to  the  Collector 
To  see  that  he  should  make  accurate  settlements  in  the  future. 

12.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  point  out  the  danger  in  which  the  corpor- 
a.tion  lay  during  those  years  when  it  appeared  to  be  nobody's  business  to  take 
cognizance  of  how  the  Collector  was  doing  his  duty.  It  would  not  be  fair  to 
leave  this  part  of  the  subject  without  saying  that  the  Collector  took  a  great 
deal  more  trouble  in  keeping  his  ac^.ounts  than  Collectors  usually  do,  in  so 
xuuch  that  he  had  prepared  for  himself  a  special  book  for  the  taxes  and  a  spe- 
cial book  for  the  water-rates  in  which  he  recorded  each  collection  and  its  date. 
T  have  never  seen  such  books  before  in  the  hands  of  a  Collector  and  it  must 
1>€  admitted  that  they  were  of  great  value  to  the  auditors  in  arriving  at  an 

«xact  conclusion  as  to  how  matters  stood  between  the  Collector  and  the  cor- 
j>oration. 

13.  The  system  by  which  th'3  Collector  deposited  all  moneys  in  the  bank 
i  n  his  own  name  is  a  vicious  one,  which  should  not  be  tolerated  in  any  munici- 
1>ality.  There  should  be  opened  at  the  bank  a  tax  account  from  which  no 
moneys  should  be  removable  except  by  cheque  of  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer. 
Into  this  account  should  be  paid  daily  if  possible  all  moneys  of  the  corpora- 
t  ion  collected  on  this  account. 
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14.  The  Collector,  when  making  his  deposit,  should  prepare  a  duplicate 
slip  which  should  be  initialed  and  returned  to  him  b;^  the  bank  teller.  This 
duplicate  slip  when  handed  to  the  Treasurer  would  be  sufficient  proof  that  a 
certain  sum  had  been  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  town,  and  this  amount  ine 
Treasurer  would  at  once  enter  in  his  cash-book.  By  this  means  the  control 
of  all  the  large  amounts  collected  for  taxes  would  pass  at  once  into  the  hands 
of  the  corporation,  a  state  of  things  very  much  to  be  desired.  The 
moneys  in  this  account  could  be  removed  at  convenience  by  the  Mayor  and 
Treasurer  and  apportioned  to  the  various  funds  for  which  it  had  been  col- 
lected. 

Bank  Accounts. 

15.  One  of  the  most  fertile  sources  of  trouble  and  disarrangement  in 
municipal  finances  has  been  the  failure  to  keep  strictly  separate  all  funds  col- 
lected or  procured  for  special  purposes,  such  as  moneys  for  schools,  moneys 
received  from  sale  of  debentures,  moneys  collected  for  payment  of  debentures, 
etc. 

16.  To  avoid  the  pitfalls  which  beset  the  path  of  any  municipality  which 
keeps  all  its  moneys  in  one  purse,  it  is  desirable  that  another  bank  account 
should  be  opened,  under  the  name  of  ''Trust  account"  into  which  should  be 
paid  all  moneys  collected  for  special  purpose. 

17.  An  improved  system  of  council  orders  should  be  also  initiated 
which  could  be  straightway  transformed  intq  bank  cheques  by  the  simple  en- 
dorsation  of  the  Treasurer.  And,  to  make  orders  upon  different  accounts 
readily  distinguishable  from  each  other,  it  would  be  well  that  they  should  be 
printed  on  paper  of  different  tints. 

18.  To  complete  these  two  accounts>  it  will  be  found  desirable  to  open 
a  third  municipal  bank  account  to  be  called  **Tax  account",  into  which  the 
Collector  should  be  instructed  to  promptly  pay  all  taxes  collected,  taking  from 
the  bank  a  certified  duplicate  slip,  which  he  will  produce  to  the  Treasurer  as 
his  voucher  that  these  moneys  have  been  deposited.  The  Treasurer  will  re- 
tain the  certified  slip  and  give  the  Collector  a  receipt  for  the  amount.  These 
moneys  will  be  removable  only  by  cheques  of  Mayor  or  Treasurer  jointly. 

19.  The  advantages  of  this  change  will  be  threefolu,  viz. : 

A.  As  a  safeguard.  The  moneys  go  directly  to  the  bank  and  into  the 
control  of  the  corporation.  The  Treasurer  is  saved  all  counting,  handling 
and  depositing  of  the  tax  moneys.  And  the  Collector  should  welcome  the 
change  also,  for  his  responsibility  ceases  as  soon  as  the  moneys  are  deposited. 

B.  Because  the  tax  moneys  are  all  recorded  together,  the  account  will 
be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Collector  and  Treasurer  in  coming  to  a  final  set- 
tlement, and  to  the  auditors  in  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year. 

C.  The  account  will  be  a  convenient,  and  even  a  necessary,  means  of  ap- 
portioning accurately  the  special  and  general  taxes  as  collected.  Periodi- 
cally, perhaps  once  a  fortnight,  the  Collector  should  furnish  to  the  Treasurer 
a  statement  showing  the  amounts  deposited  on  the  various  accounts,  which 
can  then  be  transferred  to  the  **Trust  account",  and  ''Current  account"  re- 
spectively by  cheques  of  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer. 

20.  Each  of  these  three  reasons  is  sufficient  in  itself  to  justify  this 
change.  Conjointly,  they  show  advantages  which  cannot  be  overlooked  or 
disregarded.  There  can  be  no  doubt  4hat  this  system,  if  properly  applied, 
will  work  like  clock-work  and  give  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  the  officials^  the 
auditors  and  the  ratepayers.  Full  auhority  for  this  change  will  be  found  in 
K.  S.  O.  ch.  228,  sec.  19. 
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Debenture  Sales  of  1900. 

21.  These  were  the  most  important  sales  of  debentures  made  by  the  town, 
and  the  ratepayers  have  been  desirous  to  have  the  verified  particulars  of  the 
transactions.  This  matter  has  been  fully  inquired  into,  and  various  letters 
from  Toronto  and  Montreal  purchasers  are  enclosed  with  this  report,  which 
show  clearly  that  the  Mayor  spared  no  effort  to  sell  the  debentures  to  best  ad- 
vantage. 

22.  The  form  in  which  they  were  prepared  was  unfortunate  and  mili- 
tated mucE  against  their  sale.  They  were  prepared  without  coupons,  and 
could  not  be  readily  broken  up  into  small  lots.  It  therefore,  became  neces- 
sary to  find  a  buyer  who  would  .take  the  whole  lot,  and  the  number  of  buyers 
who  will  purchase « 1150,000  worth  of  debentures  in  one  lot,  is  not  large  in 
Canada.  The  best  sale  made  by  the  town  during  that  year,  was  a  small  lot 
of  about  14,000  at  par.  In  view  of  the  extreme  difficulty  of  handling  the 
large  lot,  it  would  appear  to  me  that  the  sale  at  2^  per  cent,  discount  must  be 
considered  a  good  one. 

23.  The  various  brokers  were  unable,  after  months  of  work,  to  make  any 
definite  offer,  although  the  town  was  willing  to  sell  at  97^  per  cent.  Finally 
Mr.  F.  A.  Bethune  was  able  to  procure  this  price  from  a  company  which  he 
represents,  and  the  sale  went  through,  he  receiving  ^  per  cent,  commission, 
so  that  his  company  actually  paid  97|  per  cent.  Under  circumstances  of 
such  difficulty)  it  would  not  have  been  matter  for  surprise  if  the  town  had  been 
compelled  to  grant  a  discount  of  5  per  cent,  insead  of  2^  per  cent. 

Sale  of  Debentures. 

24.  As  this  transaction  was  very  important  and  is  of  considerable  inter- 
est to  the  ratepayers,  it  may  be  well  to  give  brief  extracts  from  the  corre- 
spondence received  by  the  Mayor  on  the  subject.  The  writers  are  all  insur- 
ance companies  or  brokers. 

2nd  January^  1900. 

I  am  not  prepared  at  the  present  time  to  consider  any  purchase  of  bonds 
at  a  rate  that  will  yield  the  company  less  than  4|  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Gtk  January,  1900. 

I  am  not  inclined  to  recede  from  the  price  which  I  thought  the  bonds 
ou^ht  to  yield  the  purchaser,  namely  4^  per  cent.  Times  will  no  doubt 
change  later  on,  although  at  the  present  I  cannot  see  my  prospect  for  cheaper 
money  within  any  reasonable  period. 

10th  July,  1900.. 

We  have  just  bought  some  bonds  of  the  town  of  ...  to  yield  us  4J. 
per  cent,  if  your  town  is  disposed  to  sell  at  this  figure  we  may  do  some  busi- 
ness. 

llth  July,  1900. 

We  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  use  them  on  our  market. 

26th  September,  1900. 

We  believe  that  we  can  get  an  order  for  a  small  amount,  say  |10,000,  pro- 
vided you*  will  sell  them  to  yield  4^  per  cent,  interest  net.     .     .     .     We  think, 
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taking  everything  into  consideration,  that  unless  you  know  positively  where 
you  can  do  better,  it  would  be  well  for  you  to  give  our  client  the  offering  of 
them  at  his  price. 

6th  December^  1900. 

I  should  like  to  get  a  refusal  to  have  your  bonds  to  yield  more  than  i\ 
per  cent,  per  annum  less  one-half  per  cent  brokerage. 

11th  Decembery  1900. 

We  do  not  see  any  prospect  of  selling  tHem  except  at  a  discount,  conse- 
quently would  not  care  to  make  any  bid  for  the  bonds  or  go  to  the  trouble  of 
offering  them  when  we  know  they  would  not  sell.  If  they  were  made  4i  per 
cent's,  and  bore  coupons  we  could  no  doubt  handle  them,  but  unless  they  bore 
coupons  we  could  not  handle  them  under  any  circumstances  as  they  could  not 
be  divided. 

12th  December,  1900. 

We  may  say  that  we  have  several  offers  to  take  lots  of  $10,000,  which  ve 
may  be  able  to  supply  with  the  3^  per  cent's.  «  .  .  It  is  simply  astonish- 
ing the  amount  of  bonds  that  are  offered  in  the  market  at  the  present,  it  is 
certainly  having  a  considerable  effect  on  prices. 

The  letter  from  Ex-Mayor  A.  G.  Farrell,  to  myself ,  dated  28th  of  May 
last,  shows  also  that  he  spared  no  trouble  to  place  these  bonds. 

25.  It  is  regrettable  that  it  should  be  necessary  at  this  late  date,  to  enter 
into^  the  details  of  this  sale.  The  Treasurer's  cash-book  should  have  con- 
tained at  the  time  the  exact  amount  received,  with  full  particulars  of  how  the 
amounts  were  arrived  at,  so  that  the  ratepayers  would  have  been  fully  apprifed 
of  the  whole  matter. 

Collector's  Roll,  1903. 

26.  The  incomplete  and  incorrect  condition  of  this  roll  has  been  respon- 
sible for  a  great  deal  of  Ihe  difficulty  in  arriving  at  an  exact  settlement  with 
the  Collector.  The  work  of  detecting  and  eliminating  its  numerous  errors 
occupied  much  time.  It  is  almost  incredible  that  this  roll,  which  is  one  of 
the  most  important  financial  documents  of  the  municipality,  should  be  allo^ 
to  go  forth  before  it  had  been  revised,  so  as  to  assure  that  it  was  correct  in 
every  particular. 

27.  The  Collector's  roll  should  contain  all  the  particulars  prescribed  br 
law  (E.S.O.  Chap.  224,  sect.  129  to  132.)  If  this  had  been  done,  and  the  to- 
tals  from  each  page  had  been  tabulated  at  the  end  of  the  roll,  the  totals  of  thf 
separate  pages  could  have  been  made  to  prove  the  correctness  of  the  grand 
total.  As  it  was,  the  roll  containing  errors  amounting  to  between  seven  ani 
eight  hundred  dollars  and  the  Collector  was,  of  course,  quite  unable  to  balancf 
his  accounts  under  these  circumstances. 

28.  The  principal  error  was  in  the  carrying  forward  of  totals.  Tlf 
carrying  forward  of  totals  from  page  to  page  is  to  be  deprecated  for  varionj 
reasons.  If  mistakes  are  made  and  afterwards  discovered,  every  page  subee- 
quent  to  the  errors  must  be  altered.  On  the  other  hand,  if  each  page  stani* 
by  itself  and  does  not  appear  in  the  totals  until  the  whole  are  tabulated  at  tb? 
end  of  he  book,  any  corrections  are  easily  made  and  affect  only  the  page  or 
which  they  are  found. 
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Municipal  Cash  Book. 

29.  The  only  absolutely  complete  system  of  keeping  the  municipal  cash 
book,  so  as  to  reap  full  advantage  of  all  its  good  points,  is  to  carry  the  addi- 
tions of  each  column  forward,  right  through  to  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
cash-book,  thus  treated,  fulfils  during  the  jear  the  functions  of  the  ledger 
as  well  as  of  the  cash-book,  each  column  being  practically  the  same  as  a  led- 
ger account.  t 

30.  There  is  no  absolute  necessity  for  entries  into  the  ledger  being  made 
more  than  once  a  year,  excepting  ^'miscellaneous  items"  which  must  be  sepa- 
rated into  their  respective  accounts.  This  is  a  great  saving  of  time.  The 
system  gives  some  work  in  carrying  forward  the  numerous  amounts. 

31.  If  this  is  felt  a  drawback,  there  is  an  available  and  alternative  sys- 
tem which  avoids,  to  some  extent,  the  labor  of  these  repeated  transfers,  and 
which  still  gives  at  the  end  of  each  month  the  same  complete  information. 
This  alternative  plan  calls  for  the  carrying  of  the  totals,  each  month  to  be 
added  to  the  summation  of  the  succeeding  one.  Thus,  January  additions 
will  be  carried  to  the  end  of  February,  and  these  to  the  end  of  March  and  so 
on  through  the  year. 

Assessor. 

.  32.  There  is  no  municipal  official  who  has  more  important  dirties  sknd 
responsibilities  than  the  Assessor.  The  assessment  constitutes  the  foundation 
upon  which  the  taxes  are  levied,  and  the  taxes  constitute  practically  the  entire 
income  of  the  municipality.  The  appointment  of  assessors  is  seriously  dealt 
with  in  sections  295  to  298  of  the  Municipal  Act. 

33.  The  duties  of  assessors  are  laid  down  in  the  Assessment  Act  and 
every  assessor  should  have  ample  opportunity  to  study  the  instructions  in  sec- 
tions 13  to  61.  He  is  required  to  return  his  roll  "completed  and  added  up^' 
by  a  certain  specified  time,  and  he  is  required  to  attach  thereto  his  affidavit  or 
solemn  affirmation  that  he  has  performed  his  duties  honestly  and  in  accord- 
ance with  law. 

34.  These  are  the  actual  words  of  the  affidavit  with  respect  to  the  various 
properties  assessed :  — 

*'I  make  oath  and  say     .     .     .     that  I  have       .     .     .    jet  dowii  in' the 

above  assessment  roll  all  the  real    property    liable    to    taxation 

.     .     and  I  have  justly  and  truly  assessed  each  of  the  parcels  of 

real  property  so  set  down  at  its  actual  cash  value  as  it  would  be  ap- 

^praised  in  payment  of  a  just  debt  from  a  solvent  debtor." 

35.  It  can  hardly  be  contended  that  the  valuations  which  have  hitherto 
appeared  in  the  assessment  rolls  of  your  town  have  been  based  upon  the  above 
principle.  The  town's  assessment  is  admittedly  too  low,  and  there  are  va- 
rious sufficient  reasons  why  it  should  be  advanced,  so  as  to  more  nearly  coin- 
cide with  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  Act. 

A.  An  increase  in  the  assessment  does- not  mean  an  increase  of  taxation. 
The  same  amount  will  be  required  for  the  town's  expenses  whether 
the  assessment  be  high  or  low. 

B.  An  unduly  low  assessment  does  actual  injury  to  the  financial  reputa- 
tion of  the  town.  When  you  have  debentures  for  sale,  the  first 
question  an  intending  purchaser  asks  is  ''What  is  the  total  assess- 
ment?" Upon  this  and  the  total  debt  he  forms  his  estimate  of  the 
value  of  the  securities. 


ft 
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C.  Low  assessment  means  high  rates.     There  is  nothing  more  likely  to 
dissuade  settlers  or  investors  than  a  high  tax  rate. 

D.  Low  assessment  unduly  and  unfairly  restricts^  the  number  of  rate- 
payers eligible  for  a  seat  at  the  council  board. 

E.  It  is  safer  to  keep  away  as  far  as  possible  from  the  limit  of  taxation, 
as  laid  down  in  the  Municipal  Act,  section  402. 

36.  The  assessment  rolls  and  Collector's  rolls  are  of  similar  size  and 
have  generally  the  same  number  of  lines  on  each  page,  with  the  apparent  ob- 
ject that  each  page  of  the  one  shall  correspond  with  the  corresponding  page  of 
the  other.  There  is  decided  advantage  in  this.  When  the  Clerk  adds  up 
the  assessment  as  entered  on  each  page  of  the  Collector's  roll,  and  finds  that 
the  totals  correspond  with  the  same  pages  of  the  assessmnt  roll,  he  may  be 
practically  sure  that  his  figures  so  far  aie  correct,  and  he  can  proceed  with  f^M 
confidence  to  his  calculation  of  the  various  rates  and  to  the  completion  of  the 
roll. 

37.  The  Assessment  Act,  section  130  (2)  requires  that  the  Clerk  shall  ap- 
pend a  table  setting  forth. 

A.  The  total  amount  of  taxes  levied  in  the  roll. 

B.  The  name,  amount  and  aggregate  proceeds  of    each    separate    rate 
levied. 

This  abstract  settlement  is  required  by  the  auditors  in  order  to  enable 
them  to  make  a  complete  and  satisfactory  audit. 

38.  To  show  the  fair  value  of  all  the  taxable  property  in  the  town  will 
tend  to  increase  its  dignity  and  credit.  Although  there  may  Be  some  fixed 
assessments  upon  which  taxes  have  to  be  paid  that  should  not  interfere  with 
the  full  value  of  the  properties  appearing  in  the  roll. 

Severe  penalties  can  be  inflicted  upon  any  Assessor  who  does  not  fulfil  his 
duties  properly. 

39.  In  municipal  finance,  a  certain  sum  of  money  must  be  collected  to 
defray  the  annual  expenditure,  and  any  ratepayer  who  shirks  any  part  of  his 
fair  liability,  thrusts  the  same  upon  his  neighbors.  This  is  what  any  cue 
should  naturally  avoid. 

License  Fund. 

40.  ThiB  total  amount  paid  to  the  Municipality  by  the  License*  District 
0"?  South  Lanark  since  beginning  of  January  1899  was  f  7,838.22,  all  of  which 
is  duly  accounted  for  in  the  Treasurer's  books. 

Auditors  Report,  1903. 

41.  This  report,  which  was  sent  in  some  time  ago,  contained  considerable 
information  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  introduce  in  this  report.  The  state- 
ments included  with  the  report  were,

42.  The  accounts  of  the  water  commissioners^  of  the  board  of  education 
and  of  the  old  library  board  were  all  duly  audited  and  found  in  order. 

Fire  Protection, 

43.  JuBt  what  proportion  of  the  water-works  department  can  be  fairly 
charged  to  fire  protection  has  long  been  a  disputed  point.  On  one  side  it  is 
argued  that  fire  protection  should  be  charged  only  for  the  water  which  it 
actually  uses.  But  this  is  a  very  incomplete  view  of  the  position.  The  first 
necessity  for  water  supply  by  power  is  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property. 
A  very  great  part  of  the  heavy  cost  of  the  system  is  by  reason  of  the  installa- 
tion of  larger  power  and  heavier  mains  than  would  otherwise  be  necessary  so 
.as  to  furnish  the  supply  and  pressure  required  by  the  Fire  Department  when- 
ever a  fire  is  in  progress. 

44.  Not  only  is  the  original  cost  increased.  The  keeping  up  at  all  times 
day  and  night,  winter  and  summer,  of  the  high  pressure  increases  considerably 
the  cost  of  maintenance.  If  the  fire  department  were  charged  its  proper 
8hare  of  the  expenses  alike  of  installation  and  maintenance,  the  balance  would 
represent  what  consumers  should  pay  for  their  supply.  The  community 
must  pay  the  entire  expense.  Whatever  share  is  charged  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment must  be  collected  in  the  general  rate,  and  whatever  is  charged  to  the 
consumers  is  collected  in  the  form  of  water-rates. 

45.  It  can  hardly  be  denied  that, 

1.  Fire  protection  should  be  paid  for  by  all  ratepayers,  according  to  their 
respective  interests. 

2.  Water  supply  should  be  paid  for  by  all  consumers  according  to  the 
quantity  used.  Presuming  that  it  had  been  necessary  to  install  two 
systems,  one  for  fire  protection  and  the  other  for  water  supply,  an 
absolutely  clear  view  could  be  obtained.  Taking  all  of  the  matters 
into  consideration,  a  charg'e  of  |40  for  each  hydrant  cannot  be  con- 
sidered excessive. 

Water-works. 

46.  These  works  are  the  most  important  asset  of  the  corporation,  and 
it  behoves  the  council  to  manage  them  with  the  greatest  foresight  and  pru- 
dence. The  town  is  peculiarly  situated,  in  so  far^s  the  soil  is  very  shallow, 
and,  in  digging,  the  hard  rock  is  soon  reached,  which  means  heavy  expense. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  town  has  in  its  water-works  and  sewerage  a  serious 
problem,  which  if  not  handled  with  great  discretion  may  result  in  increasing 
srreatly  the  municipal  debt  which  has  already  attained  to  a  considerable 
amount. 

47.  The  special  legislation  procured  by  the  town  empowering  the  coun- 
cil to  proceed  with  the  sewerage  works  and  to  issue  debentures  for  the  expense 
thereof  without  asking  the  authority  of  the  ratepayers  gives  the  council  a 
very  dangerous  power. 
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48.  The  supplying  of  meters  to  all  large  consumers  would  be  found  to 
be  decidedly  profitable  to  the  town. 

The  town  must  bear  its  fair  share  of  the  expenses  for, 

1.  Hydrants  for  fire  protection. 

2.  Water  used  for  sprinkling  streets  and  parks  and  for  flushing  sew- 
ers. 

3.  Free  water  supplied  to  various  factories. 

4.  Water  supplied  to  schools  and  municipal  buildings. 

For  the  use  of  hydrants  ?40  per  year  is  generally  admitted  to  be  a  reason- 
able charge. 

Plumbing. 

49.  In  connection  with  the  water-works,  a  most  desirable  movement 
would  be  to  establish  a  system  of  licensing  plumbers  whereby  the  corporation 
could  retain  control  of  all  their  work  and  insist  and  compel  them  to  furnish 
complete  records  of  all  the  work  they  do,  so  that  the  town  engineer  may  be 
fully  provided  with  this  most  necessary  information. 

Audit, 

50.  An  important  privilege  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  to  munici- 
pal councils  a  few  years  ago,  of  which  it  may  be  found  desirable  that  you 
should  take  advantage.  Before  this  change  was  introduced,  the  new  Council 
was  instructed  by  the  Act  to  appoint,  at  its  first  meeting,  two  auditors  to  re- 
view the  financial  transactions  of  the  preceding  year.  This  necessarily  lim- 
ited municipalities  to  yearly  audits. 

51.  The  change  recently  introduced  gives  to  the  council  of  any  munici- 
pality the  right  to  pass  a  by-law  declaring  that  it  is  expedient  to  appoint  au- 
ditors in  November  "or  December  to  review  the  work  of  the  succeeding  year. 
See  Municipal  Act,  section  301.  According  to  section  302  these  auditors  shall 
examine  and  report  upon  the  accounts  at  the  end  of  each  month,  instead  of  at 
the  end  of  each  year. 

52.  It  will  be  observed  that,  although  the  change  permitted  is  highly 
important,  the  principle  underlying  the  original  enactment  has  been  carefully 
preserved.  Hitherto,  the  new  Council  has  been  authorized  to  appoint  audit- 
ors to  review  the  work  of  the  old  council.-  Now  the  retiring  council  can  ap- 
point auditors  to  review  the  work  of  its  successors.  But  neither  council  can 
appoint  auditors  to  review  its  own  work. 

53.  Some  of  the  advantages  likely  to  result  from  the  new  procedure  may 
be  mentioned. 

A.  The  auditors  can  more  completely  review  a  month  than  a  year. 
The  larger  the  period  to  be  covered,  the  more  danger  is  there  that 
some  details  may  be  overlooked. 

B.  The  work  is  audited  while  the  transactions  are  recent  and  fresh  in 
memory,  and  the  work  will  to  some  .extent  occupy  the  minds  of  the 
auditors  during  the  whole  year. 

C.  The  monthly  reports  will  give  satisfaction  and  confidence  to  the 
Council,  to  the  Treasurer  and  to  the  ratepayers  generally. 

D.  Early  in  December,  the  accounts  will  be  audited  up  to  30th  Novem- 
ber, and  there  should  be  but  little  difficulty  in  arranging  to  have  the 
accounts  up  to  the  15th  December  examined  before  the  annual  state- 
ment is  published. 
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54.  It  is  almost  unnecessary  to  call  attention  to  the  great  advantage  of 
being  able  to  publish  a  f  ully«  audited  statement  up  to  15th  December  instead 
of  the  usual  statement^  which  is  frequently  far  from  being  correct. 

Public  School  Moneys, 

55.  Various  Acts  of  the  Legislature  lay  down  rules  for  the  guidance  of 
Trustees  and  others  in  the  management  of  school  affairs.  A  few  extracts 
may  be  appended  with  advantage,  as  these  matters  are  not  generally  so  clearly 
understood  as  they  should  be. 

56.  The  Public  School  Act  of  1901,  section  65  (9)  calls  upon  the  Trus- 
'tees  to  submit  to  the  Muiiicipal  Council  dn  or  before  the  first  day  of 
^August,  or  at  such  time  as  may  be  required  by  the  Municipal  Coun- 

^cil  an  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  schools  under  their  charge  for 
the  current  year.'' 

57.  Section  71  (1)  of  the  same  Act  says  that  "the  Council  of  every  mu- 
^nicipality  shall  levy  and  collect  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the 

'municipality  .  •  .  such  sums  as  may  be  required  by  the  Trus- 
^tees  for  school  purposes  and  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of 
'the  Public  School  Board  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  required  by 
'the  Board  for  Teachers'  salaries  and  other  expenses." 

58.  The  Assessment  Act,  section  223,  says  that  the  Councils  in  paying 
over  any  school  or  local  rate,  shall  supply  out  of  the  funds  of  the  municipality 
any  deficiency  arising  from  non-payment  of  the  tax.  This  is  subject  to  a  cer- 
tain proviso  with  regard  to  taxes  on  personal  property. 

59.  The  Public  School  Act,  section  65  (11)  calls  on  the  Trustees  "to  sub- 
'mit  in  the  case  of  Urban  municipalities,  all  accounts,  books  and 
'vouchers  to  be  audited  by  the  municipal  auditors  (whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  audit  the  same)  and  to  publish  as  soon  as  the  audit  is 
'made,  in  one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers,  or  otherwise,  an  ab- 
'stract  of  the  annual  report  of  the  auditors,  with  such  findings  and 
'recommendations  as  the  auditors  deem  expedient." 

60.  The  sections  quoted  regulate  the  principal  mutual  business  transac- 
tions occurring  between  the  Municipal  Council  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  dur- 
ing each  year.  It  is  noteworthy  that  section  71  (1)  of  the  Public  School  Act 
g-ives  no  latitude  to  the  Council  in  the  matter  of  school  moneys.  It  says  that 
the  Council  shall  levy  and  collect  such  sums  as  may  be  required  by  the  Trus- 
tees. 

61.  Because  the  school  moneys  are  collected  by  the  Council  and  paid 
over  to  the  Trustees,  some  ratepayers  take  the  superficial  view  that  the  munici- 
pality actually  provides  the  funds,  but  these  are,  with  the  exception  of  Govern- 
ment Grants,  entirely  provided  by  the  school  supporters  themselves. 

62.  Practically  the  school  position  is  as  follows :  — 

The  school  supporters,  by  their  chosen  representatives,  the  Trustees,  say 
1  (I  tlie  Council, 

"The  school  will  cost  so  much  this  year.  We  are  willing  to  pay  this 
"but  we  have  no  machinery  for  collecting  it.  You  have  the  machin- 
"ery  and  the  power  to  collect  it.  Please  collect  this  money  from  us 
"and  hand  it  over  to  the  Trustees." 

63.  The  fair  and  equitable  principle  is  certainly  that  the  School  is  en- 
titleS  to  every  cent  levied  on  its  supporters.  The  principle  upon  which  (see 
Assessment  Act,  sec.  223)  Councils  are  held  liable  to  make  good  any  taxes  not 
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collected  is  clearly  because  they  have  been  granted  full  power  to  collect,  and 
ii  they  cannot  collect  promptly,  they  can  do  so  laler,  by  sale,  if  needed,  of  the 
lands  assessed. 

64.  This  view  is  further  confirmed  by  the  terms  of  the  proviso  in  tlie 
saivA  section  223,  in  virtue  of  which  Councils  are  not  required  to  make  good 
for  school  rates  any  taxes  uncollected  on  personal  property,  as  they  have  not 
the  same  powers  over  personal  property  as  over  real  property. 

65.  In  striking  a  rate,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  make  an  absolutely  ex- 
act levy.  That  being  so,  the  rate  should  be  fixed  so  as  to  produce  rather  more 
than  less  than  the  sum  called  for.  Besides  conforming  with  section  71  (1)  of 
the  Public  Schools  Act,  this  is  clearly  in  the  interests  of  the  ratepayers  gen- 
erally, for  the  School  supporters  will  thus  bear  the  full  levy,  but  if  a  smaller 
sum  be*  levied,  the  general  funds  may  be  called  upon  to  make  up  the  shortage. 

66.  The  Treasurer,  according  to  the  Municipal  Act,  section  290, 
''shall  receive  and  safely  keep  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Corpora- 
'Hion,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  to  such  persons  and  in  such  man- 
''ner  as  the  laws  of  the  Province  and  the  by-laws  or  resolutions  of  the 
''Council  of  the  Municipal  Corporation,  whose  officer  he  is,  direct." 

67.  His  power  to  pay  is  definitely  restricted.  He  must  have  authority 
from  the  Legislature  or  from  the  Town  Council.  There  are  various  payments 
which,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events,  must  be  made  by  the  Treasurer,  with- 
out previously  receiving  the  Council's  authority,  so  as  to  avoid  delay  and  ex- 
pense. Railroad  freights  on  material  ordered  for  the  departments  are  in  this 
class.  It  is  not  fair,  nor  is  it  desirable,  that  the  Treasurer  should  be  required 
lo  assume  any  responsibility  which  can  be  properly  avoided. 

68.  Therefore  it  would  be  well  that  the  Council  should  pass  a  short  by- 
law, giving  the  Treasurer  authority  to  pay  certain  specified  charges,  with  the 
proviso  that  the  receipts  be  produced  for  ratification  at  the  next  following 
meeting  of  the  Council. 

69.  The  items  which  might  be  suggested  as  suitable  for  such  treatment 
are, 

1.  Railroad  freights  on  material  ordered  by  the  corporation. 

2.  Officials'  salaries,  as  laid  down  by  by-law. 

3.  Department  pay  rolls,  when  1)earing  the  signatures  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  and  the  Chief  of  the  Department. 

70.  The  by-laws  might  include  authority  for  school  payments  also,  un- 
less the  Council  thinks  it  desirable  to  see  each  separate  requisition  before  be- 
ing paid.  This  is  a  matter  which  would  be  largely  deeded  by  the  local  cir- 
cumstances. 

Board  of  Health, 

71.  These  accounts  are  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition.  During  the  five 
years  under  review  large  amounts  of  municipal  funds  have  been  expended  by 
this  Board,  and  yet  a  few  weeks  ago  no  accoiints  whatever  had  been  prepared. 
This  is  not  at  all  as  it  should  be.  The  ratepayers  are  fully  entitled  to  audits 
of  all  disbursements  of  municipal  funds.  R.S.O.  ch.  228,  gives  ample  power 
lo  insist  upon  a  production  of  such  books  and  accounts. 

72.  The  Board  of  the  New  Public  Library  stands  in  a  somewhat  unique 
position,  inasmuch  as  it  has  not  been  disbursing  municipal  funds,  but  sums 
leceived  from  Mr.  Carnegie.  The  Board  intends  as  soon  as  possible  to  sub- 
mit the  vouchers  and  accounts  to  the  town  auditors,  and  this  should  be  satis- 
factory to  the  ratepayers. 
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Annual  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures. 

■ 

73.  It  had  been  my  intenjtion,  had  time  permitted,  to  procure  a  book 
for  the  purpose  of  entering  up  these  statements  for  the  last  five  years  so  that 
rhey  could  be  seen  in  juxtaposition  for  the  purposes  of  comparison.  I  shall 
procure  the  book  and  send  it  down  to  the  Town  Treasurer  by  whom  these  en- 
tries had  better  be  made  and  kept  up  annually. 

74.  The  latter  part  of  the  book  is  ruled  so  as  to  make  it  easy  to  keep  a 
clear  record  of  all  debentures  due  in  each  particular  year.  This  is  a  matter 
which  your  Mayor  is  very  anxious  should  be  made  quite  clear  every  year  to 
the  ratepayers. 

75.  The  absence  of  schedules  appended  to  this  report  is  fully  explained 
by  the  fact  that  all  necessary  schedules  have  already  been  sent  in  to  the  Coun- 
cil with  the  1903  audit,  as  is  recorded  in  paragraph. 

76.  With  regard  to  the  extraordinary  powers  which  the  Council  has  in 
the  matter  of  sewerage  extension  it  should  be  a  matter  for  serious  considera- 
tion by  the  ratepayers,  whether  an  application  should  not  be  made  by  the  town 
to  the  Legislature  for  repeal  or  partial  repeal  of  these  powers. 

77.  I  regret  extremely  that  a  sudden  and  severe  sickness  has  delayed  this 
report  considerably.  '

His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Ontario  in  Council. 

Sir, — ^By  authority  of  an  Order-in-Council,  signed  by  your  honor  on  the 
31st  day  of  May,  1904,  and  under  instructions  from  the  Prov.nci  il  Muni- 
cipal iu'lilor,  I  proceeded  on  the  7th  June  to  the  village  of  Maishville  for 
the  purpose  of  making  an  inspection,  examination  and  audit  of  the  book«», 
accounts,  vouchers  and  moneys  of  the  municipal  corporation  of  the  Town- 
ship of  Wainfleet. 

2.  This  audit  has  been  petitioned  for  by  certain  ratepayers  of  the  said 
township  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  The  reeve  publicly  acknowledged  a  deficit  of  f  126. 00  that  he  could 
not  account  for. 

2.  That  three  members  of  the  council  are  illegally  self-appointed  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  health  and  vote  themselves  pay  for  same. 

3.  That  councillors  perform  labor  and  supply  material  to  contractors 
of  the  municipality. 
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4.  Tliat  the  financial  statement  for  1903  as  to  county  rate  is  false  and 
misleading. 

5.  Tlie  councillors  draw  committee  pay  from  the  general  funds  of  the 
township  for  work  performed  on  ditches  under  the  Ditches  and 
Water  Courses  Act  and  Municipal  Drainage  Acti 

6.  That  the  reeve  refused  to  lay  on  the  table  Qie  accounts  for  commit- 
tee pay  of  two  councillors  when  asked  by  a  ratepayer. 

7.  One  councillor  acknowledged  his  disqualification  at  the  first  sitting 
of  the  council  and  is  still  retained  in  the  council. 

8.  That  a  contractor  for  1903  was  an  auditor  for  1903  for  the  township. 

3.  Major  Barwell,  the  chief  petitioner,  was  the  only  one  who  appeared 
to  support  the  allegations  in  the  petition.  He  made  mention  of  many  differ- 
ent matters,  some  of  which  were  only  suited  for  examination  in  the  police 
court,  and  others  appeared  to  be  based  to  a  great  extent  on  suspicion  and 
not  to  have  proper  foundation. 

4.  The  matters  were  duly  inquired  into  and  found  to  be  as  follow: 

1.  The  amount  therein  mentioned  clearly  refers  to  the  amount  of 
$127.31,  returned  to  the  county  treasurer,  as  per  auditor's  repon 
of  1902. 

2.  There  is  nothing  in  the  Act,  R.S.O.  ch.  248,  tp  prevent  the  memben 

of  the  council  from  appointing  themselves  as  members  of  the  boarJ 
of  health.  They  have  no  power,  however,  to  vote  themselves 
any  fees  for  this  work  and  any  moneys  which  have  been  paid  to 
them  must  be  refunded. 

3.  This  matter  will  be  dealt  with  more  particularly  later  in  this 
report. 

4.  There  is  no  proper  foundation  for  this  statement. 

5.  This  matter  will  also  be  dealt  with  more  particularly  in  this  report. 

6.  The  reeve  explains  this  by  saying  that  he  had  not  been  given  notice 
that  these  documents  were  required  and  had  not  brought  them 
with  hiin  from  his  residence,  several  miles  awav. 

7.  This  is  a  somewhat  vague  charge,  and  was  not  backed  up  by  any 
sufficient  evidence. 

8.  This  is  a  very  small  matter ;  the  facts  in  question  are :    There  is  a 

hall  in  the  township  owned  by  some  society  and  held  for  it  by 
trustees,  of  whom  Mi.  J.  V.  Williams  is  one.  The  municipality 
rented  this  hall  for  a  voting  booth  for  which  it  paid  Mr.  Williains 
as  li-ustee  a  small  sum.  There  is  also  another  matter  in  this  ques- 
tion in  which  Mr.  Williams  supplied  the  township  with  a  certain 
quantity  of  white  oak,  which  I  understand  was  unprocurable  else- 
where. 

6.  The  treasurer,  Mr.  A.  B.  Maclean,  appears  to  be  essentiaDy  the 
right  man  in  the  right  place.  His  books  and  accounts  are  well  kept  and 
the  cash  in  his  possession  on  behalf  of  the  township  was  duly  accounted  for 
to  me  on  the  morning  of  my  departure.  I  have  shown  him  some  methods 
by  wb'ch  he  can  make  better  use  of  the  advantages  offered  by  the  new 
Municipal  Cash-book  of  which  he  is  ready  to  avail  himself.  The  township 
is  most  fortunate  in  having  such  an  able  and  trustworthy  treasurer. 

6.  The  clerk,  i^r.  John  Henderson,  has  held  this  position  for  about 
one-quarter  of  a  century  and  has  kept  the  books  of  record  generally  in  good 
pbape.  It  appears,  however,  that  it  has  not  been  customary  in  this  town- 
ship to  retain  and  take  care  of  the  original  bills  which  are  sent  into  thf 
council  for  work  done,  goods  supplied,  etc.,  etc.  This  is  not  as  it  should 
be   as  it  leaves  no   particulars   for  reference   except  the   reeve's    cheque*. 
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whict  give  no  partioulars  except  the  amount  and  the  payee.  It  is  moat 
desirable  in  the  interest  of  the  township  that  these  original  bills  should  be 
carefully  preserved,  as  indeed  they  are  in  every  other  municipality  which 
I  have  ever  visited. 

7.  Tax  Collections,  These  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  shape,  the  col- 
lector apparently  succeeding  in  accounting  for  everything  on  the  roll.  The 
complaint  that  the  collector,  carries  taxes  over  from  one  year  to  another  »'«; 
not  supported  by  evidence,  as  the  only  item  to  which  it  can  refer  is  a 
amount  of  $11.17  due  to  the  treasurer  from  the  collector  in  1902,  and  car- 
ried over  by  inadvertence  or  oversight  to  1903. 

8.  Eeferring  to  clause  3  of  the  petition,  it  would  appear  that  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  laxity  has  prevailed  at  the  council  board  with  regard  to 
the  granting  of  orders.  These  have  been  frequently  granted  without  the 
submission  of  original  detailed  accounts.  No  order  should  be  passed  with- 
out a  written  account  which  should  be  retained  by  the  clerk  and  either  filea 
by  him  or  attached  to  the  orders  when  they  go  to  the  treasurer.  In  sue] 
case  the  treasurer  would  £le  the  orders  and  original  documents  together  and 
the  auditors  would  be  in  a  much  better  position  to  do  their  work  well,  havin^ 
the  original  accounts  and  the  orders  also  before  them. 

9.  In  the  matter  of  payments  to  councillors  this  laxity  has  also  pre- 
vailed. This  is  not  as  it  should  be.  The  council  is  in  a  position  of  trust* 
handling  the  ratepayers'  moneys,  and  they  cannot  be  too  careful  in  dis- 
bursing these  moneys,  more  especially,  when  making  necessary  payments  to 
themselves. 

Section  80  of  the  Consolidated  Municipal  Act,  1903,  sa^s: — "No  per* 
8on  having  by  himself  or  his  partner  an  interest  in  any  contract  with  or  on 
behalf  of  the  corporation  or  having  a  contract  for  the  supply  of  goods  oi 
materials  to  a  contractor  for  work  for  which  the  corporation  pays  or  is 
liable  directly  or  indirectly  to  pay  or  which  is  subject  to  tne  control 
or  supervision  of  the  council  or  of  an  oflELcer  thereof  on  behalf  of  the  council 
shall  be^  qualified  to  be  a  member  of  the  ■  council  of  any  municipal 
corporation." 

10.  Referring  to  clause  5  of  the  petition,  there  is  nothing  in  the  Acts 
quoted,  giving  councillors  power  to  recompense  themselves.  In  the  Ditches 
and  Watercourses  Act  the  reeve  takes  the  position  of  representative  of  the 
township.  In  the  Municipal  Drainage  Act  the  council  is  now  authorized 
to  appoint  two  residents  as  drainage  viewers. 

11.  At  page  41  of  the  minute  book,  various  payments  to  councillors 
±or  assistance  are  recorded.  Enclosed  with  this  report  are  various  schedules, 
being  copies  of  the  accounts  of  Mr.  E.  Gardiner,  Township  Engineer.  These 
copies  are  sent  for  the  purpose  of  showing  fully  how  these  accounts  are  miulo 

'lap.     These  are  matters  which  milst  be  strictly  inquired  into  when  the  settle- 
ments are  being  made,   as  to  whether  they  are  legal  payments  or  ille$^r 
payments.       If  any  illegal   pa3anents  are  made,  sec.  80,   already  quotp<V 
liangs  over  the  payee  ready  to  disqualify  him. 

12.  County  Rates,  A  memorandum  of  .all  amounts  paid  by  the  town- 
ship^ to  the  county  treasurer  since  January,  1898,  was  procured  from  that 
official,  and  the  amounts  agree  exactly  with  the  treasurer's  books. 

'    13.     Non-Resident  Ta^es,     In  the  same  manner  the  list  of  noii-reside-^ 
taxes  received  from  the  treasurer  was  procured  and  found  to  be  fully  ac- 
counted for. 

14.  License  Fund,  All  sums  received  from  the  license  inspector  since 
.Tuly,  1900,  are.  duly  accounted  for. 
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15.  In  closing  tHis  report  it  may  be  well  to  say,  that  although  tie 
bulk  of  the  claims  in  the  petition  are  unimportant,  there  are  some  tlunga 
which  it  has  been  well  to  inquire  into.  There  has  been  a  certain  amount  of 
carelessness  and  laxity  in  one  or  two  directions,  of  which  it  is  to  be  hoped 
the  last  has  been  seen.  Apart  from  this  th^  affairs  of  the  township  appear 
to  be  well  and  skilfully  managed,  a  state  of  things  upon  which  the  town- 
ship is  to  be  congratulated.

Report  of  Special  Inspection,  Audit  and  Examination  of  the  Books,  Ac 
counts,  Vouchers  and  Moneys  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the 
Township  of  Tilbury  West,  in  the  County  of  Essex. 

Upon  the  authority  of  an  Order-in-Council,  approved  by  Hia  Honor, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Ontario*  the  27th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1904,  Frank  H.  Macpherson,  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of  Chartered 
Accountants,  of  the  City  of  Windsor,  was  instructed  and  empowered  to 
make  an  inspection,  examination  and  audit  of  the  books,  accounts,  vouchers 
and  moneys  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Tilbury  West, 
in  the  County  of  Essex,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  228,  R.S.O.  1897. 

In  pursuance  of  the  said  authority  anl  instructions,  the  said  Frank  H. 
Macpherson  hereby  reports  that  he  has  made  an  inspection,  examination  and 
audit  of  the  various  accounts  of  the  said  corporation. 

The  audit  is  made  upon  the  petition  of  certain  ratepayers,  addressed 
lo  the  Provincial  Municipal  Auditor. 

Accompanying  the  petition  were  certain  charges,  upon  which  were  based 
the  request  for  the  investigation.     These  charges  are  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  amount  of  the  surety  in  'the  matter  of  the  defaulting  col- 
lector, Thos.  Bryan,  has  never  been  collected  from  his  bondsmen. 

2.  That  the  ratepayers  never  received  a  proper  statement  of  the  cosis 
of  certain  litigation  between  the  M.  C.  Railway  Co.  and  the  tovmship,  ft 
the  Halligan  Outlet. 

3.  That  the  township  funds  have  been  deposited  in  the  bank,  in  the 
name  of  the  treasurer,  thereby  giving  said  treasurer  power  to  use  such  town- 
ship funds  for  his  own  use  and  benefit ;  also  that  only  one  bank  account  has 
been  kept  for  both  school  and  township  purposes. 

4.  That  the  ratepayers  have  been  paying  more  than  their  proper  share 
of  a  f6,000.00  bonus  to  the  Leamington  A  St.  Clair  R.  Ry.  Co. 
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5.  That  certain  interest  paid  by  order  of  F.  H.  Macpherson,  re  Bi|r 
Creek  Drain  was  not  properly  or  fully  accounted  for  to  the  ratepayers. 

6.  That  the  special  and  general  rates  have  not  been  properly  classi- 
fied so  as  to  be  understood  by  the  ratepayers. 

7.  That  all  cheques  have  not  been  properly  issued  or  countersigned  by 
the  Treasurer. 

8.  That  the  clerk,  after  the  engineer  had  failed  to  sell  or  let  the  con- 
tract of  the  Tumbull  drain  at  the  estimate,  sold  certain  debentures  of  said 
drain,  and  that  the  drain  is  still  untouched,  and  one  year's  taxes  have  been 
collected. 

9.  That  debentures  have  been  sold  to  private  residents  of  the  town- 
ship, and  that  the  interest  payable  on  such  debentures  has  not  been  made 
known. 

10.  That  the  officials  or  council  refused  to  give  full  information  to  the 
ratepayers  respecting  moneys  raised  for  costs  of  litigation  between  the  town- 
ship of  Romney  and  The  Sutheriand,  Innes  Co.,  Limited,  said  money  trans- 
action not  appearing  in  the  by-law  or  minute  books  re  the  Big  Creek  Drain - 

11.  That  sums  of  money  have  been  shown  in  the  statements  to  have 
been  refunded  to  ratepayers,  some  of  which  deny  having  received  any  : 
other  ratepayers  have  been  paying  taxes  in  advance  of  the  sale  of  special 
rate  drains. 

Dealing  with  the  matters  presented,  in  the  order  named,  I  find  as 
follows : 

(1)  Thomas  Bryan,  Collector  of  Taxes,  roll  of  1892,  failed  to  account 
for  fl, 017.98  to  the  township  treasurer.  $476.94  was  subsequently  ob- 
tained by  the  council  from  Bryan,  and  the  sum  of  |75.00  due  him  as  col- 
lector was  retained  and*  applied  on  account  of  the  deficiency.  A  balance  of 
$476.04  remamed,  and  this  the  bondsmen  were  requested  to  make  good. 
After  some  negotiation  the  council  of  1895  decided  to  accept  |75.00  each  from 
the  three  bondsmen  in  full  settlement.  The  sum  was  paid  over,  and  the 
bond  was  cancelled  (per  resolution  of  record  Dec.  16th,  1895).  J.  A.  Bu- 
chanan the  then  Beeve,  explains  that  owing  to  certain  defects  in  the  bond 
which  were  found  to  exist,  it  was  thought  best  (all  the  council  concurring) 
to  compromise  as  stated  above.  The  matter  is  of  record  in  the  minutes,  and 
the  facts  could  easily  have  been  ascertained,  had  application  been  made  to  the 
Clerk  and  Treasurer.  Mr.  Buchanan's  remembrance  was  that  the  loss  \o  fhe 
township  did  not  exceed  |125.00  to  $150.00  after  deducting  the  salary  due 
Bryan.  The  figures,  however,  show  a  somewhat  greater  loss.  Subsequently 
there  were  further  losses,  by  reason  of  the  production  of  receipts  for  sums 
l>aid  the  Collector  in  1891,  returned  as  uncollected  and  sent  to  the  county 
IVeasurer.  These  amounted  to  |235.90  of  which  Tilbury  North  refunded 
f)2  per  cent,  or  f  122.66. 

(2.)  The  C.  S.  Ry.  Co.,  appears  to  have  received  |101.15  in  connection 
Tvith  the  Halligan  Drain ;  and  later  a  payment  was  made  to  Clarke,  Bartlet  & 
Bartlet,  Solicitors  of  fll5.00  of  which  f85.52  was  on  account  of  costs  in  re- 
spect of  this  matter.  These  sums  were  charged  in  the  general  funds  of  ^e 
township,  and  appear  ta  be  the  only  disbursements  pertaining  to  this  work. 

(3.)  The  statement  made  in  the  charge  are  in  accordance  with  the  facts; 
but  I  have  found  no  evidence  of  misuse  of  the  township  funds  through  .ma- 
r«ipulation  of  the  bank  accounts;  the  school  and  general  fundd  have  all  been 
carried  in  one  account;  and  there  is  no  especial  (nor  statutoiy)  reason  why 
these  particular  accounts  should  be  maintained  in  separate  bank  accounts. 

(4)  In  1886  a  sectional  bonus  (|6,000.00)  was  voted  to  the  Leamington 
&  St.  Clair  Railway  Company,  necessitating  an  annual  levy  upon  the  property 
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-within  the  territory  named  in  the  by-law.  The  by-law  provides  for  an  an- 
nual levy  sufficient  to  produce  the  amount  required  to  meet  tiie  equal  annual 
payment  of  f489.00.  The  township  has  been  levying  one  mill  upon  the 
dollar  of  assessed  value  each  year.  The  final  levy  will  be  made  in  the  year 
1906.  Up  to  Dec.  31st,  1903,  $271.43  had  accrued  by  Way  of  surplus,  and  I 
have  carried  this  sum  as  a  liability  of  the  township.  The  excess  levy  in  the 
years  1904,  and  1905  should  be  added  thereto,  and  in  1906,  the  township 
council  should  pass  a  by-law  applying  the  sum  thus  produced  towftrd  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  final  levy,  providing  in  that  year  for  the  levy  of  a  sum  sufficient 
only  to  prodoice  the  balance  of  the  |489.00.  That  the  council  of  1892  had 
this  in  mind  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  account  was  taken  of  the  excess  in 
levies  up  to  that  date,  in  the  settlement  as  between  the  townships  of  Tilbury 
North  and  Tilbury  West.  There  would  therefore  be  no  serious  ground  for 
complaint  here.  ' 

(5.)  In  connection  with  the  examination  of  the  Big  Creek  Drainage  ac- 
counts  in  1901  and  1902,  it  was  found  that  certain  interest  ($383.59)  ha3 
been  earned  by  drainage  funds  on  deposit  in  the  Merchants  Bank,  which 
had  not  been  entered  in  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer.  The  attention  of  the 
■J'reasurer  being  called  to  the  matter,  proper  entry  was  made  and  the  pub- 
b'shed  auditor's  report  of  1902  shows  this  item  among  the  receipts. 

(6.)  There  can  be  no  two  opinions  as  to  the  accuracy  of  this  charge. 
The  accounts  have  not  been  kept  or  j)resented  to  the  ratepayers  in  unaer- 
standable  shape. ,  Changes  and  recommendations  looking  to  an  improvement 
in  this  respect  are  embodied  in  the  present  report. 

(7)  There  is  nothing  in  this  charge,  for  the  reason  that  the  methods 
adopted  in  the  passing  and  paying  of  accounts  do  not  necessitate  countersig- 
nature by  the  Treasurer.  v 

(8.)  There  is  no  evidence  of  irregularity  in  connection  with  the  Turn- 
bull  Drain  transaction.  The  by-law  was  passed  in  the  regular  way  and 
authority  given  for  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  debentures.  It  is  true  that  the 
work  was  not  undertaken  nor  the  contract  let  previous  to  the  sale.  To  be  in 
strict  conformity  with  the  statute,  no  contract  should  be  signed  or  jxo  work 
oi  this  character  undertaken,  until  the  funds  have  first  been  provided  to  en- 
able the  council  to  carry  out  its  part  of  the  contract.  Had  such  a  course 
been  pursued  in  connection  with  the  Big  Creek  Drainage  work  much  litiga- 
tion and  expense  would  have  been  sn^ed.  The  debentures  once  sold  the 
council  (not  Clerk)  has  no  option  but  to  proceed  with  the  annual  levy  pro- 
vided for  in  the  by-law.  Where  funds  of  this  character  are  provided  in  ad- 
vance of  requirement  the  proper  procedure  of  the  Treasurer  is  to  deposit  them 
in  a  special  account  in  the  bank,  earning  such  interest  as  can  be  arran^d  for. 
This  interest  to  be  passed  to  credit  of  the  drain,  and  to  be  used,  (as  far  as  it 
V  ill  go)  to  meet  any  deficit,  (should  one  arise)  in  the  construction  of  the 
drain;  or  be  added  to  the  surplus  which  will  be  returned  to  the  rafeparers 
interested  should  the  cost  of  construction  fall  below  the  estimates.  In  the 
present  instance  the  proceeds  of  the  debenture  sale  was  placed  in  the  general 
accounts;  to  deal  fairly  with  the  ratepayers,  I  have  allowed  interest  to  the 
drainage  work  (at  current  bank  rate)  upon  the  funds  in  the  Treasurer's  hands. 
This  should  satisfy  the  petitioners. 

(9)  The  by-law  authorizing  the  debenture  issue,  in  each  instance,  s^ 
forth  the  interest  rate,  and  these  are  always  available  to  any  ratepayer. 
Sales  of  debentures  have  been  enquired  into,  and  the  conclusion  arrived  at, 
that  the  Township  has  realized  the  Jair  market  value  in  each  instance. 

(10)  Only  one  instance  was  presented  of  anything  that  could  ^  be  con- 
strued into  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  a  member  of  council  to  furnish  informa- 
tion (which  was  not  in  any  way  under  his  control)  to  a  ratepayer.        In  an- 
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v**wer  to  my  question,  the  complaining  party  admitted  that  he  had  not  been  re- 
iiised  information  by  the  officials  controlling  the  same. 

(11.)     My  attention  was  called  to  two  instances,  in  which  the  allegation 
was  made  that  payments  entered  in  the  Treasurer's  accounts  as  having  been 
made  to  these  ratepayers  had  not,  in  fact,  been  so  made.     I  refer  to  these  in 
order  of  occurrence : 

(A.)  Payment  to  B.  Clapp,  for,  ''error  special  rate,  3rd.  Con.  Drain", 
^7.36  entered  in  the  accounts  of  1892.  Mr.  Clapp,  under  oath,  stated  that 
L(;  had  not  received  the  sum  in  question.  The  original  warrant  was  not 
iivailable  at  the  time  of  taking  Mr.  Clapp''8  statement.  Upon  looking  this 
up,  however,  it  was  found  to  have  been  issued  in  regular  form  by  tlie  Reeve 
en  Dec.  19th,  1891,  (not  presented  to  the  Treasurer  till  Jan.  2nd,  1892)  pay- 
able to  B.  Clapp,  and  endorsed  by  ''Benjamin  Clapp."  A  comparison  of 
this  with  Mr.  Clapp's  signature,  since  received,  satisfies  me  that  the  original 
warrant  was  in  f^ct  endorsed  by  Mr.  Clapp.  It  is  quite  possible  however 
that  he  may  be  technically  correct  in  stating  that  he  did  not  receive  the 
amount.  The  Collector's  roll  of  1891,  contained  an  improper  charge  against 
Air.  Clapp's  property  (Mid.  part  NJ  Lot  8,  Con.  3),  for  special  assessment 
en  the  drain  in  question.  The  probable  explanation  is  that  the  Colleclor 
had  been  given  the  warrant  by  the  council  (payable  to  Mr.  Clapp)  to  correct 
the  error,  and  that  the  Collector  had  obtained  Mr.  Clapp's  endorsation  upon 
the  warrant  when  receiving  the  balance  of  his  taxes,  in  order  to  square  the 
amount  appearing  against  him  upon  tiie  roll.  In  tiny  event  neither  the 
township  or  Mr.  Clapp  is  injured  and  there  is  no  reflection  upon  any  of  the 
township  officials  concerned. 

(B.)     "eTohn  Sheppy,  award  line  fence,  Ford  and     Kendrick,     $11.55", 

liiider  date  Dec.  15th,  1903.       Mr.  Sheppy  states  over  his  signature  that  he 

(lid  not  receive  the  above.     The  facts  would  appear  to  be  as  follows:       On 

tiie  Collector's  roll,  1902,  a  special  drain  assessment  was  improperly  charged 

ff^uinst  W^.  S^.  Lot  3,  M.K.S.  of  $11.55.      This  property  had  just  previously 

been  purchased  by  Mr.   Sheppy.       Complaint  was  made  by  Sheppy  to  the 

Clerk,  and  the  attention  of  the  council  was  called  to  the  error,  and  a  warrant 

iiiithorized  to  cover  the  same.       The  warrant  is  dated  Hec.  15th,  1902,  and  is 

I'iiyable  to  "John  Sheppy",  or  order,  and  the  endorsation  thereon,  is  in  the 

>arn.e  handwriting  as  is  the  signature  to  Mr.  Sheppy's  statement.       The  cir- 

eii instances  surrounding  this  transaction  are  doubtless  similar  fo  those  in  t-ne 

case  previously  Dientioned.       No  one  is  injured,  and  no  reflection  rests  upon 

iiny  of  the  officials.       A  clerical  error  occurred  in  writing  ili3  warrant,  by 

introducing  therein  a  reference  to  * 'award  line  fence  Ford  &  Kendrick",  as 

llio   transaction  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  said  award.       In  ihe  war-* 

rant  is   also  entered  the  words  **error  taxes",  which  latter  is  undoubtedly 

correct.       The  date  of  entry  in  the  Treasurer's  accounts  is  also  misleading, 

bein-g  a  year  later  than  the  actual  date  of  the  transaction,  caused,  as  he  aTl- 

^  ises,  by  an  omission  to  enter  it  at  the  proper  date. 

Scope  of  Audit. 

Having  dealt  with  the  several  matters  complained  of,  I  come  to  a  con- 
.si deration  of  the  affairs  of  the  township,  in  other  particulars;  and,  as  is  gen- 
erally found  to  be  the  case,  the  examination  has  revealed  errors,  discrepan- 
cies, and  irregularities,  which  were  never  suggested  nor  surmised  by  those  in- 
Ftrixxnental  iii  bringing  about  the  audit. 

The  inspection  and  examination  covers  the  accounts  of  the  township 
f  roiri  the  date  of  division  of  the  old  township  of  Tilbury  West  into  the  town- 
sliips    of  Tilbury  West  and  Tilbury  North,  the  present  municipality  of  Til- 
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bury  West  being  the  senior  townsliip.  Tbe  devision  occurred  in  1891,  (con- 
firmed by  a  special  act,  Chap.  81  Vict.  54)  the  separation  going  into  effect 
as  of  Dec.  31st,  1891. 

S.  T.  Anderson  has  been  Clerk  continuously  since  separation,  having 
been  appointed  the  year  previous. 

Thos.  Beattie,  Jr.,  has  likewise  been  Treasurer  during  the  entire  period 
since  separation*  having  been  appointed  in  February  of  1890. 

•  Accounts  at  Sef'aration. 

By  virtue  of  an  agreement  entered  into,  and  dated  April  Ififli,  1892,  it 
was  arranged  that  the  liabilities  and  assets  of  the  original  townskip  should 
be  divided  in  the  following  ratio : 

Tilbury  North,  52  per  cent. 

Tilbury  West,  48  per  cent. 

I  have  looked  into  the  figures  used  in  arriving  at  the  settlement  and  note 
that  certain  items  appear  to  have  been  overlooked,  these  omissions  accrmg 
to  the  benefit  of  Tilbury  North. 

On  Dec.  31,  1891,  the  Treasurer  charged  himself  with  the  amount  of  an 
overdraft  in  the  local  private  bank  of  ^Westland  &  Nichol,  in  which  the  town- 
ship account  was  kept,  of  $389.41.  Immediately  following  the  close  of  ti? 
year  deposits  were  made  to  offset  the  amount  of  the  overdraft,  but  the  treas- 
urer neglected  to  take  credit  in  his  1892  accounts  for  iN  payment,  and  »iie 
sum  was  not  taken  to  account  in  the  settlement.  Of  this  amount  Tilbvn;; 
?vorth  should  have  borne  52  per  cent,  or  -$202.50. 

Again,  the  amount. of  Tilbury  North's  interest  in  the  '^Arrears  of  Taxes," 
in  the  County  Treasurer's  office,  was  fully  taken  t-o  account  in  the  settlement 
In  the  years  1893  and  1894,  the  county  Treasurer  sent  to  Tilbury  North  taxes 
amounting  to  $363.12,  which  were  placed  upon  the  Collector's  rolls  in  if 
junior  township  ,and  then,  or  subsequently,  collected  in  full.  Of  this  amour/. 
Tilbury  North  accounted  for  $189.81  in  the  settlement  the  latter  part  of  ISW 
or  early  in  1895.  The  balance  yet  remains  unsettled,  amounting  to  ^l^^^O.?? 
4H  per  cent  of  which  should  be  accounted  for  to  Tilbury  West,  or  $62.54. 

Taking  next  the  payments  to  be  made  annually  by  Tilbury  North  o' 
account  of  special  Hrain  assessments,  I  find  that  the  amounts  contributabie 
and  contributed  were  as  follows :

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Tilbury  North  is,  however,  entitled  to  a  credit  of  $341.36,  being  52  per 
cent,  of  1656.48,  items  received  by  the  Township  Treasurer  in  1891,  on 
account  of  the  1890  Collectors'  Roll  and  other  items,  not  entered  in  his  ac- 
counts, and  of  which  Tilbury  North's  interest  was  as  above.  Balance  of 
principal  due  from  Tilbury  North  in  this  connection  $116.65. 

Assessment  and  Taxation. 

Collectors'  Rolls. 

The  collectors'  rolls  for  each  of  the  years  since  and  including  1890,  have 
been  examined,  and  the  criticisms  here  made  are  applicable  practically  to 
them  all. 

The  names,  in  many  instances  where  repetition  was  necessary,,  have  been 
omitted,  and  also  the  post  office  addresses.  To  make  the  roll  fuUy  in  com- 
pliance with  the  statutory  requirements,  each  name  must  be  entered  in  full, 
and  each  post  office  address  be  written  in  full  against  each  name. 

The  non-resident  collector's  assessments  for  each  year  have  been  entered 
in  the  back  of  the  resident  roll,  a  preceding  altogether  unnecessary,  and  one 
which  opens  the  way  to  irregularity  and  possible  loss  to  the  municipaQty, 
as  has  proven  to  be  the  case  here.  Particulars  are  given  in  the  paragraphs 
dealing  with  the  settlement  of  the  rolls. 

The  Assessment  Act  provides  that  the  non-resident  roll  shall  be  sent  to 
the  County  Treasurer  on  or  before  November  1st  in  each  year.  In  but  two 
instances  has  this  been  done.    The  dates  for  the  several  years  are  as  follows : 

Roll  of  1891  returned  to  county  treasurer  October  31st,  1891 ;  roll  of  1892 
returned  to  county  treasurer  April  1st,  1893 ;  roll  of  1893  returned  to  county 
treasurer  May  9th,  1894;  roll  of  1894  returned  to  county  treasurer  Novem- 
ber 1st,  1894;  roll  of  1895  returned  to  county  treasurer  April  29th,  1896; 
roll  of  1896  returned  to  county  treasurer  April  30th,  1897;  roll  of  1897  re- 
tui^ed  to  county  treasurer  July  25th,  1899 ;  roll  of  1898  returned  to  county 
treasurer  July  25th,  1899;  roll  of  1899— only  one  property,  |81.30— not  re- 
turned to  county  treasurer  at  all,  and  lost  to  the  township,  except  at  the 
pieasure  of  the  taxpayer.       Included  ae  a  possible  asset.

>tlier  iDiUnicipalities,  but  not  in  any  year  (excepting  1899  and  1901)  pre- 
.'ious  to  April  8,  the  final  date  for  the  return  of  the  township  treasurer  to 
lie  county  Treasurer.     The  dates  are :

It  will  be  observed  that  in  several  instances,  althougli  the  collector 
made  settlement  of  the  roll,  in  time  to  have  the  Treasurer's  return  of  uncol- 
coUected  taxes  in  the  hands  of  the  county  Treasurer  previous  to  May  1,  tkt 
township  Treasurer  neglected  to  forward  same,  entailing  a  loss  to  the  muni- 
cipality of  the  percentage  chargeable  by  the  county  Treasurer  against  all 
arrears  in  his  hands  upon  that  date. 

Until  1901,  Sec.  129,  Chap.  224  (Assessment  Act),  has  not  in  any  aenae 
been  complied  with,  to  the  extent  that  separate  columns  were  not  prorideJ 
in  which  to  carry  the  ppecial  drain  rates,  and  other  assessments  which  arp 
required  by  law  to  be  kept  distinct  and  accounted  for  separately.  The  1901 
and  subsequent  rolls  are  in  better  form  and  more  nearly  in  complance  witli 
the  statute.  Jf either  has  Sub-sec.  2  (Sec.  130)  of  the  Assessment  Act  been 
complied  with.  The  table  provided  for  has  not  been  appended  to  the  roll.  A 
partial  schedule  (pertaining  to  the  schools)  has  been  made.  A  pro-forma 
exhibit,  setting  forth  the  form  in  which  this  table  should  appear,  is  hi- 
nished.  There  is  no  recapitulation  of  the  contents  ef  the  rolls  in  any  year, 
by  pages  or  in  detail.  Had  the  schedules,  as  required  by  statute,  l)eeii  prf- 
pared,  errors  in  drainage  levies,  which  have  crept  into  the  accounts,  could 
have  been  detected  and  corrected  during  the  making  of  the  roll. 

Some  of  the  rolls  do  not  contain  the  clerk's  certificate,  and  of  thcsf, 
several  are  not  dated,  so  that  I  am  unable  to*  determine  in  every  instance 
whether  the  roll  has  been  delivered  to  the  treasurer  in  proper  season. 

There  has  been  no  proper  return  of  the  taxes  by  the  several  coUecton  tc 
the  treasurer,  as  prescribed  in  Sctions  147  and  148.  No  sworn  statement  tas 
been  delivered  to  the  treasurer  in  any  year,  and,  consequently,  no  duplicair 
fumished  the  clerk  to  enable  him  to  forward  the  requisite  notice. 

Corrections  have  been  made  by  the  clerk  in  the  collector's  roll  after  r 
has  left  his  hands  and  been  delivered  to  the  collector.  This  is  altogetie: 
irregular  and  should  not  be  permitted.  The  revised  Assessment  Act  <19<U 
provides  a  serious  penalty  for^such  an  ofEence. 

The  following  taxes,  appearing  in  the  books  of  the  county  treasurer  « 
having  been  returned  to  the  township  clerk  to  be  entered  upon  the  collector? 
roll  of  the  several  years,  do  not  appear  to  have  been  so  entered :

The  township  clerk  is  unable  to  explain  these  omissions,  and  should  l^ 
held  accountable  therefor. 

Drainage  Accounts. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  drainage  accounts  of  the  townstip  ^ 
been  made,  and  reference  is  found  necessary  to  the  following: — 

Big  Creek  Drain:  The  balance  due  to  the  township  on  account  of  Bi:: 
Creek  drain  is  taken  from  the  report  of  the  Provincial  Municipal  Auditc: 
dated  May  18th,  1903.  The  sum  now  due  this  drain  is  |1,094.68,  to  whki 
of  course,  will  be  added  interest  from  the  date  mentioned  until  pajment. 

In  this  connection  I  call  attention  to  the  balance  of  $50,  due  from  S.  I 
Anderson,  clerk,  being  an  advance  made  by  him  on  account  of  senices,  a-^ 
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not  deducted  from  his  bill  When  finally  presented.       This  sum  is  charged 
ilirectly  to  the  clerk  together  with  interest  from  the  date  of  the  report. 

In  the  report  dealing  with  the  Big  Creek  drainage  reference  was  made 
to  air  item  of  |200,  by  which  sum  the  accounts  of  Tilbufry  West  were  re- 
duced, being  excess  in  payment  for  services  to  J.  A  iTremblay,  clerk  of  Til- 
bury North.  This  transaction  was  dealt  with  in  detail  in  the  report  referred 
to.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  township  of  Tilbury  West  passed  the  account 
and  issued  its  own  warrant  to  th^  clerk  of  Tilbury  North,  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  municipality  cannot  recover  from  the  township  of  Tilbury 
-North.  Whether  recovery  could  be  had  fom  J.  A.  Tremblay,  clerk,  is  a 
question  which  had  best  be  referred  to  the  township's  solicitors.  In  the 
meantime  the  item  is  entered  as  a  contingent  asset. 

Buchanan  Drain,  By-law  18  :  The  balance  standing  at  the  debit  of  this 
drain,  according  to  the  treasurer's  books,  is  $294.25.  Under  the  original 
by-law  the  Township  of  ilersea  was  to  have  contributed  |70.  This  sum  has 
never  been  received  from  that  township,  and,  including  interest  from  1893, 
now  amounts  to  ?110.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  township  to  collect  the  assess- 
ment from  Mersea,  and  I  have  entered  the  sum  and  interest  as  a  credit  to 
the  drain  and  have  included  the  amount  as  the  direct  asset  of  the  township 
due  from  Mersea. 

A  supplementary  levy,  under  By-law  No.  76  of  1900,  amounting  to 
?124.o0,  was  entered  upon  the  roll  of  that  year,  but  was  not  credited  to  the 
drain  in  the  books  of  the  treasurer.  This  also  has  been  deducted  from  the 
dehit  balance,  leaving  the  amount  now  due  to  the  township  $59.76.

Halliday  Drain:  This  stands  in  the  books  of  the  treasurer  at  rt^67.52. 
By  special  levy  under  By-law  No.  66,  $413.19  was  placed  upon  the  roll,  but 
was  not  credited  to  the  drain  in  the  books  of  the  treasurer.  The  balance  at 
debit  of  this  drain  nojv  stands  at  $54. 

Little  Creek  Drain,  A  balance  of  $25.61  stands  at  the  credit  of  this 
drain.  It  is  improperly  credited  with  $18.76  of  accrued  interest;  has  not 
been  credited  with  the  sum  of  $91,  received  from  Tilbury  North  as  its  pro- 
portion of  expenses ;  has  not  been  credited  in  the  books  of  the  treasurer  with 
J  pp^^cial  U»vy  of  $51,  placed  upon  the  roll  of  1900  to  cover  the  balance  at  debit 
of  the  drain  at  December  31st,  1897.  On  the  debit  side  should  be  charged 
^6.90,  balance  of  expenses  recovered  from  Tilbury  North.  The  net  balance 
at  credit  of  the  Little  Creek  drain  is  $101.96,  which  amount  is  available  for 
ff'tuni  to  the  ratepayers. 

Seventh  Concession  Extension  Drain,  This  drain  is  charged  with  a  bal- 
ance of  $97.83.  Upon  the  roll  of  1900  a  special  levy  was  made  to  provide 
for  this  amount,  and  credit  was  not  given  in  the  treasurer's  books.  Heceiptp 
and  expenditures  of  the  drain,  therefore,  balance. 

Sixth  amd  Seventh  Side  Road  Drain,  A  balance  of  $26.67  stands  at 
^te  debit  of  this  drain.  By-law  No.  72  of  1900  provided  for  special  levy  of 
an  even  amount  to  cover.    The  account  is  closed  when  this  credit  is  given. 

Sixth  and  Seventh  Concession  Drain,  On  December  31st,  1897,  the 
treasurer's  books  showed  a  balance  of  $111.80  excess  of  expenditure  over 
''-ceipts.  This  was  provided  for  by  a  special  levy  in  1900  fBy-law  73)  of 
^n  even  amount,  which  sum  had  not  been  credited  to  the  drain,  and  which 
account,  with  this  entry  made,  is  closed. 
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No.  2  Government  Drain.  The  treasurer's  books  show  a  balance  of 
$73.66  at  the  debit  of  this  drain.  Under  By-law  69  a  supplementary  levy 
for  an  even  amount  was  placed  upon  the  roll  of  1900^  and  with  a  proper 
credit,  this  account  is  also  closed. 

Lowden  Drain,  In  1898  expenditures  of  f  89.00  are  charged  against  the 
Lowden  Tap  Drain.  Under  By-law  74  of  1900,  one-half  of  this  amount  wm 
raised.  The  treasurer  did  not  credit  the  account  with  a  special  levy  whicli 
reduces  the  present  debit  balance  to  $44.50.  According  to  the  terms  of  tLe 
5y-law  above  recited  the  Township  of  Mersea  was  to  pay  one-half  of  the  cogfa 
incidental  to  the  Lowden  Survey.  This,  it  appears,  has  not  been  done,  and 
the  balance  has  been  entered  as  an  asset  of  the  township.  The  council 
should  at  once  take  steps  to  collect  from  Mersea  this  and  other  suniB  due,  as 
per  statement  accompanying  this  report. 

Robb'Dales  Drain.  On  December  31,  1899,  ,a  balance  of  $152.91  re- 
mained at  the  debit  of  this  drain.  Under  By-law  71,  a  supplementary  levy 
of  an  even  amount  was  placed  upon  the  collector's  roll  of  1900.  Subse- 
quently the  council  were  advised  of  the  illegality  of  the  levy,  and  $123.5T 
was  returned  to  the  interested  ratepayers  by  resolution  of  the  council.  There 
yet  remains  $12.68  in  the  hands  of  the  corporation,  which  should  be  ^^ 
funded  as  foUowsf: — ;

These  two  items  we  have  entered  among  the  liabilities  of  the  townsMp. 
The  balance  of  $152.91  has  been  entered  as  an  asset.  This  should  be  deal: 
with  by  the  council,  and,  if  advised  by  its  solicitor  that  the  amount  cannct 
be  collected  from  the  ratepayers  interested,  a  charge  made  to  the  General 
Funds. 

Jones  Drain.  Between  the  years  1894  and  1896,  charges  amounting  b 
•  $56.75  are  made  against  the  tTones  Drain.  No  by-law  was  p-ihsed  wLiii 
would  authorize  the  charging  of  these  items  to  a  special  acv;ount,  and  they 
should,  therefore,  be. a  charge  against  the  General  Funds.  A  resolutios 
was  passed  in  July,  1894,  instructing  the  clerk  to  levy  $50.75  of  the  above, 
which  was  doubtless  done.  In  1897,  $194.00  appears  to  have  been  peid 
out  on  occount  of  this  drain.  In  the  minutes  of  the  council  is  founds 
resolution  authorizing  the  engineer  to  take  the  levels,  and  appointing  Wm. 
Dalgleish  commissioner.  Nothing  further  appears  in  the  minutes.  $14.00 
was  paid  to  Wm.  Newman,  engineer,  for  services,  and  $180.00  to  Ja«.  Per- 

fj^uson,  contractor.  The  vouchers  for  the  various  sums  which  make  up  the 
ast  mentioned  item  are  simple  receipts  from  Ferguson  to  'h**  I.  reasxirer,  c 
are  orders  signed  by  Ferguson  on  Wm.  Dalgleish,  commissioner.  There  is 
no  proper  authority  for  payment,  and  the  accounts  were  not  passed  upon  by 
council  at  any  time.  A  special  levy  of  $180.00  or  thereabouts  was  placec 
upon  the  collector's  roll  in  the  year  1897,  which  sum  was  not  credited  to  tie 
drain  in  the  treasurer's  books,  and  of  which  he  doubtless  had  no  informatioB. 
No  schedule  is  available  showing  the  lots  or  parts  upon  which  tlie  specui 
levy  was  made,  and  beyond  the  statement  of  the  clerk  that  this  was  done,  I 
have  no  information.     I  do  not  include  this  balance  as  an  asset. 

« 

Town  Line  Drain.  Under  By-law  34,  five  levies  were  required,  the  nte- 
payers'  proportion  being  $162.62.    Levies  were  placed  upon  the  rolls  in  tli« 
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years  1896-7-8-9,  but  was  omitted  in  1900,  A  special  levy  should  be  placed 
upon  the  roll  of  1904  for  this  amount,  and  I  have  included  it  in  the  avail- 
able assets.  If  not  feasible  to  make  the  belated  levy,  then  the  whole  amount 
should  be  charged  to  the  clerk,  who  is  responsible  for  the  omission. 

The  collector's  rolls,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  special  rates  for  drain-  , 
age  purpose  are  very  incomplete  and  difficulties  have  presented  themselves 
in  endeavoring  to  check  the  accuracy  of  the  levies.  They  have,  however,  s 
been  checked  to  such  an  extent  as  to  satisfy  me  that  no  substantial  amounts 
have  been  lost  to  the  township,  beyond  those  reported.  A  pro-forma  ex- 
hibit has  been  prepared  and  forms  part  of  this  report,  showing  the  manner 
in  which  schedules  should  be  made  up  in  connection  with  the  collector's  rolls 
of  each  year,  which,  if  followed,  will  result  in  greater  accuracy  of  work, 

and  will  also  facilitate  the  checking:  thereof.

These  monies  were  paid  over  to  S.  T.  Anderson  by  the  township  council 
for  the  purpose  of  being  distributed  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto  in  pro-, 
portion  to  the  amount  of  their  several  assessments.  It  was  the  duty  of  the 
township  clerk  to  have  prepared  schedules  showinf?  the  amounts  payable  to 
each  of  the  interested  parties  under  the  several  drains;  to  have  paid  the 
money  over  to  them,  and  to  have  taken  receipts  therefor,  to  be  held  as 
vouchers  by  him  in  substantiation  of  the  carrying  out  of  his  trust.  Upon 
request  being  made  for  a  production  of  the  schedules  and  of  this  evidence 
of  payment,  the  clerk  states  that  he  has  no  receipts  to  offer,  not  having  taken 
any,  and  he  was  unable  to  furnish  schedules.  He  claims  to  have  paid  the 
money  to  the  proper  parties  with  the  exception  of  a  small  balance  which  he 
admits  still  having  in  his  possession. 

Tn  order  to  corroborate,  if  possible,  the  verbal  statement  of  the  clerk, 
scLedules  were  prepared  showing  the  amount  of  the  various  refunds,  and 
these  were  submitted  to  the  township  clerk,  that  he  might  supply  the 
names  and  post  office  adddresses  of  the  persons  to  whom  he  claims  to  have 
made  payments. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  schedules  containing  this  information,  notice  was 
sent,  80  far  as  was  possible,  to  all  the  parties  entitled  to  receive  refunds, 
and  advices  have  been  received  from  a  very  large  number  who  claim  that 
tliey  have  not,  at  any  time,  received  from  the  township  clerk,  the  refunds 
clainaed  by  him  to  have  been  paid.

The  Clerk,  S.  T.  Anderson,  having  had  these  funds  in  his  poi^essifjn  from 
ihe  dates  given  in  the  above  schedule,  and  the  monies  beiiig  the  prope»'ty  of 
the  township,  it  is  entitled  to  interest,  and  I  have  added  such  at  legal  rate,  in 
the  statement  of  account  showing  the  indebtedness  of  the  Township  Clerk,  on 
this  as  well  as  on  other  accounts. 

I  may  mention  that  I  have  to  some  extent  gone  into  the  scLccliiles  above 
-vrith  the  Township  Clerk,  and  he  claims  that  he  is  certain  that  he  has  paid 
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some  of  the  parties,  but  he  is  unable  to  produce  any  evidence  in  substantia- 
tion of  his  position.  Again  in  the  schedules  filled  in  by  him  showing  the 
names  of  the  persons  to  whom  payments  were  made  I  found  in  some  instances 
that  he  claims  to  have  paid  money  to  owners  of  properties  when  the  proper- 
ties did  not  come  into  their  possession  for  two  or  three  years  after  he  received 
the  monies  from  the  township  council. 

It  was  his  duty  to  have  paid  the  money  to  the  person  assessed  upon  the 
loU  for  the  interested  property  during  the  year  in  which  he  received  the  re- 
fund, and  if  payments  were  made  as  he  asserts,  they  were  improper,  and  the 
township  is  responsible  to  the  owners  of  record  in  the  year  in  which  the  re- 
funds were  returned.  My  recommendation  in  the  premises  will  be  found 
under  its  proper  head. 

Ditches  and  Water  Courses.  The  examination  of  the  awards,  assesss- 
ments  and  collections  in  connection  with  the  line  fences  and  ditches  and 
water  courses,  shows  that  the  assessments  made  by  the  engineer  have  been 
paid  either  to  the  township  treasurer  or  have  been  placed  upon  the  collector's 
roll  in  terms  of  Sec.  27,  Chap.  285,  R.  S.  0.,  in  the  proper  years,  with  the

This  -loss  to  the  township 
iiaving  arisen  through  the  neglect  of  duty  of  the  Clerk,  1  )iave  charged  this 
amount  in  the  statement  setting  forth  the  sums  for  which  the  Clerk  is  respon- 
sible to  the  township.  It  may  be  possible  that  some  of  these  items  are  still 
collectable.      Upon  this  point  the  township  will  be  advised  by  its  solicitor^ 

The  Township  of  Tilbury  North  was  assessed  for  certain  expenses  in  con- 
i»ection  with  two  awards  under  the  D.  &  W.  C.  Act  by  the  Engineei:,  payment 
ior  whose  services  was  made  by  the  initiating  Township  of  Tiljbury  West,  and 
the  amounts  of  the  several  assessments  against  Tilbury  North  appear  to  re- 
main unsettled.  I  have  therefore  charged  the  Township  of  Tilbury  Nortii 
with  the  following  itenas.

Share  of  expenses,  Glasier  award,  as  per  Engineer's  award  dated  June

Over-payment  to  Engineer, 

1  find  that  some  over  payments  have  been  made  to  the  Township  Engi- 
neer. It  has  been  customary  that  a  warrant  should  be  issued  to  the  Engi- 
neer for  the  full  amount  of  the  expenses,  leaving  him  to  settle  with  the  Clerk, 
and  others  interested.  Such  procedure  was  followed  in  the  cases  now  under 
consideration.      The  sums  payable  to  the  Clerk  would  be  as  follows  :

July  14,  1903,  Glasier  Award  2  00

This  sum  has  been  paid  over  by  the  Township  Engineer  and  has  been  de- 
posited to  the  credit  of  the  township,  these  fees  being  included  in  the  com- 
muted salary  of  the  Township  Clerk. 

General  Remarks, 

The  Township  of  Mersea  collected  annually  and  should  have  paid  over 
yearly  to  the  Township  Treasurer  its  proportion  of  the  debenture  levy  in 
connection  with  the  Union  S.  S.  No.  12.  All  the  payments  were  made  with 
tlie  exception  of  the  one  due  in  June,  1900,  which  sum  has  not  yet  been 
paid  by  Mersea.  This  amount  ($115.95)  together  with  interest  (|28.70)  has 
been  included  in  the  available  assets  of  the  Corporation. 

There  is  due  from  Tilbury  North  its  proportion  of  the  debenture  indebt- 
edness of  School  Secftion  S.S.  No.  7  being  11/57  of  the  levy  required  to  meet 
the  debenture  due  in  1903  or  |35.78. 

In  the  Non-resident  Roll  of  1899  there  appears  but  one  property  Sf 
17,  Con.  11  assessed  to  the  Cameron  Estate,  Windsor,  taxes  upon  which 
amounted  to  Sf81.30.  The  Township  Clerk  did  not  make  the  return  to  the 
County  Treasurer,  required  by  law,  but  contented  |;iimself  with  entering  the 
amount  in  the  resident  Collector's  roll.  The  Collector  of  taxes  for  that 
J^ear  states  that  he  did  not  collect  the  amount,  and  I  find  upon  enquiry  that 
ite  Cameron  Ertate  does  not  appear  to  have  paid  taxes  for  that  year  upon 
this  property  in  question.  .  This  has  been  entered  among  the  available  oeset's, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  upon  the  presentation  of  the  claim  to  the  Estate  that  thf 
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amount  will  be  made  good.  The  Cameron  Estate,  is  aware  that  it  is  entitled 
to  a  number  of  refunds  in  connection  with  Drainage  monies  paid  into  the 
hands  of  the  Township  Clerk,  S.  T.  Anderson,  by  the  Municipality,  and 
which  it  has  never  received.  Particulars  of  these  will  be  found  in  another 
portion  of  the  report.  Inany  event,  the  Township  Clerk  is  responsible  ti 
the  Municipality  for  the  suTn  mentioned,  in  case  it  be  not  collected  from  tHd 
owner  of  the  property. 

In  the  year  1893  a  safe  wans  purchased  for  the  joinl  use  of  the  Township 
and  Thomas  Beattie.  The  total  cost  of  the  safe  was  f  130.00,  half  of  whicH 
vas  paid  by  the  township.  Attention  is  called  to  the  trari5?aotion  so  that  it 
may  be  taken  into  account  in  connection  with  the  settlement  with  the  pre- 
sent Treasurer,  who  has  signified  his  intention  of  resigning  immediately 
following  the  presentation  of  this  report. 

In  January  1901  the  Council  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the 
Township  Clerk,  (S.  T.  Anderson)  whereby  his  annual  salary  was  fixed  at 
$400.00,  this  too  included  all  services  with  the  exception  of  the  registrat^'on 
of  births,  deaths  and  marriages.  All  fees  collected  by  the  Clerk  in  connec 
tion  with  Drainage,  D.  &  W.  C,  line  fence,  etc.,  to  revert  to  the  Township, 
All  drains  constructed  since  that  date  have  had  included  in  the  estimates,  h 
sum  covering  the  Clerk's  fees.  I  have  in  each  instance  where  the  Draia 
Account  IS  still  open  charged  these  fees  to  the  Drain,  thus  crediting  the  Gen- 
eral Funds  of  the  Township. 

I  have  not  thought  it  prudent  to  disturb  any  of  the  Drain  Accounts 
'»vhich  have  been  closed  finally  without  including  the  fees  'n  question.  Here- 
after a  warrant  should  be  drawn  in  favor  of  the  General  Funds,  and  this 
should  be  handed  to  the  Treasurer  as  his  authority  for  the  transfer  from  the 
Drain  Account  to  the  General  Funds,  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  the  En- 
gineer's estimates. 

In  the  accounts  of  1903  I  find  warrant  No.  797,  |2.00  payable  to  S.  T. 
Anderson  as  commissioner  of  construction  accounts  silex  walks,  Comber,  and 
No.  800  f4.00  payable  to  the  same  person  for  making  out  debentures  silez 
walk.  Comber.  It  would  seem  that  these  items  if  properly  chargeable  under 
the  resolution  commuting  the  Clerk's  salary,  should  be  debited  to  the  Police 
Aillasre  of  Comber,  and  lot  against  the  General  Funds  of  the  township. 

The  Treasurer  (Thos.  Beattie)  makes  the  claim  that,  by  a  verbal  ai^ 
T-angement  with  the  members  of  the  Council  at  the  date  of  his  assuming 
office,  in  1890  and  1891,  he  is  entitled  to  the  interest  earned  by  the  Town- 
ship Funds,  which  I  have  ascertained,  and  charged  at  $308.82.  The  con- 
tention of  the  Treasurer  is  that  the  interest  was  to  go  to  him  in  addition  to 
*he  salary  named.  There  is  nothing  upon  the  records  to  confirm  any  such 
arrangement,  but  I  have  been  infornied  that  there  was  an  agreement'  in  the 
*erms  suggested  by  Mr.  Beattie.  In  the  absence  of  formal  authority  I  have 
not  been  able  to  allow  the  amount,  but  have  included  the  sum  as  due  to  the 
Township.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Beattie  is  probably  entitled  to  the 
sum  mentioned  and  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  I  think  that  the  Conneil 
I  fter  satisfying  itself  that  there  was  such  an  agreement  should  pass  a  re8.> 
lution  authorizing  the  issue  of  a  warrant  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount 
named,  plus  interest  f9.40,  charged  thereon,  making  total  of  $308.82. 

I  wish  to  point  out  that  the  Township  has  at  no  time  been  credited  with 
interest  earned  upon  its  bank  balances.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Trea- 
surer claims  to  have  been  entitled  to  the  interest  in  any  event,  this  may  not 
be  a  matter  of  much  moment  at  this  time.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact 
however,  for  the  purpose  of  pointing  out  that  arrangements  should  at  om-e 
be  made  with  the  township  bankers  that  interest  be  allowed  at  current  rates 
upon  the  daily  balance.      Allowing  the  Treasurer  the  interest  eatn-ngs  npon 
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Township  Funds,  is,  I  need  not  say,  an  altogether  improper  and  illegal 
practice,  and  should  not  be  countenanced. 

A  practice  of  the  Council,  which  should  be  discontinued,  is  to  amend 
By-laws  by  resolution. 

The  great  majority  of  the  minutes  of  the  Council  are  not  officially  sign- 
ed by  the  Reeve.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Reeve  to  see  that  these  minutes  are 
regularly  signed. 

The  Treasurer's  accounts  have  not  been  kept  in  the  manner  which  would 
enable  a  proper  check  by  inexperienced  and  incompetent  auditors.  The  Cash 
l>ook  provided  for  under  the  Statute  has  never  been  kept.  New  books  should 
be  opened  as  of  December  31st,  1903,  and  the  accounts  should  be  written  up 
to  date. 

No  proper  provision  is  made  for  the  care  and  filing  of  ihc  lownship 
papers  either  in  the  office  of  the  Township  Clerk  or  of  the  Township  Trea- 
surer. Proper  dockets  and  boxes  should  be  provided  (as  nearly  dust  proof  as 
possible)  for  the  filing  away  of  the  Township  vouchers  and  documents. 

No  proper  debenture  register  has  been  kept  and  this  deficiency  has  been 
supplied  and  the  debenture  record  written  up  to  December  31,  1903. 

Some  attempt  has  been  made  to  copy  the  various  By-laws  into  a  By-law 
l>ook,  but  this  has  been  done  promiscuously  and  irregu'urly,  and  wHhout 
indexing  so  much  so  that  the  By-law  book  is  of  little  practical  value. 

A  Drainage  Record  book  has  not  been  kept,  and  one  has  been  supplied 
nnd  written  up  to  date. 

Treasurer's  Bonds.  The  bond  of  Thomas  Beattie,  Treasurer,  is  as  fol-

The  attention  of  the  Council  is  called  to  the  fact  that  partnership  sig- 
natures to  a  bond  are  valueless,  and  are  not  binding  upon  the  firm  as  such, 
although  recourse  might  be  had  against  the  individual  partner  who  affixed 
the  firm  signature. 

A  recommendation  is  made  that  hereafter,  guarantee  bonds  should  be 
procured. 

Collector's  Bonds.  The  collection  of  taxes  on  the  1903  Roll  being  com- 
pleted, and  full  returns  having  been  made  by  the  Collector,  particulars  of 
this  bond  is  not  necessary. 

Accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  The  accounts  of  Thomas  Beattie,  Treas- 
urer, have  been  carefully  scrutinized  both  as  to  receipts  and  expenditures 
from  the  date  of  his  appointment  to  office  in  1890,  down  to  July  4th,  1904. 
Items  amounting  to  f7,686.62  overlooked  by  previous  auditors  have  been 
entered  as  credits  of  the  corporation.  To  this  I  have  added  interest,  f2,- 
690.52.  Debits  have  been  charged  to  the  extent  of  |494.63,  and  interest 
allowed  amounting  to  $322.49.  The  difference  $9,459.67,  is  included  in 
-the  balance  as  taken  on  July  4th,  1904,  and  has  been  deposited  with  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  present  year.  Statement  No.  1  covers  these  omissions  in  de- 
-tail,  together  with  interest. 

Financial  Position  of  the  Corporation. 

The  present  financial  standing  of  the  corporation  is  shown  in  statement 
11.     The  available  assets,  |35,686.11  exceed  the  current  liabilities.  $21,213.- 
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.17,  by  a  large  amount,  |14,472.94,  principally  as  a  result  of  ihh  investiga- 
tion. 

A  competent  audit  annually,  would  have  saved  the  ratepayers  large  sums 
of  money,  through  a  reduction  in  the  annual  township  rate.

Recommendations . 

As  a  result  of  the  present  examination,  inspection  and  audit  of  the 
books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  municipal  corporation  of  the  townshij 
oi'  Tilbury  West,  I  made  the  following  recommendations. 

(1)  That  all  funds  of  the  towDship  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Chartered 
Hank  and  that  all  payments  thereout  shall  be  made  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
lieeve,  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer,  excepting  as  noted  in  paragraph  (2f. 

(2)  That  the  present  system  of  payments  made  by  the  Treasurer  upon 
the  order  of  the  Commissioners  or  Engineer  be  abolished,  and  that  alll  ac- 
counts be  passed  by  the  council  in  regular  session,  before  payment  .excepting 
fixed  charges  as  debentures,  interest,  payment  of  school  accounts,  and  ani 
other 'items  fixed  by  by-law  or  by  statu  fo  which  are  payable  to  the  Treasure: 
without  reference  to  the  council. 

(3)  That  warrants,  properly  drawn  b.v  the  Reeve,  shall  be  counter- 
signed by  the  Treasurer,  as  follows,   ** Crown  Bank  of  CanacU.   Comber,  ^ill

(4)  That  guarantee  bonds  be  required  from  all  officers  holding  position* 
of  trust,  in  substitution  for  personal  bonds,  premiums  for  same  to  be  paid  ^' 
the  Corporation. 
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(5)  That  an  official  form  of  receipt  with  stub  properly  numbered  shall 
be  adopted,  and  that  all  monies  received  by  the  Treasurer,  from  whatever 
source,  shall  be  acknowledged  thereon. 

(6>  That  expenditures  on  Award  Drains  shall  be  char;ri«!  to  individual 
accounts  in  the  Treasurer's  ledger  and  shall  be  balanced  by  the  cash  received 
from  the  taxpayer  or  through  the  Collector's  roll. 

(7)  That  the  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  debenture  register,  nfter  the  form 
now  supplied,  and  that  immediately  upon  the  preparation  of  debentures,  and 
previous  to  delivery,  he  shall  enter  therein  full  details  both  as  to  principal, 
interest,  and  other  required  particulars. 

(8)  That  the  Treasurer  shall  decline  to  pay  school  warrants  unless  the 
orders  are  properly  signed  by  at  least  two  Trustees,  and  sealed  with  the  Seal 
of  the  School  Section.

(18).  That  all  accounts  presented  to  the  Council  shall  be  in  writing, 

jtxici  shall  be  certified  by  the  member  of  the  Council,  having  knowledge  of  the 

xvork  before  being  presented;  and  that  these  be  properly  numbered  and  kept 

^i±  file  in  the  Clerk's  office  for  reference. 

(19)     Thf|t    the    Township    Council    take    immediate    steps   towards   the 

settlement  of  the  outstanding  accounts  with  the  Townships  of  Tilbury  North, 

Tillt>ury  East,  Rochester,  Mersea  and  Romney. 
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(20)  That  the  Township  Council  shall  discontinue  the  payment  of  re- 
funds in  bulk  to  the  Township  Clerk  for  distribution  to  the  interested  rate- 
payers. 

(21)  That  all  refunds  shall  be  made  by  Reeve's  warrant  upon  the  Trea- 
surer, after  a  proper  By-law  has  been  passed,  in  which  shall  be  included  a 
schedule  showing  in  detail,  the  total  amount  of  refund  and  the  distribution 
to  the  individuals.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  said  that  the  only  really 
equitable  manner  of  dealing  with  refunds  is  to  make  a  pro-rata  reduction 
covering  the  balance  of  the  existing  assessments,  so  that  the  rebate  will  be 
received  by  the  persons  properly  entitled  thereto. 

(22)  That  proper  conveniences  for  the  filing  of  township  documents  and 
records  be  supplied  both  to  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer. 

(23)  That  the  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  return  his  Roll  previous  to  the 
8th  of  April  in  each  year,  and  that  he  shall  make  his  returns  of  the  uncol- 
lected taxes  in  form  required  by  Statute,  which  includes  a  duplicate  of  tb* 
return  to  be  made  to  the  Township  Clerk. 

(24)  That  previous  to  settlement  of  the  Collector's  roll,  the  Collector 
will  present  to  the  Council  a  statement  of  all  taxes  which  he  has  been  unable 
10  collect,  other  than  those  which  may  by  law  be  returned  to  the  County  Trea- 
surer; that  all  such  statements  shall  be  passed  upon  and  confirmed  by  the 
Council  before  being  finally  accepted  by  the  Treasurer  in  his  settlement  with 
the  Collector. 

(25)  That  proper  books  of  account  be  opened  in  accordance  with  the 
findings  of  this  report,  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  in  keeping  there- 
of. 

(26)  That  the  Township  Council  shall  at  once  take  such  steps  as  it  may 
be  advised  by  its  Solicitor,  looking  to  the  return  to  the  Treasurer,  of  the  uq 
paid  trust  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  (S.  T.  Anderson)  together  with 
interest,  to  enable  the  Council  to  pay  the  claims  which  will  be  made  against 
the  Township  in  connection  with  the  Drainage  Refunds,  referred  to  in  this 
Report. 

Conclusion, 

I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  compliment  the  Township  officials  upon  the 
manner  in  which  the  .Township  business  has  been  transacted.  At  the  same 
time  I  desire  to  state  that  these  officials  have  rendered  very  considerable  awis- 
tance  from  time  to  time  during  the  examination  of  the  accounts. 

The  time  occupied  and  the  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  in- 
vestigation have  very  much  exceeded  ordinary  requirements  in  a  Township 
r.udit,  owing  to  the  enormous  amount  of  work  necessitated  in  checKng  th.; 
(Collector's  rolls,  Treasurer's  accounts;  preparation  of  refund  schedules,  and 
correspondence  in  connection  therewith.  Over  four  hundred  letters  have 
been  written  in  connection  with  the  audit. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  is  called  to  Section  14,  Chapter  228,  R.>- 
0.,  1897,  which  requires  that  the  recommendations  made  in  this  report  shall 
be  carried  into  effect. 

I  shall  be  pleased  to  furnish  further  explanations,  and  advise  with  th^ 
Council  in  reference  to  any  of  the  matters  or  any  of  the  recommendation 
contained  in  this  report.

Audit  Village  of  Point  Edwaed,  County  op  Lambton. 

This  audit  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  G.  0.  Merson,  chartered  accountant 
of  Toronto,  in  the  latter  part  of  May,  1904,  and  he  completed  it  on  the  16th 
June  next  in  24i  days,  receiving  from  the  municipality  the  sum  of  |229.20 
for  his  services.  Shortly  after  the  completion  of  the  audit  a  protest  was 
lodged  with  this  department,  and  the  matter  was  again  gone  into,  this  time 
by  myself.  I  found  after  a  careful  examination  that  there  was  no  such  de- 
ficit in  the  accounts  as  Mr.  Merson  had  claimed — f 227. 25 — and  that  the 
accounts  of  the  late  treasurer  were  correct  in  every  particular.  Under  these 
circumstances  I  recommended  the  Qovemment  to  refund  to  the  municipality 
the  amount  they  had  paid  to  Merson,  viz.,  |229.20,  and  also  a  sum  of  |25, 
incurred  when  going  over  the  'books  in  the  second  audit.  I  may  state  that 
this  is  the  first  time  since  this  department  was  organized  that  any  errors  were 
proven  against  any  of  the  numerous  accountants  employed  from  all  parts  of 
the  province  during  a  term  of  eight  years.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  also  be  , 
the  last.

In  making  my  report  to  you  of  the  result  of  the  investigation  of  the 
books,  etc.,  of  your  treasurer,  I  think  it  would,  perhaps,  be  well,  although 
"the  period  covered  extencU  back  over  twelve  years,  to  first  of  all  take  up  the 
showings  of  the  General  Cash  Book  and  the  one  kept  for  the  Police  villages 
of  Alton  and  Inglewood,  from  the  first  of  the  present  year  to  the  12th  April, 
as  written  in  by  your  late  treasurer,  Mr.  John  Harris,  and  later,  from  June 
14th,  1904,  to  date,  with  Mr.  J.  L.  Meek  as  acting  treasurer. 

In  considering  these  two  periods  first  then,  and,  as  a  guide  to  my  remarks 
-thereon,  I  would  refer  you  to  statements  attached. 

Tou  will  notice  that  your  late  treasurer  started  on  the  first  of  the  year 
5;vith  a  balance,  as  shown  in  the  General  Cash  Book,  of  f  1,347.56,  which  was 
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supplemented  later  by  miscellaneous  receipts  amounting  to  |13.97,  makiiig 
a  total  of  $1,361.53. 

The  total  expenditure  out  of  same,  as  recorded  by  Gash  Book  and 
Vouchers,  amounted  to  |409.48,  leaving  a  balance  of  f 952.05. 

In  the  matter  of  the  police  villages  of  Alton  and  Inglewood,  the  balmncei 
brought  forward  at  the  first  of  the  year  were  |166.89  and  73  cents  respec- 
tively. The  total  expenditure  on  account  of  the  police  village  of  Alton 
amounted  to  $86.75,  l<eaving  a  balance  of  $80.14,  while,  in  regard  to  tlie 
Inglewood  village  there  seems  to  have  been  no  payments. 

On  account  of  these  balances,  there  was  handed  to  Mr.  J.  L.  Meek,  acting 
trea-Hurer,  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Harris  on  the  1 4th  June,  1904,  the  sum  of  $486.45,  and 
1  tin  1  that  there  is  lying  to  your  credit  at  the  Bank  of  Hamilton,  Oranje- 
ville,  deposited  there  by  John  Harris,  the  sum  of  $156.34. 

Taking  the  face  of  the  books  then,  this  leaves  a  balance  still  to  be  ac- 
counted for  of  $391.13,  as  per  the  following  memo:  —

In  regard  to  that  portion  of  the  present  year  from  June  14th,  1904,  to 
date,  with  Mr.  J.  L.  Meek  in  office;  the  attached  statement  will  explain 
that  in  addition  to  the  $486.45  received  by  Mr.  Meek  on  the  14th  June,  1904, 
there  has  been  $4,000  of  your  paper  discounted  in  the  Bank  of  Hamilton, 
Orangeville,  and  receipts  from  other  sources  amounting  to  $8.85,  making  a 
total  of  $4,495.30.  Out  of  this  there  has  been  a  total  expenditure  for  the 
municipality  of  $3,307.24,  for  the  police  village  of  Alton,  $371.72,  and  for 
the  police  village  of  Inglewood  $183.45,  leaving  a  balance  of  $232.89,  of 
which  $208.52  appears  to  your  credit  at  the  Bank  of  Hamilton,  Orangeville. 
and  $24.37  is  represented  by  cash  in  Mr.  Meek's  possession.  Tour  present 
position  then  in  cash  and  bank,  as  shown  on  the  face  of  books,  would  be  as

You  will  notice  that  I  have  been  using  the  phrase,    '*on    the  face  of 
books,"  meaning  as  they  appear  on  the  surface,  for  I  regret  to  have  to  re- 
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port  that  the  closer  investigation  of  the  period  from  January  1,  1892,  to 
date,  discloses  various  irregularities  by  which  the  township  has  failed  to 
receive  credit  for  amounts  due  to  it. 

In  the  first  place  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  attached  memoran- 
dum taking  the  collectors'  rolls  for  the  last  twelve  years  and  comparing  the 
amounts  they  represent  with  the  items  entered  as  being  received  from  them 
m  the  cash  book  plus  the  amount  of  defalcation  lists  as  sent  to  the  county 
treasurer. 

You  will  notice  that  the  discrepancies  during  the  twelve  years  total  to 
tlie  sum  of  12,765.11.  In  making  the  comparison  year  by  year  you  will  see 
that  the  amount  of  difference  in  some  years  is  very  small,  and,  while  in  such 
cases  this  might  be  explained  by  items  of  returned  dog  taxes,  etc.,  and 
which  would  not  be  included  on  defalcation  list,  such  an  explanation  would 
bardly  su£Sce  where  the  difference  runs  over  a  few  dollars.  Moreover,  al- 
though unfortunately,  I  have  been  unable  to  obtain  all  the  various  pass  books 
of  your  collectors  during  these  years,  and  in  which  amounts  received  were 
entered  by  treasurer  as  well  as  the  balance  returned  uncoUectable,  still 
enough  of  them  are  available  to  show  that,  even  if  the  making  up  of  the 
defalcation  list  in  itself  did  not  imply  the  receipt  by  your  treasurer  of  the 
balance  of  the  year's  taxes,  the  collectors  were  required  to  account  for  the 
full  amount  of  the  rolls. 

I  would  next  call  your  attelition  to  the  statement  attached  showing  the 
various  amounts  of  interest  and  rebates  allowed  by  the  Bank  of  !lSamilton, 
Orangeville,  on  your  account  there,  and,  as  shown  by  bank  pass  book,  and 
which  are  not  entered  in  cash  book.  Many  of  these  credits  by*  bank  are  duly 
noted  in  cash  book,  and  I  only  record,  the  omissions. 

The  effect  of  these  omissions,  of  course,  would  be  to  increase  the  amount 
of  cash  available  by  your  treasurer  wij;hout  his  charging  himself  with  same. 

In  checking  over  the  various  entries  for  receipts  on  account  of  non- 
resident tax  with  the  data  supplied  by  the  county  treasurer,  I  find  an  amount 
of  163.60  entered  in  statement  issued  by  the  county  for  1897  as  being  sent 
to  John  Harris  on  the  5th  of  June  of  that  year,  but  of  which  there  is  no 
record  in  cash  book. 

In  the  matter  of  distribution  of  license  funds  the  memorandum  sup- 
plied by  the  inspector  of  the  license  district  of  Peel  shows  two  payments  to 
have  been  made  in  the  year  1895  of  f45  and  |204  respectively.  The  former 
amount  is  not  entered  in  cash  book  as  being  received  at  all,  while  the  latter, 
for  some  reason,  is  not  shown  by  cash  book  as  being  received  until  March 
Ist,  1897. 

I  might  say  here  that  license  fund  check  for  fl42.33,  mailed  from 
Srampton  June  3rd,  1904,  is  not  entered  in  cash  book,  but  this  check,  I 
understand,  is  in  possession  of  your  clerk  to  be  handed  over  to  new  treas- 
urer when  he  takes  office. 

In  checking  over  the  various  disbursements  with  vouchers,  I  find  credit 
taken  on  the  18th  of  June,  1901,  for  |300  as  if  for  the  lifting  of  a  note  for 
that  amount  at  the  bank.  There  is  no  trace,  however,  either  in  the  cash 
book  or  bank  pass  book  that  such  a  note  was  ever  discounted  in  favor  of  the 
township.  Among  the  vouchers  for  that  year,  and  apparently  as  a  warrant 
for  the  entry  in  cash  book,  there  is  a  cancelled  note  for  like  amount  without 

the  corporation  seal  and  signed  unofHcially  by  W.  H.  McKinnon  And  John 
Harris,  due  at  the  Bank  of  Hamilton,  Orangeville,  at  one  month  from  the 
23rd  April,  1901  (due  May  26th,  1901).  This  note,  while  not  maturing  on 
the  date  of  the  entry  in  cash  book,  seems  to  have  been  passed  by  your  audi- 
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tors  as  an  authority  for  same.  However,  it  is  worthless  as  a  township 
voucher,  and  has  the  appearance  of  having  been  used  for  private  purposw. 
The  following  memorandum  therefore  showa  the  amount  of  balances  rf 
cash  book  of  your  late  Treasurer  still  unsettled  for,  and  in  addition  sets  oat 
the  amounts  uncovered  by  the  audit  and  due  by  him  to  the  township,  eitler 
through  their  having  been  short  credited  or  wrongfully  charged :  — j

I  have  made  no  attempt  to  compute  the  interest  due  on  above,  but  you 
will  doubtless  appreciate  that,  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent.,  which  I  understand, 
is  what  you  are  paying  to  the  bank,  the  interest  now  matured  on  above  items 
would  amount  to  a  considerable  sum. 

In  further  connection  with  above  I  might  say  that  careful  search  failed 
to  produce  the  cash  books  previous  to  the  one  now  in  use,  which  opens  with 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1898.  Prior,  then,  to  that  date,  I  had  recourse 
to  the  statements  prepared  for  the  Auditors  by  the  Treasurer,  excepting  in 
the  years  1893  and  1894,  when  the  statements  for  these  two  years  being  also 
missing,  I  had  to  use  the  reports  as  printed  in  connection  with  your  minutes 
and  by-laws. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  an  error 
of  1100  in  the  final  additions  of  the  collector's  roll  (West)  for  the  year  1900. 
The  amount  as  certified  to  by  your  then  Clerk  being  |8,426.64,  while  the 
amount  of  taxes  entered  thereon  actually  totals  to  |8,526.64.  According  to 
the  Collector's  pass  book  the  former  amount  is  all  that  is  shown  as  being  paid 
into  the  Treasurer. 

In  making  a  few  recommendations  for  the  future,  I  would  suggest  that 
your  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  supply  to  your  auditors,  and  forming  a  part 
of  the  statement  he  prepares  at  that  time  a  memorandum  reconciling  the 
amounts  entered  in  cash  book  and  defalcation  list  with  the  total  of  the  col- 
lectors' rolls  for  the  year. 

The  collectors,  for  their  parts,  should  see  that  their  pass  books  eventually 
balance  with  the  amount  of  the  roll  they  have. to  collect,  and  that  the  pay- 
ments by  them  to  the  Treasurer,  as  well  as  the  amount  of  taxpapers  returned 
uncollected,  are  properly  receipted  for. 

These  pavments  from  the  collectors  to  the  Treasurer  should  be  entei€<l 
in  cash  book  on  dates  received  and  not  held  over  to  be  lumped  finally  in  two 
or  three  amounts,  as  has  been  done  in  the  past. 

Excepting  a  limited  amount  to  be  used  for  currejit  expenses,  all  moneyB 
received  should  be  deposited  in  the  bank  as  speedily  as  possible. 

The  records  of  all  transactions  with  the  bank  (deposits,  discouiits,  with- 
drawals, etc.,  and  showing  the  balances  at  all  times),  should  be  kept  in  the 
columns  provided  for  same  in  the  cash  book.  This  has  not  been  done  in  th^ 
past. 

I  understand  that  until  lately  the  Treasurer  has  been  the  custodian  of 
the  present  bond  given  to  the  township  for  the  proper  performance  of  hi? 
duties,  and  that  the  bond  previous  to  this  one  is  missing.    I  would  suggest 
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that  papers  of  like  nature  and  value  be  kept  in  your  Clerk's  oflSoe,  for  pro- 
duction at  any  time  when  required,  and  that  he  be  supplied  with  the  proper 
means  to  provide  against  their  loss  or  destruction  by  fire. 

In  conclusion  then  and  in  view  of  the  foregoing  I  would  strongly  recom- 
mend that  your  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  have  ready  for  inspection  of  audi- 
tors, in  addition  to  the  vouchers  for  payments,  all  papers,  books,  etc.,  relating 
to  amounts  due  to  the  township  in  the  course  of  the  year,  so  that  they  will  be 
able  to  satisfy  themselves,  not  only  that  items  of  expenditure  recorded  had 
been  duly  authorized,  but  also  that  the  township  had  received  credit  for  all 
moneys  to  which  it  was  entitled.

Gentlemen  :  — 

I  have  gone  over  the  books  of  your  Township  Treasurer  for  the  year  1903, 
checking,  in  so  far  as  possible,  with  the  material  at  hand,  the  varions  itemi 
of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

I  cannot,  however,  but  call  your  attention  to  the  exceedingly  slovenly 
and  unsatisfactory  way  in  which  the  cash  book  has  been  written  up  and  the 
vouchers  filed.' 

In  fact,  with  the  vouchers  for  so  many  of  the  entries  being  missing,  and, 
in  some  cases,  being  of  little  value  when  found,  the  entries  they  represent 
being  made  in  the  cash  book  without  any  apparent  regard  of  dates  or  order, 
and  the  whole  kept  in  such  a  helter-skelter  confusion,  a  satisfactory  audit  is 
almost  impossible. 

As  an  instance  of  improper  vouchers,  Warrant  No  2,  dated  January 
12th,  1903,  for  f9,  payable  to  M.  D.  Nelan,  is  signed  by  M.  D.  Nelan  u 
Reeve,  and  Warrant  No.  3,  dated  January  12th,  1903,  for  $12.00,  payable 
to  M.  Nelan,  is  signed  by  M.  Nelan  as  Beeve;  the  absurdity  of  this  needs  no 
comment. 

I  have  allowed  these  two  charges  to  remain,  however,  as  your  council 
apparently  authorized  the  Reeve  to  issue  orders  for  like  amounts  at  its  meet- 
ing held  on  the  12th  of  January,  1903.   • 

The  debentures  paid  in  1903  are  not  shown  as  cancelled  among  the 
vouchers. 

The  report  of  your  Auditor  dated  February  26th,  1904,  and  as  published 
in  the  North  Bay  Times  of  March  10th,  1904,  leaves  out  many  items  of  over- 
charges in  the  cash  book,  and  I  have  taken  this  report  and  endeavored  to 
corroborate  its  findings  in  so  far  as  possible. 

Taking  up  the  first  receipt  of  moneys  as  recorded,  I  am  unable,  not 
having  the  collector's  rolls,  etc.;  as  a  guide,  to  ascertain  whether  the  town- 
ship has  duly  received  credit  for  all  amounts  from  the  different  sources  of 
revenue  to  which  it  is  entitled. 

This  is  an  important  point,  and  should  not  be  passed  over  by  your 
Auditors. 

I  might  say  that  there  appears  to  be  no  credit  for  receipts  from  fines, 
licenses,  etc.,  which  are  generally  among  a  township's  sources  of  income. 

Passing  on  to  the  expenditures,  I  find  under  the  class  "Salaries  anc 
allowances,"  that  items  shown  as  being  brought  forward  from  1902  and  de- 
scribed more  particularly  in  auditor's  report  as  follows :  — Under  date  of 
January  12th,  A.  Rochfort,  $2.05;  J.  Guilmette,  $2.10,  and  J.  Hurtubise. 
$2.60,  were  charged  in  the  year  1902,  under  date  of  December  I5th,  and  ap- 
pear in  your  published  auditor's  report  for  that  year. 

There  appears  to  be  some  confusion  with  the  two  items  of  $34.15,  chai^ 
under  dates  of  May  13th  and  May  23rd,  to  Trader's  Bank  and  M.  D.  Nelan. 
salary  account  respectively.  In  the  minutes  of  your  council  meeting  of 
February  28th,  1903,  I  find  an  authority  for  the  passing  of  an  order  for 
$34.15  in  favor  of  M.  Nelan  to  ofpset  an  error  apparently  of  the  TraAr? 
Bank  in  charging  cheque  to  his  account,  but  one  charge  against  the  tW*

ship  was  all  that  was  necessary.     It  certainly  would  be  a  hardship  for  the 
township  if  it  had  to  pay  accounts  twice  under  such  circumstances. 

The  effect  of  the  withdrawal,  then,  of  these  charges  from  the  list  of 
expenditures  would  increase  the  balance  of  cash  on  hand  at  the  first  of  the 
year  as  follows  :  —

I  presume  that  there  should  be  also  a  credit  to  the  township  (as  former- 
ly) for  interest  on  current  and  savings  accounts  as  allowed  by  the  bank. 

In  regard  to  the  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities  you  will  doubtless 
appreciate  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  corroborate  the  figures  as  shown 
on  published  statement  without  the  proper  data  for  comparison. 

There  appears,  however,  to  be  no  mention  among  the  liabilities  of  the 
issue  of  debentures  for  school  purposes,  the  liability  for  principal  on  which, 
as  I  understand  it,  would  amount  at  the  date  of  statement,  to  about  $680. 

In  making  some  suggestions  for  the  future,  I  would  recommend  your 
council  to  strongly  insist  that  all  entries  for  receipts  and  payments  be  made 
in  cash  book  consecutively  on  the  dates  of  their  occurrence.  Every  entry,  for 
payment  should  be  represented  by  a  voucher  signed  by  the  proper  authority. 
These  vouchers  should  be  numbered  in  sequence  with  the  corresponding 
number  in  the  cash  book  and  kept  filed  away  in  order  so  as  to  be  ready  for 
the  auditors  when  required. 

Tour  current  bank  account  showing  deposits,  withdrawals  and  the  bal- 
ance at  all  times,  should  be  kept  in  cash  book  in  the  columns  provided  for 
same. 

Tour  Treasurer  should  keep  proper  record  of  the  issue  and  payment  of 
debentures  and  other  debts  contracted  by  the  township,  so  that  your  liability 
along  this  line  could  be  determined  at  any  time. 

In  conclusion,  then,  your  Treasurer  should  be  instructed  to  prepare  for 
tlie  inspection  of  auditors,  all  books,  papers,  vouchers,  etc.,  necessary  for 
them  to  satisfy  themselves,  not  only  that  all  payments  recorded  have  been 
properly  authorized  and  made,  but  that  the  township  has  received  credit  for 
all  moneys  to  which  it  is  due.

Upon  the  authority  of  an  Order-in-Council  approved  by  His  Honour,  ihe 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  the  27th  day  of  January, 
1904,  Frank  H.  Macpherson,  a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of  Chartered  Ac- 
countants of  the  City  of  Windsor,  was  inetructed  and  empowered  to  make 
an  inspection,  examination  and  audit  of  the  books,  accounts,  vouchers  and 
moneys  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Enniskillen,  in  the 
County  of  Lambton,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  228^  R.S.O.,  1897. 

In  pursuance  of  the  said  authority  and  instructions  the  said  Frank  H. 
Macpherson  hereby  reports  that  he  has  made  an  inspection, .  examination 
and  audit  of  the  various  accounts  of  the  said  Corporation. 

The  audit  is  made  upon  the  petition  of  certain  ratepayers  addressed  to 
the  Honourable  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Ontario.  The  request  for  the 
investigation  is  based  upon  the  following  grounds : 

"That  your  petitioners  have  reason  to  believe  for  a  riumber  of  years  past 

great  irregularities  have  existed  in  the  management  of  the  financial  affairs, 

of  the  said  Township  of  Enniskillen ;  that  in  the  said  township  a  large  number 

fif   drainage  and  other  works  have  been,  undertaken  under  The  Municipal 

Drainage  Act  as  local  improvements,  that  large  sums  qi  money  raised  under 

local  improvement  by-laws  for  drainage  and  other  purposes  and  remaining 

as  surplusses  after  the  completion  of  the  works  for  which  they  were  raised 

have  been  wrongfully  applied  to  general  municipal  purposes  instead  of  being 

repaid  or  credited  to  the  ratepayers  entitled  thereto;  that  moneys  have  been 

received  by  the  municipality  and  not  credited  or  entered  upon  the  accounts 

of  tlie  township ;  that  transactions  have  taken  place  ostensibly  in  the  interest 

of  tlie  municipality  which  were  really  for  the  personal  benefit  of  individual 

members  of  the  township  council;  that  property  purchased  by  the  township 

council  nominally  for  the  township  has  been  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  Reeve 

of  the  township,  and  to  the  Reeve  himself,  and  that  there  is  every  reason  to 

believe  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  said  township  have  been  conducted 

in    a    loose,  irregular  apd  unbusinesslike  and  wholly  unwarranted  manner, 

and   that  gross  irregularities  have  prevailed  to  a  large  extent  in  connection 

1  herewith. '' 

My  findings  in  connection  with  the  charges  that  drainage  funds  have 
been  misapplied  will  be  found  under  the  head  of  Drainage  Accounts.  The 
r^harg'e  *'that  transactions  have  taken  place  ostensibly  in  the  interests  of  the 
cnnnicipality  which  were  really  for  the  personal  benefit  of  individual  members 
*f  the  township  council,"  and  "that  property  purchased  by  the  township 
!:oiincil  nominally  for  the  township  has  been  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  Reeve 
>f  the  township,  and  to  the  Reeve  himself,"  has  been  carefully  enquired 
nto.  Notices  were  sent  to  all  petitioners,  and  to  present  and  past  members 
if  coxincil,  and  officials  of  the  township,  advising-  that  I  would  meet  the 
petitioners  and  others  at  the  township  hall  in  the  Town  of  Petrolea  on  Mon- 
lav?  IMay  16,  1904,  to  take  evidence  regarding  the  above  charges  and  hear 
tatements  relative  to  the  conditions  of  affairs  in  the  township  generally. 
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The  above  charge  would  appear  to  relate  to  the  purchase  by  the  towiuliip 
of  the  E.  i  of  lot  7,  con.  13.  The  circumstances  attending  the  purchase  ol 
thifl  property  I  find  to  be  as  foUowfi,  (these  findings  being  based  upon  evidence 
taken  and  statements  made  upon  the  day  in  question) :  Upon  this  property 
(50  acres)  was  a  gravel  pit  of  some  19  or  20  acres  which  the  township  vas 
desirous  of  possessing.  The  council  held  a  special  meeting  Dec.  4,  1902,  to 
consider  the  purchase  of  the  property  which  was  being  sold  under  mortgage, 
and  the  Reeve  was  instructed  to  attend  the  sale  on  the  oth  and  bid  up  to 
f 6,000.  The  terms  of  sale'  required  a  payment  of  10  per  cent,  at  time  of 
purchase,  and  a  warrant  was  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  for  $600.00  in  favor 
cf  the  Reeve  to  enable  him  to  comply  with  the  said  terms  in  case  the  tovn- 
ship  bid  was  favorable;  The  Reeve  attended  the  sale,  bought  the  property 
for  $6,600,  and  made  a  deposit  thereon  of  $600.00.  At  a  meeting  of  council 
Dec.  16th,  the  Reeve  reported  his  action,  which  was  duly  recorded.  Tk 
property  was  held  for  about  two  months,  when  it  was  sold  to  one  Thomas 
Franklin,  the  township  reserving  the  gravel  pit  Upon  said  lot  far  999  years, 
paying  therefor  the  sum  of  $1,900,  the  balance  of  the  purchase  price  beinz 
provided  by  the  said  Franklin.  To  save  expense  the  deeds  were  made  direct 
from  the  mortgagees  to  Franklin,  the  township  taking  a  lease  of  the  gravel 
pit  for  the  term  mentioned.  The  conclusion  arrived  at  is,  that  the  interests 
of  the  township  have  not  suffered  in  any  way,  and  that  there  is  no  reflection 
upon  the  Reeve,  members  of  council  or  the  township  officials  in  connection 
with  the  transaction,  beyond  a  suggestion  that  the  details  in  connectiou 
with  the  final  closisig  of  the  traneaction  should  have  been  made  a  matter 
of  record  in  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  council. 

Scop^  OF  Audit. 

Having  dealt  with  perhaps  the  most  serious  matter  complained  of,  I 
come  to  a  consideration  of  the  affairs  of  the  township  in  other  particular?. 

The  inspection  and  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  township  cover* 
the  period  from  1896  down  to  Dec.  31,  1903,  during  the  whole  of  which  time 
Geo.  V.  Wyant  waa  Clerk  and  A.  A.  Dewar  was  Treasurer. 

Besides  the  examination  of  the  accounts  in  general  the  Drainage  Ac- 
counts have  been  exhaustibly  enquired  into,  and  these  have  been  examine*! 
from  the  date  of  initiation  of  the  work  in  each  instance. 

CoLLECToas'  Rolls. 

The  Collector's  rolls  for  the  several  years  have  been  examined  and  han 
generally  been  found  accurate. 

Examination  of  the  arrears  of  taxes  in  the  County  Treasurer's  ofioe 
shows  that  these  have  been  properly  accounted  for  . 

There  has  been  no  proper  return  of  the  taxes  by  the  several  collecton 
to  the  Treasurer  as  prescribed  in  Section  147  and  148  of  the  Municipal  Act. 
No  sworn  statement  has  been  delivered  to  the  Clerk  to  enable  him  to  forvarii 
the  notices  required  under  the  above  section. 

As  stated  previously,  the  collector's  rolls  are  generally  well  and  accurate- 
ly prepared.  The  schedule  or  summary  is,  however,  not  in  accordance  ^tL 
the  statutory  requirements,  inasmuch  as  details  are  not  furnished  shoviD- 
tbe  several  rates  placed  upon  the  roll  for  drainage  and  other  special  rates. 

A  pro-form  exhibit  is  attached  to  this  report  which  sets  forth  a  form  of 
schedule  prepared  in  compliance  with  the  statute,  from  which  the  necessary 
information  can  be  obtained  to  enable  the  township  treasurer  to  make  :b»" 
necessary  entries  upon  his  books. 
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Dbaii^age  Accounts. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  drainage  accounts  of  the  township  has 
been  made^  and  reference  is  found  necessary  to  the  undernamed. 

The  practice  originally,  where  a  surplus  existed  after  the  oompletiou 
of  the  drain,  was  to  make  cash  refunds  of  any  existing  surplus  to  the  rate- 
payers interested.  Later  this  method  was  changed  and  the  return  of  a 
surplus  was  provided  for  by  the  making  of  a  pro-rata  reduction  covering  the 
balance  of  the  existing  assessments.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  said 
that  the  latter  is  really  the  only  equitable  manner  of  dealing  with  refunds, 
the  rebate  thus  being  received  by  the  person  or  persons  properly  eintitled 
thereto.  In  connection  with  these  cash  refunds,  and  allowances  under  the 
engineer's  report,  certain  properties  appear  not  to  have  enjoyed  the  benefits 
of  such.    The  by-laws  and  properties  are  as  follows :

In  treating  drainage  surplusses  by  a  pro-rata  reduction,  covering  the

Drainage  Assets. 

Up  to  the  year  1900  the  township  wae  in  the  habit  of  issuing  debentures 
on  drainage  account,  making  them  repayable  in  equal  annual  sums  of  prin- 
cipal, instead  of  issuing  them  upon  a  sliding  scale,  making  the  total  annual 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  of  an  equal  amount  each  year.  As  a 
consequence  we  find  that  the  township  has  made  temporary  advances  of  a 
considerable  sum  in  connection  with  the  drains  upon  which  debentures  of 
the  class  mentioned  were  issued,  as  per  the  following  schedule :

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Accounts  should  be  opened  for  each  of  these  items,  and,  annjually,  the 
difference  between  the  amounts  of  the  debenture  payments  and  of  the  levy 
should  be  either  debited  or  credited,  as  the  case  may  be,  so  that  each  annual 
statement  will  show  the  total  balances  of  advances  of  the  character  men- 
tioned. These  accounts  thus  treated  will,  with  the  final  levy  in  each  case, 
be  closed.  It  is  possible  that  there  may  be  small  balances  either  way, 
which  should  be  closed  into  general  fund.

The  liability  of  the  township  on  account  of  unprovided  leb  m  nr  w  as  on 
Dec.  31,  1903,  is  |17,155.12. 

The  Township  Auditors  have  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  interest  to  ac- 
(ount  in  their  statement  of  debenture  indebtedness.  This  is  not  correct  and 
should  be  discontinued.  Interest  is  not  chargeable  as  a  liability  for  more 
than  the  current  year. 

Tile,  Stone  and  Thcber  Drainaqe. 

The  Treasurer's  books,  and  where  these  have  not  been  available,  the 
printed  auditor's  reports,  show  the  sum  of  $4,100.00,  entered  as  payments 
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to  ratepayers  for  tile  drainage  purposes.  The  Township  Clerk  has  entered 
annually  upon  the  roll,  collections  covering  loans  amounting  to  f4^00. 

I  find  that  an  item  of  |100.00  paid  to  W.  Miller,  Wi  22,  con.  2,  100 
acres,  presumably  in  the  year  1891,  does  not  appear  to  be  entered  in  the 
Treasurer's  books — ^assuming  the  accuracy  of  the  printed  auditor's  report,  no 
books  being  forthcoming.  This  amount  would  seem  to  be  due  to  the  late 
Treasurer  of  the  township.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  have  not  included 
this  as  a  liability,  simply  drawing  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact. 
The  first  levy  on  account  of  this  property  was  entered  upon  the  roll  of  1892, 
and  has  continued  regularly  since  that  time. 

The  printed  auditor's  report  for  1893  shows  a  payment  of  |200  to  M. 
Merchant,  Nov.  24,  1893  for  tile  drainage  purposes.  The  Collector's  roll 
shows  a  levy  of  $7.36  only,  in  the  years  1894  and  1895,  whereas  $14.72  should 
have  been  collected.  The  final  levy  on  the  full  amount  will  be  entered  in 
the  roll  of  1913.  The  amount  of  $7.36  should  be  charged  against  the  prop- 
erty (W.  i  lot  20,  con.  3)  in  the  years  1914  and  1915. 

An  examination  of  the  tile,  stone  and  timber  drainage  account  shows 
that  levies  for  the  redemption  of  debentures  on  account  of  loans  commenced 
in  1889,  although  the  tile  drain  debentures  were  not  sold  until  L^'i?  t,  and  a 
second  lot  in  1896.  From  1889  to  1894  the  township  advanced  the  money 
out  of  the  General  Fund  and  afterwards  recouped  itself  when  the  debentures 
were  sold.  The  difficulty  which  presents  itself  here  is,  that  the  land  owners 
vrho  began  paying  taxes  in  1869  will  have  paid  the  whole  number  of  assess- 
ments within  20  years  and  that  there  will  still  be  a  number  of  coupons  which 
will  require  to  be  redeemed  by  the  township.  The  liability  of  the  township 
on  account  of  collections  of  this  character,  is  about  $200.00  and  this  I  have 
added  to  the  balance  as  shown  by  the  last  auditor's  report,  making  the  net 
liability  of  the  township  on  Dec.  31,  1903,  $507.84.  This  should  be  carried 
i-»  the  township  ledger  as  a  liability,  and  the  levies  made  each  year  should  be 
credited  thereto,  and  the  paid  coupons  debited. 

Accounts  of  Treasurer. 

The  accounts  of  A.  A.  Dewar,  Treasurer,  have  been  carefully  scrutinized 
both  as  to  receipts  and  expenditures  from  the  date  of  his  appointment  to  of- 
fice July  15,  1896,  down  to  December  31,  1903.  While  the  books  of  account 
are  not  "kept  after  the  most  approved  fashion,  the  revenues  of  the  municipality 
have  been  satisfactorily  accounted  for. 

The  vouchers  in  many  instances  are  not  in  proper  form.  Particularly 
is  this  the  case  with  reference  to  school  orders.  The  Statute  requires  that 
all  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  school  purposes  should  be  signed  by  at  least 
two  of  the  Trustees  and  should  bear  the  corporate  seal. 

The  drainage  accounts  are  not  kept  in  such  form  as  is  recommended. 
The  books  are  not  kept  by  double  entry.  Each  drain  should  be  charged 
with  the  cost  of  construction,  expenses,  etc.,  and  charged  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  debentures.  This  account  should  be  continued  in  the  ledger  as  a  run- 
ning account,  until  the  construction  of  the  drain  has  been  completed  and  the 
surplus,  if  any,  refunded  or  applied,  or  if  a  debit  balance,  then  until  closed 
out  by  a  supplementary  levy. 

If  the  accounts  be  kept  in  this  way  each  financial  statement  issued  will 
show  for  itself  the  exact  standing  of  every  drain. 

Tour  treasurer  has  followed  the  custom  in  vogue  at  the  date  of  his  as- 
sumption of  office  of  debiting  the  drain  account  each  year  with  the  debenture 
and  interest  paid.  Entries  of  this  character  should  not  be  included  in  drain 
accounts.  In  many  instances  levies  are  placed  upon  the  roll  a  year  in  ad- 
vance of  the  debenture  payment  and  if  these  levies  be  credited  up  in  the  year 
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xipon  which  they  are  placed  on  the  roll,  the  drain  account  shows  a  credit  bal- 
ance continuously  through  the  life  of  the  debenture.  This  is  misleading  to 
the  ratepayers  who  assume  that  there  is  a  balance  available  for  distribution 
whereas  such  is  not  the  c&se. 

The  manner  of  dealing  with  levies  for  drainage  and  other  purposes  is 
dealt  with  later  on. 

In  a  case  where  the  work  of  construction  has  not  been  completed  before 
a  first  levy  has  been  made,  and  where  this  levy  takes  the  place  of  the  first 
debenture,  the  balance  only  being  sold,  then,  and  in  such  cases,  the  poiiion  oi 
the  levy  representing  the  principal  should  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  drain 
constru^ction  account,  the  balance  of  the  levy  being  placed  in  the  general 
fund  to  offset  the  interest  to  which  the  township  is  entitled  by  reason  of  its 
having  carried  the  drain  account  during  the  year.  The  Clerk's  salary  be- 
ing fixed  to  include  services  in  connection  with  drainage  by-laws  the  allow- 
ance which  is  provided  for  under  each  of  these  by-laws  for  Clerk's  service? 
should  be  disposed  of  by  resolution  of  conncil  authorizincr  ibt  isbuance  of  a 
cheque  for  the  amount  drawn  in  favor  of  the  Treasurer.  The  Treasin-c^  will 
then  enter  at  the  credit  of  the  general  fund  the  amount  of  the  cheque  re- 
ceived, and  will  charge  the  same  to  the  drain.  The  same  result  can  be  ef- 
fected by  a  journal  entry,  but  as  all  municipal  accounts  are  presumed  to  be 
carried  along  upon  a  receipts  and  expenditures  basis,  the  pa^^siiig  of  the  ac- 
count and  issuing  of  the  cheque  is  the  better  method. 

[Drains  constructed  under  the  D.  &  W.  Act  should  be  disposed  of  in  the 
same  manner.  The  township's  proportion  of  cost  should  be  dealt  w'th  by  is- 
suing a  cheque  and  charging  the  general  fund  and  crediting  the  drain;  a 
cheque  should  be  issued  for  the  Clerk's  fees  which  should  be  credited  to  gen- 
eral fund  and  charged  to  drain. 

When  warrants  are  issued  under  the  D.  &  W.  Act  the  resolution  au- 
thorizing the  payments  should  state  clearly  the  land  chargeable  therewith, 
and  the  Engineer's  certificate  should  be  filed  with  the  Cleik  previous  to  such 
payment. 

Instances  have  occurred  where  ratepayers  have  been  j^ermitted  to  com- 
mute their  assessments  after  the  sale  of  the  debentures.  This  course  should 
not  be  permitted.  Clause  54  of  the  Municipal  Drainage  Act  provides  that 
these  commutations  must  be  made  previous  to  the  sale  of  the  debentures. 

If  the  Treasurer  will  enter  the  amount  realized  from  sale  of  debentures 
in  his  cash  book  in  detail,  that  is,  the  principal,  premium  andi  accrued  in- 
terest received  on  account  of  each  issue  of  debentures,  he  vr'n  then  be  able  to 
credit  each  drain  with  Hs  proper  proportion  of  the  sale  of  debentures  and  can 
prepare  a  statement  setting  forth  the  exact  standing  of  each.  In  his  con- 
nection it  should  be  said  that  only  the  principal  and  premium  should  be 
placed  at  the  credit  of  the  drain.  Accrued  interest  should  be  entered  in  the 
general  fund.  This,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  township  has  paid  inter- 
est on  borrowed  funds  during  the  construction  of  the  drain,  unless  the  deVn- 
tures  have  been  sold  in  advance. i  In  any  case  the  drain  is  not  entitled  to  the 
accrued  interest. 

The  local  auditors  have  been  including  as  assets  certain  amounts  dn^ 
from  other  municipalities  for  drainage  purposes.  This  is  misleading.  As- 
sets of  this  character  are  assets  of  the  drainage  works  and  not  of  the  munici- 
pality. Similarly  sums  due  other  municipalities  on  account  of  drainage 
have  been  improperly  entered  as  liabilities  of  the  townshi]).  The  sums  due 
on  drainage  construction  contracts  have  been  included  as  a  liability  of  the 
municipality  which  they  are  not.  These  have  been  altogether  omitted  from 
our  report.  As  settlements  of  these  claims  are  made  the  proper  debits  and 
credits  will  be  entered  directly  in  the  drain  accounts,  and  will  not  in  any  wav 
affect  the  financial  standing  of  the  municipality  as  a  whole. 
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A  few  small  allowances  covering  Clerk's  fees,  etc.,  may  b"  counted  as  as- 
sets. The  amount  is  so  small  however  that  I  have  not  thought.it  necessary 
to  go  into  detail. 

A  pro-forma  exhibit  is  presented  which  shows  the  form  in  which  the 
journal  entry  should  be  prepared  to  place  the  Collector's  roll  properly  upon 
the  Treasurer's  books.  It  will  be  observed  upon  examination  of  this  form 
that  all  levies  for  debenture  purposes  are  placed  in  an  account  called  ''Deben- 
ture Levies  Account."  As  the  debentures  mature  and  are  paid  they  are 
debited  to  these  accounts,  and  the  balance  at  credit  thereof  represents  the 
amount,  at  all  times,  which  the  Township  Treasurer  has  in  his  possession  for 
the  purpose  of  meeting  debentures,  and  which  sum  is  a  liability  of  the  town- 
ship. 

Financial  Position. 

The  present  financial  standing  of  the  corporation  is  shown  in  statement , 
form.       The  available  assets  |41,486.61,  exceed  the  current  liabilities  fll,- 
444.99  by  a  larger  amount  |30,041.52.    This  sum  is  more  than  twice  greater 
than  the  township,  county  and  general  drain  rates  combined,  and  is  the 
result  of  excessive  levies  for  general  and  other  purposes  over  a  series  of  years. 

It  appears  to  have  been  the  practice  of  the  township  council  to  levy  rates 
n  year  in  advance  of  township  necessities.  The  Clerk  appears  to  have  been 
of  the  opinion  that  the  Municipal  Act  required  this.  Upon  request  being 
made  for  the  authority,  I  am  referred  to  sec.  404  of  the  Consolidated  Munici- 
pal Act,  1903,  which  provides  that  the  council,  ''shall  make  estimates  for  the 
year  in  which  such  sums  are  required  to  be  levied."  The  Clerk  then  goes  on 
1c  say,  "We  made  the  estimate  and  entered  it  into  the  book  for  the  Collector  in 
August,  September  and  October,  1903,  and  collected  in  January,  February 
and  March,  1904,  for  current  expenses  of  1904." 

This  interpretation  of  the  Statute  is  altogether  wrong.  The  council  of 
1903  have  neither  power  nor  authority  to  levy  township  or  county  lates  for 
1904.  Such  procedure  would  place  the  council  of  any  year  entirely  at  the 
mercy  of  the  council  of  the  previous  year.  The  expenditures  of  the  current 
council  could  not  at  any  time,  unless  illegally,  exceed  the  amount  levied  for 
them  by  the  previous  council. 

The  suggestion  is  made  that  the  township  council  should  refer  this  mat- 
ter to  and  act  upon  the  advice  of  its  solicitors. 

General  Remarks. 

I  have  prepared  a  schedule  showing  the  analysis  of  the  Collector's  roll 
which  should  be  prepared  by  the  township  Clerk  and  forwarded  to  the  town- 
sbip  Treasurer  immediately  upon  the  completion  of  the  roll  and  previous  to 
its  being  delivered  to  the  Collector.  From  this  schedule,  the  Treasurer  pre- 
pares the  necessary  journal  entries  to  enable  him  to  get  the  Collector's  roll 
properly  upon  the  ledger. 

Certain  of  the  petitioners  requested  an  examination  of  drain  accounts 
Tehich  had  been  initiated  20  and  25  years  ago,  claiming  that  a  considerable 
surplus  had  never  been  refunded.  In  the  absence  of  books  and  other  infor- 
xnation,  it  is  impossible  to  make  the  examination  desired. 

Objection  has  also  been  taken  to  the  failure  of  the  council  of  the  year 
1 903,  to  prepare,  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal  Act,  a  detailed  financial 
giiatement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  that  year,  also  a  statement  of  as- 
sets and  liabilites.  I  find  that  an  abstract,  only,  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements was  printed.  The  explanation  given  by  the  officials  was,  that 
the  statement  was  not  printed  from  motives  of  economy.      The  council  should 
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comply  with  the  statutory  requir-ements  in  his  respect  regardless  of  the  ex- 
penses attendant  thereon. 

The  volume  of  arrears  of  taxes  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Treasurer  and 
township  should  be  entered  therein. 

Recommendatioxs  . 

As  a  result  of  the  present  examination,  inspection  and  audH  of  the  books, 
uccounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  £ii- 
niskillen,  I  make  the  following  recommendations  : 

(1.)  That  an  official  form  of  receipt,  with  stub  properly  numbered,  shall 
be  adopted  and  that  all  moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer,  from  whateTer 
source,  shall  be  acknowledged  thereon. 

(2.)  That  expenditures  on  award  drains  shall  be  charged  to  their  proper 
individual  accounts  in  the  Treasurer's  ledger  to  be  later  balanced  by  cast 
received  from  the  tax-payer  direct,  from  the  township  for  its  share,  or 
through  the  Collector's  roll. 

(3.)  That  the  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  debenture  register  after  the  form 
now  supplied  and  written  up,  and  that  immediately  upon  the  preparation  of 
aebentures  and  previous  to  delivery,  he  shall  enter  therein  full  details  both  &s 
to  principal,  interest  and  other  required  particulars. 

(4.)  That  the  Treasurer  shall  decline  to  honour  school  warrants,  unless 
the  orders  are  properly  signed  by  at  least  two  Trustees  and  sealed  with  the 
eeal  of  the  school  section. 

(5.)  That  the  Treasurer  shall  decline  to  pay  warrants  when  presented 
by  other  than  the  party  tcr  whom  payable,  unless  (a)  properly  endorsed,  or 
(b)  upon  written  order  authorizing  payment  to  another;  which  order  shall  be 
attached  to  the  warrant  after  being  endorsed  by  the  person  presenting  it. 

(6.)  That  all  accounts  presented  to  the  council  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
fihall  be  certified  by  a  member  of  the  council  having  knowledge  if*  the  work, 
before  being  presented ;  and  that  these  be  properly  numbered  and  kept  on  file 
in  the  Clerk's  office  for  reference. 

(7.)  That  conveniences  for  properly  filing  all  township  documents  be 
provided  for  both  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer. 

(8.)  That  the  Collector  of  taxes  shall  return  his  roll  previous  to  the  8th 
day  of  April  in  each  year  and  that  he  shall  make  his  returns  of  uncollected 
faxes  in  the  form  required  by  statute,  which  includes  a  duplicate  of  the  I^ 
turn,  to  be  made  to  the  township  Clerk. 

(9.)  That  previous  to  the  settlement  of  the  Collector's  roll,  the  Collector 
shall  present  to  the  council  a  statement  of  all  taxes  which  he  has  been  unable 
to  collect,  other  than  those  which  may  by  by-law  be  returned  to  the  county 
Ireasurer;  and  that  such  statement  shall  be  passed  upon  and  confirmed  by 
the  council  either  by  issuance  of  a  warrant,  or  passing  of  a  resolution  before 
being  accepted  by  the  Treasurer  in  his  settlement  with  the  Collector. 

(10.)  That  the  Treasurer  shall  propare  and  enter  in  the  back  of  or  attach 
to  the  Collector's  roll  a  statement  showirig  the  settlement  by  the  Collector, 
including  the  several  dates  of  payment  of  collected  taxes,  the  balance  uncol- 
lected and  included  in  the  return  to  the  Treasurer  and  the  amount  allowed 
by  order  of  the  council,  and  that  the  Treasurer  shall  certify  in  said  roll  that 
he  has  received  the  amount  reported  and  has  entered  the  same  in  his  cash 
book. 

(11.)  That  proper  books  of  account  should  be  opened  in  accordance  with 
the  findings  of  this  report,  and  that  tiiese  books  should  be  written  up  from 
Dec.  31 1  1903;  the  Treasurer  being  instructed  in  the  keeping  thereof  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  work. 
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Conclusion. 

I  should  be  remiss  in  my  duty  if  I  did  not,  in  a  formal  way,  acknowledge 
1  he  services  rendered  during  the  audit  by  the  township  clerk.  The  township 
should  consider  itself  fortunate  in  the  possession  of  so  competent  and  pains- 
taking an  official.  In  my  whole  experience  I  have  not  found  in  any  town- 
ptip  better  conditions  in  a  Clerk's  office  than  in  the  present  case. 

The  township  Treasurer  cheerfully  furnished  such  information  as  was 
required  of  him  from  time  to  nine  during  the  examination  of  the  accounts. 

The  work  of  examination  of  the  accounts  in  connection  with  this  town- 
ship have  been  very  onerous  owing  to  the  very  large  number  of  drainage 
works  (over  135  drainage  account  having  been  examined). 

The  attention  of  the  council  is  called  to  Sec.  4,  Chapter  228  R.S.O.,  1897, 
which  requires  that  the  recommendations  made  in  this  report  shall  be  car- 
ried into  effect. 

I  shall  be  pleased  to  furnish  further  explanations  and  advise  with  the 
council  with  reference  to  any  of  the  matters  or  any  of  the  recommendations 
contained  in  this  report.      AU  of  which  is  respectfuUv  submitted.

The  following:  extract  from  F.  H.  Macpherson's  report  re  audit 
County  Kent,  1903,  will  be  found  most  valuable: 

Arrears  of  Taxes. 

There  has  been  absolutely  no  check  as  between  the  local  municipalities 
and  the  County  Treasurer's  office  in  respect  of  the  collection  of  arrears  of 
taxes.  It  may  not  be  amiss  if  I  quote  from  a  report  sent  to  the  county  coun- 
cil by  the  defaulting  Treasurer  Shambleau,  in  June,  1891,  to  show  that  this 
official  had  knowledge  at  that  early  date  of  the  looseness  which  prevailed, 
and  that  he  then  pointed  out  the  opportunity  which  existed  for  practising 
irregularities.       The  paragraph  reads  : 

"Tour  honourable  body  must  bear  in  mind  that  no  audit  has  been  made 
of  the  wild  land  tax  since  the  formation  of  the  county  in  1855,  a  i>ortion  of 
any  auditor's  work  very  much  neglected,  for  it  is  in  this  account  any  treas- 
urer can  use  moneys  that  would  not  be  discovered  iii  a  general  or  such  faulty 
auditing  as  has  been  the  custom  to  be  done  in  this  office,  and  wou}d  recom- 
mend that  most  efficient  auditors  should  be  secured  and  kept  permanently 
at  the  work  from  year  to  year.'* 

I  have  provided  for  a  system  of  reports  between  the  officials  of  the  minor 
municipalities  and  the  county  which,  if  carried  into  effect,  will  at  least  put 
the  local  municipalities  in  poesession  of  information  as  to  the  amount*  re- 
maining uncollected  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Treasurer  from  time  to  time. 
or  if  collected  then  not  accounted  for. 

To  properly  carry  into  effect  the  scheme  proposed,  the  co-operation  rf 
the  municipalities  is  requisite  and  necessary.     The  system  is  as  foUows: 

(1)  Each  township  or  municipality  returning  arrears  of  taxes  to  tie 
county  Treasurer  for  collection  to  obtain  a  land  register,  the  counterpart  of 
the  one  now  in  the  countv  Treasurer's  office. 

(2)  The  land  register  to  be  written  up  showing  the  taxes  and  percentai??? 
uncollected  as  on  Dec.  31,  1902. 

(3)  This  book  is  to  be  kept  by  the  local  treasurer. 

(4)  Upon  receipt  by  the  local  treasurer  of  the  clerk's  returns  of  nou- 
resident  taxes  (a  duplicate  of  one  forwarded  by  the  clerk  to  the  county)  the 
treasurer  to  enter  in  the  land  register  the  taxes  against  the  several  propertie? 

(5)  Similarly,  upon  receipt  by  the  local  treasurer  of  the  collector's  rerun 
of  uncollected  taxes,  he  shall  prepare  his  return  of  taxes  to  the  county  trea?- 
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iirer  in  duplicate.  The  original  he  shall  forward  to  the  county  official. 
From  the  duplicate  he  shall  enter  in  the  land  register  the  taxes  so  returned 
y gainst  the  several  properties. 

(6.)  Upon  May  Ist  in  each  year,  the  county  Treasurer  shall  prepare  a 
statement,  showing  in  detail  the  percentages  added  to  the  several  properties, 
a  copy  of  which  he  will  forthwith  mail  to  the'local  Treasurer. 

(7)  Upon  receipt  thereof,  the  local  Treasurer  will  post  to  the  debfE  of 
the  several  accounts  in  his  land  register,  the  percentages  so  added  by  the 
county  Treasurer. 

(8.)  The  county  Treasurer  will  as  early  as  possible  after  January  1st 
and  July  1st,  in  each  year,  forward  to  tte  local  Treasurer,  a  statement  (up- 
r.n  the  form  supplied)  showing  in  detail  the  amounts  collected  during  the  pre- 
ceding half  year,  together  with  a  cheque  in  settlement  thereof. 

(9)  The  local  Treasurer  will,  immediately  upon  receipt  of  this  state- 
ment, enter  to  the  credit  of  the  several  lots  upon  which  the  taxes  have  been 
paid,  the  amount  as  stated  by  the  county  Treasurer  in  his  report. 

(10)  When  for  any  reason,  taxes  are  written  off  by  resolution  of  the 
council  of  the  local  municipality  the  Clerk  is  to  furnish  the  township  Treas- 
urer with  a  duplicate  of  the  resolution  forwarded  to  the  County  Treasurer, 
when  the  local  Treasurer  will,  in  his  land  register,  on  the. credit  side,  make 

the  following  entry:       ''"Written  off  bv  resolution  of  council  dated 

1903''. 

(11.)  Immediately  at  the  conclusion  of  a  sale  of  lands  for  arrears  of 
taxes,  the  county  Treasurer  to  forward  to  each  local  municipality,  a  state- 
ment, showing  the  properties  disposed  of  and  the  sum  realized,  making  spe- 
cific mention  of  any  properties  that  have  not  brought  the  full  amount  of 
taxes  charged  against  them. 

This  statement  to  be  accompanied  by  a  cheque  covering  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale.  The  local  Treasurer  wil^  credit  t^hch  property  included  in  such  re- 
turn, making  an  entry  under  the  proper  date  as  follows:        "By  Tax  Sale 

1903,  $ "     In  case  the  property  be  sold  for  less  than  the  taxes  against 

it,  a  further  entry  will  be  needed  to  balance  the  account,    viz.  if    ''Loss  on 
Realization  at  Tax  Sale  (1903),  $ '  . 

■ 

(12.)  The  county  Treasurer  to  forward  to  the  local  Tr'n.sater  a  diipli- 
cate  of  his  return  to  the  Clerk,  of  ccfupied  lands  to  be  plac  d  upon  the  Col- 
lector's roll;  upon  receipt  of  which  the  local  Treasurer  will  make  an  entry 
upon  the  credit  side  of  the  land  ledger,  viz:  "By  returned  to  Clerk,  Roll 
1903,1 ". 

(13.)  Immediately  after  the  Ist  of  January  in  each  yeai,  the  county 
Treasurer  to  forward  a  statement  in  detail,  of  all  uncollected  taxes  appear- 
ing in  his  land  register  as  at  Dec.  31st,  previous,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  local  mu- 
nicipality, which  statement  the  Clerk  shall  deliver  to  the  auditors. 

Forms  for  the  several  returns  required  to  carry  out  the  procedure  here 
outlined  have  been  furnished.  The  returns  of  the  uncollect ci  inx^s  oome 
into  the  county  Treasurer's  office,  in  the  majority  of  instances,  in  a  crude 
:£onn,  and  with  insufficient  particulars.  Forms  of  returns  giving  the  neces- 
sary information  can  be  obtained  from  the  publishers  of  municipal  forms,  and 
I  would  suggest  that  the  county  might  supply  these  to  the  local  municipal- 
ities in  order  to  provide  that  uniformity  which  is  desirable. 

I  have  entered  into  considerable  detail  in  the  foregoing,  so  that  the  of- 
ficials of  the  local  municipalities  may  not  experience  difficulty  in  putting  the 
new  procedure  into  practice.

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I  would  direct  special  attention  to  pages  97-99  report  Tilbury  West, 
as  containing  a  draft  of  a  by-law  wtich  most  municipalities  will  find  very 
useful  in  the  event  of  their  having  to  place  a  by-law  before  the  ratepayers. 

I  would  also  call  attention  to  I  he  extracts  128  from  tha  report  Couniy 
of  Kent,  made  last  year  by  M.  Macpherson.  A  careful  study  will  repay  any 
municipality.  Had  this  plan  been  carried  out  the  late  defaulting  Treasurer 
of  the  county  of  Kent  could  not  have  carried  out  his  schemes  of  plundering 
the  municipality  to  such  a  great  extent.

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Inteoductort. 

In  submitting  the  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Commission,  covering  the 
year  1904,  it  has  been  thought  advisable  in  view  of  the  amendment  of  the 
Act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  authorizing  the  extension  of 
the  road  north  from  New  Liskeard  to  divide  the  portion  of  the  report  relating 
io  construction  into  two  parts,  the  first  dealing  with  the  line  from  North  Bay 
to  New  Liskeard,  being  the  portion  originally  authorized  bv  the  Act,  and  the 
second  dealing  with  the  extension  beyond  New  Liskeard  authorized  by  the 
amendment  at  last  session. 

This  is  followed  by  two  further  divisions,  the  one  relating  to  rolling 
stock  and  equipment,  the  other  to  the  finances. 

Early  in  the  year  Mr.  A.  E.  Ames  resigned  from  the  Commission  and 
Mr.  Robert  Jaffray  was  appointed  in  his  stead.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mission held  on  February  28th,  1904,  Mr.  Jaffray  was  duly  elected  Chairman. 

In  September,  Mr.  P.  E.  Ryan,  who  had  been  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
the  Commission  from  the  time  of  its  organization  resigned  to  accept  the  Secre- 
taryship of  the  Transcontinental  Railway  Commission,  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Pear- 
son, formerly  Accountant  of  this  Commission,  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

A  special  report  b^'  Mr.  A.  W.  Campbell,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  on  the  proposed  land  grant,  prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Commis- 
sion is  appended.

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PART  I. 

CONSTRUCTION  WORK— NORTH  BAY  TO  NEW  LISKEARD. 

The  progress  made  during  the  year  by  Mr.  A.  R.   Macdonell  under  hip 
.v^ntract  for  oonstruction  of  the  line  appears  in  the  Engineer's     report     ap- 
pended hereto.       As  there  appears  the  Contractor  claimed  that  he  should  be 
(rranted  under  his  contract  an  extension  of  three  months  seasonable  weather 
to  complete  the  trestle  filling  and  ballasting.       As  this  particular  work  could 
iiot  be  carried  on  during  the  winter  season  this  meant  leaving  the  road  in  the 
hands  of  the  Contractor  until,  say,  15th  August,  1905.     Meantime  there  was 
an  urgent  demand  by  the  public  includino-  not  only  settlers  to  the   north 
but  numerous  parties  interested  in  lumbering,  or  desirous  of  establishinf?  busi- 
nesses of  different  kinds  on  the  line  of  railway  for  an  efficient  service.       The 
contractor  was  without  the  equipment,  organization  or  staff  essential  to  give 
a  satisfactory  service,  nor  was  it.  possible  then  to  establish  a  tariff  of  rates  or  to 
make  traffic  arrangements  with  other  roads  on  the  permanence  of  which  those 
desiring  to  establish  industries  on  the  line  of  railway  could  depend.       Under 
Ihese  circumstances  the  Commisison  considered  the  interestes  of    the,   public 
would  best  be  served  by  granting  the  Contractor  the  extension  of  time  asked, 
subject  to  the  right  of  the  Commission  to  operate  the  road  meantime  without 
thereby  relieving  the  Contractor  from  the  obligations  of  his  contract.     Nego- 
tiations were  accordingly  entered  into  with  the  Contractor  which  finally  re- 
sulted in  the  following  agreen^nt : 

This  Indenture  made  the  nineteenth  day  of  November,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  four,  between  Allan  Ranald  Macdonell  of  the  City  of 
Montreal  hereinafter  called  the  "Contractor",  of  the  first  part. 

The  Honouhable  Willlam  Harty  of  the  City  of  Kingston,  Manufacturer, 
and  Thomas  Long  of  the  City  of  Toronto,  Merchant,  hereinafter  called  the 
''Surviving  Sureties",  of  the  second  part. 

The  said  Thomas  Long  and  John  Menelaus  Hopkins,  of  the  Town  of 
Collingwood,  Bookkeeper,  the  Executors  of  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of 
<^he  late  John  J.  Long,  in  his  lifetime  of  the  said  town  of  Collingwood,  here- 
inafter called  the  * 'Executors",  of  the  third  part,  and  The  Temiskaming  and 
Xobthehn  Ontario  Railvvtay  Commission,  hereinafter  called  the  'Tommis- 
sion",  of  the  fourth  part. 

WHEREAS  the  Contractor  has  applied  to  the  Commission  for  an  exten- 
sion of  time  to  complete  the  work  called  for  by  a  certain  contract  between 
him  and  the  said  Commission,  dated  the  third  day  of  October,  1902,  for  the 
construction  of  the  Commission's  line  of  railway  from  Tforth  Bay  to  New  Lis- 
keard. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  survivinor  sureties  and  the  said  John  J.  Long, 
deceased,  were  the  sureties  for  the  said  Contractor  for  the  due  completion  of 
said  contract  on  the  terms  of  their  bond  to  the  said  Commission  attached  to 
paid  contract  and  the  said  surviving  sureties  and  the  said  executors  have 
joined  the  said  Contractor  in  such  request  for  an  extension  of  time. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Commission  has  agreed  to  extend  the  time  for  the 
completion  of  said  work  subject  to  the  terms  hereof.

NOW  THESE  PRESENTS  WITNESS  that  the  agreement  between  the 
parties  in  the  premises  is  as  follows, — 

The  15th  day  of  August,  1905,  is  hereby  substituted  for  the  -31st  day  of 
December,  1904,  as  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  work  called  for  by  said 
contract  of  the  said  3rd  day  of  October,  1902. 

2.  The  Commission  shall  be  at  liberty  to  take  over  and  operate  the  said 
line  of  railway  at  any  time  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1905,  without  pre- 
judice to  its  rights  under  the  said  contract  of  the  3rd  day  of  October,  1902, 
as  hereby  amended,  and  without  such  taking  over  and  operating  of  the  said 
road  being  deemed  to  be  or  constitute  any  acceptance  of  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof  as  being  completed  as  required  by  said  contract;  and  it  ia  understood 
that  the  Commission  shall  take  possession  of  and  operate  the  said  I'ne  of  rail- 
way as  soon  after  the  said  first  day  of  January,  1905,  as  it  shall  be  able  to  com- 
plete its  arrangements  for  so  doing,  and  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1905,  provided,  that  if  from  any  unforeseen  cause  not  the  fault  of  the 
said  contractor  the  Commission  shall  not  be  able  to  so  take  possession  by  the 
said  first  day  of  February,  1905,  it  will  take  possession  as  soon  as  possible  after 
that  date  and  will  indemnify  said  Contractor  from  loss,if  any  shall  be  sustained 
by  him,  in  the  operation  of  said  line  of  railway  between  said  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1905,  and  the  time  when  possession  shall  be  taken  by  the  Commission 
without  any  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Contractor  to  account  to  the  Commis- 
sion for  the  profit  if  it  shall  turn  out  that  such  operation  by  him  after  said 
first  day  of  February,  1905,  shall  result  in  profit,  the  loss  of  the  Contractor  on 
such  operation,  if  any,  to  be  ascertained  and  fixed  by  the  Engineer,  whose  de- 
cision in  the  premises  shall  be  final. 

3.  After  the  said  Commission  shall  hav^so  taken  over  the  said  road  the 
Contractor  shall  be  bound  to  carry  on  and  complete  his  work  without  interfer- 
ing with  the  operation  of  said  line  of  railway,  and  he  and  h^'s  servants  and  em- 
ployees and  his  trains,  engines  and  other  equipment,  and -also  all  sub-contract- 
ors, their  servants  and  employees  and  their  trains,  engines  and  other  equip- 
ment shall  in  all  respects  be  subject  to  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  oflicere. 
agents  and  servants  of  the  Commission  engaged  in  or  connected  with  the 
operation  of  the  said  road,  and  shall  be  bound  to  comply  with  and  conform  io 
all  the  orders,  regulations  and  directions  of  the  Commission  and  of  its  officers, 
agents  and  servants  engaged  in  or  connected  with  the  operation  of  the  said 
road,  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  these  presents  being,  that  in  considera- 
tion of  such  extension  of  time  and  of  the  other  terms  hereof,  the  Contractor 
shall  complete,  finish  and  fuly  do  and  execute  the  work  called  for  by  his  said 
contract,  subject  to  the  operation  of  the  said  road  by  the  Commission  and  with- 
out any  interference  with  the  operation  thereof  except  such  as  shall  be  per- 
mitted or  authorized  bv  the  Commission  through  its  officers  duly  designated 
and  accredited  in  that  behalf. 

4.  The  Contractor  shall  be  charged  with  and  shall  pay  such  proportion 
(if  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  right  of  way,  track  and  equipment  of  any 
portion  of  the  said  road  over  which  the  trains,  engines  and  workmen  of  the 
Contractor  or  of  any  sub-contractors  shall  pass  or  l>e  employed  or  engaged  un- 
til the  final  completion  of  the  said  work  as  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Commi>- 
v<»ion  shall  determine  to  be  fair  and  reasonable,  having  due  regard  to  the  use  of 
said  right  of  way  and  track  equipment  for  operation  and  for  purposes  of  con- 
struction respectively,  and  the  decision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  as  to  such  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  maintenance  payable  by  the  Contractor  as  aforesaid 
f^hall  be  absolutely  final,  binding  and  conclusive  upon  the  parties,  and  the 
amount  so  adjudged  to  be  due  by  the  Contractor  may  be  deducted  from  time 
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to  time  by  the  Commission  from  any   moneys   payable   by   thB   Commission 
to  tlie  said  Contractor. 

5.  While  the  said  Contractor  is  engaged  in  completing  his  work  under 
said  contract  of  the  3rd  day  of  October,  1902,  within  the  time  hereby  limited 
in  that  behalf,  and  under  the  contract  between  him  and  the  Commission  of 
the  seventh  day  of  June,  1904,  for  construction  of  an  extension  of  said  line  of 
railway  north  of  New  Liskeard  within  the  time  limited  in  that  behalf  in  said 
last  mentioned  contract,  the  said  Commission  shall  allow  the  said  Contractor 
and  all  sub-contractors  under  him  the  following  special  rates  for  men, 
material  and  supplies  for  or  connected  with  said  work  of  construction  re- 
quired to  be  transported  or  conveyed  over  any  portion  of  the  said  line  of  rail- 
way south  of  New  Liskeard,  that  is  to  say,  for  men  a  rate  of  one  cent  per  man 
per  mile,  and  for  materials  and  supplies  a  rate  of  one-half  cent  per  ton  per 
mile. 

6.  Should  the  Commission  take  possession  of  said  line  of  railway  here- 
under before  the  15th  day  of  January,  1905,  H  will  on  said  15th  day  of  Jan- 
uary pay  to  the  Contractor  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  cash 
on  account  of  the  rebate  which  the  said  Commission  is  entitled  to  hold  back 
from  the  said  Contractor  under  the  terms  of  the  said  contract  of.  the  3rd  day 
of  October,  1902,  and  should  the  Commission  not  take  possession  before  said 
15th  day  of  January,  1905,  it  will  make  such  payment  of  two  hundred  thous- 
and dollars  to  the  Contractor  on  the  15th  day  of  February,  1905. 

7.  Subject  to  the  amendments  hereby  made,  the  said  contract  of  the  3rd 
day  of  October,  1902,  and  the  bond  of  the  said  sureties  for  securing  due  per-' 
formance*  thereof  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force,  virtue  and  effect,  and  the 
surviving  sureties  and  the  estate  of  the  said  John  J.  Long  shall  be  and  con- 
tinue liable  on  said  bond  for  the  due  performance  of  the  said  contract  as  here- 
by amended,  and  all  rights,  remedies  and  powers  of  the  said  Commission  and 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  thereof  conferred,  given  or  reserved  in  and  by  said  con- 
tract and  bond  are  subject  to  the  amendments  hereby  made  expressly  reserved.

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Later,  the  executors  of  the  estate  of  J.  J.  Long  declined  to  execute  tliM 
agreement  but  the  matter  was  closed  without  their  signatures  on  the  strength 
of  the  following  letter  from  the  other  sureties :

Gentlemen, — As  two  of  the  sureties  for  due  execution  by  A.  R.  Macdonell 
of  work  under  his  contract  with  you  of  3rd  October,  1902,  we  consent  to  lue 
completion  and  delivery  of  the  agreement  of  the  19th  November.  1904,  with- 
out execution  of  same  by  the  executors  of  the  Estate  of  John  J.  Long,  the 
other  surety,  and  agree  that,  notwithstanding  the  failure  of  the  executors  to 
execute  such  agreement,  our  obligation  under  the  original  bond  as  modifed 
by  the  said  agreement  of  19th  November,  1904,  shall  continue  binding  upon 
us  and  each  of  us.

In  this  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  in  view  of  numerous  en- 
quiries to  fix  freight  rates  and  make  traffic  arrangements,  and  in  anticipation 
of  taking  over  and  operating  the  road  from  North  Bay  to  New  Liskeard,  jIt. 
J.  H.  Black  was,  on  24th  September,  1904,  appointed  General  Freight  and 
Passenger  Agent,  and  was  subsequently  made  General  Superintendent.

for  erection  purposes  only,  and  would  not  be  intended  to  provide  for  traffic. 

From  the  Canadian  Bridge  Company,  Walkerville,  f23,970.  The  Com- 
mission to  furnish  in  place,  maintain  and  afterwards  remove  the  necesean 
false  work  for  the  erection  of  the  bridge  on  the  bridge  site.  The  quotatioD 
does  not  con.template  the  planing  of  the  sheared  edges  and  ends  in  aoconi' 
a  nee  with  paragraph  141  of  the  specifications.  If  this  planing  is  required, 
f  500  should  be  added  to  their  quotation,  making  a  price  of  $24,470. 

From  the  Canada  Foundry  Company,  Toronto,  $26,200.  False  work  in 
be  supplied  by  the  Commission  on  the  bridge  site ;    or  f25,600  to  supply  and 
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erect  from  a  temporary  trestle  built  by  the  Commission  directly  to  the  north 
of  the  bridge  site. 

From  the  Dominion  Bridge  Company,  Montreal,  |19,815.  The  Com- 
mission to  provide  trestle  for  use  of  its  trains  above  the  location  of  the  bridge, 
or  119,495  if  trestle  put  in  by  the  Commission  is  placed  upon  the  bridge  site, 
and  so  cohstructed  as  to  be  available  for  use  in  setting  the  metal  work. 

The  tender  of  the  Dominion  Bridge  Co.  being  the  lowest  was  accepted 
and  the  following  contract  was  entered  into  with  that  Company :  — 

ARTICLES  OF  AGREEMENT  made  in  duplicate  this  thirtieth  day  of 
March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four,  between 

Dominion  Bridge  Company,  Limited,  hereafter  called  the  Contractor,  of 
the  one  pa^t;  and  The  Temiskaming  and  Northern  Ontario  Railway  Com- 
mission, hereafter  called  the  Commission,  of  the  other  part.

Commission  between  North  Bay  and  New  Liskeard. 

2.  The  Contractor  shall  supply  and  provide  all  and  ev^ry  kind  of  work, 
labor,  materials,  articles  and  things  whatsoever  necessary  for  the  due  con- 
struction and  erectibn,  and  will  well  and  duly  build,  erect  and  complete  in  a 
perfect  and  workmanlike  manner  a  steel  bridge  for  the  crossing  of  the  Mont- 
real River  by  the  line  of  railway  of  the  Commission  to  consist  of  three 
rivetted  lattice  spans  as  per  attached  plans  with  all  necessary  appliances  ready 
to  receive  the  rails,  in  strict  compliance  with  the  latest  Dominion  Govern- 
ment specifications  as  to  material  and  workmanship,  and  on  class  one  loading 
of  same  specifications  as  to  strength  and  in  strict  compliance  with  the  plans 
hereto  annexed  and  to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector  as  to  mater- 
ial and  workmanship  of  the  structure,  and  to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  the 
Engineer  as  to  erection  and  completion  thereof,  it  being  agreed  that  the  said 
work  shall  include  the  placing  of  ties  and  guard  ra'ls  and  the  painting  of  the 
structure  after  erection,  and  will  cieliver  the  same  complete  to  the.  Commis- 
sion on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  August,  1904,  or  on  or  before  such  later  date 
Si  8  on  the  written  applica.tion  of  the  Contractor  for  an  extension  of  time  the 
Kngineer  may  in  writing  substitute,  time  being  deemed  to  be  material  and  of 
the  essence  of  this  contract. 

3.  The  Inspector  shall  be  the  sole  judg-e  of  the  material  and  workman- 
ship used  in  the  said  structure  and  his  decision  on  all  questions  in  dispute 
with  regard  to  such  material  and  workmanship  shall  be.  final,  and  the  same 
shall  be  executed  to  his  satisfaction  as  evidenced  by  his  certificate  in  writing, 
and  the  Engineer  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  erection  and  completion  of 
the  said  work  and  his  decision  on  all  questions  in  dispute  with  rearard  to  same 
shall  be  final,  and  the  same  shall  be  executed  to  his  satisfaction  as  evidenced 
l>y  his  certificate  in  writing  which  certificates  by  the  Inspector  and  Engineer 
siiall  be  conditions  precedent  to  the  right  of  the  Contractor  to  be  paid  for  said 
x^ork. 

4.  The  Inspector  and  all  persons  from  time  to  time  authorized  by  him 
in  that  behalf  shall  have  free  entry  and  access  to  the  works  of  the  Contractor 
at  all  times  while  this  contract  is  beipg  performed,  and  shall  have  all  reason- 
able facilities  afforded  to  him  and  his  representatives  as   aforesaid  to  satisfy 
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them  thait  the  same  is  being  carried  out  and  performed  in  accordance  with  this 
contract. 

5.  All  materials  plant  and  tools  required  for  or  in  connection  with  the 
siaid  work  shall  be  delivered  by  the  contractor  f  .o.b.  cars  at  North  Bay  but 
same  and  the  engineers  and  other  workmen  of  the  Contractor  necessary  for 
the  erection  of  said  structure  shall  be  transported  and  conveyed  by  the  Com- 
mission from  North  Bay  to  the  Bridge  site  free  of  charge  to  the  Contractor 
and  the  Commission  shall  further  transport  c^nd  convey  such  eng'ineers  work- 
men and  tools  and  other  erection  plant  back  from  the  Bridge  site  to  Xorti 
Bay  free  of  charge  to  the  Contractor. 

6.  The  Commission  shall  set  up  a  trestle  for  the  use  of  its  trains  upon 
the  location  of  the  bridge  at  such  time  and  so  constructed  as  to  be  available 
for  the  use  of  the  contractor  in  setting  the  metal  worJc  and  the  contractor 
shall  carry  on  the  work  of  erection  and  all  matters  connected  therewith  so  that 
the  same  shall  not  at  any  time  interfere  with  the  necessary  train  traffic  of  the 
Commission  and  of  the  contractors  for  the  construction  of  said  line  of  railway. 

7.  The  Commission  in  consideration  of  the  premises  covenants  with  int* 
contractor  that  the  contractor  from  time  to  time  in  all  respects  having  fulfilled 
and  performed  the  provisions  of  this  contract  on  the  contractors  part  intended 
to  be  fulfilled  and  performed  will  be  paid  for  and  in  respect  of  the  said  work 
the  sum  of  nineteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-five  ($19,495.00)  dol- 
lars payable  as  follows :  Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  any  shipment  of  ma- 
terials upon  delivery  of  same  on  board  cars  at  the  works  of  the  contractor  in 
Montreal;  twenty  per  cent,  additional  upon  delivery  of  same  f  .o.b.  cars  at 
North  Bay  and  the  balance  on  monthly  progress  estimates  certified  by  the  En- 
gineer as  the  erection  of  the  work  proceeds.

For  leaving  out  lavatories  in  Haileybuxy  station  a  reduction  of  |250.00 
from  original  tender,  and  for  a  heating  system  for  the  several  stations  an 
addition  of  $600  to  his  original  tender. 

These  tenders  called  for  larger  expenditure  than  was  considered  prudent* 
and  the  question  of  the  erection  of  stations  was,  on  considerations,  deferred. 

Latsr  in  the  season  tenders  were  again  called  for  on  amended  drawings, 
and  in  this  case  to  cover  not  only  stations  at  Temagami,  Haileybury  and 
New  Liskeard,  as  originally  contemplated,  but  also  at  Whitefield  and  the 
Montreal  River. 

These  tenders  were  opened  on  November  12th,  as  follows :

The  tender  of  O'Boyle  Bros.,  being  the  lowest,  was  accepted,  and  it 
was  decided  to  add  a  sixth  station  at  Cobalt,  on  the  same  plan  and  for  the 
same  price  as  those  at  Widdifield  and  Montreal  River,  and  the  following 
contract  was  entered  into  with  the  successful  tenderers :  . 

ARTICLES  OF  AGREEMENT  made  in  duplicate  this  sixth  day  of 
December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1904,  between  John  O'Boyle  and  D. 
O'Boyle,  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ontario,  trading  Under  the  firm  name  of 
O'BoYLE  Bros.,  hereinafter  called  the  "Contractors,"  of  the  firit  part; 
and  The  Temiskaming  &  Northern  Ontario  Railway  Commission,  here- 
inafter called  "  The  Commii^sion,"  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH : 

1.  In  this  contract  the  word  "work"  or  "works"  shall,  unless  the  con- 
text requires  a  different  meaning,  mean  the  whole  of  the  work  and  materials, 
matters,  and  things  required  to  be  done,  furnished  and  performed  under 
this  contract.  The  word  "Engineer"  shall  mean  the  Chief  Engineer  for 
the  time  being  appointed  by  the  Commission  and  having  control  over  the 
work. 

2.  The  Contractors  will,  at  their  own  expense,  provide  all  and  every 
kind  of  work,  labor,  materials,  articles,  and  thing  whatsoever  for  the  due 
construction  and  completion^,  and  will  well  and  duly  build  and  complete 
in  a  perfect  and  workmanlike  manner  six  station  houses  on  the  right  of  way 
of  the  Temiskaming  &  Northern  Ontario  Railway,  on  sites  to  be  selected 
by  the  said  Engineer  at  or  near  the  following  points,  that  i&^  to  say,  at 
Widdifield,  about  the  fourteenth  mile;  at  Temagami,  about  the 
seventy-second     mile;     at     Montreal     Riveu,      about     the     ninety-fourth

mile ;  at  Cobalt,  about  one  hundred  and  first  mile ;  at  Haileybury,  about  oLe 
hundred  and  six  mile ;  at  New  Liskeard,  about  one  hundred  and  twelfth 
mile;  with  all  necessary  appliances  for  use  by  the  Commission  in  connection 
with  said  railway,  in  etrict  compliance  with  the  specifications  hereto  an- 
nexed, and  with  the  plans  and  drawings  relating  thereto,  to  the  complete 
fibtisfaction  of  the  Engineer,  and  will  deliver  the  said  stations  at  New  Lis- 
keard and  Haileybury  complete  to  the  Commission  or  before  the  first  day  of 
April  1905;  the  said  stations  at  Temagami  complete  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  May,  1905,  and  the  eaid  stations  at  Widdifield,  Montreal  River  and 
Cobalt  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  1905,  time  being  agreed  to  be 
material  and  of  the  essence  of  this  contract.  The  said  stations  at  Widdifield, 
Montreal  River  and  Cobalt  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  plan  prepared  by  the 
Engineer  known  as  Plan  No.  5 ;  the  stations  at  Temagami  and  Haileybury  to  be 
in  accordance  with  the  plan  known  as  Plan  Number  3j,  and  the  station  at 
New  Liskeard  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  Plan  known  as  Plan  Number  6. 

3.  The  Contractors  shall  forthwith  commence  work  and  shall  proceed 
diligently  therewith  at  the  rate  required  by  the  Engineer,  and  shall  complete 
the  work,  including  extras  and  alterations  and  notwithstanding  any  delay 
or  hindrance  by  the  Commission  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer  by  the 
said  date  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  paragraph  or  by  such  other  date 
as  on  the  written  application  of  the  Contractors  for  an  extension  of  time 
the  Engineer  may  in  writing  substitute,  and  in  default  shall  pay  to  the 
Commission  by  way  of  liquidated  damages  the  aum  of  four  dollars  for  each 
station  for  each  day  which  may  elapse  after  the  said  date  mentioned  in  the 
last  preceding  paragraph,  or  the  date  expressly  substituted  therefore  in 
manner  aforesaid  by  the  Engineer,  until  the  whole  work  shall  be  so  com- 
pleted and  delivered. 

4.  The  Engineer  shall  be  at  liberty  at  any  time  either  before  the 
commencement  or  during  the  construction  of  the  works  or  any  portion 
thereof  to  order  any  extra  work  to  be  done  and  to  make  any  changes  which 
he  may  deem  expedient  in  the  dimensions,  character,  nature,  location  or 
position  of  the  works  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  or  in  any  other  matter  or 
thing  connected  with  the  works,  whether  or  not  such  changes  increase  or 
diminish  the  work  to  be  done  or  the  cost  of  doing  the  same,  and  the  Con- 
tractors shall  immediately  comply  with*  all  requisitions  of  the  Engineer  in 
that  behalf,  and  shall  commence  and  complete  the  work  so  ordered  to  be 
done  within  the  time  specified  by  the  Engineer,  and  that  the  Contracton 
shall  not  make  any  change  in  or  addition  to  or  omission  or  deviation  from 
the  work,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  payment  for  any  change,  addition, 
deviation  or  extra  work  unless  such  change,  addition,  omission,  deviation  or 
extra  work  shall  have  been  first  directed  in  writing  by  the  Elngineer 
and  notified  to  the  Contractors,  and  the  decision  of  the  Engineer  as  to 
whether  any  such  change  or  deviation  increased  or  diminishes  the*  wort 
and  as  to  the  allownace  to  be  made  to  the  Contractors  or  deducted  from 
the  Contractors  in  respect  of  any  such  increase  or  diminution  shall  be  final, 
and  all  the  provisions  of  this  contract  shall  apply  to  any  changes,  additions* 
deviations  or  extra  work  in  like  mannen,  and  to  the  same  extent  as  to  the 
work  tendered  for,  and  no  changes,  additions,  deviations  or  extra  work 
shall  annul  or  invalidate  this  contract,  and  no  compensation  shall  be  claim- 
able by  the  Contractors  for  any  loss  of  anticipated  profits  in  respect  of  or  ii 
consequence  of  any  change  or  deviation  in  or  omission  from  the  works. 

5.  The  Engineer  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  work  and  material  in 
respect  of  both  quantity  and  quality,  and  his  decision  on  all  questions  in  diapnte 
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in  regard  to  work  and  material  shall  be  finals  and  no  works  or  extra  additional 
works  or  changes  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  executed,  nor  shall  the 
Contractors  be  entitled  to  payment  for  the  same  unless  the  same  shall  have 
been  directed  in  writing  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  executed  to  the  sat- 
ifjfaction  of  the  Engineer,  as  evidenced  by  his  certificate  in  writing,  which 
certificate  shall  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  of  the  Contractors  to 
.  be  paid  therefor. 

6.  The  Contractors  shall  be  at  the  risk  of  and  shall  bear  all  loss  or 
damage  whatsoever  which  may  occur  to  the  works  or  any  of  them  until  the 
same  be  fully  and  finally  completed  and  delivered  up  to  and  accepted  by 
the  Conamission,  and  if  any  such  loss  or  damage  occur  before  such  final 
conapletion,  delivery  and  acceptance  the  Contractors  shall  immediately,  at 
their  own  expense,  repair,  restore  and  re-execute  the  work  so  damaged  that 
the  whole  works  or  the  respective  parts  thereof  may  be  complete  within  the 
time  hereby  limited. 

7.  Neither  the  acceptance  nor  the  payment  for  any  of  the  said  Sta- 
tions by  the  Commis<£ilion  shall  be  considered  as  any  waiver  of  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  Contractors  with  reference  to  the  others. 

8.  Plumbing  shall  be  deemed  to  be  included  in  the  said  works  so  far 
as  the  station  at  New  Liskeard  is  concerned,  but  not  in  the  case  of  any  of 
the  other  Stations. 

9.  The  Commiaslion,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  covenants  with 
the  Contractors  that  the  Contractors  from  time  to  time  and  in  all  respects 
having  fulfilled  and  performed  the  provisions  of  this  contract,  on  the  Con- 
tractors part  intended  to  be  fulfilled  and  performed,  shallbe  paid  for  and 
in  respect  of  each  of  the  said  Stations  at  Widdifield,  Montreal  River  and 
Cobalt,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  in  respect 
of  each  of  the  said  Stations  at  Temagami  and  Haileybury  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  six  hundred  dollars,  and  in  respect  of  the  said  Station  at  New  Lis- 
keard the  sum  of  four  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars,  together  with  seven 
dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per  cubic  yard  for  stone  foundations,  as  cer- 
tified by  the  Engineer,  subject  to  «>uch  deductions  or  additions  as  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Engineer;  payments  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  on  pro- 
gress certificates  of  the  Engineer,  and  the  final  payment  to  be  made  within 
forty  days  after  the  date  of  the  Engineer's  final  certificate  of  the  comple- 
tion of  the  said  work. 

10.  It  is  distinctly  agreed  that  no  implied  contract  of  any  kind  what- 
soever by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Commission  shall  arise  or  be  implied  from  any- 
thing contained  in  this  contract,  including  the  sfaid  specifications  and  the 
plans  and  drawings  or  the  tender  of  the  said  Contractors  for  the  said  work 
or  from  any  position  or  situation  of  the  parties  at  any  time,  it  being  clearly 
understood  and  agreed  that  the  express  contracts,  covenants,  agreements 
and  stipulations*  contained  in  these  presents  and  in  the  said  specifications, 
plans  and  drawings  are  and  shall  be  the  only  contracts^,  covenants,  agree- 
ments and  stipulations  upon  which  any  right  against  the  Commission  is  to 
be  found;  it  being  further  expressly  agreed  that  the  said  sfpecifications  and 
these  presents  are  to  be  read  together  and  that  in  the  case  of  any  discrep- 
ancy between  these  presents  and  anything  contained  in  these  specifications 
the  provisions  of  thegje  presents  shall  govern  and  in  case  of  any  discrepancy 
appearing  at  any  time  between  the  specifications,  plans  and  drawings  or 
any  of  them,  the  Contractors  shall  follow  such  one  of  them  as  the  Engineer 
shall  in  writing  direct. 
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In  Witness  Whereof  this  Agreement  has  been  dnly  signed  and  iealed 
and  executed  by  the  said  Contractors  and  duly  executed  by  the  said  Com- 
mission under  its  corporate  seal  and  the  hands  of  its  Chairman  and  Secre- 
tary.

TELEGRAPH  LINE. 

The  work  of  erecting  the  telegraph  line  had  been  commenced,  ia 
charge  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  but  it  being  found  that  satisfactory  progress 
was  not  being  made  the  Engineer  called  for  tenders  for  the  erection  of  tkis 
line  at  a  rate  per  mile  and  the  contract  was  on  September  12th  awarded 
to  the  lowest  tenderers,  Messrs.  Cox  &  Gallaghec,  at  the  price  of  |65  per 
mile. 


PART  II. 

CONSTRUCTION  WORK.— NOETH    OF    NEW  LISKEARD. 

Lasrt  year's  report  indicated  the  result  of  the  exploration  and  prelim- 
inary survey  by  the  Commission's  Chief  Engineer  for  an  extension  of  the 
line  north  of  New  Liskeard.  After  the  necessary  legislation  had  been  passed 
the  subject  of  awarding  contract  was  immediately  taken  up.  Before  call- 
ing for  tenders  special  attention  was  given  by  the  Commistsion  to  the 
course  necessary  to  be  pursued  to  secure  effective  competition  by  placing 
all  tendersi,  as  nearly  as  possible,  on  an  equal  footing  with  Contractor  Mac- 
donell,  who  is  constructing  the  first  section  of  the  road.  To  cover  this 
point  the  Commission  decided,  after  careful  consideration,  to  undertake  to 
deliver  the  rails,  fastenings  and  ties  required  for  the  extension  at  New  Lis- 
keard, instead  of  at  North  Bay,  and  accordingly  obtained  a  special  freight 
rate  from  the  Contractor  for  the  transportation  of  this  material.  Tenders 
were  then  called  for  by  advertitements  in  the  following  form  :

Sealed  Tenders^,  addressed  to  the  undersigned,  at  Toronto,  and  en- 
dorsed "Tenders  for  Construction,"  will  be  received  by  the  Secretary-Trear 
Burer  of  the  Commission  up  to  five  o'clock  .p.  m.  of  Friday,  May  27th,  1904, 
for  the  construction  of  an  extension  of  the  Temigkaming  and  Northern  On- 
tario Railway  (Ontario  Government  Railway),  including  clearing  of  right 
of  way,  bridging,  grading,  ballasting  and  track  laying  complete  and 
ready  for  operation,  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  prepared 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Commission,  such  extension  being  from  the 
termination  of  the  line  of  railway  now  being  constructed  (at  or  near  the 
Town  of  New  Liskeard,  in  the  Temiskaming  District)  to  a  point  on  the 
River  Abitibi,  or  to  a  point  in  one  of  the  townships  adjacent  thereto,  a 
distance  of  80  to  100  miles,  more  or  less. 

Flans  and  specifications  of  the  work  may  be  fireen  at  the  office  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Commission,  at  North  Bay. 

The  rails,  fastenings  and  ties  will  be  delivered  to  the  Contractor  at 
New  Liskeard. 

Tenders  will  not  be  considered  unless  made  on  the  form  supplied  by 
the  Commission  and  signed  with  the  actual  signatures  of  the  parties  tender- 
ing. An  accepted  cheque  on  a  chartered  bank,  for  $25,000,  payable  to  the 
order  of  the  Chairman  and  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Commission,  must 
accompany  each  tender. 

The  cheque  of  the  party  whose  tender  is  accepted  will  be  forfeited  if 
such  party  fails  or  declines  to  enter  into  a  contract  in  form  satisfactory  to 
the  Commission  or  fails  or  declines  to  furnish  security  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Commission  for  the  due  completion  of  the  work  at  the  rates  and  on  the 
terms  stated  in  the  offer  submitted. 

The  cheques  of  parties  whose  tenders  are  not  accepted  will  be  returned 
to  them  on  the  contract  being  awarded.

The  cheque  which  accompanied  the  tender  of  B.  D.  Steacy  of  Bronck- 
ville  was  not  marked  accepted  by  the  Bank  as  required  by  the  advertise- 
ment, and  therefore  though  his  tender  was  extended  and  found  to  be  too 
high  it  was  not  in  reality  entitled  to  consideration. 

The  prices  for  item  No.  4  cross-logging  in  Battle,  Conlon  &  Armstrong's 
tender  was  |2.75  per  acre.  This  appeared  to  be  an  error.  The  prices  for 
items  Numbers  25,  27  and  28  were  obviously  per  1,000  feet  B.  M.,  instead  of 
per  foot  B.  M.  called  for  on  the  form  of  tender  and  they  were  so  understood 
and  extended.  The  price  for  item  No.  26,  |23  per  lineal  foot  also  appeared 
to  be  an  error.  In  Messrs.  Larkin  &  Sangster's  tender  prices  quoted  for 
items  27  and  28,  25  cents  and  26  cents  respectively  per  ft.  B.  M.  appealed 
to  be  errors. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  well-settled  practice  in  considering  public 
tenders  is  to  allow  no  correction  of  errors  the  Commissioners  concluded  in 
view  of  the  nature  of  these  errors  to  allow  Messrs.  Battle,  Conlon  ft  Arm- 
strong and  Messrs.  Larkin  &  Sangster  to  state  whether  or  not  mistakes  had 
been  made  in  their  tenders  and  if  so  to  indicate  same. 

On  Tune  4th  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Commission  was  held  ani 
the  letters  of  the  tenderers  named  explaining  and  correcting  allied  erron 
in  original  tenders  were  opened  and  read. 
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The  following  is  a  copy  of  Messfs  Larkin  &  Sangster's  letter :

Deae  Sir, — Finding  that  there  were  a  number  of  errors  in  the  Tender 
which  we  made  for  the  construction  of  the  extension  of  this  Railway,  and 
which  tenders  are  now  being  considered,  we  beg  to  advise  ycu  that  t^»ree 
errors  were  made  by  us  in  our  Tender,  as  follows :  — 

Item  26  should  be  3  cents  instead  of  |30.00. 

Item  27  should  be  2  1-12  cents  instead  of  25  cents,  and 

Item  28  should  be  2  2-12  cents  instead  of  26  ceats. 

The  figure  of  $30.00  put  opposite  item  25  was,  of  course  intended  as  $30.00 
per  thousand,  and  we  overlooked, when  filling  out  the  Tender  that  it  was 
required  to  be  per  foot  board  measure. 

Items  27  and  28  were  placed  at  26  cents  and  26  cents  under  the  ^im- 
pression that  the  Tender  was  to  be  per  lineal  foot,  and  we  overlooked  the 
fact  that  this  also  was  per  foot  board  measure. 

The  figures  which  we  now  give  are  the  equivalent  per  foot  board  meas- 
ure for  the  figures  given  in  our  Tender. 

In  considering  our  Tender  for  this  work,  kindly  consider  it  as  corrected 
by  this  letter.

As  to  price  in  the  original  tender  for  item  number  25  namely  |30  same 
vras  understood  to  be  for  1,000  ft.  B.  M.,  and  was  so  extended.     Their  cor- 
rection of  this  item  to  3  cents  per  ft.  B.M.  made  no  difference  in  the  total 
of  their  tender.     The  correction  of  the  alleged  errors  for  items  numbers  27 
and  28  was  not  allowed.     Their  explanation  was  that  the  prices  of  25  cents 
and  26  cents  per  ft.  B.M.  which  appeared  in  the  original  tender  for  said 
items  were  made  under  the  impression  that  they  were  quoting  per  lineal  foot 
and  that  therefore  their  prices  for  those  items  should  in  each  case  be  reduced 
by  dividing  the  figures  by  12  to  make  the  price  per  foot  B.M.,  thus  making 
tlie  r  prices  2  1-12  cents  and  2  2-12  cents  per  foot  B.M.  respectively.    The 
view  of  the  Commission  in  regard  to  this  was  that  it  was  inconceivable  that 
prices  should  be  quoted  per  lineal  foot  for  square  timber  and  that  therefore 
t  tie  corrections  asked  by  Messrs.  Larkin  &  Sangster  were  obviously  alterations 
of  their  tender  and  could  not  be  allowed.     The  total  of  their  tender  there- 
fore remained  higher  than  that  of  A.  R.  Macdonell.       If  these  alterations 
liad  been  allowed  their  tender  would  have  been  f 2,917  lower  than  Mr.  Mac- 
donelPs.     The  Commission  concluded  that  even  if  these  irregular  alterations  . 
liad  been  allowed  such  a  comparatively  small  difference  on  a  contract  of  this 
magnitude  would  not  in  view  of  the  importance  of  speedy  construction,  have 
justified  them  in  making  a  change  from  the  present  Contractor  who  had  a 
large  construction  and  ballasting  plant  available  to  commence  operations 
^with. 
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The  following  is  a  copy  of  Messrs.  Battle,  Conlon  &  Armstrong's  letter 
and  amended  tender:  —

Sir, — ^We  find  in  making  out  copy  of  tender  to  submit  through  yon  to 
the  Railway  Commission  for  opening  on  the  27th  May,  1904,  a  clerical  error 
was  made  in  placing  some  of  the  figures  in  the  wrong  column.  This  is  so 
apparent  that  we  understood  it  was  noticed  at  once  on  reading  the  tenders. 
We  therefore  enclose  corrected  tender.  Tou  will  observe  that  we  have  in  no 
manner  changed  the  figures  as  they  were  intended  originally  to  be^  and  have 
only  corrected  the  error  by  placing  items  4,  25,  26,  27  and  28  in  the  rigit 
column.  This  makes  our  tender  what  we  meant  it  to  be,  and  what  in  fact, 
but  for  the  mistake  in  the  copy  sent  in,  was  our  tender.  We  think  an  error 
may  be  found  in  No.  4,  so  we  correct  that  as  well  as  the  others.  As  to  the 
others,  the  figures  remain  the  same,  but  should  be  in  the  cents  instead  of  in 
the  dollar  column.  The  cross-logging  No.  4,  we  think,  is  shown  in  the  ttn- 
der  S'^nt.in  at  |2.75  per  acre.  This  of  course  is  clearly  an  error,  and  should 
be  1275.00  per  acre.

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It  will  be  observed  tbat  their  price  for  item  number  3  close-cutting,  was 
given  as  |24.90  whereas  the  price  quoted  in  their  original  tender  was  |24.00. 
This  was  apparently  another  clerical  error.  Their  prices  for  items  num- 
bers 25,  27  and  28,  namely,  24  cents,  23  cents  and  25  cents  per  foot  B.  M., 
appeared  also  to  be  errors,  but  the  Commission  having  already  gone  as  far 
as  it  felt  it  could  consistently  go  in  the  direction  of  allowing  corrections  of 
mistakes,  there  was  obviously  no  course  open  but  to  consider  the  tender  as  J 

received.     Their  tender  was  accordingly  extended  and  found  to  be  consider-  * 

ably  higher  than  that  of  either  Larkin  &  Sangster  or  A.  E>.  Macdonell.  The 
Commission  therefore  decided  to  accept  the  tender  of  A.  R.  Macdonell  sub- 
ject to  execution  by  him  of  satisfactory  contract  and  furnishing  of  satisfac- 
tory security.  Such  contract  was  entered  into  in  due  course,  the  following 
being  a  copy:  — 

This  Iia)ENTU»E,  made  the  seventh  day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  four,  between  Allan  Banalb  Macdonell,  of  the  City  of  Mont- 
real, hereinafter  called  the  * 'Contractor,'*  of  the  first  part,  and  The  Temis- 
KAHiNG  AND  NoRTHEEN  ONTARIO  RAILWAY  COMMISSION,  hereinafter  called 
the  "Commission, *'  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth :  — 

That  in  consideration  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  on  the  part  of 
the  Commission  Hereinafter  contained,  the  Contractor  covenants  and  agrees 
with  the  Commission  as  follows:  — 

1.  In  this  contract  the  word  "work"  or  "works"  shall,  unless  the  con- 
text require  a  different  meaning,  mean  the  whole  of  the  work  and  materials, 
matters  and  things  required  to  be  done,  furnished  and  performed  by  the 
Contractor  under  this  contract.  The  word  "Engineer"  shall  mean  the 
Chief  Engineer  for  the  time  being  appointed  by  the  Commission  and  having 
control  over  the  work. 

2.  Wherever  in  this  Indenture  the  Contractor  or  the  Commission  is 
mentioned  or  referred  to,  such  mention  or  reference  shall  extend  to  and  be 
binding  upon  the  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns  of  the 
said  parties  respectively. 

3.  The  Contractor  will  at  his  own  expense,  provide  all  and  every  kind 
of  labor,  machinery  and  other  plant,  materials,  articles  and  things  whatso- 
ever necessary  for  the  due  execution  and  completion  of  all  and  every  the 
works  set  out  or  referred  to  in  the  accepted  tender  and  in  the  specifications 
hereunto  annexed  and  set  out  or  referred  to  ^'n  the  plans  and  drawings  pre- 
pared and  to  be  prepared  for  the  purposes  of  the  work  and  will  lexecute 
fiillv  and  complete  the  respective  portions  of  such  works  and  deliver  t^  e 
same  complete  to  the  Commission  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1905,  and  will  similarly  execute  and  fully  complete  the  grading  for 
the  first  forty  miles  from  New  Liskeard  and  the  layiDg  of  tlie   steel   rails 

-for  the  first  twenty-five  miles  from  New  Liskeard  on  or  before  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  1904.  The  said  works  to  be  constmicted  of  the  best 
materials  of  their  several  kinds  and  finished  in  the  best  and  most  workman- 
like manner  in  the  manner  required  by  and  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
specifications  and  the  drawings  relating  thereto  and  the  working^  or  detail 
drawings  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  furnished  (which  saia  specifica- 
tions, tender,  plans,  and  drawings  are  hereby  declared  to  be  part  of  this  con- 
tract) ;  and  to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer. 

4.  Time  shall  be  deemed  to  be  material  and  of  the  essence  of  this  con- 
tract.      The  Contractor  shall  forthwith  commence  work,  and  shall  proceed 
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diligently  therewith,  at  the  rate  required  by  the  Engineer  and  shall  com- 
plete the  work,  including  extras  and  alterations,  and  notwithstanding  any 
delay  or  hindrance  by  the  Commission,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer, 
bv  the  said  days  or  dates  as  mentioned  and  set  out  in  clause  3,  or  by  bucIl 
other  days  or  dates  as  on  the  written  application  of  the  t!ontractor  for  an 
extension  of  time  the  Engineer  may  in  writing  substitute,  and  in  default 
shall  pay  to  the  Commisaion  by  way  of  liquidated  dajnages  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  day  which  may  elapse  after  the  said  days  or  dates 
mentioned  in  clause  3,  or  the  days  or  dates  expressly  substituted  thexefof 
in  manner  aforesaid  by  the  Engineer  before  the  whole  work  shall  be  so  com- 
pleted and  delivered. 

5.  The  Enprineer  shall  be  at  liberty  at  any  time,  either  before  the  com- 
mencement or  during  the  construction  of  the  works  or  any  portion  thereof, 
to  order  any  extra  work  to  be  done,  and  to  make  any  changes  which  he  may 
deem  expedient  in  the  dimensions,  character,  nature,  location,  or  positioiv 
of  the  works  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  or  in  any  other  things  connected 
with  the  works,  whether  or  not  such  changes  increase  or  diminish  the  woA 
to  be  done,  or  the  cost  of  doing  the  same,  and  the  Contractor  shall  immed- 
iately comply  with  all  the  requisitions  of  the  Engineer  in  that  behalf,  and 
shall  commence  and  complete  the  work  so  ordered  to  be  dorie  within  the  time 
specified  by  the  Engineer,  but  the  Contractor  shall  not  make  any  change  in 
or  addition  to,  or  omission  or  deviation  from  the  work 'and  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  any  payment  for  any  change,  addition,  deviation,  or  any  extra 
work,  unless  such  change,  addition,  omission,  deviation,  or  extra  work 
shall  have  been  first  directed  in  writing  by  the  Engineer  and  notified  lo 
the  Contractor,  and  the  decision  of  the  Engineer  as  to  whether  any  sucn 
chanp'e  or  deviation  increases  or  diminishes  the  work  shall  be  final,  and  \h 
Contractor  shall  only  be  allowed  at  the  same  rates  as  per  his  tender  attached 
for  such  additional  work,  if  any,  and  in  case  any  work  shall  be  required  to 
be  done  by  the  Contractor  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer  shall  not 
fall  within  any  of  the  olasses  of  work  enumerated  in  the  said  tender,  the 
Engineer  may  from  time  to  time,  if  he  sees  fit,  instead  of  requiring  any 
such  work  to  be  done  by  day  labor  as  mentioned  in  clause  82  of  the 
specifications,  fix  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  respect  thereof,  and  his  decision 
in  that  behalf  shall  be  final,  and  the  obtaining  of  his  decision  in  writing 
shall  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  of  the  Contractor  to  be  paid 
therefor.  If  any  such  change  or  alteration  constitutes,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  said  Engineer,  a  deduction  from  the  works,  his  decision  as  to  tke 
amount  to  be  deducted  on  account  thereof  shall  be  final  and  binding. 

6.  All  the  clauses  of  this  contract  shall  apply  to  any  changes,  additions, 
deviations,  or  extra  work,  in  like  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent  as  to  the 
works  tendered  for,  and  no  changes,  additions,  deviations,  or  extra  work 
shall  annul  or  invalidate  this  contract. 

7.  If  any  change  or  deviation  in,  or  omission  from,  the  works  be  mad? 
by  which  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  shall  be  decreased,  no  compensation 
shall  be  claimable  by  the  Contractors  for  any  loss  of  anticipated  profits  it 

respect  thereof. 

8.  The  Engineer  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  work  and  material  in  respec? 
of  both  quantity  and  quality  and  his  decision  on  all  questions  in  disptite 
with  regard  to'  work  or  material  shall  be  final,  and  no  works  or  extra  or 
additional  works  or  changes  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  executed,  ^or 
shall  the  Contractor  be  entitled  to  payment  for  the  same,  unless  the  same 
shall  have  been  directed  in  writing  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  executed  te 
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the  satisfaotion  o{  the  Ensrineer,  as  evidenQed  by  his  oertifioate  in  writing, 
which  certificate  shall  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  rignt  of  the  Con- 
tractor to  be  paid  therefor. 

9.  It  is  hereby  distinctly  understood  and  agreed  that  the  respective  por^ 
tions  of  the  work  set  out  or  referred  to  in  the  Schedule  of  Prices  or  tender 
to  be  paid  for  the  different  kinds  of  works  mentioned,  include  not  only  the 
particular  kinds  of  work  or  material  mentioned  in  the  said  list  or  schedule, 
but  also  all  and  every  kind  of  work,  labor,  tools  and  plant,  materials  and 
things  whatsoever  necessary  for  the  full  execution  and  completing  ready  for 
use  of  the  respective  portions  of  the  works  mentioned  in  the  list  or  schedule 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer,  but  if  it  be  found  that  anything  has 
been  omitted  or  misstated  in  said  list  or  specifications  which  is  necessary 
for  the  proper  performance  and  completion  of  any  part  of  the  works  in- 
cluded in  said  list  or  schedule  the  Contractor  will  execute  the  same  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Engineer  as  though  it  had  been  properly  described,  and 
the  Contractor  shall  be  paid  therefor  as  for  extra  work,  and  in  case  of  dis- 
pute as  to  what  work,  labor,  material,  tools  and  plant  are  or  are  not  so  in- 
cluded, omitted  or  misstated  in  said  list  or  schedule,  the  decision  of  the 
Engineer  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

10.  A  competent  foreman  is  to  be  k^pt  on  the  ground  by  the  Contractor 
during  all  the  working  hours  to  receive  the  orders  of  the  Engineer,  ^nd 
should  the  person  so  appointed  be  deemed  by  the  Engineer  incompetent,  or 
conduct  himself  improperly,  he  may  be  discharged  by  the  Engineer,  and 
another  shall  at  once  be  appointed  in  his  stead  by  the  Contractor;  such 
foreman"  shall  be  considered  as  the  lawful  representative  of  the  Contractor, 
and  shall  have  full  power  to  carry  out  all  requisitions  and  instructions  of 
the  'said  Engineer,  but  this  clause  shall  not  relieve  the  Contractor  from  the 
duty  to  personally  superintend  the  work. 

11.  In  case  any  material,  or  other  things,  in  the  opinion  of  the  En- 
fs^ineer,  not  in  accordance  with  the  said  several  parts  of  this  contract,  or 
not  suflSciently  sound  or  otherwise  unsuitable  for  the  respective  works,  be 
used  for  or  brought  to  the  intended  works  or  any  part  thereof,  or  in  case 
any  work  be  improperly  executed,  the  Engineer  may  require  the  Contractor 
to  remove  the  same  and  to  provide  proper  material  or  other  things  or  properly 
re-execute  the  work,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  thereupon  the  Contractor  shall 
and  will  immediately  comply  with  the  said  requisition,  and  if  three  days 
shall  elapse  and  such  requisition  shall  not  have  been  complied  with,  the 
Engineer  may  cause  such  material  or  other  things,  or  such  work  to  be  re- 
moved, and  in  any  such  case  the  Contractor  shall  pay  to  the  Commission  all 
such  damages  and  expense  as  shall  be  incurred  in  the  removal  of  such 
material,  materials,  or  other  things,  or  of  such  work,  or  the  Commission 
may  retain  and  deduct  the  amount  of  such  damages  and  expenses  from 
any  amounts  payable  to. the  Contractor. 

12.  All  machinery  and  other  plant,  material  and  supplies  whatsoever 
provided  by  the  Contractor  for  the  works  hereby  contracted  for  and  not 
rejected  under  the  provisions  of  the  last  preceding  section  shall  from  the 
time  of  their  being  so  provided  become,  and  until  the  final  completion  of 
the  said  work  shall  be  the  property  of  the  Commission  for  the  purposes  of 
the  said  works  and  the  same  shall  on  no  account  be  taken  away  or  used  or 
disposed  of  except  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  works  without  the  consent  in 
vrriting  of  the  Engineer,  and  the  Commission  shall  not  be  answerable  for 
any  loss  or  damage  whatsoever  which  may  happen  to  such  machinery  or 
othe^r  plant,  material  or. supplies,  provided  always  that  upon  the  completion 
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of  the  works  and  upon  payment  by  the  Contractor  of  all  such  moneys,  'f 
any,  as  shall  be  due  from  him  to  the  Commission  such  of  the  said  machinery 
land  other  plant,  materials  and  supplies  as  shall  not  have  been  used  and 
converted  in  the  works,  and  shall  remain  undisposed  of,  shall,  upon  demand, 
be  delivered  up  to  the  Contractor  in  the  condition  in  which  they  then  may 
be. 

13.  If  the  Engineer  shall  at  any  time  consider  the  number  of  workmen, 
horses,  or  quantity  or  quality  of  machinery  or  other  plant,  oT  the  quantity 

,of  proper  materials,  respectively  employed  or  provided  by  the  Contractor 
on  or  for  the  said  works,  to  be  insufficient  or  inadequate  for  the  advance- 
ment thereof  towa'rds  completion  within  the  limited  time,  or  that  the  works 
are,  or  some  part  thereof  is,  not  being  carried  on  with  due  diligence,  then  in 
every  such  case  the  said  Engineer  may,  by  written  notice  to  the  Contractor, 
require  him  to  employ  or  provide  such  additional  or  other  workmen,  horses, 
machinery  or  other  plant  or  materials,  as  the  Engineer  may  think  necessary, 
and  in  case  the  Contractor  shall  not  thereupon  within  six  days,  or  other 
such  longer  period  as  may  be  fixed  by  any  such  notice,  in  all  respects  comply 
therewith,  then  the  Engineer  may,  either  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  or 
if  he  sees  fit,  may  as  the  agent  of  and  on  account  of  ^e  Contractor,  but  in 
either  case  a*;  the  expense  of  the  Contractor,  provide  and  employ  such  ad- 
i^itional  or  other  workmen,  horse?^  machinery  and  other  plant,  or  any  portion 
thereof  or  such  additional  or  other  materials  respectively,  as  he  may  think 
proper,  and  may  pay  such  additional  workmen  such  wages,  and  for  such  ad- 
ditional hol'ses,  machinery  or  other  plant  and  materials,  respectively,  such 
prices  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  all  such  wages  and  prices,  respectively, 
shall  thereupon  at  once  be  repaid  by  the  Contractor  or  the  same  may  be 
retained  and  deducted  out  of  any  sum  that  may  then  or  thereafter  be  or 
become  due  from  the  Commission  to  the  Contractor,  and  the  Commission 
may  use  in  the  execution  of  advancement  of  the  said  works,  not  only  the 
horses,  machinery  and  other  plant  and  materials  so  in  any  case  provided  by 
any  one  on  its  behalf,  but  also  all  such  as  may  have  been  or  may  be  pro- 
vided by  or  on  behalf  of  the  said  Contractor. 

14.  In  case  the  Contractor  shall  make  default  cfr  delay  in  diligently 
continuing  to  execute  or  advance  any  of  the  works  to  be  j>erf  ormed  under 
this  Contract  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer  or  shall  make  default  in 
commencing  any  portion  or  portions  of  the  work  or  completing  the  same 
within  the  periods  specified  by  the  Engineer,  as  provided  for  in  section  3  of 
this  Contract,  and  such  default  and  delay  shall  continue  for  six  days  after 
notice  in  writing  shall  have  been  given  by  the  Engineier  to  the  Contractor 
requiring  him  to  put  an  end  to  such  default  or  delay,  or  in  case  the  Contrac- 
tor shall  become  insolvent,  or  shall  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Com- 
mission, make  an  assignment  of  this  Contract,  or  shall,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Engineer,  make  any  sub-contract .  or  neglect  personally  to  superin- 
tend the  works,  or  if  the  Contractor  does  not  give  access  to  and  allow  inspec- 
tion of  and  the  making  extracts  from  pay  rolls,  books  and  -vouchers  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Engineer  or  the  Commission  or  any  person  or  persons 
from  time  to  time  instructed  by  the  Engineer  oT  by  the  Commission  in  that 
behalf,  so  that  the  said  Engineer  may  satisfy  himself  of  the  due  observance 
by  the  Contractor  and  by  all  sub-contractors  of  all  the  provisions  of  this  con- 
tract and  especially  of  the  provisions  of  clause  20,  and  the  Comm'ssion  may 
satisfy  itself  from  time  to  time  of  the  ^ue  observance  by  the  Contractor  ai»'' 
by  all  sub-contractors  of  the  provisions  of  clause  21,  or  if  the  said  Contractor 
or  any  sub-contractor  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer  who  shall  be  the 
sole  and  final  judge  thereof,  guilty  of  any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
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of  clause  20,  or  if  the  said  Contractor  or  any  sub-contractor  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commission  who  shall  be  the  sole  and  final  judge  thereof, 
guilty  of  any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  clause  21  then  and  in  any 
of  «uch  cases,  the  Commission  may  take  all  the  work  under  this  Contract  out 
of  the  Contractor's  hahds  and  employ  such  means  as  it  may  see  lit  to  com- 
plete the  work  embraced  in  the  contract,  and  in  such  case  the  Contractor 
flhall  have  no  claim  for  any  further  payment  in  respect  of  the  work  per- 
formed, but  all  things  done  and  means  employed  under  thia  section  by  the 
Commission  shall  be  as  binding  on  the  Contractor  as  if  the  things  done  and 
means  employed  had  been  done  and  employed  by  him  under  this  Contract, 
but  the  Contractor  shall  nevertheless  remain  liable  for  all  loss  and  damage 
which  may  be  suffered  by  the  Commission  by  reason  of  the  non-completion 
by  the  Contractor  of  the  works,  and  no  question  or  claim  shall  be  raised  or 
naade  by  the  Contractor  by  reason  or  on  account  of  the  ultimate  cost  of  the 
work  so  taken  over,  proving  greater  than  in  the  opinion  of  the  Contractor  it 
should  have  been;  and  all  materials  and  things  whatsoever,  and  all  horses, 
machinery  and  other  plant  provided  by  the  Contractor  for  the  purposes  of 
the  works  shall  remain  and  be  considered  as  the  property  of  the  Commission 
for  the  purposes  and  according  to  the  provisions  and  conditions  contained  in 
the  twelfth  section  of  this  Contract.  And  the  Commission  may,  at  its  option, 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  whole  or  a  portion  of  such  materials  and 
things  whatsoeveT,  horses,  machinery  and  other  plant,  and  may  retain  the 
proceeds  of  such  sale  or  disposition  on  a  sufficient  part  thereof  on  account  of 
or  in  satisfaction  of  any  loss  which  it  may  have  sustained  by  reason  aforesaid. 

15.  The  Contractor  shall  be  at  the  risk  of  and  shall  bear,  all  loss  or 
damage,  whatsoever,  which  may  occUr  to  the  works,  or  any  of  them,  until 
th-e  same  be  fully  and  finally  completed  and  delivered  up  to  and  accepted  by 
the  Commission ;  and  if  any  such  loss  or  damage  occur  before  such  final  com- 
pletion, delivery  and  acccDtance,  the  Contractor  shall  immediately  at  his 
own  expense  repair,  restore  and  re-execute  the  work  so  damaged,  so  that 
the  whole  works,  or  the  respective  parts  therof,  may  be  completed  wHhin 
the  time  hereby  limited. 

16.  The  Contractor  shall  not  have  nor  make  any  claim  or  demand,  or 
bring  any  action  or  suit  against  the  Commission  for  any  damage,  which  he 
naay  sustain  by  reason  of  any  delay  in  the  progress  of  the  work. 

17.  The  Contractor  shall  not  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Com- 
mission previously  had  and  obtained  make  any  assignment  of  this  Contract 
and  no  consent  or  appfroval  of  the  Engineer  of  a  contract  to  sub-let  any  por- 
tion of  this  work  as  provided  for  in  clause  84  of  the  specifications  shall  be 
valid  or  binding  unless  in  writing  signed  b^  the  said  Engineer. 

18.  The  Contractor  shall  provide  medical  aid,  hospital  accommodation 
and  mail  service  as  required  by  said  specifications  all  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Engineer  and  shall  from  time  to  time  make  such  changes  in  the  medical 
staff,  hospital  accommodation  and  mail  service  as  shall  be  required  by  the 
F/Ugineer,  and  if  at  any  time  the  Engineer  shall  report  to  the  Commission 
that  there  has  been  any  failure  or  default  on  the  Contractor's  part  in  supply- 
ing such  medical  aid,  hospital  accommodation  and  mail  service  or  in  making 
any  such  changes  required  by  the  Engineer  the  Commission  may  take  suet 
steps  and  do  such  acts  and  procure,  engaore  or  provide  such  assistance, 
accommodation  or  service  as  to  the  said  Commission  shall  seem  necessary  in 
the  premises  and  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  all  expenses  thereof  and  inci- 
tlent  thereto  to  the   Contractor  and  to  deduct  same  from  time  to  time  from 
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tlie  payments  falling  due  to  the  Contractor  under  the  Engineer's  certificates 
or  otherwise. 

19.  'The  Contractor  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  claimable  by 
any  person  or  corporation  whatsoever  in  respect  of  any  injury  to  x>^r8on6  or 
to  lands,  buildings  or  other  property,  or  in  respect  of  any  infringement  of 
any  right  whatsoever  occasioned  in  their  carrying  on  of  the  said  works,  or 
by  any  neglect  or  misfeasance  or  non-feasance  on  his  part,  and  shall  and  will 
at  his  own  expense  make  such  temporary  provisions  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  protection  of  persons,  or  of  lands,  buildings  or  other  property,  or  to 
prevent  the  interruption  of  the  traffic  on  any  public  or  private  road,  or  for 
the  uninterrupted  enjoyment  of  all  rights  of  persons  or  corporations,  in 
and  during  the  performance  of  the  said  works. 

20.  In  case  any  sum  due  for  the  labor  of  any  foreman,  workman,  or 
laborer  or  for  the  use  of  any  horses  or  other  animals  or  wagons  or  other 
plant  employed  upon  or  in  respect  of  the  said  works  or  any  of  them  or  the 
price  of  any  materials  or  supplies  purchased  for  the  said  work,  remains  un- 
paid, the  Engineer  may  notify  the  Contractor  to  pay  such  sum,  and  if  two 
days  elapse  and  the.aame  be  not  paid,  the  Commission  may  pay  such  sum. 
and  the  Contractor  covenants  with  the  Commission  to  repay  at  once,  any  and 
every  sum  so  paid  and  if  the  Contractor  does  not  repay  the  same  within 
two  days,  the  Commission  may  deduct  the  amount  or  amounts  so  paid  by  it 
from  any  sum  that  may  then  or  thereafter  be  or  become  due  by  the  Commis- 
sion to  the  Contractor. 

« 

21.  The  Contractor  shall  in  connection  with  the  whole  of  the  said  work 
as  far  as  practicable  use  only  material,  machinery,  plant,  supplies  and  roll- 
ing stock  manufactured  or  produced  in  Canada  provided  same  can  be  ob- 
tained as  cheaply  and  upon  as  good  terms  in  Canada  as  elsewhere  having 
regard  to  quality  and  price  and  shall  not  at  any  time  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  the  said  railway  or  works  or  any  other  matter  arising  out  of 
or  connected  with  this  Contract  employ  any  person  or  persons  in  contraven- 
tion of  The  Alien  Labor  Act  or  the  provisions  of  The  Railway  Act  of  Ontwt*io 
respecting  the  employment  of  alien  labor  and  shall  pay  to  all  workmen, 
laoorers  and  other  servants  employed  in  or  about  the  construction  of  the  said 
Railway  and  works;  and  every  other  matter  arising  out  of  or  connected  with 
this  contract  such  rates  of  wages  as  may  be  currently  payable  to  workmen, 
laborers  and  servants  engaged  in  similar  occupations  in  the  district  in 
which  such  railway  and  works  are  to  be  constructed  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  observance  by  all  sub-contractors  on  their  part  of  the  provisions  of 
this  clause.  And  in  the  event  of  the  Commission,  who  shall  be  sole,  absolute 
and  final  judge  of  such  matters,  being  satisfied  at  any  time  that  the  Contrac- 
tor or  any  sub-contractor  has  been  guilty  of  any  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
isions  of  this  clause,  the  Commission  «hall  have  the  right  from  time  to  time 
nnd  as  often  as  it  shall  be  satisfied  that  any  such  violation  has  taken  place  to 
withhold  all  pavments  from  the  Contractor  until  any  such  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  havp 
nnased  and  until  such  amends  as  the  Commission  may  require,  shall  have 
been  made  for  nil  such  violations,  and  on  being  notified  by  the  CommissioTi 
of  any  such  violation  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Engineer  to  withhold  all 
certificates  from  the  Contractor  until  the  Commission  shall  be  satisfied  that 
such  violation  has  ceased  and  until  amends  shall  have  been  made  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Commission  as  aforesaid. 

22.  The  Commission  shall  be  at  liberty  to  send  workmen  on  the  prem- 
ises to  do  work  not  comprised  in  Contractor  shall  afford  the  Contract,  and  the 
them  all  reasonable  facilities  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer. 

8a  T.N  o. 
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23.  Any  notice  or  other  communication  mentioned  in  this  contract  or 
in  the  specifications  to  be  notified  or  given  to  the  Contractor  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  well  and  sufficiently  notified  or  given  if  the  same  be  left  at  the  Con- 
tractor's office  on  the  works  or  mailed  in  any  post  office  to  ihe  Contractor 
or  foreman,  addressed  to  the  address  mentioned  in  this  Contract  or  to  the 
Contractor's  last  known  place  of  business. 

24.  Cash  payments  equal  to  about  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the 
work  done  approximately  made  up  from  returns  of  progress  measurements 
and  computed  at  the  prices  agreed  upon  or  determined  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Contract  will  be  made  to  the  Contractor  monthly,  on  the  written  cer- 
tificate of  the  Engineer  that  the  work  for  or  on  account  of  which,  the  certifi- 
cate ^'s  granted,  has  been  done,  and  stating  the  value  of  such  work  computed 
as  above  mentioned,  and  the  said  certificate  shall  be  a  condition  precedent  to 
the  right  of  the  Contractor  to  be  paid  the  said  ninety  per  cent,  or  any  part 
thereof,  the  remaining  ten  per  cent,  shall  be  retained  until  the  final  comple- 
tion of  the  whole  work  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer,  and  until  the  En- 
gineer shall  be  satisfied  that  all  wages  of  all  workmen,  laborers,  and  servants 
of  the  said  Contractor  and  of  all  sub-contractors  under  him  as  well  as  the  price 
of  all  material  and  supplies  made,  procured  or  provided  for  the  said  Contractor 
or  for  any  of  the  sub-contractors  have  been  duly  paid,  whereupon  the  Engineer 
shall  give  his  final  certificate  accordingly  and  such  remaining  ten  per  cent, 
or  the  balance  payable  to  the  Contractor  as  found  by  the  Engineer  shall  be 
paid  to  him  by  the  Commission  within  forty  days  after  the  granting  of  such 
final  certificate.     And  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  written  certificate  of  the 
said  Engineer,  certifying  to  the  final  pompletion  of  the  said  works  to  his  satis- 
faction, shall  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  of  the  Contractor  to  re- 
ceive or  to  be  paid  the  said  remaining  ten  per  cent,   or  any  part  thereof. 
The  Commission  shall  be  at  liberty  from  time  to  time  to  take  over  as  completed 
any  portion  of  the  work  certified  to  by  the  Engineer  as  having  been  completed 
and  the  Contractor  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  payment  in  full  for  the  work 
80  completed  in  like  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  if  the  said 
completed  portion  comprised  the  whole  work  to  be   done   and   it   is    further 
agreed  that  upon  taking  over  any  portion  of  the  said  works  the  Commission 
shall  thereafter  transport  over  the  portion  so  completed  and  taken  over  all 
material  to  be  used  by  the  Contractor  in   the   uncompleted   portion  of   said 
works  at  the  rate  of  one-half  cent  per  ton  per  mile^  it  being  agreed  between 
the  Commission  and  said  Contractor  that  the  computations  and  adjustments 
of  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Contractor  shall  be  left  entirely  to  the  En- 
gineer whose  decision  as  to  all  such  matters  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  be- 
tween the  parties,  but  this  provision  as  to  transporting  materials  shall  not 
apply  to  steel  rails,  fastenings  and  spikes  which  it  is  understood  and  agreed 
between  the  parties  shall  be  laid  down  by  the  Commission  for  the  Contractor 
at  the  end  of  the  portion  from  time  to  time  which  may  have  been  taken  over 
and  upon  being  so  laid  down  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  delivered  to  the 
Contractor,  and  subject  to  the  above  provision  for  transporting  steel  rails, 
fastenings  and  spikes  over  portions  of  taid  road  from  time  to  time  taken  over 
by  the  Commission  all  steel  rails,  fastenings  and  spikes  shall  be  delivered^  to 
the  Contractor,  F.O.B.  cars.  North  Bay,  or  if  any  portion  of  the  railway  line 
of  the  Commission  between  North  Bay  and  New    Liskeard   has   been   com- 
pleted and  taken  over  by  the  Commission  prior  to  the  time  of  such  respective 
deliveries,  then,  at  the  northern  terminus  of  the  said  portion ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  Commission  shall  pay  and  allow  to  the  Contractor  at  the  rate 
of  three-fourths  of  a  cent  per  ton  per    mile   for  the  transportation   of  such 
steel  rails,  fastenings  and  spikes  over  the  portion  of  said  road  south  of  New 
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Liskeard  which  shall  not  have  been  taken  over  by  the  Commission  prior  to 
the  time  of  such  respective  deliveries ;  and  the  ties  for  said  work  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Contractor  either  wholly  at  New  Liskeard  or  partially  at  New 
Liskeard  and  partially  at  such  other  points  on  the  works  as  shall  be  decided 
by  the  Engineer,  and  the  Commission  shall  similarly  allow  and  pay  to  tie 
Contractor  at  the  three-fourths  of  oije  cent  per  ton  per  mile  for  all  ties  for 
the  said  work  transported  by  th§  Contractor  over  portions  of  the  line  of  rail- 
way of  the  Commission  south  of  New  Liskeard  which  shall  not  have  been 
taken  over  b^  the  Commission  prior  to  the  shipment  of  such  ties  respectively 
and  the  Contractor  on  his  part  will  promptlv  transport  and  convey  from  time 
to  time  ties  delivered  to  him  on  the  line  of  said  railway  south  of  New  Liskeard 
to  New  Liskeard.  The  taking  over  by  the  Commission  of  any  portion  or  por- 
tions of  said  works  shall  in  no  way  affect  the  rights  and  liabilities  of  the 
parties  with  respect  toi  the  completion  of  the  balance  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  contract. 

25.  It  is  intended  that  every  allowance  to  which  the  Coj^ractor  is  fairlj 
entitled  will  be  embraced  in  the  Engineer's  monthly  certiScates;  but  should 
the  Contractor  at  any  time  have  claims  of  any  description  which  he  consider? 
are  not  included  in  the  progress  certificates,  it  will  be  necessary  for  him  to 
make  such  claims  in  writing  to  the  Engineer  within  thirty  days  after  the  date 
of  the  despatch  to  the  Contractor  of  efich  certificate  in  which  he  alleges  such 
claims  to  have  been  omitted. 

26.  The  Contractor  in  presenting  claims  of  the  kind  referred  to  in  the 
last  clause  must  accompany  them  with  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  accuracy, 
and  the  reason  why  he  thinks  they  should  be  allowed.  Unless  such  claimc 
are  thus  made  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  within  thirty  days,  as  in  the 
preceding  clause,  the  Contractor  shall  be  forever  shut  out,  and  shall  have  no 
claim  on  the  Commission  in  respect  thereof. 

27.  The  progress  measurements  and  progress  certificates  shall  not  in  any 
respect  be  taken  as  binding  upon  the  Engineer,  or  as  final  measurements  or 
as  fixing  final  amounts ;  they  are  to  be  subject  to  the  revision  of  the  Engineer 
in  making  up  his  final  certificate,  and  they  shall  not  in  any  respect  be  taken 
as  an  acceptance  of  the  work  or  release  of  the  Contrq,ct6r  from  the  responsi- 
bility in  respect  thereof,  but  he  shall  at  the  conclusion  of  the  works  deliver 
over  the  same  in  good  order,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
contract. 

28.  The  Contractor  shall  be  entitled,  subject  to  the  Engineer's  certifi- 
<jate,  to  payment  as  extra  work  either  in  accordance  with  clause  82  of  the 
Specifications  or  under  clause  5  of  these  Presents  for  the  removal  of  vegetabk 
matter,  snow  or  ice,  which  he  shall  be  required  to  remove  under  clause  6  of 
the  Specifications  and  for  the  felling  of  any  trees  which  may  be  required 
under  paragraph  33  of  the  Specifications. 

29.  The  Commission  shall  be  entitled  from  time  to  time  to  use  free  o: 
charge  of  any  portion  of  the  line  of  Railway  not  theretofore  accepted  ai 
tjompleted  under  the  terms  hereof  for  the  transportation  of  all  steel  super- 
structures, and  no  such  use  of  any  part  of  the  said  Railway  line  shall  ^* 
deemed  to  be  an  acceptance  or  taking  possession  thereof. 

30.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  right  to  suspend  operations  from  tir 
to  time  at  any  particular  point  or  points,  or  upon  the  whole  of  the  works,  ^ 
in  the  event  of  such  rlcrht  being  exercised  so  as  to  cause  any  delav  to  tKe  O 
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tractor,  then  an  extension  of  time  equal  to.  such  delay  or  detention,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Engineer,  shall  be  allowed  him  to  complete  the  contract,  but  no  such 
delay  shall  vitiate  or  avoid  this  contract  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  obliga- 
tion hereby  imposed  or  any  concurrent  or  other  bond  or  security  for  the  per- 
formance of  this  contract,  nor  shall  the  Contractor  be  entitled  to  any  claim 
for  damages  by  reason  of  any  such  suspension  of  operations.  And  at  any 
time  after  operations  have  been  suspended,  either  in  whole  or  part — such 
operations  may  be  again  resumed  and  again  suspended  and  resumed  as  the 
Commission  may  think  proper.  And  upon  the  Contractor  receiving  written 
notice  from  the  Engineer  that  the  suspended  operations  are  to  be  resumed, 
the  Contractor  shall  at  once  resume  the  operations  and  diligently  carry  on 
the  same. 

31.  The  Contractor  shall  upon  the  execution  of  these  Presents  pay  to  the 
Commission  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  in  cash  as  security  for 
the  due  and  faithful  performance  and  observance  by  the  Contractor,  within  the 
times  hereby  limited  on  that  behalf,  of  this  contract  and  of  every  matter  and 
thing  thereby  required  to  be  done,  performed  and  observed  by  the  Contractor 
in  connection  therewith,  same  to  be  retained  by  the  Commission  until  the  due 
completion  of  the  whole  of  the  said  works  and  upon  the  completion  of  the 
whole  of  said  works  within  the  times  hereby  limited  as  aforesaid,  the  said 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  together  with  interest'  thereon  at  the  rate 
of  three  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  repaid  to  the  Contractor  along  with 
the  final  payment  which  shall  become  due  to  the  Contractor  on  the  Engineer's 
final  certificate  of  the  due  completion  of  the  last  of  said  works;  provided, 
however,  that  in  lieu  of  such  cash  security  the  Contractor  mav  at  any  tim^ 
within  sixty  days  from  the  date  hereof  furnish  and  give  security  by  way  of 
bond,  in  form  approved  of  by  the  Commision,  with  two  personal  sureties 
satisfactory  to  the  Commission  in  the  penal  sum  of  Fifty  thousand  dollars, 
and  upon  the  giving  of  such  security  within  the  time  aforesaid  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Commission  the  said  sum  of  Twehfy-five  thousand  dollars,  without 
interest,  shall  forthwith  be  repaid  to  the  said  Contractor. 

32.  And  the  Commission,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  hereby  cove- 
nants with  the  Contractor,  that  the  Contractor,  from  tinie  to  time  and  in  all 
respects  having  fulfilled  the  covenants  and  agreements  herein  contained,  and 
on  the  Contractor's  part  intended  to  be  fulfilled,  will  be  paid  for  and  in  re- 
spect of  the  works  hereby  contracted  for,  the  various  sums  which  shall  become 
payable  hereunder. 

33.  It  is  distinctly  declared  that  no  implied  contract  of  any  kind  what- 
soever, by  or  'on  behalf  of  the  Commission  shall  arise  or  be  implied  from  any- 
thing contained  in  this  Contract,  including  the  said  specifications,  tender, 
plan&  and  drawings,  or  from  any  position  or  situation  of  the  parties  at  any 
time,  it  being  clearly  understood  and  agreed  that  the  express  contracts,  cove- 
nants, agreements  and  stipulations  contained  in  these  Presents  and  in  said 
specifications,  tender,  plans  and  drawings  are  and  shall  be  the  only  contracts, 
covenants,  agreements  and  stipulations  upon  which  any  rights  against  the 
Commission  are  to  be  founded,  and  it  being  further  expressly  agreed  that  in 
case  of  any  discrepancy  between  these  Presents  and  anything  contained  in  the 
said  specifications  the  provisions  of  these  Presents  shall  govern.  In  case  of 
any  discrepancy  appearing  at  any  time  between  the  specifications,  profiles, 
plans,  drawings  and  detailed  drawings,  or  any  of  them,  the  Contractor  shall 
follow  such  one  of  them  as  the  Engineer  shall  in  writing  direct.

Work  to  be  Done. 

1.  The  work  to  be  done  comprises  the  clearing,  grubbing,  close  cutting, 
fencing,  ballasting  and  track  laying,  the  removal  and  placing  of  all  materinl 
necessary  for  the  formation  of  the  road  bed,  the  building  of  all  structures,  dig- 
gii^g  of  all  pits,  ditches  and  drains,  the  necessary  alterations  and  diversions  of 
roads  and  streams,  the  formation  of  all  embankments,  excavations  and  ditches 
required  for  such  diversions,  and  for  cross  roads,  farm  crossings,  depot 
grounds,  sidings,  etc.,  the  building* of  all  wooden  box  culvert,  rip-rap,  etc., 
and  in  short  all  the  work  that  may  be  required  to  complete  the  road  bed  of  a 
single  track  railway  to  grade  from  New  Liskeard  northwesterly  to  a  point  on 
the  Abitihi  River  or  to  a  point  in  one  of  the  townships  adjacent  thereto  a  dis- 
fjtiiro  of  80  to  '^OO  miles  on  the  Tein*?kaming  and  Northern  Onta»' »  Ra*l\vny. 
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CLEARING,  CLOSE  CUTTING  AND  GRUBBING. 

Clearing. 

2.  The  right  of  way  will  be  in  general  99  feet  wide,  49^  feet  on  each 
side  of  the  centre  line;  and  where  the  line  passes  through  wooded  land  the 
light  of  way  must  be  cleaned  of  all  timber,  brush,  etc. ;  it  must  either  be 
buxned  or  removed  from  the  right  of  way.  The  timber,  brush,  stumps  or 
roots,  shall  not  in  any  case  be  piled  upon  adjacent  lands.  They  must  invari- 
ably be  made  into  piles  near  the  centre  of  the  space  to  be  cleared,  and  there 
entirely  consumed  as  the  work  progresses.  Wherever  directed  by  the  Engi- 
neer, for  a  width  of  10  feet  on  each  side  of  the  centre,  all  stumps  shall  be  cut 
to  within  12  inches  of  the  ground.  Places  at  which  additional  right  of  way 
has  been  acquired,  may  or  may  not  be  cleared  as  the  Engineer  may  direct. 
All  timber  found  on  the  right  of  way  and  suitable  for  trestles,  culvert  timber, 
fence  posts,  telegraph  poles  and  ties,  shall  be  manufactured  by  the  contractor 
according  to  sizes  and  dimensions  as  furnished  by  the  Engineer,  and  paid  for 
according  to  his  schedule  of  prices,  and  piles  on  the  right  of  way  as  directed 
by  the  Engineer.      Payments  for  same  shall  be  by  the  acre. 

Special  precautions  must  be  used  by  the  contractor  against  the  spread  of 
fire  off  the  right  of  way  into  adjacent  lands,  and  he  shall  have  fires  started  only 
at  such  places  and  at  such  a  time  as  the  Engineer  may  direct. 

Grubbing. 

3.  In  excavations  less  than  three  feet  in  depth,  including  ground  from 
which  material  is  to  be  borrowed,  as  well  as.  from  ditches,  new  channels  for 
waterways  and  other  places  where  required,  and  embankments  less  than  two 
feet  in  height,  all  trees  and  stumps  must  be  grubbed  out  within  the  limits  of 
such  cuttings  or  embankments,  and  if  possible  burned. 

The  berm  in  all  cases  must  be  grubbed.  Payments  for  same  shall  be  by 
the  acre. 

• 

Close  Cutting. 

4.  All  stumps  must  be  close  cut  where  embankments  are  less  than  4  feet 
m  height  and  more  than  2  feet  in  height. 

Cross-logging  or  Cordukoy. 

5.  Cross  logging  or  corduroy  will  be  placed  under  embankments  where 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Engineer,  and  will  consist  of  such  timber  as  will  be 
suitable,  of  not  less  than  6  inches  in  diameter  nor  more  than  15  inches  id 
diameter,  stripped  of  all  branches  and  laid  close  together  and  in  regular  man- 
ner at  right  angles  to  the  centre  line  and  to  about  5  feet  beyond  the  side  slopes, 
with  a  layer  of  brush  laid  on  top  in  a  regular  manner  and  of  such  thicknes? 
as  the  Engineer  may  direct.  It  will  ho  estimated  and  paid  for  hy  ihe.  hot^, 
on  a  basis  of  one  foot  in  depth  of  timber. 

GRADING. 

Embanking. 

6.  The  embankment  must  be  formed  of  suitable  material  to  be  judgei 
by  the  Engineer,  and  made  in  accordance  with  his  instructions,  either  by  ma- 
terial from  excavations,  borrowing  or  casting  up  from  the  sides. 
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•No  large  stones  or  stumps  will  be  allowed  in  the  bank  within  a  depth  of  two 
feet  below  the  sub-grade. 

In  places  where  the  material  surface  of  the  ground  upon  which  the  em- 
bankment is  to  rest  is  covered  with  vegetable  matter  which  cannot  be  burned 
off  in  clearing,  and  which  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer,  impair  the 
work,  the  same  must  be  removed  to  his  satisfaction,  all  snow  or  ice  as  may  be 
on  spaces  to  be  covered  by  enbankments  nust  be  removed,  and  the  spaces  oi 
which  embankment  is  being  built  kept  clear  of  snow  and  ice  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  allow  the  bank  building  material  to  pass  freely  to  the  bottom  '  oi  the 
lakes,  ponds,  rivers,  swamps  or  marshes,  as  the  case  may  be  where  it  is  dumped. 
The  contractor  will  be  required  to  carry  the  embankment  to  such  a  height 
above  the  sub-grade  as  the  Engineer  may  deem  necessary  to  provide  for  shrink- 
age, compression,  washing  and  settlement,  and  they  must  be  maintained  to 
their  proper  height,  width  and  slope,  until  accepted  by  the  Engineer  as  finish- 
ed embankments.  A  crown  of  four  inches  will  be  required  on  all  embank- 
ments to  provide  for  surface  drainage. 

A  berm  of  at  least  3  feet  must  be  left  at  the  foot  of  the  slope  on  all  em- 
bankments where  material  is  taken  from  the  sides.  Care  must  be  taken  to  ex- 
clude all  perishable  material  from  the  embankments. 

All  materials  found  in  excavations,  whether  in  road-bed  cuttings,  ditches, 
water  channels,  road  crossings  or  elsewhere,  must  be  deposited  in  such  places 
as  the  Engineer  may  direct. 

Width  of  Cuttings  and  Embankments. 

7.  The  general  width  of  cuttings  shall  be  20  feet  at  sub-grade  on  excava- 
tions, but  when  material  is  required  to  make  fills,  the  cuttings  must  be  widened 
for  this  purpose  as  required  by  the  Engineer,  before  borrowing  from  any  other 
source.  In  all  excavations  the  sub-grade  may  be  widened,  when  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Engineer  it  is  necessary  to  do  so  to  provide  drainage. 

All  embankments  must  be  at  least  16  feet  wide  at  the  sub-grade. 

Classification. 

8.  Excavations  will  be  classed  under  the  following  heads,  viz. :  solid 
rock,  loose  rock  and  all  other  materials. 

Solid  Rock. 

9.  Will  include  all  stone  and  boulders  measuring  more  than  one  cubic 
yard,  and  all  rock  found  in  ledges  requiring  blasting  to  remove  it. 

Loose  Rock. 

10.  All  boulders  and  detached  masses  containing  not  more  than  one 
cubic  yard  nor  less  than  one  cubic  foot,  also  all  slate  or  other  rock  which  may 
be  removed  by  hand  pick  or  bar  without  the  necessity  of  blasting. 

All  Other  Material. 

11.  All  other  materials  shall  comprise  all  materials,  of  whatever  nature, 
tLat  do  not  come  under  the  classification  of  solid  rock  or  loose  rock. 

12.  Rock  excavations  must  in  all  cases  be  taken  out  9  inches  below  sub- 
frrade,  and  refilled  to  sub-grade  with  approved  material. 
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Over  Haul. 

13.  The  price  for  said  excavation  in  all  the  several  classes  thereof,  will 
be  understood  to  cover  and  pay  for  the  entire  expense  of  removal  of  material 
excavated  by  any  method  whatever,  including  loading,  unloading,  the  fnmisii- 
ing  of  all  labor,  the  cost  of  finishing  up  cuttings  and  embankments,  the  dre&g* 
ing  of  slopes  to  the  required  angle,  and  the  completing  of  everything  connected 
with  the  grading  of  the  road  bed  in  a  creditable  and  workmanlike  manner  is 
accordance  with  the  directions  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer,  tke 
furnishing  of  material,  power  and  plant,  transportation  and  deposition,  in  tlie 
manner  prescribed  in  these  specifications,  and  in  the  location  designated  by 
the  Engineer,  provided  the  average  haul  of  the  material  so  transported  does 
not  exceed  500  feet,  and  beyond  that  distance  one  cent  per  cubic  yard  per  hun- 
dred feet  will  be  allowed,  and  such  overhaul  as  ordered  by  the  Engineer. 

Ditching. 

14.  In  all  exciwations,  other  than  solid  rock,  a  ditch  2^  feet  wide  on  top 
and  one  foot  deep,  must  be  formed  on  each  side  of  the  road  bed.  Ditches  of 
greater  capacity  must  be  provided  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Engineer  they 
are  required. 

Whenever  embankments  are  made  from  side  ditches,  such  ditches  must 
be  made  continuous,  and  to  a  true  line  and  grade  as  the  Engineer  may  direct. 
"Whenever  new  water  courses  or  channels  for  rivers  or  streams  are  required  to 
be  formed,  they  shall  be  placed  at  such  a  distance  from  the  foot  of  the  slope 
or  embankment  as  the  Engineer  may  direct. 

BOREOW-PITS. 

15.  In  all  cases  where  the  excavation  of  the  regular  slopes  and  widths 
are  insuflGlcient  to  make  the  embankments,  deficiency  will  be  supplied  by 
widening  the  excavation  or  from  borrow-pits,  as  directed  by  the  Engineer. 
Additional  lands  required  for  borrow-pits  will  be  provided  for  by  the  Engi- 
neer, also  the  borrow-pits  must  be  formed  and  drained  as  the  engineer  max 
direct. 

Eip-Eap. 

16.  When  the  Engineer  so  directs,  rip-rap  will  be  used  to  protect  tie 
slope  of  an  embankment  from  the  action  of  the  water  and  for  other  purpose 
It  will  consist  of  loose  stones  of  different  sizes,  which  shall  be  placed  carefuUj 
upon  the  slope  in  a  firm  and  substantial  manner,  without  being  laid  up  in  i 
wall 

Rip-rap  shall  be  estimated  and  paid  for  by  the  cubic  yard,  the  measure- 
ment being  made  in  place. 

Wasting. 

17.  Where  there  is  any  excess  of  excavation,  the  surplus  must  ]>e  uf«^ 
for  widening  the  embankments,  or  for  such  other  purposes  as  the  Engineer 
may  direct.  No  wasting  from  excavation  will  be  allowed  unless  by  writtes 
order  of  the  Engineer. 
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Road  Ceossikgs. 

18.  Wherever  the  line  is  intersected  by  public  or  private  roads,  the  con- 
tractor must  keep  open,  at  his  own  cost,  convenient  passing  places,  and  he 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  keeping  all  crossings,  during  the  progress  of  the 
work,  in  such  condition  as  will  enable  the  public  to  use  them  with  perfect  safe- 
ly, and  such  as  will  give  rise  to  no  just  grounds  of  complaint. 

Contractors  will  be  held  liable  for  any  damages  resulting  from  negligence 
on  their  part  or  that  of  their  men. 

Road  crossings  must  be  constructed  ^o  as  to  not  to  impair  the  usefulness 
of  the  road,  and  the  general  flow  and  drainage  of  the  water  must  be  restored 
to  its  original  condition  either  through  culverts  or  otherwise;  the  embank- 
ment approaches  shall  be  made  of  a  width  of  24  feet  for  public  roads  and  of 
16  feet  for  private  roads  and  generally  on  a  grade  of  1  in  20. 

Slips. 

19.  When  slips,  slides  or  breaks,  outside  of  the  slopes  given,  occur  in  cut- 
tings after  they  are  properly  formed  the  material  must  be  immediately  re- 
moved by  the  contractor,  the  slopes  reformed  and  such  precautions  adopted  as 
the  Engineer  may  deem  necessary. 

The  contractor  will  be  '^aid  for  the  removal  of  the  material  according  to 
the  class  to  which  it  may  belong  at  his  schedule  price,  only  when,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Engineer,  the  slip,  slide  or  break  is  due  to  causes  which  are  not 
under  the  control  of  the  contractor  or  his  agents. 

Finishing  and  Dhessing  the  Gbades. 

20.  The  road  bed  must  be  finished  in  all  cuts,  banks,  and  along  the  berm 
in  a  workmanlike  manner,  perfectly  even,  and  regular  according  to  grade 
stakes  as  set  from  time  to  time  by  the  Engineer  in  charge  and  to  be  exactly  of 
the  width  directed. 

All  slopes  to  be  formed  even  and  straight,  according  to  slope  stakes,  and 
to  anch  incline  as  specified,  or  as  the  Engineer  may  direct.  The  slopes  of 
earthwork  in  general  will  be  1^  horizontal  to  1  perpendicular ;  in  rock  cuttings 
the  slopes  will  be  as  a  rule  1  horizontal  to  4  perpendicular.  In  cuttings  part- 
ly earth  and  partly  rock,  a  berm  of  6  feet  will  be  left  on  the  surface  of  the  rock. 

Damages. 

21.  In  woodland  the  grading  will  commence  after  the  clearing,  close  cut- 
ting and  grubbing  required  is  complete  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer. 
In  the  case  of  the  land  required  for  the  railway  being  under  crop,  it  will  not 
be  disturbed  until  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Engineer  to  enter  upon 
^^e  same. 

The  contractor  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  damages  done  outside  the 
raUway  limit. 

Method  of  Measurement. 

22.  The  measurement  of  quantities  shall  invariably  be  made  in  excava- 
tions and  paid  for  by  the  cubic  yard  wherever  the  excavations  are  taken  oujt  in 
good  shape  to  stakes  given  by  the  Engineer  and  the  depth  and  form    of    the 
prisma  are  such  as  to  arrive  at  an  exact  measurement.      When  this  method  is 
'^ot  practicable  owing  to  irregularity  in  the  depth,  area    and    shape    of    the 
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prisms  on  short  sections  of  work,  such  sections  or  parcel  quantities  will  be 
measured  in  embankments  after  the  banks  are  completed,  settled  and  trimmed 
to  the  grade  line  and  an  allowance  made  for  shrinkage  on  these  short  sectionf. 

The  allowance  is  nqt  to  be  less  than  4  per  cent,  or  greater  than  10  per 
cent,  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  ground  upon  which  the  embankment  is 
built,  the  character  of  the  material  of  which  it  is  composed  and  the  time  for 
settlement  after  completion  before  the  measurement  is  made. 

The  allowance  for  shrinkage  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Engineer,  whose 
judgment  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  between  the  two  parties. 

Snow,  Ice  and  Frozen  Earth. 

23.  In  event  of  excavation  and  embankment  being  proceeded  with  is 
winter,  no  snow  or  ice  must  be  placed  in  the  embankments  or  allowed  to  be 
covered  up.  in  them,  and  all  frozen  earth  must  as  far  as  possible  be  excludec 
from  the  hearts  of  the  embankments.  The  contractor  must  remove  all  snow 
and  ice  at  his  own  expense. 

Rock  Cuttings. 

24.  To  preserve  material  in  rock  cuttings  and  to  prevent  the  waste  of 
such  material,  the  drilling  and  blasting  of  rock  cuttings  must  be  done  as  di- 
rected by  the  Engineer.  In  any  event  only  so  much  explosives  will  be  al- 
lowed to  be  used  as  will  loosen  the  rock. 

Should  any  material  be  wasted  in  consequence  of  disregarding  the  Engi- 
neer's instructions  or  by  using  heavy  charges  of  explosives,  such  material  sc 
wasted  will  be  deducted  from  the  current  estimates  and  at  the  rate  which 
would  be  paid  had  the  material  wasted  been  put  in  the  embankment.  In 
places  where  the  material  to  be  excavated  from  the  rock  or  other  cuttings  is 
not  sufficient  to  complete  a  full  embankment,  the  bank  will  be  made  of  suci 
reduced  dimensions  as  the  Engineer  may  direct. 

In  rock  cuttings  it  will  be  sufficient  to  form  a  water  channel  2  feet  vide 
and  8  inches  deep  along  each  side. 

Side  Ditches. 

25.  For  the  proper  draining  of  the  line  and  work  it  may  be  nece^sarr  :e 
excavate  ofp-take  ditches  to  the  right  or  left  of  the  line.  These  ditches  a- 
well  as  all  other  ditches  are  to  be  graded  so  that  no  waiter  will  stand  in  theic 
they  are  to  be  executed  in  strict  accordance  with  the  lines  and  grades  to  be 
given,  they  are  to  be  properly  slopeH  and  left  clean  and  free  from  all  obstnit^ 
tions.  The  tops  of  these  ditches  are  in  no  case  to  be  nearer  the  foot  of  ih 
slopes  of  the  embankment  than  4  feet.  The  material  from  ditcher  within  ti* 
railway  limit  shall,  if  directed,  be  placed  in  embankments.  The  material  v]] 
be  paid  for  according  to  its  class. 

Catch  Water  Ditches. 

26.  Catch  water  ditches  shall  be  formed  where  directed  at  some  distant 
back  from  the  top  of  the  slope  to  exclude  from  the  excavation  any  water  fl*^^- 
mg  from  the  adjoining  land.  The  contractor  shall  also  construct  all  othr 
lirains  and  ditches  which  the  Engineer  may  deem  necessary  for  the  perff-" 
drainage  of  the  railway  and  works. 

The  material  removed  will  be  paid  for  according  to  its  class. 
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Finally. 

27.  If  the  contractor  shall  make  excavations  and  embankments  in  ex- 
cess of  the  directed  width/such  excess  shall  not  be  paid  for. 

Over  culverts  and  behind  bridge  abutments  shall  be  formed  carefully,  so 
as  to  avoid  damage  to  timber  and  masonry.  The  contractor  will  be  held  re- 
sponsiJble  for  any  damage  done  in  this  measure. 

All  stone  suitable  for  rip-raping  and  all  good  building  stone  found  in  ex- 
cavations may,  when  directed  by  the  Engineer,  be  removed  and  deposited  in 
some  convenient  place  until  required,  but  any  material  so  found  and  used  will 
not  be  paid  for  twice.  The  quantity  will  form  a  deduction  from  the  quan- 
tity of  excavation  as  measured  in  the  cutting. 

Culvert  Excavation. 

28.  No  extra  charge  will  be  allowed  for  excavating  dry  foundation  of 
culverts,  except  such  cases  as  the  Engineer  may  deem  necessary,  but  it  will  be 
paid  for  at  the  price  of  excavation  named  in  the  contract. 

Culvert  and  drain  pipes  must  be  put  in  place  and  finished  ahead  of  the 
grading  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  in  any  way. 

Supervision. 

29.  Each  structure  must  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  first-class  prac- 
tical bridge  foreman;  and  any  foreman  or  workman,  who  in  the  opinion  of  the 
J'lngmeeT  is  not  competent,  must  at  once  be  discharged. 

Timber  Culverts  and  Cattle  Passes. 

30.  Timber  culverts  will  be  of  two  kinds ;  box  or  under  grade  and  open 
culverts. 

Timber  Box  culverts  will  be  built  of  cedar  not  less  than  lO  inches  square, 
eawn  or  neatly  hewn  on  three  sides  with  the  bark  stripped  off  the  other  side ; 
built  according  to  plans  and  dimensions  furnished  by  the  Engineer,  and  to 
^  true  line  as  he  may  direct.  Timber  for  all  culverts  must  be  furnished  by 
rhe  contractors  and  all  iron  for  the  construction  of  such  culverts  will  be  sup- 
plied by  the  contractors  and  include!  in  their  schedule  of  prices  for  timber 
in  culvert. 

Iron. 

81.  All  wrought  iron'  used  in  the  construction  of  culverts  or  trestles  to 
be  of  the  very  best  quality,  to  stand  a  tensile  struin  of  55,000  lbs.  per  square 
inch,  and  to  stand  bending  over  around  its  own  diameter  without  showing 
sbowing  signs  of  any  flaws  or  crack. 

Price  to  Cover  All. 

32.  The  price  per  thousand  feet  board  measure  is  understood  to  cover  all 
expenses  incurred  in  teaming  and  completing  the  structure  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Engineer. 
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TIMBER    WORK. 

Peeparing  the  Ground  for  Starting  the  Work. 

33.  Before  beginning  the  work  of  any  trestle^  all  rubbisliy  logs,  trees  and 
brush  must  be  cleared  away,  and  all  combustible  material  must  be  burned  or 
removed  for  the  entire  width  of  the  right  of  way.  Dangerous  trees  liable  i(^ 
fall  on  or  across  the  grade  when  outside  of  the  right  of  way  must  be  felled  by 
the  contractor,  it  being  understood  that  the  Engineer  is  to  obtain  permisfiioL 
from  the  land  owner. 

Drawings. 

34.  The  drawings  w'U  be  made  to  the  scale  indicated,  but  in  all  cases  tin 
figures  are  to  be  followed  in  preference  to  the  scale,  where  there  is  any  discrep- 
anev  between  the  two.     The  drawings  are  to  be  fol  o^'ed  exMC-ly  excepting  it 

cases  of  error  or  omissions,  which  must  be  referred  to  the  Engineer  for  cor- 
rection or  for  additional  information. 

Quality  of  Timber  and  Dimensions. 

36.  The  timber  used  in  all  the  truss  or  trestle  bridges,  culverts  or  cat::" 
guards,  must  be  of  the  exact  dimensions  given  and  figured  on  the  drawing* 
made  in  the  Engineer's  oflGice,  and  are  to  scale  indicated  and  measured,  mn- 
be  of  the  very  best  description  of  the  kind  required,  free  from  all  loose,  black 
large  or  unsound  knots,  sawn  or  hewn  square  and  free  from  wind  shakes,  wane* 
sapwood  holes  and  all  description  of  decay  and  when  delivered  must  in  ever. 
way  conform  to  the  specification.  Under  no  circumstances  will  any  timlrf^r 
cut  from  dead  logs  be  allowed  to  be  placed  in  any  portion  of  the, structure,  hr. 
all  timber  must  be  cut  from  living  trees. 

Inspection. 

36.  Inspection  will  be  made  when  delivered  on  the  works,  or  any  oth?: 
place  pointed  out  by  the  Engineer. 

Alterations  in  Bills  of  Timber,  Etc. 

37.  The  Engineer  retains  the  right  at  any  ^ime  to  change  the  bills  of 
timber,  vary  the  dimensions,  substitute  one  kind  of  structure  for  another,  r: 
decrease  the  number  of  the  same  without  the  contract  price  being  thereby  ef- 
fected, or  in  any  way  rendering  void  the  contract  for  the  original  figures. 

Mode  of  Delivery. 

38.  In  delivering  timber  it  must  be  piled  or  placed  in  such  a  mannf: 
that  no  trouble  will  be  experienced  when  inspecting  or  measuring  it. 

All  iron  for  the  construction  of  such  trestles  will  be  supplied  by  the  coc- 
tractor  and  included  in  the  schedule  of  prices  for  timber  in  trestles. 

Timber  in  Trestles. 

39.  The  posts,  braces,  stringers,  ties,  guard. rails,  sills  and  caps  for^jf;;*" 
ties  must  be  of  good  sound  white  pine ;  sawn  ties  for  the  tops  of  trestles  wil.  ^^ 
required.  All  timber  must  come  fully  up  to  the  dimensions  called  for  m  *-* 
bins  and  drawings. 


'  r 
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The  line  of  cut-off  of  the  piles  will  be  given  by  the  Engineer.  The  sur- 
face of  the  ties  must  be  brought  to  a  true  plane  under  the  rail,  so  that  the  rail 
will  get  a  full  bearing  on  every  tie.  • 

All  the  track  stringers  shall  be  brought  to  a  true  plane  so  that  the  ties 
will  get  an  even  bearihg  on  all  the  strinprers. 

Where  any  timber,  or  pile  trestle  bridge  is  built  on  a  curve  the  elevation 
of  the  outer  rail  shall  be  as  per  drawings  for  same,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  fur- 
nished the  contractor. 

All  caps  are  to  be  thoroughly  driftbolted  to  the  top  of  piles.  All  bracing 
timbers  are  to  be  bolted  to  piles,  caps  or  other  timbers    wherever    they    cross  l 

them.      The  ends  of  all  stringers  shall  be  firmly  attached  to  caps  by  means  of  ' 

drift  bolts,  timber  cleats  or  some  other  method,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Engineer  is  equally  good. 

Fbaming. 

40.  All  framing  must  be  made  to  fit  closely  and  must  be  done  in  a 
thorough  and  workmanlike  manner.  No  open  joints,  blocking  or  shimming 
in  making  joints  will  be  allowed. 

The  holes  for  the  bolts  shall  be  bored  with  an  auger  of  the  exact  size  in- 
dicated on  the  plans.  The  nuts  on  all  bolts  shall  be  screwed  on,  so  that  the 
washers  shall  pinch  hard  upon  the  wood,  and  bring  all  parts  of  the  structure 
close  together. 

On  completion,  tops  of  piles  and  all  rubbish  must  be  cleaned  up  and  re- 
moved from  the  premises. 

No  extra  charge  will  be  allowed  for  excavating  foundation  of  trestles  or 
bridges,  except  in  such  cases  as  the  Engineer  may  deem  necessary,  but  it  will 
be  paid  for  at  the  price  of  excavation  named  in  the  contract. 

Supervision. 

41 .  Each  structure  must  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  first-class  practi- 
cal bridge  foreman ;  and  any  foreman  or  workman  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Enjrineer,  is  not  competent,  must  be  at  once  discharged. 

Price  to  Cover  all  Costs. 

42.  The  price  per  lineal  foot,  or  per  thousand  feet  board  measure,  is  un- 
derstood to  cover  all  expense  incurred  in  teaming  and  completing  the  structure 
io  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer. 

Piles. 

43.  All  pile^  will  consist  of  tamarac,  cedar  or  other  approved  timber; 
LUst  be  straight,  sound,  live  timber,  free  from  pracks,  shakes  and  rotten  knots, 

-  orm  holes  and  all  description  of  decay,  all  bark  above  ground  taken  off, 
ranches  and  knots  trimmed  off  smooth,  finishing*  the  pile  in  a  workmanlike 
aanner.  All  piles  over  30  feet  in  length  to  be  not  less  than  8  inches  in  diam- 
ter  at  "the  small  end  and  14  inches  at  the  butt  or  large  end  where  sawn  off. 
>iles  less  than  30  feet  in  length  must  not  be  less  than  10  inches  at  the  small 
nd  and  12  inches  at  the  butt  or  large  end.  The  piles  shall  be^  so  nearly 
straight  that  a  right  line  taken  in  any  radial  direction  and  running  parallel 
o  a  right  line  joining  the  centres  of  end  of  pile  shall  show  that  the  pile  is  at 
o  point  over  one-third  of  its  diameter  at  such  point  out  of  a  straight  line. 
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All  piles  must  show  an  even  gradual  taper  from  end  to  end.  All  pile? 
must  be  cut  off  at  tops  to  an  exact  line  so  that  the  caps  will  bear  evenly  on  all 
the  piles  of  the  groups. 

When  required  a  detail  plan  will  be  furnished  by  the  Engineer,  showing 
the  position  and  method  of  tennoning,  bolting,  etc.,  atid  they  shall  be  diivpi] 
until  they  will  not  move  on^  inch  under  the  blow  of  a  hammer  weighing  2,2ut 
lbs.  and  tailing  25  feet  at  the  last  blow.  The  contractor  must  properly  poi:/ 
each  pile  for  driving  and  supply  and  fix  all  rings  for  heads,  also  supply  shoe« 
of  wrought  iron  when  necessary.  All  piles  must  be  accurately  shaped  an-: 
driven  vertically. 

Broken  Piles. 

44.  Should  any  pile  be  broken  in  driving,  another  sound  pile  must  U 
driven  in  its  place  at  the  expense  of  the  contractor.  During  the  progress  >: 
the  driving  wrought  iron  bands  jnust  be  supplied  by  the  contractor.  The  Ik^ 
of  cut-off  of  the  piles  will  be  given  by  the  Engineer. 

Piles,  How  Measured. 

45.  Piles  will  be  estimated  and  paid  for  by  the  lineal  foot,  delivered  a 
the  site  of  the  structure  according  to  Jbills  furnished  by  the  Engineer,  and  i.- 
driving,  straightening,  and  cutting  off  ready  for  the  cap  and  ''only  in  lengtL* 
actually  billed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Engineer"  will  be  paid  for. 


FENCING. 

General. 


46.  There  shall  be  erected  an  approved  woven  wire  fence  where  cons::- 
ered  necessary  by  the  Engineer,  which  is  to  be  left  bv  the  contractor  on  eoa- 
pletion'of  the  line  in  a  state  of  thorough  repair.  All  wood,  brush,  etc.,  mi:--' 
be  cut  and  removed  from  the  site  of  the  fence  and  burned.  No  rubbish  of  ar" 
kind  must  be  left  strewn  about  the  ground. 

Posts. 

47.  The  posts  will  be  of  round  cedar,  not  less  than  five  inches   at    ;Lr 
small  end,  8  feet  long  and  peeled  ''excepting  brace  posts,  which  must  be  9  f«* 
in  length,"  to  be  three  feet  six  inches  in  the  ground  with  the  large  end  dowi 
fvnd  pointed,  and  to  have  the  tops  cut  off  square  with  the  top  of  the  fence,  t 
be  placed  16^  feet  apart  from  centre  to  centre. 

■ 

Brace  Posts. 

48.  Brace  posts  must  be  placed  at  a  distance  not  exceeding  two  hmdrr 
feet  apart,  and  the  fence  drawn  up  tightly.      The  brace  posts  will  be  soak 
the  $?round  at  least  four  feet ;  they  will  be  braced  both  ways  from  top  of  pew- 
to  foot  of  adjoining  post  with  five  inch  round  cedar  braces,  and  fastened  wr. 
two  six  inch  spikes  at  each  end.       A  suitable  wire    must    also    be   strrtr^^- 
doubled,  acting  as  a  tie  between  the  foot  of  the  brace  post  and  the  top  of  --^ 
adjoining  post  and  fastened  to  the  five  inch  brace  in  the  centre. 
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On  Rock  Ground. 

49.  Where  bed  rock  is  encountered,  the  post  will  rest  on  sills  and  braced. 
Braces  to  be  let  into  the  post  and  sills  one  inch  and  fastened  with  two  six 
inch  spikes  on  each  end. 

Sills. 

50.  Sills  will  be  8  feet  in  length,  of  cedar  at  least  five  inches  in  diameter 
aad  dapped  into  each  other  and  fastened  with  a  six  inch  spike,  according  to 
detailed  plans  to  be  furnished  by  the  Engineer. 

Gates. 

51.  Farm  gates  to  be  constructed  as  per  detailed  drawin*^  and  to  be  fur- 
nished with  hinges,  fastening,  etc.  The  gate  posts  are  to  be  well  set  and 
braced  and  to  be  of  the  dimensions  shown  on  the  drawing. 

Stretching  the  Wire. 

52.  The  fence  must  be  thoroughly  stretched  with  stretchers  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Engineer. 


MASONRY. 

53.  The  stone  used  in  all  masonry  along  the  line  of  railway  must  be  of 
u  durable  character,  large,  well  proportioned  and  well  adapted  for  the  con- 
struction of  substantial  and  permanent  structures. 

The  contractor  must  satisfy  himself  as  to  where  fitting  material  for  the 
masonry  can  be  most  conveniently  procured. 

First-class  Masonry. 

54.  First  class  masonry  shall  be  re^-ular  courses  of  large,  well-shaped 
stoifPs,  laid  in  Portland  Cement  mortar,  on  their  natural  bedo.  The  beds  and 
verticle  joints  will  be  hammer  dressed,  so  as. to  form  3-8  inch  joints.  The 
verticle  joints  will  be  dressed  back  square  9  inches.  The  beds  will  *»e  perled- 
ly  parallel  throughout,  the  work  will  be  left  with  the  quarry  face,  except  the 
arises,  cut-waters,  bridge  seats  and  chiping,  which  wil  be  chisel  dressed  and 
hupli  hammered. 

The  courses  of  first  class  masonry  will  not  be  less  than  12  inches,  and  they 
will  be  arranged  in  preparing  plans  to  suit  nature  of  the  quarrioe.  Cours«?8 
may  range  to  twenty-four  inches  where  the  thickness  of  the  wall  will  admit, 
and  the  thinnest  courses  must  invariably  be  placed  towards  the  top  of  the 
-work. 

55.  Headers  will  be  built  in  every  course  not  farther  than  six  feet  apart; 
they  will  have  a  length  on  line  of  wall  of  not  less  than  twenty-four  inches,  and 
they  must  run  back  at  least  two-and-a-half  times  their  height,  unless  where 
the  -wall  will  not  admit  this  proportion,  in  which  case  they  will  pass  through 
from  front  to  back. 

4  t.n.o. 
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66.  Stretchers  will  have  a  minimum  length  in  line  of  wall  of  thirty 
inches,  and  their  breadth  of  bed  will  be  at  least  one-and-a-half  times  tkei 
height.  The  vertical  ioints  in  each  course  will  be  so  arranged  as  to  overlap 
those  in  the  course  below  at  least  one  foot.  The  quoins  of  abutments,  piers. 
etc.,  shall  be  of  the  best  and  largest  stone,  and  have  chisel  drafts  properly 
tooled  on  the  upright  arises  from  two  to  six  inches  wide  according  to  size  and 
character  of  the  structure. 

57.  The  coping  stones  of  piers  and  all  abutments  shall  be  throuj^h  stone, 
extending  tte  whole  width  of  the  wall.  The  bed  stones  for  receiving  the  su- 
perstructure shall  be  of  the  best  description  of  sound  stone,  free  from  drys  or 
flaws  of  any  kind ;  they  must  not  be  less  than  fifteen  inches  in  depth  for  the 
small  bridges,  and  eight  feet  superficial  area  on  the  bed.  The  larger  bridges 
will  require  bed  stones  of  proportionately  greater  weight.  These  stones  must 
be  carefully  and  solidly  placed  in  position,  so  that  the  bridge  will  set  fairly 
on  the  midale  of  the  stones. 

58.  The  backing  will  consist  of  flat  bedded  stones,  well  shaped,  and  have 
an  area  of  bed  equal  to  six  superficial  feet  or  more.  In  walls  over  three  feet 
in  thickness,  headers  must  be  built  in  back  and  front  alternately,  and  care  must 
be  taken  in  arrangements  of  joints,  so  as  to  give  perfect  bond. 

59.  All  masonry  shall  be  laid  in  fresh  ground  Portland  Cement  of  ap- 
proved brands.  The  cement  shall  be  tested  by  the  Engineer  on  delivery  and 
shall  be  kept  by  the  contractor  in  a  dry  place  in  as  '▼ood  order  as  when  de- 
livered, until  used. 

60.  The  cement  must  be  thoroughly  mixed  with  goodr,  clean,  sharp. 
coarse  river  sand,  generally  in  the  proportion  of  one  part  cement  to  two  part? 
of  sand  by  measure.  The  cut-water  stones  and  coping  shall  be  laid  in  mortar 
in  the  proportion  of  one  part  cement  to  one  part  of  sand. 

The  cement  shall  only  be  mixed  as  required.  Any  cement  mortar  left 
over  at  noon  or  at  night  shall  not  be  used,  and  it  must  be  prepared  by  the  col- 
tractor'iS  men  under  the  supervision,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector: 
failing  which,  the  Inspector,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Engineer,  may  employ 
men  .to  prepare  the  mortar,  and  the  expense  incurred  shall  be  charged  to  the 
contractor  and  deducted  from  the  estimate. 

61.  Every  stone  must  be  laid  with  a  full  bed  of  mortar  and  beaten  solid. 
Spaces  in  the  vertical  joints  large  enough  to  be  built,  must  be  built  up,  and  al: 
other  vertical  joints  must  be  thoroughly  grouted  and  each  course  finished  f^^ 
perfectly  solid. 

All  the  work  must  be  carefully  pointed  with  neat  cement,  and  at  comple- 
tion of  the  contract  the  work  must  be  left  in  a  neat  and  clean  workmanlike  con- 
dition to  *the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer.     - 

Second-class  Masonhy. 

62.  Second-class  masonry  shall  be  of  good,  sound,  large,  flat  beddt>i 
stone,  laid  in  horizontal  beds,  and  no  courses  less  than  twelve  inches  will  b? 
allowed,  and  not  less  in  area  than  three  superficial  feet,  and  not  more  than  tvc 
stones  on  height  of  course ;  they  must  be  hammer-dressed  to  give  good  bed?  cu 
half -inch  joints. 

Headers  must  be  built  in  walls  at  least  one  in  everv  five  feet  in  lin^  "^ 
wall  and  in  every  course. 

4a  T.N.o. 
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63.  Every  attention  must  be  paid  to  produce  a  perfect  bond,  and  give 
the  whole  a  strong,  neat  and  workmanlike  finish. 

64.  Bridge  seats  must  not  be  less  than  two  feet  in  thickness,  and  both 
bridge  seats  and  copings  must  be  bush-hammered.  The  mortar  used  must  be 
of  the  same  description  as  for  .First  Class  masonry. 

Dey  Masoney. 

66.  When  suitable  stone  may  be  found  for  the  construction  of  box  cul- 
verts at  a  reasonable  distance  to  the  structure,  said  distance  to  be  judged  by 
the  Engineer,  it  may  be  decided  by  the  Engineer  to  utilize  this  stone  for  this 
purpose,  the  stone  to  be  laid  in  broken,  rough  courses,  but  no  round  stone  or 
boulder  will  be  allowed  in  the  structure. 

Covering  stone  will  be  not  less  than  fifteen  inches  in  thickness,  and  must 
rest  not  less  than  twelve  inches  on  walls. 

Paving. 

66.  The  bottom  of  stone  culverts  shall  be  paved  with  stone  set  on  edge, 
twelve  inches  deep,  packed  solid,  of  an  even  face  and  inclined  in  the  direction 
of  the  stream. 

Concrete. 

67.  Concrete  shall  consist  of  Portland  Cement  of  approved  brand,  and 
good,  clean,  sharp  river  sand,  and  broken  stone  that  will  pass  through  a  two- 
inch  ring  in  proportion  of  one  part  cement  to  two  parts  sand,  and  as  much 
stone  (about  7  parts)  as  above  mortar  will  take,  so  as  to  completely  fill  voids 
in  stone.  This  concrete  must  be  thoroughly  mixed  until  each  stone  is 
thoroughly  coated  with  mortar  before  being  placed  in  structure. 

68.  The  facing  of  fine  concrete  is  to  be  one  foot  in  thickness,  and  h  to 
be  carried  around  the  face  and  side  of  the  work  and  the  top  surface  of  same 
to  the  depth  of  one  foot. 

The  work  is  to  be  carefully  done  to  the  Batter  shown  on  the  drawings,  and 
all  comers  rounded  to  a  radius  of  not  less  than  12  inches. 

The  work  to  present  smooth  exterior  surfaces  when  finished.  Any  holes 
or  cavities  on  the  exterior  surfaces  must  be  filled  up  with  Portland  cement 
grout,  consisting  of  one  part  sand  and  one  Dart  of  cement. 

Rubble  Concrete. 

69.  The  Rubble  Concrete  is  to  be  composed  of  one  part  of  gravel  or  small 
st.ones  not  exceeding  one  inch  in  diameter,  five  parts  of  large  stones  weighing 
4  0  lbs.  or  upwards,  two  parts  of  sand  and  one  part  of  Portland  cement.  The 
T'^ortland  cement  fine  concrete  facing  is  to  be  composed  of  one  part  of  gravel 
or  small  stones  not  exceeding  one  inch  in  diameter,  two  parts  of  sand  and  one 
part  of  Portland  cement.  In  mixing  concrete,  the  gravel,  sand  and  cement 
are  to  be  turned  at  least  three  times  whilst  dry,  water  is  then  to  be  added, 
the  material  again  turned  over  at  least  three  times  and  thoroughly  mixed  be- 
being  placed  in  the  work. 
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Mixing. 

70.  The  gravel,  sand  and  Portland  cement  for  the  rubble  concrete  are 
first  to  be  thoroughly  and  properly  mixed  to  form  a  matrix  or  body  of  c<on- 
erete,  into. which  the  large  stones  of  the  rubble  concrete  are  to  be  placed.  In 
construction  the  matrix  is  first  to  be  placed  in  the  work ;  and  a  layer  of  tlie 
same  formed,  into  which  the  large  ptones  are  to  be  placed  by  hand.  These 
stones  must  be  placed  at  least  three  inches  apart,  and  the  spaces  between  them 
are  to  be  thoroughly  grouted  or  run  up  eolid  with  the  matrix  so  as  to  form  a 
compact  mass,  and  any  holes  or  cavities  in  the  work  are  to  be  run  up  full  and 
flush  with  Portland  cement  grout,  consisting  of  two  parts  of  sand  and  one  of 
cement.  The  fine  concrete  facing  must  be  kept  at  least  six  inches  higher 
than  the  rubble  concrete,  and  thoroughly  united  with  it,  so  as  to  form  one 
homogeneous  mass,  all  concrete  to  be  placed  in  the  work  the  same  time  as 
made,  and  any  concrete  not  so  ^placed  will  be  rejected.  The  sides  of  the  ex- 
cavation are  to  be  carefully  protected,  so  as  to  prevent  loose  earth  or  other 
material  from  falling  into  and  damaging  the  works  or  foundations,  and  the 
foundations  are  to  be  kept  perfectly  clear  of  water.  Notice  of  readiness  to 
mix  concrete  is  to  be  given  to  the  Engineer  at  least  three  days  before  the 
material  from  falling  into  and  damaging  the  works  or  foundations,  and  the 
In  default  thereof  the  Engineer  will  reject  such  concrete  so  mixed  and  the 
Contractor  will  be  required  to  remove  the  same  forthwith  off  the  works. 

The  concrete  deposited  in  water  will  be  composed  of  Portland  cement  and 
f»and  in  the  proportions  of  one  of  cement  to  one  of  sand,  to  which  will  be  added 
five  parts  of  broken  stones  such  as  is  used  in  fine  concrete. 

Rock  Foundation. 

71.  When  the  foundations  of  any  structure  are  on  rock  the  Contractor 
will  be  allowed  to  adopt  any  plan  for  his  cofferdams  that  he  may  desire,  pro- 
vided he  is  able  to  lay  the  foundations  dry  so  as  to  properly  level  off  the  rock 
to  receive  masonry  or  concrete.  When  the  surface  of  the  rock  is  smooth  and 
inclined  so  that  the  piers  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer,  have  a  ten- 
dency to  slide  upon  it  the  Contractor  will  be  required  to  level,  step,  or  roughen, 
as  the  Engineer  may  consider  necessary,  the  surface  of  the  rock,  so  as  to  make 
it  a  secure  and  safe  foundation  on  which  to  deposit  the  concrete  or  build  the 
masonrv. 

Cribs. 

72.  When  considered  desirable  by  the  Engineer,  the  piers  and  abut- 
ments of  bridges  may  be  constructed  of  timber  cribs  filled  with  stone  or  co::- 
crete  to  such  a  height  as  the  Engineer  may  direct,  the  remainder  to  be  con- 
structed of  masonry  or  concrete.  The  cribs  will  be  built  of  hemlock,  tama- 
rack, cedar  or  pine,  as  the  Engineer  may  consider  best,  the  timber  to  be  12x 
12,  bolted  together  with  7-8  square  bolts,  sufficientlv  long  to  pass  throuijii 
two  timbers  aoid  a  half  into  the  third,  angles  of  Cribs  and  ends  of  ties  to  be 
dovetailed — ^the  whole  to  be  according  to  drawings  furnished. 

73.  The  price  of  timber  to  include  all  irons.  The  stone  filling  to  be  net 
larger  than  one  cubic  foot. 

74.  The  masonry  shall  not  be  commenced  before  the  Engineer  shall 
have  examined  and  approved  of  the  foundations  nor  until  the  Contractor  shaZ 
have  provided  appliances  and  material  of  such  a  kind  and  in  such  quantitie- 
as  shall  be  approved  of  bv  the  Engineer. 
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Coffer-Dams. 

75.  All  cofier-dams,  outer  caissons,  and  other  materials  (of  such  a  nature 
as  to  obstruct  the  flow  of  water)  that  have  been  put  in  the  river  by  the  Con- 
tractor shall  be  removed  at  his  expense  as  soon  as  the  structure  for  which  it 
was  used  has  been  completed. 

No  earth  work  shall  be  filled  around  the  abutments  till  at  least  two  weeks 
after  the  masonry  has  been  laid  and  the  earth  must  be  carefully  punned  in 
horizontal  layers  around  the  walls. 

76.  It  is  understood  that  the  price  for  masonry  or  concrete  put  in.  the 
schedule  is  to  cover  the  cost  of  all  materials,  planet  and  .workmanship  neces< 
sary  for  the  construction  of  the  moulds  and  coffer-dams  or  caissons,  and  all 
pumping  or  baling,  and  any  other  work  required  to  found  the  piers,  abut- 
ments, etc.,  in  a  sound  and  substantial  manner,  and  that  no  extra  price  will 
be  paid  for  any  work  that  may  be  required  to  secure  this  object.  As  to  the 
character  of  all  foundations,  the  Contractor  must  satisfy  himself,  and  it  is  to 
be  fully  understood  that  no  claims  for  extras  will  be  permitted  on  account  of 
any  deficiency  or  inaccuracy  in  the  plans  and  that  the  Contractor  shall  have 
no  claim  for  extras  on  account  of  any  increased  or  diminished  quantities  of 
masonry  in  any  pier  or  abutment,  or  on  account  of  any  increased  or  diminished 
depth  of  water  on  the  sight  of  any  of  the  piers  or  abutments;  he  shall  only 
be  paid  for  the  actual  quantities  at  the  schedule  rate. 

All  steel  superstruction  will  be  supplied  and  put  in  place  by  the  Com- 
mission. 


GENERAL. 

Beginning  of  Work. 

77.  The  works  are  to  be  commenced  and  proceeded  with  as  soon  as  prac- 
i  icable,  after  the  person  or  persons  whose  tender  may  be  accepted  shall  have 
entered  into  the  contract;  and  the  Contractor  shall  carry  on  the  works  in 
such  places  and  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Engineer,  and  so  as  to  secure  its  completion  for  acceptance  by  December 
31st,  1905,  the  first  40  miles  of  grading  to  be  completed  and  25  miles  of  s.teel 
rails  to  be  laid  by  December  Slst,  1904.  Rails,  ties,  fastenings,  spikes,  angle 
l^ars,  bolts,  and  tie  plates  the  Commission  shall,  at  the  Contractor's  option, 
deliver  F.O.B.  cars  or  piled  and  stacked  at  New  Liskeard,  or  such  other 
points  as  the  Engineer  shall  decide  to  be  the  beginning  of  said  extension. 

Time  being  the  essence  of  this  contract. 

Extra  Work. 

78.  No  allowance  will  be  made  for  extra  work  except  upon  written 
agreement  signed  by  the  Contractor  and  the  Engineer,  or  under  the  written 
order  of  the  Engineex.  All  claims  for  extra  work  so  ordered  must  be  made 
io  the  Engineer  in  writing  before  the  payment  of  the  next  succeeding  esti- 
rnate,  after  the  work  was  performed  ;■  and  failing  to  make  such  claim,  the 
Fiame  will  be  considered  as  abandoned  by  the  Contractor. 
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'  Bight  of  Way. 

79.  Due  diligence  will  be  used  in  securing  the  right  of  way,  "but  tie 
ConLmission  will  not  be  responsible  for  delays  in  this  couiicci  ion.  All  such 
•delays  shall  only  have  the  ejffect  of  entitling  the  Contractor  to  additional 
time  for  the  completion  of  his  work,  the  Engin^ffr  to  b;»  the  judge  as  to  tie 
loss  of  time  and  the  additional  timp  to  be  allo\'.od  tho  Contractor  for  the  rou- 
pletion  of  his  contract. 

Alterations. 

80.  The  Engineer  shall  at  any  time,  either  before  the  commencement  or 
(luring  the  construction  of  any  portion  of  the  work,  be  at  liberty  ifco  make  any 
alterations  or  change  that  he  may  deem  advisable,  either  in  the  grades  or 
alignment,  or  any  other  things  connected  with,  the  works,  whether  the  same 
increases  or  diminishes  the'  quantities,  and  ,+he  Contractor  shall  only  be 
allowed  at  the  same  rate  as  in  his  schedule  of  prices  attached,  and  no  extra? 
of  any  descripton  will  be  allowed. 

The  rates  and  prices  in  the  schedule  must  be  understood  to  include  no. 
only  the  particular  work  or  material  mentioned,  but  all  and  every  kind  of 
work,  labor,  tools,  plant  and  materials  of  whatsoever  kind  necessary  for  the 
full  execution  and  completion,  ready  for  use  of  the  respective  portions  of  the 
works,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer. 

Payments. 

81.  A  monthly  estimate  will  be  made  by  the  Engineer  for  all  work 
done  and  material  delivered,  ten  per  cent,  of  which  will  be  retained  as  a  re- 
serve fund,  reserving  to  the  Contractor  the  right  to  enquire  into  the  correct- 
ness of  the  estimates. 

Day  Labor. 

82.  If  any  work  or  service  require  to  be  done  which  in  the  opinion  of 
*he  Engineer,  does  not  come  within  the  class  of  work  to  b.-  measured  under 
the  contract,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  direct  the  Contractor  to  perform  tie 
same  by  day  labor,  and  the  Contractor,  when  required  by  him,  shall  suppiv 
auch  force,  perform  such  work  and  be  paid  the  reasonable  and  actual  wage? 
of  such  force,  as  ascertained  by  time  keeper  and  pay  sheat,  together  with  h^ 
per  cent,  for  the  use  of  the  tools  and  profit.  The  Engineer  shall  be  at  libertr 
to  discharge  any  bad  or  unsuitable  workman  who  may  be  placed  at  day  labor 
work,  and  the  work  so  performed  shall  be  subject  to  his  approval  before  pay- 
ment thereof.  , 

Damages. 

83.  The  Contractor  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  injuries  or  damages 
to  person  or  property  received  or  sustained  in  the  execution  of  the  work,  and 
shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  pro.vince  from  all  such  damage  or  1q5s 
from  fire  or  otherwise. 

SUB-CONTRACTORS . 

84.  The  Contractors  will  not  be  permitted  to  sub-let  any  portion  of  thi* 
work  without  the  consent  of  the  Engineer,  and  his  approval  of  the  sub-con- 
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tractor,  which  consent  or  approval,  however,  shall  by  no  means  be  considered 
a  recognition  of  such  sub-contractor. 

The  Contractor  will  not  be  released  from  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
work  by  reason  of  having  let  portions  of  the  same  to  sub-contractors. 

Contractor  to  Examine  Works  to  be  Bid  For. 

85.  Contractors  mufl)t  satisfy  themselves  of  the  nature  and  location  of 
the  work  they  bid  for,  of  the  general  form  of  the  surface  of  the  ground,  of  the 
quality  of  material  required  for  forming  the  road  bed  or  other  work,  and  all 
other  matter  which  can  in  any  way  influence  their  contract,  and  no  informa- 
tion on  any  such  matters  derived  from  the  maps,  profiles,  drawings,  or  speci- 
fications or  from  the  Engineer  in  any  way  will  relieve  the  Contractor  from  all 
risks  or  from  fulfilling  all  the  terms  of  his  contract. 

Contractor's  REPitESENTATrvE. 

86.  In  the  absence  of  the  Contractor  a  competent  agent  or  foreman 
shall  represent  him  on  the  works,  who  shall  be  considered  the  lawful  repre- 
sentative of  the  Contractor,  and  any  orders  given  to  such  agent  or  foreman 
shall  be  deemed  as  given  to  the  Contractor. 

Profile  Quantities. 

87.  The  classification  and  quantities  marked  on  profile  are  only  approxi- 
mate and  will    have  no  bearing  on  either  monthly  or  final  statements. 

Stakes  and  Bench  Marks. 

88.  Contractor  must  carefully  preserve  bench  marks  and  stakes,  and  in 
case  of  wilful  or  careless  neglect  will  be  charged  accordingly. 

Insufficient  Workmen  or  Material. 

89.  If  at  any  time  the  number  of  workmen  or  horses  or  the  amount  of 
other  material  or  other  plant  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer,  be  insuffi- 
cient for  the  completon  of  the  works  in  time  specified,  or  that  the  works  are, 
er  some  part  thereof  is,  not  being   carried    on   with   due   diligence,   then   in 
every  such  case,  the  said  Engineer  shall  have  power  to  notify  the  Contractor 
in  writing  to  employ  or  provide  such  additional  workmen,  horses,  material, 
or  plant  as  the  said  Engineer  may  think  nefcessary ;  and  in  case  the  i^id  Con- 
iractor  shall  not  thereupon  within  6  days,  or  such  longer  time  as  may  be  fixed 
by  any  such  notice,  in  all  respects  comply  therewith,  he,  the  said  Engineer, 
sfiall  have  power  to  provide  any  workmen,  horses  and  material  or  other  plant 
h  e  may  think  proper ;    and  all  money   so  expended  by  the  Engineer  shall 
tliereupon  be  paid  by  the  Contractor,  or  may  be  deducted  or  retained  out  of 
any  moneys  due  or  to  become    due    to   the   Contractor.     And    should   these 
moneys  be  insufficient  the  balance  shall  be  recoverable  in  the  usual  way  as  a 
debt  due  by  the  Contractor  to  the  Commission. 

Removal  of  Condemned  Material. 

90.  In  case  any  material  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer  not  in  accord- 
it  nee  wth  the  terms  of  the  contract  and  is  condemned  as  unsuitable  or  inferior, 
it    shall  be  at  once  removed  by  the  Contractor  from  the  works,  or  should  this 
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not  be  done,  the  Engineer  may,  on  giving  three  days'  notice,  cause  *the  same 
to  be  removed,  and  the  cost  of  such  removal  shall  be  deducted  from  any 
moneys  due  to  the  Contractor. 

Headquarters  of  Contractor. 

91.  The  Contractor  shall  be  bound  at  all  times  to  have  an  office  on  the 
works,  where,  by  himself  or  some  authorized  agent,  all  notices  or  requflitions 
from  the  Engineer  may  be  received  and  acknowledged. 

Safety  and  Comfort  of  Employees. 

92.  As  it  is  desirable  to  secure  the  safety  and  comfort  of  employees  en- 
gaged on  the  work  of  constructon  and  to  secure  skilful  medical  aid  for  such 
employees  as  may  get  hurt  or  become  sick  on  the  works  of  construction,  anc 
also  to  have  the  mail  carried  and  distributed  along  the  line  of  construction: 
the  Contractor  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned  agrees  to  furnish  such  medical 
attendance  and  hospital  accommodation  as  is  necessarj^  and  also  to  have  the 
mail  carried  and  distributed  along  the  line  of  construction,  the  Engineer  to 
be  the  judge  as  to  whether  this  is  properly  carried  out. 

Should  a  hospital  be  provided  the  Contractor  will,  if  the  doctor  consider* 
it  necessary,  convey  such  men  or  employees  as  may  get  injured  or  become  si**? 
on  the  work  embraced  in  this  contract,  to  such  hospital  free  of  charge  and  t- 
pay  his  or  their  expenses. 

Exorbitant  Charges. 

93.  The  workmen,  laborers  or  servants  employed,  shall  be  charged  fai' 
and  reasonable  prices  for  any  provisions,  clothing  and  other  necessaries  o: 
life,  and  reasonable  comfort  supplied  by  the  Contractor,  his  agents,  or  an^ 
person  or  persons  authorized  by  him  to  supply  such  goods  or  aocommodatios. 
L'pon  the  breach  of  anj^  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  in  the  event  of  ex- 
orbitant charges  being  made  by  the  Contractor,  his  agents,  or  any  person  o: 
or  persons  authorized  by  him  there  may  be  deducted  and  retained  from  moLej* 
payable  in  respect  of  this  contract,  such  amount  as  the  Commission  maydeei: 
proper. 

Alien  Labor. 

94.  The  Contractor  shall  ixot  engage  or  employ  on  the  said  work  ar. 
citizen  or  subject  of  any  country  having  an  Alien  Labor  Law,  which  pru-; 
tically  excludes  Canadians  from  employment  on  the  public  works  of  rvi 
country  or  on  other  works  therein.  Any  Contractor  employing  alien  lab: 
as  aforesaid  shall  be.  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $20  a  day  for  each  and  every  per- 
son so  employed. 

Fohest  Fires. 

95.  Special  precautions  must  be  taken  by  the  Contractor  to  prevent  tl" 
spread  of  fire,  and  the  laborers  in  his  employ  shall  be  subject  to  the  directi-^i 
of  the  Engineer  in  event  of  their  aid  beini?  required  by  the  Engineer  to  ei; 
linguish  forest  fires  accruing  in  proximity  to  the  Right  of  Way;  the  time :: 
the  men  so  engaged  by  the  Engineer  to  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  wages  pa:: 
l)v  the  Contractor. 
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Sanitary  Regulations. 

96.  The  walls  of  sliantieB,  lodging  or  boarding  houses,  intended  for,  or 
occupied  by  men,  and  which  have  a  floor  area  exceeding  150  superficial  feet, 
shall  have  side  and  end  walls  not  less  than  9  feet  in  height,  clear  above  the 
floor  and  must  have  two  ventilators  in  the  roof,  as  well  as  closets  built  and 
situated  at  such  distance  from  the  nearest  place  of  abode  as  may  be  directed 
*'not  in  any  event  in  a  less  distance  than  200  feet,"  which  are  to  be  kept  clean 
and  subject  to  such  sanitary  regulations  as  the  Engineer  may  from  time  to 
time  direct. 

Wages  and  Protection  to  Labor. 

97.  ,  It  is  agreed  and  understood  that  in  case  the  Contractor  fail  or  re- 
fuse to  pay  the  wages  of  laborers  who  may  be  employed  on  the  work  embraced 
in  this  contract,  the  Engineer  is  hereby  authorized  to  hold  such  estimate  as 
may  be  rendered  or  due  the  Contractor,  until  the  matter  is  adjusted.  All  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts  to  secure  payment  of  wages  fbr  labor  performed  in  the 
construction  of  Public  Works  shall  apply  to  this  contract. 

Power  to  Enter  Upon  the  Works. 

98.  The  Commission  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  the  works  at  any 
time  and  to  carry  on  any  work  that  may  be  considered  necessary  by  the 
-Cingineer. 

Wages. 

99.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  during  the  construction  of 
the  work  embraced  in  this  contract,  that  the  Contractors  shall  pay  his  or  their 
laborers  not  less  than  wages  current  on  like  works  in  this  part  of  the  Pro- 
vince, and  the  wages  of  all  persons  of  any  class,  employed  upon  or  in  the  re- 
spect of  any  of  the  said  works,  shall  be  paid  at  least  once  a  month;  if  possible 
said  payment  shall  be  made  upon  the  works  or  some  point  convenient  to  the 
same,  but  in  no  case  at  a  tavern  or  other  place  where  liquors  are  sold. 

Order  on  the  Works. 

100.  The  Contractor  agrees  to  observe  and  abide  by  such  rules  and  re- 
g-ulations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  established  by  the  Engineer,  to  promote 
good  order  and  efficiency  on  the  entire  work,  and  will  assist  other  contractors, 
employees  and  agents  to  do  the  same.  The  Contractor  agrees  not  to  entice 
or  employ  men  from  other  contractor's  work. 

Service  Eoads. 

101.  Contractors  having  work  awarded  them  shall  immedately  after 
signing  the  contract  proceed  to  open  and  maintain  such  good  and  safe  roads 
and  paths  along  the  whole  line  of  their  sections  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Engineer,  for  foot  or  horse  travel  wherever  practicable  and  on  siich  portions 
of  the  line  where  there  are  no  highways  convenient  for  waggoning  supplies 
they  must  open  and  maintain  such  roads  without  charge  therefor  and  in  their 
proposals  must  take  this  into  consideration.  Any  persons  having  permission 
from  the  Engineer  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  along  or  haul  any  materials  re- 
c  uired  for  the  road  over  any  section,  such  persons  not  interfering  or  impeding 
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the  work  of  the  Contractor,  providing  in  the  case  of  a  separate  Contractor, ke 
shall  pay  his  proportion  of  the  cost  of  said  road,  as  the  Engineer  may  deem 
right.  No  allowance  or  compensation,  whatever,  will  be  dne  or  paid  to  tlie 
Contractor  for  any  temporary  roads  or  bridges  he  may  make  to  facilitate  the 
work. 

ENGmEEJt  TO  BE  SOLE  JUDGE  OF  THE  WORK. 

102.  All  works  are  to  be  done  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer. 
He  is  to  be  the  sole  judge  of  work  or  material  in  respect  both  of  quality  and 
quantity,  and  his  decisions  on  all  questions  of  dispute  with  regard  to  the  work 
or  material  or  as  to  the  meaning  or  interpretation  of  the  plans  or  specifica- 
tions is  to  be  considered  final  and  binding  on  all  parties. 

103.  Whenever  the  wprd  Commission  is  used  in  these  specifications  it 
designates  the  T.  &  N.  0.  Ry.  Commission.  Wherever  the  word  Engineer 
is  used  in  these  specifications  it  shall  be  mutually  understood  to  refer  to  ik 
Engineer  in  charge  of  the  works,  and  his  properly  authorized  agents,  limited 
by  the  particular  duties  entrusted  to  them.  Wherever  the  word  Contractor 
is  used  in  these  specifications  it  shall  be  mutually  understood  to  refer  to  the 
party  or  parties  contracting  to  perform  the  work  or  the  legal  representative 
of  the  said  party.  The  specifications  and  general  condition  together  with  the 
drawings  referred  to  are  distinctly  understood  as  being  embodied  with  the 
i;ontract,  the  whole  forming  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Commission 
and  the  Contractor. 


TEACK  LAYING  AND  BALLASTING. 

Work. 

104.  •  The  work  of  track  laying  and  ballasting  will  embrace  all  engines, 
cars  and  plant  and  all  labor  and  tools  required  for  loading,  unloading  and 
distributing  rails,  joint  fastenings,  spikes,  points  and  crossings  and  sleepers 
or  cross  ties,  laying,  lifting,  centering,  lining  and  surfacing  the  track;  ak- 
for  making  roads  to  ballast  pits  and  laying  all  surface  tracks  for  gettine. 
loading  and  unloading  the  ballast,  placing  the  same  in  the  road  and  trim- 
ming it  up. 

GUAGE. 

105.  The  rails  shall  be  laid  broken  joints  to  a  gauge  of  4  feet  8i  in^he^ 
clear  between  the  rails,  and  they  shall  be  well  and  carefully  fastened  at  th? 
joints.  Special  care  must  be  taken  at  points  and  crossings  to  have  the  rail* 
iaid  to  a  tight  gauge.  The  rails  must  be  full  spiked,  and  on  curves  the  oiitfr 
rail  shall  be  elevated  according  to  the  degree  of  curvature  as  directed  by  th? 
Engineer. 

Laying  of  Rails. 

106.  The  rails  should  be  handled  with  great  care,  and  before  being  run 
ever  by  either  engine  or  cars,  they  shall  be  fully  sleepered  and  surfaced. 
Every  precaution  should  be  taken  to  prevent  them  getting  bent  during  pr^ 
gress  of  ballasting. 
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Ballast  Pits. 

107.  In  selecting  ballast  pits,  a  preference  will  always  be  given  to  those 
points  where  the  best  material  can  be  procured,  having  due  regard  to  the 
convenience  of  the  Contractors.  During  the  working  of  any  pit,  should  the 
materials  be  found  unfit  for  ballasting,  the  Engineer  shall  have  power  to 
compel  the  Contractors  to  close  such  pits  and  open  others. 

108.  The  surface  of  ballast  pits  shall  be  stripped  of  soil,  where  such 
exists,  and  no  material  w'hatever  shall  be  placed  on  the  road  bed  but  good, 
clear  gravel,  free  from  earth,  clay,  loam  or  loamy  sand,  as  the  country  will 
afford  along  the  line,  or  within  practical  working  distance  from  it  by 
branch  lines  or  sidings. 

Ballast. 

109.  The  maximum  size  of  gravel  must  not  be  greater  than  three  inches 
diameter.  In  unloading  the  ballast  the  train  must  be  kept  in  constant 
motion,  working  to  and  fro  so  as  to  thoroughly  mix  the  different  qualites  of 
ballast  until  a  sufficient  quantity  is  deposited  for  the  first  lift.  The  track 
must  then  be  raised  so  that  the  sleepers  and  the  ballast  must  be  well  beaten 
und  packed  under  and  around  them.  As  the  raising  proceeds  the  end  of  the 
"lift"  shall  extend  over  not  less  than  three  rail  lengths,  and  before  trains  are 
allowed  to  pass  over  the  inclined  portion  of  track  it  must  be  made  sufficiently 
solid  to  prevent  bending  the  rails  or  twisting  the  rail  joints.  After  the  lift 
the  track  shall  be  centered,  lined,  topped,  surfaced  and  trimmed  off  to  a 
proper  form  and  width — about  2,600  cubic  yards  of  ballast,  pit  measurement, 
will  be  required  for  each  mile  of  single  track.  A  second  lift  must  be  made 
in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  precautions  as  required  for  the  first 
lift,  in  order  to  secure  a  uniform  thickness  of  10  inches  under  the  sleepers. 

9 

110.  In  wet  cuttincrs  the  Engineer  shall  have  power  to  direct  a  greater 
rfaickness  of  ballast  should  it  be  deemed  necessary. 

Track. 

111.  The  track  shall  be  left  by  the  Contractor  with  everything  com- 
plete and  surfaced.  The  ballast  shall  be  dressed  off  to  the  form  required,  and* 
the  whole  shall  be  executed  according  to  the  direction  and  to  the  approval  of 
llie  Engineer. 

Ties  and  Rails. 

112.  The  ties  will  be  of  sound  hemlock,  cedar,  tamarac  or  Jack  pine,  8 
ft.  0  in.  long,  not  less  than  7  inches  face  and  6i  inches  thick  and  not  less  than 
2,800  to  the  mile   of    track    and  will   be    furnished   by   the    Commission. 

The  rail  to  be  laid  will  be  80  lbs.  per  yard  with  split  switches  and  spring 
rail  frogs  at  turnouts  off  the  main  line. 

Trestle  Filling. 

113.  Where  temporary  trestles  have  been  erected  these  may  be  replaced 
by  a  dump,  the  filling  made  with  cars  from  the  ballast  pit  or  other  places  on 
the  line  of  railway,  a  price  for  this <5lass  of  work  to  be  included  m  the  schedule

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The  Commission  was  anxous  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  some  promiaeiit 
outside  Engineer  on  the  location  of  the  line  and  were  fortunate  in  securbg 
the  services  of  Mr.  Joseph  Hobson,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail. 
way.     Mr.  Hobson's  reports  are  as  follows:  —

To  the  Secretary, 

Temiskaming  &  Northern  Ontario  Railway  Commissioners, 
Toronto,  Ont. 

Dear  Sib, — I  beg  to  report  that  I  have,  as  per  request,  carefully  gone  over 
the  plan  and  profile  (forwarded  to  me  by  your  Chief  Engineer  Mr.  W.  B.  Bii3- 
sel)  of  the  proposed  extension  of  the  Temiskaming  and  Northern  Ontario  Rail- 
way, from  New  Liskeard  to  a  point  11  2-5  miles  north.  This  section,  accord- 
ing to  the  information  I  have,  is  the  only  part  of  the  proposed  extension  whict 
has  been  finally  located. 

As  I  have  never  been  in  the  district  or  territory  through  which  it  is  pro- 
l)osed  to  extend  the  Railway,  I  do  not  know  whether  the  best  location  has  l>eea 
obtained  or  not ;  but  I  can  wittout  any  hesitation  say  that,  if  constructed  on 
the  alignment  and  with  the  gradients  shewn  on  the  plan  and  profile,  the  Bail- 
way  will,  80  far  as  they  are  concerned,  be  an  exceptionally  good  one. 

I  can,  of  course,  express  no  opinion  upon  the  surveys  now  in  progress.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  examined  very  carefully  the  profile  of  that  portion  o: 
The  Temiskaming  &  Northern  Ontario  Railway  north  of  New  Lisk&ard. 

Upon  this  profile  were  shewn,  in  addition  to  the  elevations  of  the  grouna. 
the  lengths,  angles  of  deflection  and  radii  of  curves ;  the  information  upon  i' 
was,  therefore,  sufficient  to  shew  clearly  the  alignment  adopted,  as  well  as  tt^ 
gradients. 

With  regard  to  the  alignment ;  I  assume  that  the  country  through  whiot 
the  proposed  railway  will  pass  has  been  carefully  explored  and  surveyed,  ate 
that  the  route  selected  is  the  best  that  can  be  obtained ;  but  whether  the  best 
or  not,  I  consider  it  a  very  good  one,  particularly  when  the  character  of  tie 
country  is  taken  into  account. 

Designating  the  curves  in  the  usual  way,  they  are  from  one  to  four  de- 
grees. I  may  be  permitted  to  say  that  a  one  degree  curve  is  described  with  a 
ladius  of  5,730  feet,  and  that  a  four  degree  curve  (which  is  the  sharpest  it  i* 
proposed  to  use  on  that  part  of  the  Temiskaming  Railway  under  consideraiion 
has  a  radius  of  1,432.7  feet.  Upon  a  number  of  railways  which  rankamoti^ 
the  best  on  this  Continent  there  are  more  objectionable  curves  than  any  vhicl 
•t  is  proposed  to  use  on  this  line.  I  assume,  of  course,  that  transition  or  ease- 
ment curves  will  be  used  at  each  end  of  those  shewn  on  the  profile,  so  as  to  r^ 
duce  the  somewhat  unpleasant  jar  which  is  usually  felt  when  the  train  lea^ 
ii  tangent  or  straight  part  of  the  line. 
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On  the  part  of  Railway  under  consideration  there  are  in  all  forty-four 
curves,  with  an  aggregate  length  of  57,717  feet,  or  say  10.93  miles,  out  of  a 
total  length  of,  say,  47  miles.      I  should  consider  this  very  satisfactory. 

The  gradients  are  favorable.  The  maximum  is  a  half  of  one  per  cent, 
and  the  aggregate  length  of  those  parts  of  the  line  having  this  maximum  gra- 
dient is  only  five  miles.  Taking  the  line  as  a  whole,  the  gradients  are  remark- 
ably good.  The  elevation  of  sub-grade  at  Station  0,  at  the  north  end,  is  ap- 
proximately 648.6  feet  above  datum;  at  Mile  Post  46,  at  the  north  end,  it  is 
1,024  feet.      The  gradients  are  therefore  favorable  to  southbound  traffic. 

So  far  as  gradients  and  curvature  are  concerned,  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that  this  line  is  an  exceptionally  good  one.

3.  The  Contractor  will  pay  in  cash  for  all  ties  purchased  by  him  from 
other  parties  and  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly  contract  for  ties  for  said  work 
the  price  of  which  shall  be  payable  either  wholly  or  partly  in  goods  or  other- 
wise than  in.  actual  cash. 

3.  The  Contractor  will  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  Eng^ineer 
from  time  to  time  as  requested  by  the  Engineer  of  his  having  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  the  last  preceding  clause  hereof  and  as  to  the  land  upon 
which  all  ties  delivered  from  time  to  time  have  been  cut,  and  that  the  Con- 
tractor or  other  party  cutting  same  had  the  legal  right  to  cut  such  ties  and 
dispose  of  them  and  that  the  same  are  free  from  all  liens  and  attachments, 
and  until  such  evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer  is  furnished  and 
until  ties  from  time  to  time  are  actually  accepted  and  marked  by  the  Engineer 
or  by  his  Agent  in  that  behalf  as  aforesaid  the  same  shall  be  at  the  risk  of  the 
Contractor. 

4.  The  decision  of  the  Engineer  or  his  Agent  in  that  behalf  as  to 
whether  the  ties  conform  to  and  are  delivered  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  this  contract  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  Culled  ties  must  be  promptly 
removed  from  the  railway  right  of  way  unless  same  shall  be  accepted  by  the 
Engineer  under  Clause  Five  of  said  Specifications,  in  which  case  they  shall 
be  paid  for  at  half  price. 

5.  Government  dues  (if  any)  shall  be  paid  by  the  Commission. 

6.  If  the  Contractor  shall  become  bankrupt  or  insolvent,  or  shall  make 
an  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  or  shall  compound  with  his 
creditors  or  propose  any  composition  to  his  creditors  for  the  settlement  of  his

granted  and  the  said  work  has  not  been  completed  within  the  time  limited, 
or  in  case  of  additional  time  befng  granted  as  aforesaid,  then  if  the  same  has 
mot  been  completed  within  such  additional  time,  or  if  the  Contractor  shall  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Engineer  (who  shall  be  the  sole  and  absolute  judge  in  that 
"behalf)  persist  in  any  course  violating  the  provisions  of  this  contract  the  Com- 
mission shall  have  the  power  and  right  at  -  its  discretion,  without  previous 
xiotice  and  without  process  of  law,  to  take  the  work  or  any  part  thereof  out  of 
the  hands  of  the  Contractor  and  either  relet  the  same  to  any  other  person  or 
persons  with  or  without  previous  advertisement,  or  to  employ  workmen  and 
provide  materials,  tools  and  other  necessary  things  at  the  expense  of  the 
Contractor,  or  to  take  such  other  steps  as  the  said  Commission  may  consider 
xiecessary  in  order  to  secure  the  completion  of  the  said  work,  and  in  any  such 
ease  the  Contractor  shall  have  no  claim  to  any  payment  in  respect  of  work 
performed,  but  all  things  done  and  means  employed  under  this  clause  by  the

means  employed  had  been  done  and  employed  by  him  under  this  contract ;  but 
the  Contractor  shall  nevertheless  remain  liable  for  all  loss  and  damage  which 
may  be  suffered  by  the  Commission  by  reason  of  the  non-completion  by  the 
Contractor  of  the  work  or  by  reason  of  any  of  the  matters  aforesaid  which  dam- 
ages shall  be  deemed  to  include  all  salaries  or  wages  which  shall  be  payable 
to  the  person  or  persons  superintending  the  work  on  behalf  of  the  Conunission, 
and  no  action  or  claim  shall  be  raised  or  made  by  the  Contractor  by  reason,  or 
on  account  of  the  ultimate  cost  of  the  work  so  taken  over  proving  greater  than 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Contractor  it  should  be  and  the  amount  of  all  such  Ions 
and  damages  shall  be  computed  and  ascertained  by  the  Engineer  whose  certifi- 
cate certifying  to  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  par- 
ties but  notwithstanding  any  of  the  matters  aforesaid  the  Contractor  shall  re-

7.  Cash  paymeiits  equal  to  about  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the 
ties  so  delivered  and  accepted  shall  be  made  to  the  Contractor  monthly  on  the 
written  certificate  of  the  Engineer  that  such  ties  have  beep,  so  delivered  and 
accepted  and  such  evidence  furnished  as  aforesaid  and  the  said  certificate 
shall  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  of  the  Contractor  to  be  paid  the  said 
ninety  per  cent,  or  any  part  thereof.  The  remaining  ten  per  cent,  shall  be 
retained  until  the  final  completion  of  the  whole  work  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Engineer  and  until  the  Engineer  shall  be  satisfied  that  all  wages  of  all 
workmen,  laborers,  and  servants  of  the  said  Contractor  and  of  all  sub-con- 
tractors under  him  as  well  as  the  price  of  all  ties  purchased  by  the  Contractor 
from  other  parties  have  been  duly  paid,  whereupon  the  Enj^ineer  shall  trivp 
his  final  certificate  accordingly,  and  such  remaining  ten  per  cent,  or  the  bal- 
ance payable  to  the  Contractor  as  f (5\ind  by  the  Engineer,  shall  be  paid  to  him 
by  the  Commission  within  forty  days  after  the  granting  of  such  final  certifi- 
cate; and  it  is  hereby  declared  thj^t  the  written  certificate  of  the  Encn- 
neer  certifying  to  the  final  completion  of  this  contract  as  afore- 
said shall  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  right  of  the  Contractor  to  receive 
01  to  be  paid  the  said  remaining  ten  per  cent,  br  any  part  thereof. 

8.  Should  the  Contractor  not  complete  the  work  notwithstanding  any  de- 
lay or  hindrance  by  the  Commission  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer  on  or 
before  the  dates  aforesaid  or  any  substituted  dates  as  above  provided  he  shall 
at  the  option  of  the  Commission  in  lieu  of  liability  to  pay  dania^es  and  ex- 
penses as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  clause  pay  to  the  Commission  by  way 
of  liquidated  damages  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  day  which  may 
elapse  after  the  respective  dates  or  substituted  dates  as  aforesaid  before  the 
whole  work  shall  be  completely  executed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer. 

9.  The  Contractor  shall  not  in  any  way  without  the  consent  in  writing 
of  the  Engineer  first  having  been  obtained  dispose  of,  assign,  sublet,  or  relet 
the  work  embraced  in  this  contract  or  any  portion  thereof. 

10.  The  Commission  in  consideration  of  the  premises  hereby  covenants 
with  the  Contractor  that  the  Contractor  from  time  to  time  and  in  all  resi^e^t* 
having  fulfilled  the  covenants  and  agreements  herein  contained  and  on  the 
Contractor's  part  intended  to  be  fulfilled  will  be  paid  on  the  terms  aforesaid 
for  each  and  every  tie  delivered  and  accepted  as  above  as  follows :  "For  cedar 
ties,  twenty-one  cents;  for  tamarac  ties  twenty-four  cents;  for  hemlock  tiee, 
twenty-one  cents  and  for  jack  pine  ties,  twenty-one  cents. 
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11.  The  word  ''Contractor"  wherever  it  appears  in  this  contract  shall 
be  held  to  mean  and  include  the  Contractor,  his  heirs,  executors  and  adminis- 
trators and  the  word  "Engineer'*  shall  mean  the  Chief  Engineer  for  the  time 
being  appointed  by  the  Commission  and  having  control  of  the  work  of  con- 
struction of  the  said  line  of  railway.

Memorandum  of  Agreement,  made  in  duplicate  this  19th  day  pf  Novem- 
ber in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four,  between

ten  per  cent,  or  any  part  thereof. 

8.  Should  the  Contractor  not  complete  the  work  notwithstanding  any 
delay  or  hindrance  bv  the  Commission  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer  on 
or  before  the  dates  aforesaid,  or  any  substituted  dates  as  above  provided  he 
shall  at  the  option  of  the  Commission  in  lieu  of  liability  to  pay  damages  and 
expense-s  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  clause,  pay  ^o  the  Commission  by 
way  of  liquidated  damages  the  sum  of  Twenty  Dollars  for  each  day  that  may 
elapse  after  the  respective  dates  or  substituted  dates  aforesaid,  before  the  whole 
work  shall  be  completely  executed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer. 

9.  The  Contractor  shall  not  in  any  way  without  the  consent  in  writing 
of  the  Engineer  first  having  been  obtained  dispose  of,  assign,  sublet,  or  re-let 
t  lie  work  embraced  in  this  contract,  or  any  portion  thereof. 

10.  The  Commission  in  consideration  of  the  premises  hereby  covenants 
with  the  Contractor,  that  the  Contractor  from  to  time,  and  in  all  respects  hav- 
ing fulfilled  the  covenants  and  agreements  herein  contained,  and  on  the  Con- 
tractor's part  intended  to  be  fulfilled,  will  be  paid  on  the  terms  aforesaid,  for 
each  and  every  tie  delivered  and  accepted  as  above  as  follows:  For  cedar 
ties  twenty-seven  cents,  for  tamarac  ties  twentv-nine  cents,  for  hemlock  ties 
twenty-five  cents,  for  jack  pine  ties  twenty-nine  cents;  provided,  however, 
that  should  the  Contractor  deliver  such  proportions  as  shall  be  required  by 
the  Engineer  of  the  whole  number  of  said  ties  of  satisfactory  cedar    ties,    he 
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shall  be  allowed  for  the  same  twenty-nine  cents  per  tie,  instead  of  twenty-seven 
cents  per  tie,  as  aforesaid,  and  it  is  further  agreed  that  notwithstanding  tlie 
above  provision  with  reference  to  the  points  of  delivery  that  the  Commission 
shall  accept  from  the  Contractor  delivery  in  the  Temagami  Reserve  of  such 
proportion  of  said  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  ties,  not  exceeding 
seventy-five  thousand  ties  in  all,  as  the  Contractor  shall  deliver  of  satisfactory 
and  approved  ties  within  the  time  of  delivery  as  aforesaid,  such  deliyery  to  lie 
made  at  such  points  within  such  Reserve  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Engi- 
neer. 

11.  The  word  * 'Contractor"  wherever  it  appears  in  this  contract  shall  be 
held  to  mean  and  include  the  Contractor,  his  heirs,  executors  and  administra- 
tors, and  the  word  ^'Engineer"  shall  mean  the  Chief  Engineer  for  the  time 
being,  appointed  by  the  Commission,  and  having  control  of  the  work  of  con- 
struction of  the  said  line  or  railway.

The  number  of  insulators  was  also  reduced  to  3,000,  and  the  order  iphcec 
with  J.  J.  Gartshore  at  the  price  quoted. 
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PART  III. 

Rolling  Stock  and  Equipment. 

Rental  of  Rolling  Stoph. 

In  the  montli  of  February  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  made  ap- 
plication to  the  Commission  to  rent  two  locomotives  which  were  then  com- 
pleted and  stored  at  Kingston,  and  later  extended  the  request  to  cover  the  four 
locomotives  of  the  Commission.  With  the  consent  of  the  Government,  the 
four  locomotives  were  accordingly  rented  at  |10  per  day  each,  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  guaranteeing  that  they  would  be  used  only  on  such  portions 
of  their  system  as  had  the  best  roadbed  and  undertaking  to  return  them  in 
ample  time  for  the.  requirements  of  the  Commission,  and  subject  to  proper  in- 
spection of  their  condition  on  return.  Under  this  arrangement  engines 
Number  1  and  2  were  under  rental  to  the  Gnand  Triijnk  Railway  from  Febru- 
aiy  12th  to  April  24th,  and  engines  Number  3  and  4  from  February  12th  to 
April  8th. 

The  Contractor  had  before  that  time  applied  for  the  use  of  these  engines 
and  a  number  of  fiat  cars,  when  the  season  for  ballasting  should  open,  and 
after  the  return  of  the  engines  from  the  Grand  Trunk  they,  and  flat  cars,  were 
handed  over  to  the  Contractor  under  the  following  agreement : 

Memobandum  of  Agreement  made  this  fifth  day  of  March,  1904,  between 
Allan  Ranald  Macdonell  hereinafter  called  the  Contractor,  of  the  first  part ; 
The  Temiseaming  and  Nobtherx^  Ontario  Railway  Commission,  hereinafter 
called  the  Commission,  of  the  second  part ;  and  Thomas  Long  of  Toronto, 
John  J.  Long,  of  CoUingwood  and  the  Honourable  William  Harty  of  Kings- 
ion,  hereinafter  called  the  sureties,  of  the  third  part. 

Whereas,  By  Indenture  dated  the  3rd  day  of  October,  1902,  the  Con- 
tractor agreed  with  the  Commission  to  furnish  all  necessary  materials,  labor,- 
tools,  machinery  and  plant,  and  to  execute  and  complete  all  the  works  required 
in  connection  with  the  building  of  the  Temiskaming  and  Northern  Ontario 
Hailway  according  to  certain  plans  profiles  and  specifications  as  in  said  In- 
denture is  more  fully  set  forth. 

And  Whereas,  the  Contractor  is  required  by  the  Commission's  Engineer 
in  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  the  said  contract,  to  provide  for  the  said  work 
on  said  railway,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  1904,  one  additional  steam 
shovel,  with  the  necessary  additional  plant  and  appliances  which  the  Con- 
tractor represents  to  the  Commission  would  involve  large  expense  to  him  in  the 
purchasing  or  otherwise  procuring  of  additional  engines  and  flat  cars  in  conse- 
quence of  which  the  Contractor  has  requested  the  Commission  to  rent  to  him 
for  use  on  the  said  work,  certain  engines  and  flat  cars  now  being  built  for  the 
Baid  Commission. 
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And  Whereas,  the  Commission  has  agreed  subject  to  the  terms  hereof, 
to  rent  to  the  Contractor  such  engines  and  flat  cars. 

1.  Now  These  Presents  Witness,  that  on  the  request  of  the  Contract- 
or after  same,  respectively,  shall  have  been  completed  and  delivered  to  the 
Commission  the  Commission  agrees  to  let  on  hire  to  the  Contractor  such  of 
iheir  engines  and  flat  cars  as  he  may  desire,  anrl.as  the  Commission's  Engineer 
may  approve  of,  for  use  on  said  work  for  which  the  Contractor  shall  pay  the 
clear  rental  of  $10  per  day  for  each  engine  and  25  ct-nts  per  day  for  each  flat 
car,  the  time  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  each  engine  or  flat  car  leaves  the 
Commission's  yard  at  North  Bay,  to  the  time  it  is  returned  to  the  said  yard, 
or  to  such  other  point  on  the  line  of  railway  as  may  be  required  by  the  Com- 
mission's Engineer  and  to  include  each  day  of  twenty-four  hours  between  the 
date  of  delivery  and  return  of  said  engines  and  flat  cars  respectively  as  afore- 
said, such  rental  to  be  payable  in  cash  monthly  on  the  15th  day  of  each  month, 
with  full  right  and  authority  to  the  Commission  to  deduct  same  from  any  sums 
payable  to  the  Contractor  from  time  to  time  under  progress  certificates  or 
otherwise. 

2r  The  Contractor  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  Commission  tkat  said 
flat  cars  will  be  used  only  in  connection  with  the  ballasting  of  said  line  of  rail- 
way and  that 'said  engines  shall  be  used  only  in  connection  with  putting  on  the 
stcond  lift  of  ballast  on  the  said  railway  and  train  filling,  and  will  not  at  any 
time  be  taken  over  any  part  of  the  said  road  except  portions  thereof,  upon 
which  the  first  lift  of  ballast  shall  theretofore  have  been  completed  and  that 
he  will  return  the  said  engines  and  flat  cars  in  the  same  plight  and  condition 
in  which  same  shall  be  when  received  by  him  (ordinary  wear  and  tear  only 
excepted)  to  the  Commission  immediately  on  his  ceasing  to  use  th.e  same,  or 
at  such  earlier  time  as  the  said  Engineer  may  with  respect  to  said  engines  and 
flat  cars,  respectively,  demand  or  require,  the  same  to  be  returned  and  will  de- 
liver the  same  at  the  Commission's  yard  at  North  Bav  or  at  such  other  point 
or  points  on  said  railway  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  indicated  by  the  said 
Engineer  for  that  purpose,  and  it  is  expressly  agreed  that  the  decision  of  the 
said  Engineer  as  to  the  condition  of  the  said  engines  and  flat  cars  upon  their 
return,  respectively,  and  as  to  the  amount  of  damage,  if  any,  in  excess  of  or- 
dinary wear  and  tear  which  same  shall  have  suffered,  shall  be  absolutely  final 
binding  and  conclusive  upon  the  parties,  and  that  any  amount  found  due  from 
the  Contractor  to  the  Commission  in  respect  of  any  such  damage  by  the  En- 
gineer's certificate  shall  be  forthwith  payable  in  cash,  by  the  Contractor  to  the 
Commission,  and  that  the  Commission  shall  further  Lave  the  ri^ht  to  dedac* 
same  from  any  moneys  payable  to  the  Contractor  under  said  contract,  whether 
under  progress  certificates  or  otherwise. 

3.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  affect  in  any  way  ttt 
rights,  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of  any  of  the  parties  to  the  said  agreemeii* 
of  the  3rd  day  of  October,  1902.  except  so  far  as  same  are  hereby  expressly  al- 
tered, nor  shall  anything  in  said  contract,  or  in  these  presents,  affect  the  right 
of  the  Commission  to  retain  any  moneys  which  it  shall,  ofmay  be  advised. 
that  it  is  required  or  entitled  to  retain  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  the  Me- 
chanics Lien  Law  or  any  other  law  in  force  in  this  Province  affecting  th*» 
premises. 

4.  The  sureties  hereby  consent  to  these  presents  and  agree,  that  the  same 
shall  not  in  any  way  affect  their  obligation  as  sureties  under  the  said  contract 
of  the  3rd  day  of  October,  1902,  the  intention  being  that  they  shall  be  and  con- 
tinue liable  as  such  sureties,  in  respect  of  said  contract  as  hereby  amended. 
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Witness  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  Contractor  and  the  Sureties  and  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  Commission  under  the  hands  of  its  proper  officers.

PART  IV. 

Finances. 

The  Commission  had  the  honor  to  report  under  this  heading  in  its 
Second  Annual  Report  the  completion  of  arrange;ments  with  certain  Can- 
adian Banks  for  advances  to  the  Commistiion  aggregating  $2,300,000  on  the 
security  of  temporary  Ibonds,  which  arrangements  covered  the  existing 
indebtedness  and  the  financial  requirements  for  a  considerable  portion  of 
last  year. 

Under  the  amendment  of  last  Seas&on  the  Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council  was  authorized  to  loan  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  sums 
not  exceeding  two  million  dollars  in  all,  and  to  accept  the  bonds  of  the 
Commission  as  security  for  the  repayment  of  such  loans  with  interest  at  3i 
per  cent,  per  annum. 

This  Legislation  wa^  taken  advantage  of  in  May,  and  arrangements 
were  made  lor  advances  to  the  Commiscnon  aggregating  |1, 500,000  at  3^ 
per  cent,  per  annum,  secured  by  a  further  issue  of  temporary  bonds  as  re- 
quired by  the  Act. 

Subfitequently  the  Government  negotiated  for  the  Commission  a  tem- 
porary loan  from  Messrs.  Coates  &  Co.,  and  Glyn,  Mills,  Currie  &  Co.,  two 
prominent  banking  houses  in  London,  England,  under  the  terms  of  which 
;^1, 200,000  sterling  were  loaned  for  a  period  of  six  months  from  Novem- 
ber, to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum.  This  loan 
netted,  after  deducting  exchange  and  commission,  15,706,487.49.  Out  of 
this  loan  the  advances  made  by  the  banker  and  the  Government  were  paid 
off  and  the  temporary  bonds  issued  to  secure  same  were  called  in  and  can- 
celled and  a  new  temporary  bond  of  the  Commission  for  |6, 000, 000  exe- 
cuted and  delivered  to  the  lenders  as  security  for  the  n^ew  loan. 
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After  repayment  of  the  advance  of  the  Government  and  the  Canadian 
Banks  this  loan  left  available  for  further  requirements  the  sum  of  f  1,677,- 
183.37,  which  by  the  end  of  the  year  now  being  reported  upon  had  been 
reduced  to  the  balance  shown  in  the  appended  statement  of  receipts  and 
expenditure.

MEDICAL  REPORTS. 

North  Bay,  February,  14tli,  1905. 
H.  W.  Pearson,  Esq., 

Secretary,  T.  &  N.  0.  Railway  Commission, 

Toronto. 

Dear  Sir, — In  making  medical  report  for  1904,  I  have  appended  1^ 
of  patients  treated  in  Haileybury  and  North  Bay  Hospitals,  with  nature 
of  disease  or  injury,  and  number  of  days  residence  in  Hospital.  I  regret 
to  say  that  the  records  of  Snake  Lake  Hospital  were  lost  when  my  supplied 
were  being  shipped  to  North  Bay  after  Hospital  was  closed.  This  Hospi- 
tal was  open  from  April  11th  to  August  IsJt,  and  there  were  not  more  than 
twenty  patients  treated  in  it,  two  of  whom  died  of  Pneumonia,  and  all  the 
others  recovered. 

In  addition  to  attendance  on  patients  in  Hospitals  I  had  assistant? 
patrolling  the  works  weekly,  visiting  all  the  camps)  and  attending    to   all 
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patients  requiring  medicai  or  surgical  aid.  Besides,  each  camp  was  kept 
well  supplied  with  medicines  put  up  in  bottles  or  packages  ready  for  usei 
and  were  given  out  by  the  book-keeper  in  charge  of  camp  as  required.  Sur- 
l^ical  dressings  for  first  aids  to  the  injured  and  for  minor  injuries  were  also 
kept  in  store  in  each  camp,  ready  for  immediate  use. 

Besides  the  regular  Hospitals  there  was  an  Isolation  camp  at  B/ed,wa- 
ter  Lake,  where  small-pox  patients  were  treated.  Nine  patients  were  ad- 
mitted, and  all  recovered. 

Three  assistants  were  employed  froim  January  to  July,  two  from  July 
lo  August,  and  one  since  August.

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  Medical  attendance  to  the  em- 
ployees of  the  T.  &  N.  0.  Railway,  from  August  1st  to  January  Ist,  1905. 

The  most  serious  illness  we  had  to  deal  with  was  typhoid  and  dysentery, 
which  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  pure  water  in  this  countrr. 
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There  was  also  the  usual  simple  ailments:  Golds,  tonsilitis,  indigestion 
and  diarrhoea,  which  w^re  of  short  duration  and  did  not  come  into  our  hos- 
pital. 

The  cases  treated  in  our  hospital  are  as  follows :  —

All  made  good  recovery  excepting  one  case  typhoid,  who  was  rather  late 
in  coming  in,  having  remained  on  the  way  a  couple  of  weeks  before  realizing 
the  serious  nature  of  his  illness,  died  shortly  after  his  arrival  here.

CHIEF  ENGINEEE'S  REPORT. 

North  Bay,  Ont.,  March  11th,  1905. 
H.  W.  Peaeson,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  present  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1904,  as  follow^:  — 

CONSTRUCTION. 

The  grading  to  Liskeard,  112.95  miles  from  North  Bay,  was  all  coim- 
pleted  by  the  Fall  of  1904.  Track-laying  was  commenced  at  the  57th  mile 
on  the  2nd  of  June  and  reached  Liskeard  the  end  of  September,  the  Mont- 
real River  being  crossed  on  a  temporary  treble. 

Ballasting  was  commenced  on  the  15th  of  May  and  by  the  close  of 
tlie  season  the  whole  track  had  received  a  lift  of  ballast,  as  well  as  all  sid- 
ings, these  sidings  being  at  the  9th,  14th,  28th,  38th,  47th,  56th,  66th, 
72nd,  82nd,  94th,  102nd,  107th  and  113th  miles  respectively. 

Contracts  for  stations  at  New  Liskeard,  Haileybury,  Cobalt,  (102nd 
mile),  Montreal  River  crossing,  (94th  mile),  Temagami,  (72nd  mile),  and 
at  the  14th  mile  were  let  on  the  3rd  of  December.  The  New  Liskeard  and 
Haileybury  stations  are  now  partly  conrfiructed.  All  are  to  be  completed 
by  July. 

Forty  thousand  gallon  water  tanks  have  been  erected  at  the  14th, 
28tli,  56th,  72nd,  94th  and  113th  miles  and  the  necessary  boilers  and 
pumps  installed. 

The  telegraph  line  ia  completed  throughout  and  a  telegraph  system    i^ 
in   operation. 

The  fencing  has  been  completed  for  the  first  18  miles  out  from  our 
Bouthem  terminurf,  or  to  about  the  north  boundary  of  the  Township  of 
"Widdifield,  the  only  township  open  for  settlement  at  the  southern  end.  At 
tlie  north  end  a  fence  has  been  erected  from  the  104^.h  to  113th  miles, 
-fc trough  the  boundary  of  the  Township  of  Bucke,  which  is  partly  settled. 
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This  contract  was  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1904,  but  although  all 
the  grading  was  finished,  the  track-laying  completed  throughout,  £Jteel 
bridges  erected  at  the  8th,  12th,  31st,  60th,  68th,  and  94th  miles,  the  last 
mentioned  being  the  Montreal  River  Bridge,  consisting  of  three  through 
truss  spans  of  125  feet  each,  and  the  track  in  very  good  shape  for  operat- 
ing, yet  there  ig/till  remained  at  the  end  of  1904  a  small  percentage  of  tres- 
tles to  be  filled  and  the  balla«sting  not  fully  up  to  the  ballast  plugs. 

The  Contractor  'claimed  that  he  should  be  granted  an  extension  of 
time  for  the  completion  of  his  contract,  of  three  months  of  seasonable 
weather,  on  account  of  the  unexpected  development  of  certain  sink  holes 
between  the  50th  and  60th  miles,  which  held  back  the  work  of  ballasting 
and  train  filling  three  months;  certainly  these  sink  holes  were  not  antici- 
pated and  it  was  decided  by  the  Commission  to  grant  the  three  months  ex- 
tension asked  for,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Commission  would  put 
on  its  own  trains  and  operating  staff  and  operate  the  road,  without  this  be- 
ing interpreted  by  the  Contractor  as  an  acceptance  of  the  work  as  a  finished 
contract.  As  ballasting  cannot  be  carried  on  after  about  the  middle  of  No- 
vember and  cannot  be  rtarted  earlier  than  about  the  middle  of  May,  thi^ 
three  months  seasonable  weather  would  mean  somewhere  about  the  mid- 
dle of  Auguist,  so  that  the  time  for  the  completion  of  this  contract  jsras 
made  the  15th  of  August,  1905. 

Survey  and  Construction  of  Extension. 

At  thd  end  of  the  year  1903  the  work  of  exploration  and  preliminarr 
survey  on  that  part  of  the  road  north  of  New  Liskeard  had  been  carried 
well  over  the  height  of  land  and  down  into  the  valley  of  the  Black*  River, 
a  tributaly  of  the  Abitibi  River,  which  flows  north  to  James  Bay,  a  dis- 
tance from  New  Liskeard  of  75  miles. 

The  location  of  this  line  has  been  completed  to  the  height  of  land,  a 
distance  of  67  miles.  Our  first  preliminary  line  from  Liskeard  ran  up  the 
valley  of  the  Wabis,  crossed  over  a  local  summit  into  the  valley  of  the 
Blanche  and  up  the  valley  of  the  Blanche  via  Round  Lake  on  to  Kenogani 
Lake,  and  from  there  up  to  the  main  height  of  land.  It  was  neee^ary  to 
do  a  great  deal  of  exploration  work  and  run  many  trial  lines  from  the  val- 
ley of  the  Wabis  to  the  valley  of  the  Blanche,  on  account  of  the  choice  of 
many  routes  from  one  valley  to  the  other,  in  order  to  get  the  best  and 
cheapest.  The  route  up  the  valley  of  the  Blanche  via  Round  Lake  had  te 
be  abandoned  entirely  on  account  of  the  extremely  heavy  curvature  and 
impossibility  of  adhering  to  our  maximum  4  degree  curve.  Another  route 
was  found  and  adopted,  by  crossing  the  Blanche  River  at  the  33rd  mile 
and  following  up  the  valley  of  Boston  Creek  and  passing  about  three  mile« 
east  of  Round  Lake,  entering  the  valley  of  the  Blanche  again  at  the  52nd 
mile,  following  it  to  the  56th  mile  and  leaving  it  again  at  this  point  and 
going  across  country  to  the  east  side  of  Lake  Sa^saganika  and  on  to  the 
height  of  land.  A  peculiar  feature  of  this'  country  is  that  the  best  line  was 
found  by  keeping  away  from  the  main  valley  of  the  principal  stream,  the 
Blanche.  I  might  add  that  another  line  was  tried  towards  Amikous^aini 
Lake  to  the  east,  crossing  the  height  of  land  near  the  headwaters  of  the 
Black,  but  it  was'  found  impossible  to  get  our  maximum  0.5  per  cent. 
grade  on  this  route. 

The  work  on  the  first  32  miles,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  cuts- 
turned  out  comparatively  light.  From  the  32nd  to  the  56th  mile  the  work 
of  grading  turned  out  heavy  and  from  the  56th  to  the  65th  light  again, 
with  prospects  of  light  work  north  of  that,  there  being  no  surface  appear-

ance  of  bed  rock  on  the  first  36  miles,  with  more  or  less  showing  of  rock 
north  of  that  point.  .The  maximum  and  ruling  grade  which  we  endea- 
vored to  hold  to  and  succeeded  in  getting,  is/  a  .5  per  cent  rising  north, 
and  a  .4  per  cent,  rising  south,  or  26  feet  to  the  mile  and  21  feet  to  the 
mile  respectively,  with  compensation  for  all  curves  of  .04  per  cent,  per  de- 
gree and  advantage  being  taken  in  places  of  velocity  or  momentum  grades 
as  high  as  .75  per  cent,  to  reduce  the  work.  The  maximum  curve  held 
throughout  is  a  4  degree  with  a  radius  of  1,432  feet. 

There  are  two  heavy  stream  crossings  at  the  25th  and  33rd  milee  re- 
spectively, the  south  branch  and  main  crossings  of  the  Blanche  River.  One 
is  100  feet  deep  at  the  centre  and  700  feet  long  at  the  top,  the  other  110 
feet  deep  and  550  feet  long  at  the  top.  Each  will  be  crosgfed  with  steel 
trestles  with  a  200  foot  and  150  foot  span  respectively  at  the  centres. 

On  account  of  the  low  ruling  grade,  where  the  country  becomes  broken, 
it  is  necessary  to  take  some  heavy  cutting  and  deep  fills,  one  near  the  36th 
mile  containing  70,000  cubic  yards,  which  ia  apparently  all  clay,  or  classi- 
fied as  "all  other  material."  Just  before  construction  was  commenced  on 
the  24  mileis  of  heavy  work  anotl;Ler  first-class  locating  engineer  was  sent 
over  it  to  see  if  the  work  could  be  lightened  any,  either  by  finding  another 
easier  route  or  by  revision  of  the  present  location.  He  reported  that,  ad- 
hering to  our  maximum  grades  of  .5  per  cent,  and  .4  per  cent,  rising  north 
and  south  and  our  four  degree  curve,  it  was  impossible  to  do  anything 
with  it  and  that  we  had  the  best  route  that  could  be  found  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. I  also  made  an  examination  of  it  myself  before  construction 
commenced  and  am  ^iatisfied  we  have  the  best. 

In  my  repoort  of  1903  the  agricultural  lands,  timber  and  minerals    of 
the  district  passed  through  were  fully  dealt  with. 

On  the  9th  of  May  it  was  decided  to  call  for  tenders  for  the  construc- 
tion, ready  for  rolling  stock,  of  an  extension  of  about  one  hundred  miles 
north  of  Liskeard.  A  specification  similar  to  the  one  on  the  first  division 
was  prepared,  except  that  a  change  was  made  in  the  classification,  instead 
of  solid  rock,  loose  rock,  hard  pan  and  earth,  the  hard  pan  was  taken  out 
and  the  claissification  was  made,  ''£iolid  rock,  loose  rock,  and  all  other  ma- 
terial.** The  dividing  line  between  solid  rock  and  loose  rock  is  quite  dis- 
tinct and  between  loose  rock  and  all  other  material,  but  the  dividing  line 
between  hard  pan  and  earth  has  always  been  a  bone  of  contention  between 
engineers  and  contractors,  and  quite  recently  railway  companies  have 
changed  thisJ  to  "all  oth^r  material,"  including  earth  and  hard  pan  and 
leaving  this  part  of  the  classification  to  the  bidder.  I  might  also  add  that 
hard  pan  is  defined  as  material  that  takes  two  teams  of  horses  on  a  plow, 
and  in  the  clay  country  north  of  Liskeard  in  wet  weather  two  would  be  ne- 
cessary, and  in  dry  weather  one,  ao  that,  these  points  all  being  taken  into 
consideration,  the  Commission  decided  to  act  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
engineer  and  cut  out  the  hard  pan.  The  contract  was  let  on  the  14th  of 
June  to  A.  R.  Macdonell.  Grading  was  commenced  immediately  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  the  grading  was  completed  continuously  for  twenty-five 
miles,  to  where  the  first  crossing  of  the  Blanche  River  i^  encountered  and 
grading  has  been  carried  on  in  places  up  to  the  40th  mile.  The  -rails  have 
been  laid  to  the  25th  mile,  and  a  tote  road  cut  out  to  the  70th  mile,  three 
miles  north  of  the  Hudson  Bay  watershed,  and  supplies  are  being  put  for- 
ward to  this  point  for  thi^  winter's  and  next  season's  operations.

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Special  Report  of  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS,  ONTARIO. 

Taronto,  January  13th,  1905. 

Gentlemen, — In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  made  cloae  in- 
vestigation and  inquiry  with  a  view  to  the  selection  of  lands  to  be  set  apan 
for  the  Tcimiskaming  and  Northern  Ontario  Railway,  in  accordance  with 
Section  One  of  3  Edward  VII.,  Chapter  4,  the  principal  provisions  of 
which  are  the  following:  — 

(1)  The  amount  of  land  to  which  the  Railway  is  entitled  is  20,000 
acres  per  mile.  For  the  dialtance  from  North  Bay  to  a  proposed  terminiu 
near  Lake  Abitibi,  about  200  miles,  this  amounts  to  4,000,000  acres  or 
about  6,250  square  miles;  or  is  equal  to  about  174  townships  of  the  siie 
now  being  surveyed,  (six  mile^  square  and  containing  36  square  miles 
each).  If  selected  in  a  single  block,  it  would  be  equal  to  an  area  about  79 
miles  square. 

(2)  The  land  so  set  apart  is  not  to  include  timber  or  mineral.  This, 
I  am  of  the  opinion,  should  be  amended,  in  order  that  the  Commission  may 
be  able  to  give  proper  deed^  to  intending  settlers;  but  in  any  event  it  is 
important  to  choose  only  good  agricultural  land. 

(3)  The  Act  .would  appear  to  restrict  the  location  of  the  land  giant 
to  the  District  of  Nipissing  and  proposes  a  tier  of  townships  adjacent  to 
^he  line  of  railway. 

Between  North  Bay  and  New  Liskeard,  the  Railway  paaeies  through  a 
territory  which,  eo  far  as  explored,  is  chiefly  valuable  for  mineral  and  tim- 
ber, a  portion  of  the  line  lying  within  the  Temagami  Forest  Reserve,  and 
it  is  apparent  that,  except  for  town  sites,  there  is'  no  suitable  land  along 
this  section  of  the  line. 

From  New  Liskeard  nbrtherly  through  the  valley  of  the  Blanche 
River  to  the  Height  of  Land,  there  is  excellent  farm  land,  but  this  has 
nearly  all  been  located  by  intending  settlers,  through  the  Crown  Lands 
Department.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the* land  grant  must  necessar- 
ily be  selected  north  of  the  Height  of  Land. 

In  1900  a  number  of  exploring  parties  were  itent  into  the  district  north 
of  the  Height  of  Land.  From  these,  very  favorable  reports  were  received 
of  a  large  clay  belt,  comprising  about  16,000,000  acres,  extending  across 
the  Province  from  east  to  west.  North  of  this  belt,  and  reaching  to  James 
Bay,  there  is  a  large  area  not  fully  explored,  and  the  character  of  which 
has  not  been  properly  determined. 

As  with  all  large  areas  of  land,  this  clay  belt  has  portions  of  a  sandy 
and  rocky  nature,  but  on  the  whole,  I  feel  convinced  that  it  will  compare 
favorably  with  any  other  equal  area  in  Canada,  in  respect  to  fertility  and 
suitability  for  agriculture.  Mr.  Niven,  who  surveyed  the  boundary  line 
between  Algoma  and  Nipissing,  in  reporting  on  the  section  between  the 
109th  and  230th  jmiles,  described  it  as,  "A  eplendid  tract  of  farming  land, 
clay  soil  often  covered  with  black  muck.  Parts  of  it  might  be  called 
swampy,  and  part&  of  it  muskeg,  but  taken  altogether  I  do  not  know  many 
places  in  Ontario  where  a  line  can  be  run  through  such  an  even,  uniform, 
good  tract  of  land." 
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The  timber  on  this  land  is  principally  spruce  suitable  for  pulp-wood. 
Birch  and  poplar,  the  latter  of  exceedingly  large  size,  are  plentiful.  The 
49th  Parallel,  which  forms  the  southern  boundary  of  Manitoba,  passes 
backs  to  cultivation  than  that  of  Manitoba.  To  bring  this  territory  to  a 
about  centrally  through  the  Belt,  and  the  climate  offerd  no  greater  draw- 
good  state  of  cultivation  the  land  must  be  cleared  and  drained,  both  of 
which  will  operate  favorably  on  the  climate. 

In  the  District  of  Nipissing  just  north  of  the  Height,  of  Land  and 
southwesterly  from  Lake  Abilibi,  about  thirty  townships  have  been  laid 
out  and  sub^divided  by  the  Crown  Lands  Department  during  the  pa(^  two 
seasons.  With  the  exception  of  the  more  easterly  and  southerly  of  these, 
'which  adjoin  the  Height  of  Land,  the  reports  of  surveyors  are  exceedingly 
favorable  as  to  their  agricultural  posafibilities.  As  it  is  in  this  section  only 
that  the  terms  of  the  Act  can  now  be  complied  with,  in  selecting  a  tier  of 
townships  along  the  railway,  I  would  favor  the  selection  of  a  number  of 
townships  in  this  section.  These  townships  having  been  thrown  open  to 
location  under  the  Military  Land  Grant  Act,  some  thirty-six  lots  of  100 
acres  have  been  taken  in  each  township,  but  as  yet  this  appear,s)  to  be  the 
chief  complication  affecting  the  selection  of  this  land,  which  will  probably 
be  in  the  vicinity  of  the  junctign  with  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway. 

For  the  remainder  of  the  grant,  I  am  not  so  favorably  impressed  with 
the  District  of  Nipissing  as  with  land  in  the  adjoining  District  of  Al- 
gomsL,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  Act  be  so  amended  as  to  permit 
the  selection  of  land  in  Northern  Algoma. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  considerations,  I  have  indicated,  in 
red,  on  the  accompanying  plan,  blocks  of  land  comprising  approximately 
the  required  area,  and  which,  from  information  available,  I  consider  de- 
sirable for  the  purpofi«8  of  the  Railway  Commission. 

My  recommendations  would  therefore  be  as  follows : 

(1)  That  the  Act  be  so  amended  as  to  enable  the  Commission,  in  the 
sale  of  the  land,  to  convey  to  settlers  and  purchasers,  the  timber  and  min- 
eral. 

(2)  That  the  Act  be  further  amended  to  permit  the  lefelection  of  land 
in  the  District  of  Algoma;  that,  pending  such  amendment,  the  block  of 
land  in  the  said  District  of  Algoma  indicated  in  red  on  the  accompanying 
plan,  be  reserved  for  the  purposes  of  the  Commission,  of  which  block  the 
following  is  a  description : 

''AH  and  singular,  that  certain  parcel  or  tract  of  land,  lying,  being 
and  situate  in  the  Di^rict  of  Algoma  and  Province  of  Ontario,  and  con- 
taining by  admeasurement  4,464  square  miles,  be  the  ^me  more  or  less, 
and  more  particularly  described  as  follows,  that  is  to  say :  Commencing  at 
a  point  in  the  boundary  line  between  the  District  of  Nipi^ing  and  Al- 
goma, which  point  is  marked  by  the  138th  mile  post  placed  by  0.  L.  S. 
Niven  in  the  Survey  of  the  said  boundary  line;  thence  due  west  along  the 
southern  boundaries  of  the  townships  of  TuUy  and  Fraser  twelve  miles 
more  or  less  to  the  southwest  angle  of  the  said  township  of  Prosser ;  thence 
due  west,  astronomically,  fifty  miles;  thence  due  north,  astronomically, 
seventy-two  miles;  thence  due  east  astronomically  sixty-two.  miles 
more  or  less  to  the  210th  mile  post  placed  by  0.  L.  S.  Niveii 
in  the  boundary  between  Nipissing  and  Algoma;  thence  due  fiouth 
astronomically  along  the  said  boundary  line  between  Nipissing  and  Al- 
goma, seventy-two  miles  more  or  leste  to  the  point  of  conxmencement." 
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(3)  That  there  be  at  once  set  apart  under  the  Act  as  it  now  stands, 
certain  lands  in  the  District  of  Nipissing,  of  which  the  following  is  a  de- 
scription :  — 

"All  and  singular  that  certain  parcel  or  tract  of  land  sit- 
uate in  the  District  of  Nipissing,  containing  1,620  square  miles  more  or 
lesss,  and  more  particularly  described  as  follows :  Commencing  at  a  point 
in  the  boundary  line  between  Nipissing  and  A.lgoma,  which  point  i^^  mark- 
ed by  the  126th  mile  post  placed  by  0.  L.  S.  Niven  in  the  survey  of  the 
said  boundary  line;  thence  due  east  eighteen  miles  more  or  leiss  along  the 
southerly  boundaries  of  the  townships  of  Matheson,  German,  and  Stock  to 
the  southeast  angle  of  the  township  of  Stock;  thence  due  north  eix  miles 
more  or  less  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  township  of  Taylor,  to  the 
southwest  angle  of  the  township  of  Walker;  thence  due  east  twenty-fonr 
miles  more  or  less  along  the  southerly  boundaries  of  the  townahipe/  of 
Walker,  Wilkie,  Coulson,  and  Warden,  to  the  southeast  angle  of  the 
township  of  Warden;  thence  due  north  astronomically  thirty-six  miles; 
thence  due  west  aitronomically  forty-two  miles  more  or  less  to  the  168th 
mile  post  (placed  by  0.  L.  S.  Niven),  in  the  said  boundary  line  between 
the  districts  of  Nipissing  and  Algoma;  thence  due  south  along  the  said 
said  boundary  line  between  the  districts  of  Nipissing  and  Algoma  forty- 
two  mileis  more  or  less  to  the  point  of  commencement." 

"Also  all  and  singular  that  certain  parcel  or  tract  of  land  lying,  bein^ 
and  situate  in  the  district  of  Nipissing,  and  containing  by  admeasurement 
252  square  milesi,  more  particularly  described  as  follows : 

"Commencing  at  the  said  168th  mile  post  ^laced  by  0.  L.  S.  Niven 
in  the  meridian  line  forming  the  boundary  between  Nipissing  and  Algoma; 
thence  due  east  astronomically  along  the  northern  limit  of  the  block  here- 
inbefore described,  six  miles;  thence  due  north  astronomically  forty-two 
miles;  thence  due  west  astronomically  six  miles  more  or  le^  to  the  210ik 
mile  post  placed  by  0.  L.  S.  Niven  in  the  boundary  line  between  Nipissing 
and  Algoma;  thence  due  south  astronomically  along  the  said  Nipissing- 
Algoma  boundary  line  to  the  point  of  commencement." 

The  above  descriptions  include  6,336  square  miles  of  territory, 
(without  allowance  for  water  area  and  convergence  of  meridians).  From 
this  there  should  be  deducted  a  certain  amount,  approximately  144  square 
miles,  for  land  already  granted  under  the  Military  Land  Grant  Act,  leaving 
6,192  square  miles  for  the  purpose  of  the  Commission. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  plan  of  part  of  Northern  Ontario,  on 
which  is  i^hown  the  areas  herein  described;  also  a  number  of  extracts  from 
reports  of  surveyors  with  respect  to  the  soil,  timbeu,  Qtc.,  within  this 
territory.
